The  General  Assembly  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  convened  at 
Duke  University,  Durham,  January  27-28. 
The  Women's  Department  met  separately 
for  part  of  the  sessions  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  B.  Frank  Hall,  Wilmington, 
President. 

Dr.  W.  Arthur  Kale,  President  of  the 
Council,  presided  at  the  business  session 
on  Wednesday. 

The  program  on  Tuesday  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  pastors'  conference 
dealt  with  "The  Council  Studies  The  Na- 
ture and  Task  of  the  Church"  and  "The 
Council  Emphasizes  Its  Partnership  with 
United  Church  Women". 

Among  the  distinguished  speakers  who 
addressed  the  Council  on  the  first  day 
were  the  following:  Dr.  J.  V.  L.  Casserley, 
New  York,  Hoffman  Professor  of  Dogmat- 
ic Theology,  General  Theological  Episco- 
pal Seminary,  whose  theme  was  "Theol- 
ogy Today";  Bishop  Hazen  G.  Werner, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  whose  subject  was  "Meet- 
ing Personal  Problems";  Dr.  Elmer  G. 
Homrighausen,  Dean  of  Princeton  Semi- 
nary, who  addressed  the  gathering  at  the 
luncheon  table  on  the  theme,  "Three  Cru- 
cial (Questions  About  Evangelism";  Mrs. 
Fannie  P.  Byrd,  New  York,  Director  of 
Publications,  United  Church  Women  of 
America  and  assistant  editor  of  "The 
Church  Woman";  Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg, 
St.  Louis,  Pastor  of  Delmar  Baptist 
Church,  and  president  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  who  brought  the 
evening  address  on  the  subject,  "The  Im- 
pact of  Christianity  on  the  World  Today"; 
Bishop  Herbert  W.  Shaw,  Wilmington, 
who  substituted  for  the  late  Honorable 
J.  Ernest  Wilkins,  Washington,  D.  C, 
whose  death  a  week  before  the  Council 
meeting  necessitated  a  change  in  speak- 
ers.

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BOARD  TO  MOVE 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education,  with 
headquarters  in  Richmond,  Va.,  recently 
purchased  for  $200,000  a  1621/2  acre  site 
in  Henrico  County  as  a  new  home  for  stor- 
age, printing,  and  office  facilities. 

The  Presbyterian  Board  has  known 
eight  different  locations  in  Richmond 
since  its  establishment  in  1861.  The  new 
site  lies  on  the  south  side  of  the  Rich- 
mond-Henrico Turnpike  in  the  direction 
of  Chickahominy  station. 

Completion  of  moving  to  the  new  loca- 
tion may  require  ten  years,  it  was  noted 
by  Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  the  Board's 
Executive  Secretary.  The  first  stage  of 
improvements  will  be  to  build  storage  and 
shipping  facilities  for  the  books  and  pe- 
riodicals published  by  the  Board. 

Dr.  Dendy  pointed  out  that  the  Presby- 
terian Bookstore  will  maintain  a  down- 
town location. 

The  present  five-story  building  located 
at  Sixth  and  Main  Streets  was  erected  in 
1914.  According  to  Dr.  Dendy  the  Build- 
ing Committee  "will  be  planning  for  the 
next  fifty  years". 

In  1914  the  Presbyterian  Church  had  a 
membership  of  310,000  and  a  Sunday 
School  enrollment  of  284,000.  Today  the 
figures  respectively  are  850,000  and  717,- 
000.

ALAMANCE  SANCTUARY 

A  variety  of  activities,  including  the 
dedication  of  the  $125,000  sanctuary  of 
historic  Alamance  Presbyterian  Church, 
made  up  the  program  of  the  week-end  of 
January  18th. 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Millard,  former  pastor 
of  the  church,  preached  the  sermon. 
Charles  S.  Wilkins,  moderator  of  Orange 
Presbytery,  brought  greetings,  and  Dr. 
Ben  F.  Brown,  pastor  of  the  church,  con- 
ducted the  Dedication  Service. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  or- 
ganized in  the  Alamance  Church  October 
7,  1813.  At  this  time,  there  were  only 
three  Presbyteries — Concord,  Orange,  and 
Fayetteville  (actually  non-existent  by  vir- 
tue of  delay  in  establishment)  and  they 
were  constituted  a  Synod  by  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  May, 
1813,  and  ordered  to  meet  at  the  Alamance 
Church  on  the  first  Thursday  of  October, 
1813.  The  Rev.  James  Hall,  in  the  case 
of  his  absence,  then  the  senior  member 
present,  was  to  open  the  Synod  with  a 
sermon  and  preside  until  a  moderator 
"be  chosen". 

The  Synod  met  October  7,  according  to 
the  order  of  the  Assembly.  Dr.  Hall 
preached  the  sermon  from  the  text  Mark 
16:15-16,  "And  he  said  unto  them,  'Go  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature' ". 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  four  min- 
isters and  two  ruling  elders  from  Orange 
Presbytery,  four  ministers  and  one  ruling 
elder  from  Concord  Presbytery,  and  three 
ministers  and  no  ruling  elder  from  Fay- 
etteville Presbytery  (organized  at  Synod). 

The  Rev.  Robert  H.  Chapman  of  Orange 
Presbytery  was  elected  the  first  Modera- 
tor. 

The  new  Alamance  Sanctuary,  complet- 
ed in  1955,  was  first  used  in  May  of  that 
year.  Final  payment  was  made  in  De- 
cember 1958.  The  church  seats  750  per- 
sons and  the  basement  provides  for  the 
adult  department  of  the  Sunday  School.

INFIRMARY  DEDICATED 

The  new  Irwin-McKay  Infirmary  (Be- 
low) on  Queens  College  Campus  was  ded- 
icated January  28th,  following  which 
"open  house"  gave  visitors  an  opportunity 
to  see  the  interior  building. 

The  infirmary  honors  Dr.  Hamilton  W. 
McKay,  Charlotte  physician,  the  late  Dr. 
John  R.  Irwin,  also  of  Charlotte,  and  the 
late  Dr.  Henderson  Irwin  of  Eureka,  N.  C. 

The  completely  equipped  building  is  the 
gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  M.  Belk. 
Mr.  Belk  is  executive  vice-president  of 
Belk  Stores  Services,  Inc.,  and  Mrs.  Belk 
is  the  former  Miss  Katherine  McKay. 
The  gift  honors  physicians  in  the  families 
of  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Belk. 

The  brick  building  is  of  contemporary 
design  and  includes  four  hospital  rooms, 
two  additional  rooms  which  can  be  con- 
verted into  hospital  rooms  in  emergen- 
cies, a  diet  kitchen,  living  quarters  for 
the  college  nurses,  and  a  health  center  in 
which  there  are  a  waiting  room,  an  office- 
consultation  room  for  the  college  physi- 
cian and  nurses,  an  examination-treat- 
ment room,  and  a  laboratory. 

The  infirmary  is  the  fourth  building  to 
be  completed  during  the  current  academic 
year.  Three  duplex  sorority  lodges  were 
finished  last  September,  and  a  residence 
hall  to  house  140  students  is  now  under 
construction.  Bids  for  the  construction 
of  the  new  library  will  be  opened  in  April.

BEQUEST  TO  DAVIDSON 

Davidson  College  is  one  of  fifteen  Pres- 
byterian colleges  to  receive  one  percent 
each  of  the  bequests  of  the  late  Samuel 
Robinson  of  Philadelphia,  who  died  last 
month,  leaving  four  million  dollars  to  be 
distributed  among  31  churches,  agencies 
and  institutions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.  The  amount  going  to 
each  of  the  colleges  is  $40,000. 

Mr.  Robinson  was  founder  and  first 
president  of  the  American  Stores  Com- 
pany. In  making  his  will,  he  explained, 
"As  a  young  man  ...  I  was  desirous  of 
becoming  a  missionary.  Circumstances 
rendered  it  impossible  for  me  to  follow 
out  that  desire,  so  now  I  wish  to  leave  a 
portion  of  my  estate  to  various  institu- 
tions that  are  training  young  men  to  do 
the  work  I  desired  to  do  .  .  ."

Four  Trustees  of  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege have  won  a  second  Superior  Court 

s  hearing  in  their  efforts  to  block  consolida- 
tion of  the  college  with  two  other  Pres- 
byterian  Schools. 

Judge  Hamilton  Hobgood  signed  an  or- 

i  der  the  week  of  January  19  which,  in 
effect,  returns  the  case  to  Superior  Court. 
It  permits  the  four  trustees,  a  minority  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  amend  their 
complaint  by  adding  nine  new  defendants, 
a  total  of  ten,  as  follows;  Peace  College, 
Raleigh;  Presbyterian  Junior  College, 
Maxton;  Flora  Macdonald  College,  Red 
Springs;  Fayetteville,  Orange,  and  Wil- 
mington Presbyteries;  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh;  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina;  Presbyterian  Foundation 
(no  longer  extant) ;  and  Consolidated 
Presbyterian  College. 

Flora  Macdonald  was  named  defendant 
in  the  original  request  for  a  restraining 
order  against  consolidation.  A  temporary 
order  was  obtained,  but  Judge  Clawson 
Williams  dissolved  it.  The  plaintiffs  ap- 
pealed, and  last  September  the  State  Su- 
preme Court  returned  the  case  to  Supe- 
rior Court  for  possible  further  action.

Adams,  Dr.  C.  T.  Johnson,  H.  Tarvia 
Jones,  and  Mrs.  Mary  McEachern.

The  purpose  of  the  trip  was  for  the 
three  leaders  to  meet  with  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  workers,  the  local  Campus 
Christian  Life  Committees,  and  the  West- 
minster Fellowship  officers  in  each  of 
the  Centers. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  features 
of  the  trip  was  the  deep  concern  mani- 
fested for  the  religious  life  on  the  several 
campuses  by  the  presidents  of  the  insti- 
tutions.

NEW  CHURCH 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church, 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery's  youngest 
church,  was  organized  by  a  commission  of 
the  Presbytery  on  November  23.  St.  An- 
drews is  the  first  of  three  new  churches 
to  be  organized  by  the  Presbytery.  Be- 
gun with  104  charter  members,  the  con- 
gregation elected  six  elders  and  six  dea- 
cons, and  called  the  Rev.  James  H.  Mon- 
roe, who  had  begun  the  organization  work 
in  July,  to  be  its  first  pastor. 

The  congregation  renovated  a  building 
formerly  used  as  a  milk  house  (See  photo, 
above)  located  on  the  Oak  Summit  Farm, 
north  of  Winston-Salem,  and  prepared  it 
for  the  first  service  on  September  7. 

The  congregation  continues  to  add  new 
members,  and  looks  forward  to  construc- 
tion of  the  first  unit  of  a  permanent  edi- 
fice on  a  five-acre  tract  of  land  nearby. 
The  church  will  be  aided  in  this  project 
by  the  Presbytery,  which  has  undertaken 
a  $650,000.00  campaign  for  funds  to  build 
new  churches.

Recently  the  61-member 
congregation  adopted  a  bud- 
get averaging  $74.00  per 
member  in  pledges. 

A  principal  leader  in  the 
church  is  Ruling  Elder 
Marvin  Weaver,  young 
Rocky  Mount  native,  who 
serves  as  vice-president  of 
the  Planters  Bank  in  Ply- 
mouth. 


PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION 

Assets  of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
Inc.  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  now  totals  $2.4  million,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  by  Dr.  John  R. 
Cunningham,  Executive  Director.  He  re- 
cently told  Foundation  Trustees  that  be- 
quests and  gifts  during  1958  amounted  to 
$433,645.46. 

The  Foundation  was  organized  in  1865, 
and  remained  a  relatively  unknown  agen- 
cy of  the  Church  until  recent  years. 

Dr.  Cunningham,  former  President  of 
Davidson  College,  became  the  Executive 
Director  in  1957.  His  office  is  in  Char- 
lotte. 

In  1955,  there  were  a  total  of  39  lega- 
cies valued  at  $819,000,  being  administer- 
ed. At  present  there  are  47  bequests 
totalling  $2.4  million. 

The  bequests  earned  $35,890  for  institu- 
tions and  programs  in  1955,  and  $84,613 
in  1958. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Jackson  of  Davidson  was  re- 
elected president  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, John  Cansler  of  Charlotte,  vice-pres- 
ident, and  Louis  L.  Rose  of  Charlotte,  sec- 
retary. The  Executive  Committee  is  com- 
posed of  the  officers  and  the  following: 
Halbert  M.  Jones,  Laurinburg;  Rev.  J. 
Cecil  Lawrence,  Charlotte,  and  Dr.  Cun- 
ningham. 


CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

There  are  today  60,000  Presbyterian 
students  and  6,000  Presbyterian  professors 
in  the  geographic  area  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  the  U.  S.  In  addition 
there  are  6,000  students  from  overseas 
and  many  non-church  students  for  whom 
we  have  responsibility. 

The  Campus  Christian  Life  ministry  of 
our  Church  serves  all  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  our  area  through  organized 
student  Westminster  Fellowships  and 
Faculty  Christian  Fellowships.  Univer- 
sity pastors,  college  chaplains,  and  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  workers  are  concerned 
for  students  and  professors  as  persons 
and  as  Christians.  There  are  46  full-time 
and  35  part-time  workers  thus  serving  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 


FIRST  SERVICE 

The  Mebane  Presbyterian  Church,  locat- 
ed at  Mebane,  N.  C,  dedicated  the  new 
sanctuary  on  Sunday,  November  23,  1958, 
in  an  appropriate  service  presided  over  by 
the  minister  of  the  Church,  the  Reverend 
Sam  S.  Cappel.  A  number  of  ministers 
including  former  pastors  participated  in 
the  service. 

The  Mebansville  Presbyterian  Church 
was  organized  in  1868  with  12  members 
and  has  grown  to  a  current  membership 
of  more  than  600.

"Our  Unity  in  the  Church"  will  be  the 
theme  of  the  Fourth  Ecumenical  Institute 
for  Christian  leaders  to  be  held  at  Blue 
Ridge  Assembly,  N.  C,  July  19-24.  The 
Institute  will  be  sponsored  by  the  South- 
ern Office  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches. 

The  purpose  of  the  Institute  is  to  mani- 
fest oneness  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Divine 
Lord  and  Saviour;  to  strengthen  under- 
standing and  promote  cooperation  among 
denominations;  to  find  ways  of  doing 
things  together  as  churches  and  church 
people;  to  provide  inspiration,  fellowship, 
and  ecumenical  education. 

A  giant  Bible  Hymn  Festival  will  open 
the  Institute  on  Sunday  evening,  July  19, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Allen  Guy. 


LIVING  ENDOWMENT  FUND 

A  $156,662  total  in  annual  gifts  to  Da- 
vidson College  in  1958  from  alumni,  par- 
ents, and  friends  represents  a  $14,000  in- 
crease over  the  return  from  Davidson's 
1957  Living  Endowment  Fund,  according 
to  an  announcement  by  President  D. 
Grier  Martin,  late  in  January.  Mr.  Mar- 
tin paid  tribute  to  J.  Robert  Covington 
and  Richard  O'Hair  of  Charlotte,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  1958  effort.

CLEVELAND  CONFERENCE 

Mrs.  Francis  O.  Clarkson,  Charlotte, 
addressing  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  Durham,  in  January,  on  the 
Cleveland  World  Order  Conference,  stated 
that  the  conference  was  a  controversial 
one,  dealing  with  the  subject,  "Christian- 
ity's Responsibility  on  a  Changing  Plan- 
et". The  Conference,  she  declared,  was 
faced  with  two  imperatives:  (1)  the  re- 
appraisal of  the  foreign  mission  policy 
and  (2)  the  re-appraisal  of  our  foreign 
policy.  The  one  relates  specifically  to  the 
church  and  the  other  to  the  government. 

Mrs.  Clarkson  declared  that  the  Con- 
ference felt  the  necessity  of  going  beyond 
previous  commitments  of  "co-existence" 
with  communist  countries,  and  that  the 
action  taken  regarding  admission  of  Red 
China  to  the  United  Nationals  was  based 
on  "our  responsibility  to  China".

Dr.  Ellen  Winston,  Raleigh,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  N.  C.  State  Board  of  Public 
Welfare,  has  been  named  on  a  12-member 
national  council  on  Child  Welfare  Serv- 
ices. The  appointment  was  made  by  Sec- 
retary Arthur  S.  Flemming  Secretary  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion, and  Welfare. 

Dr.  Winston,  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  has  held  a 
number  of  high  positions,  including  the 
national  presidency  of  the  Association  of 
Welfare  Officials.

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HOMRIGHAUSEN'S  ADDRESS 

Dr.  Elmer  G.  Homrighausen,  Dean  of 
Princeton  Seminary,  was  the  luncheon 
speaker  at  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  Pastor's  Conference  held  in 
Durham,  January  27.  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dud- 
ley, General  Secretary  of  the  Synod  and 
Vice-president  of  the  Council,  presided 
over  the  meeting  and  introduced  Dr.  Hom- 
righausen, whose  topic  was  "Three  Cru- 
cial Questions  about  Evangelism". 

"Evangelism  is  a  controversial  subject 
today,"  said  Dr.  Homrighausen.  "It  is  an 
ecumenical  term  and  also  a  theological 
term". 

Dr.  Homrighausen  asked  first  "Why 
Evangelism?",  and  answered  by  saying 
that  it  is  the  supreme  motive  found  in 
the  nature  of  God.  While  Evangelism 
means  Revivalism,  it  more  often  means 
taking  "the  good  news"  outside  of  the 
Church.  In  the  broader  sense  Evangelism 
is  the  spirit  in  which  we  do  all  the  work 
of  the  church. 

Speaking  on  the  methods  of  Evangel- 
ism, Dr.  Homrighausen  says  there  are  no 
tricks  in  the  trade.  It  is  simply  Christ 
working  in  and  through  us.  He  declared 
that  the  key  to  the  success  of  Evangelism 
is  the  layman. 

Dr.  Homrighausen  closed  his  address 
by  emphasizing  the  importance  of  expect- 
ancy in  the  program  of  Evangelism.  He 
referred  to  cathedrals  of  Europe  as  being 
old  and  poor  and  asked,  "But  can  an  old 
man  be  born  again?"  In  contrast  he  said, 
"America  is  new  and  rich,  and  can  a  rich 
man  enter  the  Kingdom  of  God?"

VARDELL  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  Dean  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College,  has  announced  that 
applications  are  now  being  received  from 
high  school  seniors  throughout  the  two 
Carolinas  and  neighboring  states,  for  the 
four  competitive  Vardell  scholarships  for 
the  academic  year  1959-60. 

These  scholarships,  totaling  $4,000  and 
now  offered  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year,  are  named  in  honor  of  the  late 
President  Emeritus  and  first  president, 
Dr.  C.  G.  Vardell,  in  recognition  of  his 
deep  interest  in  motivating  higher  educa- 
tion for  young  people.  The  individual 
scholarships  are  in  the  amounts  of  $1,600, 
$1,200,  and  two  for  $800  each,  all  over  a 
four-year  period. 

This  program  is  another  effort  on  the 
part  of  Flora  Macdonald  College  to  aid 
high  school  students  of  superior  academic 
ability  to  further  their  education,  and  is 
based  on  the  four-year  high  school  record, 
character,  and  personality  of  the  appli- 
cant, plus  a  scholarship  examination  at 
the  college.  With  costs  in  the  field  of 
education  increasing  each  year,  these 
awards  are  designed  to  enable  high  school 
students  to  secure  higher  education  at  a 
fraction  of  the  actual  cost.  The  adminis- 
tration will  also  continue  the  present 
program  of  grants-in-aid,  work  scholar- 
ships, and  loans. 

The  Vardell  scholarships  are  open  to 
boys  and  girls  who  are  completing  their 
high  school  education.  During  its  three 
years,  this  competitive  scholarship  plan 
has  resulted  in  the  admission  of  outstand- 
ing students  who  are  a  credit  to  the 
college. 


RETIREMENT 

After  almost  40  years  in  the  ministry, 
28  of  them  in  the  city  of  Durham,  the 
Rev.  H.  P.  Ruppenthal,  the  first  and  only 
pastor  of  the  Northgate  Presbyterian 
Church,  retired  in  January.  Mr.  Ruppen- 
thal has  been  in  ill  health  for  some  time, 
and  plans  to  remain  in  Durham. 

A  native  of  Berkeley,  W.  Va.,  Mr.  Rup- 
penthal led  a  small  group  of  people  in 
1944  in  the  establishment  of  the  chapel 
which  led  to  the  present  church  with  a 
membership  of  370.  There  were  26  per- 
sons in  the  group  commissioned  by  Gran- 
ville Presbytery  to  form  the  church.  To- 
day the  church  owns  facilities  valued  in 
excess  of  $150,000. 

Mr.  Ruppenthal's  ministry  began  in 
Shenandoah,  Virginia,  followed  by  a  pas- 
torate in  Staunton.  He  began  his  minis- 
try in  the  Blacknall  Memorial  Church, 
Durham,  in  1930,  where  he  remained  for 
13  years  before  leading  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Mt.  Bethel  Church. 

Mr.  Ruppenthal  is  married  to  the 
former  Ruth  Irma  Tutwiler  of  Harrison- 
burg, Virginia,  and  they  have  two  chil- 
dren.

SHAW'S  ADDRESS 

Bishop  Herbert  B.  Shaw  of  Wilmington, 
addressing  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  meeting  in  Durham  in  January, 
declared  that  the  way  for  the  Christian 
church  to  bear  effective  witness  in  ten- 
sion areas  is  simply  to  be  Christian.  "The 
Christian  Church,"  he  said,  "cannot  com- 
mit itself  to  a  half-way  proposition.  Lead- 
ership depends  on  leaders.  The  Christian 
Church  today  is  largely  in  the  hands  of 
ministers." 

"The  world  today,"  according  to  Bishop 
Shaw,  "is  characterized  by  hopeless  hun- 
ger and  despair.  People  are  starving  in 
spite  of  plenty.  They  are  naked  and  cold 
in  spite  of  technology.  The  solution  lies 
in  love — what  we  owe  God  and  what  we 
owe  man. 

"There  are  three  things  about  man 
which  are  alike  the  world  over,"  said 
Bishop  Shaw.  "These  are  the  head  which 
is  to  be  educated,  the  stomach  which  is  to 
be  filled,  and  the  heart  which  is  to  be 
satisfied.  God  never  gave  all  good  traits 
to  any  special  group.  There  is  something 
of  God  in  every  man,  which  may  be 
quenched  or  improved. 

"We  should  work  as  hard  for  peace  as 
we  do  for  war.  We  should  shake  off  our 
prejudices  against  other  people.  If  we 
would  become  free. 

"People  everywhere  have  common 
needs,  common  wants,  common  desires, 
and  common  ideals.  We  are  our  brother's 
brother,  as  well  as  our  brother's  keeper. 

"The  Christian  Church  must  bear  wit- 
ness against  racial  prejudice.  The  Chris- 
tian Church  must  determine  what  is  its 
mission."

BILLY  GRAHAM  RADIO 

MONTREAT,  N.  C— Application  for  a 
license  to  build  and  operate  a  5,000  watt 
radio  station  at  Black  Mountain,  N.  C, 
has  been  filed  with  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission  by  Dr.  Billy  Graham. 

Dr.  Graham,  who  makes  his  home  in 
Montreat,  two  miles  from  Black  Moun- 
tain, would  be  joined  in  the  operation  of 
the  station  by  Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Mon- 
treat, the  evangelist's  father-in-law,  Har- 
old E.  Finch  of  Black  Mountain,  and 
George  M.  Wilson  of  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Billy  Graham 
Evangelistic  Association.  The  station  will 
be  operated  by  the  Blue  Ridge  Broadcast- 
ing Corporation  of  Black  Mountain. 

The  application  to  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  stated  that  the 
station  would  broadcast  religious  pro- 
grams primarily,  but  also  would  include 
public  service  programs,  music,  news  and 
sports.  Any  profits  from  the  station 
would  go  to  missions  and  charities.  Ad- 
vertising would  be  accepted  but  would 
not  be  solicited. 

The  application  also  stated  that  the 
station  would  cost  more  than  $40,000,  and 
would  be  on  an  FM  frequency. 


NEWS  AT  LARGE 

It  was  announced  In  New  York  recently  that  pub- 
lication of  a  new  translation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment into  current  English  by  British  scholars  is 
expected  early  in  1961. 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  China  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in  New 
York,  all  Protestant  denominations  in  Communist 
China  are  being  merged  into  a  single  church  body 
and  the  majority  of  local  churches  are  being  forced 
to  close. 

Protestant  clergymen's  groups  in  West  Germany 
are  campaigning  to  have  Monday  designated  as 
"Pastor's  Sunday".  They  are  recommending  that 
Mondays  be  officially  set  aside  as  a  clergymen's 
rest  day,  except  for  a  few  who  must  remain  avail- 
able for  emergencies. 

It  was  announced  in  New  York  recently  by  Re- 
ligion in  American  Life  that  church  attendance  in 
the  United  States  reached  a  record  high  during 
1958.  It  was  reported  that  50,500,000  American 
adults  attended  church  or  synagogue  services  dur- 
ing an  average  week,  an  increase  of  2,000,000  over 
1957. 

Some  130  young  Christian  men  and  women  from 
throughout  Germany  have  volunteered  to  help  build 
churches,  hospitals,  and  other  welfare  institutions 
abroad  in  repentance  for  the  suffering  caused  by 
Nazi  tyranny  before  and  during  World  War  11. 

Dr.  Edward  Dahiberg,  speaking  at  a  service  dedi- 
cating the  new  education  and  recreation  building 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
where  he  was  pastor  from  1931  to  1939,  called  for 
"rebuilding  of  broken  lines  of  communication  and 
understanding  between  nations  and  peoples  of  the 
world". 

The  Methodist  Board  of  Temperance  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  declared  that  a  total  of  382  persons  were 
victims  of  drinking  drivers  during  the  recent  Christ- 
mas holidays.  The  temperance  agency  said  that 
studies  conducted  by  the  National  Safety  Council 
in  1955  and  1956  showed  that  "55%  of  the  drivers 
involved  in  fatal  Christmas  holiday  accidents  had 
been  drinking".  The  Board  pointed  out  that  this 
is  almost  twice  as  high  as  the  average  annual  rate 
which  police  records  show  to  be  about  29%. 

Methodists  in  this  country  gave  more  than  $8,- 
375,000  for  the  operation  of  their  colleges  and  other 
educational  institutions  during  the  1957-58  fiscal 
year,  an  increase  of  about  $1,250,000  over  1956-57. 

A  record  total  of  $24,808,919  was  contributed  in 
support  of  various  causes  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  1958,  it  was  reported  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  by  Dr.  Porter  Routh,  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  denomination's  executive  committee. 
The  amount  is  nearly  $2,000,000  more  than  for  the 
previous  year. 

A  $52,550  grant  to  expand  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame's  nuclear  technology  program  has  been 
awarded  by  the  U.  S.  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 

The  Departments  of  Commerce  and  Labor  reported 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  that  church  construction  came 
within  $5,000,000  in  1958  of  equalling  the  all-time 
record  established  in  1957. 

The  Church  of  England  sold  all  its  260,000  shares 
in  the  British  Aluminum  Company  for  what  finan- 
cial circles  estimated  was  a  profit  of  at  least  one 
million  dollars.  .

Completion  of  a  new  $150,000 
building  under  construction  for 
the  first  English-speaking  South- 
ern Baptist  Church  in  Tokyo, 
Japan,  will  be  speeded  by  a  $25,- 
000  loan  from  the  East  Grand 
Baptist  Church  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

At  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  Council  of  Protestant  Col- 
leges and  Universities  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  recently,  some 
225  leading  Christian  educators 
heard  a  plea  for  a  "genuine  re- 
habilitation" of  church-related 
colleges  "to  restore  them  to  the 
place  they  once  held  of  acknowl- 
edged leadership  in  this  coun- 
try". 

The  Veterans  Administration  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  disclosed  that 
35,827  veterans  of  World  War  11 
and  12,392  veterans  of  the  Ko- 
rean War,  have  undertaken  train- 
ing under  the  Gl  Bill  of  Rights, 
to  become  clergymen. 

A  Gutenberg  Bible,  over  500 
years  old  and  valued  at  more 
than  $500,000  embarked  from 
New  York  on  a  return  trip  to  a 
Polish  museum  from  which  it  was 
removed  19  years  ago  for  safe- 
keeping during  World  War  11. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Churches  in  New 
York  that  nine  pastors  and  two 
directors  of  religious  education 
have  been  appointed  to  overseas 
union  churches  serving  Ameri- 
cans living  abroad. 


AGSTEN  RETURNS  TO 
GRANVILLE 

The  Rev.  Edward  J.  Agsten,  for  12 
years  minister  of  the  West  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Church,  prior  to  going 
to  the  Beverly  Hills  Church  in  Hunt- 
ington, W.  Va.,  in  1957,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  become  pastor  of  the  Northgate 
Church  in  Durham.  Actually  he  as- 
sumed his  duties  February  10th,  but  is 
to  be  installed  by  a  Commission  of  the 
Presbytery  in  March. 

Mr.  Agsten  succeeds  the  Rev.  H.  F. 
Ruppenthal  who  resigned  January  1, 
for  retirement. 


CONSECRATION 

Consecration  ceremonies  for  the  new 
religious  education  building  at  Butner  in 
Granville  Presbytery  were  held  on  Jan- 
uary 4th.  The  Reverend  Al  Thomas,  pas- 
tor, delivered  the  sermon,  and  the  Rev. 
Tom  Traynham,  Pastor  of  the  Oxford 
Church,  gave  a  resume  of  the  program 
leading  to  the  establishment  of  the 
church.  Mr.  Traynham  also  presented  a 
plaque  commending  Granville  Presbyte- 
rians who  contributed  toward  the  new 
church,  including  the  sum  of  $2,950.00 
for  the  purchase  of  the  lot. 

Also  participating  in  the  service  were 
the  Rev.  Ernest  L.  Barber,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  Granville  Presbytery;  Dr.  Wil- 
liam H.  Brownlee,  professor  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity, School  of  Divinity. 

The  church  has  more  than  50  adult 
members  and  an  equal  number  of  chil- 
dren. 

The  new  structure  was  erected  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $50,000  and  provides 
5,500  square  feet  of  floor  space. 


The  nine  members  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  include  three  Presbyterians  and  two  Baptists, 
as  well  as  one  Episcopalian,  one  Methodist,  one 
Jew,  and  one  Roman  Catholic. 

A  permanent  l6-by-l6  foot  chapel  was  dedicated 
by  the  17  U.  S.  servicemen  manning  the  Scott- 
Amundsen  Station  at  the  South  Pole.  Each  of  the 
men  takes  his  turn  every  Sunday  in  giving  a  sermon 
on  his  own  faith,  Protestant,  Roman  Catholic,  Jew- 
ish, or  Buddhist.  No  chaplain  has  been  available 
because  of  the  post's  isolation  from  the  rest  of  the 
world.

The  Synod  of  Virginia  united  in  a 
church-wide  program  of  emphasis  on 
Christian  Higher  Education  in  January. 
The  emphasis  was  a  part  of  the  campaign 
to  raise  funds  for  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Mary  Baldwin  Colleges. 

Prominent  in  the  program  of  emphasis 
were  the  Rev.  W.  Priestly  Conyers  III, 
former  minister  in  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery, currently  Executive  Associate  to 
the  President  of  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Richmond,  Va.,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  D.  Jackson,  Minister  of  the  Win- 
chester Presbyterian  Church  and  former 
minister  at  Asheboro. 


PRESBYTERIAN 
ADMINISTRATOR 

Nathan  H.  Yelton,  a  deacon  in  the  Gar- 
ner Presbyterian  Church,  was  recently 
featured  in  an  article  in  the  Raleigh 
Times.  Mr.  Yelton  is  a  native  of  Bakers- 
ville  and  is  currently  serving  as  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Teachers  and  State 
Employees  Retirement  System  and  the 
North  Carolina  Local  Government  System. 
For  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  public  school  program  of 
the  State.  During  the  second  World  War 
he  served  as  a  captain  and  major  in  Eu- 
rope. His  wife  is  the  former  Betty  Hol- 
land of  Clinton.  Mr.  Yelton  is  also  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Deacons  of  the  Gar- 
ner Church. 


DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

The  Presbytery  of  Winston-Salem  re- 
ports a  total  pledged  in  the  Presbytery 
Development  Campaign  of  $575,846.51,  on 
which  $94,848.01  has  been  paid  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1958. 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, the  Rev.  John  R.  Smith,  recently 
expressed  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Pres- 
bytery will  exceed  the  goal  of  $659,000 
by  reaching  $700,000  when  the  campaign 
is  closed  during  the  spring  of  1959.  Pay- 
ments are  extended  through  1961.  The 
funds  being  raised  in  the  Presbytery 
Campaign  will  be  used  to  establish  sev- 
eral new  churches  in  strategic  areas  of 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery. 

The  churches  making  the  largest 
pledges  to  date  are  the  Winston-Salem 
First  Church  which  pledged  $212,146.90 
on  a  quota  of  $350,000,  and  the  Reynolda 
Church  which  over-subscribed  its  quota 
of  $125,000  by  a  total  subscription  of 
$176,000.  The  next  highest  pledge  is  that 
of  the  Highland  Church  for  $85,000,  which 
is  the  quota.  A  number  of  other  churches 
have  also  subscribed  the  quota. 


MISSIONARIES 

Dr.  Frank  W.  Price,  former  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  now  head  of  the 
Missionary  Research  Library,  New  York 
City,  reports  that  there  are  now  a  total 
of  38,606  Protestant  missionaries  at  work 
around  the  world.  This  is  a  figure  300 
percent  higher  than  the  figure  for  1903, 
and  50  percent  greater  than  that  for  1936. 


CENTENNIAL  OF  CHURCH 

The  Centennial  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church  of 
the  U.  S.,  calls  attention  to  the  church 
membership  that  the  theme  approved  by 
the  General  Assembly  is,  "Our  Presbyte- 
rian Heritage  and  Mission". 

The  Committee  bases  its  planning  for 
the  observance  in  1961  upon  "the  convic- 
tion that  the  effect  of  the  observance  will 
depend  largely  on  the  spirit  and  manner 
in  which  it  is  carried  out.  Accordingly 
it  proposes  that  the  Centennial  Program 
be  designed  primarily  to  point  the  church 
forward.  While  our  appreciation  for  the 
abiding  values  in  our  heritage  should  be 
deepened,  we  should  be  chiefly  concerned 
to  clarify  our  vision  of  the  future  role 
and  receive  fresh  stimulus  in  the  service 
of  our  Lord.  Furthermore,  the  Commit- 
tee hopes  to  fashion  a  program  which  will 
enlarge  our  horizons  and  vivify  our  sense 
of  fellowship  with  all  other  Presbyterian 
and  Reformed  Churches  throughout  the 
world,  both  those  which  are  older  and 
those  which  have  come  into  being  as  a 
result  of  the  missionary  enterprise.  Our 
common  traditions  in  doctrine,  polity, 
worship,  and  practice  will  be  presented  in 
such  a  way  as  to  strengthen  our  sense  of 
unity  with  the  Calvinistic  family,  and 
through  it  with  the  Ecumenical  Church". 

The  Centennial  Celebration  will  begin 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  1961,  and  will  be  brought  to  a  climax 
on  Reformation  Sunday  in  the  fall. 

The  Centennial  Celebration  will  also  be 
observed  in  the  Synods  and  Presbyteries 
and  many  of  the  local  churches,  with 
emphasis  upon  "Heritage  and  Challenge". 

Special  books  will  be  prepared  for 
study  and  plans  will  include  the  use  of 
radio,  television,  film  strips,  and  other 
media  of  communication. 


KELLENBERGER 

John  A.  Kellenberger,  ruling  elder  in  the  Greens- 
boro First  Church,  was  featured  in  an  article  in 
the  Greensboro  News  late  in  January. 

The  author,  Jan  Thomas,  referred  to  Mr.  Kellen- 
berger as  "a  man  who  fairly  bristles  with  enthus- 
iasm", and  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  na- 
tive Pennsylvanian  arrived  in  Greensboro  in  1911, 
where  he  first  engaged  in 
furniture  manufacturing 
while  living  at  the  YMGA. 
He  was  a  member  of  the 
first  basl(etball  team  in 
Greensboro,  which  in  1915, 
won  the  State  champion- 
ship. 

Originally  a  Lutheran, 
Mr.  Kellenberger  united 
with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  after  marrying 
Mae  Gordon  Latham,  of 
Greensboro. 

In  1922,  Mr.  Kellenber- 
ger went  into  the  employ 
of  the  J.  E.  Latham  Com- 
pany, Realtors.  He  had  a 
large  part  in  the  devel- 
opment of  Latham  Park. 

Today  Mr.  Kellenberger 
is  one  of  two  living  life 
elders  of  the  Church.  He 
has  served  as  a  Sunday 
School  superintendent  and 
as  a  member  of  the  church  choir.  He  has  also 
been  an  active  member  of  Committees  of  Orange 
Presbytery,  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
General  Assembly.  He  is  currently  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Glade  Valley  School  in 
Alleghany  County. 

For  the  past  seven  years,  Mr.  Kellenberger  has 
devoted  a  large  part  of  his  attention  to  the  restora- 
tion of  Tryon  Palace  in  New  Bern.  His  mother-in- 
law,  the  late  Mrs.  J.  E.  Latham,  contributed  gen- 
erously to  the  project. 

In  addition  to  currently  running  an  informal 
lonely-hearts  club,  Mr.  Kellenberger  is  said  to  be 
noted  for  his  ability  to  soothe  "ruffled  children"  at 
Sunday  School. 


KELLENBERGER 
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BEQUESTS  AND  DEFERRED 
GIFTS 

Following  the  order  of  Synod,  a  new 
Permanent  Committee  on  Bequests  and 
Deferred  Gifts  was  organized  in  the  late 
fall,  with  E.  B.  Crow,  Jr.  of  Wilson,  Chair- 
man, presiding. 

According  to  the  Standing  Rules  of 
Synod,  the  functions  of  the  Committee  are 
"to  furnish  information  to  the  Synod  and 
to  advise  individuals,  churches,  and  in- 
stitutions in  regard  to  programs  for  be- 
quests and  deferred  gifts,  relating  to  edu- 
cational institutions  and  other  agencies 
of  the  Synod". 

Among  the  ideas  discussed  at  the  initial 
meeting  were:  (1)  The  supreme  motive 
for  giving  is  obligation  to  God;  (2)  Free 
educational  institutions  cannot  survive 
apart  from  philanthropic  giving;  (3) 
"Living  Gifts"  are  as  vital  and  worth- 


BEQUEST 


The  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  specifically  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Church  Extension,  re- 
cently came  into  possession  of  the  bequest  in 
the  will  of  the  late  Sadie  Duncan  Wharton, 
widow  of  C.  P.  Wharton,  members  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh,  including  cash 
and  real  estate  totalling  $20,000. 

The  will  expressed  the  desire  of  both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wharton  to  leave  to  the  Synod  the  residue 
of  the  estate  after  all  necessary  taxes  and  ex- 
penses were  paid  and  a  bequest  to  their  niece, 
Mrs.  Rawleigh  Griffin  of  Smithfield,  had  been 
met. 

In  addition  to  cash  in  the  amount  of  $4,400.00, 
the  Synod  came  into  the  possession  of  three 
houses  located  on  Tilden  Street  in  Raleigh,  all 
of  which  are  rentable  and  rented.  The  Synod's 
income  from  rents  is  expected  to  gross  slightly 
under  $2,000  per  annum  from  the  three  houses. 

According  to  the  will  the  income"shall  be  a 
perpetual  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  salary  and 
support  of  a  minister  to  do  Home  Mission  and 
Evangelistic  Work  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  Raleigh,  N.  C".

byterian Church  in  their  wills.

DAHLBERG'S  ADDRESS 

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg  of  St.  Louis, 
President  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  addressed  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  meeting  in  Durham 
in  January,  on  the  subject  "The  Impact  of 
Christianity  on  the  World  Today".  Said 
Dr.  Dahlberg,  "We  have  a  great  challenge 
today — to  destroy  the  enmity,  not  the 
enemy — to  break  down  the  wall  and  be 
one".  He  added,  "We  must  minimize  the 
competitive  spirit  and  at  the  same  time 
reject  totalitarianism". 

"Our  defense,"  said  Dr.  Dahlberg, 
"should  not  be  defense  by  deterrence  but 
defense  by  repentance.  It  is  time  that 
we  were  making  an  impact  on  the  minds 
and  souls  of  man." 

Dr.  Dahlberg  traced  the  beginnings  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  to  the 
early  Protestant  movements  of  the  19th 
Century,  including  the  Sunday  School 
movement,  as  far  back  as  1824. 

The  distinguished  churchman  told  of 
the  ground-breaking  exercises  for  the  new 
National  Council  of  Churches  building  in 
New  York  where  700  employees  of  the 
Council  will  carry  out  the  program  of  the 
Council.  The  building  will  also  provide 
offices  for  various  denominations. 

Dr.  Dahlberg  stated  that  the  unity  we 
have  already  accomplished  is  impressive, 
but  he  stated  that  world  conditions  make 
it  imperative  that  we  stand  together.  He 
pointed  out  that  experts  declare  that  the 
"doctrine  of  the  compression  of  time" 
means  that  the  next  war  will  be  won  or 
lost  in  fifteen  minutes  and  that  "the  doc- 
trine of  defense  by  deterrence"  means  that 
a  nation  has  such  swift  striking  power 
that  no  enemy  dare  attack  it. 

He  told  of  the  underground  fortifica- 
tions in  the  State  of  Kansas  representing 
the  central  air  intelligence  of  the  Untied 
States. 

Dr.  Dahlberg  also  pointed  out  that  one 
single  bomb  might  destroy  the  city  of 
Chicago  and  that  there  are  single  bombs 
in  existence  which  equal  the  total  of  all 
bombs  released  by  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  in  the  last  war.

Carolina,  has  raised  over  a  million  dollars  from  various  sources 
for  its  endowment  and  physical  development  plans  over  the 
past  several  years. 

This  Belk  gift  is  an  additional  evidence  of  progress  in  this 
far-sighted  movement  in  aid  of  this  worthy  Presbyterian  in- 
stitution, owned  and  controlled  by  the  Presbyterian  Synods 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  from  which  so  many  disting- 
uished graduates  have  made  a  great  name  for  the  South  and 
the  nation  in  church,  civil,  and  military  leadership. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  during  his  life  time — and  many  of  his  asso- 
ciates over  a  long  period  of  years,  have  been  active  supporters 
of  the  Presbyterian  College  and  of  other  church  owned  and 
church  supported  educational  institutions,  and  the  pledge  of 
$125,000  announced  recently  is  a  part  of  the  general  program  of 
the  Belk  interests  in  furthering  collegiate  education  under  the 
control  and  guidance  of  the  Christian  churches  of  this  area.

NIEMOELLER  CHARGED 

Defense  Minister  Franz-Josef  Strauss, 
Bonn,  Germany,  instituted  legal  proceed- 
ings late  in  January  against  Dr.  Martin 
Niemoeller,  President  of  the  Evangelical 
Church  of  Hesse  and  Nassau,  for  his  re- 
cent statement  that  military  training  is 
"a  high  school  for  professional  crimi- 
nals". 

The  West  German  Cabinet,  meeting  un- 
der Chancellor  Konrad  Adenauer,  de- 
nounced Dr.  Niemoeller's  utterances. 

Dr.  Niemoeller  is  an  outspoken  oppon- 
ent of  nuclear  armaments  for  West  Ger- 
many. 

Dr.  Niemoeller  in  answering  charges 
made  against  him,  declares  that  the  press 
reports  were  not  identical  with  what  he 
said,  and  that  he  had  actually  asserted 
that  the  training  of  Commando  units  of 
the  former  German  army  was  a  school  for 
potential  war  criminals. 

Bishop  Otto  Dibelius  of  Berlin,  Chair- 
man of  the  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Church  in  Germany,  stressed  that  Dr. 
Niemoeller  spoke  only  in  a  private  capac- 
ity and  not  as  a  representative  of  the 
Church.

Felix  B.  Gear,  Professor  of  Theology  at 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  is  exam- 
ining the  document. 

Miss  Boney  is  a  graduate  of  Woman's 
College  and  holds  in  addition  to  the  B.A. 
degree  an  M  A.  and  Ph.D.  from  Emory 
University. 

Last  summer,  Dr;  Boney  traveled  to  the 
Middle  East  where  she  visited  Cairo, 
Egypt,  Damascus,  and  spent  two  weeks 
in  and  around  Jerusalem.  In  addition, 
the  party  of  which  she  was  a  member 
spent  two  days  in  the  caves  of  the  2,500- 
year-old  deserted  city  of  Petra,  for  south 
of  the  Dead  Sea.  Dr.  Boney  said  of  her 
tour,  "The  Seminar  was  one  of  the  most 
interesting  experiences  in  my  lifetime — 
the  visit  to  the  city  of  Petra  is  something 
I  shall  i.ever  forget".

CONCORD  PRESBYTERY 

Reverend  Neil  R.  McGeachy  was  elected 
the  Chairman  of  the  Presbytery  Council 
at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Jackson,  Treasurer  of  the 
Presbytery,  reported  that  gifts  to  budget- 
ed benevolences  in  1958  were  $265,979, 
and  non-budgeted  gifts,  $4,301. 

Rev.  E.  P.  Moye,  Chairman  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee,  reported 
that  34  of  the  75  churches  of  the  Presby- 
tery received  some  assistance  from  the 
Church  Court  in  carrying  out  the  local 
program  during  1958.  These  churches 
with  2,493  members  and  2,553  enrolled  in 
Sunday  School  received  264  members  dur- 
ing 1958.  The  total  annual  cost  of  their 
program  was  $164,494,  of  which  $16,822 
was  given  to  benevolences.  Presbytery's 
assistance  amounted  to  $38,642. 

The  Presbytery  voted  to  send  an  over- 
ture to  the  General  Assembly  requesting 
that  Court  "to  re-emphasize  its  unquali- 
fied disapproval  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
principle  of  the  union  of  church  and  State 
and  its  system  of  propaganda;  that  it 
warn  its  young  people  against  contracting 
marriages  with  members  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church;  and  that  it  warn  the 
members  of  our  Church  of  the  danger 
which  a  Roman  Catholic  government 
would  pose  to  the  American  nation". 

Richard  A.  Short,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Presbyterian  Home,  addressed  the 
Presbytery  on  the  Campaign  for  the  Home 
at  High  Point,  pointing  out  that  there 
are  79  persons  now  guests  of  the  Home 
and  that  there  is  a  waiting  list  of  52  who 
have  made  application  for  admission. 

L.  Young  White,  Mooresville,  reported 
that  during  1958,  1,316  guests  attended 
conferences  at  Camp  Grier  and  that  an 
additional  1,215  registrations  were  re- 
corded by  those  attending  retreats  and 
other  activities.  The  Presbytery  approv- 
ed of  the  construction  of  a  swimming  pool.

WHO'S  WHO 

CHICAGO — Church-related  colleges  and 
universities,  as  opposed  to  their  larger 
and  more  numerous  secular  brothers,  pro- 
duce the  greatest  number  of  practitioners 
sufficiently  outstanding  to  be  listed  in 
WHO'S  WHO  IN  AMERICA,  of  what  are 
termed  the  "dedicated  professions",  it  is 
revealed  in  the  latest  Bulletin  of  Educa- 
tional Philanthropy,  published  by  the  Ed- 
ucational Department  of  WHO'S  WHO. 

The  Bulletin  selects  as  "dedicated  pro- 
fessions" educators,  the  clergy,  doctors  of 
medicine,  librarians,  and  scientists.  In 
all  except  the  latter,  and  there  the  dif- 
ference is  only  slightly  in  favor  of  those 
educated  in  secular  institutions,  the 
products  of  church-related  colleges  and 
universities  whose  attainments  qualified 
them  for  WHO'S  WHO,  outstrip  their 
lay-educated  counterparts. 

As  would  be  suspected,  it  is  in  the 
clergy  that  the  church-related  institutions 
make  the  best  showing.  Clergymen  who 
gained  their  under-graduate  degrees  from 
secular  schools  are  out-stripped  almost 
two  to  one  by  their  brethren  from 
church-related  colleges. 

Among  educators  listed  in  WHO'S 
WHO,  over  50  per  cent  more  were  grad- 
uated from  church-related  schools  than 
received  their  diplomas  from  secular  pub- 
lic or  private  institutions.  Among  doc- 
tors of  medicine  and  librarians  the  dif- 
ference is  much  smaller,  but  still  is  in 
favor  of  those  with  a  church-related  un- 
dergraduate education. 

Due  to  the  existence  of  West  Point  and 
Annapolis,  the  field  of  endeavor  with  the 
greatest  proportion  of  WHO'S  WHO  bi- 
ographees  coming  from  secular  institu- 
tions is  the  military,  where  the  ratio  is 
almost  five  to  one  in  favor  of  the  secular. 
But  artists— painters,  sculptors,  musi- 
cians, composers— run  the  soldiers  and 
sailors  a  close  second,  the  ratio  in  favor 
of  secular  schools  in  this  case  being 
about  three  and  one-half  to  one. 

Businessmen  also  graduate  in  larger 
proportions  from  colleges  and  universities 
without  church  ties,  almost  40  per  cent 
more  of  those  listed  in  WHO'S  WHO 
having  attended  secular  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  In  other  "non-dedicated" 
general  fields,  such  as  government,  the 
law,  and  judiciary,  the  secular  schools 
came  out  better,  but  only  slightly  so. 

These  statistics  are  based  on  a  study 
of  the  educational  background  of  WHO'S 
WHO  listees  made  by  Arthur  E.  Nealy, 
educational  director  of  Marquis-Who's 
Who,  publishers  of  the  famous  reference 
work,  and  author  of  the  Bulletin  in  which 
they  are  revealed. 

In  this  Bulletin,  entitled  "The  Contri- 
bution of  Church-related  Colleges,"  it  is 
pointed  out  there  are  744  church-related 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the 
country,  as  compared  with  661  publicly- 
controlled  and  481  non-church-related  in- 
dependent schools,  or  a  total  of  1,142  sec- 
ular colleges  and  universities.  As  for  stu- 
dents, 58  per  cent  attend  the  secular  pub- 
licly-controlled institutions  alone. 

The  Bulletin  stresses  the  fact  that  the 
contribution  of  the  church-related  col- 
leges and  universities  in  the  "dedicated" 
fields  of  endeavor,  greater  participation 
in  which  it  claims  is  all  important  for 
the  survival  of  our  democratic  way  of  life 
in  this  materialistic  nuclear  age,  is  all 
out  of  proportion  to  the  size  and  number 
of  such  institutions. 

It  asserts  they  are  also  much  weaker 
financially  than  their  secular  brethren, 
and  it  makes  a  strong  plea  that  educa- 


PAN  PRESBYTERIAN 

The  oldest  life  insurance  company  in  the  world, 
the  non-profit  Presbyterian  Ministers'  Fund,  re- 
cently marked  its  200th  anniversary  at  a  special 
service  in  Old  Pine  Street  Church,  Philadelphia, 
Pa. 

Formation  of  the  last  and  largest  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  took 
place  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  January  13,  when  three 
Pennsylvania  Synods  of  the  denomination  merged. 

President  Eisenhower,  Vice  President  Nixon,  and 
more  than  500  members  of  Congress  and  government 
officials  attended  a  service  of  intercession  and 
Holy  Communion  marking  the  opening  of  Congress. 
The  service  was  held  at  the  National  Presbyterian 
Church  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. 
and  the  National  Capital  Area  Council  of  Churches. 

Ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  were  urged  In  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  to 
bring  persons  of  similar  vocations  together  in  small 
groups  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  relation- 
ship of  their  jobs  to  their  daily  lives  as  Christians. 

J.  W.  Baldwin  of  Houston,  Texas,  was  elected 
14th  president  of  the  Men's  Council  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.  (Southern)  at  its  an- 
nual meeting  in  Montreal  recently. 

A  campaign  has  been  launched  to  raise  $42,000 
to  relieve  the  problem  of  accommodating  an  un- 
precedented influx  of  Presbyterian  students  from 
all  parts  of  the  world  to  famous  Queens  University. 
Belfast,  Northern  Ireland.  One  third  of  the  3,000 
freshmen  at  the  university  are  Presbyterian. 

Nashville  Presbytery  recently  approved  of  con- 
struction of  a  five-story  apartment  home  for  elder- 
ly persons  in  the  city  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  at  a 
cost  of  $1,400,000. 

Rev.  Albert  Fay  Hill,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  contends 
that  It  is  too  easy  to  join  a  church,  and  as  a  result 
has  persuaded  the  officers  of  the  295-year-old 
Church  to  join  with  him  in  urging  more  stringent 
rules  for  membership,  including  a  life-long  study 
of  the  Bible,  tithing,  and  daily  prayer. 

Dr.  Reinhold  Niebuhr,  Vice-president  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  noted  theologian,  is  one  of 
four  men  recently  elected  to  the  American  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Letters.  Membership  is  limited  to  50 
prominent  persons. 

The  Rev.  Clyde  Allison,  Minister  of  the  Brides-

War  II  hero  against  Nazism,  died  in  Oslo, 
January  14,  at  the  age  of  74.  He  was  form- 
er head  of  the  State  Lutheran  Church  of 
Norway  and  was  a  co-president  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  from  its  in- 
auguration until  1954. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Berggrav  be- 
came a  prisoner  of  the  Nazis  and  was  a 
symbol  of  resistance  throughout  Norway.

Bishop  R.  H.  Baker,  Chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee,  presented  a  slate 
of  officers  for  1959,  which  was  unanimous- 
ly adopted.  Rev.  W.  W.  Finlator  present- 
ed a  progress  report  on  the  25th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Committee  which  is  to  be  cele- 
brated in  1961. 

The  Council  voted  to  accept  an  invita- 
tion for  the  1960  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil from  Raleigh. 
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NEWS  AT  LARGE 

American  religious  and  voluntary  organizations 
contributed  $188,769,000  worth  of  relief  and  re- 
habilitation supplies  to  needy  persons  overseas  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  1958,  according  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  State,  Washington. 

Non-whites  comprise  more  than  55%  of  the  esti- 
mated 960.000  Protestants  who  are  active  church 
members  in  the  five  counties  of  New  York  City. 
Non-whites  include  440,000  negroes  and  90,000 
Spanish-speal(ing  people,  most  of  whom  are  Puerto 
Ricans. 

The  Clergymen's  Committee  of  the  Committee  of 
One  Milllion  announced  in  New  York  recently  in 
a  nation-wide  survey  that  7,437  Protestant  minis- 
ters opposed  United  States  recognition  of  Com- 
munist China  and  its  admission  to  the  United 
Nations.  Questionnaires  were  sent  to  45,000  pastors 
of  major  Protestant  denominations.  Of  the  8,572  re- 
plies, only  963  approved  China's  recognition  and 
UN  entry. 

Contributions  to  the  Christian  Rural  Overseas 
Program  (CROP)  totalled  $920,400  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  29%  over  1957. 

National  advertisers,  who  once  shied  away  from 
buying  space  in  church  publications,  are  now  said 
to  be  increasingly  turning  to  religious  media  to 
help  sell  their  products,  according  to  William  E. 
Matthews,  Vice-president  of  media  relations  for 
Young  and  Rubicam,  New  York  advertising  agency. 

The  1959  Catholic  Directory  published  in  London 
recently  estimated  that  there  are  3,422,500  Roman 
Catholics  in  England  and  Wales,  a  gain  of  79,500 
over  the  previous  year.  The  total  population  of 
England  and  Wales  is  44,907,000.  In  Scotland  the 
number  of  Catholics  is  estimated  at  757,000. 

An  Action  Committee  for  the  World's  Hungry 
founded  in  Berlin  in  1957  by  Protestant,  Roman 
Catholic,  and  Jewish  leaders  collected  $75,000  for 
aid  projects  in  starvation  areas  of  Africa  and  Asia 
in  recent  weeks. 

Racial  tensions  in  the  United  States  are,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  noted  Methodist  mis- 
sionary, just  part  of  a  social  revolution  sweeping 
the  entire  world.  He  said  the  strife  in  this  country 
is  "about  the  same  as  in  other  nations",  and  re- 
flects that  "people  are  seeking  personal  freedom". 

Dr.  Roswell  P.  Barnes,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches,  recently  declared 
that  Protestants  should  not  limit  their  unity  dis- 
cussions to  Christians  related  only  to  councils  of 
churches. 

American  Protestants  nad  Eastern  Orthodox 
Churches  are  being  asked  to  raise  $11,250,000  dur- 
ing the  1959  United  Appeal  by  Church  World  Serv- 
ice for  overseas  relief  and  rehabilitation.  The  goal 
is  approximately  $850,000  larger  than  last  year. 

Radio  Station  WRCB,  Waltham,  Mass.,  has  stop- 
ped accepting  hard  liquor  advertising  after  a  three- 
month  trial  period.  Two  other  stations  in  the  mid- 
west have  recently  taken  similar  action. 

A  conference  on  moral  foundations  of  economic 
growth,  heard  in  Washington  recently  warnings 
from  leaders  of  industry  and  government  that  un- 
less the  United  States  takes  leadership  in  raising 
living  standards  of  the  underprivileged  people  of 
the  world,  democracy  and  Christianity  will  lose  the 
struggle  for  men's  minds.  The  exponent  of  this 
view  was  C.  Douglas  Dillon,  Undersecretary  of 
State  for  Economi'c  Affairs  who  addressed  the  Foun- 
dation for  Religious  Action  in  the  Social  and  Civil 
Order. 

A  resolution  proposing  that  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  be  amended  to  recognize  "the 
authority  and  law  of  Jesus  Christ,  Saviour  and 
Ruler  of  Nations"  in  the  United  States  Constitution 
has  been  introduced  in  Congress  by  Rep.  Eugene 
Siler  (R-Ky.). 

Churches  in  the  U.  S.  have  received  about  $410,- 
000,000  in  financing  from  life  insurance  companies 
of  the  U.  S.,  according  to  a  survey  by  the  Institute 
of  Life  Insurance.  Most  of  the  financing  was  for 
the  construction  of  new  churches  and  educational 
and  medical  institutions. 

Nearly  $750,000  has  been  raised  toward  the  $2,- 
500,000  goal  for  the  new  headquarters  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  in  Geneva. 

Chapel  attendance  of  the  Air  Force  personnel  and 
members  of  their  families  during  1958  totalled  more 
than  11,000,000. 

A  leading  Roman  Catholic  Biblical  scholar  de- 
clared in  New  York  recently  that  one  of  the  most 
effective  steps  in  the  Christian  unity  movement  in 
the  English-speaking  world  would  be  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  unified  Bible,  acceptable  to  both  Protest- 
ants and  Catholics.  He  was  Father  Robert  A.  Dy- 
son, S.  J.,  professor  of  Sacred  Scripture  at  Weston 
College,  Weston,  Mass. 

Religion  in  American  Life  received  space  and 
radio-TV  time  valued  at  more  than  $8,000,000  in 
1958,  to  promote  regular  attendance  and  support  of 
churches  and  synagogues. 

Roman  Catholic,  Protestant,  and  Greek  Orthodox 
churchmen  of  Boston  hailed  the  Ecumenical  Coun- 
cil proposed  by  Pope  John  XXllI  as  encouraging, 
hopeful,  and  "good  news".

Twelve  workers  made  up  the  summer 
migrant  staff,  eight  being  employed  in 
the  two  child  care  centers  and  four  in 
camps. 

The  Director's  report  indicated  strength- 
ening of  the  departments  of  United 
Church  Women  and  United  Christian 
Youth  Movement. 

Reporting  on  CROP,  Mr.  Kurtz  stated 
that  "two-thirds  of  the  world  are  hungry 
and  underprivilege".  CROP  in  the  state, 
on  a  voluntary  basis,  in  1958  raised  $8,- 
926.11  plus  $769.26,  which  was  sent  di- 
rectly to  CROP  headquarters.  Over  86,- 
000  pounds  was  collected,  an  increase  of 
8,000  pounds  over  the  previous  year. 

Among  projects  undertaken  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  were  mentioned: 
Preparing  of  a  list  of  779  foreign  students 
at  39  colleges  in  the  State;  statistical 
records  on  the  week-day  Bible  teaching 
program;  State-wide  and  area  workshops 
on  family  life;  one-day  institutes  spon- 
sored by  the  institutional  ministry  at  Dix 
Hill;  launching  of  a  new  summer  parks 
ministry  at  Doughton  Park  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism;  Development  of 
the  Youth  Program;  Rural  Church  Con- 
ference sponsored  by  the  Committee  on 
Rural  Church;  Establishment  of  a  new 
Committee  on  Alcoholism. 

The  Financial  Report  presented  by  the 
Treasurer  indicated  total  disbursements 
during  the  year  of  $35,796.42,  of  which 
$27,704.39  was  for  operation  of  the  office. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Chris- 
tian Education  by  Mrs.  Guion  Johnson, 
chairman,  covering  the  work  of  Audio- 
Visual  Education,  Camping,  College  Work, 
Family,  Leadership  Education,  Recrea- 
tion, Use  and  Understanding  of  the  Bible, 
Weekday  Religious  Education,  and  Youth 
Work  point  out  among  other  things  sev- 
eral area  and  regional  conferences  and 
institutes,  week-day  religious  education 
for  33,000  children  in  fifty  communities 
(a  work  headed  by  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn, 
dean  of  Flora  Macdonald  College),  and 
development  of  Youth  Programs.  The 
Rev.  W.  W.  Finlator  of  Raleigh  reported 
for  the  Christian  Social  Action  Commis- 
sion which  covers,  through  Committees, 
the  program  on  Alcoholism,  Christian 
Vocations,  Human  Relations,  Institution- 
al Ministry,  National  and  World  Affairs, 
and  Public  Affairs.  A  large  number  of 
activities  was  set  forth  as  accomplish- 
ments for  the  year  1958. 

The  Council  adopted  a  budget  for  1959 
totalling  $37,720.00,  of  which  $28,000.00 
is  for  operation  of  the  Council's  office. 


A  30-year-old  partially  paralyzed  clerk  in  the 
Jerusalem  Institute  for  the  Blind,  won  the  first

Dr.  Wilhelm  Pauck,  professor  of  Church  History, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  declared 
in  Chicago  several  weeks  ago  that  Christianity  is  a 
"minority  movement"  throughout  the  world  in  in- 
fluence, if  not  In  numbers.

CAMPUS  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AT 
CHAPEL  HILL 

Campus  Christian  Life  at  Chapel  Hill 
involves  a  ministry  to  approximately 
1100  Presbyterian  students  and  nearly 
100  Presbyterian  faculty  members  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  where  there 
are  7,538  students.  This  work  is  carried 
on  in  the  name  of  the  Synod  by  the  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  Committee  of  the 
Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Reverend  Harry  Smith  is  Minister  to  Stu- 
dents and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Brawley  is  serv- 
ing this  year  as  part-time  Associate.  The 
Reverend  Vance  Barron  is  pastor  of  the 
local  520-member  congregation. 

The  Sunday  morning  worship— held  in 
Carroll  Hall  on  the  campus  since  Are  de- 
stroyed the  sanctuary  last  March — is  the 
central  focus  of  the  program  at  Chapel 
Hill,  with  students  making  up  more  than 
half  of  the  congregation  each  Sunday 
morning.

EXECUTIVE  DIES  IN  OFFICE 

ATLANTA,  GA. —  (PN) — Mrs.  Leighton  M.  Mc- 
Cutchen,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Wo- 
men's VIork,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  died  here 
April  6,  after  an  illness  of  a  few  weeks.  Burial 
was  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  April  10. 

As  executive  secretary,  Mrs.  McCutchen  had  guid- 
ed the  work  of  some  340,000  Presbyterian  Women 
throughout  the  South  for  nearly  three  years.  So 
far  as  is  known,  her  death  while  serving  as  an 
executive  of  the  Church  marked  the  first  time  in 
the  nearly  100-year  history  of  the  denomination 
when  an  executive  has  died  in  office.  Mrs.  McCut- 
chen was  53.  .     ,  u 

Mrs.  McCutchen  began  her  service  to  the  Church 
in  1931,  when  she  mar- 
ried the  Rev.  Leighton  M. 
McCutchen  and  with  him 
went  as  missionaries  to 
the  Belgian  Congo.  Mr. 
McCutchen  died  in  the 
Congo  in  1936,  and  his 
widow  and  small  son  re- 
turned to  the  U.  S.  the 
following  year.  In  the 
decade  which  followed, 
Mrs.  McCutchen  served  as 
Director  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation for  the  First 
Presbyterian  Churches  of 
Dallas,  San  Antonio  and 
Kerrville,  Texas. 

In  1948,  she  became  as- 
sociate educational  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  in  Nashville, 
serving  in  that  capacity 
until  she  was  called  to 
the    Board    of    Women  s

Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  with  whom 
Mrs.  McCutchen  had  worked  in  San  Antonio,  and 
Dr.  Stuart  R.  Oglesby,  retired  minister  of  Central 
Church,  officiated.  Dr.  William  M.  Logan,  pastor 
of  the  University  Presbyterian  Church,  Austin,  con- 
ducted burial  services  in  San  Antonio.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Kerrsville  First  Church  when  Mrs. 
McCutchen  worked  in  that  church. 

Mrs.  McCutchen's  leadership  was  felt  in  many 
areas  of  the  life  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
and  in  the  ecumenical  Church.

Reissig,  Executive  Secretary,  Council  of 
Churches  National  Capital  Area  since 
1942,  Washington,  D.  C;  North  Carolina 
State  Attorney  General  Malcolm  B.  Sea- 
well,  Raleigh;  Dr.  Ellen  Winston,  Com- 
missioner North  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Public  Welfare;  and  Phil  Ellis,  News  Di- 
rector of  Radio  Station  WPTF,  Raleigh. 

Dr.  Reissig's  address  is  scheduled  for 
10:00  a.m.  on  the  subject,  "The  Meaning 
and  Purpose  of  the  Churchmen's  Raleigh 
Seminar".  Phil  Ellis  will  also  be  heard 
during  the  morning  session  on  the  topic: 
"Principal  Issues  Before  the  1959  General 
Assembly". 

At  the  luncheon  session,  12:30  p.m..  Dr. 
Ellen  Winston  will  speak  on  the  subject,

Rev.  Gaylord  B.  Noyce,  minister  of  the 
United  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Affairs  Committee  of  the  NCCC, 
will  preside  over  the  morning  sessions; 
Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins,  President  of  Louis- 
burg  College,  and  President  of  the  NCCC, 
will  preside  over  the  luncheon  session; 
and  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod  and  the  General  Chairman 
of  the  Seminar,  will  preside  over  the  eve- 
ning session. 

At  2:00  p.m.,  representatives  of  the  va- 
rious denominations  attending  the  Sem- 
inar will  visit  the  Department  of  Welfare 
for  the  purpose  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  program  of  this  department  of 
State.  At  3:00  p.m.,  the  group  will  visit 
the  Department  of  Education  headed  by 
Dr.  Charles  F.  Carroll,  Superintendent; 
and  at  4:00  p.m.  the  Department  of  Labor 
with  Frank  Crane,  Raleigh,  as  Commis- 
sioner. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  NCCC 
will  convene  at  2:00  o'clock  in  lieu  of 
paritcipation  in  the  afternoon  session. 

More  than  100  prominent  churchmen, 
ministerial  and  lay,  from  over  North  Caro- 
lina are  expected  to  represent  some  12  to 
15  different  denominations  with  affiliate 
memberships  in  the  NCCC.  The  Executive 
Director  of  the  Council  is  the  Rev.  Morton 
R.  Kurtz,  with  headquarters  in  Durham. 

The  Raleigh  Seminar  will  be  modelled 
after  the  Churchmen's  Washington  Sem- 
inar, sponsored  annually  by  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  the  Washington, 
D.  C.  Council  of  Churches.  Some  300 
prominent  Protestant  Churchmen  spend 
four  days  in  Washington  "in  a  citizenship 
seminar  to  confer  with  Congressmen,  Sen- 
ators and  other  Government  leaders"  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  critical  issues 
facing  our  nation,  and  seeking  ways  for 
Churchmen  to  add  Christian  influence  to 
political  decision. 

Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  host  Pastor,  will  lead 
the  worship  service  opening  the  Seminar,  and  the 
Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz  will  bring  introductory  re- 
marks. 

Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  both  Houses, 
have  been  issued  invitations  to  attend  the  Seminar, 
and  special  invitations  have  gone  to  Governor  Luther 
H.  Hodges,  Lt.  Governor  Luther  W.  Barnhardt,  and 
Secretary  of  State  Thad  Eure.  Members  of  the 
Sir  Walter  Cabinet  have  also  been  Invited. 
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SYNOD'S  COUNCIL  ELECTS 
GILMORE 

Voit  Gilmore,  Southern  Pines,  was 
elected  Chairman  of  Synod's  Council  at 
the  February  meeting,  succeeding  J.  Neve- 
land  Brand  who  finished  a  two  year  term 
of  office.  Mr.  Gilmore  has  been  Chair- 
man of  the  Long-Range  Planning  Com- 
mittee of  the  Synod's  Council,  and  three 
years  ago  served  as  Synod's  Chairman  of 
the  Higher  Education  Campaign.  He  is 
a  deacon  in  the  Brownson  Memorial 
Church  at  Southern  Pines,  and  brings  to 
the  office  a  wealth  of  experience  in  church 
and  government  leadership. 

The  Council  took  action  whereby  the 
Sub-Executive  Committee  is  giving  thor- 
ough study  to  the  whole  program  of  Pub- 
lic Relations  of  the  Synod  and  its  Agen- 
cies. A  meeting  was  set  for  March  30  with 
co-opted  members  in  the  field  of  Public 
Relations  including  Bluford  Hestir,  Di- 
rector of  Publicity  for  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

Dr.  Kelsey  Regen,  Moderator  of  Synod, 
presented  the  report  on  the  program  of 
Synod,  which  was  adopted.  Synod  will 
meet  at  Queens  College,  Myers  Park  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  the  Covenant  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Charlotte,  jointly, 
June  16-17.  All  sessions  of  Synod  will  be 
held  in  the  Myers  Park  Church  except 
Tuesday  evening  when  the  Moderator's 
sermon,  the  communion  service,  and  the 
memorial  service  will  be  held  in  the  Cov- 
enant Church.  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Christian  Education  will 
be  presented  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  other 
Executive  reports  on  Wednesday.  The 
S3Tiod's  Council  report  will  be  presented 
at  9:15  a.m.,  June  17. 

An  invitation  to  Synod  from  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Greenville  and  East 
Carolina  College,  was  tentatively  adopted 
for  recommendation  to  Synod.  The  Coun- 
cil will  recommend  that  Synod  add  a  new 
standing  Committee  on  Attendance. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Lynn  Brown,  Chair- 
man of  the  Permanent  Headquarters  Of- 
fice building  for  Synod,  reported  that  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  W.  York  and  Associates  of 
the  Cameron  Village  interest  in  Raleigh, 
had  donated  a  plot  of  land  valued  in  ex- 
cess of  $40,000.00  for  location  of  the  office 
in  the  Cameron  Village  area;  that  prelim- 
inary plans  have  been  sketched  by  the 
architect;  and  that  the  building  commit- 
tee has  approved  of  expenditures  up  to 
$60,000.00.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that 
approximately  $17,000.00,  including  the 
$10,000  pledged  by  Synodical,  is  in  sight. 

The  report  of  the  nominating  commit- 
tee was  adopted.  In  addition  to  the  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Gilmore,  Dr.  James  B.  "Wright, 
Raleigh,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee on  Stewardship  and  Budget  to 
succeed  Archie  W.  McLean,  and  Dr.  E.  D. 
Witherspoon,  Belmont,  as  chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  on  Records  to  succeed  Dr. 
Roy  Watts.

BENEVOLENCES 

Acceptances  by  Presbyteries  of  their 
portion  of  the  General  Assembly's  1959 
benevolence  budget,  as  reported  by  the 
General  Council,  reached  a  total  of  $7,- 
192,767,  or  84%  of  the  Assembly-approved 
budget.  This  is  an  improvement  of  1% 
in  acceptances  over  the  acceptances  in 
1958  of  that  year's  budget.  By  Synods 
the  acceptances  for  1959  ran:  100%  for 
West  Virginia;  98%  for  Georgia;  94% 
for  Alabama;  93%,  Mississippi;  92%, 
North  Carolina;  etc.

FIRE! 

A  fire  in  the  Annex  Building  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh 
early  in  March  threatened  to  do  extensive 
damage,  but  was  quickly  brought  under 
control  by  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department. 

A  day  or  two  earlier  a  $100,000  fire  in 
West  Raleigh  threatened  the  West  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Church  Annex,  which  barely 
escaped  burning.

There  are  703  Presbyterian  undergrad- 
uates at  Duke  this  year.  Altogether  there 
are  well  over  1,000  Presbyterians  among 
the  5620  students  of  the  university  com- 
munity. There  are  also  175  Presbyterian 
faculty. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  serves  the  uni- 
versity community 
through  the  mainten- 
ance of  a  full-time 
Presbyterian  Chap- 
lain on  the  Chapel 
staff.  The  Presbyte- 
rian Chaplain  directs 
the  Westminster 
Fellowship  program 
on  the  campus  and 
serves  as  campus  pas- 
tor to  the  Presbyte- 
rians. Naturally  he 
also  responds  to  calls 
from  the  Duke  Hos- 
pital requesting  the 
services  of  a  Presby- 
terian minister. 
Under  the  stimulus 
of  new  interest  in  campus  Christian  life 
generated  by  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, there  has  been  a  new  appreciation 
on  the  part  of  the  students  for  the  Church 
and  for  what  the  Church  stands  for.  The 
students  so  far  in  the  academic  year  1958- 
1959  have  responded  in  double  the  num- 
bers of  a  year  ago  to  the  Church's  pro- 
gram at  Duke.  Also  they  have  manifest- 
ed a  remarkable  maturity  in  administer- 
ing the  student  program. 

The  University  Presbyterian  Bible  Class 
which  is  held  on  campus  each  Sunday 
morning  has  been  consistently  well  at- 
tended. The  formal  Sunday  evening 
meeting  of  "Westminster  Fellowship  has 
been  highlighted  by  first  class  programs 
and  a  gratifying  participation  by  the  stu- 
dents. The  social  service  program  to  the 
Duke,  government,  and  Durham  hospitals 
and  to  the  Edgemont  Community  Center 
has  more  than  doubled  in  its  scope.  Mr. 
Zed  Layson,  the  President  of  Westminster 
Fellowship  and  a  Duke  University  candi- 
date for  a  Rockefeller  Theological  Fel- 
lowship, was  voted  the  outstanding  par- 
ticipant in  the  University's  service  pro- 
gram to  Edgemont.  The  study  program 
and  the  retreats,  at  the  request  of  the  stu- 
dents focused  on  Biblical  study,  have  been 
worthy  of  the  considerable  efforts  that 
have  gone  into  them. 

This  fall  the  Synod  sent  to  Duke  the 
first  installment  towards  a  Presbyterian 
Student  Center.  These  funds  enabled  us 
to  secure  a  very  desirable  lot  alongside 
the  Methodist  and  Episcopal  Student  Cen- 
ters and  further  inspired  some  fine  plan- 
ning by  our  building  committee  composed 
of  outstanding  University  people. 

I  cannot  say  more  than  this: 

The  degree  of  success  presently  achiev- 
ed at  Duke  can  be  directly  attributed  to 
the  new  measure  of  support  which  we 
have  received  from  the  Synod. 

The  future  success  of  the  program  will 
be  dependent  upon  the  support  which  will 
come  from  the  Synod. 

The  students  (and  Faculty  too!)  have 
responded  warmly  to  the  challenge  the 
Church  has  given  them. 

They  will  continue  to  respond  and  will 
carry  away  with  them  an  enduring  sense 
of  appreciation  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church.

On  July  1,  1957,  the  1,000  Presbyterian 
students  at  Duke  University  began  a  new 
experience  which  brought  to  them  greater 
opportunities  for  religious  development 
and  for  service  to  their  fellowmen  in  the 
University  community  and  in  the  Ctiy  of 
Durham.

He  is  married  to  IVIiss  Au- 
relia  Adams.  (Mr.  Dukes 
is  a  Director  of  the  Dur- 
ham Kiwanis  Club;  Direc- 
tor of  the  Campus  YMCA; 
a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Durham;  former  President 
of  the  American  Business 
Club  in  Durham;  and 
President  of  the  Men's  Bi- 
ble Class  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 


DUKES 


The  program  was  reorganized  and  for 
the  first  time  we  had  the  counsel  and 
supervision  of  a  full  time  minister,  the 
Rev.  Charles  E.  Johnson,  Jr.  Mr.  Johnson 
began  his  work  in  August.  Our  initiial 
project  was  to  organize  activities  among 
the  Presbyterian  students  into  a  more 
comprehensive  and  dynamic  program  of 
religious  experiences  in  keeping  with  the 
needs  at  Duke. 

It  was  necessary  to  increase  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  students  and  to  extend 
the  scope  of  their  activities,  thereby  giv- 
ing them  a  greater  appreciation  of  what 
this  kind  of  religious  program  could 
mean  to  them.  The  Campus  Christian 
Life  Committee  was  organized  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dr.  Charles  Vail,  and 
through  the  advice  and  cooperation  of 
this  group  the  work  was  able  to  move 
forward  to  a  greater  degree  than  would 
have  been  possible  otherwise. 

After  a  year's  experience  the  Commit- 
tee with  the  wise  guidance  and  counsel 
of  its  minister,  Mr.  Johnson,  began  to  see 
the  possibility  of  even  greater  develop- 
ment and  service  here  on  the  Duke  Cam- 
pus. 

It  became  evident  during  the  first  year 
that  if  this  work  M'ere  to  reach  its  ful- 
fillment, and  to  make  the  contribution 
hoped  for  by  everyone  concerned,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  have  additional  facilities 
and  personnel.  Being  anxious  not  to 
move  too  rapidly,  the  Committee  has  not 
yet  added  additional  personnel  except  on 
a  limited  basis,  though  additions  to  the 
staff  should  be  made  in  the  immediate 
future. 

The  physical  facilities  must  also  be  ex- 
panded unless  the  work  among  the  Pres- 
byterian students  is  to  be  very  greatly 
handicapped.  A  step  in  this  direction 
has  been  taken  by  securing  a  lot  adjacent 
to  the  Methodist  and  Episcopal  Student 
Centers.  In  addition,  a  building  commit- 
tee has  been  empowered  to  work  out 
plans  to  fill  the  need  within  the  means 
made  possible  by  the  various  organiza- 
tions of  the  church. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  largest 
number  of  students  on  the  Duke  Campus 
is  Methodist,  but  that  the  second  largest 
number  is  Presbyterian.  Including  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administration,  there

RICHMOND,  VA.— (PN)— New  secre- 
tary of  Men's  Work  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  is  E.  A.  "Andy"  Andrews, 
Jr.,  of  Richmond,  Va.  He  will  take  up  his 
duties  March  1,  as  successor  to  Dr.  S.  J.

Also  announced  by  the  Board  were  two 
other  new  staff  appointments,  and  the 
formal  confirmation  of  the  election  of 
still  another.  The  Rev.  William  H.  Boyd 
of  Lake  City,  S.  C,  will  become  the  new 
director  of  Youth  Work  for  the  denomina- 
tion April  1.  The  Rev.  William  B.  Gas- 
ton of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  will  become  edi- 
tor of  adult  study  materials  on  March  1. 
Election  of  the  Rev.  Harold  E.  Fuller,  Jr., 
of  Norfolk,  Va.,  as  director  of  educational 
administration  was  confirmed  by  the 
Board.  He  has  already  begun  his  work 
with  the  Board. 

Andrews  comes  to  his  new  position  as 
head  of  the  Church's  Men's  Work  after 
having  served  since  1953  as  director  of 
program  and  service  within  the  Division 
of  Men's  Work.  In  his  former  post  he 
was  responsible  for  preparing  program, 
organizational  and  promotional  materials. 

The  new  secretary  is  a  graduate  of  Assembly's 
Training  School  for  Lay  Workers  in  Richmond.  A 
native  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  he  served  in  the  army 
during  World  War  II,  receiving  a  Bronze  Star  and 
being  twice  wounded.  He  and  his  family  returned 
in  January  from  (4  months  in  Europe,  where  An- 
drews served  as  adviser  to  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  on  Men's  Work,  on  loan  from  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S. 

Mr.  Boyd  comes  to  directorship  of  Youth  Work 
from  the  pastorate  of  Lake  City  Presbyterian 
Church,  where  he  has  been  since  (951.  He  earlier 
served  pastorates  at  Ware  Shoals,  S.  C,  and  An- 
dalusia, Ala.

The  new  editor  of  adult  study  materials,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Gaston,  comes  to  the  Board  from  the 
South  Jacksonville  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he 
has  been  minister  of  education.  He  has  also  been 
the  minister  to  churches  in  North  and  South  Caro- 
lina. 

A  native  of  Aberdeen,  N.  C,  Mr.  Gaston  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and 
holds  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller  became  director  of  educa- 
tional administration  on  February  15,  having  just 
completed  two  years  as  a  Navy  chaplain.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  LaGrange,  Georgia,  Presbyterian 
Church  for  three  years. 

A  native  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Fuller 
graduated  from  Boston  University,  took  his  mas- 
ter's degree  in  education  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  received  the  bachelor  of  di- 
vinity degree  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary.

PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 
FUND  PROGRESS 

Congregations  in  seven  Presbyteries  of 
the  Synod  of  Nortla  Carolina  are  either 
engaged  in  an  effort  to  provide  capital 
funds  for  the  Presbyterian  Home  at  High 
Point,  or  they  are  considering  the  best 
method  to  provide  their  respective  fair 
shares  of  the  cost  of  the  Home's  long- 
overdue  expansion  program. 

Orange  Presbytery,  the  first  to  engage 
in  campaign  activity,  gives  unquestion- 
able assurance  that  its  churches  will  pro- 
vide funds  exceeding  its  minimum  fair 
share.  The  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
High  Point  is  currently  engaged  in  an 
every-member  appeal,  determined  to  set  a 
pace  far  larger  than  its  simple  mathe- 
matical quota. 

J.  Sanders  Dallas  and  Tyree  Nabors  are 
guiding  this  intensive  effort  in  which  all 
officers  of  the  church  are  engaged,  sup- 
ported in  their  efforts  by  many  enthusi- 
astic women  in  the  congregation. 

Mecklenburg,  Granville,  Albemarle, 
Wilmington,  Kings  Mountain,  and  Con- 
cord Presbyteries  have  conducted  educa- 
tional meetings  for  representatives  of 
their  respective  congregations.  Meetings 
in  Fayetteville  and  Winston-Salem  Pres- 
byteries are  scheduled  during  April. 

The  Women-of-the-Church  have  accepted 
the  Forward  Fund — Presbyterian  Home 
as  one  of  their  major  projects  and  are 
assisting  in  all  Presbyteries. 

Orange  Presbytery  churches  have  re-

NEW  "STAFF  HOUSE"  AT 
PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 

A  new  building,  designed  to  house  per- 
sonnel of  the  Presbyterian  Home  Staff 
(See  photo,  right),  was  pressed  into  serv- 
ice as  the  "Infirmary  Annex"  until  the 
new  infirmary  unit  of  the  current  expan- 
sion program  can  be  completed. 

The  new,  fire-proof,  brick  building  was 
erected  immediately  north  of  the  unit 
completed  in  1954.  Eight  bright,  com- 
fortable bed-rooms  now  accommodate 
seven  members  and  a  nurse.  A  covered 
walk  extends  from  the  new  building  to 
the  main  building. 

A  large  sunroom  with  eastern  exposure, 
a  living  room  25  x  30  feet,  baths  and  kit- 
chen with  laundry  facilities  now  provide 
spacious,  comfortable  quarters  for  infirm 
members.  This  new  building  relieved  the 
crowded  infirmary  conditions  existing  in

McFADYEN  PORTRAIT 

The  Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen 
was  signally  honored  by  three 
congregations  he  formerly 
served  during  a  luncheon  at 
the  Presbyterian  Home  in 
High  Point  on  April  1,  1959. 
Prior  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a 
color  portrait  of  Mr.  McFad- 
yen was  presented  to  the 
Home  by  the  Pinetops,  Mac- 
clesfield and  Grace  Chapel 
Presbyterian  Churches. 

In  1944,  an  overture  to  es- 
tablish a  Home  for  the  Aged 
was  presentedi  to  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Fadyen. Favorable  action  by 
Synod  created  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  with  the  author  of 
the  overture  as  President. 
Bight  years  later,  Presbyte- 
rian Home  opened  its  doors 
to  24  senior  communicants  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  To- 
day the  Home  has  a  capacity  of  almost  90. 

The  "McFadyen  Party",  numbering  57 
persons,  included  children,  grandchildren, 
other  relatives  and  members  of  the 
churches  formerly  served,  by  Mr.  McFad- 
yen. The  latter  group  was  led  to  the 
presentation  ceremonies  by  the  Rev.  Ver- 
non McGehee,  who  now  serves  the  three 
congregations. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Cobb,  Jr.  presided  at  the 
presentation  ceremony,  during  which  Mrs. 
W.  W.  Eagles  presented  a  condensed  bi- 
ography of  Mr.  McFadyen.  Mr.  R.  L. 
Corbett,  member  of  Synod's  Permanent 
Committee  on  Homes,  recalled  many  ac- 
complishments of  the  honoree,  and  asked 
Mr.  N.  F.  Lovelace  to  make  the  official 
presentation  of  the  portrait.  One  of  the 
former  members  of  Mr.  McFadyen's 
churches.

CENTENNIAL 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Laurin- 
burg,  observed  its  Centennial  March  5 
through  8  with  appropriate  services  each 
evening  and  Sunday  morning.  The  church 
was  organized  March  5,  1859  with  four 
charter  members.  Today,  the  member- 
ship of  the  church  is  nearly  800.  Through 
the  years  the  church  has  been  distinguish- 
ed for  its  benevolence  support  particular- 
ly in  the  cause  of  Higher  Education. 

The  First  Church  erected  was  built  in 
1866,  a  frame  structure.  Today  the  Church 
has  a  modern  brick  plant,  including  an 
Educational  Building,  Chapel,  and  Fellow- 
ship Hall.  The  minister  is  Dr.  Albert  N. 
Wells,  who  became  minister  in  February 
of  1958  succeeding  the  late  S.  Hewitt  Ful- 
ton, D.D. 

Ministerial  sons  of  the  church  follow: 
Rev.  John  Blue  McKinnon  (1843-1868); 
Rev.  John  Franklin  McKinnon  (1855- 
1923) ;  Rev.  Archibald  Hugh  McArn  (1865-

1946);  Rev.  Archibald  Alexander  Mc- 
Geachy  (1869-1928);  Rev.  William  Wad- 
dell  Arrowood,  retired;  Rev.  John  L.  Fair- 
ley,  retired;  Rev.  Archibald  Douglas  Mc- 
Arn, Camden,  S.  C,  and  Rev.  James  A. 
Jones,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  President  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond;  Rev.  Robert 
Lee  McKinnon  (1891-1923);  Rev.  Daniel 
Douglas  Wilkinson,  D.D.,  Jacksonville, 
Fla.;  Rev.  Robert  Floyd  Inman,  Smyrna, 
Tennessee;  and  Rev.  John  Borden  Evans, 
Davidson,  N.  C. 

Speakers  during  the  celebration  includ- 
ed, Rev.  A.  Douglas  McArn;  Rev.  Robert 
F.  Inman;  Rev.  John  B.  Evans;  and  Dr. 
James  A.  Jones. 

The  church  also  furnished  the  follow- 
ing missionaries:  The  Rev.  Lawrence  G. 
Calhoun,  and  Dr.  Robert  D.  Phillips. 

During  its  history,  the  church  has 
established  a  number  of  Chapels  includ- 
ing Middletown  Heights,  Pleasant  View, 
and  Friendship.  Currently,  the  Rev.  How- 
ard W.  Gilkeson  is  minister  of  these 
Chapels. 


MEN'S  CONFERENCE 

The  annual  Men's  Conference  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  be  held  at 
Montreat  June  26-28,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Di-

A  host  of  distinguished  leaders  within 
and  without  the  Synod  have  been  obtain- 
ed to  participate  in  the  program.  The 
featured  speaker  will  be  Dr.  William  T. 
TaliaferrO'  Thompson,  Professor  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  Lecturer  of  Pastoral 
Theology,  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
1920-1956,  now  professor  emeritus  and 
former  moderator  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly.

RETREAT  FOR  DIRECTORS  OF 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION

The  Directors  of  Christian  Education 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened 
at  Camp  New  Hope  March  2-4  for  their 
spring  retreat.  This  annual  gathering 
was  attended  by  thirty-five  of  the  DCEs 
in  our  Synod. 

"Communicating  the  Gospel,"  the  theme, 
was  considered  in  three  areas:  Motive, 
Message,  Methods.

Dr.  Irving  Birdseye  of  Greens- 
boro was  most  challenging  in  his  presen- 
tation of  this  small  book  which  is  packed 
full  of  religious  value  for  Christians  to- 
day. 

To  discover  the  Methods  in  communi- 
cating the  Gospel  many  hours  were  spent 
perusing  the  Curriculum  report  and  en- 
deavoring to  find  the  truth  and  meaning 
which  permeate  its  pages.  Though  no 
earth-shaking  conclusions  were  reached, 
each  of  us  left  with  a  deeper  respect  for 
this  report  and  a  resolve  to  study  it  more 
carefully  and  thoroughly. 

Many  periods  of  recreation  were  enjoy- 
ed, some  planned  and  some  spontaneous. 
The  relaxed  and  fluid  schedule  was  defin- 
itely a  pleasure  in  itself.  The  planned 
recreation  was  under  the  guidance  of 
Elaine  Berrong,  Esther  Albertson,  and 
Peggy  Raymer. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  retreat  was 
a  camp-style  banquet.  The  theme  of  this 
festive  occasion  was  "The  Ideal  Holiday 
for  a  DCE."  High  spots  of  this  evening's 
fun  were  the  skits  performed  by  the 
Hawaii,  Paris,  Alaska  and  Outer  Space 
tables.

OLDEST  GUEST  DECEASED 

The  oldest  resident  of  Presbyterian 
Home  passed  on  to  her  eternal  reward 
February  20,  1959,  after  an  illness  since 
December  1958.  Miss  Margaret  Black  cel- 
ebrated her  98th  birthday  on  November 
10,  1958  with  appropriate  ceremonies  and 
recognition.  The  Key  to  the  City  of  High 
Point,  presented  to  her  on  that  occasion, 
was  one  of  the  most  cherished  possessions 
of  "Miss  Maggie",  as  she  was  affectionate- 
ly known  by  members  of  the  Home. 

A  life-long,  devoted  Presbyterian,  Miss 
Black  was  laid  to  rest  in  Maxton  on  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1959.  Her  nephew  and  his  wife, 
together  with  Miss  Jessie  Byrd,  assistant 
director  of  Presbyterian  Home,  and  sev- 
eral other  friends  attended  the  funeral 
services.  Miss  Black,  a  life-long  resident 
of  North  Carolina,  was  a  sister  of  the  Rev. 
William  Black,  well  known  Presbyterian 
evangelist  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

The  distinction  of  being  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Home  is  now 
claimed  by  Miss  Margaret  Stewart,  Cana- 
dian-born educator  with  three  college  de- 
grees. Miss  Stewart,  who  taught  at 
Greensboro  College  for  18  years,  celebrat- 
ed her  97th  birthday  in  January.  She  is 
one  of  four  members  in  the  Home  over 
90  years  of  age. 

With  no  known,  living  relatives.  Miss 
Stewart,  receives  tender,  loving  care  in 
the  infirmary.  This  is  but  one  of  the 
cases,  which  justify  your  whole-hearted 
support  of  YOUR  Presbyterian  Home.

At  its  annual  meeting  on  April  4,  1959, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Presbyterian 
Home  regretfully  accepted  the  resigna- 
tion of  two  trustees,  Mrs.  George  V.  Pat- 
terson of  Gastonia  and  Logan  Porter  of 
High  Point.  Mrs.  Patterson  was  one  of 
the  original  trustees  of  the  Home  and  Mr. 
Porter  served  as  the  Home's  treasurer  for 
many  years. 

The  Board  submitted-  to  the  Moderator 
of  Synod  the  names  of  J.  Sanders  Dallas, 
High  Point  and  Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards, 
First  Church  of  Raleigh,  as  replacement 
nominees. 

In  other  action,  the  Board  authorized 
J.  N.  Pease  &  Co.,  Charlotte  architects,  to 
proceed  with  working  drawings  of  the 
proposed  new  units  for  the  Home.  In- 
cumbent officers  of  the  Board  were  re- 
elected, the  treasurer  being  the  only  ex- 
ception: William  H.  Sullivan,  President; 
J.  B.  Watt,  Vice-President;  Mrs.  Henry 
V.  Koonts,  Secretary;  J.  Sanders  Dallas, 
Treasurer. 


RESIGNATION 

Dr.  Louis  C.  LaMotte,  President  of  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College,  Maxton,  has  an- 
nounced the  resignation  of  Robert  T. 
Crawford  as  Business  Manager  of  the 
College,  effective  April  1.  Mr.  Crawford 
will  continue  as  field  representative  for 
a  limited  time.  His  decision  to  retire 
came  following  the  advice  of  his  physi- 
cian. The  Board  of  the  College  reluctant- 
ly accepted  his  resignation  and  expressed 
regrets  at  his  leaving,  as  well  as  apprecia- 
tion of  his  unselfish  and  outstanding  serv- 
ice to  the  College. 

Dr.  LaMotte  in  reporting  the  resigna- 
tion stated,  "The  College  is  sustaining  a 
real  loss  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Craw- 
ford, who  has  led  in  many  improvements 
in  the  plant  and  in  programs  of  more 
effective  operations". 


NECROLOGY 

Isaac  Asbury  Singletary,  son  of  the  late 
Snowden  and  Sarah  Currie  Singletary,  native 
of  Bladen  County  and  a  citizen  of  Clarkton  all 
of  his  life,  died  on  January  30,  1959,  age  73. 
He  was  church  treasurer  for  more  than  40 
years,  and  resigned  the  office  in  January  of 
1958,  due  to  ill  health. 

Mr.  Singletary  was  active  in  farming  and 
business  in  the  Clarkton  community.  His  friend- 
liness, helpfulness,  strict  honesty,  cordial  man- 
ner and  refreshing  sense  of  humor  endeared 
him  to  all  who  knew  him. 


Ralph  M.  Holt,  61,  President  of  Holt  Hosiery 
Mills,  Inc.,  and  a  Director  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Hosiery  Manufacturers,  died  March 
15  in  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Florida,  after  being 
stricken  with  a  heart  attack  a  few  hours  earlier 
while  on  a  boat  trip. 

A  native  of  Durham,  he  moved  to  Burlington 
with  his  family  when  he  was  seven  years  old 
and  graduated  at  Trinity  College,  George  Wash- 
ington University,  and  Pace  School  of  Account- 
ing. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Burlington  and  served  as  a  trustee 
of  Davidson  College.  He  was  known  for  his 
deep  interest  in  the  whole  program  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Mar- 
garet Nelson  McElwee  of  Rock  Hill,  S.  C. ;  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  James  L.  McCormick;  and  one 
son,  Ralph  M.  Holt,  Jr.,  all  of  Burlington;  five 
brothers;  two  sisters;  four  grandchildren;  and 
his  step- mother.

COLLEGE

It  is  hoped  that  perhaps  later  the  Institu- 
tion may  qualify  as  a  four-year  college 
under  the  Association.

CAMPUS  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AT  EAST  CAROLINA  COLLEGE 

Greenville,  N.  C. 


Prior  to  October  1947,  the  Director  of 
Religious  Education  of  tlie  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Greenville  served  also 
as  worker  among  the  college  students  of 
East  Carolina  College.  In  October  1947 
Rev.  Leonard  Topping  came  to  the  First 
Church  in  Greenville.  Early  in  1948,  Mr. 
Topping  and  his  wife  began  holding  the 
Westminster  Fellowship  meetings  in  the 
Manse  which  was  located  near  the  cam- 
pus. For  nine  years,  each  Monday  night, 
an  average  of  40  students  came  to  the 
Topping  home,  prepared  a  light  supper 
and  held  their  weekly  meetings.  Many 
students  were  led  to  know  Christ  and  the 
work  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
through  these  dedicated  leaders,  was  car- 
ried on  there. 

In  December  1956,  Mrs.  Sara  Giles  Da- 
vis became  the  first  Campus  Christian 
Life  worker  at  East  Carolina  College. 
She  worked  from  an  office  in  the  First 
Church,  some  seven  blocks  from  the  cam- 
pus, but  the  Westminster  Fellowship  con- 
tinued to  meet  in  the  Topping  home  until 
June,  1957,  During  the  summer  months 
of  1957,  the  Westminster  Fellowship  met 
on  the  college  campus  in  the  "Y"  Hut. 

In  August  1957,  Synod's  Committee  pur- 
chased the  Manse,  401  E.  9th  St.,  two 
blocks  from  the  campus,  as  the  Presbyte- 
rian Center  of  East  Carolina  College.  The 
new  Center  was  opened  for  service  in 
September  1957,  to  the  Westminster  Fel- 
lowship and  Faculty  Fellowship  of  East 
Carolina  College. 

The  Center  has  an  upstairs  furnished 
apartment  which  houses  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  worker.  The  downstairs 
provides  a  large  office,  living  room,  din- 
ing room,  two  wash  rooms  and  kitchen. 
It  is  adequate  to  provide  a  meal  for  40 
to  65  students,  and  crowded  space  for  the 
Westminster  Fellowship  program. 

Mrs.  Lyda  Lanier  served  as  Campus 
Christian  Life  worker  from  December 
1957  through  June  1958.  She,  along  with 
Sara  Davis,  fostered  the  growth  of  Chris- 
tian ministry  among  the  student  body 
and  faculty  of  East  Carolina  College. 

July  1,  1958  brought  Rev.  Sheldon  F. 
Koesy  as  University  Pastor.  The  enroll- 


ment at  East  Carolina  College  has  more 
than  doubled  since  work  among  the  Pres- 
byterian students  began.  From  1400  in 
1947  the  student  body  has  grown  to  3600 
in  1958.  Presbyterian  students  at  East 
Carolina  College  have  increased  in  this 
same  period,  from  80  to  375.  This  growth 
has  presented  an  increasing  challenge  to 
our  Church's  ministry  on  the  East  Caro- 
lina Campus. 

Architect's  sketches  have  been  drawn 
up  for  a  proposed  addition  to  the  Center, 
providing  badly  needed  assembly  space 
and  enlargement  of  kitchen,  office,  and 
storage  facilities.  Work  on  this  addition 
has  been  deferred  pending  allotment  of 
necessary  funds  from  Synod's  Campus 
Christian  Life  Committee. 

A  good  working  relationship  exists  be- 
tween the  Center  and  the  First  Church. 
Members  of  the  local  Campus  Christian 
Committee  have  shown  keen  interest 
and  participation  in  the  work  of  the  Cen- 
ter. Local  ministers  have  also  cooperated 
enthusiastically  in  the  Westminster  Fel- 
lowship programs.  The  Westminster  Fel- 
lowship members  themselves  have  taken 
the  responsibility  for  leadership  in  many 
of  their  programs,  as  well  as  serving  in 
the  activities  of  several  nearby  churches 
in  various  ways. 

With  almost  400  future  leaders  in  our 
Church  on  the  East  Carolina  College  cam- 
pus, and  that  number  increasing  year  by 
year,  the  work  of  Campus  Christian  Life 
here  imposes  a  great  responsibility  and 
challenge  on  the  local  committee  and  staff 
in  the  effort  to  maintain  close  ties  be- 
tween these  potential  leaders  and  their 
church. 


SUBSTITUTE 

The  Rev.  T.  E.  Henderson  of  the  EUen- 
boro  Presbyterian  Church  was  recently 
called  upon  to  perform  a  wedding  cere- 
mony in  an  emergency,  following  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Swofford,  72,  Meth- 
odist pastor  who  died  while  preparing  to 
perform  the  service. 

Mr.  Henderson  was  scheduled  to  sing  a 
solo,  and  went  through  with  this  part  of 
the  ceremony  before  performing  the  rites. 


EVANGELISM  EMPHASIS 

Albemarle  Presbytery,  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  its  Committee  on  Evangelism, 
engaged  in  a  season  of  emphasis  of  Evan- 
gelism, March  15-29,  in  which  53  churches 
covering  23  Eastern  North  Carolina  Coun- 
ties participated.  Chairman  of  the  Evan- 
gelism Committee,  the  Rev.  Matthew  Mc- 
Gowan,  Pastor  of  the  Second  Church, 
Rocky  Mount,  directed  plans  for  the  Pro- 
gram, which  included  Visitation  Evangel- 
ism Preaching  services.

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NEWS  AT  LARGE 

A  spot  poll  of  girls  attending  the  annual  Future 
Homemakers  of  America  Convention  at  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  in  March  disclosed  that  they  believe  that 
the  Christian  approach  to  life  is  the  soundest  basis 
on  which  to  found  a  happy  home. 

Pennsylvania's  [64-year-old  Sunday  closing  law 
was  recently  attacked  as  "unconstitutional  and  dis- 
criminatory" by  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
in  a  "friend  of  the  court"  brief  filed  with  the  U. 
S.  Court  of  Appeals  in  Philadelphia. 

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
President  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  said 
recently  in  Minneapolis  that  he  saw  no  bar  to  a 
Roman  Catholic  becoming  President  of  the  U.  S., 
providing  he  stated  his  position  in  areas  of  con- 
flicting viewpoints  before  election. 

Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer,  distinguished  philosopher 
and  medical  missionary  to  Africa,  has  been  named 
to  receive  the  $14,300  Sonning  Prize  by  the  Sonning 
Foundation  of  Copenhagen. 

Dr.  Daniel  A.  Poling  of  Philadelphia,  Editor  of 
the  Christian  Herald,  was  reported  recuperating 
satisfactorily  recently  following  an  operation  for 
the  removal  of  his  right  kidney.  Dr.  Poling  is  74 
years  old. 

How  church  members  can  best  use  their  leisure 
time  and  Sundays  to  improve  their  moral,  ethical 
and  cultural  life  will  be  the  overall  theme  of  the 
I960  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Church  in  Germany, 
according  to  an  announcement  out  of  Hannover, 
Germany,  recently.  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic 
leaders  in  Germany  have  voiced  increasing  concern 
over  the  use  made  of  leisure  time  which  they  feel 
soon  will  develop  into  a  major  problem  of  modern 
society. 

Announcement  was  recently  made  from  Moscow 
that  a  radio  and  television  station  will  be  built  this 
year  on  Mt.  Ararat,  the  famous  Biblical  site  of 
Noah's  Ark.  Mt.  Ararat  is  in  Turkey,  near  the 
western  border  of  Soviet  Armenia. 

More  than  250  ministers,  lay  men  and  women 
from  17  Protestant  denominations  participated  in 
the  four-day  program  of  the  annual  Churchmen's 
Washington  Seminar  in  February.  About  one-third 
in  attendance  were  lay  women.  Speakers  included 
Harold  E.  Stassen  and  former  Representative  Brooks 
Hays,  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Philanthropic  giving  to  religious  enterprises  in 
the  U.  8.  last  year  reached  $3,641,000,000,  more 
than  halt  of  the  total  gifts  for  1958.  Actually  the 
religious  contributions  were  51%  of  the  total  of 
$7,100,000,000  for  the  year.  The  remainder  was 
divided  among  these  other  fields:  Welfare  18%; 
health.  14%;  education,  12%;  foundations,  3%; 
and  miscellaneous,  2%. 

The  Counsel  also  said  that  church  contributions 
for  overseas  relief  since  World  War  II  amount  to 
about  $300,000,000,000,  while  private  giving  for  this 
purpose  during  the  same  period  reached  $7,000,- 
000,000. 

Miss  Gusta  A.  Robinett,  a  Methodist  missionary 
to  Sumatra,  became  the  denomination's  first  woman 
district  superintendent  when  she  was  named  to  head 
the  island's  Medan  Chinese  District,  in  February. 

Or.  Luther  A.  Weigle,  dean  emeritus  of  Yale  Di- 
vinity School,  was  honored  at  a  luncheon  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  recently  by  Protestant  educators 
on  his  retirement  after  30  years  of  services  as 
chairman  of  the  World  Council  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion and  Sunday  School  Association. 

Effective  with  the  May  issue,  the  five-year-old 
quarterly,  Protestant  Church  Administration  and 
Equipment,  will  have  a  new  format  and  name: 
Protestant  Church  Buildings.  Dr.  Harry  Atkinson, 
a  founding  member  of  the  Church  Architectural 
Guild  of  America,  formerly  associated  with  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  Department  of  Church 
Building,  will  serve  as  editor. 

A  proposed  statement  of  faith  for  the  United 
Church  of  Christ  intended  for  a  "20th  Century 
Christian",  was  released  in  New  York  late  in  March 
by  two  co-presidents  of  the  new  denomination 
formed  in  1957.  The  statement  declares  belief  in 
God  as  the  Eternal  Spirit  and  Father  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  testifies  to  His  deeds  in  relation  to 
Creation,  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  the 
Church,  and  His  "Promises  to  all  who  trust  Him." 
The  statement  is  believed  to  be  the  first  document 
of  Its  kind  in  the  United  States  for  two  merging 
denominations  with  differing  theological  and  socio- 
logical backgrounds  and  forms  of  church  govern- 
ment. The  Congregational  Churches  govern  them- 
selves while  the  E  &  R  Church  has  a  Prebsyterian 
form  of  government. 

Sheikh  Mahmud  Shaltut,  rector  of  Al  Azhar  Uni- 
versity, Cairo,  Egypt,  one  of  Egypt's  top  Moslem 
leaders,  called  for  a  holy  war  against  Communism 
by  all  Moslems  throughout  the  world,  in  a  radio 
appeal  which  climaxed  a  radio  war  of  words  be- 
tween stations  in  Cairo  and  Baghdad  late  in  March. 

Christianity  is  the  strongest  religion  in  radio 
equipped  homes  of  Seoul,  Korea,  according  to  results 
of  a  survey  released  by  station  HLKY,  Christian 
Radio  Station  in  Seoul.  Although  Christians  num- 
ber only  6%  of  the  entire  country's  population,  38% 
of  5,000  radio  families  surveyed  answered  "Chris- 
tian" when  asked  their  religious  affiliation.

CONSOLIDATED  COLLEGE 

Plans  for  construction  of  the  new  Con- 
solidated Presbyterian  College  at  Laurin- 
burg  are  progressing  as  architects  con- 
tinue working  drawings.  Recently  Dr.  J. 
W.  R.  Norton  of  Raleigh,  Director  of 
the  North  Carolina  State  Health  Depart- 
ment and  a  native  of  Scotland  County, 
recently  declared;  that  the  Consolidated 
Presbyterian  College  campus  has  unprece- 
dented potentialities  for  development  into 
one  of  the  beauty  spots  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 

"The  College  has  selected  a  choice  loca- 
tion in  regard  to  fertile  soil,  climate,  and 
topography,"  said  Dr.  Norton. 

Recently  the  Danforth  Foundation  of 
St.  Louis  made  a  grant  of  $4,860  to  the 
College  to  aid  in  the  operation  of  one  of 
the  major  courses  in  its  new  curriculum. 
Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  president,  in 
making  announcement  of  the  gift,  said 
that  the  funds  will  be  used  to  aid  in  work 
on  the  basic  structure  of  the  course  in 
Christianity  and  Culture.  Preparatory 
work  is  being  done  by  Dr.  Leslie  Bullock, 
Professor  of  Bible  in  Flora  Macdonald 
College. 

Application  for  the  Danforth  Founda- 
tion grant  was  made  in  February,  and 
official  notification  of  the  award  came 
from  Dr.  Kenneth  I.  Brown,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Foundation,  who  said  in 
announcing  the  grant,  "We  wish  you  full 
success  in  the  splendid  future  which  is 
open  for  the  merged  colleges." 

The  Christianity  and  Culture  Course  is 
being  designed  as  the  keystone  of  the  col- 
lege curriculum.  In  it.  Dr.  Woodson 
pointed  out,  the  College  will  attempt  to 
show  the  interrelationships  and  tensions 
between  Christianity  and  culture  in  the 
whole  development  of  world  civilization, 
and  will  endeavor  to  help  the  student 
establish  foundations  for  a  Christian  un- 
derstanding of  the  world;  in  which  he 
lives. 

J.  Walter  Lambeth  of  Thomasville  has 
donated  funds  to  the  Consolidated  College 
for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  college's 
new  library.  The  ex-congressman's  gift 
became  known  with  the  disclosure  of  the 
contents  of  a  letter  from  the  donor  to 
Hector  MacLean,  Chairman  of  the  Col- 
lege's Board  of  Directors.

Methodists  hold  more  Governorships  in 
the  United  States  than  do  members  of  any 
other  denomination,  according  to  a  sur- 
vey made  recently.  Twelve  of  the  Nation's 
49  Governors  are  Methodists;  eight  are 
Baptists;  eight  are  Roman  Catholics; 
seven  are  Lutherans;  five  are  Presbyte- 
rians; three  are  Episcopalians;  two  Con- 
gregationalists;  one  is  Jewish;  one  is 
Mormon;  and  two  have  no  affiliation.

Handley  of  Indiana;  George  Docking  of 
Kansas;  James  T.  Blair,  Jr.  of  Missouri;

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Projects 

For  the  third  year,  the  UNC-Westmin- 
ster  Fellowship  is  sponsoring  an  Institu- 
tional Service  Project  at  the  State  Hos- 
pital at  Raleigh  in  which  16  college  stu- 
dents from  different  college  and  denomi- 
national backgrounds  work  together  for 
ten  weeks  in  the  summer  as  hospital  at- 
tendants, relating  their  Christian  faith 
to  problems  in  mental  illness.  Students 
also  participate  in  the  leadership  train- 
ing school  in  New  York,  conferences, 
work-camps  and  summer  projects  in  this 
country  and  abroad,  assisted  in  part  by 
the  Smyre  Fund,  an  annual  gift  from  Mr. 
Fred  Smyre,  Jr.  of  Gastonia. 

The  Westminster  Fellowship  program 
is  under  the  direction  of  a  Council,  con- 
sisting this  year  of  the  following  stu- 
dents: Bob  Olson,  President;  Norwood 
Holmes,  Vice-President;  Martha  Turner, 
Secretary;  Mike  Kizziah,  Treasurer;  and 
Mary  Morgan,  Pete  Austin,  James  Mor- 
gan, Betty  Anne  Buie,  Mary  Scott  Black- 
well,  Bruce  Berryhill,  Holly  Deifell,  Su- 
san Merrick,  Nancy  Turner,  Tommy  Ise- 
ley,  and  Henry  Mclnnis. 

The  planning  and  leading  of  programs 
is  part  of  the  Campus  Christian  Life  pro- 
gram's concern  to  develop  articulate  and 
experienced  Christian  laymen  who  grad- 
uate from  college  ready  and  able  to  as- 
sume responsible  roles  in  their  churches. 
The  Westminster  Fellowship  has  its  own 
budget  (this  year  $1200),  an  every  mem- 
ber canvass,  a  program  for  visitation, 
responsibilities  for  ushering  in  the  local 
services,  and  this  Spring  will  conduct  a 
second  Building  Fund  Campaign  to  assist 
in  the  construction  of  a  new  sanctuary 
for  the  Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian  Church. 
A  similar  Building  Expansion  Campaign 
among  the  students  in  1956  netted  $10,000 
as  their  share  in  the  construction  of  the 
nearly-completed  Student  Center.  The 
Synod  of  North  Carolina — through  its  two 
campaigns  for  Christian  Higher  Educa- 
tion— has  contributed  $200,000  toward  the 
$375,000  total  cost  of  the  present  construc- 
tion. 

Missions 

The  program  of  Chapel  Hill  is  based  upon  the  be- 
lief of  its  staff  and  student  leaders  that  the  college 
campus  is  tlie  most  challenging  mission  frontier  of 
the  Church,  as  increasing  numbers  of  students  (this 
year  80%)  from  Presbyterian  homes  in  North  Caro- 
lina enroll  in  non-Presbyterian  Institutions.  With 
a  strongly  church-centered  but  campus-oriented 
program,  the  Westminster  Fellowship  can  not  only 
recruit  students  for  Church  vocations  and  train 
articulate  Christian  laymen  in  practical  churchman- 
ship.  It  can  also  present  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  sucli  a  variety  of  ways,  at  so  many  different  lev- 
els, tliat  students  are  able  to  respond  to  the  pro- 
gram wherever  they  are  in  their  Christian  commit- 
ment, moving  to  a  fuller,  deeper  relationship  to 
Christ  and  His  Churcli.  This  is  tlie  purpose  of  the 
(^ampus  Christian  Life  work  at  Chapel  Hill.

are  in  excess  of  1,000  Presbyterians.  In 
addition  to  the  contribution  being  made 
to  the  students,  this  enlarged  program 
has  stimulated  and  directly  interested  the 
Presbyterian  members  of  the  faculty  and 
others  in  the  University  community.  The 
interest  evidenced  by  downtown  churches 
and  the  active  support  have  been  most 
encouraging  in  every  phase  of  this  pro- 
gram. 

It  is  believed  that  since  we  now  have 
a  full  time  minister,  with  a  possibility  of 
sufficient  assistance,  and  since  there  is 
every  indication  that  we  shall  soon  have 
the  desirable  physical  facilities,  the  pro- 
gram will  grow  rapidly  and  the  area  of 
its  influence  will  be  felt  more  effectively 
throughout  the  University  community  and 
the  City  of  Durham. 


WOODWORK  HOBBY  OF  MINISTER 

The  Rev.  James  H.  Wade,  Minister  of  the  Asheboro  Church, 
proudly  displays  his  grandfather  clock  in  the  foyer  of  his  Ashe- 
boro home,  the  case  of  which  he  built  himself. 

"Everybody  likes  to  be  creative",  says  Mr.  Wade,  "and  I  be- 
lieve that  building  lamps,  tables,  and  other  useful  wooden  objects 
is  one  of  the  best  outlets  for  the  desire  for  creativity  anyone  can 
h^ave." 

Mr.  Wade  finds  laboring  in  his  home  workshop  a  relaxing  and 
rewarding  hobby.  He  began  his  hobby  as  a  boy  of  six  or  seven 
on  his  father's  farm  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia.  A 
sled  and  wagon  were  the  first  products  of  his  handiwork. 

Since  entering  the  ministry  he  has  built  almost  50  table  lamps 
and  8  or  10  end  tables,  most  of  which  he  has  given  to  friends  and 
relatives. 

Mr.  Wade  finds  that  three  kinds  of  wood  are  best  for  construct- 
ing lamps  and  tables,  nam.ely,  cherry,  walnut  and  cedar,  but  he 
has  a  special  fondness  for  cherry  because  it  works  so  easily  and 
finishes  so  nicely. 

By  far  the  most  time  consuming  and  meticulous  task  under- 
taken by  Mr.  Wade  was  the  grandfather  clock  case  which  required 
more  than  150  hours  to  make.  The  clock  case  now  sits  gracefully 
in  the  foyer  of  the  minister's  home.  During  the  past  eighteen 
months  he  has  built  six  clock  cases  all  of  walnut. 

Mr.  Wade  is  now  building  two  study  desks  and  a  pair  of  draw 
chests  for  the  rooms  of  his  sons,  Jimmy  and  Tommy,  students  at 
Asheboro  High  School.  Other  hobbies  of  Mr.  Wade  are  outdoor 
sports  such  as  hunting,  fishing,  swimming  and  golf.  He  has  serv- 
ed as  adult  leader  on  numerous  boy  scout  camping  trips. 


ASSEMBLY  GIVING 

ATLANTA,  GA.,  Feb.  12— (PN)— Total 
contributions  to  benevolence  causes  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  reached  an  all-time  high  in 
1958,  and  showed  an  increase  of  8%  over 
giving  in  1957,  it  was  announced  here  to- 
day. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Patton,  executive  secretary  of 
the  General  Council  of  the  Church,  re- 
ported that  despite  the  recession  which 
affected  giving  in  many  congregations  last 
year,  total  contributions  reached  the  rec- 
ord high  of  $6,693,172  for  Assembly  causes. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  $507,938 
over  1957's  gifts  of  $6,185,234.  Total  gifts 
from  the  Church  members  to  local  church 
expenses,  and  building  costs,  synod,  pres- 
bytery, and  Assembly  causes  are  expected 
to  exceed  an  $80,000,000  figure. 

More  than  half  the  total  contributions 
from  Southern  Presbyterians  went  to 
World  Missions,  and  the  increase  in  gifts 
to  this  cause  was  10%,  or  more  than  the 
average  increase  to  all  causes.  The  1958 
contributions  for  missions  were  $3,756,- 
265,  or  $340,460  more  than  was  given  in 
1957  for  the  same  work. 

Second  largest  increase  in  funds  given 
went  to  the  work  of  the  Church's  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  which  is  responsible 
for  mission  work  in  the  17  Southern 
states  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  operates.  The  funds  for  this  work 
were  increased  $67,377  during  1958  to  a 
total  of  $1,187,377.  This  represented  a  6% 
increase  in  giving  to  this  cause. 

Largest  percentage  increases  were 
marked  up  by  two  of  the  smaller  agencies 
of  the  Church,  due  to  sizeable  increases 
in  budgets  voted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly two  years  ago.  These  were  the  His- 
torical Foundation,  which  had  a  28%  in- 
crease to  a  total  of  $20,431,  and  the  Board 
of  Women's  Work,  which  had  a  22%  in- 
crease to  a  total  of  $105,315. 

Only  one  agency  of  the  Church  receiv- 
ed less  money  in  1958  than  it  did  the 
year  before.  Montreat,  the  Church's  As- 
sembly Conference  center  in  North  Caro- 
lina, had  a  loss  of  1%  in  receipts,  with  a 
total  of  $84,139  coming  in. 

Dr.  Patton,  in  announcing  figures,  re- 
ported that  the  total  increase  and  the

the  building  erected  in  1954.    Space  de- 
signed to  accommodate  12  persons,  was 
actually  housing  as  many  as  19  infirm 
members. 

When  the  current  expansion  program 
has  been  completed,  the  "Staff  House" 
will  provide  living  quarters  for  staff  per- 
sonnel, more  specifically  for  those  nurses 
and  aides,  who  prefer  to  live  on  the  Home 
grounds.  Due  to  the  nature  of  their  work, 
some  of  these  persons  are  subject  to  call 
almost  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Meals  are  prepared  in  the  Home  Kit- 
chen and  dispatched  to  the  Infirmary  An- 
nex in  heated  food  carts. 

At  the  present  time  both  the  Infirmary 
and  the  new  infirmary  annex  are  fully 
occupied.  Any  member  of  the  Home,  who 
now  becomes  ill,  would  have  to  be  as- 
signed to  "make-shift"  quarters  in  the  in- 
firmary. Presbyterians  throughout  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  certainly  want 
to  correct  such  a  situation.  The  Forward 
Fund  will  provide  capital  for  new  con- 
struction of  adequate  facilities  for  mem- 
bers needing  medical  care  or  special  at- 
tention. 


ECUMENICAL  STUDENTS 

students  completing  a  four-and-a-half 
month  course  at  the  World  Council  of 
Churches'  Ecumenical  Institute  in  Bossey 
near  Geneva  last  month,  during  which 
time  they  focused  their  attention  on  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  were  urged  to 
bring  a  "new  atmosphere"  to  their  denom- 
inations' Christian  unity  efforts.  Dr.  Han 
Woff,  director  of  the  Institute,  in  a  clos- 
ing lecture  told  42  students  from  11  de- 
nominations in  21  countries  not  to  return 
home  "self-satisfied".  Among  lecturers 
were  three  Roman  Catholics. 

Sixty  percent  of  the  total  population  in 
East  and  West  Germany  are  Protestants, 
35%  Roman  Catholics,  and  5%  belong  to 
other  religious  groups  or  profess  to  no 
creed,  according  to  a  recent  statistical 
release  from  Hannover,  Germany. 


TAR  HEEL  OF  THE  WEEK 

Dr.  Gertrude  Mary  Cox,  Director  of  the  Institute 
of  Statistics  for  tlie  Consolidated  University  of 
North  Carolina,  was  named  "Tar  Heel  of  the  Weeli" 
by  the  News  and  Observer  Sunday,  March  29. 

Dr.  Cox  resides  in  Raleigh  and  is  a  member  of 
the  West  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Church,  where  her 
parents  before  her  were  members;  however,  she 
was  born  in  Dayton,  Iowa,  on  January  13,  1900, 
one  of  five  children. 

Recently  Dr.  Cox  was  the  recipient  of  the  0. 
Max  Gardner  Award,  made 
each  year  to  the  member 
of  the  faculties  of  the 
University  "who  has  made 
the  greatest  contribution 
to  the  welfare  of  the  hu- 
man race"  during  the 
current  academic  year. 

Dr.  Cox  is  a  graduate  of 
Iowa  State  College,  where 
she  prepared  to  be  an  or- 
phanage superintendent. 
However,  she  majored  in 
math  and  landed  a  job  in 
the  computing  laboratory 
which  led  to  her  interest 
in  statistics.  After  grad- 
uation she  worked  In  Gua- 
temala and  South  Africa. 

Currently  she  has  a 
large  staff  working  under 
her,  some  of  them  for  as  long  as  twenty  years. 

Dr.  Cox  has  traveledwidely,  served  in  foreign 
countries,  written  numerous  scientific  papers,  and 
published  29  major  treatises. 

She  is  a  fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Mathematics 
and  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science  and  honorary  fellow  of  the  Royal  Statis- 
tical Society. 

Her  hobby  is  flowers.  She  has  brought  back  wild 
orchids  from  Brazil,  Paraguay,  Guatemala,  and 
other  places.  She  also  collects  stamps  and  coffee 
spoons.  Perhaps  her  most  delightful  hobby  is  her 
love  of  children  and  her  home  is  filled  with  toys, 
books  and  play  things  for  children  of  all  ages.  At 
Christmastime  she  always  remembers  each  of  her 
staff's  54  children.

EVANGELISM  MEETING 

Chairmen  of  Presbyteries'  Committees  on  Evan- 
gelism convened  in  Raleigh  on  March  6  with  the 
Rev.  George  L.  Riddle,  Chairman  of  Synod's  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism,  and  Or.  H.  Howard  Thomp- 
son, Director  of  Evangelism  for  the  Synod. 

Rev.  Al  E.  Dimmock,  Assembly's  Secretary  of  the 
Division  of  Evangelsim,  presented  the  Assembly's 
Program  on  Evangelism  for  the  year  1959  through 
1961,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  Centennial  Year, 
1961. 

During  1959,  interests  will  center  on  the  ministry 
of  intercession,  commitment  to  a  full  life  of  prayer, 
and  on  prayer  groups  in  the  local  church.  Com- 
mittees on  Evangelism  will  be  encouraged  to  sponsor 
over-night  retreats  for  ministers  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  an  occasion  for  ministers  to  go  apart 
in  prayer  and  to  offer  an  opportunity  for  group 
Bible  Study. 

In  1960,  Emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  local  con- 
gregation, sekeing  to  renew  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
congregation  through  worship,  reclaiming  of  in- 
active members,  and  self-examination.  Visitation 
of  members  of  churches  will  be  stressed.  During 
the  summer  of  I960,  pre-Synod  schools  of  Evangel- 
ism will  be  held  and  emphasis  will  be  given  in  pro- 
grams for  summer  camps  and  conferences.  In  the 
fall  of  I960,  Cavalcades  will  be  conducted  In  75 
cities.  In  North  Carolina,  cities  participating  will 
be  Charlotte,  Fayetteville,  Greensboro,  Raleigh,  Wil- 
mington, Winston-Salem,  Greenville,  Shelby,  and 
Statesville.  The  Cavalcade  will  be  composed  of 
three  churchmen  who  will  meet  with  Evangelism 
Committees  in  each  city,  local  church  groups,  and 
ruling  elders,  and  ministers. 

In  1961,  the  goal:  every  minister  and  local 
session  emphasizing  personal  witnessing. 

Every  organization  of  the  local  church  will  be 
called  on  to  use  its  influence  to  bring  people  to 
Christ. 

The  chairmen  of  Evangelism  adopted  recommen- 
dations which  will  be  presented  to  the  Synod's  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism  for  consideration  as  recom- 
mendations to  go  via  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  to  Synod,  as  follows:  (I)  That 
Synod  encourage  Presbyteries  to  set  up  ministers 
retreats  In  1959;  (2)  That  Chairmen  of  Evangelism 
be  urged  to  attend  the  Regional  Faith  and  Life  Con- 
ference in  Richmond,  Va.  in  May;  (3)  That  Synod 
consider  a  Pre-School  of  Evangelism  in  I960  and 
1961;  (4)  That  classes  and  conferences  be  held  in 
1961  on  Evangelism;  (5)  That  the  Synod  hear  a 
distinguished  speaker  on  the  subject  of  Evangelism 
in  June.

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PUBLICITY  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Synod's 
Council  constituted  itself  as  the  Publicity 
Committee  for  the  Council  at  its  February 
meeting,  and  on  March  30,  convened  with 
several  co-opted  members,  including  lay 
specialists  in  the  field  of  advertising  and 
public  relations. 

Meeting  with  the  Committee,  presided  over  by 
Voit  Gilmore,  Chairman  of  Synod's  Council,  were 
Bluford  Hestir  of  Atlanta,  Director  of  Publicity  for 
the  General  Assembly;  Braxton  Flye,  Raleigh  Pub- 
lisher and  Advertising  executive;  Herbert  O'Keefe, 
Editor  of  the  Raleigh  Times;  Carl  Hudson,  Execu- 
tive in  charge  of  the  Hudson-Belk  Store  in  Raleigh 
(all  Presbyterians),  and  Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin, 
Fayetteville,  President  of  the  Women  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  Others  present  for  the  meeting 
were  the  Rev.  Charles  Lynn  Brown,  Vice-Chairman 
of  Synod's  Council;  William  F.  Mulliss,  Charlotte 
Attorney,  a  member  of  Synod's  Council;  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary;  and  Miss  Ruby  D. 
Jones,  Manager  of  Synod's  Office. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  con- 
sider the  public  relations  program  of  the 
Synod.  The  Chairman  asked  the  General 
Secretary  to  outline  the  business  in  hand, 
and  he  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
group  that  the  Presiyterian  News  has  as 
its  stated  purpose  to  provide  a  publication 
for  every  Presbyterian  home  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  carrying  news  at  all 
levels  of  the  Church,  primarily  for  the 
laity. 

The  Secretary  also  presented  two  pa- 
pers summarizing  a  study  of  public  rela- 
tions media  used  by  five  denominations  m 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  five  Presby- 
teries in  the  Synod,  three  Synod  papers, 
and  Agencies  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
line, specifically  the  Orphans'  Home  and 
the  Presbyterian  Home.  The  study  re- 
vealed that  the  Presbyterian  News  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  published  at 
a  lower  rate  than  any  of  the  papers  stud- 
ied with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  which  is  made  possible 
by  the  large  circulation  and  frequency  of 
publication.  It  was  pointed  out  that  vir- 
tually every  religious  publication  is  gen- 
erously subsidized  by  the  Agency  which 
sponsors  the  paper,  and  that  the  Synod  of 
Texas  has  an  item  for  publicity  m  the 
amount  of  $32,000.00,  in  contrast  to  $15,- 
000  00  for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
though  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has 
a  membership  of  141,000  in  contrast  to 
110,000  in  the  Synod  of  Texas. 

Braxton  Flye,  who  had  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  Presbyterian  News,  expressed 
commendation  for  the  paper,  and  stated 
that  the  paper  is  published  as  efficiently 
and  as  economically  as  is  possible.  He 
noted  the  necessity  for  stepped-up  fre- 
quency of  publication  and  improvements 
in  format,  as  well  as  the  necessity  for  as- 
sistance to  the  editor.  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dud- 
ley. 

Mr.  Bluford  Hestir  suggested  that  the 
group  might  re-define  the  purpose  of  the 
paper,  emphasize  the  paper  as  a  unifying 
media,  improve  the  format  of  the  paper, 
step  up  the  frequency  of  publication,  make 
frequent  use  of  picture  stories,  add  an  as- 
sistant editor  to  the  staff,  and  take  note 
of  the  low-cost  of  publication  per  reader. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  stressed  the  importance  of 
a  Synod's  paper  in  contrast  to  Presbytery  papers. 
Mr.  O'Keefe  urged  that  the  paper  be  directed  to- 
wards youth.  Mr.  Mulliss  spoke  in  terms  of  the 
Synod  moving  out  progressively  in  the  area  of  pub- 
lic relations.  Mrs.  Godwin  declared  that  the  Women 
of  the  Synod  heartily  endorse  the  Synod's  paper. 
Mr.  Hudson  also  spoke  of  the  need  for  the  progres- 
sive approach. 

Mr.  Gilmore  summarized  the  findings  of  the 
Committee  and  proposed  that  the  Committee  rec- 
ommend to  Synod's  Council  and  Synod  that  the 
frequency  of  the  Presbyterian  News  be  increased 
to  twelve  issues  per  year,  and  an  editorial  assistant 
be  employed,  and  that  a  revised  format  be  adopted. 
These  ideas  were  Incorporated  in  a  resolution.

SOIL  STEWARDSHIP  SUNDAY 

Protestant  churches  across  the  nation 
will  observe  Rural  Life  Sunday,  May  3, 
with  special  emphasis  on  Soil  Steward- 
ship. 

The  2,825  soil  conservation  districts  of 
America  are  participating  in  the  observ- 
ance of  Soil  Stewardship  Week  May  3-10. 
Many  ministers  across  the  United  States 
will  deliver  apropos  sermons.  Last  year 
more  than  900  sermons  were  reported  as 
preached  in  North  Carolina  on  a  kindred 
theme,  the  same  Sunday. 

Emphasis  will  be  given  to  Stewardship 
of  Soil  in  contrast  to  wasting  God-given 
resources — earth  and  water. 

Governor  Luther  H.  Hodges  has  issued 
a  statement  calling  upon  the  State  to  "pay 
tribute  to  productive  soil  by  observing 
Soil  Stewardship  Sunday  and  Soil  Stew- 
ardship Week". 

The  Governor  points  out  that  "produc- 
tive soil  is  man's  most  priceless  heritage 
and  one  of  very  few  non-replaceable  re- 
sources. Without  soil  neither  plants,  ani- 
mals, or  man  could  survive.  We  are  de- 
pendent on  it  for  food,  clothing,  and 
many  of  the  raw  products  of  Industry".

ported  objective  totalling  $87,411.36.  Re- 
ports from  the  churches  of  other  Presby- 
teries are  now  arriving  at  the  Forward 
Fund  office  and  being  tabulated.  The 
total  of  all  churches  reporting  has  reach- 
ed $116,166.36. 

In  most  cases,  those  church  reporting 
objectives  establish  a  challenging  sum 
much  larger  than  a  simple  mathematical 
average  This  is  quite  encouraging  and 
most  essential  if  the  goal  of  $750,000  is  to 
be  reached.  All  Congregation  Chairmen 
are  urged  to  submit  PARTRICIPATION 
REPORTS  for  their  respective  congrega- 
tions, establishing  an  objective  which  the 
congregation  determines. 

Huger  King,  general  chairman  of  the 
Forward  Fund,  and  Dr.  Roy  Watts,  his 
advisor,  have  issued  this  appeal  to  Pres- 
bytery and  District  Chairmen  of  the  For- 
ward Fund:  "The  objectives  reported  (in 
some  cases  paid  and  subscribed)  clearly 
indicate  that  our  $750,000  goal  is  realistic 
and  readily  attainable.  But  it  will  be  at- 
tainable only  if  the  Presbytery  Chairmen 
check  regularly  with  the  District  Chair- 
men and  the  District  Chairmen  keep  in 
constant  touch  with  Congregation  Chair- 
men until  objectives  are  established  and 
methods  of  achieving  that  objective  de- 
termined.

Dr.  Marc  Boegner,  President  of  the  French  Prot- 
estant Federation,  said  in  Paris  at  an  earlier  date 
that  the  decision  of  Pope  John  to  call  the  Council 
signified  "capital  progress"  in  the  Church  unity 
movement  if  all  the  great  denominations  of  Chris- 
tianity were  invited  to  attend.  "However,"  he  said, 
"if  no  such  invitation  is  issued,  the  Council  could 
have  the  contrary  effect  of  worsening  relations 
among  the  different  Churches". 

Dr.  Everett  Kircher  of  Ohio  State  University  and 
Dr.  William  Kirkland  of  McCormick  Seminary,  Chi- 
cago, recently  made  criticism  of  Protestant  Higher 
Education  at  a  meeting  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  Commission  on  Higher  Education  at 
Omaha,  Neb.  The  professors  declared  that  Protest- 
ant Churches  are  not  making  a  sufficient  impact  on 
Higher  Education  and  that  "there  is  no  Protestant 
philosophy  of  Higher  Education  in  existence".  Such 
a  state  has  no  academic  respectability  even  from 
committed  Christians,  according  to  the  professors. 

Two  of  Hungary's  foremost  pro-government  church 
leaders  issued  a  statement  recently  In  Budapest 
condemning  a  slander  suit  brought  against  Pastor 
Martin  Niemoeller,  president  of  the  Evangelical 
Church  of  Hesse  and  Nassau,  for  allegedly  insulting 
the  West  German  Army.  The  churchmen,  both 
Bishops,  declared  that  "German  militarists  evident- 
ly are  anxious  to  repress  sober  forces,  best  repre- 
sented by  Dr.  Niemoeller,  which  want  to  save  the 
German  people  and  the  world  from  nuclear  war- 
fare."

BOARD  CHAIRMAN  SUCCUMBS 


W.  H.  Sullivan,  Sr.,  68,  leading  Presbyterian 
layman  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  died 
June  28,  in  Moces  Cone  Hospital  in  Greensboro, 
following  a  short  illness. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  a  native  of  Guilford  County. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  N.  C.  State  College  and 
worked  with  the  N.  C.  Public  Service  Company 
in  Salisbury  and  the  Southern  Railway  before 
cetting  up  his  own  W.  H.  Sullivan  Plumbing  and 
Heating  Company  in  Greensboro  in  1937. 

He  was  a  leader  in  North  Carolina  State  Col- 
lege Alumni  affairs  and  a  trustee  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 

He  was  well  known  in  Presbyterian  circles, 
having  been  largely  responsible  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
from  its  establishment  in  1951,  and  was  chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  a  former  mayor  of  Greens- 
boro. He  also  headed  the  War  Memorial  Com- 
mission which  is  currently  building  the  new 
coliseum. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Mar- 
garet Grace  Elliott;  two  sons,  W.  H.  Jr.,  and 
Charles  Spencer  Sullivan  of  Greensboro;  four 
grandsons;  and  three  sisters.

PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  AND 
EVANGELISM 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  a  speaker  questioning 
the  investment  in  a  Synod's  paper,  assert- 
ed tliat  the  Synod's  Presbyterian  News 
had  never  saved  a  soul.  The  argument 
was  a  begging  of  the  question  since,  first, 
the  Synod's  paper  is  not  published  pri- 
marily for  non-churchmen,  but  for  those 
who  already  are  Christians.  Its  purpose 
is  to  help  those  who  are  Christians  to 
know  more  about  the  current  status  of 
the  Church — the  Presbyterian  and  be- 
yond. The  same  argument,  though  erron- 
eous, might  be  directed  against  all  church 
papers  and  other  media  which  are  pub- 
lished by  our  denomination  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching,  informing,  and  inspiring 
church  members.  However,  it  is  note- 
worthy that  the  editor  of  the  Synod's  pa- 
per recently  received  the  following  letter 
which  is  self-explanatory,  and  would  seem 
to  justify  the  publication  of  the  paper  as 
a  media  for  evangelism : 

Ashiya  Air  Base 
Kyushu,  Japan 

Dear  Sir: 

My  name  is  Charles  Stroud  of  Deep  Run,  N.  C, 
presently  serving  a  tour  at  Ashiya  Air  Base,  Kyu- 
shu, Japan.  Since  my  enlistement  in  the  Air  Force, 
I  have  been  baptized  with  a  religious  preference  of 
Presbyterian.  I  plan  to  join  the  Presbyterian 
Church  upon  my  arrival  back  in  the  States.  My 
girl  friend  sent  me  a  copy  of  the  Presbyterian 
News,  and  it  really  has  helped  me  quite  a  bit  in 
learning  the  Church.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  ASSEMBLY'S 
GENERAL  FUND  AGENCIES 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Parks,  Jr.,  Minister  of  the  Reidsville 
First  Church,  presented  the  Report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  of  Assembly's  General  Fund  Agencies  to 
Synod.  The  Report  revealed  that  the  name  of  the  Assem- 
bly's Training  School  for  Lav  Woi'kers  in  Richmond, 
Virginia  has  been  changed  to  "The  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education". 

It  was  called  to  the  attention  of  Synod  that  Stillman 
College  has  been  admitted  to  membership  in  the  South- 
ern Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Another  item  of  interest  in  the  Report  was  that  the 
Permanent  Committee  on  Television,  Radio,  and  Audio- 
Visuals  (TRAV)  has  been  added  to  the  General  Fund 
Agencies,  and  that  Dr.  Ernest  J.  Arnold,  President  of  the 
Protestant  Radio  and  Television  Center,  has  been  elected 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee.  Dr.  Arnold  ad- 
dressed Synod  on  the  sublect,  "Mass  Communication  in 
the  Service  of  Our  Church". 

Montreat  Assembly  Grounds  was  host  two  different 
conferences  last  year.  Montreat  College  hereafter  will  be 
called  Montreat-Anderson  College  and  will  be  a  junior 
college. 

The  Presbyterian  Foundation  records  an  increase  in 
the  value  of  bequests  handled  by  the  Foundation  over  a 
three-year  period  from  $814,074.14  to  $2,336,433.36. 

American  Bible  Society  reports  1,079,391  scriptural 
volumes  distributed  among  military  personnel  during  the 
last  year. 
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REPORT  OF  SYNOD'S  COUNCIL 


The  report  of  Synod's  Council  was  pre- 
sented to  Synod  by  Voit  Gilmore,  of 
Southern  Pines,  Chairman.  Pending  the 
adoption  of  the  Report,  Synod  heard  Dr. 
Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  on  the  subject,  "John 
Calvin  and  His  Legacy  for  Today." 

The  Report  was  heard  by  Synod  on  the 
second  day  during  the  morning  session. 

A  large  section  of  the  report  dealt  with 
Synod's  Office  and  Program  of  work,  and 
pointed  out  that  Synod  has  a  membership 
of  142,000,  a  total  of  one  dozen  Agencies, 
including  all  Educational  Institutions, 
employing  more  than  300  persons,  not 
including  pastors  and  church  staffs,  with 
an  overall  operating  annual  budget  in 
excess  of  three  million  dollars,  and  fixed 
assets  totalling  approximately  $30,000,000. 
The  Report  said,  "It  would  hardly  be  ac- 
curate to  call  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, the  largest  of  the  sixteen  Synods,  a 
'Fifth  Wheel'.  During  the  years  since 
World  War  II,  the  Agencies  of  the  Synod 
have  raised  for  capital  funds  in  excess  of 
ten  million  dollars  in  campaigns.  In  1958, 
Synod's  Office  handled  twenty-two  differ- 


ent accounts  totalling  $1,51.5,717,  "all  of 
which,"  the  report  said,  "adds  up  to  'big 
business'  ". 

The  Report  pointed  out  that  the  col- 
leges of  Synod  employ  approximately  300 
persons  and  do  business  annually  in  ex- 
cess of  $2,500,000,  not  including  fixed  as- 
sets. Campus  Christian  Life  employs 
one-half  dozen  or  more  workers  to  labor 
among  6,000  Presbyterian  students  on 
non-Presbyterian  campuses  and  spends 
approximately  $40,000  per  annum  for  the 
support  of  this  cause.  Christian  Educa- 
tion has  a  staff  of  from  six  to  eight  per 
sons  at  an  annual  expenditure  of  $40,000 
or  more.  The  Orphans'  Home  employs  a 
staff  of  more  than  60  and  operates  on  an 
annual  budget  of  approximately  $300,000. 
The  Presbyterian  Home  requires  a  staff 
of  more  than  30  for  the  85  guests  in  the 
Home  and  operates  on  an  annual  budget 
of  $170,000.  Church  Extension  at  the 
Synod  level  invests  in  support  of  nearly 
50  workers  to  the  extent  of  approximately 
$40,000  per  annum.  Synod's  Office  has  a 
staff  of  four,  and  operates  on  a  budget  of

INTER-CHURCH  RELATIONS 

The  Report  of  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Inter-Church  Relations  was  presented  to  Synod  by 
Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  Chairman,  and  Synod 
heard  the  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  and 
the  Rev.  I.  Howard  Chadwick,  Representative  of 
the  Synod  on  the  Committee  on  Alcoholism  of  the 
NCCC.  The  Report  revealed  that  the  1960  meet- 
ing of  the  NCCC  will  be  held  in  the  White  Memo- 
rial Church,  Raleigh,  January  26-27,  and  that  the 
25th  Anniversary  of  the  Council  will  be  celebrated 
May  1-2,  1961,  in  Greensboro.  The  Report  remind- 
ed the  Synod  that  Presbyterians  had  a  major  part 
in  the  organization  of  the  Council,  and  urged  that 
Agencies  of  Synod,  as  far  as  possible,  avoid  con- 
flicts with  the  1961  Celebration. 

A  number  of  Presbyterians  serve  in  prominent 
positions  on  the  Council,  including  Rev.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  First  Vice-President;  Mrs.  B.  Frank  Hall, 
Chairman  of  the  Division  of  United  Church  Wo- 
men; Mrs.  P.  Hunter  Dalton  of  High  Point,  Wil- 
liam H.  Neal,  Winston-Salem;  Voit  Gilmore,  Sou- 
thern Pines;  Dr.  Harry  M.  Moffett,  Jr.,  Gastonia; 
Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  Wilmington;  Mrs.  H.  Lacy  God- 
win, Fayetteville;  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  Char- 
lotte; Dr.  Kelsey  Regen.  Durham,  all  of  whom  are 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Kurtz 
is  a  member  of  Granville  Presbytery.

Reverend  Archie  G.  McKee,  Lenoir,  chair- 
man of  the  Synod's  Campus  Christian  Life 
Committee,  the  Reverend  Vance  Barron, 
pastor  of  the  Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Reverend  Harry  Smitii,  min- 
ister to  students  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  Mr. 
Lawrence  Austin,  President  of  the  UNC 
Westminster  Fellowship. 

Dr.  Buttrick  is  well  known  as  one  of 
the  foremost  preachers  and  autlii--s  in 
America.  Born  in  England,  educated  at 
Manchester  and  Lancashire,  he  holds  hon- 
orary degrees  from  eight  American  uni- 
versities. All  of  his  pastorates  have  been 
in  the  United  States,  and  the  longest  and 
most  recent  at  the  Madison  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  served  from  1927-1954.  He  is  author 
of  seven  books  and  served  as  General 
Editor  of  the  monumental  "Interpreter's 
Bible,"  a  twelve-volume  commentary  on 
the  Holy  Scriptures. 

The  Presbyterian  Student  Center  and 
Educational  Wing  at  Chapel  Hill  are  the 
result  of  years  of  planning  and  campaign- 
ing across  the  Synod  and  among  Chapel 
Hill  Presbyterians.  With  plans  actually 
drawn  before  the  destruction  of  the  sanc- 
tuary by  fire  in  April,  1958,  these  facili- 
ties fill  the  back  and  side  of  the  Church's 
lot  on  East  Franklin  Street,  and  will  tie 
in  with  the  new  sanctuary  to  be  begun 
this  Fall.  Included  in  the  educational 
wing  is  Church  school  space  for  the  un- 
usually large  Sunday  School,  which  con- 
tains the  children  of  many  Presbyterian 
students  and  faculty.  There  is  also  an 
administrative  wing  containing  the 
church  office  and  library,  Pastor's  study, 
and  office  for  the  Director  of  Christian 
Education  and  Campus  Christian  Life 
Staff.  Included  in  the  Student  Wing  are 
a  library,  lounge  and  hi-fi  room,  council 
and  work  room,  and  a  small  prayer  room. 

Furnishings  and  symbols  for  the  prayer 
room  have  been  specially  designed  by  a 
i'resbyterain  artist,  Margaret  Rigg  of 
Nashville,  Tennessee.  There  is  also  a 
large  fellowship  hall,  kitchen,  and  adult 
classrooms  for  joint  use  by  the  local  con- 
gregation and  students. 

Funds  for  the  construction  of  these 
buildings  were  provided  from  the  1956 
and  1958  Campaigns  for  Higher  Education 
(Continued  on  page  7)

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CHURCH  CONSTRUCTION 

According  to  latest  reports  by  the  De- 
partments of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  church  construction,  "riding 
the  crest  of  a  new  boom  reached  $427,000,- 
000  during  the  first  six  montlis  of  1959, 
exceeding  the  first  six  months  of  last 
year  by  10%.  Construction  during  June 
amounted  to  $79,000,000,  an  increase  of 
13  %  over  the  same  month  last  year." 

Church  construction  set  an  all-time  rec- 
ord during  July,  totalling  $85,000,000, 
according  to  the  report,  an  increase  of 
$6,000,000  over  June,  and  of  $10,000,000 
over  July  of  1958.  It  was  the  largest  vol- 
ume of  church  construction  in  a  single 
month  in  U.  S.  history. 

Total  construction  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  1959  is  estimated  at  $512,000,- 
000,  an  increase  of  10%  over  the  same 
period  of  last  year.

A  large  congregation  was  present  for 
the  Consecration  of  the  new  Fellowship 
Hall  at  Camp  Monroe  early  this  summer. 
The  new  building  is  designed  for  chapel 
use,  as  well  as  fellowship.  The  building 
has  been  named  in  honor  of  Crawford 
Boyd,  a  member  of  the  Fayetteville  First 
Church  who  serves  as  treasurer  for  the 
camp.

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OUSTED  MINISTER 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  two  speakers  made  refer- 
ences to  the  recent  action  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Southwest  Georgia  in  dissolving 
the  relationship  of  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Mc- 
Neill to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Columbus,  Georgia.  Because  of  the  al- 
leged statement  appearing  in  the  newspa- 
pers that  the  Commission  of  the  Presby- 
tery or  its  Chairman  had  declared  that 
"the  voice  of  the  pulpit  should  be  the 
voice  of  the  people,"  a  factual  statement 
from  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
was  requested,  and  under  date  of  August 
1,  1959,  was  issued  as  follows: 

"Our  Commission  wishes  to  announce  to  any  con- 
cerned that  at  no  time  in  its  deliberations  has  it 
been  prompted  by  a  philosophy  of  action  as  set 
forth  in  the  statement  attributed  to  its  chairman, 
'the  voice  of  the  pulpit  should  be  the  voice  of  the 
people'.  The  Commission  collectively  and  individ- 
ually adheres  without  reservation  to  the  standards 
of  our  Church  governing  the  relationship  of  the 
pulpit  and  the  pew.  The  Commission  declares  once 
more  to  all  concerned  its  conviction  that  the  minis- 
ter is  required  by  his  calling  and  holy  office  to 
maintain  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  the  purity  and  peace  of  the  Church,  and  that 
he  must  do  so  with  the  Word  of  God,  the  Bible,  as 
his  authority  and  under  the  inspiraiton  and  con- 
viction born  of  an  earnest  and  prayerful  search  for 
guidance  by  the  Holy  Spirit". 

Persons  interested  in  the  matter  should

PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 
CAMPAIGN 

The  Forward  Fund  for  the  Presbyterian 
Home  at  High  Point  has  reached  $327,- 
262.47,  on  the  goal  of  $750,000.00,  which  is 
43  %  of  the  total. 

Milton  Faszholz,  the  Director  of  the 
Campaign,  terminated  his  official  connec- 
tion with  the  Campaign  July  15,  and  the 
Presbyterian  Home  Board  is  seeking  a 
person  to  continue  the  follow-up  work 
during  the  next  six  months.  Richard  A. 
Short,  Executive  Director  of  the  Home, 
is  confident  that  the  goal  will  be  reached 
by  January  1,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
many  churches  have  indicated  that  it  will 
be  necessai  y  to  wait  until  the  budgets  for 
next  year  aie  prepared  during  the  fall 
before  they  will  be  able  to  make  a  com- 
mitment. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  for  Senior  Cit- 
izens is  located  at  High  Point  with  capital 
investments  totalling  nearly  $1,000,000.00. 
The  annual  operating  budget  of  the  insti- 
tution is  in  excess  of  $170,000.00.  There 
are  approximately  80  senior  citizens  re- 
tired and  living  at  the  Home.  The  new 
building  to  be  constructed  from  the  cam- 
paign funds  will  provide  for  approximate- 
ly sixty  additional  guests.

funct  Neio  York  Sun.   

and  it  was  the  uncle  who  served  as  mili- 
tary advisor  to  War-Secretary  Stanton 
and  recommended  Ulysses  S.  Grant's  ap- 
pointment as  General  of  the  Armies.  It 
was  on  the  editorial  page  of  Dana's  paper 
that  the  famous  Christmas  classic,  "Yes, 
Virginia,  There  Is  A  Santa  Claus"  ap- 
peared. 

Commenting  on  his  gift  to  the  Queens 
student  body  in  the  Belk  Chapel,  Mr.  Dana 
said,  "I  think  I  have  made  a  pretty  good 
trade — look  at  all  the  girl  friends  I  have 
won." 

It  was  the  result  of  a  friendship  with 
D.  Grier  Martin,  President  of  Davidson 
College,  that  Mr.  Dana  became  acquainted 
with  Queens.  He  made  an  anonymous 
visit  to  the  campus  and  reported  later, 
"I  liked  what  I  saw". 

"Private  educational  institutions  are 
primarily  interested  in  education  rather 
than  whether  its  product  becomes  Demo- 
crat, Republican,  or  Communist. 

"Then  this  is  the  best  long-range  invest- 
ment there  is — better  than  paper  securi- 
ties. Why  should  I  let  Washington  waste 
it? 

"There  is  no  money  profit  any  more  and 
it  is  human  beings  who  make  the  world 
go  round  anyway." 

Mr.  Dana  was  formerly  an  International 
lawyer,  but  he  found  life  eminently  bor- 
ing until  he  switched  to  manufacturing.

Synod  be  called  to  "penitence,  humility, 
and  prayer  that  Christians  may  truly 
know  the  mind  of  Christ  and  proclaim 
courageously  and  demonstrate  personally 
the  transforming  and  reconciling  power 
of  the  Gospel  in  those  areas  of  human  re- 
lations torn  by  strife  and  misunderstand- 
ing.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
REPORT 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  Christian  Education  was  presented  to 
Synod  by  the  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie, 
Chairman  and  Pastor  of  the  Myers  Park 
Church.  Pending  the  adoption  of  the  Re- 
port, Synod  heard  Ernest  A.  Andrews, 
Jr.,  Secretary  of  Men's  Work,  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Va.,  on 
the  theme,  "The  Christian  Work  of  the 
Laity  in  the  World";  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  Regional  Director  of  Christian 
Education  in  the  Synod,  who  introduced 
the  Areas  Workers  serving  in  the  Synod. 
Dr.  J.  O.  Mann,  former  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  in  the  Synod,  was  recog- 
nized by  Synod. 

The  Report  paid  tribute  to  the  excel- 
lent leadership  of  the  Regional  Director, 
the  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  and  called  upon 
Synod  to  give  him  encouragement  and 
support  necessary  to  the  fulfilling  of  his 
responsibilities. 

The  Report  pointed  out  the  progress  in 
Children's  Work  which  revealed  that  in 
1958,  456  vacation  church  schools  were 
held  in  the  Synod  with  an  enrollment  of 
35,934  pupils  and  7,087  adult  workers. 

There  are  a  number  of  special  training 
centers  in  the  Synod  with  teacher-consult- 
ants, six  of  which  were  established  in 
1958. 

The  six  area  leadership  directors  have 
promoted  the  program  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation which  includes  in  addition  to  the 
Children's  Work,  Youth  Work,  Men's 
Work,  other  Adult  work.  Leadership  Edu- 
cation, and  Audio-Visual  materials. 

The  area  directors  participated  in  ap- 
proximately 75  schools,  clinics,  classes, 
conferences,  and  rallies  during  the  year. 
These  leaders  were  Miss  Helen  Cole  for 
Orange  Presbytery;  Miss  Eloise  Wells  for 
Concord  and  Winston-Salem  Presbyteries; 
Miss  Dorothy  Ray  of  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery;  Miss  Dorothy  Lynch,  Albe- 
marle and  Wilmington  Presbyteries,  Miss 
Virginia  Morris,  Mecklenburg  Presbytery; 
and  Miss  Dorothy  Williams,  Granville 
Presbytery. 

New  area  directors  added  to  the  staff 
in  recent  weeks  include  Miss  Helen  Jack- 
son in  Granville  Presbytery  and  Miss 
Mary  Catherine  McCorniick  in  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery. 

During  the  past  year  Miss  Beatrice 
Kiser.  Secretary  to  the  Regional  Director 
in  Charlotte,  handled  2,835  pieces  of  au- 
dio-visual material  by  mail  which  went  to 
150  churches. 


PHILANTHROPIST 

Announcement  was  recently  made  that 
the  late  Albert  F.  Patton,  Danville,  Vir- 
ginia, businessman  has  left  over  two  mil- 
lion dollars  to  four  Presbyterian  institu- 
tions. Mr.  Patton  has  served  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  as  a  ruling  elder  in 
his  Church. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Danville 
estimates  his  assets  at  $2,050,000,  which 
will  be  invested  on  behalf  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries. Annual  interest  will  be  divided 
as  follows:  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
20%;  Sunnyside  Home,  15%;  Union 
Theoolgical  Seminary,  10  %  ;  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  5%  ;  and  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Danville,  5%.  The  balance  is 
left  to  a  brother  and  a  cousin. 


REPORT  OF  GENERAL 
SECRETARY 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary, Stated  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  of 
Synod,  reported  that  Presbyteries  paid 
only  69.37%  of  what  Synod  asked  for 
1958,  or  a  total  of  $633,889,  of  the  budget 
askings  of  $800,795,  and  $2,222  less  than 
in  1957. 

The  Report  also  revealed  that  the  High- 
er Education  Campaign  of  1956  had  yield- 
ed a  total  of  $1,264,220.57  on  pledges  to- 
talling $1,739,702.43. 

The  Campus  Christian  Life  situation 
as  of  May  31st  showed  total  receipts  of 
$291,184.66,  from  all  sources.  The  1958 
Campaign  produced  in  pledges  approxi- 
mately $264,000,  and  it  was  anticipated 
that  the  maximum  which  might  be  ex- 
pected from  the  two  campaigns  for  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  was  approximately 
$425,000.00,  after  all  expenses  had  been 
deducted  and  discounting  cancellations. 
This  leaves  the  Campus  Christian  Life 
capital  funds  goal  short  by  approximately 
$75,000. 

The  Secretary  called  attention  of  the 
Synod  to  the  fact  that  some  400  people, 
working  the  equivalent  of  more  than 
twelve  24-hour  days  had  met  in  Board  and 
Committee  meetings  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  the  work  of  Synod  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  meeting  of  Synod,  including 
reports.

OFFICE  BUILDING 

Orange  Presbytery,  meeting  in  its  100th 
Stated  Session  at  Hillsboro  on  July  16th, 
approved  of  a  private  solicitation  plan  for 
funds  to  erect  a  permanent  office  build- 
ing. Presbytery  approved  of  immediately 
expanding  the  needed  office  space  for  the 
Presbytery  Headquarters  Office  up  to  a 
minimum  of  630  square  feet. 

Charles  S.  Wilkins,  retiring  moderator, 
presented  figures  showing  that  an  office 
building  might  be  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $30,000. 

Dr.  R.  E.  Balsley,  ruling  elder  in  the 
Reidsville  First  Church,  was  elected  Mod- 
erator.

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"THE  CHRISTIAN'S  COURAGE" 

(Sermon  by  Dr.  Kelscy  Regen,  Moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Preached  June  16,  195'J, 
before  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.) 

Scripture— II  Timothy  1:1-18  (RSV). 

Text:  "But  I  am  not  ashamed,  for  I  know  whom 
I  have  believed,  and  I  am  sure  (persuaded)  that  he 
is  able  to  guard  (keep)  until  that  Day  what  has 
been  entrusted  to  me."    (II  Tim.  1:12.) 

i  WANT  to  talk  with  you  about  "THE  CHRIS- 
TIAN'S COURAGE",  its  NATURE,  its  NEED,  and 
its  NURTURE. 

This  matter  came  freshly  alive  for  me  recently 
when  reading  this  first  chapter  of  II  Timothy  in 
Mr.  J.  B.  Phillips'  translation — I  began  to  look  at 
myself  in  the  light  of  its  blunt  and  brutal  truth, 
and  at  the  Christian  Church  (especially  here  in  the 
South),  and  to  ask  some  probing  questions  con- 
cerning the  relevance  and  the  effectiveness  of  our 
witness  by  word  and  by  life. 

Though  aware  that  Biblical  scholars  differ  con- 
cerning the  authorship  of  this  letter,  I  am  content 
with  the  traditional  proposition  that  it  WAS 
written  by  St.  Paul  to  his  young  colleague  and  pro- 
tege, Timothy. 

By  this  tradition  St.  Paul  was  in  prison  in  Rome 
awaiting  execution.  It  was  the  final  chapter,  the 
last  scene,  in  his  dramatic  life-story.  Almost  from 
the  day  of  his  conversion  he  had  lived  in  constant 
peril  of  his  life.  There  were  dangers  of  land  and 
sea,  of  wild  beasts  and  evil  men.  There  were  ship- 
wrecks and  exposure  and  hunger  and  cold.  There 
were  betrayal  and  arrests  and  persecution  and  flog- 
gings. Upon  his  head  there  fell  the  furious  wrath 
of  religious  and  civil  authorities.  There  were  frus- 
trated plans,  disappointed  hopes,  and  recurring  de- 
feats. And  withal,  there  was  some  physical  ail- 
ment, some  constant,  nagging  pain — which  was  to 
him  like  "a  thorn  in  the  flesh."  Every  "today 
was  dangerous.  And  every  "tomorrow"  was  haz- 
ardous and  uncertain.  Yet  over  his  life,  and 
through  it  all,  there  was  always  a  red  banner  of 
courage,  born  of  his  faith  in  and  commitment  to 
Christ.  So  that  he  was  able  to  say,  and  to  prove 
by  his  life,  "In  him  who  strengthens  me  I  am  able 
for  anything."  .  ^  . 

By  this  same  tardition  Timothy  was  at  Ephesus. 
To  him  St.  Paul  has  entrusted  the  care  and  the 
leadership  of  the  Christian  Church  and  the  Chris- 
tian Community  in  that  city.  He  was  well  aware 
of  what  had  happened  to  St.  Paul.  Perhaps  some 
of  it  had  begun  to  happen  to  him.  At  any  rate,  he 
knew  that  the  opposition  which  held  St.  Paul  in 
prison  and  plotted  his  execution  would  not  likely 
relent  or  relax  its  fury.  What  had  happened  to  St. 
Paul  would  probably  happen  to  his  colleagues  and 
his  successors.  Moreover,  Timothy  doubtless  felt, 
as  St.  Paul  had  felt,  "the  burden  of  all  the 
churches."  .  ,  ..       ..  _ 

Though  it  is  not  spelled  out  in  the  letter,  the 
implication  is  that  in  the  face  of  all  this  Timothy 
was  beginning  to  show  signs  of  weakening  and 
wavering,  of  timidity  and  uncertainty,  of  anxiety 
and  fear,  of  loss  of  heart  and  courage.  Who  among 
us  does  not  know  that  mood,— and  for  lesser  rea- 

^"nVw  it  was  to  this  situation,  and  to  this  mood 
in  Timothy,  I  think,  that  St.  Paul  was  writing  in 
this  portion  of  his  letter.  . 

Listen-  "I  remind  you  to  rekindle  the  gift  of 
God  that  is  within  you  .  .  .  for  God  did  not  give 
us  a  spirit  of  timidity  (fear)  but  a  spirit  of  power 
and  love  and  self-control  (sound  mind).  Do  not  be 
ashamed  (afraid)  then  of  testifying  to  our  Lord, 
nor  of  me  his  prisoner,  but  take  your  share  of  suf- 
fering for  the  gospel  in  the  power  of  God,  who  saved 
us  and  called  us  with  a  holy  calling,  not  in  virtue 
of  our  works  but  in  virtue  of  his  own  purpose  and 
the  grace  which  he  gave  us  in  Christ  Jesus  .  .  . 
For  this  gospel  I  was  appointed  a  preacher  and 
apostle  and  teacher,  (and  1  might  add,  that  includes 
Ruling  Elders,  and  Deacons,  and  all  Christians) 
and  therefore  I  suffer  as  I  do.  But  I  am  not  asham- 
ed (afraid),  for  I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and 
I  am  sure  (persuaded)  that  he  is  able  to  guard 
(keep)  until  that  Day  (the  final  outcome  and  con- 
summation of  God's  purpose)  what  has  been  en- 
trusted to  me.  (Therefore)  Follow  the  pattern  of 
sound  words  (doctrine)  which  you  have  heard  from 
me  .  .  .  guard  the  truth  that  has  been  entrusted  to 
you,  by  the  Holy  Spirit  who  dwells  within  us." 

What  those  words  say  to  each  of  you,  I,  of 
course,  do  nit  know.  To  me,  they  are  a  clarion 
call  to  Timothy  to  recover  and  manifest  that  hard, 
tough,  brave  courage  that  is  the  proper  mark  of  a 
Christian  man.  And  if  the  Gospel  is,  as  we  say  it 
is,  not  the  "dead  words  of  a  dead  book",  but  the 
Living  Word  of  the  Living  God,  then  those  words 
are  still  the  same  kind  of  call  for  the  same  kind  of 
courage — to  us  in  our  time. 

I.  BUT  WHAT  IS  THE  NATURE  OF  THIS 
COURAGE  TO  WHICH  THE  CHRISTIAN  IS  CALL- 
ED? 

In  his  excellent  book  "Profiles  In  Courage" 
(which  incidentally  ought  to  be  required  reading 
in  every  college  curriculum).  Senator  John  Ken- 
nedy calls  courage  "a  cut  diamond  with  many  facets 
of  light."  It  is  indeed.  And  a  single  person  can- 
not exhaust  the  varied  lights  of  its  many  faces. 
To  answer  our  question  then,  I  suggest  only  two 
kinds  G    .  urap". 

There  is  a  courane  that  is  more  animal  than 
human,  more  physical  than  spiritual,  more  visceral 
than  rational,  more  emotional  than  intelligent,  and 
more  spontaneous  and  automatic  than  deliberate 


and  volitional.  It  is  shared  by  men  and  beasts 
alike  in  their  respective  jungles.  It  is  born  of  and 
nourished  by  many  things — by  fear,  anger,  hunger, 
sex,  pride,  ambition,  desire,  selfishness,  lust,  greed, 
threat  of  status,  boredom,  adventure,  and  many 
other  elemental  traits  of  nature.  It  is  usually  trig- 
gered and  released  by  crisis,  or  emergency,  or 
hysteria,  or  some  other  severe  emotional  stress  or 
disturbance.  And  once  released,  it  throws  caution 
to  the  winds,  flies  in  the  face  of  reason,  forgets  the 
dictates  of  sound  judgment,  and  forsakes  the  re- 
straints of  conscience  and  morality. 

This  is  the  kind  of  courage  that  makes  a  cornered 
deer  turn  and  fight  a  tiger  when  it  cannot  escape 
by  flight.  This  is  the  kind  of  courage  that  prompts 
a  fisty  fox-terrier  to  snap  at  the  flanks  of  a  massive 
bulldog.  This  is  the  kind  of  courage  exhibited  by 
gangsters  and  racketeers.  This  is  the  kind  of 
courage  that  enables  a  drunken  man  to  play  "Rus- 
sian roulette"  with  a  loaded  pistol.  This  is  ;he 
kind  of  courage  that  prompts  teenagers  to  risk  their 
necks  in  "drag-racing"  rather  than  be  called 
"chicken."  And  sometimes  this  is  the  kind  of 
courage  that  makes  heroes  out  of  cowards  on  the 
battle-field. 

Whether  or  not  this  kind  of  courage  is  good  or 
bad,  commendable  or  not-commendable,  is  beside 
the  point.  This  is  the  kind  we  all  have  some  of. 
Because  it  is  deeply  embedded  in  our  animal  na- 
ture. But  it  is  not  the  kind  of  courage  St.  Paul 
was  calling  for  in  Timothy.  For  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  real  character  or  high  purpose. 

There  is  another  kind  of  courage  of  the  Mind, 
and  the  Heart,  and  the  Will.  It  is  not  primarily 
animal  and  physical.  It  is  essentially  intellectual, 
moral,  and  spiritual.  And  it  is  the  mark  of  per- 
sonality at  its  highest  and  its  best.  As  we  shall 
see  later,  it  is  not  born  of  and  nourished  by  the 
elemental  instincts  and  drives  of  our  lower  nature. 
It  is  not  dependent  upon  the  emotional  fervor  of 
crisis  and  emergency.  It  is  steady,  dependable, 
persistent,  and  durable.  It  is  deliberate  and  voli- 
tional. It  is  not  blind,  and  rash,  and  fool-hardy. 
It  does  not  throw  caution,  and  reason,  and  judg- 
ment to  the  winds.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  learned 
how  to  be  cautious  without  being  over-cautious;  it 
honors  reason  and  wisdom  and  sound  judgment; 
and  it  is  disciplined  jand  directed  by  the  restraints 
of  conscience  and  morality. 

Moreover,  this  kind  of  courage  is  seasoned  by 
other  Christian  virtues — understanding,  patience, 
kindness,  generosity,  gentleness,  compassion,  for- 
giveness and  redemptive  love.  Without  these  even 
this  kind  of  courage  could  run  amuck,  and  do  more 
harm  than  help.  When  President  Edens  was  in- 
troducing Mr.  Ralph  McGill  at  the  recent  Com- 
mencement exercises,  he  paid  tribute  to  his  courage 
which  won  a  Pulitzer  prize  for  editorial  writing  by 
quoting  a  letter  from  a  mutual  friend.  "There  are 
other  men  more  widely  loved  than  Ralph  McGill"; 
said  the  writer,  "And  there  may  be  others  more 
generously  'cussed';  but  God  has  yet  to  make  a 
man  with  a  tougher  skin  wrapped  around  a  softer 
heart."  Toughness  and  softness;  strength  and 
gentleness;  firmness  and  compassion;  judgment  and 
love — these  too  are  the  essential  marks  of  this  sec- 
ond kind  of  courage. 

This  kind  of  courage  seems  more  rare  than  the 
other.  But  it  does  appear  now  and  again.  And 
when  it  does — it  becomes  the  inspiration,  the  splen- 
dor, and  the  redemptive  leverage  of  human  life. 

There  is  that  California  mother  whose  picture 
and  story  appeared  in  the  papers  recently.  She  is 
24  years  old,  the  mother  of  two  children.  Having 
no  help  with  her  housework,  she  cooks,  cleans 
house,  sews,  knits,  washes  dishes,  writes  letters, 
and  does  most  of  the  other  things  a  housewife  has 
to  do.  In  her  spare  time  she  visits  the  paraplegics 
in  a  Veterans  Hospital.  For  recreation  she  dances 
and  plays  the  marimba.  The  amazing  thing  about 
this  woman  is  that  she  does  ail  this  with  her  feet 
and  her  toes — having  bene  born  without  arms  and 
hands.    That's  courage! 

There  were  those  volunteers  for  the  "Bomb  De- 
activating Squad  of  the  British  Home  Defense" 
during  the  second  World  War.  Some  of  them  were 
"conscientious  objectors" — and  counted  cowards. 
Knowing  that  was  such  dangerous  work  that  the 
rules  allowed  only  one  man  to  work  on  a  bomb  at 
a  time,  and  that  after  a  few  months  less  than  10% 
of  the  original  volunteers  were  still  alive — yet  to 
go  and  lie  down  beside  a  delayed-action  bomb,  and 
as  you  work  describe  over  a  radio  everything  you 
find  and  everything  you  do,  so  that  if  you  are 
killed  others  will  know  how  to  deactivate  that  kind 
of  bomb.    That's  courage! 

There  were  those  missionaries  to  the  Auca  In- 
dians in  the  isolated  jungles  of  Central  America. 
They  knew  thery  were  hazarding  their  lives  to  take 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  there.  Nevertheiss  they  went. 
They  were  killed.  Then  their  wives  went  in  and 
stayed.    That's  courage! 

There  was  John  Quincy  Adams  about  whom  Mr. 
Kennedy  writes  in  his  book.  Faced  with  the 
necessity  of  choosing  between  national  interest  on 
the  one  hand  and  sectional  selfishness  and  partisan 
politics  on  the  other,  he  risked  his  political  fortunes 
and  chose  the  former — justifying  his  action  on  the 
ground  that  "the  magistrate  is  servant  not  of  the 
people  but  of  his  God".    That's  courage! 

Such  is  the  nature  of  the  intellectual,  moral,  and 
spiritual  courage  that  should  mark  the  Christian 
man.  Ernest  Hemingway  has  defined  such  courage 
as  "grace  under  pressure".  Verily,  it  is.  For  it  is 
character  in  action.  And  it  rarely  appears  apart 
from  character  fashioned  by  the  grace  of  God. 


II.  BUT  WHAT  ABOUT  ITS  NEED? 

I  submit  that  there  is  no  other  Christian  virtue 
more  greatly  needed  by  the  Church  or  by  the  world 
just  now  than  this  kind  of  courage.  The  courage 
to  try  to  BE  Christian.  The  courage  to  witness  as 
a  Christian  in  every  area  of  life.  The  courage  to 
show  one's  colors!  The  courage  to  stand  up  and 
be  counted!  The  courage  to  venture  into  new  ways 
of  living  together!  This  is  always  true,  of  course. 
But  it  is  especially  true  for  us — in  our  time  and  in 
our  place. 

A  minister  was  talking  with  a  group  of  college 
students  about  the  Christian  witness  on  the  campus. 
Not  just  in  terms  of  "buttonholing  evangelism"  as 
one  of  them  called  it,  but  in  terms  of  serious  pur- 
pose, and  hard  work,  and  honesty,  and  integrity, 
and  dependability,  and  sobriety,  and  morality,  and 
ethics.  Toward  the  end  one  of  them  summed  It 
up  In  this  fashion:  "Let's  face  it.  We  are  cow- 
ards— moral  cowards,  I  mean.  We  are  afraid  to 
buck  the  crowd." 

A  church  officer  was  talking  to  his  minister  about 
this  ordeal  of  human  relations  we  face  here  in  the 
South.  "I  t03  am  a  moderate."  he  said.  "But  I 
can't  afford  to  speak  out.  It  might  hurt  my  busi- 
ness". 

A  friend,  familiar  with  the  Washington  scene, 
predicts  that  Congress  will  do  nothing  radical  and 
effective  about  "gangsterism  and  racketeering  in 
Organized  Labor",  or  about  the  "hidden  connivance 
between  Unions  and  Management" — because  it  will 
will  be  politically  dangerous. 

Seeing  these  things  are  so,  the  crying,  desperate 
need  for  courage  is  clear.  It  is  a  cammodity  In 
"short-supply".  And  the  lack  of  courage  may  well 
be  the  most  serious  threat  faced  by  our  faith  and 
our  culture,  by  the  Church  and  by  the  nation.  Our 
real  problem  is  not  lack  of  knowledge  or  skills  or 
material.  It  is  not  even  lack  of  faith.  It  is  lack 
of  courage — the  kind  of  courage  tha  tis  ready  and 
able  to  "take  (our)  share  of  suffering  for  the  gos- 
pel in  the  power  of  God.  who  saved  us  and  called  us 
with  a  holy  calling,  not  in  virtue  of  our  works  but 
in  virtue  of  his  own  purpose  and  the  grace  which 
he  gave  us  in  Christ  Jesus." 

III.  BUT  HOW  IS  SUCH  COURAGE  NOURISHED 
IN  A  CHRISTIAN? 

It  cannot  be  stock-piled  like  nuclear  bombs.  It 
cannot  be  inherited  like  a  money-fortune.  It  can- 
not be  borrowed,  or  bought,  or  rented.  It  has  to 
be  "hand-made"  or  "home-made"  (as  it  were)  by 
each  of  us  one-by-one.  Every  individual  must 
generate  his  own  courage.  And  every  generation 
must  provide  its  own  courage. 

BUT  HOW?    Listen  to  St.  Paul  again. 

1.  "I  AM  NOT  ASHAMED  (AFRAID),  FOR  I 
KNOW  WHOM  I  HAVE  BELIEVED,  AND  I  AM 
SURE  (PERSUADED)  THAT  HE  IS  ABLE  TO 
GUARD  (KEEP)  UNTIL  THAT  DAY  WHAT 
HAS  BEEN  ENTRUSTED  TO  ME." 

This  is  not  the  language  of  "rumor",  of  "hear- 
say", of  "something  read  in  a  book",  of  "some- 
thing heard  from  a  pulpit",  of  "secondhand,  in- 
herited faith".  This  is  the  language  of  an  Intimate, 
personal,  firsthand,  face-to-face  encounter  with  God 
In  Christ.  This  is  the  language  of  a  faith  forged 
out  of  the  fires  of  existential  experience.  And  it 
was  that  kind  of  faith  that  was  the  source  of  St. 
Paul's  courage. 

Which  Is  to  say  the  kind  of  courage  we  have 
been  talking  about  is  born  of  and  nourished  by 
God.  When  a  man  can  say  and  mean:  "I  know 
God.  Whenu  a  man  can  say  and  mean:  "I  know 
whom  I  have  believed,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  he 
is  able" — When  a  man  really  knows  God  in  Christ 
and  trusts  his  providence  and  his  grace — then  cour- 
age follows  as  naturally  as  a  fruit  tree  bears  its 
fruit.  That  kind  of  faith  fashions  Davids  who  are 
unafraid  of  Goliaths. 

Rudyard  Kipling  followed  England's  fighting  men 
and  knew  them  as  well  as  any  man  of  his  time. 
In  one  of  his  stories  he  says:  "There  is  only  one 
thing  more  terrible  in  battle  than  a  regiment  of 
desperadoes  officered  by  a  half-dozen  young  dare- 
devils; and  that  is  a  company  of  Scotch  Presbyte- 
rians who  rise  from  their  knees  and  go  into  action 
convinced  that  they  are  about  to  do  the  will  of 
God  and  that  God  is  with  them." 

If  we  Presbyterians  lose  that  faith,  we  will  lose 
that  kind  of  courage.  Or  is  it  more  honest  to  say, 
"we  have  lost  our  courage  because  we  have  lost 
that  kind  of  faith?" 

Whichever  is  true,  if  we  are  to  keep  or  recover, 
the  sort  of  courage  needed  for  our  time  and  our 
place,  we  had  better  be  looking  to  our  faith  in 
God.  It  is  high  time  that  we  take  the  faith  we 
have  inherited  and  make  it  deeply  and  personally 
our  own.  We  must  come  to  that  place  where  we 
can  say  what  some  of  those  early  Christians  said 
to  the  disciples:  "We  no  longer  believe  because  of 
what  you  have  said,  we  have  seen  for  ourselves." 
But  back  to  St.  Paul  again. 

2.  "FOLLOW  THE  PATTERN  OF  SOUND  WORDS 
(DOCTRINE)  WHICH  YOU  HAVE  HEARD 
FROM  ME  .  .  .  GUARD  THE  TRUTH  THAT 
HAS  BEEN  ENTRUSTED  TO  YOU  .  .  .(and 
later)  .  .  .  TAKE  YOUR  SHARE  OF  SUFFER- 
ING AS  A  GOOD  SOLDIER  OF  CHRIST  JE- 
SUS." 

"Follow"  .  .  .  "Guard"  .  .  .  "Entrusted"  .  .  . 
"Good  Soldier"!  This  is  the  language  of  "vowed 
loyalty",  and  'resolute  fidelity",  and  "disciplined 
commitment".

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WORLD  MISSIONS 

The  Report  ot  the  Permanent  Committee  on  "World 
Missions  was  presented  to  Synod  by  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Far- 
rior,  Chairman.  The  Report  in  part  was  a  judgment  of 
the  present  day  church  in  the  charge  that  "By  the  way 
we  are  spending  our  money  we  must  conclude  that  the 
great  end  of  the  church's  organization  is  to  take  better 
care  of  ourselves,  for  we  are  now  spending  more  than 
three-fourths  of  every  dollar  on  current  expenses  and 
building,  air  conditioning  many  of  our  churches  when 
our  misisonaries  on  the  field  cannot  get  enough  money 
to  build  the  simplest  kind  of  structure  in  which  to 
worship." 

The  Report  pointed  out  that  last  year  there  were  an 
insufficient  number  of  new  miisionaries  to  replace 
losses  by  death  and  retirement. 

The  Report  further  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Africa  is  today  the  focal  point  in  the  world  because  of 
national  and  racial  ferment.  "Not  one  of  our  mission 
fields  is  free  from  it,  and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
is  in  no  small  measure  the  cause  of  it." 

The  Report  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  notable 
events  in  the  realm  of  World  Missions  this  year  will 
be  the  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Brazil,  and  that  the  first  Presbyterian  Mis- 
sionary to  Brazil  was  Ashbel  Green  Si-   

monton  who  landed  on  August  12,  1859. 
The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil  today 
is  an  autonomous  ecclesiastical  body  with 
its  own  General  Assembly,  six  Synods,  and 
forty-one  Presbyteries,  and  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  communicant  members. 

Synod  heard  an  address  by  the  Rev. 
David  A.  McLean  of  the  Congo  Mission  on 
the  subject,  "Congo,  Too  Little,  Too 
Late?" 


W-S  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

In  an  inspiring  demonstration  of  Pres- 
bytery-wide interest  more  than  300  Pres- 
byterians representing  many  congrega- 
tions in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  and 
beyond,  moved  in  a  convoy  of  police-es- 
corted buses  to  join  a  larger  group  already 
assembled  at  each  of  three  sites  for  inau- 
gurating new  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
the  city  of  Winston-Salem. 

"This  three-at-once  observance,"  accord- 
ing to  the  Rev.  John  R.  Smith,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Presbytery,  "is  part  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  Develop- 
ment Program  which  our  Presbytery 
launched  late  last  year  and  for  which 
$700,000  was  subscribed  for  the  building 
of  new  churches.  The  three  churches 
breaking  ground  yesterday  were  the  first 
projects  of  the  program  to  get  under- 
way." 

The  reference  was  to  the  establishment 
on  July  12,  of  the  St.  Andrews  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  the  Pinebrook-Stanleyville 
area  of  Winston-Salem;  the  Bolton  St. 
Church;  and  the  Reynolda  Presbyterian 
Church  Sanctuary.  The  latter  including 
the  fellowship  hall  and  an  educational 
building  will  cost  upwards  of  $340,000. 

"It  was  a  great  day,"  said  Mr.  Smith, 
"for  area  Presbyterians  and  an  occasion 
which  will  give  added  meaning  to  the 
other  planned  and  proposed  church  ex- 
tension projects  as  they  develop  through- 
out Winston-Salem  Presbytery." 

The  first  units  of  the  Bolton  Street 
Church  and  the  Pinebroow-Stanleyville 
will  cost  approximately  $85,000.

Mrs.  George  V.  Patterson,  74,  outstand- 
ing church  leader  and  prominent  citizen 
of  Gastonia,  died  in  a  local  hospital  June 
10,  after  a  week  of  serious  illness  and  a 
year  of  failing  health. 

The  former  Annie  Love  Plonk,  she  was 
a  native  of  Kings  Mountain,  and  for  many 
years  a  school  teacher  at  Spencer  Moun- 
tain. 

Mrs.  Patterson  lived  most  of  her  life  in 
Gastonia  where  she  attended  high  school, 
following  which  she  graduated  from  Wo- 
man's College  in  Greensboro. 

As  a  tireless  worker  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  she  taught  the  Nellie  War- 
ren Bible  Class  of  the  First  Church,  Gas- 
tonia for  over  20  years.  She  was  Presi- 
dent of  Kings  Mountain  Presbyterial, 
President  of  the  Synodical,  and  served 
for  two  years  as  Chairman  of  the  Wo- 
man's Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Women's  Work.  She  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Presbyterian  Home,  Inc.,  of 
High  Point,  and  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  until  shortly  before  her  death. 
For  many  years,  she  served  also  on  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  Orphan's  Home. 
She  was  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Mission  Court  of  Richmond, 
Va.  In  addition  she  was  an  outstanding 
community  worker,  visiting  the  sick,  the 
lonely,  and  the  bereaved.  She  was  active 
in  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion and  the  United  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy. 

She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  Geo. 
V.  Patterson,  retired  textile  official,  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  Caswell  Taylor  of  Gas- 
tonia, one  brother,  Grier  Plonk  of  Kings 
Mountain,  one  sister,  Mrs.  Jettie  Plonk, 
and  one  grandson,  Caswell  Taylor,  Jr.

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LAYMEN'S  COMMITTEE  ON 
MINISTERS'  SALARIES 

J.  B.  Brewer,  Rocky  Mount,  Chairman 
of  the  Special  Committee  of  Synod  to 
Study  Ministers'  Salaries,  presented  the 
Report  for  the  Committee  to  Synod  which 
met  in  Charlotte  in  June. 

The  Report  pointed  out  progress  which 
is  being  made  by  Concord,  Orange,  and 
Winston-Salem  Presbyteries.  The  Report 
stated  that  "Concord  Presbytery  went 
considerably  beyond  the  Synod's  Lay- 
men's Committee's  recommendations". 

Orange  Presbytery,  it  was  pointed  out, 
set  a  minimum  minister's  salary  at  $4,500 
per  year,  plus  a  car  allowance  of  $800.00 
per  year. 

The  Report  quoted  the  Rev.  James  A. 
Pike  of  the  Cathedral  St.  John  the  Divine. 
New  York,  as  saying,  "Laymen  these  days 
expect  their  minister  to  be  a  Hydra-head- 
ed figure,  holding  all  portfolios  (Manager, 
Public  Relations  Director,  Educator,  Per- 
sonal Director,  Public  Speaker,  Psycholo- 
gist, Social  Lion,  and  a  Mr.  Fix-It),  and 
expect  him  to  be  eminently  successful  in 
all  spheres.  He  really  tries  to  do  it  and 
can't." 

The  Committee's  report  stated  that  it 
was  its  opinion  that  the  Committee  should 
be  continued  from  year-to-year  until  all 
recommendations  approved  by  Synod  in 
July,  1958,  are  substantially  accomplish- 
ed. 

The  Committee  recommended  Presby- 
tery Committees  on  Laymen's  Salaries, 
and  urged  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  calling  for  another  special  commit- 
tee to  study  salaries  of  laymen  and  minis- 
ters employed  by  institutions  and  agen- 
cies of  Synod  be  approved. 

The  Report  also  urged  that  a  communi- 
cation be  directed  in  the  fall  of  1959  and 
the  fall  of  1960  to  clerks  of  sessions  and 
chairmen  of  boards  of  deacons  requesting 
that  in  preparation  of  the  church  budget 
each  year  the  minister's  salary  and  pro- 
fessional expenses  be  reviewed,  and  that 
the  program  of  the  Synod  requesting  the 
payment  of  the  minister's  professional 
expenses  by  the  church  or  churches  serv- 
ed, be  followed.

REPORT  ON  HIGHER 
EDUCATION 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  Higher  Education  was  presented  to 
Synod  by  Rev.  Charles  Lynn  Brown,  Min- 
ister of  the  White  Memohial  Church, 
Raleigh,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
The  Report  revealed  that  there  are  6,632 
Presbyterians  in  North  Carolina  Colleges 
today,  a  gain  of  1,362  in  three  years,  and 
projected  an  estimate  of  11,000  Presbyte- 
rian students  in  North  Carolina  Colleges 
by  1970.  Of  the  2,436  students  in  Presby- 
terian colleges  in  North  Carolina  today 
(Synod's  colleges)  1,245  are  Presbyte- 
rians. 

Synod  took  note  of  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  of  Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall  who 
has  served  on  the  Executive  Committee 
on  Higher  Education  for  more  than  six 
years,  and  paid  tribute  to  him  through  a 
recommendation. 

The  Executive  Committee  on  Higher 
Education  honored  Dr.  Hall  separately  by 
presenting  him  a  portrait  in  modern  art 
in  a  ceremony  presided  over  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Lynn  Brown,  who,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee,  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Hall 
for  his  splendid  leadership  as  Chairman 
of  the  Sub-committee  on  Educational  In- 
stitutions. 

The  Report  called  on  Union  Seminary 
to  increase  its  tuition  and  urged  churches 
with  sons  entering  the  Seminary  to  assist 
such  candidates. 

Synod  approved  of  a  recommendation  to 
establish  a  separate  executive  committee 
on  Campus  Christian  Life  consisting  of 
18  members,  beginning  following  the 
meeting  of  Synod  in  1960. 

Campus  Christian  Life 

The  Report  of  the  Sub-committee  on 
Campus  Christian  Life  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Archie  G.  McKee,  Chairman,  and 
called  to  the  attention  of  Synod  progress 
being  made  in  the  use  of  capital  funds 
which  have  been  received  as  the  result  of 
the  campaigns  of  1956  and  1958.  To  date 
it  has  been  possible  to  purchase  centers

1959  Birthday  Offering  from  the  Women 
of  The  Church  is  confidently  expected  to 
exceed  the  total  of  $200,000.  Gifts  were 
still  coming  in  when  Mrs.  Morrell  De- 
Reign  of  Carothersville,  Co.,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Women's  Work,  left  this 
country  for  Brazil  carrying  a  gift  of 
$198,868  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
that  country.  The  Brazilian  Prebyterians 
will  use  the  money  to  found  a  new  school 
for  layworkers  in  the  new  capital,  Bra- 
zilia.  Of  the  total  Birthday  Offering 
check,  $1,910  was  from  a  memorial  fund 
for  Mrs.  Leighton  M.  McCutchen,  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Board  of  Women's 
Work,  who  died  in  April,  the  month  in 
which  the  Birthday  Offering  was  taken. 
At  the  close  of  the  annual  Women's  Con- 
ference in  Montreal,  July  21,  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  Birthday  Offering  for 
next  year  will  go  to  Stillman  College, 
Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  the  denomination's  col- 
lege for  Negroes.  This  year  the  Women 
in  Mississippi,  Appalachin  and  AiKraisas 
led  in  per  capita  giving  to  the  Birthday 
Offering,  with  gifts  of  7S«*,  11^  and 
72^  respectively. 
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CLINICAL  TRAINING 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  David  H.  Moylan, 
former  minister  of  the  Ashpole  Churcli  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  advises  that  lie 
is  completing  clinical  training  at  South 
Carolina  State  Hospital,  Columbia. 

"The  training  has  proved  an  invaluable 
experience,"  writes  Mr.  Moylan.  "I  have 
had  opportunity  to  work  rather  inten- 
sively with  long-term  patients  and  feel 
that  this  wrestling  with  deep  emotional 
difficulties  has  given  me  insights  hard  to 
come  by  in  any  other  faslrion.  I  have  also 
had  a  cliance  to  evaluate  the  chaplaincy 
as  a  vocation,  Tt  is  very  important  and 
should  receive  more  attention  in  our 
Church  than  it  does.  While  I  have  al- 
ways been  convinced  of  the  value  of 
short-term  training  programs  for  pastors 
in  the  institutional  setting,  I  am  the  more 
convinced  of  it  as  I  have  seen  ministers 
and  theological  students  come  for  shorter 
or  longer  periods  of  discussion  and  train- 
ing in  the  hospital.  I  am  also  impressed 
with  the  place  of  the  local  minister  in  the 
whole  area  of  mental  and  emotional 
health.  The  minister  and  the  public 
school  teacher  are  the  primary  resources 
in  every  community,  and  the  whole  re- 
sources in  many  of  the  smaller  commun- 
ities. The  doctor  with  his  dedication  to 
a  meclianical  approach  and  with  his  ter- 
rific patient  load  has  largely  removed  him- 
self from  the  realm  of  helpful  counsel  in 
non-physical  problems.  It  is  estimated  by 
some  that  85%  of  those  getting  profes- 
sional help  for  emotional  disorders  went 
first  to  their  minister." 

Mr.  Moylan  is  currently  considering 
returning  to  the  pastorate. 


CENTENNIAL 

The  Oak  Plain  Church  in  Wilmington 
Presbytery  celebrated  its  100th  anniver- 
sary July  17.  The  minister  of  the  church 
is  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Wilkins.  The  Rev.  Sam

"THE  CHRISTIAN  COURAGE" 

(Continued  from  page  9) 

One  of  the  most  moving  stories  to  come  out  of 
tlie  second  World  War  was  about  a  submarine  com- 
mander who  was  wounded  in  a  surface  engagement 
with  the  enemy.  As  they  prepared  to  crash-dive, 
he  was  caught  on  the  conning  tower,  and  could  not 
get  below.  Lying  there  helpless,  doubtless  recall- 
ing the  tradition  of  the  Navy  to  which  he  had 
committeed  himself,  the  order  rang  out  from  him: 
"Take  her  down!"  Such  courage  comes  from  "dis- 
ciplined commitment." 

Dr.  Harold  Fey,  in  a  recent  sermon,  quotes  Mr. 
Arthur  Miller,  the  playright.  Mr.  Miller  says  that 
when  writing  a  plan,  he  guides  the  plot  to  climax 
in  that  one  moment  of  "high  and  total  commit- 
ment". Then  he  defines  commitment  as  "that  time 
when  a  man  separates  himself  from  every  other 
man  and  stands  alone;  that  time  when,  out  of  a 
sky  full  of  stars,  he  chooses  one  star,  and  follows 
it." 

In  the  vows  we  took  as  Christians  and  as  Church 
officers,  in  the  cushioned  comfort  of  our  corporate 
worship,  and  in  a  score  of  safe  and  costless  ways — 
we  say  that  we  have  chosen  our  Star.    His  name  is 
Christ.    But  have  we  really  given  to  him  that  high, 
hard,  total,  and  disciplined  commitment  from  which 
courage  comes?    This  is  our  question. 
3.    But  back  once  more  to  St.  Paul:  "YOU  ARE 
AWARE  THAT  ALL  WHO  ARE  IN  ASIA  TURN- 
ED AWAY  FROM   ME  .  .  .   MAY  THE  LORD 
GRANT    MERCY    TO    THE    HOUSEHOLD  OF 
ONESIPHORUS,  FOR  HE  OFTEN  REFRESHED 
ME.   HE  WAS  NOT  ASHAMED  OF  MY  CHAINS, 
BUT    WHEN     HE    ARRIVED    IN     ROME  HE 
SEARCHED  FOR  ME  EAGERLY  AND  FOUND 
ME  .  .  .  AND  YOU  WELL  KNOW  ALL  THE 
SERVICE  HE  RENDERED  AT  EPHESUS." 

This  is  the  language  of  "comradeship",  of 
"friendship",  of  "solidarity",  of  "community",  of 
"fellowship".  The  very  name  "Onesiphorus" 
means  'bringing  advantage",  or  "bringing  help",  or 
"bringing  encouragement".  And  one  tranolation  of 
this  passage  puts  it  this  way/  "Many  a  time  he 
braced  me  up  and  gave  me  courage." 

So  that  St.  Paul  is  saying  that  the  Christian's 
courage  ought  to  be  nourished  and  fed  by  our 
comradeship,  and  fellowship,  and  sense  of  com- 
munity within  the  Church.  He  had  found  it  so. 
And  he  thanked  God  for  it,  praying  God's  blessing 
upon  him  who  "sought  him  out  and  brought  en- 
couragement." 

Harold  Dixon  was  one  of  three  men  who,  when 
their  plane  went  down  in  World  War  II,  lived  for 
34  days  on  a  tiny  life-raft.  Describing  their  ex- 
perience, he  wrote:  "Through  the  nights  we  hud- 
dled together  to  keep  warm.  Through  the  days  we 
burned  and  blistered.  The  bones  stuck  out  of  our 
inflamed  bodies.  Our  eyes  sunk  an  inch  and  a  half 
into  our  skulls.  We  thought  solemnly  of  death. 
We  wanted  to  give  up  and  die.  But  we  shook 
hands  and  went  on  living."  That  is  courage  born 
of  fellowship  and  community. 

And  this  is  what  the  Church  ought  to  provide: 
"a  community,  a  fellowship,  a  comradeship  that 
breeds  and  transmits  courage".  Courage  for  young 
people  who,  in  their  conduct  and  behaviour  some- 
times find  themselves  "swimming  upstream  and 
alone".  Courage  for  young  men  and  women  who 
are  caught  in  that  vicious  verbal  tyranny,  "every- 
body else  is  doing  it."  Courage  for  men  and  wo- 
men who  are  trying  to  break  the  grip  of  alcohol. 
Courage  for  those  who  are  reluctant  to  stand  up, 
be  counted,  and  speak  out.

age?  Last  week  our  local  papers  in  Durham  car- 
ried the  account  of  a  Presbyterian  minister  in  an- 
other state  who  had  lost  his  pulpit,  in  part  at 
least,  becausce  he  had  taken  a  moderate  stand  on 
the  segregation  issue.  I  wonder  how  lonely  he 
feels?  I  wonder  how  many  of  us — ministers  and 
Ruling  Elders — have  by  word  or  letter  or  proffered 
help,  sought  him  out,  and  offered  the  encouraging 
hand  of  fellowship?  Blessed  is  that  man  and 
blessed  is  that  church,  who  in  time  of  te  ting  has 
an  Onesiphorus  to  "brace  him  up"  and  "give  him 
courage". 

I  hope  you  will  forgive  me  if  I  have  mounded  as 
if  I  were  "preaching  at  you".  I  have  not  intended 
to  do  that.  Rather  I  have  been  trying  to  share 
with  you  some  of  my  own  soul-searching,  provoked 
by  these  spear-pointed  words  of  St.  Paul.  I  believe 
that  Thomas  Carlyle  is  right:  "For  every  man, 
life's  ultimate  question  is  'Wilt  thou  be  a  hero  or 
a  coward'?"  And  I  believe  that  heroism  is  fear, 
redeemed  by  faith,  and  transformed  into  courage. 
And  I  believe  that: 

"Courage  does  not  lie  alone  in  dying  for  a  cause. 
To  die  is  only  giving. 
Courage  is  to  feel 

The  daily  daggers  of  persistent  steel 

And  keep  on  living." 
This  is  the  kind  of  courage  the  world  so  des- 
perately needs  from  us.  And  this  is  the  kind  of 
courage  Christ  deserves  from  us.  To  read  of  the 
training  and  conditioning  of  those  seven  "astro- 
nanuts"  preparing  for  space  flight  fascinates  and 
thrills  me.  I  feel  like  bowing  my  head  in  reverence 
for  their  courage.  But  it  also  troubles  me.  For  I 
cannot  help  but  ask  "What  couldn't  Christ  do  in 
and  through  his  Church  if  he  could  get  that  kind 
of  courage  from  us?"

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DAVIDSON  YOUTH 
CONFERENCE 

The  conference  for  young  people  in  the 
high  school  classes  of  1957,  1958,  1959 
and  1960  was  held  at  Davidson  College, 
June  22-27,  1959.  This  was  the  first 
Synod-wide  summer  conference  for  young 
people  that  has  been  held  in  North  Caro- 
lina for  some  seventeen  years.  There  were 
approximately  135  young  people  in  attend- 
ance, all  of  whom  were  enthusiastic  in 
their  praise  of  this  conference. 

The  conference  was  sponsored  by  the 
Committee  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  with  Rev.  Rus- 
sell M.  Kerr,  pastor  of  the  Philadelphia 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  as  direc- 
tor. The  Bible  Hour  speaker  was  Rev. 
B.  Frank  Hall,  Th.D.,  minister  of  the 
Pearsall  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Wilmington.  The  Worship  Hour  was 
led  by  the  Rev.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  Th.D.,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  and  the  Vesper  Speaker  was 
the  Rev.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  Th.D.,  professor 
of  Homiletics  in  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Va.  Other  leaders  in- 
cluded. Dean  of  Boys,  Rev.  A.  Clarke 
Dean,  Associate  Pastor  of  the  Myers  Park 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Turner,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  as 
dean  of  girls.  Registrar  and  treasurer 
for  the  conference  was  Rev.  Leighton  B. 
McKeithan,  Jr.,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery.  One  of  the  in- 
teresting features  of  the  conference  was 
the  presentation  each  day  of  the  work  of 
one  of  the  Boards  of  our  Church. 

This  conference  was  an  experiment  on 
the  part  of  Synod's  Committee  of  Chris- 
tion  Education  to  see  what  the  reaction 
might  be  to  an  old  Davidson  type  young 
people's  conference.  All  reports  thus  far 
indicate  that  it  was  a  very  successful  ven- 
ture. Many  have  expressed  hopes  that  it 
might  be  continued  and  become  an  annual 
event.

Presbyterian  Church,  New  Yoric,  has  been  named 
Chaplain  for  Cadets  at  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy, 
and  is  the  third  Presbyterian  Minister  since  1896 
to  fill  the  post,  which  traditionally  has  gone  to  an 
Episcopal  clergyman. 

Membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  USA  reached  a  new  high  of  3,159,562  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  56,990.  Total  contributions  to 
the  church  during  the  year  amounted  to  $242,583,- 
778  an  increase  of  nearly  ten  million  dollars  over 
1957.  Of  the  total  gifts,  $42,409,461  was  for  be- 
nevolences. Dr.  Arthur  Miller,  Pastor  of  the  Mont- 
view  Boulevard  Presbyterian  Church,  Denver,  Col- 
orado, was  elected  Moderator  of  the  UP-USA  Pres- 
byterian Church  meeting  at  Indianapolis  in  May. 

The  Philadelphia  Council  of  United  Presbyterian 
Men  is  rasing  a  fund  to  support  one  or  more  or- 
phans in  Korea  as  a  memorial  to  In-Ho-Oh,  26- 
year-old  Korean  exchange  student  who  was  killed 
by  a  street  gang  in  Philadelphia  last  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  Paul  Wright,  U.S.A.  Presbyterian 
minister,  has  recently  been  elected  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  will  as- 
sume his  new  duties  immedately.  He  has  been  as 
Associate  Secretary  with  the  Society  since  1953. 

Lt.  Col.  John  H.  Glenn,  Jr.,  of  New  Concord, 
Ohio,  a  Marine  Corps  aviator  and  one  of  the  seven 
future  "spacemen",  said  he  relies  on  the  power  of 
prayer.  Colonel  Glenn  is  a  Presbyterian  and  has 
taught  Sunday  School  classes. 

Announcement  was  recently  made  at  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  UP-USA  Presbyterian  Church  that 
a  le'/a-acre  site  had  been  purchased  in  the  na- 
tion's Capital  for  a  new  National  Presbyterian 
Church  and  Center  at  a  cost  of  $2,182,500. 

The  UP-USA  Presbyterian  General  Assembly  re- 
cently adopted  a  budget  for  1960  for  benevolences 
totalling  $42,680,125,  an  increase  of  $3,500,000  over 
1959.

PRESBYTERIAN  GUIDANCE 
CENTER 

The  Rev.  Sam  W.  Newell,  Jr.,  Chairman 
of  the  Sub-committee  on  Guidance  Cen- 
ters, presented  the  Report  for  the  Com- 
mittee to  Synod  and  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod  the  fact  that  the  Center 
was  host  to  453  couneslees  from  89  Pres- 
byterian churches  and  to  57  Flora  Mac- 
donald students  during  1958-1959. 

The  Center  operated  on  a  budget  of 
$10,000,  and  has  a  staff  of  three  persons, 
besides  a  dozen  consultants  who  lend  as- 
sistance without  pay. 

The  cost  per  counselee  during  the  cur- 
rent year  was  $16.53  as  compared  with 
$25  to  $50  per  counselee  cost  in  other  sim- 
ilar programs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  ANNUITIES  AND  RELIEF 

The  Rev.  R.  T.  Baker,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented the  Report  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Annuities  and  Relief  to  Synod, 
and  pointed  out  that  during  1958  there 
were  82  beneficiaries  and  annuitants  of 
ministerial  relief  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  to  whom  was  distributed  a  total 
of  $89,946.51.  Total  receipts  from  the 
Synod  during  the  year  were  $90,476.82. 

The  present  policy  of  making  grants 
by  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  Is: 
to  ministers  who  are  members  of  the  MAF 
and  their  wives,  $2,400.00,  all  income  be- 
ing considered;  for  widows  or  widowers, 
$1,500.00.  on  the  same  basis.  For  those 
who  are  not  members  of  the  MAF,  a  min- 
ister and  his  wife  may  receive  $2,200,  all 
income  being  considered;  for  widow  and 
widowers,  lay  missionaries,  and  orphans, 
$1,400  on  the  same  basis. 

The  Report  called  attention  of  Synod  to 
the  fact  that  the  General  Assembly  of 
1959  approved  a  recommendation  made  by 
the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  to 
write  major  medical  insurance  for  retired 
ministers,  their  wives,  their  widows,  and 
retired  lay  employees  who  were  members 
of  the  Employees  Annuity  Fund.  The 
plan  becames  effective  July  1,  1959. 


CHURCH  EXTENSION 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting 
at  Davidson  in  June  took  note  of  the  res- 
ignation of  Dr.  H.  Howard  Thompson  as 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  of  Synod  since 
1956,  and  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tion, "On  his  leaving  we  would  pay  high 
tribute  to  him,  and  thank  God  for  his 
labors  among  us,  for  his  Christ-like  spirit, 
and  for  his  promotion  in  our  various 
Presbyteries  of  visitation  and  personal 
Evangelism.  We  pray  for  him  Godspeed 
in  his  new  work  as  Associate  Minister  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ral- 
eigh." 

The  Committee  report  commended 
Presbyteries  for  progress  being  made  in 
Church  Extension,  particularly  Winston- 
Salem  where  more  than  $600,000  has  been 
subscribed  for  extension  work,  primarily 
in  the  city  of  Winston-Salem. 

Synod  was  apprised  again  of  the  Whar- 
ton Bequest  totalling  approximately  $20,- 
000,  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  as 
"a  perpetual  fund  to  be  applied  to  the 
salary  and  support  of  the  minister  to  do 
Home  Mission  and  Evangelistic  work  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina". 

The  Church  Extension  Committee 
heartily  recommended  to  Synod  its  par- 
ticipation in  the  Public  Relations  Pro- 
gram of  the  Synod. 

The  Report  acquainted  Synod  with  the 
fact  that  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
Atlanta,  reported  receiving  a  total  of 
$195,003.62,  from  Synod  during  1958  for 
support  of  its  work,  which  was  only 
59.52%  of  the  amount  requested.  The 
Board  rendered  financial  assistance  to 
three  aid-receiving  Presbyteries  in  North 
Carolina  totalling  $28,637.  of  which  Al- 
bemarle received  $8,478;  Wilmington,  $6,- 
600;  and  Winston-Salem,  $13,559.  In  ad- 
dition the  Board  made  grants  in  Albe- 
marle for  building  pro.iects  totalling 
$2,500;  in  Granville  totalling  $3,000;  and 
in  Wilmington  totalling  $4,500. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  con- 
tinues to  lend  to  churches,  and  currently 
has  approximately  50  active  loans  total- 
ling nearly  $200,000. 

Synod  adopted  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  urging  wholehearted  sup- 
port of  the  Centennial  Program  of  the

at  Woman's  College,  Greensboro,  and  East 
Carolina  College,  Greenville,  and  to  in- 
vest approximately  $200,000  at  Chapel 
Hill,  approximately  $50,000  at  N.  C.  State 
College,  and  $5,400  at  Duke  University. 

The  Committee  also  called  attention  of 
Synod  to  a  deficit  in  operations  due  to 
failure  of  the  churches  of  Synod  to  pro- 
vide funds  to  meet  the  budget  askings 
of  Synod.  Synod  gave  only  $27,304  on  a 
budget  of  $45,310  in  1958. 

Educational  Institutions 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  on  Educational  Institu- 
tions, revealed  increases  in  capital  funds 
for  Davidson  and  Queens  Colleges,  and 
urged  upon  Synod  the  necessity  of  even- 
tually providing  for  each  of  its  Senior 
Colleges  a  minimum  of  $125,000  per  an- 
num. 

The  Report  urged  "a  more  realistic  tui- 
tion fee",  suggesting  that  institutions  con- 
sider raising  tuition  fees. 

Another  suggestion  made  in  the  Report 
was  that  local  churches  enable  their  own 
young  people  to  attend  colleges  by  pro- 
viding scholarships. 

Consolidated  College 

The  Report  concluded  by  saying,  "After 
serious  delays,  occasioned  by  unfortunate 
lawsuits,  the  Consolidated  College  is  mak- 
ing significant  progress.  Preparation  for 
the  curriculum  is  being  made.  In  this 
a  grant  from  the  Danforth  Foundation 
has  been  most  helpful.  A  building  com- 
mittee is  moving  forward.  The  site  with 
its  70-acre  lake  is  now  being  readied  for 
the  beginning  of  the  construction  of  new 
buildings.  It  is  expected  that  construc- 
tion will  begin  in  the  near  future.  A  vast 
amount  of  study  and  planning  has  gone 
into  this  preparation,  so  that  the  college 
when  it  is  built,  should  be  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  most  interesting  in  the 
country.  We  are  now  moving  into  the 
final  phase  of  the  realization  of  a  vision. 
Seen  by  Synod  years  ago,  it  is  now  begin- 
ning to  come  to  fruition.  It  has  as  its 
main  features:  (1)  a  balanced  program — 
co-educational  college,  a  college  for  wo- 
men and  one  for  men;  (2)  four  year, 
quality  Christian  education;  (3)  worthy 
support  by  the  Synod;  (4)  a  scholarship 
program  by  local  churches  to  enable  our 
Presbyterian  students  to  attend  our  own 
colleges;  (5)  adequate  facilities  on  each 
campus;  (6)  substantial  endowments. 

"There  is  yet  much  that  needs  to  be 
done.  To  that  we  must  renew  our  com- 
mitment. There  is  much  that  has  been 
done  and  for  that  we  give  thanks.  We 
have  come  a  long  way.  We  have  a  plan. 
We  know  what  we  are  doing;  we  are  mov- 
ing towards  a  great  goal.  It  may  well  be 
that  the  present  decade  will  prove  to  have 
been  the  most  significant  in  the  history 
-^f  Higher  Education  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  North  Carolina".

$49,000,  including  the  annual  meeting  of  > 
Synod  and  the  Presbyterian  News. 

If  the  cost  of  operating  Presbyteries 
and  local  churches  were  included  and  the 
value  of  all  properties  owned  by  the 
Synod,  including  churches  and  manses, 
were  added  to  the  over-all  investment, 
there  is  little  doubt  that  the  total  figure 
would  approximate  well  over  $100,000,- 
000.00. 

The  Report  went  on  to  show  that  Syn- 
od's Office  handles  a  loan  fund  for  the 
Committee  on  Church  Extension  totalling 
$200,000,  an  dthat  there  are  currently  50 
separate  loans. 

Synod's  Office  is  agent  for  the  Council, 
two  of  the  Executive  Committees,  and 
most  of  the  Permanent  Committees  of 
Synod,  and  in  addition  publishes  the  Pres- 
byterian. Neics  and  acts  as  public  rela- 
tions agent  for  the  Synod. 

The  Council  gave  a  summary  of  the 
situation  relating  to  the  Permanent  Office 
Headquarters  Building  to  be  erected  in 
Raleigh  (reported  elsewhere). 

Synod  approved  of  the  recommendation 
of  Synod's  Council  for  stepping  up  its 
publicity  program  by  adding  a  part-time 
person  to  the  staff  to  assist  the  General 
Secretary.  It  was  also  approved  that  the 
Presbyterian  Neivs  be  increased  from  six 
to  twelve  issues  per  annum.  Among  the 
recommendations  adopted  by  Synod  were 
the  following:  that  Synod  accept  the  ap- 
portionments of  the  General  Assembly  for 
1960,  amounting  to  $1,485,350;  for  the 
Synod,  totalling  $1,041,406,  or  a  total  bud- 
get for  the  two  courts  during  19G0  of 
$2,526,756.  The  Synod  also  approved  of 
a  budget  for  Synod's  Office  and  Program 
for  1960  in  the  amount  of  $49,151.00. 

Invitations  were  accepted  by  Synod  to 
meet  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Greenville,  N.  C,  June  14-15,  1960,  and  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh, 
in  1961. 

Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon  of  Greenville 
was  elected  the  new  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations,  succeeding 
the  Rev.  Roy  E.  Watts.  Other  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  elected 
were  (G)  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Lansinger; 
(KM)  W.  A.  Mason;   (M)  Rev.  J.  Cecil 

Synod  officially  accepted  a  gift  of  a  lot 
valued  at  $40,000  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J. 
W.  York  and  Associates  of  Raleigh,  and 
ordered  that  a  communication  of  appre- 
ciation be  directed  to  them.  Synod  will 
erect  its  new  building  on  this  property 
in  Cameron  Village,  Raleigh. 

A  significant  action  of  Synod  was  the 
authorizing  that  the  Moderator  and 
Chairman  of  the  Council  name  a  special 
committee  "to  study  the  matter  of  devis- 
ing a  plan  for  bringing  about  a  better 
svstem  of  relating  Assembly's  and  Synod's 
budgeted  and  anticipated  receipts  to  ac- 
tual appropriations  to  and  expenditures 
by  the  said  Agencies  of  our  Church."  A 
certified  public  accountant  is  to  be  named 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Another  action  of  Synod  approving  a 
recommendation  of  the  Council  was  the 
establishment  of  the  Contingent  Salary 
Fund  to  replace  the  Revolving  Salary 
Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds 
to  take  care  of  deficits  of  Agencies  of 
Synod. 

Synod  approved  of  campaigns  for  cap- 
ital funds  for  the  Consolidated  Presbyte-  j 
rian  College  in  1961,  Union  Theological  i 
Seminary  in  1963,  and  Davidson  College  1 
in  1965.  1; 
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EVANGELISM  ML.  

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  of  the 
Synod  of  N.  C,  meeting  in  Raleigh  late  in 
September,  approved  of  plans  for  the  pre- 
Synod  Conference  of  Evangelism  to  be 
held  in  Greenville,  N.  C,  June  13-14,  1960. 
The  announcement  of  the  Conference  was 
released  by  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Mclnnis,  Chair- 
man of  the  Commit- 
tee and  Pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Hen- 
derson. 

Dr.  John  F.  Ander- 
son, Jr.,  of  Orlando, 
Fla.,  will  be  the  key- 
note speaker  and 
other  distinguished 
speakers  will  be  an- 
nounced later.  Dr. 
Anderson  is  a  native 
of  Dallas,  Texas,  and 
formerly  was  pastor 
of  the  First  Church 
of  that  city  before 
going  to  Orlando. 

The  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  the 
"kick-off"  for  the  Centennial  Celebration 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
established  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  December,  1861. 

Included  on  the  program  will  be  vari- 
ous seminars  on  Evangelism.  Those  pre- 
siding over  the  sessions  will  be  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Mclnnis,  Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams, 
Wilson,  and  Mr.  Ralph  Scott,  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Church 
Extension,  and  a  deacon  in  the  Mebane 
Church. 

Synod's   Committee   convened   in  the 
White  Memorial  Church  in  Raleigh  with 
the  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock  of  Atlanta, 
Secretary  of  Evangelism  for  the  General

SAO  PAULO  MEETING 

By  Philip  F.  Howerton 
A  milestone  in  the  life  of  our  Church 
was  marked  by  the  meeting  of  the  18th 
General  Council,  World  Alliance  of  Re- 
formed Churches  which  met  in  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil  in  July.  Inasmuch  as  the  meeting 
was  well  attended  by  competent  and  offi- 
cial reporters,  you  will  undoubtedly  have 
complete  coverage  in  various  church  pub- 
lications. Therefore,  this  is  not  an  at- 
tempt to  give  a  formal  report  but  rather 
to  point  out  some  brief  observations  in 
general. 

The  World  Presbyterian  Alliance  met 
last  summer  in  Sao  Paulo,  a  city  of  3% 
million  population  and  the  fastest  grow- 
ing city  of  Brazil  and  possibly  in  the 
world.  It  is  a  city  of  concentrated  in- 
dustry and  commerce — civic  minded,  a 
modern  city  built  by  foremost  world  archi- 
tects— perhaps  the  cradle  of  modern  archi- 
tecture. Jesuits  founded  the  city  as  a 
religious  center  and  in  its  early  years 
the  people  were  essentially  Portuguese, 
but  many  Italian  immigrants  settled 
there,  amalgamating  with  others  into  a 
new  form  which  is  easily  discernible. 
Most  of  the  Indians  migrated  westward 
and  Negroes  make  up  only  a  very  small 
part  of  its  population.  It  is  against  this 
general  historical  and  racial  background 
that  the  meeting  took  place.  The  City  of 
Sao  Paulo  is  a  city  of  viaducts,  a  two- 
level  city,  and  across  the  viaducts  and 
bridges  were  large  banners  of  "Welcome 
— Presbyterian  Alliance,"  "18th  Assembly, 
Alliance  Presbyterian  Churches"  and  so 
on.  A  royal  welcome  indeed.  What  a 
wonderful  thing  to  see  the  evidence  of 
solid  ground-work  that  our  Brazil  Church 
has  established;  to  see  the  extent  to

CHANGE  OF  POLICIES 

The  January  issue  of  the  Pr-esbyterian 
News  will  reflect  some  of  the  changes  of 
policy  of  publishing  the  Synod's  paper, 
as  ordered  by  the  1959  Synod,  in  a  recom- 
mendation of  Synod's  Council  for  "an 
augmented  program  for  Synod's  newspa- 
per and  press  relations."  This  policy  was 
spelt  out  more  particularly  in  the  Report 
of  the  Council  as  follows:  (1)  That  the 
frequency  of  publication  be  increased 
from  six  to  twelve  issues;  (2)  That  an 
editorial  assistant  be  employed  to  give 
assistance  to  the  editor;  and  (3)  That  a 
revised  format  be  adopted. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  accomplish 
all  three  objctives.  The  format  has  already 
been  approved,  and  further  study  is  being 
given  to  additional  improvements.  An 
assistant  editor  has  been  employed  in  the 
person  of  Mrs.  Ernestine  Godfrey,  a  grad- 
uate of  Atlantic  Christian  College,  Class 
of  1956,  who  has  been  an  English  teacher 
in  the  public  schools,  and  who  has  had 
experience  in  journalistic  work. 

The  January  issue  of  the  paper  will  be 
the  first  under  the  new  policy  of  publish- 
ing monthly.  In  order  to  prepare  for  the 
change-over,  the  Publicity  Committee  of 
Synod,  with  Preston  Douglas,  of  Lumber- 
ton,  as  Chairman,  approved  of  publishing 
a  final  issue  of  the  paper  in  November, 
1959,  instead  of  the  October  and  December 
issues. 

Readers  are  requested  to  cooperate  with 
the  editors  in  furnishing  promptly  (1) 
news  of  value  for  publication  in  the  pa- 
per; and  (2)  changes  of  address  in  order 
to  insure  immediate  delivery  of  the 
paper. 


BARIUM  SPRINGS 

Thanksgiving  is  the  Season  for  express- 
ing gratitude  to  God,  and  traditionally 
one  of  the  ways  this  is  done  is  to  make  a 
special  gift  for  the  Synod's  program  of 
work  through  its  agency,  the  Home  for 
Children  at  Barium  Springs.  Again  the 
Synod  has  endor  sed  as  a  goal  a  minimum 
of  $100,000  for  this  work.  For  the  past 
two  or  three  years  there  apparently  has 
been  some  diminution  of  interest  in  this 
work,  as  reflected  by  the  offerings.  How- 
ever, in  reality,  everyone  is  interested  in 
the  lives  of  boys  and  girls,  and  particu- 
larly those  in  the  Orphanage. 

For  1959,  a  generous  gift  on  the  part  of 
the  Synod  will  give  encouragement  to 
those  who  labor  as  servants  of  the  Synod 
in  ministering  to  the  nearly  300  boys  and 
girls  at  Barium  Springs. 

Let  everyone  give  generously,  and  may 
the  goal  be  over-subscribed! 


"PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS" 

This  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  Neivs  is 
the  final  issue  for  1959,  and  is  the  last 
under  the  regime  of  six  issues  per  annum. 
(As  a  matter  of  fact,  for  1959  this  is  only 
the  fifth  edition.) 

The  Synod  of  1959  approved  of  the  rec- 
ommendation of  Synod's  Council  that  the 
publication  of  Synod's  paper  be  increased 
from  six  issues  to  twelve,  or  monthly  in- 
stead of  bi-monthly.  The  January  issue 
will  be  the  first  under  the  new  regime. 

It  is  likely  that  some  of  the  issues  will 
be  twelve  pages  and  others  sixteen  pages, 
or  there  is  even  a  possibility  that  the 
paper  may  be  regularly  of  twelve  pages. 
The  answer  to  this  question  will  be  de- 
termined partly  by  experience  and  partly 
by  finances. 

Last  spring  the  Publicity  Committee  of 
the  Synod's  Council  convened,  with  sev- 
eral experts  in  the  field  of  public  relations 
present,  including  Blueford  Hester,  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Relations  for  the  General 
Assembly;  Herbert  O'Keefe,  editor  of  the 
Raleigh  Times:  Braxton  Flye,  public  rela- 
tions executive  and  printer  of  Raleigh; 
and  Karl  G.  Hudson,  Jr.,  business  execu- 
tive. The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that 
the  frequency  of  the  Synod's  paper  should 
be  stepped  up  and  also  that  the  format 
should  be  improved.  Steps  are  being  tak- 
en in  that  direction.  The  advice  of  the 
experts  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting 
also  was  that  an  assistant  editor  should 
be  added  to  the  staff. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting 
in  Charlotte  in  June  approved  of  the  rec- 
ommendations of  Synod's  Council  embrac- 
ing the  suggestions  mentioned  above. 

The  Publicity  Committee  of  Synod  con- 
vened in  Raleigh  September  21  with  Pres- 
ton Douglas,  Lumberton,  chairman,  pre- 
siding. The  committee  heard  a  communi- 
cation from  Fayetteville  Presbytery  re- 
lating to  the  possibility  of  that  Presby- 
tery discontinuing  its  paper  and  making 
use  of  Synod's  paper.  The  committee 
encouraged  this  as  the  proper  direction 
in  which  Synod  should  move  in  its  pub- 
lic relations  program. 

The  committee  approved  of  the  employ- 
ment of  an  assistant  editor,  looking  to- 
wards the  change  to  a  monthly  publica- 
tion beginning  in  January,  1960,  and  of 
publishing  only  five  issues  of  the  paper 
in  1959,  the  final  to  appear  in  November. 

The  General  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  proceed  with  requests  for  comparable 
bids  on  printing  the  Presbyterian  Neivs 
under  the  new  regime,  and  further  in- 
structed the  Secretary  to  take  steps  begin- 
ning in  1960  to  publish  annually  a  pamph- 
let on  "The  Work  We  Do  Together,"  set- 
ting forth  the  comprehensive  program  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  through  its 
several  agencies. 


BICENTENNIAL 

Steele  Creek  Church,  one  of  the  origi- 
nal seven  churches  established  in  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery  before  the  Revolution- 
ary War,  is  making  preparation  for  its 
200th  anniversary  next  year.  One  of  the 
leading  churches  in  the  Synod,  Steele 
Creek  has  a  membership  of  over  800,  and 
ranks  first  in  its  per  capita  budgeted 
benevolences  and  fourth  in  the  General 
Assembly's  total  benevolences  in  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery.  Rev.  John  R.  Mc- 
Alpine  is  the  present  minister,  and  Rufus 
A.  Grier  is  the  anniversary  chairman.

MONTREAT  PRESIDENT 

Dr.  Calvin  Grier  Davis,  Minister  of  the 
Asheville  First  Church  since  1938,  has 
been  elected  President  of  Montreat  Jun- 
ior College  and  the  Mountain  Retreat  As- 
sociation at  Montreat,  N.  C,  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  two  Presbyterian  Institutions. 

Dr.  Davis,  a  native  of  Wilmar,  Arkan- 
sas, is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College, 
Class  of  1927,  and  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Class  of  1933.  He  also  holds 
the  degrees  of  Master  of  Theology  and  of 
Doctor  of  Theology  from  the  latter  insti- 
tution, an^  Davidson  College  conferred  on 
him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  in  1943.  Before  going  to  Ashe- 
ville, Dr.  Davis  served  as  Assistant  Pas- 
tor of  the  Grace  Covenant  Church,  Rich- 
mond, for  two  years  and  from  1933  to 
1938  as  minister  of  the  Second  Church, 
Norfolk. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Rebecca 
McDowell  of  York,  S.  C,  and  they  have 
three  sons. 

Dr.  Davis  succeeds  Dr.  J.  Rupert  Mc- 
Gregor, who  resigned  in  1957.  Dr.  Frank 
L.  Jackson,  of  Davidson,  has  served  as 
acting  President  during  the  interim. 

In  addressing  the  directors  after  his 
election.  Dr.  Davis  said,  "The  president 
of  Montreat  does  not  make  the  policies 
which  govern  her  affairs.  He  has  one 
responsibility.  It  is  this:  to  administer 
Montreat  according  to  the  directions  of 
this  Board." 

Dr.  Davis  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Montreat  board  of  directors  for  14  years 
during  the  past  two  decades.  He  has  also 
been  on  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  for 
10  years,  and  is  a  trustee  of  King  College 
in  Bristol,  Va.,  and  Davidson  College, 
Davidson,  N.  C. 

The  Montreat  directors,  in  a  previous 
action,  authorized  the  construction  of  a 
new  president's  residence.  Work  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  on  that  building  in  the 
near  future,  on  a  site  near  the  entrance 
to  the  grounds. 


McNeill  to  west  Virginia 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  McNeill,  whose 
pastoral  relationship  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Columbus,  Ga.,  was  dis- 
solved by  a  Commission  of  Southwest 
Georgia  early  last  summer,  has  accepted 
a  call  to  Bream  Memorial  Church  in 
Charleston,  W.  Va.,  as  associate  pastor. 
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CHAPEL  HILL  CCL  CENTER  DEDICATED 


The  Campus  Christian  Life  Center  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  located  at 
Chapel  Hill  was  dedicated  Sunday  after- 
noon, October  18,  in  a  service  which  was 
participated  in  by  prominent  and  dis- 
tinguished churchmen  including  Dr. 
George  Arthur  Buttrick,  Professor  of 
Christian  Morals  at  Harvard  University 
where  he  is  also  preacher  to  the  Univer- 
sity. 

The  service  held  at  5  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon was  presided  over  by  the  Rever- 
end Harry  E.  Smith,  Campus  Christian 
Life  Minister  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Ralph  T.  Marshall,  Ruling  Elder  and 
Chairman  of  the  Building  Council,  made 
the  presentation  of  the  buildings  to  the 
Minister  of  the  Chapel  Hill  Church,  the 
Rev.  Vance  E.  Barron.  Mr.  Barron  in  ac- 
cepting the  buildings,  including  the  edu- 
cational building  and  administration  of- 
fices, paid  tribute  to  the  congregation  of 
the  Chapel  Hill  Church,  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  friends  who  have  made  it 
possible  for  the  buildings  to  be  erected. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  buildings  in 
June  of  1958.  Earlier  that  year  the 
Chapel  Hill  Church  sustained  the  loss  of 
its  sanctuary  by  a  disastrous  fire. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1955 
set  in  motion  plans  for  a  campaign  to 
raise  funds  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a 
student  center  at  Chapel  Hill  to  cost  ap- 
proximately $265,000.  The  Synod's  Cam- 
paign thus  far  has  netted  for  the  project 
$205,000,  and  the  cost  of  the  Center  and 
other  units  is  in  excess  of  $400,000.  The 
Chapel  Hill  congregation  raised  by  pledges 
$110,000.  Recently  the  congregation  rais- 
ed an  additional  $125,000  on  the  pro- 
posed sanctuary  which  will  probably  be 
under  construction  by  the  middle  of  1960. 

Dr.  Buttrick,  who  brought  a  message  to 
the  Chapel  Hill  Congregation  in  Hill  Hall 
on  the  campus  of  the  University  at  11 
a.m.,  offered  the  prayer  of  dedication  dur- 
ing the  afternoon  service.  More  than  800 
attended  the  morning  service  and  approxi- 
mately 250  the  afternoon. 

The  Rev.  Archie  G.  McKee,  Pastor  of 
the  First  Church,  Lenoir  and  Chairman 


of  Synod's  CCL  Committee,  was  one  of 
three  speakers  in  the  afternoon  on  ap- 
praisal of  "new  opportunity  and  respon- 
sibility". He  was  followed  by  Dr.  Wil- 
liam C.  Friday,  President  of  the  Consoli- 
dated University  of  North  Carolina  and 
Lawrence  Austin,  President  of  the  West- 
minster Fellowship  at  the  UNC. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  are  more 
than  1,200  Presbyterian  students  at  the 
University  for  the  session  1959-1960. 

The  Center  has  been  in  use  since  the 
fall  session  opening  in  September,  and  a 
large  group  of  young  people  were  on  hand 
for  the  dedication  and  for  the  supper  for 
the  Westminster  Fellowship  immediately 
following  the  service. 

The  Center  is  open  daily  from  approxi- 


mately S  a.m.  to  12  midnight.  The  Center 
includes  a  large  lounge  with  adjoining 
patio,  library,  counsel  room,  work  room, 
and  prayer  room.  Underneath  is  the  fel- 
lowship hall  which  is  currently  being  used 
for  worship  services,  suppers,  recreation, 
et  cetera.  It  will  seat  approximately  400 
persons.    Nearby  is  the  main  kitchen. 

The  Educational  Building  provides 
space  for  children  and  youth  through  the 
Senior  High  age. 

The  Administrative  Unit  provides  space 
for  the  church  office,  a  reading  room,  the 
minister's  study,  an  office  for  the  minis- 
ter to  students,  and  an  office  for  the  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Education. 

The  Sanctuary  when  completed  will 
seat  700  worshippers.

Clerk  of  the  Synod,  with  seven  Presbyte- 
ries, 304  churches,  and  66,881  members.

He  began  his  retailing  career  with  Gim- 
bel's  in  N.  Y.  and  moved  to  N.  C.  in  1939 
as  a  store  manager  for  the  Collins  organ- 
ization. He  opened  the  first  store  of  his 
own  in  LaGrange  in  1946.  He  came  to 
Greensboro  in  1951  and  opened  a  depart- 
ment store  bearing  his  name. 


CONSOLIDATED  COLLEGE 
PROGRESSING 

Plans  for  a  classroom  building  for  the 
Consolidated  Presbyterian  College  to  be 
located  in  Laurinburg  were  recently  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
building  will  be  the  first  major  structure 
erected,  and  will  be  of  contemporary  de- 
sign with  approximately  50,000  feet  of 
floor  space.  It  will  accommodate  between 
600  and  800  students. 

A.  G.  Odell,  Jr.,  Charlotte  architect,  ad- 
vised the  trustees  that  final  plans  will  be 
ready  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year, 
and  the  letting  of  the  contract  for  the 
structure  is  scheduled  for  January,  1960, 
according  to  Halbert  M.  Jones,  chairman 
of  the  building  committee. 

Full-scale  grading  work  was  begun  on 
the  campus  in  the  late  fall,  and  the  con- 
tract called  for  completion  of  the  work 
in  60  days.  The  contract  also  calls  for  the 
laying  out  of  roads  and  parking  lots,  the 
construction  of  the  causeway  connecting 
the  two  campuses,  layout  of  the  site  for 
dormitories,    classrooms,  administration

ALAMANCE  CHURCH

Dr.  C.  D.  Whiteley,  retired,  a  son  of  the 
church  and  until  recently  pastor  of  Albe- 
marle Second  Church;  Rev.  Charles  P.

Phipps,  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Charles  H. 
Phipps,  a  son  of  the  church,  now  profes- 
sor at  Davis  and  Elkins  College,  W.  Va.;

MISSION  WORK  IN  SOUTH 
AMERICA 

By  Warmer  L.  Hall 
To  speak  with  any  authority  on  mission 
work  in  Latin  America  would  require  a 
lifetime  of  observation  and  study.  My 
knowledge  of  it  comes  from  talking  to  the 
people  who  are  engaged  in  it  and  seeing 
a  little  of  the  work  in  several  countries. 

In  COLOMBIA  the  number  of  Presbyte- 
rians is  small.  They  have  undergone  the 
severest  persecution  in  the  western  hem- 
isphere. Many  have  been  murdered. 
Churches  have  been  bombed  or  burned, 
and  all  sorts  of  indignities  have  been 
heaped  upon  the  whole  Protestant  com- 
munity. In  spite  of  this  fact,  in  the 
twelve  years  of  the  severest  persecution, 
the  church  has  grown  50  per  cent.  A 
new  government  has  come  in  and,  while  it 
is  not  friendly  to  the  Protestant  cause,  it 
appears  to  be  trying  to  deal  in  even  hand- 
ed justice  with  all  people.  The  Protest- 
ant community  in  Colombia  has  high 
hopes  for  the  future. 

There  is  a  very  small  work  in  ECUADOR 
centered  around  Quito.  Our  church  is 
engaged  with  three  other  denominations 
in  a  joint  venture  there.  To  date  the  re- 
sults have  been  very  small;  but  no  doubt 
much  good  has  been  done  through  the 
Student  Hostel,  the  Medical  and  Dental 
Clinic,  and  the  Primary  School  which  is 
operated  at  Picalqui. 

In  CHILE  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.  has  had  a  mission  for  seventy 
years.  The  results  were  extremely  mea- 
ger, only  a  short  time  ago  the  communi- 
cants numbering  only  1400.  There  has 
been  a  change  in  policy,  and  all  of  the 
missionaries  have  been  withdrawn  with 
the  exception  of  one  couple.  In  the  very 
recent  past,  the  church  has  grown  50  per

BIBLE  WEEK  AND  JOHN 
WITHERSPOON 

President  Eisenhower  inaugurated  Na- 
tional Bible  Week  by  welcoming  members 
of  the  sponsoring  committee,  headed  by 
H.  E.  Humphreys,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  U.  S.  Rubber  Co.,  and  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  who  called  on  him 
at  the  White  House. 

The  President's  statement  on  Bible 
Week  was  as  follows: 

"In  front  of  our  church  in  Washington 
there  is  a  statue  of  John  Witherspoon,  the 
clergyman  who  signed  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  He  stands  there  brave  and 
confident — armed  only  with  a  copy  of  the 
Bible.  I  know  this  book  was  the  source  of 
his  faith  and  the  inspiration  of  his  service 
to  his  country. 

"Such  a  man  is  an  example  to  us  all." 

(Dr.  John  Witherspoon  was  a  Presbyte- 
rian minister.  He  was  born  in  Scotland, 
1723,  where  he  was  educated,  obtaining 
the  divinity  degree  in  1743,  University  of 
Edinburgh.  He  preached  for  twenty-five 
years  in  his  native  country,  and  in  1768 
accepted  an  invitation  to  become  presi- 
dent of  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  now 
Princeton  University.  He  was  a  leader  in 
the  Continental  Congress.  He  was  the 
only  clergyman  to  sign  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  He  was  influential  in  the 
establishment  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  He  lost  the  sight  in 
one  eye  in  1784,  and  became  quite  blind 
in  1791.   He  died  November  15,  1794.)

The  Westminster  Fellowship  Council  of 
the  Synod  of  N.  C.  met  at  Camp  Stuart, 
Charlotte,  October  10-11.  Hugh  McNeill, 
moderator,  presided  at  the  sessions. 

The  SHF  contact  program  begun  last 
year  was  appraised  and  plans  laid  for  a 
continuation  of  the  visitations.  Vice- 
moderator  Joe  Vereault  of  Davidson  was 
appointed  chairman  of  the  program  to 
direct  teams  which  will  be  set  up  from 
each  local  WF  to  visit  surrounding  areas. 
Miss  Barbara  Benedict  of  Duke  was  an- 
nounced as  speaker  for  the  Fall  Leader- 
ship Training  Conference  at  Camp  New 
Hope,  Chapel  Hill,  October  31-Nov.  1. 
Other  events  scheduled  include  a  Synod- 
wide  inspirational  conference  tentatively 
set  for  March  11-13,  1960.  The  next  coun- 
cil meeting  was  set  for  February  6-7,  1960. 

Attending  the  meeting  were  delegates 
from  Duke,  UNC,  WC,  Davidson,  Queens, 
Flora  Macdonald,  PJC,  Raleigh  First  and 
West  Raleigh.  Miss  Hannah  White,  mod- 
erator of  Synod's  SHF;  Scottie  Blackwell, 
president  of  the  N.  C.  Student  Christian 
Council;  and  the  Fellowship's  advisers.

DANA  GIFT 

Charles  A.  Dana,  New  York  executive 
and  philanthropist,  has  made  an  addition- 
al challenge  gift  of  $200,000  to  David- 
son College  from  the  Dana  Foundation, 
toward  the  cost  of  a  $600,000  Music  and 
Fine  Arts  Building  which  will  be  named 
for  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  Charlotte, 
President-Emeritus  of  Davidson  College, 
now  executive  director  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Foundation. 

The  Center  will  include  a  300-seat  thea- 
ter-concert hall,  studios,  offices,  exhibi- 
tion areas,  and  classrooms  for  the  depart- 
ments of  music,  fine  arts,  and  dramatics. 

President  D.  Grier  Martin  announced 
that  the  $200,000  Dana  gift  brings  the 
total  now  available  for  the  Center  to  $26.5,- 
000.  He  also  made  known  the  fact  that 
in  response  to  the  previous  challenge  gift 
of  $400,000  from  the  Dana  Foundation  the 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college  have 
contributed  $708,438,  bringing  the  total 
now  available  for  the  Dana  Science  Lab- 
oratory and  the  dormitory  to  $1,108,438. 

Describing  the  successful  campaign  for 
the  Science  Hall  and  Dormitory  as  "an 
extremely  significant  step  forward  in  Da- 
vidson's ten-year  $12  million  develop- 
ment plan",  President  Martin  said  the 
accomplishment  was  the  result  of  efforts 
by  a  team  of  more  than  200  Davidson 
alumni,  parents,  and  friends. 

Construction  on  the  laboratory  which 
bears  Dana's  name  is  under  way  with 
occupancy  scheduled  for  January.  The 
dormitory  will  not  be  ready  for  use  until 
July.    It  will  house  124  students. 

The  Dana  Challenge  Program  was  head- 
ed by  Dr.  Monroe  T.  Gilmour  of  Charlotte 
and  Charles  F.  Myers  of  Greensboro,  who 
served  as  national  co-chairmen. 

Their  final  report  showed  354  gifts 
from  alumni,  parents,  corporations  and 
foundations. 


COMMISSION  ON  CHAPLAINS 

Mrs.  W.  Murdoch  McLeod,  executive  di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  United 
Church  Women  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  was  elected  the  first  woman 
member  of  the  General  Commission  on 
Chaplains  and  Armed  Forces  Personnel 
in  the  42-year  history  of  that  body. 

Mrs.  McLeod  was  elected  to  ex-officio 
membership  at  the  semi-annual  meeting 
of  the  General  Commission  held  here.  The 
commission  represents  34  Protestant  de- 
nominations in  a  liaison  capacity  with 
the  chaplains  of  the  armed  forces. 

The  Commission  also  voted  to  make 
Samuel  J.  Patterson,  executive  director  of 
the  NCC's  Department  of  United  Church 
Men,  an  ex-officio  member.  The  move  was 
taken  in  an  effort  to  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  the  commission  with 
the  various  church  agencies  In- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  men 
and  women  in  the  armed  forces. 
A  similar  liaison  arrangement  is 
in  effect  with  the  NCC's  Division 
of  Christian  Education  and  its 
Commission  on  General  Christian 
Eudcation. 

Mrs.  McLeod  is  the  widow  of 
the  late  William  Murdock  Mc- 
Leod who  served  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  until  his  death  May 
30,  1940.  Dr.  Patterson,  until  a 
little  more  than  a  year  ago,  serv- 
ed for  a  number  of  years  as  the 
Director  of  Men's  Work  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.

Rev.  Charles  P.  Coble,  who  was  minis- 
ter when  the  present  sanctuary  was  con- 
structed, was  guest  speaker  on  Thursday 
evening.  Mr.  Coble  was  minister  of  the 
church  from  1913  until  1930.  He  is  now 
retired  and  makes  his  home  in  Florence, 
S.  C. 

Also  participating  in  the  service  were 
the  pastors  of  the 
three  High  Point 
area  churches  found- 
ed by  the  First 
rhurch:  Rev.  J.  P. 
H.  McNatt,  Brent- 
wood Church;  Rev. 
George  Hunter,  Ran- 
dolph Church;  and 
Rev.  W.  M.  Baker, 
Crestwood  Church. 

Pleasant  Hunter 
Dalton,  Jr.,  a  great- 
grandson  of  the  Rev. 
Pleasant  Hunter  Dal- 
ton, first  minister  of 
the  church,  spoke 
concerning  the  cen- 
tennial observance. 
As  chairman  of  the  centennial  program, 
Mr.  Dalton  recognized  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  W.  Perry,  who  wrote  the  centen- 
nial history;  Mrs.  W.  A.  Hayes  and  her 
late  husband;  and  the  Snow  family,  whose 
members  have  played  a  prominent  role  in 
the  church  history. 

On  Sunday  morning  Dr.  Paul  T.  Jones 
was  guest  speaker.  At  present  the  pastor 
of  the  Idlewild  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  Dr.  Jones  was  pastor  of 
the  High  Point  church  from  194.5  until 
1951. 

Following  the  service  a  picnic  lunch 
was  served  to  honor  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jones 
and  other  guests. 

The  Church  was  organized  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Rev.  Pleasant  Hunter 
Dalton  with  11  charter  members.  Mr. 
Dalton  continued  as  pastor  of  the  church 
during  the  Civil  War,  when  the  church 
building  was  used  as  a  hospital  for  sol- 
diers. 

After  the  Reconstruction  Period,  the 
church  constructed  the  second  building 
under  Rev.  William  Lee  Harrell,  who 
served  from  1895-97. 

When  Rev.  Alfred  Shorter  Caldwell, 
Sr.,  became  pastor  in  1901,  the  church  had 
218  members  and  a  mission  chapel  in 
South  High  Point  was  organized  into 
Snow  Memorial  church. 

One  of  the  greatest  periods  of  growth 
came  under  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Coble 
during  the  years  1913  to  1930.  The  sanc- 
tuary was  remodeled,  more  Sunday  School 
rooms  were  built,  a  new  manse  was  con- 
structed, a  pipe  organ  bought  and  in- 
stalled, a  hut  was  erected  for  the  Women 
of  the  Church,  the  adult  Bible  classes  and 
the  Boy  Scouts,  and  finally  the  present 
church  sanctuary  was  constructed. 

After  the  depression,  the  church  again 
began  to  grow  under  the  guidance  of  Dr. 
Orin  C.  Williamson.  Through  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  Williamson  the  Brentwood  Church 
was  organized  and  he  served  as  its  first 
pastor. 

Dr.  Jones  succeeded  Dr.  Williamson  as 
minister  of  the  First  Church.  The  congre- 
gation, numbering  800,  began  the  work 
that  led  to  the  organization  of  Crestwood 
and  Randolph  Churches.

CHAPLAIN  WILKINSON 


HOSPITAL  CHAPLAIN 

The  Rev.  David  Wilkinson  declares  that 
he  has  found  a  great  challenge  in  the 
Charlotte  hospitals  since  he  became  Pres- 
byterian chaplain.  Dr.  Wilkinson,  form- 
er minister  of  Plaza  Church  for  over  sev- 
en years,  came  to  the  position  in  January, 
and  reports  that  he  has  found  it  "taxing — 
but  rewarding"  work. 

Among  his  duties  are  being  a  pastor  to 
some  450  patients,  215  student  nurses,  and 
members  of  the  hospital  staff.  His  pas- 
toral duties  are  of  approximately  the  same 
type  as  any  other  pastor.  He  advises 
Christian  Fellowship  activities,  conducts 
weddings  and  funerals,  holds  Sunday 
School  classes,  and  conducts  Vespers  on 
Sunday  evenings.  Along  with  these  re- 
sponsibilities. Dr.  Wilkinson  is  a  member 
of  the  faculty  of  Nurses  Training  School, 
teaching  courses  such  as  "Christian 
Ethics"  and  "Meeting  the  Spiritual  Needs 
of  the  Patient." 

The  main  job  of  the  chaplain  consists 
in  visiting  patients  in  Charlotte's  Memo- 
rial, Mercy,  and  Presbyterian  hospitals. 
Dr.  Wilkinson  estimates  that  he  visits 
around  700  patients  a  month,  often  talk- 
ing with  families  of  the  patient.  Counsel- 
ing is  one  of  the  big  jobs  in  relation  to 
the  patients,  not  only  concerning  religious 
life,  but  finances,  marriage,  etc.  His 
services  are  not  limited  to  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  attempts  to 
help  those  of  all  faiths. 


LAYMEN  TAKE  OVER 

The  minister  took  the  day  off  Sunday, 
October  18,  at  Huntersville  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  Rev.  J.  S.  McClure  sat  in  a 
pew  while  Dr.  Hillis  L.  Seay,  a  Ruling 
Elder,  delivered  the  message. 

Dr.  Seay,  a  general  practitioner  and 
former  superintendent  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  reviewed  the 
advances  in  medical  science  and  sought 
to  show  what  has  been  done  to  make  our 
bodies  "temples  of  the  living  God"  both 
from  the  standpoint  of  science  and  spir- 
itually. Dr.  Seay  pointed  out  that  spirit- 
ual development  of  man  is  very  important 
in  the  medical  treatment,  as  many  great 
medical  men  have  realized.  He  urged  the 
congregation  not  to  neglect  spiritual  de- 
velopment in  the  onrush  of  scientific 
achievement. 


CAMP  MEETING 

The  annual  Harmony  Camp  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Harmony  High  School 
Sunday,  October  4,  with  Rev.  John  Gar- 
rison, pastor  of  the  Harmony  Presbyterian 
Church,  delivering  the  sermon.  An  after- 
noon session  included  a  business  meeting 
and  special  recognitions. 

The  site  of  the  camp  meeting  stands  on 
the  ground  that  was  once  the  site  of  "old- 
time"  tent  camp  meetings.  People  used 
to  come  from  50  miles  away  and  pitch 
their  tents.  Services  began  at  sunrise  on 
Sunday  and  closed  with  a  candlelight 
service  at  night.  The  signal  for  services 
to  begin  was  a  horn  or  trumpet  blown  by 
the  late  William  Green,  later  by  John  T. 
Tharpe.  It  was  said  that  the  horn  could 
be  heard  for  miles  around.  When  the 
school  was  erected  in  1929,  it  was  under- 
stood that  the  second  Sunday  in  October 
would  be  set  aside  for  worship. 

(The  first  Camp  Meeting  ever  held  in 
the  South  is  reputed  to  have  been  at  the 
Hawfields  Church  in  Orange  Presbytery, 
October,  1802.  This  type  of  evangelism 
spread  rapidly  throughout  the  western 
section  of  North  Carolina  and  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  the  State.  Rev.  Wm.  Henry 
Foote,  "Sketches  of  North  Carolina," 
gives  an  excellent  account  of  these  meet- 
ings.)

SPRUNT  LECTURES 

The  annual  Sprunt  Lectures  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
were  delivered  October  26-30  with  Dr. 
Daniel  Day  Williams,  Professor  of  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary, N.  Y.,  as  the  principal  lecturer.  His 
subject  was  "The  Christian  Minister  and 
the  Care  of  Souls."  Other  lecturers  were 
Dr.  Theodore  Parker  Ferris,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Boston,  whose  theme  was 
"Preaching  and  the  Pastoral  Ministry," 
and  Dr.  Floyd  Vivian  Filson,  Dean  and 
Professor  of  New  Testament  Literature 
and  History,  McCormick  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Chicago,  who  lectured  on  the  sub- 
ject, "The  Gospel  in  Acts." 

The  Sprunt  Lectures  were  established 
by  the  late  James  Sprunt  of  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  in  1911  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
the  Seminary  with  funds  to  secure  each 
year  the  services  of  distinguished  and 
authoritative  scholars  outside  the  regular 
faculty  as  special  lecturers  on  subjects 
connected  with  the  various  aspects  of 
Christian  thought  and  work. 

Until  this  year  the  lectures  have  al- 
ways appeared  in  the  spring,  but  here- 
after they  will  be  delivered  in  the  fall. 
For  this  reason  in  1959  lectures  were  de- 
livered in  both  the  spring  and  the  fall. 

The  alumni  meeting  was  held  on  Tues- 
day, October  27.  The  Rev.  Phil  Roberts, 
president,  presided,  and  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Executive  Committee,  was 
continued,  along  with  the  other  officers, 
until  January,  1961,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Seminary  will  again  change  the 
time  of  the  annual  Sprunt  lectures  to 
January.  The  next  in  the  series  will  ap- 
pear in  1961. 

President  James  A.  Jones  informed  the 
alumni  that  there  are  261  students,  not 
including  graduate  students,  and  that 
they  represent  29  states  and  foreign  coun- 
tries; 56  presbyteries;  12  denominations; 
and  158  different  academic  institutions.

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OFFER  TO  MOVE 

The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Va.,  has  been  of- 
fered $250,000  plus  a  plot  of  land  for  a 
new  building  if  the  board  will  move  head- 
quarters from  Richmond  to  Charlotte. 

The  Board,  headed  by  Dr.  Marshall  C. 
Dendy,  executive  secretary,  has  appointed 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  proposal. 

The  offer  came  from  three  Presbyterian 
churchmen  who  asked  not  to  be  identified 
but  who  represented  "interested  groups" 
in  Charlotte. 

The  Board  employs  more  than  200  per- 
sons. 

The  reason  for  asking  the  Board  to 
move,  as  given,  was  that  "Charlotte  is 
such  an  aggressive  center  of  Presbyterian- 
ism." 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  has 
nearly  4,000  churches  and  a  membership  of 
nearly  900,000,  located  in  16  states  from 
Virginia  to  Texas. 

Charlotte  is  perhaps  the  only  city  in 
the  South  which  boasts  more  Presbyte- 
rians than  members  of  any  other  denomi- 
nation, and  Mecklenburg  Presbytery, 
which  for  many  years  was  the  largest  In 
the  General  Assembly,  ranks  only  second 
to  Atlanta  with  35,289  communicants. 
Latest  figures  for  Mecklenburg  show  32,- 
945.  Mecklenburg  leads  in  number  of 
churches  with  108  to  95  for  Atlanta  Pres- 
bytery. In  total  gifts  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery ranks  behind  Atlanta,  which  re- 
ported for  1958  $3,887,960  and  Northeast 
Texas,  which  reported  $3,293,028.  Meck- 
lenburg gave  $3,236,353. 


GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

Rev.  Logan  V.  Cockrum,  former  pastor 
of  the  First  Church,  Refugio,  Texas,  has 
accepted  the  position  of  associate  direc- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Pro- 
gram, Board  of  Christian  Education, 
Richmond,  Va.,  a  project  aimed  at  help- 
ing young  people  select  their  vocations 
by  working  with  schools,  churches,  and 
parents.  Mr.  Cockrum,  who  holds  B.A. 
and  M.Ed  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Texas  and  is  now  a  candidate  for  the 
Ph.D.,  will  help  co-ordinate  work  of  the 
ten  guidance  centers  located  on  college 
campuses,  develop  further  guidance  mate- 
rials, and  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
new  centers.  He  succeeds  Dr.  Wesley  S. 
Simons  who  has  gone  to  Western  Illinois 
University.

FUND 

The  Presbyterian  Ministers  Fund  of 
Philadelphia  recently  announced  that  the 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  David  S.  Harkness  are  in 
charge  of  the  fund  office  in  Raleigh  with 
headquarters  in  the  Superior  Building. 
Mr.  Harkness,  a  native  of  Texarkana, 
Texas,  is  a  graduate  of  Baylor  University 
and  Louisville  Baptist  Seminary.  The 
Harknesses  succeed  Mr.  Carl  L.  Kessel 
who  has  accepted  work  in  Granville  Pres- 
bytery, while  pursuing  further  studies  at 
Duke  University.  He  will  serve  as  stu- 
dent pastor  of  the  Willow  Springs  and 
Fellowship  Churches.

Irwin  Belk,  president  of  Belk  Enter- 
prises, Inc.,  has  been  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Historical  Foundation  of  the  Presby- 
terian and  Reformed  Churches.

NEWS  AT  LARGE 

otto  Graham,  coach  of  the  College  All-Star  foot- 
ball team  for  the  past  two  years,  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes  at  the 
group's  annual  summer  conference  held  at  Estes 
Park,  Co!o.  The  former  Cleveland  Browns  quarter- 
back,  who  now  directs  the  Coast  Guard  Academy 
football  team,  succeeds  Biggie  IVlunn,  athletic  di- 
rector at  Michigan  S'ale.  The  fellowship  seel<s  to 
foster  Christian  ideals  and  church  activity  among 
its  members  who  come  mainly  from  high  schools 
and  colSeges. 

In  1959,  enrollment  in  l<indergartens,  lower 
grades,  high  schools,  technical  schools,  colleges, 
and  universities  is  expected  to  be  even  higher  than 
last  year's  record  total  of  42.9  million,  reports  the 
Population  Reference  Bureau,  Inc.  The  Bureau 
reports  that  we  may  expect  an  astonishing  rate  in 
our  needs  for  expanded  school  facilities.  If  birth 
rates  remain  at  the  1955-57  level,  by  1980  the  na- 
tion's children  of  kindergarten  and  elementary 
school  age  will  have  increased  by  64  per  cent,  of 
high  school  age  by  80  per  cent,  of  college  age  by 
92  per  cent. 

Hollywood's  Biblical  extravaganzas  are  really 
anti-Biblical,  the  CHRISTIAN  CENTURY  magazine 
has  charged.  The  CENTURY  said  such  films  as 
"Soloman  and  Sheba,"  "Ben  Hur,"  and  "The  Big 
Fisherman"  represent  Hollywood's  discovery  "that 
Bible  and  bubbiebath  make  an  unbeatable  box  office 
combination."  The  magazine  added  that  Protest- 
ants should  begin  to  challenge  the  promotion  of 
"lurid  distortions  of  the  Bible."  Some  of  the  movie 
promotionai  material  could  have  come  "from  one 
of  the  50  cent  pornography  magazines." 

ProtestanLs  must  be  "prepared  to  accept  a  Roman 
Catholic  as  a  candidate  for  president  if  they  are 
to  adhere  firmly  to  the  principle  of  Church-State 
separation,  Rev.  W.  W.  Finlator  of  Pullen  IVIemo- 
rial  Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  told  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Cullom  Baptist  Association.  Protestants 
should  first  examine  their  own  views  on  separation 
before  attempting  to  stop  "the  growing  Catholic 
pressures  in  this  field." 

Fifteen  major  emergencies  in  various  parts  of 
the  world  in  the  last  18  months  have  taxed  re- 
sources of  the  Church  World  Service,  relief  agency 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  to  the  limit. 
Still  needing  aid  are  the  2,000,000  persons  made 
homeless  by  a  typhoon  which  struck  Japan  in  Sep- 
tember. Approval  was  given  to  a  stepped-up  pro- 
gram under  a  proposed  budget  for  the  coming  year 
of  $2,575,510,  to  be  sought  from  the  nation's  major 
Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches. 

Church  property  valued  at  $18,166,000  was  de- 
stroyed by  fires  during  the  past  year,  according  to 
figures  compiled  by  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association.  IVlost  of  the  fires  were  caused  by  de- 
fective heating  systems,  incendiaries,  and  faulty 
electrical  wiring.  The  Association  said  the  best 
answer  to  the  problem  is  automatic  fire  detection 
and  instalEation  of  sprinklers. 


DECEASED 

Dr.  Bernard  Ashby  Mcllhany,  64,  widely 
known  Presbyterian  leader,  died  August 
21  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  following  a  short  ill- 
ness. Dr.  Mcllhany,  a  native  of  Radford, 
Va.,  had  been  treasurer  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief since  1952.  He  was  a  graduate  of 
UTS,  Richmond,  Class  of  1929.  Following 
ordination  he  pursued  fellowship  studies 
in  Scotland  where  he  served  temporarily 
as  assistant  pastor  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
Parish  Church  in  Edinburgh.  Later  he 
served  pastorates  in  Missouri  and  South 
Carolina.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Mattilou  Horne,  formerly  of  Monticello, 
Fla. ;  two  sons,  Bernard  Ashby,  Jr.,  and 
Milton  Horne;  and  one  daughter,  Martha 
Dyess. 


CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP 

Church  membership  in  the  U.  S.  is  at 
an  all-time  high  of  109,557,741,  according 
to  the  1960  Yearbook  of  American 
Churches,  published  by  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches.  This  represents  64  per- 
cent of  the  country's  estimated  popula- 
tion, the  highest  ratio  in  history,  and  a 
gain  of  5,368,063  over  1957,  a  rise  of  5%. 

Membership  by  major  groupings  for 
1958  is  as  follows:  Protestant,  61,504,669; 
Roman  Catholic,  39,509,508;  Jewish  con- 
gregations, 5,500,000;  and  Eastern  Ortho- 
dox, 2,545,318.  The  Roman  Catholic  mem- 
bership consists  of  all  persons  who  have 
been  baptized,  including  infants;  whereas 
most  Protestant  churches  list  only  those 
over  age  13.  Protestant  bodies  represent 
35.5%  of  the  population,  and  Roman  Cath- 
olics, 22.8%. 

Among  the  Protestant  families.  Baptists 
are  more  numerous.  The  27  Baptist  bod- 
ies have  a  membership  of  20,493,381. 
Methodists  are  second  with  21  bodies,  12,- 
213,097  members;  Lutherans,  third,  18 
bodies  with  7,791,248  members;  Presbyte- 
rians, fourth,  10  bodies  with  4,126,583 
members;  and  Latter  Day  Saints,  fifth, 
6  bodies  with  1,546,751  members.

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Mr.  Stratman,  before  going  to  Atlanta,  January 
I,  1959,  was  manager  of  the  Presbyterian  Book- 
store in  Dallas,  Texas.  He  is  a  native  of  Chicago 
and  has  had  28  years  business  experience.  He  is  a 
ruling  elder  and  a  Sunday  School  teacher  and 
superintendent.  He  is  the  first  layman  to  hold  the 
position  of  assistant  to  the  Stated  Clerk  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  General  Assembly. 

Dr.  Miller  is  a  native  of  Bristol,  Tenn.,  and  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he  became  the  Charles 
D.  Larus  Fellow,  and  from  which  institutions  he 
holds  the  D.D.,  the  Th.M.  and  the  Th.D.  degrees. 
He  served  for  a  time  as  a  pastor  in  Virginia,  Louisi- 
ana, and  Arkansas,  before  going  to  Austin  Semi- 
nary in  Austin,  Texas,  as  professor  of  homiletics. 
He  is  author  of  the  book,  "A  Digest  of  the  Acts 
and  Proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S."

September  5-11,  Hugh  was  one  of  four 
to  represent  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  at  the  legislative  conference  of  the 
National  Student  Christian  Federation  in 
Oberlin,  Ohio.

50TH  ANNIVERSARY 

Fuller  Memorial  Church  in  Durham 
celebrated  its  50th  anniversary  September 
20,  with  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Showalter  of  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  a  former  pastor,  delivering 
the  morning  sermon.  Following  the  morn- 
ing worship  a  picnic  style  dinner  was 
served,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  special  an- 
niversary service  was  held. 

Fuller  Memorial  Church  was  organized 
on  September  26,  1909,  by  a  commisison 
appointed  by  Orange  Presbytery  to  organ- 
ize a  church  in  the  Edgemont  section.  The 
membership  of  the  new  church,  then  call- 
ed Edgemont,  was  73,  consisting  mostly 
of  persons  who  had  belonged  to  the  First 
Church.  A  frame  building  served  the 
membership  until  1924  when  the  present 
church  was  built.  The  church  was  then 
named  Fuller  Memorial  in  memory  of  the 
late  T.  B.  Fuller. 


$25,000  LOAN 

At  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  a  question 
was  raised  in  regard  to  a  loan  without  in- 
terest, of  $25,000  to  the  program  for  erect- 
ing the  new  Synod's  office  headquarters 
in  Raleigh.  The  following  facts  relate  to 
the  matter: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Church 
Extension  has  a  permanent  reserve  fund 
of  approximately  $50,000,  which  is  held 
for  emergencies,  such  as  might  occur  in 
the  time  of  a  depression.  The  funds  by 
order  of  the  Committee  are  lent  to 
churches  for  building  purposes  at  four 
per  cent  interest. 

In  1958  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  overtured  Synod's 
Council,  urging  the  Council  to  take  steps 
immediately  to  establish  a  permanent 
office  building  in  Raleigh.  Synod's  Coun- 
cil recommended  to  the  1958  Synod  that 
such  an  office  building  be  erected  in  Ral- 
eigh from  funds  to  be  raised  privately 
and  from  ordinary  budgeted  rental,  financ- 
ing and  implementation  of  plans,  con- 
struction, etc.,  to  be  primarily  the  respon- 
sibility of  Synod's  Council,  but  where 
necessary  and  feasible  in  cooperation  with 
the  Executive  Committees  of  Church  Ex- 
tension and  Higher  Education. 

At  the  1958  meeting  of  Synod  the  ques- 
tion was  asked  as  to  meaning  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  recommendation  relating  to 
the  Executive  Committees,  and  the  an- 
swer was  given  that  there  are  funds  avail- 
able in  Church  Extension  to  provide  for 
constructing  the  building  without  borrow- 
ing from  the  bank,  should  the  funds  rais- 
ed from  private  sources  be  insufficient  to 
meet  the  immediate  needs. 

Between  the  1958  and  1959  meetings  of 
Synod,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  made  known  to  Synod's 
Council  that  there  is  available  $25,000 
which  may  be  used  without 
interest  for  building  the  office 
headquarters,  to  be  paid  back 
from  such  funds  as  are  raised 
from  private  sources  or  from 
the  equivalent  of  annual  rent.

Mr.  Buie  and  Mr.  Miller  worked  on  the  font  for  about 
three  months  in  their  spare  time.

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BRAZIL  CHURCH 
CELEBRATION 

The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil,  to- 
gether with  the  Independent  Presbyterian 
Churcli  of  Brazil,  this  year  is  celebrating 
its  100th  anniversary,  marking  the  arrival 
on  August  12,  1859,  of  the  Rev.  Ashbel 
Green  Simonten,  first  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionary. Throughout  the  year  Brazilian 
Presbyterians  have  been  commemorating 
this  event. 

On  July  19  a  Presbyterian  Museum  was 
inaugurated  on  the  campus  of  the  Cam- 
pinas Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary 
in  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo.  Documents, 
momentoes  and  historical  photographs 
are  on  display.  The  focal  point  is  an  il- 
luminated map,  12  feet  high,  which  shows 
the  location  of  Brazil's  43  Presbyteries 
and  more  than  500  churches. 

The  Presbyterian  Publishing  House  of 
Brazil  has  released  a  160-page  illustrated 
book  called  "Presbyter ianism  in  Brazil", 
which  includes  a  brief  historical  survey 
report  of  the  contemporary  Presbyterian 
effort  in  Brazil  along  with  more  than  350 
photographs.  The  text  is  in  Portuguese 
and  English.  (For  information  write 
Casa  Editors  Presbyteriana,  Rua  Helvetia, 
37  Sub-solo,  Sao  Paulo,  Capital,  Brazil.) 

On  August  9  a  mass  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Cardoso  Stadium  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
where  10,000  persons  gathered  to  worship 
and  give  thanks. 

On  August  12,  4,000  people  crowded  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  the  church  founded  by  Simonton, 
for  a  special  service  of  thanksgiving.  Dr. 
Juscelino  Kubitschek,  President  of  Bra- 
zil, attended  this  service  and  thanked 
Presbyterians  for  their  "sincere  and  sacri- 
ficial missionary  activity."  This  was  the 
first  time  in  Brazilian  history  that  a  chief 
executive  attended  a  Protestant  worship 
service.  A  number  of  senators  and  con- 
gressmen were  also  present. 

Mass  meetings  were  also  held  on  Au- 
guest  12  in  Recife,  Salvador,  Belo,  Hori- 
zonte,  Sao  Paulo  and  Curitiba. 

The  General  Assemblies  of  both  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil  and  the  In- 
dependent Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil 
met  in  joint  session  on  August  12  in  Rio, 
the  first  time  both  groups  have  met  to- 
gether since  their  separation  in  1903.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  establish 
a  United  Presbyterian  Council  to  repre- 
sent both  denominations  before  the  pub- 
lic, and  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Unit- 
ed Presbyterian  Centennial  Commission. 

In  specific  evangelistic  outreach  "The 
Presbyterian  Hour,"  a  weekly  radio  series 
sponsored  by  both  Presbyterian  denomi- 
nations, reached  a  total  of  50  of  Brazil's 
450  radio  stations  during  the  month  of 
August.  This  is  the  largest  network  for 
an  evangelistical  broadcast  in  Brazilian 
history. 

A  "What  We  Believe"  series  has  been 
inaugurated  in  five  newspapers  and  one 
of  Brazil's  leading  literary  magazines. 


MODERATOR  SPEAKS 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson  addressed 
the  opening  assembly  at  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  in  September.  Dr.  Thomp- 
son, moderator  of  the  General  Assembly, 
is  professor  of  Church  History  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  He  was  introduc- 
ed by  Dr.  Louis  C.  LaMotte,  president  of 
Presbyterian  Junior  College. 

Dr.  Thompson  urged  the  students  to 
seek  to  understand  the  relationship  be- 
tween love  and  knowledge.  "Knowledge 
without  love  is  meaningless,"  he  said,  and 
"love  without  knowledge  is  ineffective."

GI  CHAPEL  IN  TURKEY 

(The  following  story  is  based  upon  a 
news  release  in  the  Greensboro  Daily 
Neics  of  June  28,  1959,  under  the  author- 
ship of  Charles  Manning.) 

A  $50,000  chapel  stands  today  on  a 
high  promontory  on  the  Black  Sea  coast 
of  Turkey,  the  result  of  the  dream  and 
efforts  of  a  Tar  Heel  soldier,  James  M. 
Boyte,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joe  L.  Boyte 
of  Moore  County.  The  Boytes  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Euphronia  Presbyterian 
Church  near  Carthage. 

Jim  Boyte  left  the  farm  in  1957,  and 
joined  his  army  unit  in  Turkey  during 
the  month  of  March.  He  soon  discovered 
a  lack  of  religious  services  and  led  a 
movement  to  oi^ganize  a  Sunday  School 
class.  Literature  was  provided  from  his 
home  church.  Only  five  GI's  attended  the 
first  meeting,  and  they  in  turn  rotated  in 
teaching  lessons. 

William  Mason  of  Virginia  wrote  home 
for  hymn  books.  The  class  grew  to  15,  and 
in  conference  with  a  visiting  chaplain,  set 
out  to  build  a  place  for  worship.  They 
began  the  program  with  an  offering  of 
$30,  expecting  to  complete  the  structure 
in  two  weeks.  It  was  twenty  months  in 
building.  Work  continued  as  long  as 
money  lasted. 

Jim  Boyte  was  architect,  and  after  completing  his 
drawings  he  prepared  a  cardboard  replica  of  the 
building  as  it  would  appear  when  completed.  The 
replica  was  used  as  an  offering  box. 

Jim  and  his  buddies  hauled  timber  30  miles  over 
snow-covered  mountains  to  a  Turkish  woodshop  to 
be  converted  by  hand  into  building  material. 

"Operation  Chapel"  spread  beyond  the  Turkish 
border  and  even  into  Europe  where  funds  were  re- 
ceived. The  chief  chaplain's  fund  of  Washington 
contributed  $2,500. 

Boyte's  project  became  so  large  that  he  was  re- 
lieved of  routine  military  duty  and  assigned  to  com- 
plete the  chapel  in  his  last  twelve  months  overseas. 

The  structure  required  53,000  brick.  950  bags  of 
cement,  23,000  feet  of  lumber,  and  when  finished  was 
76'/2  feet  long  by  3!  1-4  feet  wide.  The  floor  is  of 
white  mosaic  stone  and  redwood  beams  were  used 
in  the  ceiling. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  1958,  the  roof  just  completed, 
and  windows  installed,  the  chapel  was  dedicated 
with  Protestant  services  followed  by  a  midnight 
mass  for  Catholics. 

Boyte  is  now  a  student  in  Appalachian  State 
Teachers  College  at  Boone.

FROM  SCOTLAND 

The  Evening  Citizen  of  Glasgow,  under 
date  of  July  11,  carried  an  article  with 
the  heading,  "Scotland  Makes  the  Man 
From  America's  South  Feel  At  Home". 
The  reference  was  to  the  Rev.  Charles 
E.  Johnson,  Campus  Christian  Life  Min- 
ister at  Duke  University,  who  exchang- 
ed pulpits  with  the  Rev.  John  G.  M. 
Watt,  Minister  of  the  Pollokshields  East 
Church  in  Glasgow,  during  the  summer  of 
1959.  The  article  quotes  Mr.  Johnson  as 
saying,  "I  like  Scotland  very  much.  The 
people  have  been  grand.  In  commenting 
on  the  "Northern  hospitality"  of  Scotland, 
Mr.  Johnson  states  that  he  was  not  really 
surprised  since  "North  Carolina  was  set- 
tled by  Scots."  He  added  that  in  any 
event  one  does  not  "feel  strange  in  a 
Presbyterian  Church". 

The  article  refers  to  Mr.  Johnson  as  a 
keen  athlete  who  specializes  in  the  dis- 
tance events,  particularly  three  miles. 
Daily  he  is  reputed  to  keep  in  training  by 
running  six  miles. 

With  Mr.  Johnson  was  his  family,  includ- 
ing his  wife,  Elaine  and  his  three  chil- 
dren: Mark,  11,  Bruce,  7,  and  Sarah,  9 
months. 

The  Johnsons  flew  back  to  America  on 
September  4. 


HOMES 

The  Report  on  the  Homes  operated  by 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  present- 
ed to  Synod,  meeting  in  Charlotte,  June 
16-17,  by  the  Rev.  Jerry  C.  McCann,  Chair- 
man. It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Pres- 
byterian Home  at  High  Point  is  currently 
engaged  in  raising  capital  funds  of  $750,- 
000,  and  that  as  of  June  1,  the  total  re- 
ported by  the  Presbyteries  was  $238,911, 
of  which  Orange  Presbytery  reported 
$128,616. 

The  Home  is  currently  caring  for  ap- 
proximately 80  persons. 

The  Orphans'  Home  Report  revealed 
that  there  are  180  children  on  the  campus 
which  is  now  geared  for  a  bed  capacity  of 
225.  During  1958,  the  Home  operated  at 
78%  of  physical  capacity. 

The  total  cost  per  child  per  day  in  1958 
amounted  to  $4.53  including  an  average 
of  42^;  per  day  for  education.  This  is 
said  to  compare  favorably  with  costs  in 
other  Institutions.  The  Home  operated 
at  a  loss  of  $4,281  in  1958.

Last  Sunday  Dr.  Harrison  Ray  Anderson,  pastor 
of  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church,  Chicago,  and 
former  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly,  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  was  guest 
preacher  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte. On  this  occasion  he  presented  to  the  former 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  the  Honorable  Philip  F.  Howerton,  a  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  Charlotte  First  Church,  a  Celtic  Cross, 
as  a  symbol  of  the  tie  that  binds  Presbyterian  bod- 
ies together  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 


COUNCIL  ORGANIZED 

A  Durham  Presbyterian  Council  is  under  con- 
sideration by  the  six  Presbyterian  churches  of  Dur- 
ham. The  purpose  will  be  cooperative  study  of 
various  matters  relating  to  cooperative  enterprises 
such  as  expansion  in  new  areas.  Dr.  Keisey  Regen, 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  is  serving  as  convener 
of  a  meeting,  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
churches.  The  importance  of  the  projects  is  accel- 
erated by  the  Research  Triangle  being  developed  in 
the  Raleigh-Durham-Chapel  Hill  area,  where  it  is 
estimated  more  than  100,000  new  people  will  be 
concentrated  by  approximately  1970. 


GENERAL  COUNCIL 
CHAIRMAN 

Tully  Blair,  a  member  of  Highland  Church,  Win- 
ston-Salem, was  elected  chairman  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  at  a 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  November  5.  The  position  is 
regarded  as  the  second  highest  a  layman  can  hold, 
the  office  of  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly 
being  the  highest.  The  Council  is  composed  of  about 
60  representatives 
of  the  sixteen  Syn- 
ods and  is  respon- 
sible for  policy- 
making and  over- 
all planning  for 
the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Mr.  Blair,  pres- 
ident of  the  Secur- 
ity Life  and  Trust 
Co.,  has  served 
two  terms  on  the 
Council  and  has 
been  a  member  of 
the  Council's  bud- 
get committee  for 
several  years.  He 
was  a  leader  in 
organizing  the 
Highland  Church 
when  it  branched 
from  the  First 
Church  of  Win- 
ston-Salem ten  years  ago.  He  now  serves  as  an 
Elder  and  a  teacher  in  the  Men's  Bible  class. 
While  a  member  of  First  Church,  he  was  an  Elder 
for  eighteen  years  and  was  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  for  five  years.

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BUILDING  PROGRAM 
r  PROGRESSES 

The  building  program  at  Queens  Col- 
lege is  progressing  witli  the  beginning  of 
construction  on  the  Everett  Library  and 
acceptance  of  bids  for  the  Dana  Building. 
The  library  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the 
1960-1961  term,  and  the  Dana  Building  is 
expected  to  be  underway  by  November. 

Funds  for  the  Dana  Building,  which 
will  provide  18  seminar-type  classrooms, 
four  large  classrooms,  and  one  lecture 
hall  to  accommodate  175  students,  were 
provided  by  manufacturer-philanthropist 
Charles  A.  Dana  of  New  York  City. 

The  new  dormitory,  completed  in  Au- 
gust is  being  occupied  by  students. 


BOARD  MEETS 

Members  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Christian  Education  met  October  20-22  in 
Richmond,  to  review  recent  work  in  reli- 
gious book  printing  and  to  initiate  plans 
for  the  fifth  Presbyterian  Men's  Conven- 
tion. The  24  members  also  studied  the 
improvement  of  educational  curriculum 
and  discussed  plans  for  a  proposed  new 
office  building. 

The  Board  members  learned  that  the 
first  five  books  of  the  Layman's  Bible 
Commentary,  a  25-book  series  published 
by  John  Knox  Press,  have  reached  a  sales 
of  over  30,000  volumes.  Sales  for  other 
religious  books  are  $22,000  ahead  of  last 
year. 

The  Board  set  up  a  committee  to  recom- 
mend a  site,  date,  and  plans  for  the  fifth 
Presbyterian  Men's  Convention  to  be  held 
in  1963.  The  last  convention  was  held  in 
Miami  in  1957,  with  8,000  attending. 

Reports  for  the  division  and  use  of  the 
1621^  acre  tract  of  land  bought  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  new  office  build- 
ing in  Richmond  for  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  were  presented.  The 
Board  also  heard  an  offer  from  Charlotte 
to  locate  in  that  city  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  investigate  that  possi- 
bility. 

A  subcommittee  of  the  Board  studied 
papers  outlining  the  basic  philosophies  of 
Christian  learning,  in  continuation  of  the 
Curriculum  Improvement  Program.  At 
subsequent  meetings,  the  Board  hopes  to 
incorporate  these  philosophies  into  the 
educational  program  of  the  church. 


McBAIN  CLAN  GATHER  ON 
GRANDFATHER  MOUNTAIN 

On  Sunday,  July  12,  several  thousand 
members  of  the  Scottish  McBain  Clan 
gathered  on  Grandfather  Mountain  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  State,  together  with 
otlier  Scottish  clans,  now  established  as 
an  annual  affair. 

Hughston  Maynard  McBain  of  McBain, 
Chief  of  the  McBain  Clan,  was  guest  of 
honor.  McBain  inherited  the  chieftain- 
ship of  the  clan  early  this  year.  He  vis- 
ited Inverness,  Scotland,  in  March. 

The  guest  minister  and  speaker  on  the 
occasion  of  the  gathering  on  Grandfather 
Mountain  for  the  fourth  annual  event  was 
Dr.  Hubert  L.  Black,  native  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  and  pastor  of  the  Highland 
Church,  Fayetteville. 

The  program  included  Scottish  bands 
and  dance  groups  who  competed  for 
honors. 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  guests 
present  was  Major  Reginald  H.  Macdon- 
ald  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  lineal  descendant 
of  Flora  Macdonald. 

Governor  Luther  H.  Hodges  greeted  the 
distinguished  guest  just  prior  to  the 
gathering  at  Grandfather  Mountain. 


CHURCH  TAXATION 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Philadelphia, 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  recently  issued  a  statement  call- 
ing for  re-consideration  of  church  tax  ex- 
emption. Dr.  Blake  pointed  out.  "that 
great  concentration  of  wealth  and  eco- 
nomic power  in  the  hands  of  the  Ameri- 
can churches  will  in  the  long  run  frus- 
trate the  very  ends  which  they  proclaim 
and  profess". 

He  said  that  "American  churchmen 
need  seriously  to  grapple  with  the  charge 
made  by  the  anti-religious  that  church 
tax  exemption  in  the  U.  S.  is  but  a  slightly 
concealed  form  of  tax  support  of  the 
churches".  He  suggested  that  a  hundred 
years  from  now  "the  present  pattern  of 
religious  tax  exemption  by  federal,  state, 
and  municipal  authorities,  if  continued, 
may  present  the  State  with  problems  of 
such  magnitude  that  their  only  solution 
will  be  revolutionary  expropriation  of 
church  properties". 


MISSION  WORK  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA 

(Continued  from  page  5) 
cent,  and  the  Chilean  leadership  has  taken 
over  in  what  appears  to  be  a  vigorous 
fashion.  The  pastor  of  the  leading  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Santiago  owns  and 
operates  a  factory  and  three  stores,  and 
receives  no  salary  for  his  pastoral  serv- 
ices. A  more  devoted  leader  could  not 
be  found  anywhere. 

In  ARGENTINA,  the  Protestant  Seminary  in 
Buenos  Aires  has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the 
coming  of  some  young  and  dedicated  European 
scholars.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  their  im- 
pact on  this  institution  will  be  widely  felt  through- 
out Latin  America. 

The  nrain  mission  effort  of  our  own  church  in 
Latin' America  has  been  concentrated  in  BRAZIL 
where  we  have  three  separate  missions.  The  North 
Brazil  Mission  extends  from  Recife  through  Belem 
up  the  Amazon,  thus  covering  a  vast  territory.  The 
East  and  West  Missions,  in  the  central  South 
operate  in  the  States  of  Sao  Paulo,  Minas  Gerias! 
Goias,  and  Mato  Grosso.  Between  these  two  opera- 
tions, the  U.P.-U.S.A.  Church  has  its  Central  Brazil 
Mission  which  likewise  covers  an  extensive  terri- 
tory. 

The  program  of  the  missions  has  been  to  operate 
on  the  frontier  of  the  church  to  bring  churches  to 
adult  status  and  turn  them  over  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Brazil.  The  mission,  likewise,  operates 
most  of  the  educational  institutions  since  the  Bra- 
zilian Church  does  not  have  the  resources  for  such 
an  expensive  undertaking.  We  have  splendid  schools 


at  Lavras  and  Recife  and  Garanhuns.  There  are 
two  seminaries  that  are  controlled  by  the  Presby- 
terian Churches  U.S.  and  U.S.A.  together  with  the 
Brazilian  Church,  one  at  Recife  in  the  North  and 
the  other  at  Campinas  in  the  South.  A  third  is  in 
process  of  formation  in  Esplrito  Santo  in  the  cen- 
tral region  of  Brazil. 

The  Brazilian  Church  claims  to  be  the  most 
rapidly  growing  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  world 
and  there  is  much  evidence  to  justify  the  claim. 
Today  there  are  approximately  100,000  communi- 
cants with  a  constituency  of  more  than  200,000. 

At  a  recent  gathering  of  evangelical  missionaries, 
the  former  president  of  Ecuador  admonished  them 
to  cease  building  islands  and  to  begin  building 
bridges.  Too  much  of  the  mission  work  in  Latin 
Amercia  has  been  of  the  island  type  and  not  enough 
of  it  has  reached  into  the  life  of  these  countries. 
This  leader  feit  that  Latin  America  has  missed 
many  of  the  fruits  of  the  Reformation  and  was  the 
poorer  thereby.  It  is  the  hope  of  those  who  have 
the  work  of  the  missions  at  heart  that  the  evan- 
gelical Impact  will  be  made  more  and  more  in  the 
heart  of  Latin  American  life. 

The  future  of  the  missionary  in  Latin  America 
is  less  certain  that  it  was  a  few  years  ago.  In 
many  areas  the  missionary  is  viewed  as  an  agent 
of  American  economic  imperialism.  Frequently  the 
higher  standard  of  living  which  the  missionary  en- 
joys is  resented  by  the  nationals  who  do  much  the 
same  work  and  yet  receive  a  much  smaller  salary. 
The  Chilean  church  began  to  grow  only  after  the 
missionaries  left.  What  this  signifies,  I  do  not 
know;  but  I  do  know  that  in  Santiago,  Chile,  there 
is  a  completely  indigenous  Protestant  movement 
which  has  no  relationship  to  any  sending  country 
and  yet  it  has  in  its  two  largest  congregations  five 
times  the  entire  Chilean  Presbyterian  membership. 
In  Brazil,  the  Assembly  of  God,  a  Pentecostal  group 
with  little,  If  any,  connection  with  Pentecostal 
groups  in  other  countries,  has  grown  more  rapidly 
than  any  of  the  classical  Protestant  Churches  and 
has  approximately  five  times  the  membership  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  missionaries  whom  I  have  known  are  dedi- 
cated and  able  people  who  are  making  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  life  of  the  countries  where  they 
are.  Some  are  statesmen  of  the  first  order  and  are 
commending  the  love  of  God  to  the  people  of  Latin 
America  In  a  magnificent  way. 

One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  in  Brazil  is  the 
rise  of  indigenous  leadership.  The  Brazilian  Pres- 
byterian Church  Is  today  lieacJed  by  men  of  real 
stature.  The  more  or  less  permanent  moderator. 
Or.  Jose  Borges  Santos,  Jr.,  and  a  number  of  other 
leaders  of  the  church  will  compare  favorably  with 
the  leaders  of  any  church  anywhere.  The  semi- 
naries at  Campinas  and  Recife  report  the  largest 
enrollment  in  history  and  the  highest  quality  of 
students.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are 
more  native  Brazilian  pastors  than  there  are  native 
Brazilian  Roman  priests. 

We  can  be  very  proud  of  what  has  taken  place 
in  our  name  in  Latin  America,  and  as  these  coun- 
tries come  to  the  full  realization  of  their  strength, 
the  Protestant  community  will  increasingly  exercise 
a  salutary  influence  upon  the  life  of  these  coun- 
tries. In  many  areas  they  are  a  tiny  minority;  in 
some  they  are  mildly  persecuted.  But  everywhere 
they  have  a  wonderful  spirit  and  the  future  seems 
to  be  with  them. 
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COLLEGES  EXPERIMENT 

Queens  and  Davidson  are  among  the 
seventeen  Presbyterian  colleges  experi- 
menting this  year  with  a  project  for  send- 
ing faculty  and  administrative  personnel 
to  sister  campuses  for  trading  ideas  to 
improve  educational  techniques.  The  pro- 
gram is  co-ordinated  by  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  through  the  Division 
of  Higher  Education. 

Among  other  new  educational  ideas, 
the  visitors  will  observe  experiments  in 
independent  study  for  qualified  students 
and  the  execution  of  a  "junior  year 
abroad"  program  which  provides  a  year 
at  a  foreign  institution.  They  will  also 
witness  experiments  of  emphasis  on  a 
comprehensive  approach  to  liberal  educa- 
tion rather  than  departmental  courses. 

EXECUTIVE 

The  Rev.  Ralph  L.  Buchanan,  Pastor  of 
the  Hawflelds  Church  near  Mebane  for 
the  past  ten  years,  recently  accepted  a 
call  to  become  Executive  Secretary  of 
Piedmont  Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  with  headquarters  at  An- 
derson. 

The  Hawflelds  Church,  established  in 
1755,  is  the  church  of  the  family  of  the 
late  W.  Kerr  Scott,  former  North  Carolina 
Governor  and  U.  S.  Senator.  Mr.  Buc- 
hanan offered  prayer  in  the  Senate  when 
Mr.  Scott  first  took  office. 

PRESBYTERY  MEETINGS 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Matheson,  pastor  of  Clinchfield 
and  Druscilla  Churches,  was  elected  moderator  of 
Concord  Presbytery  at  the  meeting  of  the  group  in 
Concord,  October  22.  He  succeeds  Carey  P.  Low- 
rance  of  Mooresville,  an  elder  at  Prospect  Church. 

Dr.  B.  Grier  Martin,  of  Davidson  College,  ad- 
dressed the  Presbytery  concerning  the  work  of  Da- 
vidson College.  Other  speaiters  were  Dr.  J.  H. 
Carter,  acting  president  of  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial 
Association,  Banner  Elk;  and  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dim- 
mock,  secretary  of  the  Division  of  Evangelism, 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  Atlanta,  who  spoke  on 
"The  Presbyterian  Mission  to  the  Nation,"  an 
evangelistic  effort  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
L).

The  nation's  capital  has  518  places  of 
worship,  a  census  taken  by  the  National 
Capital  Area  Council  of  Churches  in 
Washington  disclosed. 

American  Protestant  young  people,  in- 
cluding members  of  the  U.  S.  Armed 
Forces,  have  contributed  more  than  $241,- 
000  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  Inter- 
national Christian  University  in  Japan. 

Concurrent  legislation  to  take  some 
American  ships  and  planes  out  of  moth- 
balls and  turn  them  into  a  "great  White 
Fleet"  of  mercy  was  introduced  in  both 
houses  of  Congress.  Such  a  fleet.  Sena- 
tors Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and  George  D. 
Aiken  emphasized,  would  be  "a  symbol, 
not  of  American  power,  but  of  American 
goodwill,  friendship  and  maturity". 

A  silver  medal  and  $750  for  educational 
purposes  was  awarded  by  the  Carnegie 
Hero  Fund  Commission  in  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.  to  Shirley  O'Neill,  the  19-year-old 
Catholic  girl  who  courageously  went  to 
the  aid  of  a  youth  attacked  by  a  killer 
shark  in  San  Francisco  Bay.  The  girl 
towed  Mr.  Kogler  50  yards  to  the  beach 
and  scooped  up  sea  water  and  baptized 
the  youth.  Mr.  Kogler  died  two  and  a 
half  hours  later. 

Methodist  Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  called  on  Americans  to  stop 
this  malicious  criticism  of  Chiang  Kai- 
shek,  whose  government  is  pro-Christian, 
pro-democratic  and  pro-American." 

Bobby  Hill,  a  13-year-old  Negro  boy 
from  Waycross,  Ga.  and  son  of  a  U.  S. 
Air  Force  sergeant  with  NATO  headquar- 
ters in  Naples,  Italy,  received  a  pat  on 
the  head  and  a  warm  "thank  you"  from 
Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  for  starting  a  move 
which  led  to  some  $400,000  in  medical 
supplies  being  shipped  to  the  famed  Prot- 
estant Missionary's  hospital  in  Africa.

which  the  press  and  the  public  in  a  pre- 
dominantly Roman  Catholic  country  have 
come  to  acknowledge  and  accept  our 
Church.  The  Brazilian  press,  radio  and 
T.V.  gave  excellent  coverage  of  the  entire 
meeting.  The  first  impression  upon  ar- 
rival was  indeed  heartening.  We  went 
directly  to  our  hotel  and  thence  on  to  the 
first  evening  of  the  Conference. 

A  short  resume  of  your  Study  Guide  will  remind 
you  that  this  oldest  ecumenical  organization  of 
Protestant  Christendom  was  formed  in  London  in 
1875  Its  purpose  was  to  join  together  "those

mittee  investigating  juvenile  delinquency  reported 
in  Washington  recently.    This  means  that  one  out 
of  five  adolescents  will  have  a  court  record. 

Opposition  to  the  election  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
as  President  of  the  United  States  was  expressed 
before  the  17th  annual  convention  of  the  National 
Association  of  Evangelicals  meeting  in  Los  Angeles 
in  April,  by  Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat,  Exec- 
utive Editor  of  Christianity  Today.  Said  Dr.  Bell. 
"Any  country  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  domi- 
nates suppresses  the  rights  of  evangelicals.  For 
that  reason,  thinking  Americans  view  with  alarm 
the  possible  election  of  a  Roman  Catholic  as  Pres- 
ident." 

Mr.  Edward  L.  Weikert,  a  68-year-old  Miami  nu- 
mismatist and  a  retired  Department  of  Labor  Coun- 
selor, claims  to  have  all  60  of  the  coins  mentioned 
in  the  Bible.  He  said  they  are  among  more  than 
16.000  coins  and  bills  which  he  has  collected  since 
he  was  six  years  old. 

Eighteen  church-related  colleges  and  universities 
were  among  those  receiving  grants  under  a  $2,350,- 
000  Aid-To-Education  program  of  the  U.  S.  Steel 
Foundation.  Awarded  the  largest  amount  among 
the  Church  schools  was  the  Catholic  University  of 
America,  Washington,  D.  C,  which  received  a  to- 
tal of  $100,000. 

Euthanasia,  or  mercy  killing  when  a  dying  pa- 
tient is  suffering  from  an  incurable  disease,  was 
described  by  Dr.  Leslie  Weatherhead,  pastor  of 
City  Temple,  London,  recently,  as  "a  Christian 
act."  However,  the  minister  warned  the  responsi- 
bility for  such  action  must  not  be  left  only  to  a 
doctor  in  private  practice.  Dr.  Weatherhead,  world 
famous  for  his  writings,  is  a  past  president  of  the 
Methodist  Conference  of  Great  Britain. 

Dr.  Roswell  P.  Barnes  of  New  York,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  United  States  Conference  for  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  said  it  is  "stupid,  un- 
iust,  and  cruel"  for  free  Christians  not  to  keep  in 
touch  with  their  co-religionists  !n  Communist  coun- 
tries on  the  assumption  that  people  who  remain  in 
those  nations  are  Red  anents.  He  urged  Christians 
in  America  and  other  free  countries  to  buMd  "a 
bridge  of  understanding"  with  Euronean  Chrhtians 
to  mitinate  tensions  without  surrendering  Christian 
principles. 

Judne  Jennie  Loitman  Barron  of  thp  Superior 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  whose  parents  fled  to  this 
country  to  escape  the  persecutions  of  C^arist  Rus- 
sia in  1887.  was  named  American  Mother  of  the 
Year  for  1959.  Mrs.  Daniel  A.  Polinn.  President 
of  the  American  Mothers  Committee,  announced  her 
selection  before  a  gathering  in  New  York  in  early 
May  of  mothers  from  all  over  the  country  chosen 
by  their  State  committees  as  State  Mothers  of  1959. 

Judge  Barron,  who  Is  Jewish,  was  selected  for 
her  success  as  a  mother,  her  relinmus  and  spiritual 
integrity,  her  constant  nract'ce  of  the  Oolden  Rule, 
and  her  sense  of  civic  and  international  under- 
standing. She  is  the  mother  of  three  rtanghters, 
one  of  whom  died  in  1956.  She  is  67,  "nd  the  wife 
of  an  attorney.  Samuel  Barron.  Jr.  Thev  live  In 
BrnokPne.  Mass..  and  have  seven  aran't<"''Mdren.

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bower.  While  holding  talks  at  Camp  David,  Mr., 
Eisenhower  drove  to  Gettysburg  and  attended  serv- 
,ices  at  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  After  t;ie 
service  he  confided  to  the  minister.  Rev.  Robert  A. 
McAskill,  that  he  invited  Khrushchev,  but  Khrush- 
chev refused,  saying  that  it  would  be  "a  shock"  to 
his  people. 

Americans  will  spend  almost  twice  as  much  on 
cigarettes  in  1959  as  they  will  contribute  to  their 
churches,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  pre- 
dicts. Retail  purchases  will  total  near  $6  billion 
this  year  while  total  gifts  to  churches  are  a  little 
more  than  $3  billion.  The  department  said  Ameri- 
cans spent  a  record  $51/2  billion  on  cigarettes  in 
1958.  Average  consumption  is  24  cigarettes  per 
day  for  men  and  10  a  day  for  women. 

The  million  dollar  mark  has  been  reached  by 
the  N.  C.  Foundation  of  Church  Related  Colleges, 
organized  five  years  ago  to  raise  money  to  aid  27 
church  supported  colleges  in  the  state.  A  gift  from 
the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company  brought  the 
total  amount  contributed  to  $1,019,329. 

Protestant,  Roman  Catholic,  and  Jewish  spokes- 
men have  joined  government  leaders  in  urging  a 
new  and  more  effective  campaign  against  obscenity 
in  the  mail.  Postmaster  Arthur  E.  Summerfield 
said  that  the  sales  volume  of  "mail  order  obscen- 
ity" has  doubled  in  the  last  five  years,  and  could 
double  again  in  the  next  four  years.  This  would 
mean  that  "as  early  as  1963  we  could  expect  that 
one  school-aged  child  out  of  every  18  will  be  the 
target  of  these  purveyors  of  filth." 

Americans  spend  $10,800,000,000  a  year  for  alco- 
holic beverages — enough  to  build  a  new  $1,232,877 
school  every  hour  or  pay  every  teacher  $8,000,  ac- 
cording to  the  president  of  the  Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union.  "Instead  of  investing  the  money 
to  compete  with  Russian  education,"  said  Mrs. 
Glenn  G.  Hays,  "America  is  spending  it  for  head- 
aches and  hangovers." 

Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer,  celebrated  philosopher  and 
medical  missionary  in  French  Equatorial  Africa, 
was  presented  the  Sonning  Peace  Prize  for  his  out- 
standing contributions  to  European  culture.  The 
prize,  accompanied  by  $14,300  for  Or.  Schweitzer's 
hospital  work  in  the  African  jungles,  was  awarded 
in  Copenhagen.  Dr.  Schweitzer  was  described  as 
"the  great  exception  among  us — a  man  who  has 
served  love  and  truth  all  his  life,  but  has  gone 
about  doing  so  in  his  own  way."  At  another  cere- 
mony. Dr.  Schweitzer  was  presented  a  check  for 
$140,000  representing  receipts  from  a  Danish  film 
depicting  his  work  in  Africa. 

The  first  concordance  reference  edition  of  the 
Revised  Standard  Version  of  the  Bible  was  pub- 
lished by  Thomas  Nelson  &  Sons,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
seventh  anniversary  of  the  RSV.  In  compiling  the 
concordance  for  the  new  reference  Bible,  the  use 
of  Univac,  electronic  "brain,"  cut  cross-indexing 
time  to  400  hours,  compared  to  the  30  years  it  took 
scholars  to  index  the  King  James  Version. 

A  U.  S.  Protestant  theologian.  Dr.  William  Nor- 
man Pittenger,  on  a  lecture  tour  of  Australia,  said 
recently  that  the  lack  of  "co-operative  under- 
standing" on  the  part  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  is  impeding  Christian  unity.  "One  of  the 
real  difficulties  in  reunion  discussions,"  he  said, 
"has  been  the  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the 
Roman  Catholics  to  take  other  than  a  stand  invit- 
ing complete  submission  to  Rome,  without  any  at- 
tempt at  cooperative  understanding." 

A  common  English  translation  of  the  Bible  for 
Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  was  endorsed  in 
the  October  24  issue  of  AMERICA,  national  Jesuit 
weekly.  Father  Walter  M.  Abbott,  S.  J.,  an  asso- 
ciate editor  of  the  magazine,  said  that  some  Biblical 
scholars  think  agreement  in  linguistic  studies  has 
reached  the  point  where  a  uniform  translation  ac- 
ceptable to  both  religions  is  a  real  possibility. 
"Since  Catholics  and  Protestants  use  the  same 
critical  editions  of  the  Biblical  manuscripts  as  the 
basis  for  their  work,"  he  said,  "it  would  seem  an 
easy  step  to  a  joint  translation  of  the  Bible  for 
the  Christian  people."  The  translation  was  also 
seen  as  a  unifying  influence  theologically  and  of 
ecumenical  significance. 

Mayor  Robert  Wagner  of  New  York  joined  Prot- 
estant and  Orthodox  leaders  in  dedicating  the  site 
of  the  $250,000  Protestant  chapel  to  be  built  at 
Idlewlld  International  Airport  early  next  year. 
Mayor  Wagner  said  completion  of  the  Trl-falth 
Center,  with  the  opening  of  the  Protestant  chapel 
at  the  "aerial  gateway  of  America,"  will  stand  as 
"a  living  symbol  of  our  three  major  faiths  joining 
hands  in  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  the  love  of 
God."  A  Roman  Catholic  chapel  already  is  in  use 
and  a  Jewish  chapel  was  begun  this  year. 

A  reconstructed  Reformation  Memorial  church 
was  dedicated  on  Reformation  Day,  October  31,  in 
Worms,  West  Germany,  where  16th  century  German 
Reformer  Martin  Luther  declared  his  Protestant 
faith  with  the  words,  "Here  I  stand,  I  cannot  do 
otherwise."  Known  also  as  Holy  Trinity,  the 
church  was  destroyed  in  World  War  11,  but  con- 
tributions for  Its  restoration  came  from  all  over  the 
world,  as  well  as  from  71  West  German  cities  and 
towns.  ...  , 

A  new  survey  of  the  Jewish  communities  of  the 
world  indicates  that  there  are  about  12,082,000  Jews 
living  in  119  lands  and  territories.  The  survey 
lists  6,176,000  Jews  in  the  Americas  (5,200,000  of 
them  in  the  U.  S.)  :  3,273,500  in  Europe  of  whom 
about  2,000,000  are  In  the  Soviet  Union;  2,006,400 
in  Asia,  including  1,822,361  in  Israel;  560,900  in 
all  Africa  and  64,500  in  Australasia.

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  (photo 
page  3),  John  Q.  Dickinson,  Professor  of 
Church  History  and  Polity,  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  will  address  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  when  it  meets  at  Myers 
Park  Church,  Charlotte,  June  16-17,  in 
connection  with  the  Report  of  Synod's 
Council.  The  Report  will  be  presented  at 
9:15  A.  M.,  Wednesday,  June  17. 

Dr.  Thompson  is  the  son  of  the  late  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Ernest  Thompson,  and  his 
father  also  was  a  Moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  Virginia  and 
holds  a  M.A.  degree  from  Columbia  Uni- 
versity in  New  York.  He  also  holds  a 
B.D.  degree  from  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary of  Richmond,  where  he  was  the 
Moses  D.  Hogue  Fellow.  He  has  done 
graduate  work  at  Biblical  Seminary  in 
New  York  and  at  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. 

Dr.  Thompson  served  in  the  First  World 
War  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the  Medical 
Corps  and  later  as  a  first  lieutenant  and 
chaplain  with  one  year  of  servive  over- 
seas.    He  served  one  pastorate  in  the 
state  of  Texas  and  has  been  pro- 
fessor in  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary since  1923. 

He  is  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Omi- 
cron  Delta  Kappa,  a  member  of 
the  American  Society  of  Church 
History,  and  of  Hanover  Presby- 
tery. He  is  also  the  author  of 
several  books,  and  is  a  co-editor 
of  Presbyterian  Outlook. 

He  has  served  on  important 
committees  of  the  General  As- 
sembly and  of  the  Boards  of  the 
Assembly.  He  was  a  Stone  lec- 
turer at  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary,  and  twice  served  as 
Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia. Honorary  degrees  have 
been  conferred  upon  him  by  his 
alma  mater  and  by  Washington 
and  Lee  University.

The  146th  annual  sessions  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  convene  in  Charlotte, 
June  16-17.  Queens  College  will  act  as  host  to  the  Synod  for  lodging  and  meals,  and 
sessions  will  be  held  in  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Covenant  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Synod  will  open  at  8  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  June  16,  in  the  Myers  Park  Church  of  which 
the  Reverend  James  E.  Fogartie  (Associate  Minister,  Dr.  A.  Clarke  Dean)  is  pastor. 
The  Tuesday  evening  session  will  convene  in  the  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  where 
Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall  (Associate  Minister,  Dr.  Harry  H.  Bryan)  is  minister. 

The  Retiring  Moderator  of  Synod  is  Dr.  Kelsey  Regen,  minister  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Durham,  and  he  will  preach  the  sermon  Tuesday  evening  in  connec- 
tion with  the  annual  memorial  service  to  deceased  ministers  and  elders,  preceding 
the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Dr.  Regen's  topic  will  be,  "The  Christian's 
Courage." 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  supports  five  colleges  and  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  besides  the  Orphans'  Home  in  Barium  Springs  and  the  Presby- 
terian Home  for  the  Aged  at  High  Point.  The  assets  of  the  agencies  and  institutions 
of  Synod  approximate  thirty  million  dollars,  with  total  annual  operating  budgets  in

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CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Christian 
Education  will  report  to  Synod  through 
its  Chairman,  the  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie, 
Minister  of  the  Myers  Park  Church,  Char- 
lotte, that  during  1958,  456  vacation 
church  schools  were  conducted  in  the 
Synod  with  an  enrollment  of  35,934  pu- 
pils and  7,087  adult  workers.  The  Report 
will  review  various  camps,  conferences, 
and  schools  which  were  conducted  during 
1958  for  children,  youth,  adults,  and  lead- 
ers in  the  field  of  education. 

The  Report  points  out  that  in  1959  the 
Synod  is  returning  to  the  plan  of  former 
years  of  holding  a  Youth  Conference  at 
the  Synod  level  for  an  unlimited  number 
of  youth  of  the  high  school  age. 

During  1958,  the  Men  of  the  Synod 
sponsored  the  Christian  Youth  Conference 
for  Negro  Young  People  at  Fayetteville 
State  Teachers  College  with  an  attend- 
ance of  100. 

The  Men  of  the  Synod  will  meet  again 
at  Montreat  June  26-28,  1959.  600  were 
in  attendance  at  the  1958  meeting. 

The  Report  lists  thirteen  Teacher-Con- 
sultant Training  Centers  in  the  Synod 
where  expert  help  is  provided  for  all  age 
groups  in  the  Program  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. Last  year,  the  Report  indicates, 
the  following  leadership  programs  were 
provided  by  the  Committee:  Leadership 
Schools — 12;  Clinics — 19;  Demonstration 
Classes — 2;  Camps  and  conferences: 
Junior — 12,  Pioner — 19,  Senior — 10,  Pio- 
neer Conclaves— 5,  SHF  Presbytery  Coun- 
cils—9,  or  a  total  of  55.  In  addition  there 
were  three  church  school  administrative 
conferences,  22  vacation  church  school  in- 
stitutes, 5  young  adult  rallies,  16  other 
conferences  and  workshops  and  six  new 
training  centers  given  accreditation. 

The  Audio-Visual  Department  under 
Miss  Beatrice  Kiser,  Charlotte,  reports  a 
monthly  circulation  for  this  Department 
of  236  audio-visual  aids,  and  that  approx- 
imately 150  churches  in  the  Synod  used 
the  services  last  year,  totalling  2,835 
different  pieces  of  Audio-visual  material 
used. 

The  Committee  ended  the  year  with  a 
deficit  of  approximately  $4,500.00. 

The  personnel  of  the  Committee  will 
receive  commendation  by  Synod.  These 
are  the  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Di- 
rector of  Christian  Education,  Charlotte, 
and  Area  Workers  as  follows:  Miss  Helen 
Cole,  Orange  Presbytery;  Miss  Eloise 
Wells,  Concord  and  Winston-Salem  Pres- 
byteries; Miss  Dorothy  Ray,  Kings  Moun- 
tain Presbytery.

AND  HIS  WORK  TO  REPORT 

The  Synod's  permanent  committee  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work,  the  Rev.  J. 
R.  McAlpin,  Chairman,  will  recommend 
to  Synod  that  the  Layman's  Committee 
to  study  ministers'  salaries  be  continued 
for  another  year,  and  that  another  special 
committee  be  named  by  Synod  to  make  a 
study  of  the  salaries  of  ministers  and 
lay  personnel  employed  by  the  various 
institutions  and  agencies  of  Synod. 

A  second  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee will  be  to  the  effect  that  Presby- 
teries study  the  advisability  of  requiring 
physical  and  psychological  examinations 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  study 
ministers'  salaries  will  be  presented  by 
J.  B.  Brewer,  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Rocky 
Mount  First  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
two  reports  will  follow  consecutively  on 
Wednesday  morning,  June  17,  beginning 
at  11:15.  The  Honorable  Ralph  Scott  of 
Burlington,  brother  of  the  late  Gov.  Kerr 
Scott,  and  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Haw- 
fields  Presbyterian  Church,  will  speak  in 
connection  with  the  report  on  ministers' 
salaries. 

The  report  will  call  to  the  attention  of 
Synod  that,  while  considerable  progress 
has  been  made  among  the  presbyteries 
in  regard  to  increase  in  ministers'  overall 
income,  this  is  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  the  Committee  has  urged  the  various 
presbyteries  to  insist  that  churches  pro- 
vide ministers  sufficient  allowances  to 
cover  expenses  of  operating  automobiles, 
purchasing  books,  and  other  items  which 
relate  to  expense  of  the  church  office. 

Among  the  presbyteries  which  have 
made  definite  progress  during  the  last 
year  are  Concord,  which  according  to  the 
Layman's  report  to  Synod  "made  recom- 
mendations to  the  Concord  Presbjrtery 
considerably  beyond  Synod's  Layman's 
Committee";  Orange  Presbytery,  which 
has  established  a  minimum  salary  of 
$4,500,  plus  a  car  allowance  of  $800.  The 
Committee  calls  to  the  attention  of  Synod 
that  the  "major  effort  of  the  Committee 
during  the  past  year  has  been  to  change 
the  policy  of  the  church  regarding  sala- 
ries of  ministers,  which  is  said  to  be  ba- 
sically wrong  and  unfair."  The  report 
calls  for  presbyteries  and  churches  paying 
in  full  professional  expenses  of  ministers. 

The  Lay  Committee  points  out  that  the 
minister  today  must  be  "student,  scholar, 
orator,  businessman,  spiritual  guide,  fam- 
ily relations  expert,  psychologist,  wel- 
fare worker,  and  community  leader,"  an 
impossible  performance. 

The  report  further  points  out  that  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  in  a  recent 
study  of  ministers'  salaries,  mentions  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  as  a  pioneer  in 
the  field  of  studying  ministers'  salaries. 

The  Committee's  recommendations  ask 
Synod  to  urge  churches  to  review  annual- 
ly ministers'  salaries  and  professional 
expenses,  and  that  each  presbytery  be  re- 
quested to  establish  a  Layman's  Commit- 
tee on  ministers'  salaries.

LIVING  EPISTLES 

Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  Secretary  of 
the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Negro 
Work,  Board  of  Church  Extension,  Atlan- 
ta, is  author  of  a  new  booklet,  Livnig 
Epistles.  The  sub-title  of  the  book  is 
"Home  Mission  Postmarks". 

The  book  presents  a  brief  biographical 
sketch  of  five  outstanding  Home  Mission 
workers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  who, 
according  to  Dr.  Pritchard,  "come  from 
widely  different  backgrounds  and  repre- 
sent a  variety  of  callings". 

The  several  personalities  are  Guadalupe  L.  VII- 
lareal,  graduate  of  Tex-Mex  Institute  in  Texas  and 
a  teacher  in  that  institution:  Juanita  O'Banion 
Spivey,  an  Indian  maiden  with  an  Irish  name,  a 
product  of  the  Goodland  Indian  Orphanage  at  Hugo, 
Oklahoma,  and  later  of  the  Assembly's  Training 
School  in  Richmond,  Director  of  Chrisitan  Educa- 
tion, later  marired  to  the  Rev.  Raymond  B.  Spivey 
of  North  Carolina  serving  in  Oklahoma;  B.  Brus- 
ter  Hardy,  graduate  of  Stillman  College  in  Tusca- 
loosa, Alabama  and  later  Dean  of  the  same  insti- 
tution; Nick  C.  Nouccio,  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Tampa,  a  product  of  Ybor  City  Presbyterian 
Church;  and  the  Rev.  Denver  S.  Blevins,  a  product 
of  the  mountain  region  of  Ashe  County,  N.  C.  and 
currently  pastor  of  the  Neuse  Forest  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Albemarle  Presbytery. 

The  sketch  on  Mr.  Blevins  points  out  that  since 
he  became  minister  of  the  church  in  1952  the  mem- 
bership has  grown  from  197  to  more  than  500  with 
a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  more  than  600,  and 
that  he  has  led  the  congregation  in  a  $117,000 
building  program. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  Mr.  Blevins'  first  minister,  sum- 
med up  a  sketch  of  him  as  follows:  "Denver's  is  an 
Horatio  Alger  story  by  the  grace  of  God  through 
Presbyterian  Home  Missions.  He  is  worth  far  more 
to  the  Kingdom  than  all  Home  Mission  money  ever 
spent  in  Ashe  County." 


VITAL  STATISTICS— 1958 

Vital  statistics  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  for  the  year  1958,  show  a  total 
membership  in  the  nine  Presbyteries  of 
141,136,  a  gain  of  2,143,  over  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  total  number  of  members, 
574  are  ministers  in  contrast  to  551  for 
the  year  before. 

During  the  year  1958,  4,758  were  re- 
ceived on  profession  of  faith  in  contrast 
to  4,525  in  1957.  The  number  received  by 
letter  and  reaffirmation  was  7,534,  as 
compared  with  7,353  the  year  before.  A 
total  of  2,591  adults  were  baptized  in 
contrast  to  2,514  in  1957,  and  2,831  in- 
fants as  compared  to  2,843  the  year  be- 
fore. 

The  largest  Presbytery  is  Mecklenburg, 
embracing  the  area  around  Charlotte 
with  a  membership  of  32,945.  In  order 
thereafter,  the  Presbyteries  rank  Orange, 
in  the  area  of  Greensboro,  21,971;  Fay- 
etteville,  the  area  around  Fayetteville, 
17,648;  Concord,  the  area  of  Statesville, 
16,766;  Wilmington,  the  area  around  Wil- 
mington, 13,040;  Granville,  the  Raleigh- 
Durham  area,  with  11,449;  Albemarle, 
the  Northeastern  area  of  the  State,  9,635; 
Kings  Mountain,  the  area  around  Gas- 
tonia,  9,207;  and  Winston-Salem,  the  area 
around  the  city  of  Winston-Salem,  7,901. 

The  Synod  is  composed  of  637  churches. 
During  the  year,  six  churches  were  dis- 
solved. There  are  a  total  of  169  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  in  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries. Six  ministers  were  lost  by 
death. 

Sunday  School  enrollment  at  the  end 
of  1958  was  131,785.  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery stood  first  in  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment with  a  total  of  31,260.  In  order 
thereafter  they  ranked  as  follows:  Or- 
ange, 20,556;  Fayetteville,  17,055;  Con- 
cord, 14,654;  Wilmington,  12,334;  Gran- 
ville, 10,314;  Albemarle,  9,412;  Kings 
Mountain,  8,440;  and  Wilmington,  7,377. 

The  Soul-winning  ratio  of  the  Synod, 
the  number  of  members  required  to  win 
one  soul  to  Christ  in  a  year,  was  29,  with 
the  Presbytery  of  Albemarle  leading  the 
Synod  in  this  respect.  The  spiritual 
birthrate,  the  growth  by  professions  of 
faith  during  the  year,  averaged  for  the 
Synod  3.42%,  and  again  Albemarle  Pres- 
bytery led  the  Synod.  The  Soul-winning 
ratio  for  the  Synod  improved  over  the 
previous  year,  but  the  spiritual  birthrate 
declined. 

The  number  of  churches  reporting  no 
professions  of  faith  during  1958  was  124 
in  contrast  to  158  in  1957.

solidated Presbyterian  College,  to  be 
built  at  Laurinburg. 

The  case  was  tried  May  25-27  with 
James  K.  Dorsett,  Raleigh  attorney, 
representing  the  defense,  and  R.  L. 
McMillan  and  Judge  L.  R.  Varser  of 
Lumberton,  the  plaintiffs.

Dr.  Mar- 
ney, minister  of  Myers  Park  Baptist 
Church,  preached  the  Baccalaureate  Ser- 
mon; and  Mrs.  Johnson,  a  graduate  of  the 
college  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  brought  the  commencement 
convocation.

During  the  eight  years  of  ex- 
istence the  church  has  grown 
to  a  membership  of  954.  The 
Session  has  received  a  total  of 
1,168  communing  members,  and 
dismissed  a  total  of  186  mem- 
bers. 

The  church  has  given  $950,- 
000  to  all  causes  since  its  or- 
ganization.   Of  this  amount,  $221,000  was 
given  to  benevolences;  $285,500  to  current 


expenses,  and  $460,000  to  the  building 
fund. 

During  its  brief  span  the  church  has 
seen  255  children  baptised,  and  35  adults. 


CALVIN  AUDITORIUM 

On  June  1  Calvin  Auditorium  was  re- 
stored to  its  16th  Century  appearance  in 
a  dedication  service  in  Geneva.  The  build- 
ing, which  will  be  a  memorial  center  for 
world  Presbyterians,  was  restored  by 
$150,000  raised  by  churches  in  the  World 
Presbyterian  Alliance.  The  dedication  is 
one  of  several  events  being  held  during 
the  "Reformed  and  Presbyterian  Jubi- 
lee," celebrating  the  450th  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  John  Calvin,  and  the  400th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Calvin's 
Academy  in  Geneva.  It  is  also  the  400th 
anniversary  of  the  first  national  synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  France,  the 
first  synod  so  organized. 


WESTMINISTER  FELLOWSHIP

The  Westminster  Fellowship  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened  in  a 
three-day  conference  in  the  early  Spring 
at  Camp  New  Hope  near  Chapel  Hill.

Vice-moderator  Joe  Vereault  of  David- 
son reported  on  the  college-orientation 
visitations  to  local  S.H.F.'s  and  presby- 
tery rallies.  Preparations  are  being  made 
for  expanding  the  program  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  policy  for  the  Synod  W.F.  news- 
paper was  discussed  and  a  definite  deci- 
sion was  delayed  until  the  fall  meeting. 

Ecumenical  Relations  Coordinator,  Ed 
Mesta  of  Duke  recommended  closer  co- 
operation in  campus  religious  publica- 
tions and  full  support  of  the  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Student  Christian  Coun- 
cil.

WOODSON  HONORED 

Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  President 
of  Flora  Macdonald  and  former  stu- 
dent in  Presbyterian  College  at  Clin- 
ton, South  Carolina,  brought  the  prin- 
cipal address  at  Homecoming  exer- 
cises several  weeks  ago  on  the  subject 
"As  I  Remember  Dr.  Douglas".  The 
address  dealt  with  the  life  of  a  former 
president  of  the  college.

1,000  children  under  18  years  of  age.

"The  Presbyterian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  has  launched  out  on  a 
broad  program  in  Christian  Higher 
Education.  You  see  it  beginning 
here  today.  This  step  is  one  of 
necessity.  If  the  church-related  col- 
lege is  to  survive,  it  must  be  able  to 
compete  in  every  way  with  secular 
and  state  supported  education. 

"We  plan  to  construct  here  a  col- 
lege with  beauty  of  campus,  excel- 
lence of  plant,  quality  of  instruc- 
tion, and  forever  dedicated  to  main- 
taining in  this  world  the  light  which 
radiantly  shines  forth  from  the  face 
of  Jesus  Christ."

GIVING  OF  SYNOD  IN  1958 

statistics  on  Stewardship  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  at 
Myers  Park  Church,  Charlotte,  June  16- 
17,  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Sec- 
retary and  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod, 
reveal  that  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
gave  In  1958  a  total  of  $12,811,548,  to  all 
causes  including  benevolences,  current 
expenses,  and  building  expenses.  The 
figure  for  1957  was  $11,925,360.  The  in- 
crease was  $886,188,  as  compared  with 
$415,233,  for  1957  over  1956. 

Total  benevolences  in  1958  were  $3,- 
238,987  in  comparison  with  $3,084,174  for 
1957,  an  increase  of  $154,813.00.  The  Syn- 
od gave  to  budgeted  causes  $2,207,083, 
and  1,031,904,  to  non-budgeted  causes. 

The  total  current  expenses  for  1958 
were  $6,485,758  in  contrast  to  $6,048,762 
in  1957,  or  an  increase  of  $436,996.  Build- 
ing expenses  for  1958  totalled  $3,086,803 
in  contrast  to  $2,792,424  in  1957,  an  in- 
crease of  $294,379  in  contrast  to  $51,784 
increase  in  1957  over  1956. 

Per-capita  giving  among  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Synod  reveals  that  the 
Synod  gave  an  average  of  $90.77  to  all 
causes  in  contrast  to  $85.80  for  1957,  and 
$95.16  for  the  General  Assembly.  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  led  the  Synod  with 
a  per-capita  gift  to  all  causes  of  $123.11; 
however,  in  benevolence  giving,  Winston- 
Salem  Presbytery  led  the  Synod  with  a 
per-capita  average  of  $36.31,  in  contrast 
to  the  Synod  average  of  $22.95.  In  the 
overall  per-capita  giving,  other  Presby- 
teries followed  in  order:  Winston-Salem, 
$109.18;  Mecklenburg,  $97.89;  Orange, 
$92.23;  Albemarle,  $88.07;  Granville, 
$86.65;  Concord,  $86.47;  Fayetteville, 
$75.28;  and  Wilmington,  $68.45. 

Per-capita  benevolence  giving  by  the 
Synod  was  $22.95  in  contrast  to  $22.19  in 
1957,  and  $22.32  by  the  General  Assembly 
for  1958.  By  Presbyteries  the  per-capita 
rank  for  benevolences  was  as  follows: 
Winston-Salem,  $36.31;  Kings  Mountain, 
$27.35;  Mecklenburg,  $25.65;  Orange, 
$24.73;  Concord,  $21.53;  Fayetteville, 
$20.45;  Granville,  $19.87;  Albemarle 
$18.56;  and  Wilmington,  $13.07. 

The  highest  per-capita  gift  to  current 
expenses  was  reflected  in  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery,  $53.33,  and  the  lowest  in  Fay- 
etteville Presbytery,  $37.35.  The  per- 
capita  gift  to  current  expenses  for  the 
Synod  was  $45.95. 

The  building  expenses  per-capita  for 
the  Synod  was  $21.87,  with  Kings  Moun- 
tain reporting  the  highest  per-capita  gift 
to  this  cause  of  $47.09,  and  Wilmington 
the  lowest  at  $14.54. 

The  combined  giving  to  current  ex- 
penses and  building  expenses  per-capita 
gift  for  the  Synod  was  $67.83,  with  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  reporting  $95.76  as 
the  high  among  the  Presbyteries  and 
Fayetteville  the  low  at  $54.83.

CCL  COMMITTEE  MEETS 

The  Campus  Christian  Life  Committee 
of  the  Synod  convened  in  Raleigh  May  13, 
with  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Archie  G. 
McKee,  presiding,  and  heard  reports  from 
the  six  Centers  where  the  Synod  conducts 
programs  of  work  among  a  total  Presby- 
terian constituency  of  more  than  .5,000 
Presbyterians.  At  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill;  Woman's 
College,  Greensboro;  Duke;  and  N.  C. 
State  the  combined  Presbyterian  student 
constituency  is  3,900. 

The  Rev.  Vance  Barron,  Minister  at 
Chapel  Hill,  reported  that  the  new  Edu- 
cational Building  and  Student  Center  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  fall,  and 
that  preliminary  plans  are  underway 
looking  towards  the  construction  of  a 
new  sanctuary  to  replace  the  one  which 
burned  in  1958. 

The  Rev.  Sheldon  F.  Koesy,  Campus 
Christian  Life  worker  at  East  Carolina 
College,  expressed  it  as  his  opinion  that 
a  long-range  look  at  the  work  at  ECC 
would  suggest  the  possibility  that  even- 
tually the  student  center  should  be  locat- 
ed on  the  east  side  of  the  campus  rather 
than  the  present  location. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Dukes,  Chairman  of  the 
local  Campus  Christian  Life  Committee 
at  Duke  University,  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Committee  that  plans  for  the 
construction  of  a  student  center  at  Duke 
are  on  the  architect's  table.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Johnson, 
Campus  Christian  Life  worker  at  Duke, 
would  exchange  pulpits  during  the  sum- 
mer with  a  Scottish  minister. 

The  Dev.  John  S.  Brown,  Pastor  of  the 
West  Raleigh  Church,  reported  that  the 
Rev.  G.  Hartley  Hall  will  begin  work  as 
the  Campus  Christian  Life  worker  in 
July.  He  further  pointed  out  that  con- 
struction on  the  new  educational  build- 
ing and  student  center  is  underway. 

The  Synod  plans  to  spend  eventually  at 
Chapel  Hill  $265,000,  and  at  State  College, 
$90,000  in  capital  funds  on  student  cen- 
ters. To  date  Chapel  Hill  has  received 
$140,000  from  Synod,  and  the  West  Ral- 
eigh Church,  $25,000.  In  addition,  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  in  Rich- 
mond has  made  a  grant  of  $15,000  from 
challenge  funds  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  $4,500 
at  the  West  Raleigh  Church  in  connection 
with  the  program  at  N.  C.  State  College. 

Hugh  McNeill,  the  new  Moderator  of

BLACK    RIVER   CHURCH,  IVANHOE 


ADDRESS:  BLACK  RIVER 
CHURCH,  IVANHOE,  N.  C. 
1840—1959 

By  J.  KYLE  BANNERMAN 
I  honor  the  work  that  the  members  of  this  church 
have  done  and  are  doing  in  keeping  alive,  "The 
Faith  of  our  Fathers". 

I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  I  am  a  part  of  this 
church.  In  looking  over  some  of  the  early  records 
I  discovered  that  one  of  my  ancestors,  George  Ban- 
nerman,  was  a  member  of  the  committee  to  help 
build  this  church.  So  it  is  with  pride  and  appre- 
ciation that  I  speak  to  you  on  this  "Homecoming 
Day". 

It  was  in  the  early  days,  just  before  American 
ancestry  came  to  this  land,  that  in  Europe  in  gen- 
eral, and  in  Scotland  in  particular,  there  was 
among  the  people  a  turmoil  similar  to  a  certain 
degree  to  that  of  the  present  Europe.  However  the 
conflict  was  not  because  of  greed  or  an  aspiration 
to  rule  and  dictate  to  the  world,  but  a  conflict 
which  was  caused  by  detestable  and  destructive 
orthodoxy  employed  by  a  few  church  officials  and 
rulers  of  that  continent  and  of  that  day.  People 
were  persecuted  and  treated  brutally  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  were  forced  by  fate  to  go  else- 
where— even  to  a  new  country,  to  establish  their  own 
government  and  to  worship  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  their  own  consciences.  These  people 
left  Europe,  crossed  an  ocean,  and  came  to  God's 
real  country  where  they  founded  America  and 
American  religion.  Many  of  these  families  sailed 
up  the  Cape  Fear  River  and  settled  on  Black  River 
and  South  River.  As  soon  as  they  had  their 
homes  and  churches  completed  life  began  anew  for 
them. 

Among  the  names  of  the  early  settlers  were: 
Corbetts,  DeVanes,  Kerrs,  Beattys,  Murphys,  Al- 
dermans,  Henrys,  Robinsons,  Colvins,  MacMillians, 
Bannermans  and  many  others. 

In  this  assemblage  today  you  will  find  many  de- 
scendants of  these  early  settlers. 

The  world  today  is  somewhat  different  from  that 
world  of  1740 — two  hundred  nineteen  years  ago, 
when  Black  River  Chapel  was  established  at  Cor- 
bett's  Ferry,  a  short  distance  from  this  present 
location. 

The  world  today  is  different  even  from  that 
world  of  1859,  one  hundred  years  ago,  when  this 
present  building  was  erected. 

The  world  today — 1959 — is  also  in  a  period  of 
transition.  We  rejoice  that  God  put  it  into  the 
hearts  of  that  little  group  of  self-sacrificing,  spirit- 
frlled  ancesters  of  ours  to  establish  this  house  of 
worship  to  the  Glory  of  His  Name. 

This  being  the  second  (or  third)  oldest  Presby- 
terian Church  in  North  Carolina  and  in  practically 
continuous  use  for  more  than  two  hundred  years, 
makes  one  feel  that  we  truly  stand  on  "hallowed 
ground"  today. 

In  the  burial  ground  adjoining  this  present  build- 
ing are  graves  of  members  of  the  first  church  built 
in  1740. 

Recently  I  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  His- 
torical Foundation  in  Montreat.    Among  other  in- 
teresting relics,  I  noticed  two  grave  markers,  made 
of  fat-lightwood,  that  had  once  marked  two  graves

HIGHER  EDUCATION 
COMMITTEE 

The  Synod's  Executive  Committee  on 
Higher  Education  convened  in  Raleigh, 
May  13,  and  heard  reports  from  its  three 
Sub-committees  respectively  on  Campus 
Christian  Life,  Educational  Institutions, 
and  Guidance  Center. 

It  was  brought  to  light  that  there  are 
today  6,632  Presbyterians  in  colleges  in 
North  Carolina,  and  that  a  conservative 
projection  indicates  there  will  be  at  least 
11,000  by  1970.  Other  statistics  reveal 
that  there  are  1,245  Presbyterian  students 
in  Synod's  institutions,  not  including  Mit- 
chell College  and  Glade  Valley,  which 


represents  51.1%  of  the  total  number  of 
students  enrolled  in  the  three  senior  col- 
leges and  the  two  junior  colleges. 

Dr.  William  C.  Pressly,  President  of 
Peace  College,  reported  the  institution 
closed  the  year  "in  the  black." 

Mr.  Thomas  A.  Keenan,  provost  at 
Queens  College,  reported  that  the  cam- 
paign goal  of  $2,000,000,  has  been  approx- 
imately realized  and  that  a  quiet  cam- 
paign is  to  be  conducted  to  raise  an  addi- 
tional $750,000  to  match  a  Dana  Founda- 
tion challenge  gift  of  $360,000.  There 
were  467  students  enrolled  durnig  1958- 
1959,  and  the  goal  for  next  year  is  600.

MILLER  RESIGNS 

The  Rev.  Carl  S.  Miller,  Pastor  of  the 
Rockingham  First  Church  for  ten  years, 
was  recently  granted  dissolution  of  a 
pastoral  relationship  in  order  that  he 
might  move  to  Charlotte  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  a  new  church  in  the  Mont- 
clair  section  where  the  Presbytery  has 
asquired  5.1  acres  of  land  near  the  new 
Montclair  school. 


PRESBYTERIAN  PRESIDENT 

The  new  President  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  Dr.  Edgar  Finley  Shannon,  Jr., 
was  recently  named  President  of  the  140- 
year-old  university.  His  wife,  the  former 
Eleanor  Bosworth,  was  acting  Dean  of 
Women  in  Southwestern  at  Memphis  for 
several  years  prior  to  her  marriage.  She 
is  a  Sweetbriar  graduate  and  a  member 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 


Presbyterian  Junior  College,  reported 
that  there  were  282  students  enrolled  dur- 
ing the  session.  He  presented  a  chart 
showing  the  steady  increase  in  the  assets 
of  the  institution,  which  during  the  past 
session  exceeded  the  one  million  dollar 
mark. 

Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  President  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College  and  acting 
President  of  the  Consolidated  Presbyte- 
rian College,  reported  on  these  two  insti- 
tutions, and  introduced  Mr.  Silas  Vaughn, 
Business  Manager  of  the  Consolidated 
Presbyterian  College,  who  presented  a 
budget  of  $66,000  for  the  new  college.  Dr. 
Woodson  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  presented  a 
map  of  the  campus  which  is  being  devel- 
oped at  Laurinburg  for  the  site  of  the 
new  college. 

Dr.  Grier  Martin,  President  of  David- 
son College,  reported  a  student  body  of 
910  students  the  past  session  and  a  goal 
of  1,000  for  1960.  Sixty  per  cent  of  the 
student  body  is  Presbyterian.  There  are 
14  foreign  students;  214  pre-med  stu- 
dents, 78  ministerial  students,  and  two 
missionary  candidates.  There  are  70 
members  of  the  faculty.  $100,000  has 
been  obtained  for  research  projects,  and 
the  Dana  Challenge  of  $400,000  has  been 
matched  by  $600,000  additional.  The  liv- 
ing endowment  provided  by  alumni  and 
friends  last  year  totalled  $157,000. 

The  Rev.  W.  Priestly  Conyers,  III  re- 
ported briefly  on  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  gave  last 
year  $34,000  of  $82,000  contributed  by  the 
four  supporting  Synods. 

The  Committee  took  action  to  the  effect 
that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  provides  one-half  of 
tuition  expenses  for  educating  students, 
all  churches  which  have  candidates  for 
the  ministry  be  requested  to  assist  these 
candidates  in  their  education  in  order 
that  they  may  not  be  a  charge  against  the 
seminary.  The  Committee  also  took  ac- 
tion to  urge  Union  Theological  Seminary 
to  increase  its  tuition. 

The  Committee  adopted  a  1960  budget 
for  Educational  Institutions  totalling 
$505,000  as  compared  with  $462,500  for 
1959. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Dr.  Hall  was 
presiding  over  his  last  Committee  meet- 
ing, the  Committee  took  the  following 
action: 

"That  we  hereby  express  our  deep  and 
abiding  appreciation  to  Dr.  Warner  L. 
Hall  for  the  splendid  services  he  has  ren- 
dered to  the  Committee  and  the  Synod 
during  the  past  seven  years  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Educational  Institu- 
tions."

The  Executive  Committee  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
is  sponsoring  a  Synod-wide  youth  conference  to  be  held  at  Davidson  College  June 
22  through  27  with  the  Rev.  Russell  M.  Kerr,  pastor  of  the  Philadelphia  Church, 
Mint  Hill  Station,  Charlotte,  as  Conference  Director.  The  Rev.  Leighton  B.  Mc- 
Keithan,  Jr.,  Fayetteville,  will  act  as  Registrar  and  Treasurer.  Mrs.  Robert  Turner 
will  serve  as  Dean  of  Girls,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Clarke  Dean  of  the  Myers  Park 
Church,  Charlotte,  as  Dean  of  Boys.  The  Rev.  B.  Lamar  Beck  will  be  Assistant 
Dean. 

Principal  speakers  will  be  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  minister  of  the  Pearsall  Memorial 
Church,  Wilmington,  who  will  be  the  Bible  lecturer;  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  minister 
of  the  Charlotte  First  Church,  who  will  conduct  the  worship  services;  and  Dr.  Ben 
Lacy  Rose,  Professor  of  Homiletics  in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, who  will  be  the  vespers  speakers. 


THE  ASSEMBLY  IN  BRIEF 

Actions  of  the  99tli  General  As.sembly, 
1950,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

The  99th  General  Assembly  met  in 
Druid  Hills  Presbyterian  Church,  Atlan- 
ta, April  23-S8.  A  record  attendance  of 
515  commissioners  from  88  preshyteries, 
took  these  actions: 

The  Assembly  opened  with  an  address 
by  the  Hon.  Philip  F.  Howerton,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  retiring  moderator.  The 
beautiful  host  church  was  overflowing  as 
he  spoke  from  Romans  13:1-10,  dealing 
with  the  influence  of  the  Presbyterian 
faith  upon  the  philosophy  of  govermnent 
in  America,  and  upon  the  lives  of  indi- 
vidual Christians.  The  Presbyterian 
faith  has  built  men  of  character,  con- 
science, conviction,  courage,  common- 
sense  and  compassion,  who  have  had  and 
must  continue  to  have  a  mighty  influence 
in  world,  national  and  local  affairs. 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  professor 
of  Bible,  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va.,  was  elected  moderator, 
defeating  Dr.  E.  C.  Scott  of  Atlanta.  It 
marked  the  third  time  that  a  son  of  a 
former  moderator  has  been  elected.  Dr. 
Ernest  Thompson  was  the  moderator  of 
19.33.  April  24  was  devoted  to  work  of  15 
Standing  Committees,  except  for  an  eve- 
ning business  session.  A  showing,  over 
six  large  TV  sets  in  the  church  sanctuary, 
of  a  pilot  film  of  a  new  television  evan- 
gelism series  for  1961  marked  the  first 
time  a  TV  show  has  been  a  part  of  As- 
sembly's business.  Atlanta's  educational 
station  WETV  made  the  showing  possi- 
ble. 

The  Assembly  approved  the  report  of  the  Ad 
Interim  Committee  on  Proper  Use  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  reaffirming  the  Presbyterian  belief  in  observ- 
ing the  First  Day  of  the  week  as  the  Lord's,  and 
refuting  arguments  of  those  who  observe  the 
seventh  day. 

The  Assembly  asked  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Montreal  to  seek  to  amend  its  charter  so  as  to 
provide  that  all  members  of  the  Board  must  be 
Presbyterian,  U.S.,  members,  and  so  as  to  allow 
the  Assembly  to  elect,  rather  than  just  nominate, 
members  of  the  Board.  This  action  came  in  ap- 
proving, with  one  amendment,  the  Montreat  Ad 
interim  Committee  report.  The  amendment  rejected 
the  idea  of  a  special  committee  to  study  Montreat 
College,  and  left  this  study  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board. 

The  report  of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  on  Sal- 
ary Scales  of  Assembly's  Boards  and  Agencies  was 
referred  to  the  General  Council  for  further  study. 

Hearty  approval,  by  standing  vote,  was  given  the 
report  of  the  Centennial  Committee,  which  recom- 
mended many  specific  plans  for  Centennial  obser- 
vation and  for  the  1961  Assembly.  It  set  Oct.  15, 
1961,  as  Centennial  Sunday,  and  it  invited  all 
"daughter"  churches  in  Africa,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Ja- 
pan, Korea,  Portugal  and  Taiwan  to  send  dele- 
gates to  the  '61  Assembly  at  the  expense  of  this 
Church  if  necessary. 

John  Knox  Presbytery's  overture  asking  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Women's  Work  was  rejected, 
but  an  ad  interim  committee  was  created  to  study 
the  whole  area  of  Women's,  Men's,  and  Adult  Work 
within  the  Church. 

The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief's  new  Major 
Medical  Plan  for  retired  ministers,  their  wives  and 
widows,  was  approved.  The  plan  will  protect  all 
present  and  future  retired  persons  with  a  $IOO-do- 
ductible,  75-25  sharing  plan,  with  a  maximum  of 
$2500  protection  for  life.  The  cost,  $151  per  year, 
will  be  shared:  $50  by  the  insured,  $101  by  the 
Board. 

A  budget  of  $190,000  for  the  Assembly's  Office 
was  voted,  and  the  per  capita  tax  on  presbyteries 
kept  at  2 1  If  for  I960. 

The  Presbyterian  Center,  home  of  the  General 
Council,  Offices  of  the  General  Assembly  and  Min- 
ister and  His  Work,  the  Presbyterian  Book  Store, 
and  the  Boards  of  Annuities  and  Relief,  Church 
Extension  and  Women's  Work,  was  host  to  the 
commissioners  at  Saturday  noon  barbecue.  A  bus 
tour  of  Protestant  Radio  and  Television  Center  and 
Columbia  Theoloical  Seminary  followed  the  visit 
to  Presbyterian  Center. 

Agnes  Scott  College  was  host  to  the  Assembly  at 
a  picnic  supper  Saturday,  and  to  the  evening  ses- 
sion which  featured  the  world-famed  artist  Warner 
Sallman.  reproducing  his  familiar  and  beloved 
painting  of  the  head  of  Christ. 

Special  tribute,  a  gift  watch  and  a  reception 
at  Agnes  Scott  College  honored  Dr.  and  Mrs,  E.  C. 
Scott  and  their  family.  Dr.  Scott  retires  in  July 
after  9  years  as  assistant  and  23  years  as  Assem- 
bly's Stated  Clerk. 


Sunday  the  commissioners  partook  of  Communion 
at  8:30  and  heard  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel  of  First 
Church,  Charlotte,  at  11:00,  on  "And  the  Bush  was 
not  Consumed."  He  spoke  from  Exodus  3:2,  stat- 
ing that  the  deeper  significance  of  Moses'  encounter 
with  God  was  that  Moses  was  suddenly  confronted 
with  the  faith  of  his  fathers,  and  had  to  decide 
whether  to  accept  God's  timeless  claim  to  a  com- 
pelling mission.  The  same  confrontation  awaits 
each  man  to  recognize  God's  claim  and  accept  His 
mission. 

Fraternal  delegates  from  sister  Presbyterian 
Churches,  the  World  and  National  Councils  of 
Churches,  and  from  the  "daughter"  churches  of 
Taiwan  and  Mexico  spoke  Sunday  afternoon. 

Prof.  Benjamin  Alvarez,  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mexico,  stirred  the  Assem- 
bly with  a  simple  and  dramatic  account  of  his 
conversion  and  training  under  the  laving  care  of 
missionaries  of  this  Church.  He  then  spoke  of  the 
essentials  of  the  Christian  faith  as  he  had  come 
to  see  them:  a  living  ministry  proclaiming  a  living 
Christ  and  based  on  a  living  Book;  a  living 
Church  with  a  living  mission;  a  living  hope  based 
on  all  of  these. 

The  Assembly  closed  its  Sunday  with  a  memorial 
service  to  Mrs.  Leighton  M.  McCutchen,  until  her 
death  April  6  the  executive  secretary  for  Women's 
Work.  Warm  tribute  to  this  "daughter  and  servant 
of  the  Church,"  and  glad  thanks  to  God  for  her 
life's  work  were  expressed. 

A  detailed  plan  for  guiding  congregations  wish- 
ing to  unite  or  federate  with  United  Presbyterian 
congregations  was  approved. 

Assembly's  benevolence  budget  for  I960  was  set 
at  $9,186,054,  an  increase  of  only  $125,000.  Half 
of  the  total  will  go  to  World  Missions,  and  $1,823,- 
644  to  Church  Extension.  On  other  General  Coun- 
cil matters,  the  Assembly  approved  program  plans 
for  I960  and  voted  a  1963  Church-wide  Campaign 
for  capital  funds  for  Boards  and  Agencies.  The 
Council  was  also  told  to  study  a  Kanawha  Pres- 
bytery overture  asking  a  change  in  the  Church's 
Fiscal  Year. 

Overtures  from  Brazos  and  St.  Louis  Presbyte- 
ries, asking  for  the  writing  of  a  new  Confession  of 
Faith,  were  answered  in  the  negative.  Charleston 
Presbytery's  overture  asking  a  study  of  paragraphs 
in  the  Confession  of  Faith,  which  seem  to  say  some 
are  predestined  to  damnation,  was  approved. 

The.  decrease  in  our  missionary  force  to  501 
in  1958,  and  the  need  for  more  volunteers  for  mis- 
sionary service  were  underlined  when  the  Assem- 
bly endorsed  an  Enoree  Presbytery  overture  asking 
that  1961  be  made  a  year  of  "militant  crusade  for 
recruiting"  missionaries. 

The  Assembly  received  with  joy  the  report  that 
Presbyterian  Survey  now  has  206,000  circulation, 
and  2,000  Every  Family  Plan  churches.  It  asked 
for  more  EFP  enrollments  and  more  congregational 
use  of  the  magazine. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of 
the  Book  of  Church  Order,  the  Assembly  approved 
deferring  final  enactment  of  the  Form  of  Govern- 
ment section,  already  approved  by  the  presbyteries, 
to  permit  further  work  to  be  done  to  incorporate 
presbyteries'  suggestions.  The  Rules  of  Discipline 
section  was  authorized  to  be  sent  to  pastors  and

lOOTH  ANNIVERSARY 

A  Sunday  School  teacher  of  70  years 
service  was  honored  in  May  by  a  memo- 
rial service.  She  was  Miss  Sallie  Phillips, 
who  at  the  time  of  her  death  February  17, 
1943,  was  the  last  surviving  charter  mem- 
ber of  the  old  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  now  the  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte. 

Sallie  Phillips  began  teaching  at  the 
age  of  16  in  1873.  In  1919,  she  became 
teacher  of  a  woman's  Bible  Class  which 
was  named  the  Phillips  Fidelis  Class  in 
honor  of  its  teacher. 

In  commemoration  of  Miss  Phillips' 
100th  birthday  anniversary,  her  class 
gave  a  party  in  the  church  parlors  of  the 
Covenant  Church,  at  which  time  various 
memorials  which  have  been  given  in  her 
honor  over  the  years  were  recalled,  in- 
cluding a  life  membership  in  the  Queens- 
Chicora  Alumnae  Association,  $7,500  me- 
morial in  the  Covenant  Church  building 
fund,  a  memorial  class  room,  a  memorial 
room  at  Presbyterian  Hospital,  a  scholar- 
ship and  the  adoption  of  a  Korean  or- 
phan, a  communion  service  for  a  local 
mission  Negro  church,  a  $1,000  donation 
for  higher  college  education  and  others. 

Mrs.  Robert  H.  Lafferty  is  the  present 
teacher  of  the  Class  and  Dr.  Elizabeth 
Corkey  is  the  associate.  Miss  Isabelle 
Barkley  is  class  president. 

Mr.  Roy  DeLong  (Grace  Steele),  Schol- 
arship Chairman,  gave  a  resume  of  the 
years  since  the  Scholarship  was  estab- 
lished in  1920. 


GOAL 

The  $125,000  goal  of  the  Chapel  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church  for  funds  to  ap- 
ply on  the  cost  of  erecting  a  new  sanc- 
tuary was  recently  passed.  The  con- 
gregation lost  its  church  by  fire  in 
February,  1958. 

Total  pledges  have  reached  $128,000, 
of  which  $3,637  was  pledged  by  Pres- 
byterian students  at  the  University. 

The  minister  of  the  church  is  the 
Rev.  Vance  Barron,  and  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  minister  is  the  Rev. 
Harry  E.  Smith. 
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ELLIOTTS  —  George  El- 
liott, left  above,  ruling  eld- 
er in  tlie  West  Raleigh 
Church,  was  elected  Mod- 
erator of  Granville  Presby- 
tery at  the  spring  meeting, 
succeeding  the  Rev.  Galen 
Elliott,  (right),  of  Willow 
Springs,  and  minister  of  the 
Oakland,  White  Memorial, 
and  Mt.  Pleasant  Churches; 
John  Elliott,  son  of  the 
outgoing  moderator,  was  ex- 
amined at  the  same  meet- 
ing of  the  Presbytery  as  a 
candidate  for  the  ministry. 
He  is  currently  a  student 
at  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege. George  Elliott  is  not 
of  kin  to  the  other  Elliotts. 


CHURCH  EXTENSION 
COMMITTEE 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Church  Extension  will  be  presented 
to  Synod  by  Ralph  Scott,  Chairman,  and 
will  call  attention  to  a  bequest  in  the  will 
of  the  late  Mrs.  Sadie  Duncan  Wharton, 
originally  a  part  of  the  will  of  her  hus- 
band, the  late  C.  P.  Wharton,  members  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh, 
consisting  of  three  houses,  valued  at 
$16,500,  cash  of  $4,405.28,  and  certain  In- 
tangibles which  have  been  delivered  to 
the  Synod. 

The  Committee  is  recommending  to 
Synod  that  it  share  in  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Program  of  Synod  by  bearing  one- 
half  the  cost  of  the  budget  for  this  cause 
in  1960. 

The  Report  also  reveals  that  the  four 
aid-receiving  Presbyteries  of  the  Synod 
are  requesting  $6,162.00  less  for  1960  than 
for  1959. 

Church  Extension  received  $2,424.00 
less  in  1958  than  in  1957  from  Presbyte- 
ries. Of  the  total  income  after  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Equalization  Fund  in  the 
amount  of  $44,850.00,  $33,396  was  disburs- 
ed for  salaries  of  Home  Missions  pastors. 
The  Committee  received  only  60.05%  of 
its  budget  asking  in  contrast  to  69.52% 
the  previous  year. 

The  Report  reveals  that  the  Synod  gave 
a  total  to  all  Church  Extension  of  the 
Assembly,  Synod,  Presbyteries,  and  con- 
gregations of  $832,045,  in  contrast  to 
$719,735,  the  previous  year,  and  $159,807 
in  1940,  and  $482,692,  in  1950. 

The  Committee  aids  on  the  salaries  of 
37  ministers,  five  lay-workers,  and  two 
executive  secretaries,  and  four  Presbyte- 
ries, reaching  a  total  of  58  fields  and  90 
churches. 

The  Committee  made  Grants-in-Aid  in 
1958  of  only  $950.00,  the  total  amount 
available  for  this  purpose. 

During  1958,  there  were  more  than  50 
loans  to  churches  for  building  projects, 
ranging  from  $1,500.00,  to  $25,000.00.  The 
total  amount  in  the  fund  for  lending  is 
$141,732.53,  besides  the  Permanent  Re- 
serve Fund  of  $55,531.29. 

The  Committee  at  its  meeting  at 
Wrightsville  Beach  in  July  took  cogniz- 
ance of  the  resignation  of  Dr.  H.  Howard 
Thompson  as  Secretary  of  Evangelism, 
and  will  recommend  a  vigorous  program 
of  Evangelism  for  the  Centennial  year 
of  the  denomination. 

During  1958,  124  churches  in  the  Synod 
reported  no  professions  of  faith.  As  of 
January  1,  1959,  there  were  67  vacant 
churches  among  the  637  in  the  Synod. 

The  Synod  grows  more  slowly  than  the 
General  Assembly,  2.45%  in  contrast  to 


OPERATION  BEACHHEAD— 
FOR  CHRIST 

The  Little  Chapel  on  the  Boardwalk  at 
Wrightsville  Beach,  N.  C.  is  launching 
an  ambitious  program  for  the  vacation 
season  called  "Operation  Beachhead — For 
Christ".  The  goal  of  the  church  which 
currently  has  a  Sunday  School  twice  as 
large  as  the  communicant  membership  is 
to  extend  the  ministry  to  several  thou- 
sand vacationers  during  the  summer  at 
the  beach. 

The  Chapel  on  the  Boardwalk  was 
organized  by  Wilmington  Presbytery  in 
1952.  Originally  the  Episcopalians  and 
the  Presbyterians  together  had  sponsored 
the  chapel.  The  present  building  of  con- 
temporary architecture  was  the  work  of 
the  firm  of  Leslie  and  Boney,  architects, 
Wilmington. 

During  the  summer  of  1959,  the  church 
will  have  a  staff,  in  addition  to  the  min- 
ister and  secretary,  of  students  from  Un- 
ion Theological  Seminary,  the  Presbyte- 
rian Education  School,  and  Flora  Mac- 
donald  College. 

July  1,  a  full-time  Director  of  Educa- 
tion will  arrive  and  be  added  to  the  staff. 


ANNIVERSARY 

Indian  Hill  Presbyterian  Church  at  Lo- 
cust in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  recently 
celebrated  its  20th  anniversary  with  all- 
day  services  and  picnic  dinner  on  the 
grounds.  The  history  of  the  church  was 
read  by  the  historian,  Mrs.  Reece  Furr, 
and  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan,  former  pastor 
of  the  church  brought  the  principal  mes- 
sage. The  Rev.  S.  M.  Busch  is  minister. 

BUILDING 

The  new  Hudson  Memorial  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  Raleigh,  located  on  Six- 
Forks  Road,  recently  broke  ground  for 
the  construction  of  the  first  unit  of  the 
new  colonial  church  which  eventually 
will  consist  of  a  sanctuary,  educational 
building,  fellowship  hall,  and  other  facili- 
ties. The  minister  is  the  Rev.  Frank 
Lemmon. 

1.54%  for  the  Synod,  and  since  1950,  only 
22.85%  for  the  Synod  against  29.15%  for 
the  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  grows  percentage-wise 
faster  than  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  28.72% 
since  1950  versus  26.68%  for  Baptists.  The  Meth- 
odist figure  18.94%.  Among  the  16  Synods  of  the 
Assembly,  North  Carolina  ranks  12th  for  (958,  and 
tenth  since  1950.  In  spiritual  birthrate,  growth  by 
professions  of  faith,  the  Synod  ranks  eighth  and 
in  the  Soul-winning  ratio,  the  number  of  members 
required  to  win  a  person  on  profession  of  faith, 
the  Synod  ranks  seventh.  Winston-Salem  Presby- 
tery led  the  Synod  in  net  gain,  4.21%  in  1958. 
Albemarle  Presbytery  has  led  the  Synod  since  1940 
and  shows  a  net  gain  of  100%,  against  the  Synod 
average  of  54.65%.

TAR  HEELS  OF  THE  WEEK 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  issue  of  the 
PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS,  two  additional  Presbyte- 
rians have  been  added  to  the  list  of  "Tar  Heels  of 
the  Week"  selected  each  week  by  the  NEWS  AND 
OBSERVER,  Raleigh.  These  are  Clifton  H.  Blue, 
Aberdeen,  and  Bessie  B.  Ballentine,  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Ballentine,  wife  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture, has  served  as 
Secretary  of  the  N.  C. 
Automobile  Dealers  Asso- 
ciation for  the  past  24 
years.  Mrs.  Ballentine 
was  born  in  North  Mar- 
lowe, Craven  County,  in 
August,  1901,  the  only 
child  of  the  late  Kate 
Morton  Bangert  and  Ed- 
ward Duguid  Bangert.  Her 
family  moved  to  Raleigh 
when  she  was  seven,  and 
she  was  entered  in  Peace 
Institute.  Later  she  at- 
tended Meredith  College. 

Mrs.  Ballentine  has  been 
prominent  in  club  work 
and  politics,  as  well  as 
business.  Her  ambition 
always  has  been  to  be  a 
business  woman,  and  she 
is  said  to  be  "essentially  a  busines  woman." 

She  was  formerly  prominent  in  the  Young  Demo- 
cratic Clubs  in  North  Carolina  and  served  as  its 
president.  She  is  affiliated  with  a  score  or  more 
of  Important  agencies  and  institutions  including 
Peace  College  and  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Fuquay.  She  is  a  former  President  of  the 
Raleigh  Woman's  Club. 

During  her  24  years  with  the  automobile  dealers, 
the  membership  has  increased  from  165  to  900.  She 
works  with  a  staff  of  20  people. 

BLUE 

Mr.  Clifton  Blue,  newspaper  editor  and  publisher 
of  Aberdeen,  is  referred  to  as  a  "seasoned  mem- 
ber of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly"  where 
he  is  chairman  of  the  powerful  House  Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

He  is  one  of  six  boys  and  two  girls  and  was 
born  on  August  29,  19(0  in  what  is  now  Hoke 
County,  the  son  of  a 
farmer  and  sawmill  man. 

He  first  attended  a  one- 
room  school,  but  graduat- 
ed from  high  school  in 
(929.  He  disliked  farm- 
ing so  he  tried  his  hand 
at  printing  in  various 
forms,  f^rst  with  the  Sand- 
hill Citizen  in  Southern 
Pines  where  he  began 
to  work  on  a  salary  of 
$5  per  week  as  a  printer's 
devil. 

Gradually  Mr.  Blue  was 
able  to  purchase  a  press 
for  the  publication  of  a 
four-page  weekly.  In  1934 
he  and  George  Ross,  later 
Director  of  the  State 
Board  of  Conservation 
and  Development,  became 
partners  in  the  printing 
business. 

Today   Blue  owns  not 
only  the  SANDHILL  CIT(ZEN,  but  also  the  ROB- 
BINS  RECORD  printed  in  Aberdeen. 

Mr.  Blue  is  married  to  the  former  Gala  Nunnery 
of  Roseboro,  and  they  have  four  children. 

Blue  has  been  influential  in  the  passage  of  a 
number  of  bills  in  the  legislature,  including  one 
related  to  health,  accidents,  and  hospitalization. 

He  has  been  prominent  in  a  number  of  things 
besides  business  and  politics,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  old  Bethesda  Presbyterian  Church  in 
which  he  is  a  ruling  elder.

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SYNOD'S  COUNCIL  REPORT 

Synod's  Council  met  in  Raleigh  in  May 
for  two  days  and  adopted  a  benevolence 
budget  for  1960  totalling  $2,526,756,  of 
which  $1,485,350  is  designated  for  Assem- 
bly's causes,  and  $1,041,406  for  Synod's 
Causes. 

The  Council  will  recommend  a  budget 
for  Synod's  Office  and  Program  in  the 
amount  of  $49,151,  which  includes  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  Synod  and  the  Public  Re- 
lations program  of  the  Synod. 

The  Council  will  ask  the  Synod  to  ap- 
prove of  a  per-capita  assessment  of  34^! 
for  1960,  the  same  as  1959. 

The  Council  will  recommend  that  the 
Synod  accept  invitations  for  the  1960  and 
1961  meetings  respectively  in  Greenville 
and  Raleigh.  Synod  met  in  Raleigh  in 
1861. 

The  Council  and  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Church  Extension  will  join  hands 
in  urging  Synod  to  launch  out  on  an  en- 
larged Public  Relations  Program,  includ- 
ing publishing  of  the  Synod's  paper 
monthly. 

Of  great  significance  among  the  recom- 
mendations to  Synod  will  be  a  request 
that  Synod  name  a  special  Committee 
"to  study  the  matter  of  devising  a  plan 
for  bringing  about  a  better  system  of  re- 
lating Assembly's  and  Synod's  budgeted 
and  anticipated  receipts  to  actual  ap- 
propriations to  and  expenditures  by  the 
said  Agencies  of  our  Church." 

As  a  temporary  measure  to  resolve  dif- 
ficulties arising  from  the  perennial  prob- 
lem of  Presbyteries  giving  less  to  the 
support  of  Synod  than  they  approve,  re- 
sulting in  deficits  of  Synod's  agencies,  the 
Council  will  ask  the  Synod  to  liquidate 
deficits  of  several  of  its  agencies  from 
the  Revolving  Salary  Fund  and  to  estab- 
lish a  Contingent  Salary  fund  to  replace 
the  Revolving  Salary  Fund,  providing 
funds  to  assist  the  agencies  of  Synod 
which  have  no  other  income  than  gifts 
of  the  churches  and  Presbyteries. 

The  Council  Report  will  present  a 
strong  statement  supporting  the  fact  that 
Synod  is  no  longer  a  "Fifth  Wheel".  This 
is  substantiated  by  such  data  as  the  com- 
municant membership  of  Synod,  which  is 
142,000,  which  supports  agencies  includ- 
ing Educational  Institutions,  employing 
more  than  300  persons  with  an  annual 
operating  budget  in  excess  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars  and  fixed  assets  totalling  ap- 
proximately thirty  million  dollars. 

The  Synod's  Office  handled  22  different 
accounts  in  1958,  totalling  more  than  $1,- 
500,000.  During  the  past  ten  years,  the 
Agencies  of  Synod  have  raised  for  capital 
funds  in  excess  of  ten  million  dollars. 

The  Report  goes  on  to  say,  "All  of  these 
facts  add  up  to  'big  business' ". 

The  Report  points  out  that  the  Synod 
led  all  of  the  16  Synods  in  the  Assembly 
in  total  giving  in  1958,  $12,811,548.  The 
Synod  gave  a  total  to  General  Assembly 
Causes  in  1958  of  $1,155,916  and  to  Syn- 
od's Causes  (as  reported  by  the  General 
Assembly's  statistics)  of  $1,107,699; 
Synod's  statistics  —  $633,889.  Orange, 
Kings  Mountain,  and  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
byteries gave  100%  or  more  to  Assembly 
and  Synod  causes  combined. 

The  Report  indicates  that  the  members 
of  the  Synod  withheld  a  minimum  of  $8,- 
358,852,  or  39.48%  of  their  tithes  in  re- 
lationship to  income  and  gifts  in  1958. 


INAUGURATED 

Davidson  College,  amid  ceremonial 
pomp  and  academic  processional,  inau- 
gurated its  thirteenth  president  April  22. 

Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin  was  formally  inau- 
gurated as  president  of  the  famed  liberal 
arts  college  as  representatives  from  more 
than  250  American  colleges  and  universi- 
ties watched  the  impressive  ceremony. 

Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  president  of 
the  Davidson  College  Board  of  Trustees 
and  president  of  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary,  Decatur,  Ga.,  officiated. 

Dr.  Howard  F.  Dowry,  president  of  The 
College  of  Wooster  (Ohio),  made  the 
main  address  in  Chambers  Auditorium 
which  was  filled  with  visiting  delegates, 
special  guests,  alumni,  faculty  and  ad- 
ministration, students,  and  visitors. 

Dr.  Martin,  in  his  inaugural  speech, 
said  Davidson  can  "best  serve  by  produc- 
ing responsible,  creative,  intelligent  in- 
dividuals, who  can  take  their  places  as 
Christian  leaders." 

"We  must  produce  men  of  competence 
and  conscience,"  he  added,  quoting  Dart- 
mouth's President  Dickey. 

Dr.  Martin  outlined  a  four-point  pro- 
gram for  strengthening  even  more  David- 
son's ability  to  produce  men  of  "compe- 
tence and  conscience."  Davidson  requires, 
he  said,  (1)  a  faculty  well  trained  and 
dedicated  to  the  goal  of  producing  the 
whole  man;  (2)  students  of  good  charac- 
ter, mental  capacity,  and  personality, 
with  a  strong  desire  for  learning  and 
wisdom;  (3)  a  curriculum  that  provides 
depth  and  affords  students  the  opportun- 
ity to  learn  not  only  facts  but  also  rela- 
tionships, to  encourage  reasoning  powers, 
and  to  assure  that  each  student  Is  pro- 
ficient in  speaking  and  writing;  and  (4) 
an  environment  conducive  to  learning, 
to  the  development  of  Christian  charac- 
ter, and  the  ability  to  live  in  harmony 
with  others. 

Dr.  Martin,  the  youngest  president  ever 
inaugurated  in  Davidson's  122-year  his- 
tory, gave  up  a  successful  busines  career 
in  1951  to  return  to  his  alma  mater  as 
Treasurer  and  Business  Manager. 

The  Trustees  elected  Dr.  Martin  to  the 
presidency  in  May,  1958. 

Already,  under  his  administration,  new 
buildings  that  have  been  built  or  will 
be  completed  in  the  near  future,  repre- 
sent an  investment  of  more  than  one  and 
three-quarter  million  dollars. 

Davidson  College  has  a  student  body  of 
900  and  a  faculty  of  70. 

The  last  Davidson  inauguration  was  in 
1940  when  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham  suc- 
ceeded Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle  as  president. 

The  delegates  who  came  to  pay  their

respects  to  Dr.  Martin  represented  col- 
leges and  universities  all  over  the  na- 
tion: California  in  the  far  West;  Oregon 
in  the  Northwest;  Texas  in  the  South- 
west; Maine  in  the  Northeast;  and  the 
southern  tip  of  Florida  in  the  Southeast. 
Altogether,  38  states  were  represented  by 
their  colleges,  many  of  them  from  the 
West  and  Middle  West,  and  33  state  uni- 
versities sent  delegates,  as  did  the  United 
States  Military  Academy.  Representat- 
tives  came  from  16  national  educational 
associations  and  from  10  theological  sem- 
inaries. The  oldest  university  represent- 
ed was  Harvard  (1636),  and  the  young- 
est, Florida  Presbyterian  College  (1958).

in  this  burial  ground,  and  had  been  placed  in  the 
Foundation  to  be  preserved  for  future  generations 
to  see. 

TOKENS 

The  communion  tokens  which  those  early  Scotch 
settlers  used  were  also  on  display  in  the  Founda- 
tion. It  has  been  said  that  the  Scotch  were  so 
strict  that  no  church  member  was  allowed  to  tal<e 
communion  unless  he  had  attended  preparatory 
services  the  week  prior  at  which  time  they  were 
given  tokens  made  of  pewter  or  some  such  metal 
which  entitled  them  to  take  communion  on  the 
following  Sunday.  If  they  did  not  have  the  token 
they  could  not  receive  communion.  Probably  sim- 
ilar tokens  were  used  in  this  church.  The  land  for 
this  church  and  burial  ground  was  given  by  Mr. 
Charlie  Henry,  and  the  deed  is  recorded  in  the 
New  Hanover  County  Courthouse.  The  first  house 
of  worship  for  Black  River  Chapel  was  made  of 
logs,  and  was  located  a  short  distance  from  this 
present  site,  at  Corbett's  ferry.  For  some  reason 
this  building  had  no  chimney,  and  of  course  could 
not  be  heated  in  any  way  but  the  people  came  to 
worship  God,  and  wore  enough  clothing  to  keep 
them  warm. 

Their  church  meant  so  much  to  those  God-fearing 
Scotch  settlers  that  they  made  every  effort  to  get 
to  their  house  of  worship  on  the  Lord's  Day.  A 
"Walk  and  Tie"  story  is  told.  "A  family  with 
only  a  horse  and  no  buggy  or  surry,  would  start 
out,  with  the  mother  and  children  riding  the 
horse  for  a  distance,  then  they  would  get  off,  tie 
the  horse  to  a  tree  and  walk  on.  Soon  the  father 
would  reach  the  horse,  mount  and  ride  until  the 
family  was  overtaken,  then  the  family  would  ride 
again — so  on  and  so  on  until  they  reached  the 
church  with  no  one  having  to  walk  all  the  way. 
This  too  caused  them  to  carry  an  extra  pair  of 
shoes  so  they  would  have  a  clean  pair  to  put  on 
before  entering  the  house  of  worship. 

The  first  log  building  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
Probably  one  of  those  dreaded  forest  fires  swept 
the  country.  The  church  was  rebuilt  in  1770  and 
it  likewise  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  third  build- 
ing was  constructed  in  1818.  This  present  build- 
ing, we  are  worshiping  in  today,  was  constructed  in 
1859 — one  hundred  years  ago. 

IVIany  of  the  records  of  the  earlier  days  were 
lost  or  destroyed  by  fire.  I  am  indebted  to  the 
histories  of  the  late  Rev.  Robert  Tate  and  the  late 
Rev.  Andrew  J.  Howell  and  tradition  for  the  num- 
ber of  facts  of  general  interest  1  give  you  today. 

FAMOUS  MEN 

Somewhere  in  the  Apocrypha  we  find  these 
words:  "Let  us  now  praise  famous  men."  Although 
these  men  of  God  who  have  served  this  church 
were  famous  and  praiseworthy,  I  do  not  consider 
that  we  are  here  to  praise  them  so  much  as  to 
renew  our  acquaintance  with  old  friends,  to  recall 
the  days  of  our  forefathers  and  the  work  they  did 
here  that  has  endeared  this  hallowed  ground  and 
building  to  each  one  of  us. 

'Tis  true  many  famous  men  have  gone  out  from 
this  church  and  community:  Dr.  Livington  Murphy, 
considered  one  of  the  great  men,  pioneering  in  al- 
most an  unknown  field  of  medicine  during  his  day; 
Dr.  Edwin  Alderman,  who  became  president  of 
three  Universities  and  rated  one  of  the  greatest 
eduactional  leaders  in  America;  Duncan  Sellers, 
Princeton  graduate,  on  account  of  his  health  was 
never  able  to  preach  but  was  a  valuable  teacher  in 
the  Sunday  School  here.  Woodrow  Wilson  played 
under  the  moss-covered  trees  around  the  church 
when  his  famous  father  came  here  to  preach. 

On  the  wall  in  the  vestibule  you  can  see  a  hand- 
some tablet  placed  there  in  1940  during  the  200th 
anniversary,  by  Charles  J.  Williams,  Jr.  in  memory 
of  his  great,  great  grandparents,  Patrick  and  Eliza- 
beth Murphy.  This  tablet  gives  interesting  facts 
about  the  church  and  its  pastors. 

One  of  the  first  pastors  of  this  Chapel  prior  to 
its  organization  was  the  Rev.  James  Tate.  He  was 
a  Presbyterian  minister  from  Ireland  and  lived  in 
Wilmington  at  this  time.  Robert  Tate's  history 
speaks  of  him  as  a  profound  scholar  and  as  a  pro- 
fessor of  religion  he  was  consistent,  and  as  a 
minister  of  the  gospel  his  sermons  were  edifying. 


Following  Mr.  Tate,  came  Rev.  Mr.  Wills,  an 
Episcopal  minister,  sent  by  the  authority  of  the 
Church  of  England  to  this  country.  It  was  about 
this  period  in  1770  that  the  second  building  was 
built.  A  Mr.  Aaron  Moore  had  charge  of  the  con- 
struction. 

Over  a  period  of  several  years  the  following  min- 
isters labored  here:  Mr.  Crawford,  from  Scotland; 
Mr.  Bingham,  from  Ireland;  Mr.  Hall  from  North 
Carolina  and  Mr.  Samuel  McCorkle  from  North 
Carolina.  Mr.  McCorkle  was  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing men  of  his  day — he  soon  became  a  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  He  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  found- 
ing of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  His  mind 
and  hand  are  felt  and  seen  in  many  departments 
of  the  University  organization  and  building  of  to- 
day. He  was  chosen  as  orator  on  the  great  day 
of  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  University. 
He  organized  and  conducted  the  Zion-Parnassus 
Academy  for  many  years,  which  was  one  of  the 
first  log  colleges  in  the  state.  Six  of  the  seven 
members  of  the  first  graduating  class  of  the  Uni- 
versity were  his  former  students  at  Zion-Parnassus 
Academy. 

COLIN  LINDSAY 

For  a  few  years  the  Chapel  with  without  a  pastor 
and  the  good  people  of  this  community  grew  weary 
of  being  without  spiritual  guidance  so  in  1783  they 
sent  out  a  call  in  Macedonian  language,  and  the 
Rev.  Colin  Lindsay  in  Scotland  answered  this  call 
and  came  as  an  under-shepherd  to  this  people.  His 
first  sermon  was  preached  from  Acts  10:29,  "There- 
fore I  came  unto  you  with  out  gain-saying,  as  soon 
as  I  was  sent  for.  I  ask,  therefore  for  what  intent 
ye  have  sent  for  me?" 

It  was  during  this  ministry  that  the  Chapel  be- 
came an  organized  church  and  the  name  was 
changed  from  Black  River  Chapel  to  Black  River 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  was  told  that  Mr.  Lind- 
say's wife  was  Scotch  and  very  thrifty.  One  Sun- 
day she  carried  a  hen  to  church  and  one  being 
asked,  "Why?"  replied  that  she  was  "afraid  the 
hen  would  lay-astray". 

Following  this  period  the  church  was  without  a 
pastor  again.  Then  the  Rev.  Robert  Tate  came 
from  Orange  Presbytery.  He  served  the  Church 
for  several  years  and  many  members  were  added  to 
the  Church.  During  his  ministry,  Mr.  Alex  Henry, 
Mr.  Allen  Shaw,  and  Mr.  George  Bannerman  were 
elected  Ruling  Elders.  In  the  year  1829  the  Tem- 
perance Society  was  formed  in  this  church.  There 
was  another  period  when  the  church  was  without  a 
pastor.  Then  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Alexander  came, 
and  this  present  church  building  was  erected  dur- 
ing his  ministry  in  1859 — one  hundred  years  ago. 

The  following  building  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  congregation:  James  Kerr;  Daniel  McAllis- 
ter; William  Colvin;  James  Corbett;  James  Mc- 
Duffie,  Cornelius  Johnson;  George  Washington  Ban- 
nerman; James  Ennis,  and  H.  W.  Beatty.  The 
material  for  this  building  came  from  the  lands  of 
James  Kerr  and  is  native  pine  cut  by  a  water  saw- 
mill. The  walls  and  ceiling  boards  were  finished 
by  hand.  This  building  has  a  feature  that  is  oddly 
conspicuous  as  you  can  see  today — a  gallery 
around  the  side  walls  where  the  slaves  as  well  as 
their  masters  could  sit  and  hear  the  preachments 
of  the  day.  In  those  days  it  was  customary  for  the 
men  to  sit  on  one  side  of  the  church  and  the 
women  on  the  other.  Before  these  lovely  pews, 
with  their  satiny  finish,  were  refinished  recently, 
you  could  easily  see  the  scratches  on  the  pews  and 
could  see  that  the  children  were  regular  attendants 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord.  The  former  church  build- 
ing was  used  for  a  school  building  and  Mr.  Alex- 
ander taught  there  in  what  they  called  a  "one- 
teacher"  school.  In  this  building  was  a  very  large 
pulpit  with  doors  in  the  lower  part.  It  is  told  that 
when  a  child  misbehaved  he  or  she  was  put  in  this 
pulpit  and  the  doors  closed  until  he  or  she  was 
ready  to  behave. 

This  fine  old  church — its  strong  and  sturdy 
building,  with  all  its  lovely  tradition — has  cer- 
tainly moved  forward  in  the  past  century.  This 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  sincere  devotion  and 
sacrifice  of  its  members  and  the  many  fine  pastors 
who  have  labored  here  so  faithfully.  Would  that 
we  had  the  time  to  speak  of  each  one  of  them  and 
the  work  they  have  done. 

Every  thing  of  real  value  in  life  costs  something. 
The  political  liberty  we  enjoy  today  costs  some- 
thing; the  fact  that  we  have  a  faith  and  churches 
in  which  to  worship  and  spiritual  leaders  who  can 
guide  us — all  this  has  been  purchased  by  the  grim 
sacrifice  of  brave  men  and  women — courageous 
pioneers.  This  Church  has  also  had  the  privilege 
of  sacrificing  some  of  her  best,  as  she  encouraged 
the  growth  of  other  churches:  South  River,  Har- 
mony, and  Caswell  are  daughters  of  this  glorious 
old  church. 

In  Ephesians  5:25-27  we  read  these  words: 
"Christ  loved  the  Church  and  gave  Himself  for  it: 
that  He  might  present  it  to  Himself  a  glorious 
church." 

Black  River  Church  is  truly  a  glorious  church. 
It  provides  an  inclusive  warm-hearted  fellowship, 
a  fellowship  where  people  are  drawn  together  and 
held  together  by  one  great  tie — faith  in  and  loy- 
alty to  Jesus  Christ.  We  do  rejoice  again  today 
that  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to 
build  this  house  to  the  Glory  of  His  Name.  As  we 
face  the  years  that  lie  ahead,  Christ  stands  in  our 
midst  as  He  stood  in  the  midst  of  our  fathers  and 
mothers,  and  to  each  one  of  us  on  this  "Homecom- 
ing Day",  I  believe  He  is  saying,  "I  am  counting 
on  you  to  keep  alive,  "The  Faith  of  your  Fathers." 


THE  ASSEMBLY  IN  BRIEF 
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sessions  for  comments  prior  to  formal  action  by 
the  Assembly. 

Following  a  short  but  warm  debate,  the  Assem- 
bly gave  final  enactment  to  changes  in  Church 
laws  on  remarriage  of  divorced  persons.  Already 
passed  by  the  presbyteries,  69-13,  the  changes 
authorize  pastors  to  perform  weddings  if  they  are 
convinced  the  divorced  persons  involved  are  truly 
repentant  for  past  sins  and  determined  to  make  the 
new  marriage  a  success  on  Christian  foundations. 

Longest  and  sharpest  debating  of  the  Assembly 
concerned  relationships  of  our  Church  to  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches.  By  combining  a  mi- 
nority report  and  the  majority  report  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Interchurch  Relations,  the  As- 
sembly registered  disapproval  to  the  NCC  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  World  Order  Study  Conference 
in  asking  recognition  of  Red  China.  The  NCC 
called'  but  did  not  endorse  the  findings  of  the  con- 
ference. The  Assembly  affirmed  the  right  of  such 
conferences  to  meet  and  reach  their  own  conclu- 
sions. A  second  minority  report,  asking  the  Church 
to  withdraw  from  the  NCC  was  defeated  341-116. 

The  Assembly  urged  that  the  Rally  Day  Offering 
be  made  a  major  emphasis  in  the  churches,  in  view 
of  heavy  expenses  to  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion during  Its  Curriculum  Improvement  Program. 

Changing  the  name  of  Assembly's  Training 
School  to  Presbyterian  School  for  Christian  Edu- 
cation was  approved. 

The  Assembly  asked  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion to  provide  staff  for  guiding  the  Church  in  in- 
dustrial ministry,  and  endorsed  the  Board's  reply 
to  a  1958  overture,  saying  that  the  Assembly  has 
set  no  geographical  boundaries,  and  urging  synods 
and  presblyteries  to  extend  their  work  to  the  limit 
of  their  ability  in  unchurched  contiguous  areas. 

A  new  Church  Extension  loan  plan  which  will 
stretch  available  dollars  for  loans  to  new  churches 
was  approved. 

The  Rev.  Ernest  Arnold,  D.D.,  was  elected  first 
executive  secretary  for  the  Permanent  Committee 
on  Television,  Radio  and  Audio-Visuals. 

The  Assembly  adopted,  with  one  dissenting  vote, 
the  Christian  Relations  report  on  "The  Ministry  of 
Reconciliation"  of  the  Church. 

The  Assembly  reaffirmed  its  warnings  of  1946 
and  1948  against  Roman  Catholic  policies  of  domi- 
nance of  church  over  state,  and  against  marriages 
with  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

In  reply  to  overtures  from  Potomac  and  Brazos 
Presbyteries,  the  Assembly  voted  studies  of  the 
Christian  attitude  toward  capital  punishment,  and 
toward  both  war  and  the  means  of  preventing  war. 

The  Assembly  approved  the  idea  of  discussion 
meetings  between  doctors  and  ministers,  in  the 
area  of  Christianity  and  Health. 

The  Stated  Clerk  reported  new  highs  in  statistics: 
membership,  873,071;  giving  to  benevolences,  $19,- 
244,684;  givinn  to  current  expenses,  $63,359,107; 
total  giving,  $82,603,791;  per  capita  giving,  $95.00; 
additions  on  profession  of  faith,  29,438. 

At  11:30  a.m.,  Tuesday,  April  28,  having  voted 
warm  thanks  to  the  host  church  and  many  others 
in  Atlanta,  the  Assembly  adjourned  to  meet  in

WEST  RALEIGH  BUILDS 

Heavy  rains  failed  to  daunt  the  spirits 
of  tlie  members  of  the  West  Raleigh  Pres- 
byterian Church,  and  the  scheduled 
ground-breaking  exercises  were  carried 
out  according  to  schedule  on  April  12. 
The  new  $310,000  Christian  Education 
building  will  contain  a  section  to  be 
used  for  the  Campus  Christian  Life  pro- 
gram of  the  Synod  in  connection  with  the 
North  Carolina  State  College  student 
body,  where  there  are  some  700  Presbyte- 
rian students  enrolled. 

Participating  in  the  ground-breaking 
exercises  were  Miss  Minnie  Farrior,  rep- 
resentative of  the  Women  of  the  Church 
and  Secretary  of  the  Building  Committee, 
Dr.  John  S.  Brown,  pastor  of  the  church, 
Robert  W.  Shoffner,  Building  Committee 
Chairman,  Hal  Thompson,  general  con- 
tractor, Carter  Williams,  architect,  and 
Neal  Cameron,  President  of  the  Church's 
Wetsminster  Fellowship. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  obligated 
itself  to  contribute  $90,000  in  capital 
funds  to  the  building  projects.  Recently 
the  first  gift  from  the  Synod  was  made 
to  the  church.  A  check  for  $25,000,  rep- 
resenting gifts  from  the  1958  Campus 
Christian  Life  campaign,  was  delivered 
to  the  pastor  of  the  church  by  Synod's 
Treasurer,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley. 
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ACCEPTS  PRESIDENCY 

Dr.  Ansley  Cunningham  Moore,  minister 
of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh,  has  accepted  the  presidency 
of  the  Consolidated  Presbyterian  College 
in  Laurinburg.  (See  his  statement  on 
page  2.)  His  selection  was  announced  No- 
vember 26  by  Hector  McLean,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  described 
as  "the  most  significant  and  promising 
step"  to  take  place  in  the  creation  of  the 
college. 

Dr.  Moore  is  a  native  of  Atlanta,  Geor- 
gia, and  a  graduate  of  Emory  University 
and  Columbia  Theological  Seminary.  He 
has  held  pastorates  at  Thomasville,  Geor- 
gia; Mobile,  Alabama;  and  Clearwater, 
Florida. 

Dr.  Moore  became  pastor  of  the  Sixth 
United  Church  in  Pittsburgh  in  1947.  In 
addition  to  his  pastoral  duties.  Dr.  Moore 
conducted  a  counseling  program  for  sev- 
eral years  over  a  leading  Pittsburgh  radio 
station,  and  has  been  writing  a  counsel- 
ing page  weekly  in  a  Pittsburgh  news- 
paper. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Muskingum  College  and  is  an 
associate  of  the  National  Presbyterian 
Church,  President  Eisenhower's  church, 
in  Washington.  Dr.  Moore  has  contribut- 
ed numerous  articles  to  religious  publi- 
cations. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Margaret 
Haynie  of  Stone  Mountain,  Georgia,  and 
they  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters. 


COLLEGE  CONTRACTS 

Four  contracts  totalling  $357,  243  were  awarded  December  17 
to  low  bidders  on  the  Initial  phase  of  the  construction  program  at 
Consolidated  College.  Silas  Vaughn,  business  manager,  pointed  out 
thai  the  beilnning  of  these  jobs  will  soon  be  followed  by  major 
building  construction. 

The  biggest  job  went  to  the  Albemarle  Plumbing  and  Heating 
Company  of  Albemarle.  They  will  lay  the  plumbing  and  heating  lines 
on  both  sides  of  the  campus  laiie.  The  Speros  Construction  Company 
of  Laurinburg  was  given  the  contract  for  construction  of  the  heating 
plant  building,  the  first  permanent  building  to  be  erected.  The  con- 
tract for  laying  of  water  mains,  storm  and  sanitary  sewer  lines  was 
awarded  to  the  Anderson  Construction  Company  of  Dunn.  Dicli's 
Electric  Company  was  given  the  electric  contract. 

All  lines  mentioned  In  contracts  let  on  December  17  are  to  go 
underground.  No  utility  poles  will  appear  on  the  campus  other  than 
as  outlets  such  as  light  poles.  All  utilities  are  to  be  adequate  for 
accommodation  of  2,000  poople.

Dr.  Marshall  Woodson  call- 
ed to  Edgar  Tufts  Foundation,  Banner 
Elk,  N.  C.  in  December. 
DAVIDSON  AND  QUEENS  COLLEGES 
reported  large  gifts  from  the  Dana  Foun- 
dation and  the  former  a  large  gift  from 
the  Reynolds  Foundation;  in  all,  nearly 
one  and  a  half  million  dollars.

PRESIDENT  SPEAKS 

(Statement  by  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore, 
president-elect  of  the  Consolidated  Pres- 
byterian College,  who  will  unofficially  as- 
sume duties  January  15.) 

"All  who  listen  to  the  voice  of  God  to- 
day are  seriously  concerned  about  Amer- 
ica— its  internal  strengths  and  weaknesses, 
but  particularly  about  the  direction  in 
which  it  is  going.  There  is  no  question 
but  that  something  is  happening  to  this 
nation's  moral  fiber  as  revealed  by  the 
scandals  in  the  television  industry,  by 
payola,  by  staggering  amounts  lost  to 
crime,  by  shocking  amounts  spent  on  al- 
cohol, by  corruption  among  some  labor 
leaders,  by  a  stupid  waste  of  money,  and 
by  a  general  materialism  which  spreads 
through  all  our  common  life. 

While  our  churches  are  crowded,  our 
church  rolls  growing,  and  our  income 
from  religion  soaring,  we  wonder  if  men 
and  women  are  better,  if  boys  and  girls 
are  stronger  inside,  if  God  is  building  his 
holy  city  through  us,  if  Christ  is  really 
honored  and  loved  in  this  land  of  the 
free  and  home  of  the  brave. 

All  of  this  was  before  me  as  I  consid- 
ered giving  up  my  pulpit  and  accepting  a 
college  presidency.  David  Paton's  word 
gave  me  strength,  "Nothing  is  more  im- 
portant than  to  know  what  appointment 
God  has  made  for  us,  and  no  appoint- 
ment is  more  worth  keeping." 

Four  convictions  of  mine  nudged  me 
toward  an  affirmative  reply  to  the  call 
of  God  and  of  the  newly  organized  Pres- 
byterian board  at  Laurinburg.  First,  I  be- 
lieve passionately  in  Christian  higher 
education.  The  curriculum  for  this  col- 
lege, in  placing  a  basic  course  at  the  cen- 
ter in  'Christianity  and  Culture'  seems 
to  me  to  be  on  the  right  track. 

Second,  I  believe  in  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian church's  commitment  to  the  task 
of  Christian  education,  and  I  honor  and 
appreciate  the  rich  contribution  of  those 
who  have  built  the  institutions  now 
merging.  Third,  I  believe  in  the  integrity 
and  dedication  of  the  men  and  women  I 
met  who  are  behind  this  new  college. 
And,  I  believe  in  the  South  and  its  fu- 
ture part  in  helping  to  shape  the  aims 
and  ideals  of  this  country. 

Those  who  have  conceived  in  prayer 
the  idea  of  a  new  venture  in  Christian 
higher  education  at  Laurinburg  believe 
that  if  our  young  people  study  for  four 
years  the  impact  of  Christianity  upon 
our  Western  culture;  and.  if  they  really 
understand  the  Christian  faith,  and  em- 
brace it  as  their  very  own,  they  will  set- 
tle down  in  communities  across  the  na- 
tion not  with  antagonism  toward  religion, 
or  with  skepticism  toward  the  church, 
but  as  active  churchmen  and  practicing 
Christians. 

If  parents  will  send  us  their  young  peo- 
ple, and  support  us  with  their  prayers

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DR.  WOODSON  TO  HEAD  BANNER  ELK  FOUNDATION 


Dr.  Marshall  Scott  Woodson,  president 
of  Flora  Macdonald  College  for  the  past 
10  years  and  acting  president  of  Conso- 
lidated College,  has  resigned  his  post  in 
order  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  Ed- 
gar Tufts  Memorial  Association  at  Ban- 
ner Elk. 

As  president  of  the  Association,  Dr. 
Woodson  will  be  president  of  Lees-McRae 
Junior  College,  the  Grace  Hartley  Hos- 
pital, and  the  Grandfather  Home  for  Chil- 
dren. He  succeeds  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Carter, 
acting  Tufts  president  for  2V2  years,  who 
will  become  a  field  representative  and 
Bible  lecturer. 

Dr.  Woodson  will  assume  his  new  post 
in  early  1960.  Flora  Macdonald  trustees 
accepted  his  resignation  with  regret  and 
assigned  a  trustee  committee,  under  Hec- 
tor McLean  of  Lumberton,  to  name  an 
acting  president  for  Flora  Macdonald. 

Last  month.  Dr.  Woodson  was  elected 
to  head  the  Conference  of  Church  Relat- 
ed Colleges  of  the  South,  at  a  meeting  of 
college  officials  in  connection  with  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.  He  is  a  Missouri  na)- 


tive  and  a  graduate  of  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, the  Columbia,  S.  C,  Theological 
Seminary,  and  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  Richmond. 

In  commenting  on  his  new  position. 
Dr.  Woodson  called  Barmer  Elk  "the 
finest  opportunity  in  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church  for  unselfish  and  sacri- 
ficial service  to  the  Kingdom  of  Christ." 

Mr.  Halbert  M.  Jones,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Flora  Macdonald,  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement  in  granting  the  request 
of  Dr.  Woodson  for  a  leave  of  absence: 
"During  his  ten  years  as  president  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College,  Dr.  Marshall 
Woodson  has  rendered  a  distinguished 
service  to  the  college  and  to  his  church. 
Under  his  leadership.  Flora  Macdonald 
College  has  grown  in  educational  stature, 
in  student  enrollment,  and  in  financial 
strength.  Dr.  Woodson  is  a  dedicated  ser- 
vant of  his  Church  and  his  Lord  and  will 
serve  with  vigor  and  effectiveness  wher- 
ever he  may  choose.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  with  re- 
luctance and  with  deep  appreciation  for 
his  years  of  devoted  leadership,  has  ac- 
ceded to  his  request  to  give  him  permis- 
sion to  accept  the  call  to  serve  in  another 
field  during  early  1960." 

During  the  ten  years  that  Dr.  Wood- 
son has  served  as  President  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald, the  college  has  progressed  in 
every  department.  The  college  closed  its 
fiscal  year  June  30  with  every  bill  paid 
and  an  operating  surplus  of  over  $21,000. 

Since  March,  1957,  Dr.  Woodson  has 
also  served  as  acting  president  of  the 
Consolidated  Presbyterian  College,  Laur- 
inburg.  In  regard  to  his  work  there,  Mr. 
Hector  MacLean  says:  "I  doubt  if  the 
Consolidated  College  would  have  ever  be- 
come a  reality  without  the  services  of 
Dr.  Marshall  Scott  Woodson.  His  contri- 
bution to  this  great  adventure  in  Chris- 
tian Higher  Education  is  immeasurable. 
His  devotion  and  zeal  to  a  difficult  task 
have  assured  the  Consolidated  College  of 
a  firm  and  lasting  foundation."

WHEN  FIRE  STRIKES 


OLD  GALATIA  BURNS 

Galatia  Church,  100-year  old  landmark 
near  Fayetteville,  was  destroyed  by  fire 
on  Sunday,  December  13,  just  prior  to  the 
morning  service.  The  flames,  which  were 
fanned  by  high  winds,  completely  destroy- 
ed the  pine  timber  structure  held  to- 
gether by  wooden  pegs. 

It  was  estimated  that  it  would  cost 
from  $65,000  to  $75,000  to  replace  the 
church.  The  building  was  partially  cov- 
ered by  insurance.  The  cause  of  the  fire 
was  probably  the  defective  furnace. 

The  first  service  held  at  Galatia  was 
by  the  Rev.  Angus  McDiarmid  in  October, 
1825.  The  first  church  building  was  erect- 
ed between  1825  and  1830,  and  was  a 
rectangular  structure  about  200  yards 
east  of  the  present  building. 

The  Rev.  Charles  M.  Murray  has  been 
pastor  of  the  church  for  the  past  one  and 
one-half  years.  He  succeeded  the  Rev.  B. 
O.  Shannon,  who  served  there  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 


GALATIA  CHURCH  HISTORY 

By  Rev.  Charles  M.  Murray 
The  fire  which  destroyed  the  sanctuary 
and  education  plant  of  Galatia  Presby- 
terian Church,  marked  the  most  recent 
milestone  in  its  more  than  century  long 
history.  The  exact  date  and  circumstances 
of  its  founding  are  forever  lost  in  the 
shadows  of  history  thanks  to  members 
of  Sherman's  forces  who  burned  the  Ses- 
sion records  in  1865.  Presbytery  minutes 
indicate,  however,  that  in  the  year  1829 
the  newly-formed  church  of  Galatia  ask- 
ed to  be  enrolled  and  local  tradition  holds 
that  services  were  held  for  several  years 
prior  to  this  date  in  a  crude  building 
called  "The  Shelter."  The  most  common- 
ly given  date  for  the  actual  founding  of 
the  church,  therefore,  is  1825. 

The  church  grew  both  in  size  and  in- 
fluence during  the  following  years  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Smith, 
the  Rev.  Angus  McDiarmid,  the  Rev.  Colin 
Mclver,  who  served  Galatia  and  Mac- 
Pherson  churches  from  1836  until  1850 
and  who  served  as  stated  clerk  of  both 
Presbytery  and  Synod. 
In  the  fall  of  1858,  the  Rev.  John  Sin-

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PRESBYTERIAN  HIGHWAY  MARKER 

A  marker  to  the  Rev.  James  Campbell,  pioneer  Presby- 
terian leader,  was  unveiled  in  ceremonies  held  November 
22  near  Fayetteville.  A  native  of  Scotland,  Mr.  Campbell 
worked  among  the  Scotch  Highlanders  in  the  Cape  Fear 
area,  organizing  the  Bluff  (1758),  Barbecue  (1758),  and 
Longstreet  (1758)  Churches.  The  observance  was  sponsored 
by  the  Cumberland  County  Committee  of  the  National  So- 
ciety of  Colonial  Dames  of  America. 

Principal  speaker  for  the  event  was  the  Rev.  Robert  S. 
Arrowood  of  Linden,  who  described  Mr.  Campbell's  work 
among  Scottish  descendants.  Mr.  Campbell  was  important 
for  "the  breadth  of  his  ministry,  the  strength  and  depth 
of  his  preaching,  in  the  zeal  with  which  he  sought  souls 
and  laboriously  served  in  the  Master's  kingdom,"  stated 
Mr.  Arrowood. 

W.  S.  Tarlton,  chairman  of  historic  sites  for  the  State 
Department  of  Archives  and  History,  presided  over  the  pro- 
gram. 

Mrs.  Duncan  Owen,  chairman  of  historical  activities  of 
the  Colonial  Dames,  introduced  distinguished  guests  on  the 
program,  and  also  introduced  the  committee  who  arrang- 
ed the  program:  Mrs.  E.  R.  MacKethan,  Mrs.  R.  O.  Burns, 
and  Mrs.  Henry  M.  London.

BOARD  DECLINES  MOVE

A  fact-finding  committee  was  sent  to 
Charlotte  to  explore  the  invitation. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  stated  that  the  Board 
had  made  its  decision  "purely  upon  the 
basis  of  where  and  how  we  can  best  create 
and  provide  a  program  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation for  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S." 
He  pointed  out  that  Union  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  Presbyterian  School 
for  Christian  Education  are  both  bene- 
ficial to  the  Board's  work.  Also  the  print- 
ing facilities  in  Richmond  influenced  the 
Board's  decision. 

The  Board,  located  in  downtown  Rich- 
mond, recently  purchased  property  to  the 
north  of  the  city  and  plans  to  move 
there.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  of- 
ficials of  the  city  of  Richmond  assured 
the  members  of  "the  abiding  interest  of 
the  city"  in  their  work.

1959  TOP  RELIGIOUS 
NEWS  STORIES 

Religion  editors  across  the  country  rat- 
ed the  recent  birth  control  issue  as  the 
top  religious  news  story  of  1959  in  a  sur- 
vey by  the  Religious  Newswr iters  Asso- 
ciation. The  RNA,  formed  in  1949,  com- 
prises about  80  men  and  women  who  cov- 
er the  news  of  religion  for  the  secular 
press,  including  newspapers,  news  mag- 
azines, and  wire  services. 

In  the  order  of  their  rating  the  top  ten 
stories  were:  (1)  the  religious  aspects  of 
birth  control;  (2)  Pope  John's  announce- 
ment of  an  Ecumenical  Council;  (3)  de- 
bate over  the  likelihood  of  a  Catholic  be- 
ing nominated  for,  or  elected  to,  the 
Presidency;  (4)  improvement  in  Protest- 
ant-Catholic relations;  (5)  reaction  of 
religious  leaders  to  the  U.  S.  visit  of  So- 
viet Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev;  (6) 
denominational  mergers;  (7)  existence  of 
a  moral  crisis,  as  disclosed  by  the  tele- 
vision quiz  show  scandals;  (8)  dedica- 
tion of  the  Roman  Catholic  National 
Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  in 
Washington,  D.  C;  (9)  retention  of  the 
Christian  "label"  in  the  terms  of  the 
merger  of  the  American  Unitarian  As-

WORLD  MISSIONS 
STUDY  SEASON 

As  February's  intensive  mission  study 
of  "Africa"  approaches,  the  Congo — our 
own  mission  field  on  that  continent — re- 
mains a  question  mark  as  a  nation  and 
as  a  Christian  church. 

One  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionary  writ- 
ing from  tribal  riot-torn  Luluabourg,  a 
bustling  Congo  city  where  North  Caro- 
lina-supported missionaries  are  at  work, 
put  it  this  way: 

"It's  sort  of  like  asking  the  chief  sur- 
geon in  the  middle  of  a  major  operation 
just  what  the  final  outcome  will  be — 
whether  the  patient  is  going  to  live  or 
not,  or  whether^  the  operation  will  accom- 
plish its  purpose.  We're  so  smack-dab  in 
the  middle  of  huge  and  ominous  and  of- 
tremendous-import  things  here  that  we 
can't  tell  ourselves  what  is  going  on  .  .  ." 

But  if  you  want  to  know  what's  happen- 
ing in  the  Congo,  in  the  newly  autonom- 
ous church,  in  mission  work,  in  a  nation 
of  rival  tribes,  as  yet  without  unity,  burst- 
ing into  independence,  there  is  some  fas- 
cinating study  ahead  for  you  in  Febru- 
ary.

75th  ANNIVERSARY 

The  government  of  Korea  has  spon- 
sored a  special  anniversary  service  cele- 
brating the  75th  anniversary  of  Protestant 
missions  in  Korea. 

Some  450  missionaries  of  all  denomi- 
nations came  to  Seoul,  the  capital,  where 
they  were  honored  by  the  government 
with  the  commemoratory  service,  dinner 
and  a  performance  of  Korean  folksongs 
and  dances.  Among  them  were  two  Pres- 
byterian, U.  S.,  missionaries  supported  by 
North  Carolina  churches — Mrs.  George  T. 
Brown,  missionary  of  the  Kings  Mountain 
First  Church,  and  Mrs.  Wm.  A.  Linton, 
the  Fayetteville  and  Kannapolis  First 
Churches. 

A  congratulatory  speech  by  President 
Syngman  Rhee  was  read.  And  the  assem- 
bled missionary  community  was  thanked 
for  their  own  and  their  predecessors'  la- 
bors in  introducing  the  Christian  faith  to 
Korea. 

Missionaries  said  this  may  have  been 
the  first  time  in  the  Church's  history 
that  a  government  has  sponsored  such  a 
program. 

The  Korean  church  is  said  to  be  the 
largest  Protestant  church  in  Asia,  and 
Seoul    holds    the    greatest    number  of 


KOREAN  CHURCH  SCHISM 

Two  Presbyterian  missions  executives 
who  flew  to  Korea  for  consultations  with 
the  Korean  church,  threatened  with  a 
split  into  two  factions,  have  completed 
talks  there. 

Dr.  Hugh  Bradley,  field  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  World  Missions,  and  Dr. 
Nelson  Bell  of  Montreat,  North  Carolina, 
member  of  the  Board,  reported  to  the 
January  meeting  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  the  progress  of  attempts  for  re- 
conciliation in  Korea. 

The  split  came  about  during  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Korean  General  Assembly 
partly  over  the  question  of  membership 
in  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  Brad- 
ley and  Bell  went  to  Korea  by  invitation 
and  according  to  a  statement  by  the 
Board,  "with  the  clear  recognition  that 
while  we  are  dealing  with  a  beloved 
church  in  whose  establishment  and  nur- 
ture we  have  shared,  that  church  is  now 
completely  autonomous.  We  move  in  the 
confidence  that  this  breach  can  be  heal- 
ed through  Christian  faith,  and  we  com- 
mit ourselves  to  every  effort  to  that  pur- 
pose."

Alphonse  Chestnut,  the  head  of  the  North  Carolina  Fisheries  Re- 
search Institute  and  an  elder  In  the  Morehead  City  Presbyterian  Church, 
was  recently  selected  as  "Tar  Heel  of  the  Week"  by  the  News  &  Observer. 

Dr.  Chestnut  received  his  deereeln 
marine  biology  from  William  and  Mary. 
He  became  a  leading  authority  on  the 
oyster  while  studying  at  Rutger's,  where 
he  received  his  master's  and  doctorate 
degrees.  He  then  worked  with  a  New 
Jersey  oyster  research  laboratory.  In 
1948,  he  came  to  Morehead  City  with 
a  team  of  scientists  who  were  attempt- 
ing to  determine  the  reasons  for  the 
disappearance  of  seafood  for  Norih 
Carolina  waters,  and  In  1955  he  took 
over  the  head  of  the  Institute,  which 
was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  study- 
ing sea  life  off  the  coast  of  N.  C.

STEWARDSHIP  REPORT 

Statistics  relating  to  church  finance 
have  just  been  released  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Stewardship  and  Benevolence  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  for  the 
year  1958,  showing  contributions  totalling 
$2,352,159,290  reported  by  49  Protestant 
and  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches  in  the 
United  States.  Of  this  amount  $473,911,- 
895  is  reported  under  benevolences,  in- 
cluding home  and  foreign  missions,  re- 
lief abroad,  etc.,  which  is  equal  to  20.2 
per  cent  of  the  total.  For  local  expenses 
$1,876,039,317  was  reported,  equal  to  79.8 
per  cent  of  the  total. 

Comparing  the  1958  figures  to  those 
of  the  previous  year,  with  40  bodies  re- 
porting both  years,  the  total  amount  re- 
ported was  6.9  per  cent  above  the  past 
year,  with  a  gain  per  member  of  5.1  per 
cent;  congregational  expenses  were  up  6 
per  cent;  benevolences  increased  7  per 
cent. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  report- 
ed a  total  membership  of  869,501,  a  benev- 
olences budget  of  $19,401,184;  congrega- 
tional expenses  were  $3,359,107;  $3,585,- 
598  went  to  foreign  missions;  and  the 
grand  total  of  contributions  was  $82,760,- 
291.  On  a  per  member  basis,  the  benev- 
olences budget  was  $22.31;  congregational 
expenses  $72.87;  foreign  missions,  $4.12; 
and  total  contributions,  $95.18.

DAVIDSON  RECEIVES  GRANTS 

Davidson  College  has  been  selected  as 
one  of  the  privately  financed  United  Stat- 
es colleges  and  universities  to  receive  un- 
restricted grants-in-aid  under  the  aid-to- 
education  program  of  Texaco  Inc.,  it  was 
announced  recently  by  Dr.  Grier  Martin, 
president  of  Davidson.  Although  the  grant 
of  $1,500  is  unrestricted  as  to  use,  it  will 
strengthen  Davidson's  current  faculty  sal- 
ary budget. 

By  means  of  five  annual  grants  total- 
ling $262,500,  Charles  A.  Dana  will  finance 
a  scholarship  plan  designed  to  reward 
students  who  excel  during  their  freshman 
year.  The  grants  will  be  available  for  25 
outstanding  members  of  the  sophomore, 
junior,  and  senior,  classes,  and  will  range 
up  to  $700. 

A  $10,000  grant  from  the  Alfred  P. 
Sloan  Foundation  of  New  York  was  an- 
nounced to  the  Board  of  Visitors  at  Dav- 
idson in  November.  The  grant,  designat- 
ed for  the  chemistry  department,  will  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  other  funds  to 
provide  increased  space  and  laboratory 
equipment  for  the  department. 


CAMPUS  VISITORS 

During  the  first  four  months  of  1960 
Queens  College  will  have  four  consultants 
in  Asian  studies  visit  the  campus  to  dis- 
cuss questions  relating  to  "The  Role  of 
Non-Western  Studies  in  the  Liberal  Arts 
College."  Consultants  will  be  Dr.  Wing- 
tsit  ,Chan,  professor  of  Chinese  culture 
and  philosophy  at  Dartmouth  College; 
Dr.  Richard  L.  Walker,  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  international  studies  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina;  Dr.  James 
C.  Liu,  head  of  the  Eastern  studies  pro- 
gram at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh; 
and  Dr.  William  J.  Hagerty,  president 
of  State  Teachers  College  at  New  Paltz, 
New  York. 

An  initial  scholarship  grant  of  $200,- 
000  over  a  period  of  five  years,  has  been 
made  to  Queens  College  by  Charles  A. 
Dana,  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Dana 
Corporation.  The  grant  will  provide  $40,- 
000  each  year  for  students  in  the  sopho- 
more, junior,  and  senior  classes.  A  pre- 
vious grant  of  $360,000  had  been  made  by 
Dana  for  the  erection  of  a  classroom 
building  which  will  be  completed  for  use 
in  the  1960-61  session. 


PAN  PRESBYTERIAN 

Thirty-one  ministers  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  In  the  U.  S.  A. 
held  an  11-day  evangelism  mission  to  Cuba  In  December.  They  held  evan- 
gelism schools  in  28  cities  and  three  rallies  concluded  the  mission.  Dr. 
Arthur  I.  Miller  of  Denver,  moderator,  addressed  one  of  the  rallies. 

After  100  years.  Atlanta  Presbyterians  in  Central  Church  have  bought 
out  their  next-door  neighbors,  the  Baptists.  The  historic  old  church  has 
purchased  the  property  of  Central  Baptist  Church,  giving  the  Presbyterians 
almost  the  full  length  of  the  block  facing  the  capltol  of  Georgia.  The  Rev. 
Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  Is  pastor  of  Central  Church. 

When  a  reporter  asked  Dr.  Arthur  Judson  Brown,  who  for  34  years 
served  as  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  what  his  formula  for  long  life  was,  the  103  -  year-  old 
clergyman  quipped:  Don't  Die."  At  a  luncheon  held  In  his  honor,  Dr.  Brown 
commented  on  the  threats  of  Communism  and  the  ecumenical  movement, 
which  he  has  firmly  backed. 

Mr.  George  H.  Flowers  of  Richmond,  Va.,  was  re-elected  president 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Educ- 
ation, Richmond,  in  November.  Elected  vice-president  is  Dr.  William  B. 
Ward,  also  of  Richmond,  and  re-elected  secretary  is  Mr.  H.  H.  Wood  of 
Harrisonburg.  Va. 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  stated  clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  In  the  U.  S.  A.,  spent  a  month  In  Africa  to  confer  with  rehglous 
leaders  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  Cameroon,  Ghana,  and  Nigeria. 
The  trip  was  taken  in  oreder  "to  foster  a  greater  community  of  feehng 
between  churches  in  Africa  and  those  In  the  United  States  and  else- 
where." It  was  also  to  help  establish  contacts  for  a  wide  African  program 
of  the  church  for  1960-61. 

Independence  of  Cameroun,  West  Africa,  on  January  t,  was  hailed  by 
the  two  top  officials  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.  Con- 
gratulations were  sent  by  Dr.  Arthur  L.  Miller,  moderator,  and  Dr.  Eugene 
Carson  Blake,  the  stated  clerk,  American  Presbyterians  have  been  active 
in  Cameroun  for  more  than  100  years  and  have  established  numerous 
churches,  hospitals,  clinics,  schools,  a  college  and  a  seminary.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Cameroun  has  83,350  members,  more  than  any 
other  denomination.  Cameroun  was  formeriy  under  French  protectorate. 

When  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hyattsvllle.  Md.,  moved  into 
the  first  wing  of  its  new  building,  the  members  brought  with  them  their 
most  prized  possession,  a  silver  Communion  service  given  the  congreg- 
ation In  1707  by  Col.  Ninian  Beall,  a  pioneer  Maryland  settler.  The

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Henry  McKennie  Goodpasture,  missionaries  of 
Lenoir's  First  Church,  sailed  from  Now  York  City  in  November  for  Lisbon, 
where  he  will  be  a  professor  In  the  Protestant  Theological  Seminary. 
A  candidate  for  a  doctorate  from  the  University  ol  Edinburgh,  he  has 
served  for  the  past  two  months  as  assistant  to  the  Candidate  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Worid  Missions.

We  pledge  that  we  will  not  for- 
get you,  recording  your  work  In  the  pages  of  history.  Our  memory  of  you 
will  live  as  long  as  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  Yellow  Sea 
have  no  time  to  get  dry,  and  the  navy  blue  water  of  (he  Eastern  Sea  will 
never  get  exhausted." 

The  minutes  and  the  poem  of  the  men  of  Sam  Mok  Hoe  appeared  In 
Eul  Sa  SI  Bo  (Korean  Medical  Press),  a  weekly  trade  newspaper. 


A  week-long  study  camp  for  older  young  people  has  been  held  near 
Leopoldvllle,  mushrooming  metropolis  In  the  Belgian  Congo,  In  an  attempt 
to  meet  the  serious  needs  for  Christian  youth  leadership  In  the  city. 

Camp  director  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donald  Bobb,  Presbyterian,  U.$., 
missionaries  In  Leopoldvllle  supported  by  the  Alamance  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Greensboro. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  area's  Congolese  boys  and  giris  had  par- 
ticipated together  In  a  camping  experience  and  the  first  camp  In  the  area 
to  be  devoted  to  Intensive  study,  not  recreation. 

Reason  for  the  experiment  Presbyterian  and  other  missionaries  and 
national  church  leaders  there  had  discovered  that  capable  laymen  must 
work  during  the  hours  when  young  people  are  normally  free.  And  the  few 
teachers,  overwortied  from  classroom  rasponslblllUes,  six  days  a  week, 
should  not  be  asked,  they  decided,  to  take  on  this  added  load. 

The  solution  to  finding  leadership  for  a  Christian  youth  program 
seemed  to  be  training  older  youth  to  lead  younger  boys  and  gIris. 

At  the  camp,  courses  were  offered  in  Christian  beliefs,  first  aid,  the 
organization  ol  a  youth  program  and  how  each  young  person  could  fit  In, 
and  Bible,  with  emphasis  on  varied  ways  of  leading  Bible  study.  Open 
discussion  periods  brought  out  social  problems  facing  Congolese  youth— 
boy-girl  relations  and  Christian  marriage  within  an  unChrTstlan  environ- 
ment, choosing  a  vocation.  And  at  the  end  of  the  week,  oral,  Individual 
examinations  were  given. 

Similar  camps  are  being  held  and  planned  In  other  locations  in  the 
Congo.

CELTIC  CROSS  TO  MODERATOR 

Charlotte's  First  Church  was  recently 
cited  as  claiming  "a  rare  distinction"  by 
Dr.  Harrison  Ray  Anderson  of  Chicago, 
a  former  moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  pastor  of  Chicago's 
Fourth  Church.  Dr.  Anderson  was  refer- 
ring to  the  fact  that  the  First  Church 
has  given  the  General  Assembly  father- 
son  moderators,  Phillip  Fullerton  Hower- 
ton  and  his  father,  the  late  Dr.  James 
Robert  Howerton.  A  Celtic  Cross  was  pre- 
sented to  the  church  by  Dr.  Anderson  in 
honor  of  the  Howertons. 

Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  accepted  the  Cross  as  "a  symbol 
that  will  continue  to  bring  Christians  to- 
gether everywhere."  It  will  rest  on  the 
communion  table  in  front  of  the  altar. 

Phillip  Howerton  is  the  immediate  past 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  and  his  father  was  47th  moderator. 
Dr.  Howerton  was  pastor  at  First  Church 
from  1896  to  1901  and  was  founder  and 
first  president  of  the  Moimtain  Retreat 
Association  (Montreat).  He  was  also  pro- 
fessor of  philosophy  and  Bible  at  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University  from  1908  to 
1924. 


FIRST  WOMAN  JUSTICE 

Miss  Julia  Stewart,  North  Carolina's 
first  woman  justice  of  the  peace,  died 
November  27  at  Scotland  County  Hospi- 
tal. Born  in  1869,  Miss  Stewart  was  ap- 
pointed a  justice  of  the  peace  by  Gover- 
nor Cameron  Morrison  and  served  one 
year  in  that  office  in  the  1920's.  Funeral 
services  were  conducted  at  the  Laurin- 
burg  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  she 
was  a  member. 

Mrs.  J.  R.  Gordon,  95,  sister  of  Miss 
Stewart,  died  on  November  25,  at  her 
home  in  Hamlet.  She  was  believed  to  be 
the  oldest  citizen  of  Hamlet  and  was  the 
last  surviving  charter  member  of  the 
First  Church  there. 

Both  Miss  Stewart  and  Mrs.  Gordon 
were  daughters  of  the  late  Dr.  Angus 
Stewart  and  Elizabeth  McAlpin  Long 
Stewart,  who  settled  in  Scotland  County.

NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  CRIME 

Crime  is  on  the  rise  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  a  report  issued  by 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation.  The 
report,  which  shows  the  trends  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1959,  shows  that 
violent  assaults  have  increased  seven 
per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1938. 
Murders  increased  four  per  cent;  rapes, 
five  percent;  and  aggravated  assaults 
were  seven  percent  over  1958  figures.  The 
only  important  decline  is  shown  in  of- 
fenses of  robbery  which  were  down  seven 
percent. 

In  a  breakdown  of  cities,  the  only  sta- 
tistics available  for  North  Carolina  are 
those  of  Charlotte,  Greensboro,  and  Win- 
ston-Salem. Following  is  a  comparison  of 
figures  for  the  months  of  January-Sep- 
tember:

The  Ad-Interim  Committee  for  the  Re- 
vision of  the  Book  of  Church  Order  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has  com- 
pleted work  on  the  first  two  parts:  The 
Form  of  Government  and  the  Rules  of 
Discipline. 

These  parts  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
1960  General  Assembly  for  approval  and 
for  sending  down  to  the  Presbyteries  for 
their  categorical  vote  on  each  part,  ac- 
cording to  the  Rev.  Vernon  S.  Broyles, 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  1959  General  Assembly  referred 
the  Form  of  Government  back  to  the  com- 
mittee for  further  study  because  of  a 
large  number  of  suggestions  made  by 
Presbyteries  and  individuals. 

The  committee  is  now  at  work  on  the 
Directory  for  Worship  and  a  revision  of 
the  Directory  will  be  presented  to  the 
1960  Assembly.

92.  She  was  the  first  woman  shorthand 
reporter  in  North  Carolina  and  a  member 
of  the  first  class  to  receive  a  degree  from 
Salem  College,  of  which  she  was  a  gradu- 
ate. She  was  the  first  president  of  the 
North  Carolina  Sorosis,  the  first  woman's 
club  in  the  state  to  become  federated  with 
the  General  Federation  of  Woman's 
Clubs. 

Mrs.  Howell  was  also  active  in  church 
work,  having  taught  Sunday  School  for 
over  70  years.  She  served  several  times  as 
president  of  the  local  and  Presbyterial 
Women  of  the  Church.  She  also  published 
historical  works  including  "The  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina." 

Mrs.  Howell  is  survived  by  two  daught- 
ers and  one  son.

FOREIGN  STUDENTS 

N.  C.  State  again  leads  all  North  Car- 
olina colleges  and  universities  in  the  num- 
ber of  foreign  students  enrolled  with  a 
total  of  171,  according  to  a  report  issued 
by  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches.  Of  the 
51  institutions  reporting,  40  listed  foreign 
students  among  their  student  body,  a 
total  of  669  students  from  87  nations  and 
territories,  compared  to  last  year's  report 
of  779  students  from  68  countries. 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  is 
second  in  the  1959  report  with  127  stu- 
dents; Duke  is  third  with  94;  Warren 
Wilson,  fourth,  with  49;  and  Agricultural 
and  Technical  College,  fifth,  with  35. 
Among  the  colleges  showing  no  foreign 
students  enrolled  are  Montreat  and 
Peace.

BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  largest  operating  budget  in  the 
143-year  history  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  was  recommended  on  November 
18  at  the  conclusion  of  the  two-day  meet- 
ing of  its  advisory  council  held  at  Christ 
Church  Methodist,  New  York  City.  The 
council  approved  an  annual  budget  of 
four  million  dollars  to  meet  the  increased 
needs  for  Scripture  distribution. 

Among  other  recommendations  made 
by  the  council,  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  55  denominations,  were  the  de- 
velopment of  publication  facilities  in 
countries  where  Scripture  importation  is 
likely  to  be  curtailed;  printing  of  Scrip- 
tures with  large  type,  brightly-colored 
covers,  and  interesting  pictures;  and  dis- 
tribution to  "disenfranchised  groups  in 
the  United  States  such  as  migrants,  pris- 
oners and  delinqtients." 


NEW  SECRETARY 

Dr.  Lawrence  A.  Davis  of  Hinton,  W. 
Va.,  has  been  named  associate  secretary 
of  evangelism  for  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
effective  February  1,  1960. 

Dr.  Davis  is  presently  serving  as  the 
first  executive  director  of  the  Synod  of 
West  Virginia's  Bluestone  Conference 
Center  near  Hinton  and  is  also  the  Syn- 
od's moderator.  He  has  served  pastorates 
in  Atlanta  and  Huntington,  W.  Va. 

The  Rev.  Albert  E.  Dimmock,  secretary 
of  evangelism,  said  Dr.  Davis  will  act  as 
field  co-ordinator  of  the  denomination's 
evangelism  effort  in  connection  with  the 
Church's  1961  centennial. 


BACK  TO  NEW  YORK 

Dr.  George  Arthur  Buttrick,  for  27 
years  pastor  of  the  Madison  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  New  York  City  and 
for  the  past  five  years  chairman  of'  the 
Board  of  Preachers,  and  Plummer  pro- 
fessor of  Christian  Morals  at  Harvard 
University,  has  been  named  the  "Harry 
Emerson  Posdick  Visiting  Professor"  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York 
City,  for  the  academic  year  1960-61.  Dr. 
Buttrick  is  the  first  American  to  be  chos- 
en as  a  Posdick  Professor.  The  professor- 
ship was  established  in  1953  by  a  gift 
from  John  D.  Rockefeller,  III,  "to  honor 
Dr.  Fosdick  for  his  distinguished  contri- 
butions as  teacher,  preacher,  writer,  and 
counselor." 


NOTE  BURNING 

The  Second  Church  of  Salisbury  held 
a  service  of  dedication  and  a  note  burn- 
ing on  November  15,  with  Dr.  W.  Talia- 
ferro Thompson,  professor  emeritus  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  as  guest 
speaker. 

Greetings  were  read  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  A.  McGirt,  pastor  of  the  Second 
Church.  Mayor  Linwood  Foil,  a  son  of 
the  church,  brought  official  greetings. 

Climaxing  the  service  was  the  note- 
burning,  signifying  that  the  debt  of  the 
church  had  been  paid  in  full.  Frank  W. 
Fuller,  Sr.,  treasurer,  presented  the  note 
to  Carl  Stutts,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  deacons,  who  in  turn  presented  it  to 
James  H.  Foil,  Sr.,  chairman  of  the 
building  committee  and  trustee  of  the 
church,  who  burned  the  note. 

A  picnic  dinner  was  served  in  the  fel- 
lowship hall  followed  by  a  tree-planting 
service.  Bill  Hight,  representing  the 
Youth  Fellowship  of  the  church,  presid- 
ed. 

Since  the  service  consecrating  the  new 
buildings  was  held  on  November  15,  1953, 
236  new  members  have  been  added  to 
Second  Church,  and  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment and  general  benevolent  giving 
have  doubled. 


LAY  THEOLOGY  SCHOOLS 

The  establishment  of  schools  of  theolo- 
gy to  provide  short-course  training  for 
lay  leaders  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  was  endorsed  by  adult  education 
leaders  meeting  in  Atlanta  in  December. 
The  group  asked  that  the  Church's  Di- 
vision of  Men's  Work  and  Board  of  Wo- 
men's Work  cooperate  in  launching  the 
program. 

The  lay  schools  would  offer  courses  in 
the  Bible,  the  Church,  theology,  and 
Christian  life.  There  would  be  both  week- 
end courses  and  week-long  courses  for 
the  convenience  of  persons  in  various  vo- 
cations. 

Representatives  were  present  from  the 
seminaries,  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  at  Montreat,  N.  C, 
the  Boards  of  Christian  Education, 
Church  Extension  and  Women's  Work, 
and  the  Men's  Work  Division. 


MISSIONARY  SPEAKER 

Miss  Gladys  Aylward,  the  English  mis- 
sionary made  famous  by  the  movie,  "The 
Inn  of  Sixth  Happiness,"  spoke  to  a  rec- 
ord-breaking audience  estimated  at  more 
than  1200,  at  the  First  Church,  Salisbury, 
November  15.  Called  the  "small  woman" 
(she  stands  5  feet  tall).  Miss  Aylward 
went  to  China  without  training  and  of- 
ficial backing  but  led  some  100  Chinese 
orphans  to  safety  when  the  Japanese  in- 
vaded China.  She  won  wide  acclaim  after 
her  inspiring  life  story  was  published  in 
Reader's  Digest.  Her  American  tour  has 
taken  her  to  many  churches,  civic  clubs, 
and  colleges. 


RETREAT 

The  Hollywood  Hotel  in  Southern  Pines 
was  the  scene  of  a  retreat  Jan.  10-11  for 
ministers  of  the  Granville  Presbytery  in 
preparation  for  the  program  of  evange- 
lism being  planned  throughout  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  in  celebration  of 
the  centennial  in  1961. 

Dr.  Hugh  Anderson,  a  native  of  Scot- 
land and  professor  of  New  Testament 
Language  and  Biblical  Theology  in  the 
Divinity  School  of  Duke  University,  con- 
ducted a  study  of  the  book  of  Ephesians.

"My  deepest  faith  is  that  the  roots  of 
His  Church  are  already  so  deeply  set  here 
in  this  land  that  the  present  storm, 
though  it  shakes  the  tree  terribly,  will 
not  uproot  it  ...  no  matter  what  comes."

The  sanctuary  will 
have  a  seating  capacity  of  between  750  and  800  persons. 

Art  Jenkins  Is  supervisory  architect  and  the  general  contractor  for 
the  building  is  Player,  Inc.,  of  Fayettevllie. 

Dedication  services  for  the  new  sanctuary  were  held  on  Sunday, 
December  21,  led  by  the  Rev.  Hubert  Black,  pastor  of  the  Highland 
Church.

The  members  of  the  FIRST  CHURCH  OF  MDRGANTON  dedicated  a 
new  Christian  education  building  at  Christmas.  Dr.  J.  B.  Clower,  Jr.,  pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  a  former  pastor  of  the  church, 
participated  In  the  service.  A  new  sanctuary  will  be  erected  at  a  later 
date  and,  in  the  meantime,  services  will  be  held  in  the  fellowship  halL 
Rev.  John  D.  Smith  Is  the  pastor  of  the  church. 

In  moving  Into  the  new  building,  the  congregation  gave  up  an  historic 
structure  used  by  members  of  the  church  for  125  years,  and  which  is 
recognized  as  the  oldest  building  in  Burke  County. 


The  ST.  ANDREWS  CHURCH  IN  WINSTON  SALEM,  organized  last 
year,  begins  Its  second  year  as  a  self-supporting  church.  During  1953,  the 
newly-formed  congregation  was  aided  by  the  church  extension  program  of 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery. 

The  first  unit  of  a  three-unit  church  plant  is  already  under  construct- 
ion, with  plans  calling  for  Its  completion  in  the  summer  of  1960.  The  con- 
gregation worships  and  conducts  church  school  in  a  milk  house  on  the 
Oak  Summit  Farm,  eight  miles  north  of  Winston-Salem.  Rev.  James  H. 
Monroe  is  pastor  of  St.  Andrews. 

St.  Anderws  was  the  first  church  begun  under  Winston-Salem  Presby- 
tery's Development  Program  which  is  concerned  with  establishing  new 
churches  in  rapidly  growing  urban  and  suburban  areas.  The  second  church 
under  this  program,  the  Trinity  Church  in  Winston-Salem,  was  organized 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Brammer,  October,  1959. 


Special  services  on  December  13-14  marked  the  dedication  of  the 
first  unit  of  a  new  building  for  the  SAINT  PAUL'S  congregation  in  Greens- 
boro. The  Rev.  Jerry  C.  McCann,  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  officiated  at  the 
initial  service  held  on  Sunday  morning.  The  Sunday  evening  service  of 
consecration  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Reld  Montgomery,  pastor  of  the 
Glenwood  Church,  parent  church  of  the  new  group  which  was  formed  a 
year  and  a  half  ago.  The  Saint  Paul's  congregation  had  been  holding  Sun- 
day School  and  church  services  in  the  Murphey  School  during  construction 
of  the  new  plant. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  Orange  Presbytery  executive  secretary,  took  part  in 
the  service,  with  a  24-hour  prayer  vigil  beginning  Immediately  after.  Mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  were  in  constant  attendance  at  the  church  until 
the  7:30  p.m.  Monday  service. 

The  building,  later  to  be  the  educational  building  of  the  three-unit 
plan,  cost  approximately  J80,000,  with  the  Men  of  the  Church  doing  a 
large  part  of  the  interior  rinishing  and  installation  work. 

The  congregation  began  with  45  members  and  has  grown  to  a  Sunday 
School  enrollment  of  almost  300  and  a  church  membership  of  approxi- 
mately 130  persons. 


GOAL  EXCEEDED 

The  First  Church  of  Henderson  has 
exceeded  by  some  $11,000  its  goal  in  the 
first  phase  of  a  $190,000  building  pro- 
gram. Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Don- 
ald McCollum  of  the  Wells  Organization, 
the  congregation  set  out  to  raise  $120  - 
000.  At  the  present  time,  approximately 
$131,000  has  been  pledged.  The  project 
includes  the  Children's  Division  of  the 
Church  School,  a  new  church  parlor,  of- 
fice space,  and  a  fellowship  hall.

The  Westminster  Fellowship,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  convened  October  31- 
November  1  at  Camp  New  Hope,  Chapel 
Hill,  in  a  leadership  training  conference. 

Miss  Barbara  Benedict,  associate  direc- 
tor of  religious  life  at  Duke  University 
and  a  recent  graduate  of  a  training 
school  on  group  dynamics,  addressed  the 
Saturday  evening  and  Sunday  morning 
sessions  of  the  conference.  Group  discus- 
sions were  led  by  Hugh  McNeill,  Jim 
Chatham,  and  the  Rev.  Hartley  Hall  of 
N.  C.  State;  Rev.  Harry  Smith  of  UNC, 
Rev.  Charlie  Johnson  and  John  Strange 
of  Duke.  A  communion  service  on  Sun- 
day afternoon  concluded  the  conference. 

Representatives  in  attendance  were 
from  Raleigh  First,  West  Raleigh,  UNC, 
Queens,  PJC,  Flora  Macdonald,  Wake 
Forest,  Duke,  and  Fayetteville  State 
Teachers  College.

Church,  U.  S.,  on  January  13.  He  succeeds 
Dr.  F.  L.  Jackson  of  Davidson,  who  has 
been  a  trustee  since  1935. 

Other  officers  chosen  were  John  S. 
Cansler  of  Charlotte,  vice-president;  the 
Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence  of  Charlotte,  sec- 
retary; and  A.  Walton  Litz  of  Charlotte, 
treasurer. 

The  Presbyterian  Foundation  is  an 
Agency  of  Church  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving,  investing,  and  distri- 
buting bequests,  gifts,  annuities,  and  in- 
surance to  the  various  agencies  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Dr.  John  R.  Cunning- 
ham is  executive  director  of  the  founda- 
tion. 


NEWS  AT  LARGE 


Relutees  from  nearly  20  countries  —  the  new  Pilpims  to  America  — 
were  the  guests  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  of  Churches  at  a  Thanks- 
(Ivlnt  dinner  November  21  In  Plymouth.  At  the  gathering  several  hundred 
of  the  refugees  and  displaced  persons  brought  to  the  state  by  many  of 
the  council's  12  member  denominations  were  served  barbecued  venison 
and  chlclien,  following  a  mammouth  outdoor  Thanksgiving  worship  service. 

Dr.  Walther  Freytag  of  Hamburg,  Germany,  a  leader  of  the  ecumenical 
movement  and  one  of  the  world's  foremost  authorities  on  Protestant 
missionary  work,  died  in  October  while  on  a  tour  of  the  East  German 
centers  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

The  gap  separating  the  Protestant  clergy  and  the  laity  Is  Increasing 
steadily  In  the  U.  S.,  according  to  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Hall,  senior  editor  of 
the  READER'S  DIGEST  and  former  executive  editor  of  the  CHRISTIAN 
HERALD.  Speaking  to  N.  C.  Baptist  pastors  In  Greensboro  In  November, 
Dr.  Hall  said  that  although  church  attendance  Is  at  an  all  -  time  high, 
religion  In  this  country  Is  superficial,  "in  all  Christendom  today  there 
Is  no  wider  gap  than  the  10  or  15  feet  separating  the  preacher  In  the 
pulpit  from  his  congregation." 

Former  President  Harry  S.  Truman  said  In  an  address  to  students  in 
Liberty,  Mo.,  that  he  hopes  religion  will  not  be  an  Issue  In  next  year's 
Presidential  election.  When  asked  what  he  would  think  of  a  Catholic 
President,  ho  stated:  "I  don't  think  religion  would  be  Inserted  Into 
politics." 

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  president  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
loft  December  15  on  a  month-long  world  tour,  spending  Christmas  with 
American  service  men  and  their  families  In  the  Far  Pacific.  Dr.  Dahlberg's 
Itinerary  Included  Hawaii,  Guam,  Okinawa,  Taiwan,  PhlMlpplnes,  Hong 
Kong,  Burma,  India,  Pakistan,  Lebanon,  Jordan  and  Switzerland. 

Dr.  Theodore  F.  Adams  of  Richmond,  Va.,  president  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  will  be  presented  the  1960  annual  Upper  Room  citation 
tor  outstanding  contributions  to  world  Christian  fellowship.  The  citation 
will  be  given  at  the  25th  anniversary  party  of  the  Upper  Room,  a  bi- 
monthly devotional  guide  published  by  the  Methodist  Board  of  Evangelism 
In  3t  languages. 

The  College  of  Wooster,  a  Presbyterlan-aflllialed  school,  has  an- 
nounced plans  to  raise  20  million  dollars  for  expansion  by  1966  —  the 
year  the  college  marks  Its  100th  anniversary.  Plans  call  for  the  building 
of  new  structures  worth  eight  million  dollars,  a  renovation  program  to  cost 
two  million,  an  endowment  program  of  seven  million  and  a  current  oper- 
aUon  program  of  three  million. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches'  De- 
partment of  Campus  Christian  Life  at  a  meeting  In  November  set  up  a 
committee  to  study  the  teaching  of  religion  In  colleges  and  universities. 
Another  committee  was  authorized  to  draft  a  paper  on  a  philosophy  of 
church  relationships  to  Institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  two  subjects 
are  to  be  discussed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N  C  C  '  s  Division  of 
Christian  EducaUon  at  St  Louis,  Mo.,  Feb.  12-14.

Young  people  In  America  are  marrying  at  a  much  younger  age  than 
their  grandparents,  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  has  reported.  A  survey  It 
has  just  completed  of  the  marital  status  of  the  U.  S.  population  Indicates 
that  the  median  age  of  men  at  first  marriage  was  22  years,  4  months, 
among  couples  married  In  1959.  Median  age  of  the  bride  was  20  years,  2 
nfonths.  in  1890  the  median  age  of  men  at  first  marriage  was  26.1  and 
that  of  women  was  22.0. 

Christians  In  14^  areas  on  six  continents  and  their  neighboring 
Islands  will  observe  the  annual  World  Day  of  Prayer  this  year  on  March 
4.  The  United  Church  Women,  a  department  ol  the  National  Council  ol 
Churches,  is  sponsoring  the  observance.  Theme  of  the  1960  observance, 
"Labourers  Together  with  God"  and  the  order  of  worship  to  be  used  in 
most  of  the  prayer  services  was  prepared  by  the  Women's  Inter-Church 
Council  ol  Canada. 

An  historic  manuscript  Bible  from  14th  Century  Hungary  will 
be  placed  on  special  exhibition  In  the  Library  of  Congress  opposite  the 
Gutenberg  Bible  durng  1960,  it  was  announced  In  Washington  recently. 
Known  as  the  Bible  of  Demeter  Nekcsel  -  LIpocz,  It  was  owned  by  the 
Count  of  Bacs,  and  Is  one  of  the  finest  medieval  manuscripts  in  the  U.  S. 
The  Bible  Is  written  In  Latin  In  large  Gothic  script  on  746  vellum  leaves 
and  Is  bound  In  two  volumes.  A  number  of  monastic  scribes  shared  In 
the  writing  of  the  Bible  and  at  least  three  artists  Illustrated  it.

CONTRIBUTIONS  FOR  VICTIMS 

Presbyterians  in  the  South  have  given 
nearly  $50,000  toward  the  relief  of  the 
victims  of  the  tragic  Nagoya,  Japan,  ty- 
phoon, it  was  announced  in  Nashville 
recently.  More  than  $33,000  of  the  total 
has  been  contributed  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  for  use  by  the  Pres- 
byterian: Church,  U.  S.,  missionaries  In 
the  stricken  city. 

These  figures  were  released  by  Curry 
B.  Hearn,  treasurer  for  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  of  the  denomination.  The 
Board  is  serving  as  a  channel  for  contri- 
butions for  relief  for  the  more  than  1,- 
250,000  left  homeless  by  the  Sept.  26  ty- 
phoon. Funds  given  through  the  Board 
are  being  used  by  the  missionaries  in 
Nagoya  to  feed,  clothe,  and  house  as 
many  persons  as  possible. 

In  addition  to  the  $33,000  in  donations, 
the  Board  of  Missions  itself  has  contri- 
buted $10,500  directly  to  the  relief  work 
in  Nagoya,  and  another  $5,500  to  Church 
World  Service  to  assist  this  Protestant 
organization  in  cooperative  relief  work  in 
the  same  city. 


CHURCH  ATTENDANCE 

Worship  attendance  in  the  United 
States  leveled  off  last  year  after  achiev- 
ing a  record  high  year  in  1958,  the  Gallup 
Poll  has  reported.  An  estimated  49,000,- 
000  adults  attended  church  and  synagogue 
services  during  a  typical  week  of  1959 — 
or  47  per  cent  of  the  adult  civilian  popul- 
ation (excluding  those  living  in  institu- 
tions) . 

"By  way  of  comparison,  during  an  aver- 
age week  in  1958,  49  per  cent  of  the  po- 
pulation—or an  estimated  50,500,000  adults 
attended  church,"  the  report,  issued  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Public  Opinion, 
said. 

A  special  survey  of  attendance  during 
Easter  Week  of  1959  found  that  61,200,000 
adults  went  to  church  or  synagogue.  This 
was  59  per  cent  of  the  adult  population. 

In  1940,  slightly  more  than  one-third 
of  the  adult  population  went  to  worship 
regularly.  By  1955,  the  number  had  risen 
to  49  per  cent.  It  hit  49  per  cent  again  in 
1958  when  50,500,000— the  highest  number 
on  record — went  at  least  once  a  week. 


MACEDONIA  CHURCH 

The  125-year-old  Macedonia  Church, 
in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  assumed  for 
the  first  time  the  entire  support  of  a  full 
time  pastor.  Since  1951  the  church  has 
been  steadily  progressing  with  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  sanctuary  and  the  purchase 
of  a  Manse  in  1959.  Pastors  who  were 
responsible  for  leading  the  church  to  full 
support  are  Rev.  Lacy  McDuffie,  now  re- 
tired. Rev.  G.  P.  Houck,  and  Rev.  Ira  H. 
Rawles.  Rev.  S.  N.  Cramer  is  now  the 
pastor. 


CAROLINA  YOUTH  CONFERENCE 

A  Bible  conference  for  the  young  peo- 
ple of  the  Synod  will  be  held  June  27- 
July  1  at  Davidson,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  Russell  M.  Kerr,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Youth  Work. 
The  conference  is  being  planned  along 
the  same  lines  as  last  year's  conference, 
also  held  at  Davidson.  Young  people  who 
have  completed  grades  11  and  12,  or  who 
have  been  out  of  school  not  more  than 
two  years,  are  being  invited  to  attend.

CRISIS 

All  conflicts  in  the  history  of  the  world 
are  the  result  of  crises.  This  was  true  at 
Munich  September  30,  1938.  When  Britain 
and  France  yielded  to  Kilter's  demands 
for  the  cession  of  the  Sudetenland  to 
Germany,  Hilter  not  only  went  on  to  oc- 
cupy this  teritory,  but  by  November  2 
had  completely  partitioned  Czechoslovak- 
ia. Thereafter  the  whole  world  was  con- 
fronted with  one  crisis  after  another  and 
with  equally  as  many  conflicts.  Not  even 
the  United  States  was  able  to  remain 
aloof,  and  not  take  sides. 

The  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Day, 
August  24,  1572,  was  as  clearly  a  resultant 
of  a  crisis  as  any  in  all  of  history.  Charles 
IX,  son  of  the  Catherine  de'  Medici,  aged 
22,  was  courageous  enough  to  show  friend- 
ship to  the  Protestants  through  Admiral 
Coligny,  a  visitor  in  Paris  for  the  wed- 
ding of  Henry  of  Navarre,  a  Protestant, 
to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Catherine,  and 
a  Catholic,  and  a  host  of  Huegenots,  who 
were  the  very  flower  of  Protestant  lead- 
ership in  France.  When  Catherine's  plot 
to  assassinate  the  Admiral  failed,  and  he 
lay  wounded,  and,  as  it  was  thought,  at 
the  point  of  death,  Charles  aroused  his 
mother's  jealousy  and  fear  of  being  dis- 
covered, upon  visiting  the  old  patriot, 
and  promising  to  avenge  his  injury.  How- 
ever, the  following  night,  August  23,  the 
Queen  Mother,  with  consimimate  skill  so 
played  upon  the  emotions  of  her  son  of 
the  necessity  of  a  single  blow  being  de- 
livered against  the  Hugenots  as  a  measure 
of  public  safety,  that  he  authorized  the 
massacre,  and  arranged  the  manner  of 
its  execution.  The  result  was  not  merely 
the  destruction  of  50,000  Protestants  but 
a  succession  of  conflicts  throughout 
Europe. 

Every  •  individual  sooner  or  later  must 
make  decisions,  and  these  are  the  result 
of  conflict.  In  politics,  often,  crises  are 
resolved  by  compromise.  The  same  is 
true  in  private  lives  and  in  business. 
Sometimes,  however,  issues  arise  which 
test  the  souls  of  men.  Christ  was  con- 
stantly living  a  life  of  crisis  and  con- 
flict, for  He  alone  among  men  always 
took  sides,  and  the  right  side.  Thus, 
eventually  He  was  crucified,  for  He  cut 
across  the  lines  of  social  justice,  and 
economic  practices,  and  religious  scruples, 
to  the  point  where  most  all  of  the  lead- 
ers of  society  condemned  Him  for  inter- 
ference in  areas  which  they  claimed  were 
not  His  concern.  The  analogy  of  this  to- 
day is  a  minister  speaking  on  an  issue, 
which  he  is  told  relates  to  the  field  of 
state,  or  politics,  or  government,  and  he 
is  curtly  reprimanded  and  told  to  stick 
to  religion. 

The  upshot  of  this  is  to  say,  that  for 


CHURCH  EXTENSION 

The  Finance  Committee  of  Synod's  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  Church  Extension 
met  in  Raleigh  early  in  January  with 
Ralph  Scott,  Chairman,  presiding. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  financial 
status,  and  heard  an  encouraging  report 
from  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  showing 
that  the  churches  and  Presbyteries  had 
responded  generously  in  1959  to  the  cause 
of  Church  Extension. 

The  Committee  approved  of  a  1960 
budget  for  the  program  of  Evangelism, 
including  the  Pre-Synod  Evangelism  Con- 
ference and  the  Calvacades  in  October, 
totalling  $3,000.00.  An  appropriation  was 
also  made  for  the  TV-Radio  Committee 
plans  for  workshops  in  the  Presbyteries 
during  the  fall  and  winter  of  1960-1961. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  advise 
the  proper  persons  in  each  Presbytery 
that  funds  would  be  available  for  mak- 
ing Grants-in-Aid  to  churches  needing 
assistance. 

Requests  for  Grants-in-Aid  from  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  were  made 
on  behalf  of  three  Presbyteries — Albe- 
marle, Fayetteville,  and  Winston-Salem. 

The  Committee  took  note  of  the  recent 
fire  which  destroyed  the  old  Galatia 
Church  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  and 
passed  a  resolution  calling  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  churches  of  the  Synod  the 
importance  of  carrying  adequate  fire  in- 
surance on  all  church  properties.

Rev.  Robert  Rayburn,  pastor  of  Cook's 
Memorial  Church,  Charlotte,  was  honored 
by  his  congregation  at  a  recent  "Minister 
Appreciation  Night."  Mr.  Rayburn  was 
presented  with  an  album  and  a  book 
written  by  a  former  professor  at  Edin- 
burgh at  the  conclusion  of  the  "This  Is 
Your  Life"  sketch.  Dr.  Henry  Pressly, 
pastor  of  Tabernacle  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church,  told  about  their 
days  together  at  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary,  Edinburgh  University,  and  a 
tour  of  Europe.  The  narrative  also  follow- 
ed Mr.  Rayburn's  life  through  his  mar- 
riage to  Susan  Hill  Goodwin  and  his  fur- 
ther studies  at  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  and  a  former  pastorate.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  1960  NCCC  MEETING 


A  dinner  at  Covenant  Church  on  Mon- 
day evening,  January  25,  preceded  the 
opening  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Department  of  United  Church  Women. 
Dr.  Willa  Player,  president  of  Bennett 
College,  Greensboro,  and  third-vice-presi- 
dent of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches, 
was  the  guest  speaker. 

Speaking  on  the  theme  "Dimensions  of 
Christian  Freedom"  Miss  Player  used  il- 
lustrations from  literature  and  history  to 
point  out  the  importance  of  a  Christian's 
acceptance  of  his  responsibilities  in  achie- 
ving freedom  for  all.  Because  we  are  free 
and  freedom  requires  responsibility,  we 
must  involve  ourselves  in  the  many  is- 
sues facing  us  today.  Miss  Player  pointed 
out  that  the  Gospel  is  one  of  inclusive- 
ness;  that  Christians  believe  in  the  broth- 
erhood of  man.  In  order  that  the  idea  of 
brotherhood  be  promoted.  Miss  Player 
called  for  an  involvement  by  Christians 
everywhere  in  "this  unfinished  business 
of  democracy."  Miss  Player  pointed  out 
that  she  believes  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment to  be  a  great  step  forward  in  this 
direction. 

***** 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  the 
Consolidated  Presbyterian  College,  spoke 
to  a  luncheon  group  of  more  than  300 
representatives  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  and  its  Department  of  United 
Church  Women  meeting  at  the  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  January 
26.  Calling  the  ecumenical  movement  one 
of  the  great  forces  in  Christianity,  Dr. 
Moore  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  a 
"united  voice  for  Christian  morality." 

In  the  worship  of  a  monotheistic  God, 
there  must  be  unity  lest  non-Christians 
be  skeptical  of  our  faith,  he  said.  Dr. 
Moore  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
various  Protestant  denominations  "are 
making  progress"  in  the  idea  we  are  one 
in  Christ.  He  pointed  out  the  many  values 
of  working  together  rather  than  compet- 
ing, especially  in  such  areas  as  missions. 
In  the  field  of  evangelism,  unity  is  par- 
ticularly apparent,  he  added. 

Dr.  Moore,  formerly  pastor  of  the 
Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church.  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  the  Synod 
of  N.  C,  and  first  vice-president  of  thfe 
NCCC. 

***** 

Dr.  Blake  L.  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Uni- 
versity Baptist  Church,  Austin,  Texas, 
and  long  a  leader  in  the  ecumenical 
movement  addressed  the  N.  C.  Council  of 
Churches  January  26.  He  expressed  a  de- 
sire that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
become  members  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches. 

Dr.  Smith  said  that  he  believed  there 
was  no  real  danger  to  local  autonomy  as 
is  practiced  by  the  Baptist  denomination, 
should  they  become  members.  (This  has 
been  the  main  reason  for  opposition  to 
such  a  move.)  He  feels  that  membership 
in  the  council  would  provide  channels  to 
work  more  effectively  with  other  denomi- 
nations. 

Dr.  Smith  says  Protestants  are  now  split 
theologically,  sociologically  and  psycholo- 
gically. "A  split  world  can  scarcely  be  ex- 
pected to  take  seriously  a  declaration  that 
God  has  acted  to  reconcile  us  to  Himself 
and  to  one  another." 

Dr.  Smith  spoke  at  the  evening  wor- 
ship service  at  the  Covenant  Church. 
***** 

Mrs.  Fred  Buschmeyer  of  Washington 
addressed  a  joint  meeting  of  the  United 


Church  Women  and  the  Council  of 
Churches  Tuesday  evening,  January  26, 
at  the  Myers  Park  Methodist  Church. 
Mrs.  Buschmeyer,  national  chairman  of 
leadership  education  for  the  UCW,  and 
the  wife  of  the  National  Council's  Wash- 
ington director,  discussed  "The  Protest- 
ant in  the  Twentieth  Century." 

Mrs.  Buschmeyer  stressed  the  positive 
aspect  of  Christianity.  She  pointed  out 
that  Protestant  groups  should  not  be  just 
groups  protesting  about  something — but 
should  use  the  power  of  Christian  love  to 

move  forward  in  a  positive  manner. 
***** 

Dr.  Richard  Young  of  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital, Winston-Salem,  a  native  of  Rox- 
boro,  was  speaker  at  the  closing  luncheon 
January  27.  Speaking  on  the  subject  of 
"Oneness  in  the  Individual",  Dr.  Young 
discussed  factors  which  affect  the  emo- 
tional life  of  the  minister  and  methods 
which  can  be  employed  to  relieve  these 
pressures. 

Among  those  factors  which  have  a  de- 
trimental effect  on  the  mental  health  of 
the  minister.  Dr.  Young  listed  the  fol- 
lowing: (1)  the  impossibility  of  the  task 
facing  the  minister;  (2)  the  emotional 
draining  resulting  from  always  "giving 
out"  to  others;  (3)  the  limitations  of  per- 
sons with  whom  the  minister  works;  (4) 
experiences  which  call  up  unconscious 
emotions  within  the  minister;  (5)  the 
necessity  of  working  out  a  philosphy  of 
life;  (6)  the  fact  that  the  minister  has 
to  be  away  from  his  home  so  much. 

To  relieve  these  and  other  pressures 
facing  him;  Dr.  Young  recommended  that 
the  minister  (1)  have  his  own  private 
devotional  life;  (2)  participate  in  recrea- 
tion involving  physical  activity;  (3)  talk 
to  someone  on  his  own  professional  level; 
(4)  have  a  well-planned  schedule;  (5)  be- 
lieve in  his  role;  (6)  take  an  active  part 
in  his  home  life;  and  (7)  keep  things  out 
in  the  open. 

***** 

Among  actions  taken  by  the  NC  Council 
of  Churches  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
Charlotte  was  the  decision  to  support 
Bible  teaching  in  the  public  schools.  The 
executive  committee  was  authorized  to 
take  any  action  within  its  constitutional 
powers  to  act  on  the  matter. 

Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  Dean  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College,  pointed  out  that  there 
has  never  been  a  lawsuit  in  North  Caro- 
lina on  the  matter  of  religious  training 
in  the  schools.  "It  was  never  intended  by 
our  founding  fathers  that  education  by 
the  state  should  be  Godless.  But  we  are 
moving  in  that  direction,"  stated  Dr. 
Gwynn. 

Rev.  Marion  S.  Huske,  retired  Presby- 
terian minister,  urged  the  Council  to  help 
inform  the  schools  that  "they  have  the 
moral  and  legal  right"  to  teach  students 
a  better  understanding  of  the  Bible. 

The  motion  was  passed  without  opposi- 
tion. 

***** 

A  proposal  that  a  chaplain  for  the 
North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Chapel  Hill  be  employed  by  the  N.  C. 
Council  of  Churches  was  referred  to  the 
executive  committee  for  further  study. 
Rev.  Paul  Wesley  Aitken  of  Duke  Univers- 
ity presented  the  proposal  to  the  Council 
and  discussed  the  opportunities  offered 
the  Church  at  the  hospital.  The  executive 
committee  was  authorized  to  study  met- 
hods of  carrying  out  this  project.

In  the  field  of  race  relations,  the  Coun- 
cil took  preliminary  steps  toward  hiring  a 


COMMITTEE  MEETS 

ATLANTA,  GA.— (PN)— Dr.  D.  P.  Mc- 
Geachy  of  Clearwater,  Florida,  was  elect- 
ed the  new  Chairman  of  the  Assembly's 
Permanent  Committee  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work,  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Committee  in  Atlanta.  Dr.  Howard 
M.  Wilson  of  Mt.  Solon,  Virginia,  was 
elected  Vice-Chairman. 

The  Committee  voted  to  join  with  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  in  the 
first  Assembly-wide  summer  conference 
on  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and 
service  of  the  minister.  The  Conference 
will  be  held  August  10-11  in  Montreat. 

Mr.  Graham  White,  Secretary,  was  ap- 
proved for  nomination  to  the  Assembly 
for  re-election  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

The  Committee  is  urging  the  Program 
Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
include  in  its  study  of  ministers  ways  for 
better  use  of  older  ministers. 

Mr.  White  presented  statistics  from 
1940  through  1958  showing  that  whereas 
the  church  membership  has  increased 
61%,  the  number  of  churches  has  in- 
creased by  only  12%,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  number  of  ministers  by  44%. 
The  number  of  ministers  serving  indivi- 
dual churches  increased  by  47%.  Current- 
ly there  are  approximately  3,600  min- 
isters. Pastorless  churches  have  increased 
during  the  same  period  from  501  to  662. 
Of  these  churches,  178  have  fewer  than 
100  members. 

Last  year  the  four  Seminaries  of  the 
denomination  graduated  163  men  in  con- 
trast to  only  56  in  1940.  The  average  since 
1952  is  approximately  150.

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  a  Convocation  held  in  his 
honor  at  the  Davidson  College  Church  on 
February  4.  Davidson  College  and  the 
Davidson  College  Church  were  joint  hosts 
for  the  occasion. 

Dr.  Thompson  was  also  guest  of  the 
churches  of  Fayetteville  on  February  2. 
He  spoke  at  a  meeting  at  First  Church 
and  at  a  luncheon  for  Presbyterian  min- 
isters in  the  Fayetteville  area. 

Dr.  Thompson,  Professor  of  Church 
History  at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  has  written  several  books  con- 
cerning the  work  of  the  church.  His  book 
commemorating  the  centennial  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  is  to  be  pub- 
lished soon.

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COLLEGE  DESIGN  CITED 

The  architectural  design  of  the  Consol- 
idated Presbyterian  College  was  the  win- 
ner of  an  Education  Citation  in  the 
seventh  annual  Design  Awards  program 
sponsored  by  Progressive  Architecture,  a 
national  architecture  magazine. 

Arthur  G.  Odell,  Jr.,  and  Associates  of 
Charlotte,  the  architects  for  the  college, 
were  presented  the  award  at  a  banquet 
January  22  in  New  York  City. 

Among  the  major  reasons  the  Consoli- 
dated College  was  chosen  for  the  award 
were:  (1)  the  architects,  instead  of  using 
the  flat  site  first  suggested,  proposed 
the  forming  of  a  lake  as  the  key  feature 
of  the  campus;  (2)  Both  the  academic 
and  residential-recreational  areas  of  the 
campus  are  free  of  traffic;  (3)  Dormi- 
tories will  be  built  in  units  providing  fa- 
cilities for  small  groups  of  students;  (4) 
a  multi-purpose  study-dining  room,  serv- 
iced by  food  carts  from  the  student  cen- 
ter, will  be  included  in  each  dormitory. 

BIDS  EXPECTED  SOON 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  first 
building  on  the  campus  of  the  Consoli- 
dated College  will  be  opened  within  the 
next  month,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment by  the  college  building  committee. 
Plans  for  the  building  are  already  in  the 
hands  of  contractors. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  February 
8,  final  approval  was  given  to  the  plans 
designed  by  the  A.  G.  Odell  architectural 
firm.  The  building  will  be  constructed  of 
a  light  brown  aggregate  concrete  and 
brick  and  will  cover  about  50,000  square 
feet.  Design  of  the  grillwork,  which  is  a 
main  feature  of  the  exterior,  contains  the 
center  of  the  Celtic  cross — a  symbol  of 
the  Scottish  background  of  Presbyterians. 

In  the  foyer  of  the  building  will  be  a 
mural  of  mosaic  tile  depicting  symbols  of 
the  Protestant  faith  in  Christian  higher 
education. 

The  building  will  include  science  lab- 
oratories, the  business  administration  de- 
partment, approximately  12  general  class- 
rooms, language  laboratory,  a  liberal  stud- 
ies room  large  enough  for  250  students, 
arts  and  crafts  department,  home  eco- 
nomic laboratories,  faculty  lounge,  and 
about  32  faculty  offices.

Most  of  the  questions, 
he  says,  were  on  marriage  and  alcohol- 
ism. The  program  ran  for  300  weeks.  Then 
he  began  a  newspaper  column  on  coun- 
seling, which  was  equally  successful.

CRIME  PREVENTION  WEEK 

Crime  Prevention  week  was  observed 
February  7-14,  sponsored  by  the  Nation- 
al Exchange  Clubs  of  America.  The  theme 
of  the  observance  was  "Crime  prevention 
begins  in  the  home,"  and  sponsors  em- 
phasized that  a  secure,  religious  home  life 
is  the  best  prevention  against  crime.  Pol- 
lowing  are  some  facts  released  in  connec- 
tion with  Crime  Prevention  Week: 

There  were  an  estimated  1,553,922  se- 
rious criminal  offenses  committed  in  the 
United  States  in  1958,  a  9.3  per  cent  in- 
crease across  the  nation  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  according  to  the  Crime 
Index  which  is  computed  in  connection 
with  FBI  crime  reports. 

The  report  shows  that  there  was  one 
major  crime  committed  for  every  111  citi- 
zens and  one  serious  offense  committed 
every  20.3  seconds. 

The  juvenile  crime  trends  showed  that 
youth  played  a  major  part  in  crimes 
against  property.  Persons  17  years  of  age 
or  less  accounted  for  64.1  per  cent  of  the 
arrests  for  auto  theft,  49.9  per  cent  for 
burglary,  48.5  per  cent  for  larceny,  30.9 
per  cent  for  receiving  or  possessing  stolen 
property  and  22.8  per  cent  for  robbery. 
Overall,  persons  under  21  years  of  age 
arrested  constituted  19.7  per  cent  of  the 
total  arrests. 


SEMINARS  SCHEDULED 

The  Division  of  Social  Action  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  is  cooperat- 
ing with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A.  in  sponsoring  social  education 
and  action  seminars  in  Washington  and 
at  the  United  Nations  during  the  com- 
ing year.  These  seminars  are  aimed  at 
providing  an  opportunity  for  close-up 
study  of  the  inner  workings  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government. 

Presbyterian  laymen  and  ministers  are 
given  an  opportunity  to  meet  their  own 
Senators  and  Representatives  and  other 
officials  in  the  government.  They  also 
have  the  counsel  of  political  scientists 
who  help  them  understand  the  processes 
of  government  and  the  role  of  the  church 
in  effective  and  responsible  government. 

Among  seminars  which  have  been  an- 
nounced are  two  World  Affairs  Seminars: 
the  first,  February  23-26,  will  concern 
churches  and  the  social  changes  of  the 
country;  the  second,  March  21-24,  will 
concern  Christians  and  foreign  policy. 
Two  Youth  Seminars  are  scheduled  for 
June  and  July.

After  his  ordination  in  1910, 
he  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Dan- 
ville, and  churches  in  Kentucky,  Alaba- 
ma, and  South  Carolina.  Since  his  re- 
tirement in  1954,  he  had  supplied  for  sev- 
eral pulpits,  including  churches  in  Wil- 
mington and  Laurinburg. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Marie  Webb 
DuBose;  two  sons,  Henry  Wade  DuBose, 
Jr.,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam T.  DuBose  of  Laurel  Hill,  N.  C. 


TO  PRESENT  CONCERT 

Andre  Marchal,  famous  blind  French 
organist,  will  present  an  organ  recital  at 
the  Covenant  Church,  Charlotte,  on  Feb- 
ruary 26.  Mr.  Marchal,  renowned  for  his 
prodigious  memory,  studied  at  the  Nation- 
al Institute  for  the  Blind  and  at  the  age 
of  17  entered  the  Paris  National  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  where  he  was  award- 
ed his  first  prize.  He  has  toured  the 
United  States  three  times  and  has  taught 
numerous  American  students.

The  Protestant  Radio  and  Television 
Center,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  is  currently 
sponsoring  a  John  M.  Alexander  Memorial 
Fund  to  honor  the  late  President  of  the 
Center  who  was  responsible  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  Protestantism's  only  non- 
commercial Center  for  worldwide  mass 
communication. 

The  goal  is  to  secure  $300,000,  to  be 
trustee-administered  as  a  capital  fund. 

It  was  while  serving  as  pastor  of  the 
Fayetteville  First  Church  from  1939  to 
1946  that  he  came  into  prominence  in  the 
communications  field  of  radio.  He  was 
chosen  as  the  first  Director  of  Radio  for 
the  General  Assembly,  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.

Ray,  of  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery,  and 
small  group  leaders  will  be  the  Rev.  Ro- 
bert Pollock  and  Rev.  Josephy  Armory, 
with  the  other  area  directors  serving  as 
resource  persons. 


RECRUITING  ADULTS 

Richmond,  Virginia — Over  1800  Presby- 
terian Men's  groups  began  in  January 
spearheading  a  two-year  project  to  re- 
cruit new  and  inactive  adults  for  Sunday 
School  participation.  Co-operating  with 
the  Men's  Work  Division  in  this  project 
is  the  Presbyterian  Office  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion and  the  Division  of  Evangelism.  The 
Rev.  Arthur  Field,  Director  of  the  Adult 
Education  Work,  estimates  that  of  the 
720,000  adult  members  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  only  one-half  are  enrolled 
in  Sunday  School,  and  only  approximately 
one-half  of  them  attend  on  any  given 
Sunday. 

The  denomination-wide  program  was 
suggested  by  the  Projects  Committee  of 
the  Assembly's  Men's  Council. 


WHITE  HOUSE  CONFERENCE 
Dr.  James  T.  Womach,  Minister  of  the 
Lincolnton  First  Church,  has  been  named 
representative  from  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  to  the  White  House  Conference, 
Division  of  Children  and  Youth  Work.  The 
Conference  convenes  late  in  February. 
Dr.  Womack  will  present  a  report  to 
readers  of  the  Presbyterian  News  in  the 
March  issue. 


KOREAN  CHURCH  REUNITED 

The  drive  to  reunite  Korea's  Presbyter- 
ian Church  gathered  momentum  as  a  con- 
ference attended  by  29  of  its  34  Presby- 
tery moderators  approved  a  plan  to  re- 
unite on  February  17.  Among  recom- 
mendations approved  by  the  conference 
was  a  proposal  that  the  Church  withdraw 
from  the  World  Council  of  Churches  be- 
cause of  the  sharp  differences  of  opinion 
about  membership.  The  plan  also  called 
for  the  church  to  state  that  it  would 
have  no  further  relationship  with  the 
International  C  o  u  nc  i  1  of  Christian 
Churches,  a  group  which  has  contributed 
funds  for  the  anti-ecumenical  party  in 
the  Korean  Church.  The  church  has  been 
divided  since  last  November. 


MISSIONS  WORKSHOP 

Dr.  D.  J.  Cummings  of  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee, education  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions,  and  George  T.  Mc- 
Kee,  Jr.,  educational  missionary  of  the 
Belgian  Congo,  were  among  the  leaders 
of  the  World  Mission  Workshop  of  the 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  held  at  the 
West  Avenue  Church,  Gastonia,  January 
11. 

The  purpose  of  the  workshop  was  to 
furnish  instruction  and  inspiration  to 
enable  leaders  of  local  churches  to  better 
carry  out  the  work  of  world  missions. 

The  Rev.  Tinsley  Bradley,  chairman  of 
World  Missions  for  the  Presbytery,  pre- 
sided.

Swansboro  for  decades  has  been  a  small 
fishing  village,  but  with  the  coming  of 
military  operations  to  Eastern  North  Car- 
olina, is  consistently  developing  into  a 
promising  town.

A  scholarship  fund  to  the  Consolidated 
Presbyterian  College  has  been  established 
in  memory  of  Miss  Julia  Stewart  by  the 
Scotland  County  chapter  of  the  United 
Daughters  of  the  Confederacy.  The  fund 
will  be  known  as  the  Julia  Stewart  Me- 
morial Scholarship.

LABORATORY  SCHOOL 

The  dates  of  July  10-15,  1960,  have  been 
set  for  an  Area  Laboratory  School  to  be 
held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Wilson,  N.  C,  for  the  Area  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  Boarding  students  and 
staff  will  be  housed  at  the  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  and  the  school  will  be  held 
in  the  educational  building  of  the  First 
Church  in  Wilson. 

The  educational  director  for  this  school 
will  be  Miss  Dorothy  Ray,  Area  Director 
of  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery.  The  busi- 
ness administrator  will  be  Mr.  Russell  T. 
Roebuck,  who  is  choir  director  and  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Pirst  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Wilson.  There  will  be  classes 
for  teachers  of  Nursery,  Kindergarten, 
Primary  and  Junior  children.  Children 
will  be  enrolled  from  the  congregation  of 
the  Pirst  Church  in  Wilson  to  be  taught 
by  qualified  and  competent  teachers.  The 
adult  teachers  enrolled  in  the  school  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  work  with  these 
counselling  teachers  for  a  number  of 
hours  each  day  at  times  other  than  when 
the  children  are  being  taught. 

The  school  will  be  able  to  accept  only 
seventy-five  to  eighty  teachers  for  this 
school  due  to  the  fact  that  only  this 
number  can  be  taken  into  the  room  where 
children  are  being  taught  for  observa- 
tion. Commuters  and  boarding  students 
will  be  accepted  on  a  first  come  first 
served  basis.  All  interested  teachers  are, 
therefore,  urged  to  register  early. 


Dr.  Edwin  H.  Rian,  president  of  James- 
town (N.D.)  College,  was  named  president 
of  the  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York,  a 
non-denominational  graduate  school,  and 
will  take  office  at  the  end  of  the  current 
school  year.  He  will  succeed  Dr.  Dean  G. 
McKee,  who  is  returning  to  full-time  teach- 
ing. The  Biblical  Seminary  is  known  for  its 
ecumenical  emphasis. 

One  of  every  four  Christmas  cards  sent 
in  1959  had  a  religious  theme,  compared  to 
one  in  20  a  dozen  years  ago,  the  Greeting 
Card  Association,  Inc.,  has  reported.  Most 
popular  symbol  was  the  madonna.  The  in- 
creased religious  themes  were  a  result  of 
efforts  by  churches  and  other  organizations 
to  reduce  commercialism,  according  to  the 
Association. 

A  World  Council  of  Churches  official  stres- 
sed the  "notable  progress  in  understanding" 
among  Protestants,  Roman  Catholics  and  Or- 
thodox in  examining  the  gains  toward  Chris- 
tian Unity  in  1959.  In  a  report  summarizing 
the  major  Council  activities  during  the  year, 
Dr.  Roswell  Barnes  of  New  York  emphasiz- 
ed that  understanding  does  not  mean  agree- 
ment. He  said  that  public  discussion  of 
Christian  unity  has  helped  to  clarify  the 
meaning  and  importance  of  the  ecumenical 
movement  and  that  most  Christians  now  rec- 
ognize the  urgency  of  better  mutual  under- 
standing. 

The  French  National  Assembly  has  passed 
a  bill  aimed  at  providing  state  financial  aid 
to  the  nation's  private  schools,  which  are 
primarily  Roman  Catholic.  The  bill  also 
guaranteed  freedom  of  instruction  for  the 
church  schools.  Following  the  passage  of 
the  bill,  the  Minister  of  Education  announc- 
ed his  resignation  in  protest. 

Dr.  Benjamin  P.  Browne,  a  Baptist  and 
president  of  the  Associated  Church  Press, 
has  appealed  to  all  Protestants  to  call  a 
"true,  world-wide  Ecumenical  Council  which 
would  not  exclude  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  or  any  other  Church."  Dr.  Browne, 
speaking  to  the  National  Conference  of 
Protestants  and  Other  Americans  United  for 
Separation  of  Church  and  State,  criticized 
the  "failure  of  the  Vatican  to  lead  out  in  a 
genuine  Ecumenical  Council  which  would 
include  representatives  of  all  churches." 

The  United  States  Senate  has  defeated  an 
amendment  to  the  federal  aid  for  education 
bill  which  would  have  authorized  a  program 
of  low-interest  construction  loans  to  private 
elementary  and  secondary  school§.  Sen. 
Wayne  Morse  (D. — Ore.)  introduced  the 
amendment  aimed  at  helping  non-public 
schools  meet  building  problems.  More  than 
90  per  cent  of  non-public  elementary  schools 
are  Roman  Catholic  and  more  than  80  per 
cent  of  secondary  schools  are  parochial. 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy,  Catholic  and  a  lead- 
ing Democratic  presidential  candidate,  voted 
against  the  amendment. 

Plans  for  the  new  $2,500,000  headquarters 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  in  Geneva 
call  for  a  modern  structure  with  275  offices 
and  a  centrally-located  chapel,  library,  and 
meeting  room  for  200-400  persons.  Con- 
struction on  the  international  church  cen- 
ter, which  will  cost  approximately  $2,500,- 
000,  will  begin  in  March. 

The  president  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  has  call-

ed  on  Congress  and  the  American  people 
"to  wake  up  to  the  need  of  a  far  larger 
program  of  economic  aid  and  technical  as- 
sistance than  anything  we  have  yet  attempt- 
ed." He  returned  to  the  U.  S.  January  16 
from  a  35-day  trio  which  took  him  to  12 
countries  of  the  Far  and  Middle  East.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Fred  S.  Buschmeyer,  director  of  the 
National  Council's  Washington  office,  ac- 
companied him. 

Church  construction  will  exceed  one  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1960,  the  Department  of 
Commerce  has  predicted  in  its  annual  re- 
port. If  this  forecast  comes  true,  it  will  be 
the  first  billion-dollar  year  in  history  for 
the  erection  of  religious  buildings.  In  1959, 
a  new  record  was  set  by  a  total  of  $935,- 
000,000  being  spent  on  church  construction. 

Dr.  Frederick  E.  Reissig,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  National  Capital  Area  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  for  18  years,  announced  he 
will  retire  at  the  end  of  this  year.  A  na- 
tive of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  he  is  an  ordained 
minister  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in 
America.  Under  his  leadership  the  council 
has  completely  integrated  all  of  its  func- 
tions in  the  capital  city. 

Methodist  Bishop  John  Wesley  Lord  of 
Boston  told  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Meth- 
odist Board  of  Tempreance  that  Americans 
should  not  dismiss  Cuban  Premier  Fidel 
Castro  as  "a  dictator  or  a  faker"  but  should 
"pay  heed  to  some  of  the  things  he  is  try- 
ing to  do."  "Protestants  freely  attend  church 
services  for  the  first  time  in  many  years," 
he  said.  He  also  pointed  out  that  many  have 
been  placed  on  governmental  boards  or  giv- 
en government  responsibility.  "An  evange- 
listic campaign  is  presently  being  carried 
out  by  the  Protestant  churches  in  Cuba 
without  interference  from  the  Castro  re- 
gifne,"  he  reported. 

Lynda  Lee  Mead  of  Natchez,  Miss.,  the 
reigning  Miss  America,  told  a  Dayton,  Ohio, 
audience  that  she  attributes  her  success  to 
her  Christian  upbringing.  Speaking  at  her 
first  church-sponsored  appearance,  she  re- 
called that  in  her  home  town  the  churches 
had  a  large  part  in  her  life.  "We  didn't  only 
go  to  church  just  to  worship,"  she  said, 
"but  to  play,  dance,  and  meet.  The  churches 
were  a  large  part  of  our  lives." 

Real  Christians  and  real  Jews  are  united 
by  "the  realization  of  a  faith  in  life  beyond 
all  dogmas,"  Dr.  Martin  Buber  of  Jerusalem, 
noted  Jewish  writer  and  philosopher  de- 
clared. Dr.  Buber  spoke  at  a  mass  meeting 
of  students  of  the  Hebrew  University  or- 
ganized in  honor  of  Albert  Schweitzer,  fam- 
ed Protestant  missionary.  Dr.  Buber  and  Dr. 
Schweitzer  have  been  friends  for  many 
years.

The  Rev.  Edler  G.  Hawkins,  moderator 
of  the  New  York  Presbytery,  was  re- 
cently named  as  a  candidate  for  modera- 
tor of  the  General  Assembly,  United  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  A.  If  elected  at 
the  May  meeeting  of  the  Assembly,  Mr. 
Hawkins  will  become  the  first  Negro  to 
head  a  predominantly  white  major  Pro- 
testant denomination  in  this  country. 

The  Rev.  Harold  J.  Quigley,  pastor  of 
Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Haverstraw, 
New  York,  was  removed  from  his  pasto- 
rate and  stricken  from  the  membership 
rolls  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  The  action  was  taken  after 
Mr.  Quigley  appeared  voluntarily  before 
the  presbytery  to  report  that  he  had 
theological  differences  with  the  Church. 
Mr.  Quigley  denied  the  deity  of  Jesus 
and  the  divine  authcsrship  of  the  Bible. 
In  his  statement  to  the  Presbytery,  he 
said  that  the  church  should  be  a  religious 
community  concerned  with  the  present 
world,  rather  than  with  the  other  world. 

Dr.  Arthur  L.  Miller,  moderator  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  A.,  announced  February  5  that  a 
committee  has  been  formed  with  the  pur- 
pose of  fostering  greater  understanding 
of  African  churches.  The  committee  re- 
sulted from  a  two-day  consultation  in 
New  York,  sponsored  by  the  Church's 
Commission  on  Ecumenical  Mission  and 
Relations,  which  brought  together  150  Af- 
ricans and  Americans  representing  the 
church,  education,  industry,  labor,  the 
U.  S.  State  Department  and  African  gov- 
ernments. Dr.  Miller  says  he  feels  the  ac- 
tion indicates  a  strengthened  emphasis 
in  the  future  on  African  affairs  and 
should  provide  momentum  for  official  ac- 
tions aimed  at  stepped-up  cultural  ex- 
changes, and  increased  knowledge  and 
support  of  African  churches.

Mr.  R.  Graham  White  of  Atlanta,  Ga., 
Secretary  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work, 
reported  that  a  recommendation  will  be 
made  to  the  Assembly  when  it  meets  in 
April  that  the  Presbytery  Commissions 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  be  retained 
in  the  constitution  of  the  church. 

Mr.  White  also  called  attention  of  the 
committee  to  the  Assembly-wide  confer- 
ence of  the  Commissions  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work  which  is  to  be  held  joint- 
ly with  the  Conference  on  Annuities  and 
Relief  in  August  at  Montreat.

Synod^s  Council  Convenes  In  Raleigh 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

Vital  statistics  (unofficial)  for  the  year 
1959  show  that  church  membership  in  the 
Synod  has  increased  by  approximately  1,- 
600.  There  are  142,725  members  in  the 
Synod  now,  as  compared  with  141,136  at 
the  end  of  1958.  Sunday  School  enrollment 
has  also  risen  with  132,281  members  re- 
ported for  1959,  as  compared  to  131,785  for 
1958. 

Five  years  ago,  in  1955,  church  member- 
ship was  133,692  and  the  Sunday  School 
enrollment  was  121,960. 

In  breaking  down  the  figures  for  1959 
by  Presbyteries,  Mecklenburg  again  leads 
with  33,429  members;  Orange  is  second, 
22,602;  and  Fayetteville  is  third,  with  18,- 
110  members.  Others  in  order  are  Con- 
cord, 16,927;  Wilmington,  12,888;  Gran- 
ville, 11,721;  Albemarle,  9,731;  Kings 
Mountain,  9,029;  and  Winston-Salem,  8,- 
248. 

Other  statistics  show  a  total  of  2,230 
adult  baptisms  during  the  year;  2,919  in- 
fant baptisms;  and  4,356  professions  of 
faith. 

There  are  588  ministers,  5,255  ruling  eld- 
ers, and  6,320  deacons.

The  silver 
communion  service  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  Lucille  Holbrook  to  the  Third  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  was  formerly 
the  Tenth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  not  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
as  stated  in  the  article. 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS 
STUDY  PROPOSED 

Synod's  Council  convened  at  the  White 
Memorial  Church  in  Raleigh,  February 
25,  with  Voit  Gilmore,  the  chairman,  pre- 
siding. A  study  of  the  public  relations  ac- 
tivities of  the  Synod  with  anticipation  of 
greater  emphasis  in  this  area  was  pro- 
posed by  the  group. 

This  recommendation  was  brought  to 
the  Council  from  the  Publicity  Commit- 
tee, which  met  February  24.  Preston 
Douglas  of  Lumberton,  chairman  of  the 
Publicity  Committee,  presented  the  pro- 
posal, which  suggested  a  study  in  coopera- 
tion with  professional  consultants. 

Other  actions  included  the  appointment 
of  a  steering  committee  to  organize  a 
Sesquicentennial  Committee  (see  column 
1). 

The  council  heard  reports  from  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee,  Finance  and  Audits 
Committee,  Program  Committee,  Nomi- 
nations Committee,  and  the  Publicity 
Committee  along  with  those  of  special 
committees. 

Dr.  Chester  Alexander,  chairman  of  the 
Program  Committee,  presented  a  proposed 
program  for  the  annual  Synod  to  be  held 
in  Greenville,  June  14-15.  The  Synod  will 
be  opened  by  a  communion  service  rather 
than  the  usual  business  session.  The  Coun- 
cil's report  has  been  scheduled  for  the  af- 
ternoon of  June  14.  Also  the  customary  re- 
ception for  new  ministers  has  been  deleted 
from  the  program.  The  Program  Commit- 
tee met  February  24,  with  Dr.  Alexander, 
Dr.  Harold  Dudley,  and  Dr.  Charles  Lynn 
Brown,  attending.

PRESBYTERIANISM 
—IS  IT  WORTH  IT? 

A  Republican  form  of  Government — a 
representative  Democracy:  sovereignty  in 
the  people  who  elect  their  officers;  "divine 
right  of  suffrage"— divine  because 

"It  is  an  expression  of  the  heart  of 
God,  who  ordained  the  right  of  a  free 
people — free  in  Christ — to  govern 
themselves  by  their  chosen  represen- 
tatives" 

A  Constitutional  form  of  Government, 
with  the  Scriptures  as  its  basis,  interpret- 
ed by  men  as  guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  with  "Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  over  all 
things  to  the  Church,  which  is  His  body," 
exercising  His  "authority  through  His 
Word  and  Spirit,  by  the  ministry  of  men", 
and  which  may  be  changed  by  the  Church 
in  an  orderly  manner,  as  Christ  is  ad- 
hered to. 

Rule  of  the  Church  by  Elders  (not  priv- 
ileged aristocrats)  sitting  together  in  as- 
sembly, on  an  equality  as  corporate  gov- 
ernors— privileged  servants  of  Christ  and 
His  people,  representatives  of  the  people 
and  ambassadors  of  God. 

Courts  of  the  Church,  where  power, 
derived  from  God,  and  thence  residing  in 
the  people,  is  transferred  and  vested  in 
their  duly  elected  representatives  to  the 
Courts. 

Expressing  Unity  in  and  through  Christ, 
and  accomplished  through  representative 
assemblies. 

A  Guarantee  of  individual  rights  and 
liberty  and  a  declaration  of  personal  du- 
ties. 

Of  necessity  PRESBYTERIANISM  is  a 
slow  process  of  administration:  so  slow 
that  during  the  first  six  centuries  of  the 
Christian  era  Episcopacy  transcended 
Presbyterianism.  The  magic  growth  of  the 
Church  (12,000,000  members  by  the  end 
of  the  5th  century),  bringing  in  multi- 
tudes of  pagans  with  their  ignorance  and 
superstitions,  the  persecutions  by  the 
heathen,  the  rise  of  heresies — laid  com- 
pulsion on  the  Church  for  authority  to 
deal  expeditiously  with  administrative 
problems.  The  Council  of  Sardica,  343 
A.D.,  substituted  the  authority  of  the 
Roman  Bishop  in  appeals  for  that  of 
Councils;  hence,  monarchianism,  the  hi- 
erarchy, and  the  Papacy. 

For  a  thousand  years  Presbyterianism 
was  lost.  Then  caine  the  Reformation. 
Precursors  included  Valdez,  Dante,  Wy- 
clif,  Huss,  and  others;  many  of  whom 
died  as  martyrs  to  the  cause  of  liberty 
and  suffrage.  After  them  also  came  "a 
noble  army,  men  and  boys,  matron  and 
maid,"  who  followed  in  their  train:  Le- 


PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE 

(Below  is  a  letter  from  one  of  our 
readers.  Others  are  invited  to  comment  on 
the  topic  dealt  with,  or  to  write  on  other 
issues.) 

To  the  Editor. 
Dear  Sir : 

It  is  observed  and  commented  on  by 
many  Christians  of  good  repute  in  the 
Presbyterian  churches,  that  of  the  men 
who  are  well-qualified  to  serve  as  officers 
on  the  Board  of  Deacons,  or  as  Elders, 
and  who  support  the  church,  many  of 
them  most  of  their  lives,  never  have  an 
opportunity  to  use  their  qualifications  in 
any  official  capacity  or  to  be  identified 
in  any  official  way  with  their  churches. 

The  question  of  rotation  of  officers  in 
the  Presbyterian  churches  is  a  dominant 
one  among  the  lay  members.  The  writer 
has  served  as  Deacon  and  Elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  church;  I  am  one  that  be- 
lieves the  official  connections  in  our 
churches  should  be  rotated  periodically. 

What  excuse  could  there  be  for  not  ro- 
tating the  official  connections?  Could  it 
be  that  the  question  never  gets  before  the 
membership,  because  it  makes  its  incep- 
tion before  the  elected  Board  of  Elders, 
and  is  always  defeated  or  thrown  out 
when  it  is  brought  up  first  before  the 
Board  or  Elders? 

Officers  have  in  the  past  been  serving 
about  all  their  lives.  Few,  if  any,  seldom 
resign  or  withdraw  voluntarily.  Could  it 
be  that  it  gratifies  some  personal  sense 
of  honor  to  themselves,  a  feeling  of  be- 
ing preferred  before  their  fellow  members? 

We  believe  our  Church  should  be  run 
along  democratic  lines,  that  all  men 
should  walk  humbly  before  God  and  their 
fellowmen.  Most  believe  this  outmoded 
system  in  many  of  our  churches  is  detri- 
mental, especially  in  oizr  larger  churches 
where  there  is  ample  qualified  personnel 
to  choose  from. 

The  writer  would  like  to  hear  some  oth- 
er members  discuss  their  opinions  on  this 
subject,  as  it  is  surely  an  issue  before  the 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  churches 
of  the  South.

RESOLUTION  ADOPTED 

The  Human  Relations  Committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches, 
meeting  at  Pullen  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  February  19,  passed  a 
resolution  recognizing  the  "democratic 
and  moral  rights  of  Negroes"  to  be  equally 
served  at  public  lunch  counters. 

The  resolution  followed  recent  "sit- 
down"  strikes  in  which  Negroes  sought 
service  at  lunch  counters  in  several  North 
Carolina  cities. 

The  committee  further  urged  that  "fel- 
low citizens,  and  especially  our  Christian 
brethren"  unite  in  defending  this  right. 
In  concluding,  the  resolution  commended 
Negro  citizens  for  their  "self-restraint" 
recognized  the  problems  of  store  manage- 
ment in  adjusting  its  policies,  and  pledg- 
ed support  to  these  businesses  in  their 
adjustment. 

Dr.  H.  Shelton  Smith,  Professor  of 
American  Religious  Thought  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity, and  Dr.  W.  R.  Grigg,  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Interracial  Coop- 
eration of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  are  co-chairmen  of 
the  Human  Relations  Committee. 


STORY  OF  A  PRINCE 

(The  following  article  vxis  based  on  a 
story  by  Mrs.  E.  R.  MacKethan,  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Fayetteville  Observer,  Feb- 
ruary 28.) 

An  Arabian  Prince  who  became  the 
slave  of  Governor  John  Owen  is  one  of 
the  many  interesting  persons  whose  names 
appear  on  the  church  roll  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Fayetteville.  Named 
Moreau,  the  prince  was  captured  and  sold 
into  slavery  by  some  hostile  African  tribes, 
and  in  1807  he  was  carried  down  the  Af- 
rican coast  and  sold  to  a  slave  trader. 
After  being  sold  to  a  Charleston,  S.  C, 
man  and  escaping  to  Fayetteville,  he  was 
put  in  prison.  Governor  Owen  heard  of 
him  and  purchased  him  for  $1,000. 

Although  a  devout  Mohemmedan,  the 
prince  was  treated  so  kindly  that  he  told 
Governor  Owen  that  he  wished  to  learn 
more  of  the  religion  of  Christ.  Under  the 
Presbyterian  ministers,  he  studied  the 
the  Christian  religion  and  joined  the 
First  Church  in  Fayetteville  in  1820. 

Governor  Owen  offered  him  his  free- 
dom, but  the  prince  said  he  was  happy 
and  did  not  wish  to  return  to  his  coun- 
try. He  was  head  butler  in  the  Governor's 
household  as  long  as  he  lived.  All  during 
his  last  years  he  was  a  devout  Christian, 
and  regularly  attended  church  services. 

When  the  Governor  died  in  1841,  Mo- 
reau requested  that  (jeneral  Thomas 
Owen,  the  Governor's  son,  continue  to  be 
his  master.  The  Prince  died  in  1859  at  the 
age  of  ninety  years  and  is  buried  in  the 
Owen  family  graveyard  near  Elizabeth- 
town  in  Bladen  County.

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TV  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  APPROVED 

ATLANTA,  GA.  (PN) — A  new  television 
Sunday  School  of  the  Air,  to  begin  in 
October,  1960,  has  been  approved  by  the 
Permanent  Committee  on  Television,  Ra- 
dio, and  Audio-Visuals  (TRAV)  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  at  a  recent 
meeting  in  the  Protestant  Radio  and  Tel- 
evision Center,  Atlanta.  The  committee 
also  approved  a  program  of  experimenta- 
tion for  use  of  radio  and  TV  "spots." 

The  new  television  Sunday  School  of 
the  Air  will  be  a  companion  program  to 
the  current  radio  program,  on  which  the 
Moderator,  Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  presents 
weekly  lessons. 

"Spots"  and  "shorts"  for  both  radio 
and  TV  will  include  filmed  or  taped 
shorts,  including  such  items  and  Scrip- 
ture readings  for  the  day,  brief  devotion- 
als,  hymns  and  prayers. 

Dr.  Thomas  W.  Currie,  pastor  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Bellaire,  Texas,  was  re- 
elected chairman  of  the  committee,  which 
is  completing  its  first  year  under  its  own 
financial  support  from  the  General  As- 
sembly. Dr.  Ernest  Arnold,  executive  sec- 
retary, reported  a  total  income  during 
the  first  year  of  $117,903.  The  budget 
for  1960  is  $200,000.

Dr.  Charles  Lynn 
Brown  presented  plans  for  the  proposed 
permanent  office  building  of  the  Synod, 
which  is  to  be  built  in  Cameron  Village, 
Raleigh.  The  Council  expressed  hope  that 
construction  might  begin  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary, presented  statistical  reports  which 
showed  that  the  church  received  a  total 
of  $13,208,903  for  benevolences,  an  increase 
of  almost  $400,000.  Vital  statistics  showed 
that  the  church  membership  is  currently 
143,000,  also  an  increase  over  last  year.

STEWARDSHIP  STATISTICS 

Unofficial  stewardship  statistics  for  the 
year  1959  reveal  that  a  total  of  $13,208,- 
903  was  given  for  all  causes  of  the  church. 
This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  $400,00  over 
the  1958  total  of  $12,811,548. 

The  total  gifts  include  $3,560,591  for 
benevolences,  $6,110,977  for  current  ex- 
penses, and  $3,537,315  for  building  ex- 
penses. Corresponding  figures  for  1958 
were  $3,238,987  for  benevolences,  $6,485,- 
758  for  current  expenses,  and  $3,086,803 
building  expenses. 

A  breakdown  of  benevolence  giving  in 
1959  shows  a  total  of  $832,374  for  Presby- 
tery causes,  as  compared  with  $974,789  in 
1958;  $1,219,942  for  Synod  causes,  compar- 
ed with  $1,107,699  for  1958;  and  $1,508,275 
for  the  General  Assembly  causes,  com- 
pared with  $1,155,916  for  1958. 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  with  a  total  of 
$2,861,352,  for  all  causes,  again  led  all 
Presbyteries.  Orange  Presbytery,  with  $2,- 
193,992  was  second;  and  Concord  Presby- 
tery was  third  with  $1,721,949.  Others  in 
order  were  Fayetteville,  $1,502,393;  Gran- 
ville, $1,109,729;  Winston-Salem,  $1,023,- 
363;  Kings-Mountain,  $995,738;  Wilming- 
ton, $974,463;  and  Albemarle,  $825,924.

A  professor  of  church  history  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond  since 
1925,  Dr.  Thompson  noted  that  in  Europe 
evangelical  academies  hold  three  types  of 
meetings  for  laymen:  occupational  group 
meetings,  social  problem  studies,  and 
meetings  for  intensive  church  training. 
"In  this  way,  members  can  witness  for 
Christ  in  each  occupation.  The  laity  in 
Europe  are  breaching  the  gap  between 
work  and  worship." 

Dr.  Thompson  urged  that  the  church 
In  America  take  advantage  of  Europe's 
example.  "To  thaw  out  the  frozen  assets 
of  the  church  into  flaming  reality"  is  the 
great  task  of  the  church  and  its  greatest 
hope,  he  concluded.

The  flyleaf  of  the  2V2  by  3-inch  Bible 
of  the  "Tom  Thumb  series"  bears  the  in- 
scription, "Nelle  Grant  from  her  brother, 
Fred,  May  2,  1863." 

Grant's  son,  Frederick  Dent  Grant,  was 
only  12  years  old  when  he  sat  wounded 
while  serving  as  an  orderly  in  his  father's 
headquarters  and  apparently  lost  the 
Bible. 

Fred  Grant  grew  up  to  become  a  major 
in  the  U.  S.  Army,  and  his  son  Major 
Gen.  U.  S.  Grant  III  (ret.)  is  now  chair- 
man of  the  Civil  War  Centennial  Com- 
mission. 


ANNIVERSARY 

The  House  of  Representatives  observed 
the  110th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Thomas  G.  Masaryk,  first  president  of 
Czechoslovakia,  by  having  the  Rev.  Joseph 
F.  Sefl,  pastor  of  the  Jan  Hus  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  New  York,  serve  as  guest 
chaplain. 

Mr.  Sefl  thanked  God  for  the  inspired 
leadership  of  Dr.  Masaryk  and  prayed 
that  his  country  and  others  may  long 
have  freedom.

Dr.  Masaryk,  though  a  convert  from 
Catholicsim  and  an  outstanding  Protes- 
tant theologian,  was  elected  president  of 
a  nation  80  per  cent  Roman  Catholic.

Re- 
ferred to  by  many  of  the  church  people 
as  "Mr.  Sunday  School,"  Mr.  Manning 
was  the  recipient  of  a  gift  from  the 
church,  a  toast  by  one  of  the  deacons, 
George  Gayes,  a  poem  of  tribute  by  a 
group  of  Sunday  school  pupils,  a  histori- 
cal scrapbook  compiled  by  the  various 
classes,  and  a  letter  of  appreciation  from 
the  elders.

ANNUITIES  AND  RELIEF 

Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  An- 
nuities and  Relief  convened  in  Raleigh 
March  9,  with  the  Chairman,  the  Rev. 
R.  T.  Baker,  of  Denver,  presiding.  The 
Committee  considered  the  matter  of 
emergency  cases  of  need  of  retired  min- 
isters, and  set  in  motion  plans  to  care 
for  those  in  dire  circumstances. 

The  Committee  approved  of  the  semi- 
annual distribution  of  the  income  from 
the  Kate  B.  Reynolds  Fund  to  65  retired 
ministers  in  the  Synod  (A-1;  C-15;  F-11; 
G-1;  K-M-8;  M-16;  0-5;  W-3;  W-S-5). 

The  Kate  B.  Reynolds  Trust  Fund  was 
a  bequest  to  Synod  in  1947,  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  terms  of  the  will,  is  to  be 
used  "in  trust  to  pay  the  net  income 
therefrom  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  aged  Presbyterian  ministers  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  as  now  con- 
stituted, the  said  income  to  be  disbursed 
semi-annually  to  such  ministers  as  shall 
be  certified  by  the  authorities  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, or  its  successors,  to  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  in  such  respective 
amounts  as  said  authorities  shall  desig- 
nate." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  Synod 
in  1959  indicated  that  during  the  previous 
year  a  total  of  $37,800  was  distributed  to 
60  retired  ministers,  in  amounts  ranging 
from  $50.00  to  $692.

DRIVE  TO  BE  LAUNCHED 

The  First  Church,  Greensboro,  will 
launch  a  drive  in  September  for  nearly 
half  a  million  dollars  to  build  an  educa- 
tion building,  purchase  land,  improve  ex- 
isting structures,  and  pay  off  debts. 

The  funds  will  be  sought  as  a  result  of 
a  report  of  the  church's  Special  Planning 
Committee  which  has  studied  future  needs 
of  the  congregation  over  a  two-year 
period.  The  committee  was  headed  by  W.

The  largest  expenditure  is  to  be  used 
for  construction  of  an  education  building 
on  a  vacant  lot  near  the  church  site.  The 
remainder  of  the  money  will  go  to  re- 
novate and  equip  the  church's  kitchen 
and  dining  room,  to  complete  the  air- 
conditioning  of  Sunday  School  rooms, 
purchase  additional  land,  and  to  pay  off 
remaining  debts. 

The  fund-raising  committee  will  be 
headed  by  W.  L.  Carter,  Jr.  John  Kellen- 
berger  is  temporary  chairman  of  the 
building  committee.

The  newspaper.  The  Davidsonian,  in  an 
editorial  urged  the  trustees  this  year  "to 
appoint  a  committee  including  students 
and  faculty  members  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing"  Negro  admissions.  The  paper 
said  it  hopes  "to  see  a  better  interchange 
of  ideas  in  the  future." 


SPECIAL  SERVICES 

The  First  Church  of  Monroe  held  its 
fourteenth  annual  series  of  special  serv- 
ices during  the  month  of  February.  The 
minister,  Dr.  Roy  P.  Whitley,  preached  a 
series  of  sermons  on  Genesis  during  the 
Sunday  morning  worship  services.  Discus- 
sion groups  were  held  on  Wednesday  eve- 
nings. The  annual  series  of  sermons  to 
homemakers  were  delivered  on  Sunday 
evenings,  followed  by  discussion  groups  by 
counselors  and  Mr.  William  S.  Cox,  DCE.

MINISTERS'  FUND 

The  Presbyterian  Ministers'  Fund  has 
passed  the  $200  million  mark  in  policies 
outstanding,  having  had  a  net  gross  in- 
crease of  $17  million  during  1959,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  at  the  201st  annual  meet- 
ing. 

The  fund  observed  its  bicentennial  last 
year  as  the  oldest  life  insurance  company 
in  the  world,  with  more  than  60,000  policy 
holders  among  Protestant  clergy  and  oth- 
er fuUtime  church  workers,  and  assets  of 
approximately  $75  million. 

Dr.  Alexander  Mackie  is  president  of 
the  fund,  and  Dr.  S.  Carson  Wasson,  of 
Rye,  N.  Y.,  was  elected  to  the  new  post 
of  executive  vice-president.  Dr.  John  R. 
Cunningham,  of  Charlotte,  was  recently 
elected  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  fund. 


CHURCH  CONSTRUCTION 

Church  construction  opened  1960  with 
a  new  January  record,  according  to  a  re- 
port from  the  Census  Bureau. 

New  construction  totaled  $78,000,000,  a 
slight  seasonal  decline  from  December, 
but  $5,000,000  higher  than  the  mark  for 
January,  1959. 

Government  officials  have  predicted 
that  1960  will  be  the  first  billion-dollar 
year  in  history  of  .  religious  edifices  in  the 
United  States. 

Construction  activity  by  non-public 
schools  and  colleges,  most  church-related, 
held  steady  at  $48,000,000  during  January, 
about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.  Construc- 
tion of  private  hospitals  and  institutions, 
most  church-related,  totaled  $49,000,000 
for  January,  $3,000,000  higher  than  a  year 
ago. 


POPULATION  PROBLEM 

President  Eisenhower's  recent  tour  of 
South  America  carried  him  through  the 
center  of  the  world's  population  problem. 
Population  in  many  of  these  countries  is 
growing  at  over  3  per  cent  a  year,  compar- 
ed with  a  rate  of  about  2  per  cent  for 
China  and  India,  1.7  per  cent  for  the 
world  and  the  U.  S.  and  less  than  1  per 
cent  for  Europe. 

The  Population  Reference  Bureau,  Inc., 
of  Washington,  D.  C,  notes  that  Central 
and  South  America  have  had  such  ac- 
celeration because  of  declining  death 
rates. 

Of  the  four  Latin  American  countries 
Eisenhower  visited,  Brazil's  population 
growth  is  the  highest  with  an  estimated 
3  per  cent,  with  nearly  42  percent  of  all 
Brazilians  under  15  years  of  age.  Prob- 
lems in  education  are  only  one  aspect  of 
the  many  social  and  economic  problems 
faced. 

Chile's  present  population  is  7.6  million 
with  an  annual  increase  of  2.2  per  cent. 
By  1975  her  population  is  expected  to 
rise  32  per  cent  above  the  present  level. 

The  two  other  countries  Mr.  Eisenhower 
visited  were  Uruguay  and  Argentina,  both 
in  temperate  South  America  and  both 
with  relatively  low  birthrates. 

Within  the  past  few  months  Latin  Am- 
erica has  seen  her  population  exceed  the 
combined  populations  of  United  States 
and  Canada.  At  the  present  rate  Latin 
America  will  have  almost  twice  as  many 
people  as  North  America  at  the  end  of 
the  century. 


NEW  CHURCH  PLANNED 

Plans  for  a  new  $150,000  Galatia  Pres- 
byterian Church  plant,  including  a  400- 
seat  sanctuary,  were  approved  recently 
by  the  congregation.  The  proposed  church 
will  also  contain  two  floors  of  educational 
rooms  and  a  fellowship  hall.

WORLD  DAY  OF  PRAYER 

World  Day  of  Prayer  was  observed 
March  4  by  churches  throughout  the 
state.  Sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches'  Department  of 
United  Church  Women,  the  observance 
was  somewhat  hindered  by  bad  weather 
which  caused  cancellations  of  many  serv- 
ices. 

Offerings  received  at  World  Day  of 
Prayer  services  are  used  to  help  projects 
of  interdenominational  work  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Division 
of  Home  Missions  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches. 

The  service  for  the  day  is  written  each 
year  by  women  of  one  of  the  countries 
around  the  world.  The  1960  service  was 
composed  by  the  Women's  Inter-Church 
Council  of  Canada  and  was  centered 
around  the  theme,  "Laborers  Together 
With  God."

Work  is  under  way  or  has  been  com- 
pleted on  six  major  buildings  of  the  Mon- 
treat  Association,  Camp  Montreat  For 
Girls,  and  the  newly  purchased  president's 
home.  Harry  McDonnold,  business  man- 
ager, reported  recently. 

Fellowship  and  Howerton  Halls  have 
been  renovated,  Gaither  Chapel  has  been 
painted,  and  Somerset  Lodge  is  scheduled 
to  be  painted.  Extensive  work  is  being 
planned  at  Assembly  Inn,  and  a  sun  par- 
lor has  recently  been  converted  into  a 
private  conference  room  and  new  equip- 
ment installed  in  the  kitchen.

Dr.  William  Wadel  Arrowood.  77,  retir- 
ed Presbyterian  minister  and  college  pro- 
fessor, died  in  Florida,  February  24.

He 
served  as  pastor  and  teacher  in  Abingdon 
Presbyery  from  1909  to  1945,  when  he 
became  professor  of  Bible  at  King  Col- 
lege. Having  taught  in  the  Rowland 
schools  as  a  young  man,  he  returned  in 
1952  as  pastor  of  the  Rowland  Church 
and  after  retirement  in  1958  continued 
to  make  his  home  there.  Surviving  are 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Florence  McQueen  Arro- 
wood, and  a  sister,  Isabel  Arrowood  of 
Sharon,  S.  C. 

Dr.  William  A.  Ross  of  Montreat,  for 
25  years  president  of  Presbyterian  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  Mexico  City,  died 
February  21  at  the  age  of  87  in  a  Char- 
lotte hospital.  Dr.  Ross  was  born  in  Tus- 
culum,  Tenn.,  and  educated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Arkansas  and  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  in  Richmond.  He  served  as 
a  missionary  to  Mexico  from  1906  to 
1946.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife;  two 
stepsons.  Dr.  William  C.  Matthews  of 
Charlotte,  and  Dr.  John  Matthews  of 
Baltimore;  a  sister  and  two  brothers. 


JOIN  PROTEST 

Several  students  from  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  Richmond,  recently  joined 
Negro  students  and  adults  picketing  a 
downtown  department  store  to  protest 
segregated  eating  facilities. 

Dr.  Frank  B.  Lewis,  dean  of  the  semi- 
nary of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
said  the  students  were  "acting  on  indi- 
vidual initiative  and  private  decisions." 
He  added  that  the  school  had  taken  no 
official  action  in  the  matter. 

A  statement  handed  out  by  the  white 
students  said  their  participation  came 
"after  long  and  careful  consideration  of 
our  role  in  the  world-wide  effort  of  con- 
cerned Christians  to  bring  an  end  to  this 
injustice." 

"As  Christians,  we  see  segregation  based 
on  race  as  evil,  and  we  are  therefore 
bound  to  do  everything  we  can  to  elimi- 
nate it,"  the  white  students  said. 


OPPOSES  CATHOLIC  PRESIDENT 

Christianity  Today,  an  undenomination- 
al magazine  published  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  circulated  to  about  200,000  Prot- 
estant ministers,  declared  in  an  editorial 
that  Protestant  opposition  to  the  election 
of  a  Roman  Caholic  as  president  is  not 
"bigotry"  but  "perfectly  rational." 

"Informed  Protestants  believe,  not  at 
all  irrationally,  that  the  interests  of  the 
nation  are  safer  in  the  hands  of  one  who 
does  not  confess  to  a  foreign,  earthly 
power,"  the  editorial  said. 

"A  Catholic  in  the  Presidency  would  be 
torn  between  two  loyalties  as  no  Prot- 
estant has  ever  been,"  the  editorial  stated. 
"A  candidate  may  announce  and  even 
sincerely  believe,  that  he  is  immune  to 
Vatican  pressure,  but  can  we  be  sure 
that  he  will  not  succumb  in  the  confes- 
sional booth  to  threats  of  purgatory  and 
promises  of  merit  from  the  organization 
which  he  believes  to  hold  the  keys  of 
heaven?" 


DEMOLISHED 

The  historic  St.  James  Church,  Greens- 
boro, was  demolished  recently  after  its 
Negro  congregation  moved  into  a  new 
building.  The  church  was  organized  in 
1867  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  building  now  being  demolished 
was  built  in  1910.  The  Rev.  Julius  T. 
Douglas  is  pastor. 
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SEMINARY  "FRIENDS" 

In  preparation  for  the  150th  Anniver- 
sary in  1962  of  the  founding  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  the 
"Friends"  of  the  Seminary  have  adopted 
a  three-year  program  aimed  at  adding 
members  to  their  organization,  recruiting 
more  men  for  the  ministry,  and  obtaining 
more  funds  for  the  Seminary. 

The  "Friends",  numbering  more  than 
23,000,  have  already  made  possible  many 
physical  improvements  on  the  campus  of 
the  Seminary  and  have  underwritten  the 
recruiting  efforts  of  the  Seminary. 

PRE-EASTER  SERVICES 

The  First  Church,  Greensboro,  will  hold 
a  week  of  services  with  Dr.  John  S.  Bon- 
nell,  pastor  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presby- 
terian Church,  New  York  City,  as  special 
guest  minister,  April  3-6. 

In  preparation  for  these  special  serv- 
ices, prayer  meetings  will  be  held  in  dis- 
trict groups  throughout  Greensboro. 

Dr.  Bonnell  has  been  pastor  of  the 
New  York  church  since  1935,  and  is  wide- 
ly known  for  his  extensive  work  in  pas- 
toral coimseling.  He  has  taught  a  course 
on  "The  Cure  of  Souls"  at  Princeton  The- 
ological Seminary  for  over  17  years. 

Rev.  John  A.  Kellenberger  is  pastor  of 
the  First  Church. 


UCW  RECOMMENDATION 

The  executive  board  of  the  United 
Church  Women's  Department  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
meeting  in  Greensboro  in  February,  rec- 
ommended that  local  councils  study  all 
aspects  of  the  problems  raised  by  recent 
"sit-down"  strikes  by  Negro  groups. 

In  a  directive  to  local  councils,  the 
UCW  stressed  that  "the  seriousness  of 
this  matter  requires  full  and  frank  ex- 
pression of  all  viewpoints''  and  asked  a 
report  on  the  "majority  and  minority 
viewpoints"  of  each  council. 


HEARS  REPORTS 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
there  are  more  non-Presbyterians  at- 
tending Presbyterian  colleges  in  the  Syn- 
od than  Presbyterians. 

This  information  was  given  to  the  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  Committee  of  the  Syn- 
od, meeting  at  White  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Raleigh  Feb.  29-March 
1,  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Sec- 
retary of  the  Synod. 

The  figures  show  1,258  Presbyterians 
and  1,268  non-Presbyterians  enrolled  in 
the  five  colleges  of  the  Synod — Davidson, 
Queens,  Flora  Macdonald,  Presbyterian 
Junior  College,  and  Peace. 

Dr.  Dudley's  report  also  showed  that 
there  are  2,284  Presbyterian  students  in 
non-Presbyterian  institutions  where  Pres- 
byterians conduct  no  program.  Of  the  es- 
timated 7,148  Presbyterians  in  North  Car- 
olina Colleges,  3,641  of  these  are  reached 
by  the  Campus  Christian  Life  Commit- 
tee. .  Adding  the  number  in  Presbyterian 
Colleges  the  figure  is  4,889. 

The  committee  also  heard  reports  from 
the  six  Presbyterian  student  centers  in 
the  state.  Reporting  were  Mr.  Charles

October — Cavalcades,  October  3-14,  in 
eighty  cities,  led  by  outstanding  teams  of 
three  leaders  moving  across  each  Synod. 

November  and  December — Self-examin- 
ation by  every  church  and  final  prepara- 
tion for  the  mission  program.

HISTORY  PUBLISHED 

Mr.  C.  P.  Robertson,  an  elder  and  Sun- 
day School  superintendent  at  the  Stone- 
ville  Church,  Stoneville,  has  recently  re- 
leased a  book  entitled  "The  History  of 
Joyce  Presbyterian  Chapel,  Stoneville, 
North  Carolina— 1905-1959." 

Joyce  Presbyterian  Chapel  was  organiz- 
ed as  an  outpost  of  the  Stoneville  church 
and  the  Stoneville  pastors  preached  there. 
It  is  named  for  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Joyce,  who 
with  the  Hon.  T.  L.  Smith,  of  Winston- 
Salem,  began  efforts  to  organize  the 
chapel.  It  is  now  one  of  the  two  active 
chapels  in  Orange  Presbytery,  and  is  ser- 
ved by  Dr.  T.  Henry  Patterson,  of  Madi- 
son. 

FIRST  COMMUNION  IN  CAPITOL 

Raleigh's  first  communion  service  was 
held  in  the  State  Capitol. 

It  occurred  in  1810  when  Dr.  WUiam 
McPheeter,  later  to  become  pastor  of  the 
Raleigh  First  Church,  conducted  services 
in  the  Capitol  because  there  were  no 
churches  in  the  city.  Neither  were  there 
any  permanent  ministers,  and  services 
were  held  by  itinerant  preachers. 

Dr.  McPheeter  bought  a  basket  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  conveying  the  com- 
munion elements,  and  it  is  reported  on 
good  authorty  that  he  carried  "the  fresh- 
ly baked  unleavened  bread  from  the  kit- 
chen in  his  home  to  the  place  of  worship." 

This  custom  became  a  tradition  in  the 
McPheeter  family  and  Miss  Susan  Mc- 
Pheeter, a  present  member  of  the  Raleigh 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  keeps  the  cus- 
tom alive  today. 

Recently  when  world-wide  communion 
was  celebrated  this  same  large  brown 
wicker  basket  used  by  Dr.  McPheeter,  now 
over  140  years  old,  was  used  to  carry  the 
communion  elements  to  the  church  for 
the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

At  one  time  the  basket  was  in  such  bad 
condition  that  it  was  thought  beyond  re- 
pair; however  Miss  Susan  told  of  the 
significance  of  the  basket  and  the  School 
for  the  Blind  at  Raleigh  took  special 
pains  to  put  it  in  good  shape.  This  work 
was  done  free  of  charge. 

Today  Miss  Susan  sets  the  communion 
table  with  the  same  vessels  used  in  the 
first  services.  The  original  pitcher  was 
a  gift  of  Mrs.  John  Devereaux;  the  goblet 
was  given  by  J.  Primrose  and  H.  D. 
Turner;  and  Charles  Dewey  presented  the 
first  plate. 

The  linens  of  the  first  services  are  still 
used  to  partially  cover  the  table.  They 
were  washed  and  ironed  for  41  years  by 
the  same  Negro  woman,  Zora  Upperpon. 
Not  long  ago  Miss  Susan  told  her  she 
could  get  someone  else  to  do  the  wdrk 
because  of  her  age. 

"Don't  take  them  away  from  me  until 
I  tell  you,"  was  the  reply. 

A  few  months  ago  Zora  died. 

DOCUMENTS  RELEASED 

A  compilation  of  documents  pertaining  to 
the  controversial  Air  Force  training  manual 
which  linked  some  churches  and  clergymen 
with  Communism  has  been  released  by  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Council,  whose  loyalty  also  was  ques- 
yoned  in  the  now  withdrawn  manual,  said 
the  compilation  was  designed  primarily  to 
provide  background  information  on  the  issue 
to  its  33  Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthodox 
member  Churches  and  their  agencies. 

Included  are  statements  from  religious 
leaders  and  church  groups  supporting  the 
NCC  and  condemning  the  manual's  charges, 
editorial  comments  in  leading  daily  news- 
papers protesting  the  manual,  and  facts  on 
what  the  National  Council  is  and  what  it 
does. 
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Rev.  Philip  A.  Johnson  of  New  York,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  the  National  Lutheran 
Council's  division  of  public  relations,  speak- 
ing recently  in  Atlantic  City  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Council,  stated  that  the  case 
for  Protestantism  is  being  "badly  present- 
ed" to  the  public  and  "poorly  understood." 
As  a  result,  he  warned  that  Protestantism 
"is  fast  becoming  a  victim  of  its  own  dis- 
unity." Protestants  have  failed  to  utilize  the 
techniques  of  mass  communication,  while 
Catholics,  on  the  otherhand,  are  "aggressive- 
ly proclaimed  increasingly  effective." 
«•*«•• 

A  suggestion  that  tax  exemption  laws 
pertaining  to  churches  and  religious  institu- 
tions be  modified  so  churches  can  help  re- 
lieve some  of  the  burdens  of  taxation  was 
made  by  the  Rev.  Jack  Mendelsohn,  Unitari- 
an minister  of  Boston.  Dr.  Mendelsohn  said 
that  many  prospering  churches  have  become 
"financial  parasites"  in  tax-embarrassed 
cities.  The  Boston  Pilot,  official  weekly  of 
the  Archdiocese  of  Boston,  caUed  the  sug- 
gestion "a  hasty  and  ill-conceived  panacea," 
and  said  that  "churches  are  more  than  pay- 
ing their  way"  although  not  in  dollars  and 
cents.

A  bronze  plaque  bearing  the  inscription 
"In  God  We  Trust"  has  been  placed  in  the 
main  building  of  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  De- 
partment in  Washington,  as  a  result  of  a 
crusade  to  put  such  plaques  in  public  build- 
ings, launched  by  a  Catholic  lay  woman  of 
Durant,  Okla.  Ultimately,  Miss  Ora  O'RUey, 
who  succeeded  in  having  a  similar  plaque 
placed  in  the  Oklahoma  state  capitol  build- 
ing, hopes  to  see  one  in  every  public  build- 
ing in  Washington.

The  effect  on  a  child's  mind,  as  he  swag- 
gers around  with  a  toy  gun  shooting  every- 
body "dead,"  has  long  been  a  concern  of 
residents  of  the  Koinonia  Community  in 
Americus,  Ga.,  an  interracial,  interdenomin- 
ational community.  After  holding  a  meeting 
with  the  children  of  the  community,  the 
children  agreed  that  "guns  and  Jesus  don't 
go  together  somehow"  and  at  a  special  ser- 
vice all  the  children  brought  their  "war" 
toys  and  put  them  in  cans  to  be  burned.  The 
service  was  closed  by  presenting  the  child- 
ren with  new  toys  and  singing  "Ain't  Gonna 
Study  War  No  More." 

«•**•« 

A  $1,000,000  five-year  relief  and  rehabili- 
tation program  to  aid  some  of  the  more 
than  3,000,000  Hindu  refugees  in  West  Ben- 
gal and  Calcutta  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Church  World  Service  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  February.  Called  Pro- 
ject Doya  (Mercy),  the  program  calls  for 
educational  and  practical  selfhelp  projects, 
rather  than  direct  relief. 

In  1959  the  World  Council  of  Churches' 
Division  of  Inter-Church  Aid  and  Service  to 
Refugees  resettled  11,729  refugees  and  mig- 
rants in  3  different  countries.  From  1948 
through  1959,  the  agency  found  new  homes 
for  a  total  of  219,415  refugees  in  78  coun- 
tries. Individual  assistance  to  refugees  dur- 
ing 1959 — from  food  and  clothing  to  legal 
assistance,  totaled  about  $314,000. 

•  •••*« 

Aloysius  Cardinal  Stepinac  became  the 
first  Prince  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
to  die  while  in  Communist-imposed  deten- 
tion and  isolation.  Cardinal  Stepinac  was 
long  hailed  over  the  world  as  one  of  the 
Church's  most  courageous  martyrs  of  mod- 
ern times.  He  had  lived  under  constant 
Communist  surveillance  since  1951,  after  be- 
ing released  from  prison  where  he  had  ser- 
ved five  years  for  alleged  "crimes"  against 
the  people.

An  estimated  1,000  persons,  of  whom 
about  two-thirds  will  be  voting  delegates, 
are  expected  to  participate  in  the  Third  As-

sembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
which  will  meet  in  New  Delhi,  India,  Nov. 
18-Dec.  5,  1961.

The  Department  of  Campus  Christian  Life 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  has 
proposed  that  departments  of  religion  be 
established  in  tax-supported  colleges  and 
universities  to  function  along  the  same  lines 
as  other  academic  departments.  The  report 
stated  that  theological  discipline  has  been 
one  of  the  principal  intellectual  activities 
throughout  Western  history  and  "that  stu- 
dents who  live  in  this  culture  must  have  an 
informed  knowledge  of  this  aspect  of  their 
heritage." 

****** 

A  Southern  Baptist  Convention  tele-type- 
writer network,  believed  to  be  the  first 
leased  wire  communications  system  operated 
by  a  religious  denomination,  will  link  19 
U.  S.  cities,  beginning,  March  1.  The  system 
will  stretch  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to 
Wichita,  Kan.,  and  will  serve  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  agencies  and  state  Conven- 
tion offices  as  well  as  Baptist  state  papers. 
North  Carolina  will  be  one  of  the  states  in- 
cluded in  the  network,  which  will  be  on  a 
six-months  experimental  basis. 

****** 

Special  observances  to  mark  the  400th  an- 
niversary of  the  death  of  Philipp  Melanch- 
ton,  co-worker  of  Martin  Luther,  are  sched- 
uled to  begin  April  19  at  Wittenberg,  in  the 
Soviet  Zone.  Melanchthon,  who  died  in  1560, 
was  a  German  humanist  and  chief  author  of 
both  the  Augsburg  Confession  and  the 
Apology  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  classic 
expositions  of  Lutheran  doctrine.  He  is  en- 
tombed at  Wittenberg  Cathedral,  next  to 
the  tomb  of  Martin  Luther. 

****** 

Senator  Claro  M.  Recto  charged  recently 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the 
Philippines  was  plotting  through  political 
interferences  to  "acquire  control  of  public 
affairs  and  establish  a  theocratic  state." 
Senator  Recto,  a  leader  of  an  extreme  na- 
tionalist movement,  made  the  indictment 
in  a  spech  accepting  an  honorary  degree 
conferred  by  Central  Philippine  University, 
a  Protestant  institution. 

****** 

Protestant  Episcopal  Bishop  James  A. 
Pike  of  California  has  warned  that  progress 
toward  racial  equality  in  America  will  be 
"barren"  unless  it  moves  along  on  "all  fronts 
at  once."  Speaking  to  the  National  Organiza- 
tion of  Women  for  Equality  in  Education 
(NOW  for  Equality)  he  said  that  gains  in 
only  one  direction  will  "necessarily  be 
thwarted  by  a  static  situation  on  other 
fronts."  A  number  of  religious  groups  are 
represented  among  the  16  national  women's 
organizations  in  NOW,  including  the  Natio- 
al  Council  of  Churches'  United  Church  Wo- 
men.

Dr.  Roy  G.  Ross,  general  secretary  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches,  called  on 
religious  groups  to  bring  "spiritual  insights 
and  moral  judgment  to  bear  upon  the  mores 


EDITOR  DIES 

Harry  Pollard  Converse,  managing 
editor  of  the  Christian  Observer  since 
1907,  died  February  29  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, at  the  age  of  83.  Mr.  Converse  had 
been  active  in  the  publishing  of  the 
paper  since  1899. 

When  Mr.  Converse  graduated  from 
Princeton  University,  he  began  his  work 
with  the  Observer,  which  had  been  in  the 
family  since  1827.  Upon  his  father's  death, 
Mr.  Converse  took  over  the  management- 
and  succeeded  in  building  up  the  circula- 
tion of  the  paper  until  it  became  the 
largest  Presbyterian  weekly  in  America. 
Throughout  its  146  years  of  publication,  it 
is  the  only  church  paper  that  has  always 
paid  its  own  expense. 

Mr.  Converse  was  active  in  many  church 
activities.  For  several  years  he  was  super- 
intendent of  the  Westminster  Presby- 
terian Sunday  School  in  Louisville,  and 
for  a  time  he  taught  a  class  in  the  Louis- 
ville Presbyterian  Colored  Missions.  He 
was  also  active  in  fund-raising  campaigns 
for  the  Louisville  Theological  Seminary 
and  was  an  elder  in  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church. 


of  society  and  its  institutions"  in  an  effort 
to  combat  juvenile  delinquency.

The  youth 
leaders,  all  young  men,  said  their  young 
people  get  the  most  help  and  inspiration 
from  church-sponsored  work  projects  and 
summer  camps,  personal  interviews  or  con- 
tacts with  their  pastors,  and  preferred  to 
participate  with  adults  in,  the  church  service, 
rather  than  being  set  apart  in  a  youth  pro- 
gram.

Scottish  opposition  to  the  name  chosen  for 
a  new  interdenominational  translation  of 
the  Bible  by  British  scholars  may  consider- 
ably affect  its  distribution  north  of  the 
border.  It  has  been  entitled  "The  New 
English  Bible."  Composition  of  the  New 
Testament  already  has  begun  and  joint  pub- 
lication by  Oxford  University  Press  and 
Cambridge  University  Press  is  scheduled 
early  in  1961.  Translation  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment is  underway  but  is  expected  to  take 
several  more  years. 

****** 

Americans  were  urged  by  the  president  of 
the  N.  C.  Baptist  Convention  to  launch  a 
spiritual  -  revolution  in  the  U.  S.  by  filing 
"absolutely  honest"  income  tax  returns.  C. 
B.  Deane  of  Rockingham,  an  attorney  and 
former  U.  S.  Congressman,  speaking  at 
Wake  Forest  College  in  February,  said  that 
unless  Americans  "face  Up  to  our  own  per- 
sonal problems  and  decide  to  change,  there 
will  be  either  no  freedom  or  no  world."  "If 
every  American  would  prepare  an  accurate 
return  for  five  years,  he  said,  "we  would 
completely  pay  the  national  debt  of  $290 
billion."

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STEELE  CREEK  CEMETERY 

(The  Steele  Creek  Church,  Charlotte,  is 
celebrating  its  bicentennial  this  year,  hav- 
ina  been  organized  in  1760.  As  a  part  of  its 
celebration,  historical  studies  are  being 
conducted  and  written.  Following  is  an 
article  written  by  Mrs.  R.  E.  McDowell, 
Sr.,  who  has  compiled  information  con- 
cerning the  the  cemetery  of  the  church. 
Other  articles  will  appear  in  later  issues.) 

Steele  Creek  Cemetery  is  not  unlike  the 
other  burial  grounds  found  near  our  early 
churches  of  Piedmont  North  Carolina.  The 
head  stones  of  the  first  graves  are  of 
hand-hewn  material,  probably  from  some 
nearby  rock  quarry.  The  next  stage  of 
development  shows  a  more  advanced 
workmanship  and  design.  But  hand-hewn 
or  mechanically  produced,  the  inscriptions 
on  these  stones  are  our  source  of  identifi- 
cation of  persons  buried  here. 

Foote's  Sketches  of  North  Carolina  has 
the  following  to  say  about  Steele  Creek 
Church  and  cemetery:  "Steele  Creek  has 
no  history,  but  she  has  records — not  writ- 
ten with  pen  and  ink,  but  graven  in  the 
enduring  rock,  records  brief,  concise, 
numerous  and  characteristic,  with  the 
ever  to  be  commended  practice  of  gather- 
ing the  remains  of  the  dead  in  the  en- 
closure near  the  place  of  worship,  secure- 
ly walled  in,  sacred  as  a  place  of  rest,  un- 
exposed to  the  plow  of  strangers  or  cold- 
hearted  descendants.  This  congregation 
has  excelled  their  neighbors  in  erecting 
monumental  stones  that  shall  tell  what 
people  and  families  have  once  been  active 
in  the  business  of  Ife  on  the  surrounding 
plantations  and  in  the  worship  of  God." 

Our  early  settlers,  according  to  the  in- 
scriptions on  head  stones,  came  here  from 
Scotland,  Ireland,  and  earlier  established 
colonies  of  America.  Those  settling  in  this 
section  of  our  state  came  from  three 
sources.  The  French  settlers  along  the 
coast  were  being  troubled  by  the  Indians 
and,  in  order  to  defend  themselves,  began 
to  move  into  the  interior  of  the  state.  Our 
second  source  was  the  Scottish  Highland- 
ers who  fled  into  Ireland  after  the  Battle 
of  CuUoden  and  later  came  to  Carolina. 
Twenty  thousand  came  to  America  in 
1698,  many  coming  to  Mecklenburg.  The 
third  source  was  colonists  from  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Virginia  seeking  new  homes. 
They  found  fertile  land  here  suitable  for 
making  a  new  place  for  themselves.  The 
coats  of  arms  on  head  stones  bear  out  the 
above  and  bear  the  names  of  Akin,  Bar- 
nette,  Berryhill,  Bigham,  Campbell,  Car- 
outhers,  Davis,  Gilmore,  Greer,  Hartt, 
Maxwell,  McCleary,  McDowell,  Neel,  Nee- 
ly.  Price,  Vance,  and  Whitesides. 

In  the  Register  of  Deeds  Office,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  on  Page  49,  Book  15,  is  a  deed 
to  "Robert  Browfield  for  300  acres  on 
head  water  of  Beaverdam  Creek  west  of 
Hugh  Parks  lands,  consideration  50 
pounds,"  in  which  is  the  following  reserve, 
"4  acres  of  said  land  including  the  old  and 
new  meeting  houses,  the  graveyard  and 
the  spring  on  north  side  of  said  meeting 
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houses,  only  excepted  and  exempted  is 
this  deed  for  the  use  of  the  congregation." 
This  deed  was  recorded  in  1771,  indicating 
that  two  meeting  houses  were  standing  at 
this  time.  The  first  church  must  have 
been  built  several  years  prior  to  this  if 
one  church  had  been  outgrown  arid  a 
second  one  needed. 

The  earliest  dates  on  head  stones  do  not 
necessarily  mean  the  first  date  of  the 
church  since  many  families  had  private 
burial  grounds.  The  birth  dates  shown  on 
the  first  grave  stones  are  in  the  1600's. 
Some  of  those  are  Jean  Cathey,  born  1692; 
John  Blackwood,  1694;  Margaret  Cathey, 
1698;  Sarah  Knox,  1699.  The  first  burial 
as  indicated  by  the  stones  was  in  1763. 

The  epitaphs  on  many  stones  pay  a  fine 
tribute  to  the  character  and  life  of  the 
early  settlers. 

In  loving  memory  of  those  resting  there 
and  in  deep  gratitude  for  the  hardships 
endured  by  the  first  settlers,  a  record  of 
the  stones  has  been  made  and  copies  are 
available  at  the  church  office,  that  it 
might  not  be  said  again  that  Steele  Creek 
has  no  history. 


SUMMER  CONFERENCE 

ATLANTA,  GA.—(PN)— Chairman  of 
presbytery  committees  on  Annuities  and 
Relief  are  being  invited  to  attend,  with 
their  expenses  paid  by  the  Board  of  An- 
nuities and  Relief,  the  first  summer  con- 
ference ever  sponsored  by  the  Board.  The 
plans  to  sponsor  the  conference  and  to 
underwrite  the  expenses  of  presbytery 
chairmen  attending  were  approved  by  the 
Board  meeting  recently  in  Atlanta. 

In  a  meeting  which  also  saw  the  re- 
election of  Mr.  Will  Mann  Richardson, 
lawyer  and  banker  of  Tyler,  Texas,  as 
chairman,  the  Board  set  August  10  and 
11  as  the  dates  for  the  conference  to  be 
held  in  Montreat.  It  will  be  held  in  con- 
junction with  a  conference  for  chairmen 
of  commissions  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work. 

During  the  meeting  the  Board  also  re- 
viewed its  expanding  insurance  program 
and  took  care  of  financial  details  con- 
nected with  the  steadily  growing  An- 
nuities fund.  Concerning  its  insurance 
program,  the  Board  noted  the  growth  of 
the  life  insurance  program  during  1959 
from  3,294  to  3,826  participants,  a  net  in- 
crease of  532.  Church  employees  protected 
under  the  major  medical  program  in- 
creased by  848,  including  305  dependents. 
The  total  amount  of  insurance  in  force 
increased  by  $1,467,000  during  the  past 
year.  The  Board  also  noted  that  during 
the  first  two  months  of  1960,  another  162 
persons  joined  the  life  insurance  program, 
and  266  more  joined  the  medical  program. 

Since  the  life  insurance  program  was 
introduced  July  1,  1952,  it  has  paid  133 
claims,  totaling  $313,000.  Since  the  health 
and  accident  program  began  on  Oct.  17, 
1953,  it  has  paid  5,692  claims,  totaling 
$614,085. 
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Florida  Presbyterian  College  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, Fla.,  has  given  the  city  $500,000  in 
exchange  for  the  "gift"  of  land  made  some 
months  ago  by  the  city  to  the  school  for  a 
campus.  Dr.  William  Kadel,  president,  said 
the  payment  was  to  "end  some  complaints 
that  the  gift  of  the  campus  violated  consti- 
tutional separation  of  Church  and  State." 
He  said  that  "national  organizations"  raised 
the  question  concerning  the  gift  of  the  160 
acres  located  on  Boca  Ciega  Bay  on  the 
outskirts  of  St.  Petersburg. 

Former  President  Herbert  Hoover  told 
some  2,000  United  Presbyterian  laymen  in 
an  Eastern  Area  meeting  in  New  York, 
that  Communism  and  a  "slump"  in  national 
morals,  more  than  any  other  of  the  nations' 
crises,  merit  the  special  attention  of  Amer- 
ica's clergy  and  laity.  He  stated  that  the 
country's  hope  for  continuing  and  expanding 
its  strength  rests  upon  a  growth  of  religious 
faith,  its  devotion  to  freedom,  and  a  deter- 
mined stand  against  the  "evils  that  beset 
us."  He  said  Communism  is  a  threat  both  in 
the  form  of  implacable  enemy  nations  and 
as  a  virus  "in  the  thinking  of  our  people 
and  the  actions  of  our  own  government." 

Delegates  to  a  re-uniting  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Korea  healed  the  de- 
nomination's five-month-old  rift  by  voting 
to  withdraw  from  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  The  church  had  been  split  into 
rival  Assemblies  last  September  by  a  large 
anti-Ecumenical  minority  party  whose  lead- 
ers demanded  withdrawal.  The  Assembly 
adopted  a  motion  stating  that  the  World 
Council  was  not  pro-Communist,  did  not 
promote  liberal  theology,  and  was  not  a 
Super-Church,  as  charged  by  the  minority 
group.  The  majority  party,  however,  agreed 
to  the  withdrawal  for  the  sake  of  peace 
within  the  550,000-member  church.

Fifteen  Church  leaders  from  11  countries 
have  embarked  on  a  two-year  study  of  mis- 
sionary and  inter-church  work  overseas  for 
the  Commission  on  Ecumenical  Mission  and 
Relations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  Called  the  Advisory  Study 
Committee,  the  group  will  visit  indigenous 
Churches  in  countries  other  than  their  own 
to  formulate  recommendations  to  guide  the 
Commission  in  its  relationships  with  37  sis- 
ter churches,  according  to  the  agency.

Cameron  D.  Deans,  45,  general  manager 
of  the  Division  of  Publications  for  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education,  Richmond,  died  sud- 
denly in  Hot  Springs,  Va.,  February  22.  Dur- 
ing Mr.  Deans'  years  of  leadership  of  the 
Church's  printing  and  book  publishing  work, 
new  Presbyterian  Book  Stores  were  opened 
in  Atlanta  and  Charlotte,  and  new  book 
store  buildings  were  constructed  at  Montreat 
and  Massanetta  Springs.  He  also  guided  John 
Knox  Press  to  its  present  state  of  high  ac- 
tivity and  acclaim.

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  reported  in  Feb- 
ruary that  loans  to  churches  for  building 
programs,  from  Board  loan  funds,  total  $1,- 
783,292,  loaned  to  165  churches.  An  addition- 
al 14  loans  totaling  $141,750  have  been  ap- 
proved but  not  yet  closed,  and  the  balance 
left  in  the  loan  fund  is  $160,966.  Under  the 
new  guaranteed  loan  plan,  the  Board  has 
placed  $100,000  in  escrow  with  a  commercial 
lending  firm,  to  guarantee  up  to  $666,000  in 
loans  from  that  firm,  thus  multiplying  six 
times  the  funds  available  to  churches. 


Students,  both  American  and  British,  are 
"terrifyingly  cautious,"  according  to  Dr. 
George  F.  MacLeod,  founder  of  the  lona 
community  and  a  past  moderator  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland.  Speaking  of  youth,  he 
said,  "there  are  no  rebels.  There  are  only 
conformists."  The  lona  community,  found- 
ed in  1938,  is  composed  half  of  clergymen, 
half  of  craftsmen,  and  is  aimed  at  "learning 
what  the  doctrine  of  the  Incarnation  really 
means."

The  Synod  was  organized  at  the  Ala- 
mance Church  near  Greensboro,  October 
7,  1813.  A  highlight  of  the  1963  observance 
will  be  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod  at 
Alamance.

Dr.  W.  D.  Weatherford,  Southern  Y.M.- 
C.A.  leader  and  founder  of  Blue  Ridge  As- 
sembly grounds,  Black  Mountain,  North 
Carolina,  in  his  book,  American  Churches 
and  the  Negro,  appraises  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  (Southern), 
in  relation  to  the  Negro,  as  follows: 

"The  record  shows  that  these  Chris- 
tians were  really  deeply  interested  in 
the  Negro  people,  but  they  could  never 
quite  really  bring  themselves  to  the 
place  where  they  would  recognize  the 
ability  of  the  Negro  to  be  a  responsible 
agent  for  his  own  salvation,  and  hence 
they  could  not  give  him  large  enough 
share  in  the  ongoing  of  the  church  to 
keep  him  within  the  fold." 
Dr.  Weatherford  also  points  out  there 
were  several  earnest  efforts  made  by  in- 
dividual white  Presbyterian  ministers  to 
solve  the  problem,  and  cites  the  work  of 
Dr.  John  Girardeau  in  Charleston,  where 
a   large   Negro   congregation,   with  Dr. 
Girardeau  as  minister,  received  white  per- 
sons into  membership;  Dr.  C.  A.  Stillman, 
who  established  what  is  now  Stillman  Col- 
lege for  Negroes,  at  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama; 
and  others. 

Dr.  Ben  Lacy  Rose,  professor  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  while  pastor  of  the 
Wilmington  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
wrote  a  paper  in  which  he  pointed  out 
that  neither  the  Confession  of  Faith  nor 
the  Book  of  Church  Order  provides  for 
segregation  of  Christians  along  racial 
lines,  and  concluded,  "Segregation  of  be- 
lievers by  races  with  the  Church  is  in- 
consistent with  the  concept  of  the  Church 
as  set  forth  in  our  Standards".  (Confes- 
sion—XXVII,  par.  II;  XXVIII,  par.  I 
and  II.) 

Dr.  Rose  shows  that  there  has  never 
been  a  time  when  the  Presbyterian 
Church  by  its  pronouncements  forbade 
receiving  into  membership  Negroes,  or 
worshiping  with  them;  and  that  actually 
it  was  the  practice  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  up  to  and  even  after  the  War  be- 
tween the  States  to  receive  Negroes  into 
membership  in  individual  churches,  and 
for  them  to  worship  in  Presbyterian 
churches.  Dr.  Weatherford  supports  this 
by  saying: 

"They  went  on  record  (General  As- 
sembly of  1865,  meeting  in  Macon, 
Georgia)  as  believing  that  white  and 
colored  should  still  remain  in  the  same 
churches."

PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE 

To  the  Editor: 

In  response  to  the  letter  in  the  last 
copy  of  The  Presbyterian  News  regarding 
the  rotation  of  officers  in  Presbyterian 
churches,  it  needs  to  be  pointed  out  that 
there  are  arguments  in  favor  of  the  rotary 
system  of  officers,  and  there  are  also 
arguments  against  the  rotary  system  of 
officers.  Please  permit  me  to  set  forth 
both. 

Arugments  in  favor  of  the  rotary  system 
of  officers. 

1.  It  brings  new  life  regularly  into  the 
the  governing  body  of  the  church. 

2.  It  brings  honor  to  the  office  by  making 
it  one  of  active  service  rather  than  one 
of  honorary  title. 

3.  It  develops  a  wider  leadership  in  the 
church. 

4.  It  would  enable  a  church  to  remove  in- 
active men  from  office. 

5.  It  is  in  line  with  historic  Presbyterian- 
ism  since  it  was  employed  by  John 
Calvin  and  John  Knox. 

6.  It  enables  living  men  and  women  to 
choose  their  own  leaders. 

Arguments  against  the  rotary  system  of 
officers. 

1.  It  has  no  Scriptural  support. 

2.  It  reduces  the  dignity  of  the  office 
since  the  congregation  comes  to  look 
upon  office  in  the  Church  as  a  tem- 
poral honor  to  be  passed  around. 

3.  It  does  not  give  a  ruling  elder  time  to 
develop  into  leadership  in  the  Presby- 
tery or  Synod. 

4.  It  allows,  or  forces,  the  minister  to  run 
the  local  church,  since  he  is  the  only 
continuing  officer. 

5.  It  is  not  needed  since  the  Book  of 
Church  Order  already  makes  provision 
for  the  election  of  ruling  elders  emeri- 
tus, (par.  154) 

6.  It  necessitates  an  annual  or  a  bi-an- 
nual election. 

7.  In  some  churches  it  is  not  feasible  for 
the  simple  reason  that  there  are  not 
enough  qualified  men  to  keep  the  sys- 
tem rotating. 

8.  It  tends  to  make  the  ruling  elder,  not 
a  leader  in  the  Presbyterian  sense,  but 
a  weather-vane  or  echo,  seeking  to  shift 
or  speak  in  accord  with  the  spirit  of 
the  temporary  majority,  instead  of  a 
man  of  prayer  and  the  Word  who 
speaks  the  mind  of  the  Christ  which 
he  has  discovered  in  the  Word  of  God.

These  references  prove  (1)  that  the 
charges  are  false  that  the  Church  did 
not  interest  itself  in  the  Negro  until  the 
1954  Supreme  Court  decision  outlawed 
segregation  in  the  schools;  and  that  to 
open  the  doors  of  the  Church  today  to 
the  Negro  is  an  innovation;  and  (2)  that 
Negroes  preferred  separate  churches,  and 
chose  to  leave  the  white  churches  when 
they  were  free  to  choose. 

In  most  areas  today  if  not  all,  Negroes 
seek  approval,  that  is  equal  rights,  and 
then  show  a  preference  for  the  status 
quo  as  regards  relationships.  For  instance, 
there  is  a  white  church  in  Raleigh,  as 
near,  if  not  nearer,  to  the  Negro  popula- 
tion of  the  City  than  any  other  white 
church,  distinctly  declared  its  doors  to 
be  open  to  membership  of  Negroes,  yet 
not  only  have  no  Negroes  affiliated  with 
the  Church,  but  rarely  report  any  attend- 
ing the  services. 

What  is  necessary  for  Christiahs  today 
is  to  be  sure  that  we  are  as  Christian  as 
were  our  fathers,  and  as  Christian,  if  not 
more  so,  than  those  of  other  races.

COMMITTEE  MEETS 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Inter- 
Church  Relations  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  convened  at  the  White  Memorial 
Church,  Raleigh,  April  5.  Chairman  of 
the  committee,  Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell,  pas- 
tor of  the  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte, 
presided. 

Two  of  the  official  representatives  to 
the  annual  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  meeting,  held  last  January,  gave 
reports — Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin  of  Fayette- 
ville,  and  Rev.  George  Webb  of  Shelby, 
whose  report  was  read  in  his  absence. 

An  increase  in  appropriations  '  to  the 
Council  was  approved  by  the  committee, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  the  program 
of  Alcohol  Education.  The  total  budget 
approved  totals  $6,200. 

Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  executive  director 
of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches,  gave  a 
summary  report  of  the  Council's  activities 
during  the  past  year,  and  pointed  out 
future  plans  of  the  inter-denominational 
organization.  One  of  the  main  features  of 
the  program  will  be  a  Radio-Television 
Workshop  to  be  co-sponsored  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  which  will  be  held  in 
Chapel  Hill,  July  18-21.  The  Council  itself 
will  meet  at  the  White  Memorial  Church 
in  January,  1961.

Dr.  Joseph  B.  Clo- 
wer,  Jr.,  Professor 
of  Bible  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College 
and  a  former  pastor

The  purpose  of  the  church  he  sees  as 
that  of  releasing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  to 
all  people.

The  calling  of  Mr.  Flora  is  regarded  as 
the  church's  first  step  toward  coordination 
of  a  broadened  Christian  education  pro- 
gram with  the  Consolidated  Presbyterian 
College.  Mr.  Flora  will  be  a  key  person 
in  the  development  of  this  program. 

Mr.  Flora  has  spent  seven  years  in  full- 
time  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  ed- 
ucation, having  served  as  minister  to 
youth  at  the  First  Church,  Greensboro, 
for  two  years,  and  as  minister  of  educa- 
tion there  for  five  years.  He  will  receive 
the  Master  of  Theology  degree  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  in  June. 


ASSEMBLY'S  CHURCH 
EXTENSION 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly reveals  that  in  1959  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  aided  three  of  the  nine 
Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  support  of  Home  Mission  work. 
Eighty  churches  and  six  outposts  received 
sustentation  aid.  The  total  number  of 
workers  aided  was  52,  and  this  included 
two  Executive  Secretaries,  40  ministers, 
and  ten  lay  workers. 

The  Assembly  aided  a  total  of  583  work- 
ers engaged  in  793  projects  in  59  Presby- 
teries. Actually  the  workers  served  666 
churches,  125  outposts  and  two  schools. 
The  Board  had  requtsts  for  grants-in-aid 
for  104  specific  projects  in  50  Presbyteries 
totahng  $754,750.00,  but  was  able  to  appro- 
priate only  $221,000.00  to  76  projects  in  50 
Presbyteries. 

A  ten-year  summary  on  new  churches 
in  the  Assembly  revealed  that  since  April 
1,  1949,  563  churches  have  been  organized, 
slightly  better  than  one  per  week. 

In  the  Department  of  Church  Archi- 
tecture it  was  revealed  that  the  area  serv- 
ed by  the  General  Assembly  has  increas- 
ed by  7,500,000  persons  in  the  past  ten 
years,  and  in  the  same  area  and  period 
the  Presbyterian  Church  has  spent  $160,- 
000,000  for  building  purposes.  This  is  ac- 
centuated by  the  fact  that  of  the  3,948 
churches  of  the  General  Assembly,  1,700 
have  indebtedness  on  buildings  totalling 
$50,000,000.

INAUGURATION 

The  inauguration  of  Dr.  James  Luther 
Mays  as  Professor  of  Biblical  Studies  and 
Dr.  John  Haddon  Leith  as  Professor  'Of 
Historical  Theology  was  held  April  20  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Dr.  Mays,  a  native  of  Louisville,  Georgia, 
was  educated  at  Erskine  College,  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. He  is  a  member  of  Kings  Moun- 
tain Presbytery. 

Dr.  Leith  is  a  native  of  South  Carolina, 
and  received  his  education  at  Erskine, 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  Vander- 
bilt  University,  and  Yale.  He  recently  be- 
came a  member  of  Orange  Presbytery. 

Dr.  May's  inauguration  address  was  en- 
titled "Exegesis  as  a  Theological  Discip- 
line." Dr.  Leith  spoke  on  "The  Signific- 
ance of  Historical  Theology  in  the  Educa- 
tion of  Ministers."

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space  limitations,  a  campaign  for  a  new 
student  center  was  begun  in  1956. 

Gifts  from  Synod's  Financial  Campaigns 
of  1956  and  1958  amounted  to  $70,000.  In 
addition,  a  gift  was  received  from  the 
Challenge  fund  of  General  Assembly's 
Board  of  Higher  Education.  The  center  is 
valued  at  more  than  $300,000. 

Approximately  7,000  are  enrolled  at  N.  C. 
State  and  Meredith,  with  800  of  these 
showing  a  preference  for  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  CCL  ministry  is  not  only 
concerned  with  these  students  but  also 
the  more  than  1,000  students  at  the  two 
institutions  who  have  no  religious  prefer- 
ence. The  Westminster  Fellowship  also 
includes  students  from  all  the  colleges  in 
Raleigh. 


PRESBYTERIAL  AWARDS 
SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Women  of  the  Church  of  Fayette- 
ville  Presbytery  have  awarded  18  college 
scholarships  to  students  for  the  year  1960- 
61.  These  scholarships  range  from  $100  to 
$250. 


REPORTS  TO 
GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

When  the  General  Assembly  Convenes 
at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  April  28.  the 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  will  re- 
port assets  of  $26,900,300,  a  gain  of  $2,- 
346,068.  Membership  in  the  Ministers  An- 
nuity Fund  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
3,061,  an  increase  of  106.  The  Board  will 
recommend  continued  supplementary  an- 
nuities for  emergency  cases  and  the  ben- 
fits  available  to  church  personnel. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  will 
report  a  total  spent  during  the  year  of 
$1,132,028  and  receipt  of  only  66.2';  of  its 
budget,  despite  the  new  responsibilities  of 
Challenge  Funds  and  the  Division  of 
Christian  Action.  The  Board  will  recom- 
mend more  support  of  its  recruitment 
program  for  Christian  vocation  and  in- 
creased support  of  CCL,  Guidance  pro- 
grams, and  the  Presbyterian  colleges. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  will  re- 
port salary  support  to  59  presbyteries  and 
583  workers;  donations  for  76  projects  in 
50  Presbyteries;  and  46  loans,  $578,250,  for 
churches  and  manses.  New  churches  in 
the  Assembly  for  1958  (1959  figures  not 
available)  numbered  563,  Texas  leading 
with  83,  N.  C,  68;  and  Virginia,  64. 

The  Board  of  Women's  Work  will  report 
training  schools  held  in  15  Syriodicals  with 
3,832  women  participating.  During  1959 
the  Board  made  a  gift  of  $206,151  to  the 
Brazilian  church  and  sponsored  3 
"Friendship  Students"  (students  of  other 
races  and  nationalities)  at  the  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  will  re- 
port that  22  new  missionaries  entered  the 
field  in  1959,  while  losses  totaled  30.  The 
number  of  missionaries  currently  serving 
is  493.  Last  year  the  Department  of  Over- 
seas Relief  and  Inter-Church  Aid  ad- 
ministered $3,885,879  for  various  projects. 
The  Board  will  recommend  that  CROP 
(an  agency  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches)  be  recognized  as  an  authorized 
agency. 

The  Historical  Foundation  will  recom- 
mend to  the  Assembly  that  all  ministers 
keep  a  personal  register  for  ultimate 
placing  in  the  Foundation's  records  and 
that  copies  of  all  publications  of  Presby- 
teries and  Synods  be  sent  for  filing. 

The  Mountain  Retreat  Association  will 
report  that  a  total  of  45  conferences  were 
held  at  Montreat  last  year  with  32,000 
attending.  During  the  year  the  college  was 
made  co-educational  and  the  name  was 
changed  to  Montreat- Anderson.  The  As- 
sociation will  seek  funds  for  further  im- 
provements and  will  recommend  that 
August  13,  1960,  be  made  Montreat  Day, 
at  which  time  the  new  president.  Dr.  C. 
Grier  Davis,  is  to  be  inaugurated. 

The  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  will 
report  administration  of  52  legacies  with 
total  assets  of  $2,651,632.79.  Mr.  A.  Walton 
Litz,  is  the  new  Associate  Director. 

The  Presbyterian  Survey  will  recom- 
mend that  their  Board  of  Directors  be 
increased  in  number  from  15  to  19.  The 
circulation  of  1959  continued  to  rise,  with 
an  average  of  206,000. 


GROUND-BREAKING 

Ground-breaking  exercises  for  the  new 
educational  building  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Henderson,  were  held  Sun- 
day, March  27,  following  the  morning 
worship  service.

It  has  been  my 
f  happy  privilege  to 
represent  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  at 
the  1960  White 
House  Conference  on 
Children  and  Youth, 
convened  in  the  na- 
tion's capitol,  March 
27-April  1.  This  re- 
port is  an  effort  to 
share  the  atmos- 
phere, purposes  and 
accomplishments  of 
the  conference. 
Dr.  Womack  As  the  Conference 

was  called  to  order 
in  the  Cole  Activities  Building  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland,  awaiting  the  address 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  one 
could  not  escape  the  conviction  that  this 
assemblage  of  more  than  7,600  delegates — 
educators,  medical  doctors,  clergymen, 
youth,  laymen,  a  cross-section  of  the  Am- 
erican scene — these  were  expressing  con- 
cern for  America's  greatest  resource,  its 
children  and  youth. 

The  1960  Conference,  organizationally, 
scarcely  bore  the  family  image  of  the  first 
conference,  to  which  Theodore  Roosevelt 
sent  personally  addressed  invitations. 
From  200,  it  had  now  grown  to  more  than 
7,000  and  for  the  first  time  youth  were 
participating  as  full-status,  voting  mem- 
bers. 500  international  guests  were  num- 
bered among  the  delegates  and  projected 
the  thought  of  the  conference  upon 
"Children  and  Youth  of  the  World"  rather 
than  circumscribing  the  subject  in  nation- 
alistic terms.  The  international  concern 
is  reflected  in  a  recommendation  that  the 
1970  conference  precede  a  "World  Confer- 
ence on  Children  and  Youth",  to  be  con- 
vened upon  the  call  of  the  Secretary  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  Nations. 

This  national  conference  is  held  in  the 
initial  year  of  each  decade  and  has  in- 
spired the  Pediatrics  movement,  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Children's  Bureau  of  the 
federal  government  and  Child  labor  legis- 
lation, as  salient  examples.  The  movement 
has  now  reached  the  stage  where  its  ac- 
complishments are  psychological  rather 
than  organizational.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  conference  is  held  only  once  each  ten 
years  to  enable  each  delegate  to  read  all 
the  material  published  for  each  confer- 
ence. The  delegate  returns  with  volumes 
of  reference  material  on  all  subjects  re- 
lative to  children  and  youth. 

Although  the  conference  moved  with 
efficiency,  the  judgment  seems  inescap- 
able that  the  maximum  size  has  been 
reached.  Upon  only  two  occasions  did  the 
entire  conference  convene,  namely  at  its 
inception  and  conclusion  when  addresses 
were  given  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  by  Arthur  Fleming,  Secretary 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare. 

For  working  purposes  the  conference 
was  divided  into  5  theme  assemblies  (ap- 
proximately 1400  members  each) ;  18 
forums  (400  members  in  each) ;  and  218 
work  groups  (varying  in  size  from  20  to  50 
members).  An  unwieldy  total  of  1600  re- 
commendations were  produced  by  the  con- 


ference, and  each  delegate  had  a  voice  in 
those  recommendations  which  were  pro- 
duced by  his  forum  only.  Therefore  it  is 
impossible  for  any  one  delegate  to  have  a 
corpprehensive  knowledge  of  the  total  con- 
ference, nor  has  the  delegate  had  a  voice 
in  all  of  its  accomplishments.  For  ex- 
ample, this  delegate  was  assigned  to 
Workgroup  No.  90,  "The  Significance  of 
Personal  Faith  for  Children  and  Youth", 
which  was  part  of  Forum  No.  9  on  "Be- 
liefs: Religious,  Spiritual  and  Secular  Be- 
liefs and  Personal  Codes  of  Conduct 
Which  Affect  the  Development  of  the 
Young."  Fortunately,  this  Workgroup, 
theme  and  assembly  met  at  the  Sheraton- 
Park  Hotel  and  transportation  incon- 
venience was  at  a  minimum. 

Assignment  to  workgroups  represented 
a  striking  contrast  to  the  first  conference. 
IBM  machines  were  fed  data  concerning 
the  participants  so  that  workgroups  were 
arranged  according  to  interest,  with  a  bal- 
ance of  such  factors  as  age,  religion,  and 
vocation. 

Presbyterians  will  be  interested  in  a  list 
of  outstanding  Protestants  who  participat- 
ed as  assembly  or  forum  speakers.  This 
list  includes  John  C.  Bennett,  Union  Se- 
minary, N.  Y.;  Philip  Potter,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Youth  Department  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches;  Roswell  P. 
Barnes,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches;  and  Liston  Pope, 
Dean  of  Yale  Divinity  School.  The  con- 
ference produced  in  me  gratitude  for,  and 
conviction  of  the  ncessity  of,  the  ecu- 
menical movement.  The  National  Council 
of  Churches  provided  an  exhibit  of  its 
program  concerning  children  and  youth. 
When  Roman  Catholic  and  Jewish  leaders 
published  materials  instructing  their  con- 
ferees on  matters  relative  to  Church  and 
State,  federal  aid  to  non-public  schools, 
birth  control,  and  religion  in  public 
schools,  it  was  helpful  to  have  information 
furnished  Protestants  by  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  which  would  aid 
them  in  their  debate  on  these  issues. 

A  word  concerning  Presbyterian  par- 
ticipation in  the  conference.  The  Board  of 
Education  of  our  Church  was  one  of  the 
supporting  organizations  of  the  confer- 
ence. The  UPUSA  Church  had  an  exhibit 
of  their  children  and  youth  activities  and 
deeply  as  I  desired  to  share  our  excellent 
program  and  publications,  I  was  relieved 
that  we  did  not  have  an  exhibit  which 
would  have'  accentuated  the  unhappy 
divisions  in  the  Presbyterian  body.  Our 
Synod  probably  would  not  have  been  re- 
presented had  not  the  executive  secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  White  House  Com- 
mittee been  a  concerned  Presbyterian. 
Our  Church,  with  keen  eye,  should  survey 
areas  in  which  we  may  both  profit  by 
learning  and  aid  by  our  witness;  antici- 
pate participation,  rather  than  await 
prodding  from  a  self-sufficient  complac- 
ency. 

The  1960  White  House  Conference  on 
Children  and  Youth  was  designed  "to  pro- 
mote opportunities  for  children  and  youth 
to  realize  their  full  potential  for  a  creative 
life  in  freedom  and  dignity".  The  recom- 
mendations will  spell  out  ways  in  which 
a  cross-section  of  1960  American  youth 
and  adults  feel  this  purpose  can  be  attain- 
ed. The  coalition  of  Church,  home,  and 
community  in  each  local  community  will 
provide  the  area  where  this  conference 
can  be  deemed  a  success.  I  commend  the 
findings  of  the  1960  White  House  Confer- 
ence on  Children  and  Youth  to  you  for 
serious  consideration. 


ACTIONS  OF  THE  WHITE  HOUSE 
CONFERENCE 

Approximately  1,000  youth  delegates 
who  jomed  the  6,500  adult  youth  workers 
in  the  week-long  White  House  Conference 
appealed  to  adults  to  help  halt  the  disin- 
tegration of  the  family  and  urged  better 
lines  of  communication  between  adults 
and  young  people  in  both  religious  and 
educational  organizations. 

The  statement,  written  without  adult 
help,  called  for  an  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  radio  and  television  programs 
and  urged  that  good  books  and  cultural 
attractions  be  made  more  widely  available. 
They  stated  that  "education  of  youth  is 
the  role  of  the  family"  and  that  commun- 
ity organizations  should  only  supplement 
efforts. 

*  *  K=  *  *  * 

In  another  action  the  youth  delegates 
asked  for  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  a 
Point  Four  Youth  Corps  to  afford  young 
people  an  opportunity  to  work  with  pro- 
jects in  underdeveloped  countries.  They 
also  urged  a  study  of  military  service  in 
relation  to  such  a  program. 

A  controversial  recommendation  that 
religious  education  among  youth  be  en- 
couraged by  classes  away  from  schools 
during  "released-time"  during  the  school 
day  was  adopted  by  the  White  House  Con- 
ference. A  forum  on  education  adopted 
the  proposal  over  objection  of  some  dele- 
gates who  said  that  it  "creates  divisive- 
ness"  among  students  and  would  violate 
the  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

*  *       *       *  * 

Dissemination  of  birth  control  informa- 
tion, particularly  to  underprivileged  fami- 
lies, was  favored  by  the  conference  by  a 
vote  of  233  to  65  of  the  forum  on  family 
life.  The  forum  recommended  that  public 
and  private  medical  advice  and  services  be 
available  for  child  spacing  consistent  with 
the  religious  creed  of  the  family.

MODERATOR  SPEAKS 

Dr.  Arthur  L.  Miller,  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  addressed  the  concluding 
session  of  the  10th  annual  meeting  of 
United  Presbyterian  men  of  the  Synod 
of  Catawba,  held  at  Johnson  C.  Smith 
University. 

Speaking  on  the  theme,  "New  Minds 
for  a  New  Day,"  Dr.  Miller  declared  that 
man's  dignity  "must  not  be  tampered 
with  because  he  is  the  child  of  God.  Un- 
less a  man  has  the  right  to  choose  where 
he  shall  work,  where  he  will  educate  his 
children,  he  has  been  betrayed."  He  point- 
ed out  that  the  Christian  Church  believes 
that  God  cared  for  everyone  regardless 
of  race,  color,  or  creed.  He  said  that  the 
world  is  experiencing  a  "freedom  explo- 
sion," and  that  what  happens  will  de- 
pend on  whether  men  choose  "the  dia- 
bolical or  the  divine." 


SECOND  EDITION  PUBLISHED 

The  American  Institute  of  Pacific  Re- 
lations in  New  York  City  has  just  pub- 
lished a  second  edition  of  "Pakistan — A 
Selected,  Annotated  Bibliography",  edited 
by  Dr.  George  L.  Abernethy,  Professor  of 
Philosophy  at  Davidson  Colege. 

Since  its  initial  appearance  in  1957,  Dr. 
Abernethy's  bibliography  has  had  wide 
usage  by  students  of  Asian  affairs  and 
American  librarians.  In  the  second  edition, 
he  includes  books  and  articles  published 
as  recently  as  February  1960. 

Dr.  Abernethy  has  been  a  close  student 
of  Pakistan  since  its  founding  in  1947. 
He  is  also  the  editor  of  an  anthology, 
"The  Idea  of  Equality,"  recently  publish- 
ed by  John  Knox  Press  of  Richmond.

f  The  1960  Presbyterian  U.  S.  series  of 
the  Protestant  Hour  has  received  what  is 
probably  the  greatest  audience  response 
ever  brought  forth  by  a  nation-wide 
series  of  religious  radio  programs. 

One  sermon  alone,  "The  Problem  of 
Grief,"  by  Dr.  John  A.  Redhead,  Jr., 
brought  more  than  22,000  requests  for 
printed  copies. 

Produced  through  the  facilities  of  the 
Protestant  Radio  and  Television  Center  in 
Atlanta,  the  Protestant  Hour  is  broad- 
cast weekly  over  some  375  stations  in  the 
U.  S.,  and  carried  over  the  Armed  Forces 
Network.  The  Presbyterian  Series  was 
broadcast  on  the  ten  Sundays  from  Jan- 
uary 3-March  6. 

Preachers  were  Dr.  Redhead,  pastor  of 
the  First  Church,  Greensboro,  and  Dr. 
Robert  F.  Jones,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

Printed  copies  of  all  sermons  are  offered 
free.  Requests  came  from  all  over  the 
world,  on  occasion  even  from  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain.  Many  requests  were  from  in- 
dividuals but  there  were  also  requests  for 
entire  churches  or  people  that  the  listener 
thought  the  message  would  help. 


ATTEND  CONGO  SYNOD 

Two  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  went  to  the  Belgian  Con- 
go in  late  March  for  consultations  with 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  and  mem- 
bers of  the  national  church  there. 

Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions,  and  Dr. 
Harry  M.  Moffett,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Gastonia,  member  of  the  Board, 
arrived  in  Leopoldville  by  air,  March  25. 
They  attended  the  Congo  Church's  Synod 
meeting,  which  began  March  28  at  Lake 
Munkamba.  They  engaged  in  discussions 
with  missionaries  and  national  church 
leaders  about  the  spheres  of  responsibility 
and  the  relationship  between  church  and 
mission  in  the  Congo. 

The  Congo  church  received  its  ecclesias- 
tical independence  by  vote  of  both  mis- 
sion and  Synod  in  November.

After  66  years  as  the  organist  of  the 
Graham  Church,  Mrs.  Kathrine  Watson 
has  retired.  She  began  playing  the  organ 
there  as  a  girl  of  14  and  retired  from  the 
job  at  the  age  of  80. 

At  a  tea  given  in  her  honor  by  the 
church,  the  following  tribute  was  read: 

"During  1960,  the  Graham  Presbyterian 
Church  will  pass  its  110th  anniversary, 
having  been  organized  in  1850.  Through 
the  years  many  consecrated  Christian 
leaders  have  faithfully  served  the  con- 
gregation as  ministers,  elders,  deacons, 
teachers,  and  as  devoted  members.  But 
no  one  has  served  it  for  a  longer  period 
of  time  in  an  official  capacity  than  .  .  . 
Mrs.  Kathrine  Watson.  "Miss  Katie,"  as 
she  is  affectionately  known  by  her  many 
friends  and  admirers,  has  served  the 
church  faithfully  and  efficiently  for  some 
66  years." 

When  she  began  playing  the  organ  at 
the  church,  Mrs.  Watson  had  no  formal 
music  training.  It  was  at  Presbyterian 
College,  Charlotte,  since  renamed  Queens 
College,  that  slie  first  studied  organ  and 
piano.

NCCC  EXECUTIVE  MEETING 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  met  at  Ben- 
nett College,  Greensboro,  March  22,  with 
the  president,  Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins,  pre- 
siding. 

Reports  were  given  concerning  steps 
taken  to  further  recommendations  made 
at  the  January  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  It  was  re- 
ported that  a  committee  was  endeavoring 
to  carry  out  the  project  of  obtaining  a 
chaplain  for  the  Memorial  Hospital, 
Chapel  Hill.  The  Committee  expressed 
the  belief  that  support  from  the  state 
should  be  obtained,  if  possible. 

The  Executive  Committee  reaffirmed  its 
support  of  Weekday  Bible  Teaching  which 
was  recommended  at  the  January  meet- 
ing. 

A  committee  was  named  to  investigate 
the  question  of  National  Guard  drills  on 
Sunday.  A  further  inquiry  into  segrega- 
tion in  National  Guard  was  also  to  be 
made.

This  will  be  the  first  Convocation  in 
which  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  has 
officially  participated. 

The  theme  of  the  Convocation,  which 
will  commemorate  the  fiftieth  year  of  a 
nationally  organized  department  on  town 
and  country  work,  will  be  "The  Living 
Christ  in  a  Turbulent  Society."  One  of 
the  highlights  of  the  Convocation  will  be 
a  pageant  showing  the  development  of 
this  work  in  all  Presbyterian  denomina- 
tions.

HIGHER  EDUCATION 

April  is  the  season  for  the  observance 
of  Christian  Higher  Education  throughout 
the  General  Assembly.  North  Carolina's 
interest  in  this  cause  of  the  Church  Is 
emphasized  by  the  large  educational  pro- 
gram of  the  Synod.  In  addition  to  re- 
sponsibility for  Davidson,  Queens,  Flora 
Macdonald,  Peace,  Presbyterian  Junior, 
and  the  Consolidated  colleges,  all  of  which 
lie  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  two 
other  Presbyterian  schools  in  the  State 
receive  local  or  Presbytery  support.  These 
are  Glade  Valley  High  School  at  Sparta, 
North  Carolina,  and  Mitchell  College  at 
Statesville.  In  addition,  the  Synod  is  one 
of  four  synods  which  support  Union  The- 
ological Seminary,  located  at  Richmond, 
Va.  Other  institutions  which  receive  fi- 
nancial aid  from  the  Synod  are  Stillman 
College  at  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  and  the 
Assembly's  Christian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  located  at  Richmond.  In  the 
past  Montreat  College  has  been  recipient 
of  support  through  gifts  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

The  Presbyterian  colleges,  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  Synod,  have  a  total  of 
2,526  students  enrolled  this  year. 

The  second  major  responsibility  of  the 
Synod  in  the  field  of  Higher  Education  is 
for  Presbyterian  students  enrolled  in  non- 
Presbyterian  institutions.  There  are  51,- 
127  of  these  this  year.  Synod  carries  on 
a  vigorous  program  of  work  under  the 
head  of  Campus  Christian  Life  at  the 
University  at  Chapel  Hill,  Woman's  Col- 
lege, Greensboro;  N.  C.  State,  Raleigh; 
Duke  University,  and  East  Carolina  Col- 
lege, Greenville.  A  lesser  work  is  conduct- 
ed at  State  Teachers'  College,  Fayette- 
ville.

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FLORA  MACDONALD 

The  primary  purpose  of  Flora  Macdon-\ 
aid,  Christian  Higher  Education,  is  coordi-  ' 
nated  throughout  the  entire  curriculum 
with  every  course  of  study  offered.  The 
enlarged  departrpent  of  Bible  and  Chris- 
tian Education  is  offering  a  stronger  Bible 
major,  which  includes  courses  in  Church 
History,  Christian  Doctrine,  and  Christian 
Ethics,  as  well  as  courses  in  psychology 
and  Christian  Education.  This  provides  a 
basic  course  which  enables  a  student  to 
go  directly  into  a  salaried  position  as 
pastor's  assistant  or  to  go  on  into  grad- 
uuate  work  in  the  field  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation. 

A  few  years  ago  Professor  Rodger  W. 
Decker  (now  vice-president  in  charge  of 
College  Administration)  opened  and  be- 
came Director  of  the  Presbyterian  Guid- 
ance Center,  which  coordinates  its  activi- 
ties with  the  Department  of  Christian 
Vocation,  a  division  of  higher  education 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in 
Richmond. 

The  religious  life  of  the  campus  is  stres- 
sed in  many  ways,  and  much  of  this  re- 
ligious activity  is  voluntary.  The  strong 
and  active  Christian  Association  is  largely 
responsible  for  the  deep  interest  evident 
in  so  many  ways.  The  annual  Spiritual 
Enrichment  Week  is  sponsored  by  this 
group,  as  are  the  varied  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  "deeds  of  kindness".  The  classes 
taught  twice  weekly  in  the  town's  Negro 
school,  by  sophomores  and  juniors,  are 
student-sponsored.  These  classes  bring 
rich  rewards  to  both  teachers  and  pupils.

Presbyterian  Junior  College,  through 
many  religious  activities  during  the  school 
year,  seeks  to  further  Christianity  on  its 
campus.  The  Student  Christian  Associa- 
tion is  the  organization  through  which 
many  of  these  activities  are  channeled. 
The  SCA  meets  once  a  week  for  vesper 
services  and  sponsors  devotionals  in  the 
dormitory  rooms.  Student  leaders  are  also 
furnished  once  each  week  to  assist  in  the 
daily  chapel  for  the  entire  student  body. 

The  Christian  Service  Fellowship  is 
composed  of  students  planning  to  enter 
Christian  vocations  and  this  group  offers 
its  services  to  nearby  churches. 

During  the  current  school  year  several 
major  religious  activities  have  taken  place. 
Fall  Devotionals  were  held  with  Rev. 
Marion  H.  Currie,  pastor  at  First  Church, 
Hamlet,  bringing  the  messages.  During 
Christian  Brotherhood  Week  in  February, 
Col.  T.  R.  Tavel,  a  Jewish  Rabbi,  addressed 
the  student  body,  and  Rev.  R.  C.  Scriven, 
minister  in  Catawba  Synod  and  pastor  of 
the  Shiloh  Church,  Maxton,  also  spoke. 

During  the  mission  season.  Rev.  E.  W. 
Pettis,  Jr.,  missionary  to  Korea,  and  Rev. 
Campbell  Wallace,  missionary  to  th§ 
Congo,  were  guest  speakers. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week,  March  14-1 
was  led  by  Rev.  Stuart  Ritchie,  pastor  of 
the  Amity  Chuixh,  Charlotte.

DAVIDSON 

While  insisting  on  the  training  of  the 
mind  as  the  first  task  of  an  educational 
institution,  Davidson  College's  philosophy 
of  education  is  grounded  in  the  conviction 
that  moral  values  and  Christian  standards 
are  of  cafdinal  importance. 

Ever  since  Davidson  was  founded  by 
Presbyterians  in  1837,  religion  and  religi- 
ous activities  have  been  a  vital  and  vib- 
rant part  of  the  life  of  the  college  and,  by 
choice,  a  vital  part  in  the  growth  and  life 
of  the  student. 

Consistent  with  the  fundamental  pur- 
pose of  a  liberal  education  to  produce 
"whole  men,"  the  college  curriculum  re- 
quires two  years  of  instruction  in  Bible. 
The  first  year  is  devoted  to  an  exposition 
and  interpretation  of  the  Biblical  litera- 
ture of  the  Old  Testament. 

The  second  year  is  devoted  to  a  study 
of  the  Gospels  to  provide  an  understand- 
ing of  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus,  and 
a  study  of  the  early  Christian  Church  and 
an  interpretation  of  Christianity  as  con- 
tained in  Acts  and  the  Epistles. 

Primary  college  religious  activity  cen- 
ters around  required  Chapel  and  Vesper 
services,  and  the  voluntary  YMCA.  Pro- 
grams for  the  Chapel  and  Vesper  services 
are  planned  by  the  Religious  Life  Com- 
mittee, a  joint  student-faculty  group. 

Chapel  services  consist  of  short  pro- 
grams held  in  mid-morning  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.  They  usually  open  with  a 
brief  scripture  reading  and  a  period  of 
worship.  Often  well-known  speakers  are 
presented,  whose  topics  range  from  per- 
sonal commitment  to  world  affairs. 

Vesper  services,  which  are  held  every 
Sunday  evening  in  the  college  church, 
bring  to  the  campus  outstanding  ministers 
from  various  denominations.  These  min- 
isters, usually  available  for  discussion  and 
personal  interviews  following  the  services, 
have  recently  included  such  men  as  John 
Oliver  Nelson,  Billy  Graham,  W.  Talia- 
ferro Thompson,  and  John  A.  Redhead. 

The  Davidson  College  YMCA  makes  a 
very  significant  contribution  to  the  spiri- 
tual life  of  the  student  body.  Dedicated 
to  the  purpose  of  helping  each  sudent 
grow  in  a  personal  commitment  to  Christ 
and  to  his  fellow  man,  the  YMCA  this 
year  is  studying  the  total  pattern  of  col- 
lege life  in  an  attempt  to  relate  a  stu- 
dent's religious  faith  to  all  phases  of  his 
academic  environment. 

The  college  chaplain  serves  as  an  ad- 
visor to  the  YMCA  and  works  to  coordin- 
ate the  various  church  related  activities 
on  campus.  He  also  acts  as  counselor  to 
students  in  matters  dealing  with  religion 
and  ethics. 

Finally,  to  complete  a  well-rounded  pro- 
gram of  religious  enrichment  available  to 
students,  there  are  four  denominational 
groups  on  campus  sponsored  by  local  con- 
gregations. The  Westminister  Fellowship, 
the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  The 
Canterbury  Club,  and  the  Baptist  Student 
Union  provide  an  opportunity  for  students 
to  remain  in  touch  with  the  church  of 
their  choice,  to  find  a  place  of  fellowship, 
and  to  render  service  to  the  campus  and 
the  community  through  these  organiza- 
tions 
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QUEENS 

In  the  aims  of  Queens  College  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  college  catalog  there  is  this 
statement  which  sums  up  the  religious 
life  of  the  campus:  "Christian  emphasis 
manifests  itself  in  the  acceptance  of  re- 
sponsibility, a  sense  of  vocation,  considera- 
tion of  others,  and  loyalty  to  the  church. 
The  emphasis  is  on  the  substance  of 
Christian  growth."  Through  curricular  of- 
ferings and  campus  activities  the  college 
endeavors  to  fulfill  this  purpose. 

The  curriculum,  also  as  set  forth  in  the 
catalogue,  includes  courses  in  Bible,  Chris- 
tian education,  church  history.  Christian 
faith  and  thought,  and  worship. 

Students  in  senior  classes  in  Christian 
education  do  field  work  in  church  schools 
and  with  young  people's  groups  in  Char- 
lotte churches.  Young  women  doing  major 
work  in  Bible  and  religion,  through  speci- 
fied courses,  may  also  receive  the  training 
necessary  to  qualify  them  for  certification 
by  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  as  Associates  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

Twice  each  week  students  attend  re- 
ligious services  in  Belk  Chapel  as  a  regular 


part  of  their  college  life.  The  services  are 
planned  by  a  student-faculty  committee 
of  the  Queens  Christian  Association  and 
feature  ministers  of  the  Charlotte  area, 
members  of  the  Queens  faculty,  and  stu- 
dent leaders. 

During  the  summers  Queens  students 
participate  in  a  number  of  church  camps 
and  conference  programs.  Several  have 
spent  summers  in  work  camps  in  this 
country,  in  Alaska,  in  England,  and  in 
continental  Europe.  The  Queens  Christian 
Association  is  at  the  present  time  sponsor- 
ing a  project  to  finance  a  student  who  will 
participate  in  a  work-study  group  in 
Africa  this  summer. 

A  community  service  offered  by  the  col- 
lege is  the  Queens-Charlotte  Leadership 
Program  sponsored  by  Queens  and  some 
75  churches  of  Charlotte.  Two  inter-de- 
nominational schools  are  conducted  an- 
nually with  from  1200  to  1500  persons  at- 
tending from  150  churches.  The  two  an- 
nual schools  are  the  Fall  School  of  Re- 
ligion held  alternately  in  Charlotte's 
largest  churches  and  the  Vacation  School 
Workshop.  A  member  of  the  Queens  facul- 
ty directs  the  schools  which  are  now  in 
their  sixteenth  year. 
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TO  RECEIVE  DEGREE 

Rev.  Allen  McSween,  pastor  of  the  Star- 
mount  Church,  Greensboro,  and  an  alum- 
nus of  Presbyterian  College,  Clinton,  S.  C, 
will  receive  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws 
degree  from  his  alma  mater  as  a  part  of 
the  June  5  commencement  exercises  of 
the  college.  Mr.  McSween  will  join  Sena- 
tor J.  Strom  Thurmond,  Rev.  William  I. 
Howell,  associate  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Atlanta  and  former  pastor  of 
the  Hamlet  First  Church;  and  J.  Graham 
Miller,  corporation  attorney  of  New  York 
City,  as  recipients  of  honorary  degrees. 

Selection  of  the  four  was  made  by  the 
college  board  of  trustees  at  its  annual 
spring  meeting  on  the  campus. 


HODGES  SPEAKS 

Governor  Luther  H.  Hodges  delivered 
the  principal  address  at  the  1960  program 
of  the  R.  Murphy  Williams  Memorial 
Fund,  Inc.,  presented  in  Greensboro,  April 
10. 

The  Memorial  Fund  was  established  in 
1955  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams 
who  was  pastor  of  the  Church  of  The 
Covenant  in  Greensboro  from  1906  to  1945 
and  Pastor  Emeritus  from  1945  to  1955.

BELL  COLLECTION 

Bells,  Bells,  Bells, 

To  the  rhyming  and  chiming  of  the 
bells. 
Bells,  Bells,  Bells 
From  the  jingling  and  the  tinkling  of 
the  bells. 

Edgar  Allen  Poe,  the  writer  of  the  above 
lines  would  have  enjoyed  a  visit  through 
the  bell  garden  of  Harry  Booth  of  Char- 
lotte. He  would  find  all  the  bells  he  writes 
of  in  his  famous  poem  and  a  few  extra 
ones. 

There  are  the  merry  jingle  and  tinkle  of 
sleigh  bells  still  attached  to  the  old  har- 
ness straps  of  the  long  ago.  Poe  would 
find  a  merry  wedding  bell  with  a  high- 
pitched  silver  sound  from  an  ancient 
Spanish  mission.  He  would  find  loud 
alarm  bells,  a  brass  bell  from  a  horse- 
drawn  fire  engine,  and  several  large  train 
bells  from  the  old  steam  train  engines  of 
the  old  days. 

He  could  hear  the  tolling  of  the  bells. 
Iron  bells — a  large  iron  bell  that  so  faith- 
fully served  three  different  denomina- 
tions before  joining  the  other  bells  in 
Harry's  bell  garden. 

Harry  Booth,  the  collector  in  this  story, 
is  a  junior  at  Myers  Park  High  School  in 
Charlotte,  where  he  is  a  major  in  music, 
being  a  member  of  the  band,  orchestra, 
and  the  choir.  He  and  his  family  are 
members  of  Charlotte's  First  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Harry's  iilterest  in  bells  began  about 
ten  years  ago  as  his  father  was  telling 
him  stories  about  the  old  southern  plan- 
tation and  its  dinner  bell  that  was  used 
to  call  field  hands  to  dinner  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  day  and  to  warn  them  of  fire 
or  disaster  during  the  night.  Harry  per- 
suaded his  father  to  take  him  to  see  the 
bell  in  the  story,  and  the  search  began. 
Although  they  were  unable  to  locate  that 
particular  bell,  they  did  locate  and  pur- 
chase a  similar  one. 

That  began  the  search  for  other  un- 
usual bells.  After  ten  years  of  traveling 
in  five  southern  states  and  writing  num- 
erous letters,  the  collection  now  consists 
of  about  fifty  of  the  old  plantation  din- 
ner bells,  one  United  States  Navy  bell, 
one  fire  engine  bell,  four  steam  train 
bells,  two  church  bells,  one  large  steam 
boat  bell  and  whistle,  and  many  small 
hand  bells. 

No  two  of  the  bells  in  the  collection 
has  the  same  tone.  The  old  plantation 
bells  were  made  this  way  so  that  field 
hands  could  recognize  their   own  from 


those  of  neighbors  when  it  came  time  for 
their  noon  meal. 

The  Booths  tell  of  one  of  their  many 
unusual  experiences:  "We  were  trying  to 
get  a  bell  from  a  Baptist  church  in  East- 
ern North  Carolina,  when  one  of  the 
Charlotte  Presbyterian  Churches  needed  a 
bell,  so  the  Baptist  bell  was  given  to 
them.  After  calling  Baptists  to  worship 
for  over  50  years,  the  bell  is  now  doing 
a  fine  job  calling  the  Presbyterians  to 
worship  each  Sunday." 

When  asked  what  bell  he  values  most, 
Harry  relates  the  following  experience: 
"My  most  valuable  bell  is  a  large  brass 
bell  said  to  have  been  used  on  one  of  the 
old  paddlewheel  steamboats  that  roamed 
the  Mississippi  river  in  the  long  ago.  I 
also  obtained  the  whistle  from  the  same 
boat.  This  bell  and  whistle  were  found 
buried  under  debris  in  an  old  South  Car-^ 
olina  tobacco  barn.  The  old  boat  was  on 
the  New  Orleans  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  run, 
and  we  are  doing  research  now  trying  to 
get  old  prints  or  pictures  and  find  the 
old  logs  of  this  boat.  We  want  to  verify 
the  information  given  us  by  the  great- 
granddaughter  of  the  old  boat  captain. 
We  also  want  to  find  out  the  date  and 
who  cast  this  large  bell.  It  is  a  perfect 
casting  and  has  marvelous  tone. 

Do  they  ever  ring  all  the  bells  at  once? 
"Yes,  come  midnight  New  Year's  Eve — 
the  neighbors  and  friends  gather  and 
we  ring  the  Old  Year  out  and  the  New 
Year  in.  A  little  hard  to  get  enough  peo- 
ple at  that  hour  to  ring  all  the  bells 
though."

DECEASED 

The  Rev.  James  D.  Carter,  Th.M.,  DD,*" 
Pastor  of  the  Miami  Springs,  Florida, 
Church,  and  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Everglades,  age  55,  died  February 
19,  1960.  Before  moving  to  Florida,  Dr. 
Carter  was  pastor  of  the  Glenwood 
Church,  Greensboro,  and  Stated  Clerk  of 
Orange  Presbytery  for  several  years. 
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American-born  Bishop  James  E.  Walsh,  the 
last  remaining  foreign  Roman  Catholic  pre- 
late in  Communist  China,  has  been  sentenc- 
ed to  20  years'  imprisonment  for  allegedly 
attempting  to  overthrow  the  Communist 
regime.  He  was  described  as  a  "a  veteran 
United  States  imperialist  spy  who  personal- 
ly directed  the  Kung  Pin-meo  traitorous 
counter-revolutionary  clique."

India  has  provided  an  expenditure  of  $2,- 
005,000  for  family  planning  in  its  1960-61 
budget,  more  than  double  its  current  appro- 
bation. According  to  official  figures,  there 
are  now  more  than  1,000  birth  control 
clinics-  opened  by  the  government  all  over 
India,  and  some  15,000  persons  are  said  to 
have  undergone  sterilization  during  the  past 
year.

Southern  Baptist  State  Conventions  spent 
$265,000  on  work  with  Negroes  in  17  states 
during  1958,  according  to  a  denominational 
report.  Twenty-five  full-time  and  one  hund- 
red part-time  workers  were  employed  for 
these  programs.  Services  included  scholar- 
ships, gifts  to  schools,  extension  classes, 
camp  funds,  goodwill  centers,  aid  to  mission 
pastors  and  kindergartens. 

Paul  Blanshard,  author  of  controversial 
books  on  Church-State  relations  in  the  U.  S., 
declared  recently  that  "the  next  great  battle 
for  separation  of  Church  and  State  will  cen- 
ter on  hospitals."  The  issue  will  be  birth 
control,"  he  said,  "and  the  controversy  will 
center  on  the  use  of  public  money  to  finance 
sectarian  practice  of  medicine."  He  further 
stated  that  no  group  should  receive  money 
for  its  hospitals  unless  it  is  willing  to  give 
service  to  its  patients  without  religious  dis- 
crimination.

Four  Protestant  ministers  have  protested 
as  a  travesty  on  religion  the  projected  Bible 
Storyland  amusement  attraction  planned  for 
the  community  of  Cucamonga,  California. 
The  proposal  is  for  the  creation  of  a  $15, 
million  park  with  reconstructions  and  depic- 
tions of  Bible  stories — something  on  the 
order  of  Disneyland,  but  without  carnival 
overtones.  It  is  scheduled  to  open  Easter 
Sunday,  1961.  Among  unfavorable  comments 
were  these:  "This  type  of  presentation  could 
endanger  our  long-established  principles  of 
Christian  nature."  "Such  a  project  would 
make  ludicrous  the  principles  of  our  faith 
and  lower  them  to  the  level  of  mythology." 
««*••* 

A  Southern  Negro  clergyman  paid  tribute 
to  Southern  white  Christians  who  are  help- 
ing in  the  current  campaign  for  equal  voting 
rights.  Chaplain  Daniel  W.  Wynn  of  Tuske- 
gee  Institute,  Alabama,  said  before  a  civil 
rights  conference  in  Washington,  "Some  of 
us  realize  that  there  are  many  Christian 
white  people  in  the  South  who  have  paid 
great  prices  fighting  for  equal  justice  in 
their  states  and  nation.  Some  of  these  have 
been  threatened  and  persecuted  just  as 
Negroes.  These  are  in  the  minority  but 
they  give  us  courage  and  hope.  May  God 
bless  them  and  increase  them  in  numbers." 
*«•*«• 

Prospects  of  reunion  between  the  Roman 
Catholic  and  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches  are 
better  than  they  were  100  years  ago,  but 
"the  chances  for  immediate  reunion  are  too 
slim  to  found  any  hope  for  any  program  of 
wide  efficiency,"  according  to  Father  Gus- 
tave  Weigel,  a  leading  Jesuit  theologian.  He 
stressed  that  the  immediate  need  is  for  more 
friendly  and  understanding  discussions  be- 
tween Catholics  and  Orthodox  and  for 
urgent  prayers  to  "melt  the  frost"  of  cen- 
turies of  Orthodox-Catholic  alienation. 
****** 

A  South  African  Methodist  leader  has  ar- 
rived in  the  United  States  on  a  60-day  visit 
arranged  by  the  State  Department  to  study 
race  relations  in  this  country.  Dr.  Joseph  B. 


Webb  of  Johannesburg,  a  past  president  of 
the  Methodist  Church  of  South  Africa  and 
a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
World  Methodist  Council,  attended  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth 
and  is  visiting  Southern  states  to  confer  with 
both  white  and  Negro  leaders  about  how 
racial  problems  are  handled  in  this  country. 

The  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  recently  declared  that 
"the  hour  has  arrived  when  the  convention 
and  trustees  of  Baptist  colleges  "cannot 
wait  any  longer  in  taking  favorable  action 
looking  toward  admission  of  qualified  Negro 
students  into  our  institutions."  Former  U. 
S.  Rep.  C.  B.  Deane  told  ministers  attending 
an  institute  that  "We  have  been  overtaken 
and  we  cannot  evade  our  social,  moral,  and 
spiritual  responsibilities." 

****** 

Dr.  Daniel  A.  Poling  of  Philadelphia,  edi- 
tor of  Christian  Herald,  has  been  named 
minister  emeritus  of  Marble  Collegiate 
Church,  New  York,  by  its  Consistory  and 
the  Classis  of  New  York  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

****** 

Dr.  Truman  B.  Douglass  of  New  York, 
executive  vice-president  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Christian  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
assailed  "theological  and  social  reactiona- 
ries" who  seek  to  silence  the  church  on  pub- 
lic issues  and  would  have  it  confine  itself 
to  "spiritual"  matters.  Addressing  the  de- 
nomination's Southeast  Convention  here,  he 
warned  that  those  who  pursue  this  policy 
"become  the  supporters  and  comforters  of 
Communism." 

Dr.  Liston  Pope,  dean  of  the  Yale  Divinity 
School,  told  a  section  of  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Children  and  Youth  recently 
that  he  saw  a  new  "moral  stirring"  in  Am- 
erica today,  partly  as  a  result  of  the  recent 
racial  struggle.  He  pointed  out  that  at  no 
time  since  the  end  of  World  War  II  had 
there  been  such  "moral  excitement"  on  col- 
lege campuses.

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  president  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches,  in  a  pastoral 
letter,  asserted  that  Negro  student  demon- 
strations against  discrimination  are  "an  ex- 
pression of  just  and  righteous  indignation 
against  laws  and  tradition  that  violate  hu- 
man personality."  He  called  on  ministers  and 
laymen  to  take  "a  bold  position  of  leader- 
ship" in  these  struggles.  The  letter  was  sent 
to  heads  of  member-denominations,  leaders 
of  state  and  local  church  councils,  and  other 
agencies  connected  with  the  National  Coun- 
cil

The  coldest  March  in  years  cut  church 
construction  to  $74,000,000,  a  decrease  of 
$3,000,000  over  that  of  February.  This  figure 
was  still  a  record  for  the  month  of  March, 
however.  This  brings  the  total  church  con- 
struction for  the  first  quarter  of  1960  to 
$229,000,000,  an  increase  of  almost  10  per 
cent  over  the  same  period  of  1959,  accord- 
ing to  a  recent  report  by  the  Census  Bureau. 


TRAINING  SCHOOL 

A  training  school  in  Person  to  Person 
Evangelism  was  held  at  the  First  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  March  13-14.  Rev.  Robert 
A.  White,  Jr.,  Assistant  Minister  at  the 
First  Church,  was  the  leader,  assisted  by 
Rev.  James  Monroe  of  St.  Andrews,  Wins- 
ton-Salem. Rev.  E.  E.  Kirkman  is  pastor 
of  the  host  church. 

The  following  ministers  attended  the 
sessions:  Rev.  Graham  McChesney,  Wins- 
ton-Salem; Rev.  Thomas  C.  Bryan,  Lex- 
ington; Rev.  W.  R.  Smith,  Winston-Salem;

As  a  result  of  the  training  school,  all 
of  the  ministers  attending  have  agreed 
to  teach  this  method  of  evangelism  to 
twelve  members  of  their  congregations 
and  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to 
teach  at  least  one  other  local  church  as 
they  are  invited. 

B IBLE  TRANSLATION S 

Portions  of  the  Scriptures  have  been 
published  in  a  total  of  1,151  languages  and 
dialects  as  of  1959,  an  increase  of  15  over 
the  previous  year,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety. 

Complete  Bibles  are  available  in  219 
languages,  entire  New  Testament  in  271 
others,  and  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible 
in  an  additional  661  tongues. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  still  about 
1,000  tongues  in  which  no  part  of  the  Bible 
has  yet  been  published. 

GILMORE  HONORED 

Voit  Gilmore,  State  Conservation  and 
Development  Board  member,  has  been 
elected  honorary  vice-president  of  the 
American  Forestry  Association.  Mr.  Gil- 
more,  of  Southern  Pines,  is  chairman  of 
Synod's  Council  and  a  vice-president  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

He  also  participated  recently  in  a  tour 
of  Europe  as  a  follow-up  of  Governor 
Luther  Hodges'  "Industry  Hunt." 

NEW  CHURCH  ORGANIZED 

The  St.  Giles  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  was  officially  organized  and 
dedicated  April  10.  The  congregation  has 
been  meeting  about  a  year,  and  now  num- 
bers 109  charter  members. 

The  Mecklenburg  Home  Missions  Com- 
mittee purchased  the  5.1-acre  site  and  the 
First  Church  gave  a  building,  which  is 
used  for  church  offices  and  meetings.  The 
new  sanctuary,  seating  200,  is  valued  at 
$60,000. 

Rev.  Carl  S.  Miller,  former  minister  of 
Rockingham's  First  Church,  has  been  call- 
ed as  pastor.

WESTMINSTER  FELLOWSHIP  HOLDS  SPRING  MEETING 


Approximately  70  representatives  of  the 
N.  C.  Westminster  Fellowship  joined  with 
the  North  Carolina  Student  Christian 
Council  in  its  spring  retreat  April  1-3  at 
Camp  New  Hope,  Chapel  Hill.  Bruce  Rig- 
don,  a  student  in  Yale  Divinity  School, 
and  student  chairman  of  the  Commission 
on  World  Missions  of  the  National  Stu- 
dent Christian  Federation  spoke  on  the 
theme,  "The  Church  in  Crisis."  Discus- 
sion groups  considered  "Do  Christians 
know  best  how  to  run  the  world?"  "What 
is  unique  about  Christianity?"  "Does 
tradition  handicap  renewal  of  the 
church?"  "Do  we  preach  what  we  prac- 
tice?" "Can  nations  be  Christian?"  and 
"Whats  the  use  of  it  all?"  The  schedule 
included  study  periods,  recreation,  in- 
dividual and  group  worship,  communion, 
and  the  annual  business  session  at  which 
time  Bill  Sawyer  of  UNC  Westminster 
Fellowship  was  elected  vice-president  of 
the  North  Carolina  Student  Christian 
Council. 

The  annual  Westminster  Fellowship 
Spring  Conference,  to  have  been  held 
March  11-13  at  Camp  New  Hope,  was 
cancelled  because  of  snow.  The  annual 
business  session  was  held  on  Saturday, 
April  2,  during  the  ecumenical  confer- 
ence with  Moderator  Hugh  McNeill  of 
State  College  presiding.  Reports  were 
heard  from  the  moderator,  the  treasurer, 
and  the  committee  on  constitution  re- 
vision. Officers  to  serve  for  1960-61  were 


elected  as  follows:  Moderator,  Bert  Kel- 
ler; Vice-moderator,  Wendell  Manuel; 
Stated  Clerk,  Kathy  Horne;  Editor,  Chris 
Snyder. 

Bert,  a  rising  senior  at  Davidson,  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Keller  of  Birm- 
ingham, Alabama.  A  history  major,  he 
has  previously  served  as  an  officer  in  the 
Davidson  Westminster  Fellowship  and  as 
a  member  of  the  Synod  W.  F.  Council. 

Vice-moderator  Wendell  Manuel  will  be 
responsible  for  contacts  and  W.  F.  re- 
lationships with  Senior  High  Fellowship. 
A  rising  senior  at  U.  N.  C,  he  has  been 
active  in  the  W.F.  visitation  program. 
Wendell  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  O. 
Manuel  of  Madison,  North  Carolina. 

Kathy  Horne,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Horne  of  Fayetteville,  has  served 
during  the  past  year  as  the  Duke  repre- 
sentative on  Synod  Council.  A  history 
major,  she  is  a  rising  senior. 

Daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  D.  K.  Snyder 
of  Badin,  North  Carolina,  Chris  will  serve 
as  editor  of  the  W.  F.  Synod  publication. 
The  Challenger.  A  junior  elementary 
education  major  at  Flora  Macdonald,  she 
has  served  on  the  council  of  her  local  and 
Synod  W.  F. 

These  officers  and  their  advisers,  along 
with  the  president  and  one  representa- 
tive from  each  W.  F.  will  comprise  the 
1960-61  Synod  W.  F.  Council.  A  training 
and  planning  meeting  of  old  and  new 
councils  has  been  set  for  April  30-May  1. 
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For  the  first  time  in  its  132-year  history, 
the  Synod  of  Arkansas  has  launched  a  fin- 
ancial campaign  for  the  support  of  its  in- 
stitutions and  program.  The  drive  for  $1,- 

000.  000  will  continue  through  May.  Cam- 
paign chairman,  Frank  Lyon,  said  the  drive 
represents  "not  a  beginning  but  a  new  start, 
a  revitalization  of  the  Synod  and  all  its 
member  churches  and  institutions  in  their 
work."  The  Synod  has  a  membership  of  22,- 
000-   

Moral  and  financial  support  to  students  in- 
volved in  demonstrations  against  "white 
only"  eating  places  in  Southern  communi- 
ties was  pledged  by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.  The  Board  Members  person- 
ally contributed  a  fund  for  the  students  "to 
use  wherever  the  courts  must  protect  their 
rights."  "Your  struggle  makes  response  im- 
perative for  any  group  committed  to  human 
freedom,"  read  a  statement  issued  by  the 
Board. 

Dr.  Lin  Yutang,  noted  Christian  Chinese 
philosopher  and  author  and  the  son  of  a 
Presbyterian  minister,  recently  observed 
that  "theological  hodge-podge"  was  keeping 
intellectuals  from  joining  the  church.  Dr. 
Yutang  said  that  this  was  his  reason  for  30 
years  away  from  the  Church,  adding  that  he 
is  now  a  Presbyterian  but  has  little  use  for 
denominational  differences.  He  contended 
that  there  is  "an  inordinate  emphasis  on  sin 
and  condemnation  in  the  ordinary  Christian 
Church,  and  that  "accretions  and  additions 
to  the  simple  teaching  of  Jesus — love  God 
and  love  thy  neighbor — were  turning  people  • 
away  from  the  Church."

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  moderator  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  Dr. 
Arthur  L.  Miller,  moderator  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  were  honored 
at  a  luncheon  given  in  New  York  by  the 
latter  denomination.  Dr.  Thompson,  the 
main  speaker,  noted  the  increased  interest 
by  laymen  in  the  church,  and  also  pointed 
out  that  his  denomination  has  more  racial- 
ly integrated  congregations  than  any  other 
major  Protestant  body  in  the  South.

The  impression  which  the  Church  gives

1.  McCord,  president  of  Princeton  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  addressing  the  National  Re- 
ligious Publicity  Council  meeting  in  Phila- 
delphia recently.  Speaking  on  the  subject 
"The  Christian  Image  of  Man,"  Dr.  McCord 
urged  that  the  church  press  "not  confine 
the  question  of  sin  to  the  realm  of  social 
indecencies,"  but  "point  clearly  to  the  mis- 
sionary needs  on  our  own  doorsteps;  combat 
the  self-pride  and  self-centeredness  that  is 
all  about  us,  and  stress  the  total  involve- 
ment of  man  with  God  and  man  with  man."

Mr.  James  Blair  Spillman,  84,  died  at 
his  home  in  Charlotte,  February  29. 

Mr.  Spillman  came  to  Charlotte  in 
1923,  and  before  his  retirement  in  1928, 
served  as  secretary  of  stewardship  of 
the  Synod.

NEW  ASSEMBLY  MODERATOR 

Dr.  Marion  A.  Boggs  of  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas,  was  elected  moderator  of  the 
100th  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  meeting  at  Jack- 
sonville, Pla.,  April  28. 

Dr.  Boggs'  election  marked  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Church  that 
brothers  have  held  the  highest  office  of 
the  Assembly.  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs,  of 
Atlanta,  was  moderator  in  1954.  It  is  also 
the  first  time  in  sixty  years,  that  a  mod- 
erator has  come  from  the  Synod  of 
Arkansas. 

Other  nominees  for  the  office  were  Dr. 
R.  Matthew  Lynn  of  Midland,  Texas;  Dr. 
H.  E.  Russel  of  Memphis,  Tenn;  and  Dr. 
James  Sprunt  of  Staunton,  Virginia. 

Dr.  Boggs,  who  has  been  at  the  Second 
Church,  Little  Rock,  since  1939,  is  a  form- 
er moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Arkansas. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  Arkan- 
sas College. 

Dr.  Boggs,  succeeds  Dr.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 


ASSEMBLY  REPORTS  RECORD 
GIVING 

In  a  report  issued  by  Dr.  James  A 
Millard,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  Stated  Clerk,  com- 
missioners at  the  General  Assembly  were 
informed  that  total  gifts  to  the  church 
during  1959  was  $88,339,900,  an  all-time 
high. 

This  was  approximately  six  million  dol- 
lars more  than  the  $82,603,791  of  1958. 
The  report  also  showed  an  increase  in  per 
capita  giving  last  year.  The  figure  increas- 
ed from  $95  in  1958  to  $99.34  in  1959. 

Church  membership  reached  a  new 
peak,  with  the  total  number  of  communi- 
cants now  899,196  as  compared  with  873,- 
065  in  1958. 


ANNUAL  SYNOD  SET  FOR  JUNE  14-15 


The  147th  annual  sessions  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  will  open  June  14  at 
2:00  P.M.  at  McGinnis  Auditorium  on 
the  East  Carolina  Campus  at  Greenville. 
The  retiring  moderator,  Dr.  Chester 
Alexander,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Burlington,  vjill  conduct  a  worship  ser- 
vice which  will  open  the  sessions. 

More  than  600  representatives  of  the 
143,066  members  of  Presbyterian  churches 
throughout  the  Synod  are  expected  to 
attend  the  two-day  meeting  which  will 
follow  a  Conference  on  Evangelism  be- 
ginning June  12. 

The  opening  Worship  Service  will  in- 
clude a  memorial  service  for  deceased 
ministers  and  elders  and  a  communion 
service  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Richard 
R.  Gammon,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Greenville,  Thomas  Davis,  executive  sec- 
retary of  Albemarle  Presbytery,  and 
ruling  elders  of  the  First  Church,  Green- 
ville, which  is  joint  host  with  East  Caro- 
lina College,  for  both  the  conference  and 
Synod. 

Business  Sessions  Regain 
At  2:45  the  business  sessions  will  com- 
mence with  the  election  of  the  new  mod- 
erator, J.  B.  Brewer,  ruling  elder  at  the 
First  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  Dr.  Alexand- 
er, chairman  of  the  Program  Committee, 
and  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Sec- 
retary, will  make  their  reports  to  Synod 
at  this  session.

The  Moderator-Elect 
J.  B.  Brewer 
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"PADDED"  BUDGETS? 

Last  year  Synod  approved  a  study  of 
the  Stewardship  problem  of  Budgets  and 
Income  of  its  agencies.  The  problem  may 
be  stated  as  follows:  Each  year  the  Agen- 
cies of  Synod  receive  from  30%  to  40% 
below  what  Synod  approved  the  previous 
year  for  current  operations.  It  is  evident 
that  agencies  are  therefore  frequently 
faced  with  deficits,  not  to  mention  handi- 
caps in  regard  to  new  work.  The  Synod's 
action  called  for  "devising  a  plan  for 
bringing  about  a  better  system  of  relat- 
ing Assembly's  and  Synod's  budgeted  ctnd 
anticipated  receipts  to  actual  appropria- 
tions to  and  expenditures  by  the  said 
Agencies  of  our  Church".  The  facts  re- 
veal that  for  1959,  which  is  typical^  the 
ratio  of  income  to  askings  by  the  agen- 
cies of  Synod  ranged  from  59  percent  in 
the  case  of  Campus  Christian  Life,  the 
lowest,  to  94  percent  for  the  Orphans' 
Home,  the  highest. 

Studies  reveal  that  Presbyteries  on  an 
average  rather  consistently  reduce  the 
askings  of  the  Synod  and  the  Assembly 
by  approximately  15  percent,  and  that 
the  churches  of  the  Synod  actually  give 
15  percent  less  than  that. 

For  seven  years  the  Synod's  Council 
strictly  adhered  to  a  policy  of  presenting 
Spending  Budgets  to  Synod,  the  minimum 
possible  budgets  for  the  operation  of  the 
Agencies.  Even  so,  Presbyteries  and 
Churches  consistently  reduced  the  Ask- 
ings. 

One  solution  to  the  problem  is  that 
Agencies  present  for  adoption  by  Synod 
the  so-called  "Asking-Budget"  in  contrast 
to  the  "Spending  Budget".  The  latter  is 
the  minimum  optimum  Budget.  The 
former  is  an  inflated  budget,  based  upon 
the  amount  which  is  necessary  to  obtain 
the  minimum.  Strange  to  say,  though 
Agencies  have  been  accused  of  "padding" 
budgets,  whenever  and  wherever  the  "Ask- 
ing Budgets"  are  accepted,  the  Presby- 
teries and  Churches,  though  they  consis- 
tently reduce  the  Askings,  will  contribute 
approximately  the  amount  needed  for 
minimum  optimum  operations. 

The  question  of  so-called  "padding" 
needs  to  be  examined.  First,  it  implies 
dishonesty  on  the  part  of  those  who  pre- 
pare the  budgets.  In  answer,  let  it  be 
said  that  were  the  Synod  to  give  100% 
to  the  Agencies  on  the  basis  of  the  "Ask- 
ing" Budget,  it  has  been  well  established 
that  the  Agencies  have  standing  need  for 
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the  use  of  the  full  amount  sought  in  the 
Asking  Budgets.  All  the  Agencies  are  per- 
haps from  one  to  three  years  behind  in 
initiating  new  work  for  want  of  funds. 
Thus,  the  inflated  budgets  are  not  pad- 
ded. Neither  are  those  who  represent  the 
Synod  in  trying  to  promote  its  work  dis- 
honest. All  budgets  are  carefully  prepar- 
ed by  competent  personnel,  and  are  com- 
piled on  the  basis  of  several  years  of  ex- 
perience, i.e.  income  versus  askings. 

The  budgets  are  then  scrutinized  by  the 
full  Committee  or  Board  of  the  Synod's 
agencies.  After  that  they  are  further  ex- 
amined in  detail  by  the  Synod's  Steward- 
ship Committee,  and  after  that  by  the 
full  Council  of  Synod.  Those  who  con- 
stitute the  Agencies  of  Synod  in  the  prep- 
aration of  the  Budgets  are  men  and  wo- 
men of  the  highest  caliber  and  integrity. 
Their  only  concern  is  for  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  work  and  program 
entrusted  to  their  care,  and  none  re- 
ceives any  other  return  than  personal 
satisfaction  in  service  of  Christ  and  His 
Church. 

Let  those  who  raise  the  cry  of  "padding" 
examine  a  more  accurate  indictmeijit; 
namely,  the  failure  of  courts  and  churches 
to  abide  by  the  pledges  made  in  aprprov- 
ing  Budgets,  or  the  failure  to  provide 
what  they  promised  for  the  support  of 
the  Agencies. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  strange  that  the 
charge  of  "padding"  is  ever  made  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  gifts  have  seldom 
if  ever  exceeded  the  barest  needs  of  the 
Synod's  Agencies,  that  is  the  "Spending 
Budgets". 


PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE

I  read  a  letter  in  The  Presbyterian  News 
in  regard  to  the  Rotary  System  for  offic- 
ers in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
writer  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the 
opinion  of  other  members. 

The  Bible  gives  specific  rules  to  follow 
in  the  election  of  church  officers,  but 
since  the  Rotary  System  has  been  in  force 
every  member  of  the  church  expects  at 
some  time  or  other  to  serve  as  an  officer 
and  many  are  elected  who  are  poor  ex- 
amples for  young  people  to  follow. 

There  are  few  people  who  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  church  officers  given  in 
Acts  6:3,  1  Timothy,  3:-12,  and  Titus  1:5- 
12. 

The  novice  is  probably  the  greatest  ob- 
jection to  the  Rotary  System.  I  have  wit- 
nessed unbelievable  things  done  by  a  new 
session. 

If  the  rotary  system  is  used  at  all,  there 
should  be  only  one  deacon  and  one  elder 
elected  each  year,  then  there  would  al- 
ways be  enough  experienced  officers  to 
keep  the  new  ones  from  doing  anything 
rash. 

A  man  qualified  to  be  an  officer  will 
not  seek  the  job;  he  will  feel  unworthy. 
It  is  really  a  great  responsibility. 

If  we  can  not  find  officers  who  measure 
up  to  these  standards,  we  should  have  a 
recreational  or  social  club,  not  a  church.

MESSAGE  TO  THE  NATION 

A  joint  "message  to  the  nation"  was  is- 
sued at  the  opening  session  of  the  100th 
General  Assembly  by  Dr.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson,  retiring  moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  with  the  lead- 
er of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.  A.,  Dr.  Arthur  L.  Miller,  and  six  other 
Prebsyterian  churchmen. 

The  message  endorsed  birth  control  and 


ACTIONS  OF  THE  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY 

The  General  Assambly,  meeting  at  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  turned  down  a  request  that 
church  agencies  and  boards  be  directed  to 
sell  any  tobacco  company  stocks  they  may 
hold.  The  overture  from  Suwannee  Presby- 
tery, (Florida)  said  tobacco  is  detrimental 
to  health  and  the  church  should  not  be  as- 
sociated with  such  firms. 

The  Assembly  rejected  a  resolution  which 
would  have  placed  the  church  on  record 
as  opposed  to  a  Roman  Catholic  president. 
The  assembly  adopted  a  recommendation  of 
its  Committee  on  Christian  Relations  which 
said  that  it  was  not  appropriate  for  the  as- 
sembly to  condemn  any  candidate  for  public 
office.  They  urged  members  to  recognize 
that  a  candidate's  "personal  faith  in  God" 
and  his  "positions  concerning  public  policy" 
are  more  important  than  his  denominational 
or  party  affiliation. 

****** 

A  report  was  adopted  urging  that  educa- 
tional Institutions  be  opened  to  qualified  stu- 
dents regardless  of  race.  Submitted  by  the 
Presbytery  of  the  Potomac,  the  resolution 
pointed  out  that  "mission  work  is  severely 
handicapped  in  Africa  and  elsewhere  by  our 
inability  to  educate  potential  native  leaders 
in  white  Presbyterian  U.  S.  colleges  whereas 
scholarships  are  provided  for  them  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain." 


A  budget  of  $9,456,230  was  approved  for 
1961,  covering  all  assembly  boards  and 
agencies  and  is  more  than  $350,000  above 
the  1960  budget.  The  assembly  also  autho- 
rized a  churchwide  capital  gifts  campaign 
for  agencies  at  home  and  abroad  for  1963, 
a  goal  to  be  set  later. 


A  Potomac  Presbytery  overture  led  to  the 
Assembly's  affirming  the  freedom  of  con- 
science in  matters  pertaining  to  planned 
parenthood,  and  stated  that  Christians  have 
a  moral  responsibility  to  consider  well  how 
their  children  are  to  be  provided  with  that 
which  will  make  for  their  best  physical, 
cultural,  moral,  and  spiritual  development, 
exercising  moral  responsibility  in  the  exer- 
cise of  their  procreative  function. 


Delegates  to  the  General  Assembly  voted 
to  accept  an  invitation  from  the  First 
Church,  Winston-Salem,  to  hold  the  As- 
sembly there  in  1962.  The  First  Church  will 
celebrate  its  100th  anniversary  that  year. 
The  assembly  will  begin  May  10  and  con- 
tinue through  May  15,  instead  of  meeting 
the  last  week  in  April  as  is  customary.  Dr. 
Julian  Lake,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
says  that  he  is  "tremendously  pleased"  that 
the  invitation  was  accepted. 

The  1961  Assembly  will  be  held  at  Dallas, 
Texas. 


said  racial  discrimination  has  no  place  in 
the  church. 

"The  bringing  of  children  into  the  world 
is  a  privilege  not  to  be  lightly  or  selfishly 
evaded  by  married  couples,"  the  statement 
said.  "On  the  other  hand,  the  responsibili- 
ty of  prospective  parents  obligates  them 
to  consider  well  how  their  children  are  to 
be  provided  with  that  which  will  make 
for  their  best  physical,  cultural,  moral  and 
spiritual  development.  If  man  and  wife 
are  not  to  be  denied  mutal  fulfillment  in 
the  sexual  relation,  and  if  society  is  not 
to  be  penalized  by  the  unplanned  and  ir- 
responsible production  of  children,  it  will 
follow  that  access  to  information  regard- 
ing the  best  methods  of  birth  control  is 
the  right  of  all  married  couples  and  the 
provision  of  this  information  the  duty  of 
a  responsible  society." 

On  segregation,  the  message  said,  "No 
human  differences  such  as  the  color  of 
men's  skins  can  annul  the  fact  of  their 
essential  quality  or  justify  any  discrimi- 
nation based  on  denial  of  it." 

The  message  also  called  for  an  end  to 
the  armaments  race  and  urged  every  ef-j 
fort  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  war.

EVANGELISM  CONFERENCE  TO  PRECEDE  SYNOD 


CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  GROUP 
MEETS 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Relations 
of  the  Presbtyerian  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina meeting  May  9  at  the  White  Mem- 
orial Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  com- 
mended communities  who  have  establish- 
ed human  relations  committees  and  call- 
ed on  others  to  strengthen  lines  of  com- 
munication between  races.

exist.  We  commend  those  communities 
seeking  to  make  use  of  Human  Relations 
Councils." 

Rev.  I  Howard  Chadwick,  pastor  of  the 
Westminster  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte, and  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presided  at  the  meeting. 

Reports  were  heard  from  Mr.  Colmbus 
Mayo,  Tarboro,  on  the  Rural  Church 
Seminar  which  he  attended  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  in 'February;  Rev.  John  D. 
Smith,  Morganton,  representative  to  the 
Churchmen's  Washington  Seminar  held 
in  Washington  in  February;  and  Mr. 
Chadwick,  representative  to  the  World 
Affairs  Seminar  in  Washington  and  New 
York  in  February.

The  Executive  Committee  on  Higher 
Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  convened  May  4  at  the 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  Ra- 
leigh, with  the  chairman.  Dr.  Charles 
Lynn  Brown,  pastor  of  the  host  church, 
presiding. 

Reports  of  the  sub-committees  on 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Educational  In- 
stitutions, and  Vocational  Guidance  which 
met  May  3  were  presented  to  the  group. 

Dr.  John  Graham  of  Chapel  Hill,  re- 
porting for  the  Campus  Christian  Life 
chairman.  Rev.  Archie  G.  McGee,  pre- 
sented the  proposed  budget  of  $77,300  for 
next  year,  which  was  approved  for  recom- 
mendation to  Synod's  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee, which  meets  May  25.  The  amount 
will  be  divided  among  the  six  Campus 
Christian  Life  Centers— UNC,  Chapel  Hill; 
N.  C.  State,  Raleigh;  Duke  University, 
Durham;  East  Carolina,  Greenville;  Wo- 
man's College,  Greensboro;  and  Fayette- 
ville  State  Teacher's  College.  Dr.  Graham 
also  stated  that  three  workers  have  re- 
signed their  positions — Rev.  Harry  Smith, 
Chapel  Hill;  Mrs.  Fay  Phillips,  Woman's 
College;  and  Rev.  Sheldon  Koesy,  East 
Carolina.  The  committee  aproved  the  calls 
of  Miss  Brandon  McDaniel  to  East  Caro- 
lina and  Miss  Patricia  Hall  to  Woman's 
College. 


The  budget  proposed  by  the  Educational 
Institutions  sub-committee,  $525,000,  was 
approved  for  the  colleges  supported  by  the 
Synod.  Dr.  Brown  reported  to  the  Higher 
Education  committee  for  the  chairman, 
Dr.  Harry  M.  Moffett.  The  budget  antici- 
pates the  merging  of  Peace,  Flora  Mac- 
donald,  and  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
in  1961.  Attention  was  also  called  to  the 
1961  campaign  for  capital  funds  for  the 
Consolidated  Presbyterian  College,  now 
under  construction  in  Laurinburg. 

Dr.  Samuel  W.  Newell  of  Davidson, 
chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Vo- 
cational Guidance,  reported  that  the 
Guidance  Center  now  located  at  Flora 
Macdonald  College,  Red  Springs,  will  be 
shifted  to  the  Consolidated  College  upon 
completion  of  facilities  there.  A  budget 
of  $20,800  was  approved  for  the  Center.

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AUTHOR  ATTACKS 
"HATE  GROUPS" 

Rev.  Ralph  Lord  Roy,  Methodist  minis- 
ter and  author  of  "Apostles  of  Discord," 
a  study  of  "hate  groups"  in  religious  life, 
charged  recently  that  ultra -conservative 
fundamentalist  critics  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  were  actually  "relig- 
ious racketeers  using  glib  falsehoods  and 
half-truths  much  as  the  Communists  have 
done." 

Mr.  Roy's  accusation  stemmed  from  the 
support  expressed  by  some  fundamentalist 
groups  of  the  controversial  Air  Force 
manual,  now  withdrawn,  which  charged 
that  the^  Council  was  Communist-infiltrat- 
ed. 

Mr.  Roy  asserted  that  ultra -conserva- 
tives would  like  to  discredit  the  Protestant 
leadership  "any  way  they  could."  Other 
times,  he  said,  "they  have  accused  the 
Council  of  being  pro-Nazi  or  modernist  or 
pro-Catholic." 


CHURCH  EXTENSION 
COMMITTEE  MEETS 

The  Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  completed  a  two-days 
meeting  in  Wrightsville  Beach,  May  18, 
after  adopting  a  budget  for  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Synod,  meeting  June  14-15  at 
Greenville,  totalling  $109,761.  The  budg- 
et will  go  first  to  the  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee for  ratification  when  it  meets  in 
Raleigh  May  25.  The  budget  calls  for 
$33,712  for  support  of  Home  Mission  pas- 
tors in  four  presbyteries.  In  order  to 
match  a  grant  of  $5,000  from  the  division 
of  Radio  and  Television  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  Committee  is  recommend- 
ing an  equal  amount  to  provide  a  de- 
partment of  Radio-TV  on  the  Synod's 
staff,  with  a  full-time  director  of  this  pro- 
gram. The  Committee  again  strongly  rec- 
ommends to  Synod  support  of  the  public 
relations  program  through  other  media 
of  mass  communications,  including  the 
Synod's  paper  and  the  utilization  of  the 
free  press.  The  budget  request  in  this 
area  is  $12,000.  Though  the  Committee 
recognized  that  all  of  its  Extension  work 
is  evangelism,  a  special  item  in  the  budget 
of  $1,000  provides  for  the  work  of  the 


GIFTS  FOR  ASSEMBLY  CAUSES 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  ranked 
ninth  in  its  giving  for  General  Assembly 
causes  for  1959,  according  to  statistics 
prepared  by  the  General  Assembly. 

The  figures  show  that  a  total  of  $1,493,- 
822  was  accepted  by  the  Synod,  while  a 
total  of  $1,114,422,  or  74.60';;,  was  given. 
Last  year  the  Synod  ranked  eighth.  North 
Carolina  ranked  first,  however,  in  the 
total  amount  given  for  Assembly's  causes. 

The  Synod  of  Appalachia  ranked  first 
in  both  1958  and  and  1959,  giving  $575,088 
or  101.12',;  of  its  apportionment.  Knox- 
ville  Presbytery  ranked  first  among  the 
Presbyteries  of  the  Assembly,  giving 
147.23';  of  its  apportionment. 

The  Synod  of  Tennessee  was  second  in 
rank  for  1959,  giving  $379,983  or  93.60%. 
Louisiana  ranked  third,  with  $276,661  or| 
83.76';.  \ 

A  break-down  of  North  Carolina's  total 
shows  that  the  Synod  gave  a  total  of 
$577,310  or  77.31';;  of  its  apportionment  for 
World  Missions;  $199,848  or  66.467o  for 
Church  Extension;  $100,590  or  72.64"r  for 
Christian  Education;  $92,440  or  110.31':; 
for  Annuities  &  Relief;  $136,986  or  62.21 7^^ 
for  General  Fund  Agencies;  and  $7,248 
or  186.617^  for  Inter-Church  Agencies. 

Among  the  Presbyteries  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Orange  ranked  16th,  giving 
82.307  of  its  apportionment;  Mecklenburg 
was  21st,  giving  80.56';; ;  and  Concord  was 
23rd,  giving  80.02%.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Home  was 
held  April  6  at  High  Point,  with  the  Pre- 
sident, Mr.  J.  B.  Watt,  presiding. 

The  1961  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$200,240  was  adopted  by  the  Board.  Pre- 
sented by  Mr.  R.  A.  Short,  the  executive 
director  of  the  Home,  the  budget  is  based 
on  90  members  in  the  Home.

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"Grove  Church — Presbyterian.  First 
Church  founded  by  the  Scotch-Irish  who 
settled  here  about  1736." 

These  words  are  inscribed  on  a  marker 
unveiled  in  1936  at  the  Grove  Church, 
Kenansville.  The  occasion  was  the  bi-cen- 
tennial  celebration  of  Presbyterian  settle^ 
ment  in  Duplin  County. 

That  the  Grove  Church  is  the  oldest 
Presbyterian  church  in  Duplin  County  is, 
of  course,  significant;  but  in  closely  study- 
ing North  Carolina  Presbyterian  history, 
we  come  upon  an  even  more  meaningful 
conclusion — the  Grove  Church  is  probably 
the  oldest  in  the  entire  Synod. 

The  minutes  of  the  General  Assembly 
list  the  Grove  Church  as  one  of  four 
churches  established  in  1755.  Preceding  it 
are  Black  River  (W),  Ivanhoe,  1740;  Rocky 
River  (C),  1748;  and  Thyatira  (C),  1753. 
However  there  is  strong  evidence  to  sup- 
port the  opinion  that  the  Grove  Church 
was  actually  established  prior  to  either  of 
these. 

At  the  bi-centennial  celebration  in  1936, 
A.  T.  Outlaw,  an  elder  in  the  Grove 
Church  and  clerk  of  the  county  court,  de- 
livered an  address  in  which  he  traced  the 
growth  of  the  Grove  Church  and  Presby- 
terianism  in  the  county.  He  pointed  out 
that  in  1810,  Colonel  William  Dickson,  at 
that  time  an  outstanding  citizen  of  Dup- 
lin County,  was  requested  by  a  Raleigh 
newspaper  to  write  an  historical  study  of 
the  county.  Colonel  Dickson  wrote  that 
the  first  emigrants  from  Northern  Ireland 
settled  in  Duplin  in  1736  under  the  pat- 
ronage of  Henry  McCulloch.  The  settlers, 
who  were  Presbyterians  organized  three 
churches,  two  of  them  being  Goshen  and 
Grove.  He  referred  to  the  Grove  church 
as  the  oldest. 

Henry  McCulloch,  referred  to  by  Col. 
Dickson  was  given  a  survey  of  71,160 
acres  covering  the  Grove  Settlement  in 
1735.  In  later  years  he  gave  settlers  titles 
to  the  lands,  including  a  title  for  a  Pres- 
byterian meeting  house,  which  had  been 


standing  for  quite  some  time,  probably 
from  about  the  beginning  of  the  settle- 
ment. 

In  1756  the  Rev.  Hugh  McAden  of 
Pennsylvania  came  as  a  missionary  to  this 
state  and  through  his  journal  we  can  fol- 
low his  travels.  He  entered  Duplin  County 
in  March  and  preached  several  times  in 
the  county.  The  people  of  Grove  Church, 
which  it  would  seem  had  been  without  a 
pastor  for  many  years,  were  very  interest- 
ed in  Mr.  McAden.  He  returned  later  to 
become  the  first  regular  minister  of  the 
church  and  lived  near  the  old  meeting 
house  for  twelve  years,  before  moving  to 
Caswell  County. 

After  Mr.  McAden  departed,  the  church 
had  no  regular  minister  for  about  25  years. 
However,  the  people  of  the  area  were  not 
without  interest  in  their  religious  life.  It 
is  well  known  that  that  education  of  their 
children  was  one  of  the  main  efforts  of 
the  settlers.  The  Grove  Academy,  located 
near  the  church  was  established  in  1785, 
as  a  result  of  these  interests. 

Around  1794  the  Rev.  John  Robinson, 
D.D.,  of  Cabarrus  County,  became  the 
second  regular  minister  of  Grove  Church. 
He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stan- 
ford, who  remained  for  about  33  years  and 
served  as  President  of  the  Academy,  Mod- 
erator of  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas,  and 
first  moderator  of  Payetteville  Presbytery 
in  1812.  After  Mr.  Stanford,  the  Rev.  Alex- 
ander Mclver  came  to  Grove;  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Rev.  Malcolm  Campbell  Con- 
noly  in  1840. 

One  of  the  most  well-known  of  Grove's 
pastors  was  the  Rev.  James  M.  Sprunt, 
D.D.  Dr.  Sprunt  taught  at  classical  schools 
in  the  state  before  taking  charge  of  Grove 
Academy,  where  he  stayed  for  15  years. 
In  1851  he  was  ordained  and  installed  as 
pastor  of  Grove  Church.  In  1860  he  be- 
came Principal  of  Kenansville  Female 
Seminary  where  he  served  until  the  Civil 
War.  After  serving  as  a  chaplain  during 
the  war,  he  assumed  his  ministry  at  Grove

Raleigh  Griffin,  Selma,  chairman  of  the 
sub-committee  on  Negro  Work;  and  Rev. 
Ben  P.  Brown,  Greensboro,  chairman  of 
the  sub-committee  on  Radio-TV. 

The  Committee  paid  tribute  to  the  late 
Dr.  Ernest  Eugene  Gillespie,  Greensboro, 
who  for  thirty  years  was  Superintendent 
of  Home  Missions,  and  whose  family  plans 
a  memorial  to  him  in  the  new  Synod's 
Office  building,  now  under  construction 
on  Wade  Avenue  in  Cameron  Village,  Ra- 
leigh. 

The  Committee  also  passed  a  resolu- 
tion calling  to  the  attention  of  Synod  the 
distinguished  service  rendered  the 
Church-at-large  by  Dr.  John  A.  Redhead, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Greensboro,  in  the  field  of  Radio  and 
Television.  Dr.  Redhead  has  appeared  on 
the  Presbyterian  series  of  the  Protestant 
Hour  on  as  many  as  forty  programs.  He 
appeared  on  the  National  Radio  Pulpit 
program  for  four  summers.  In  addition 
he  appeared  on  thirteen  television  pro- 
grams in  the  series,  "Man  to  Man".  The 
resolution  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Redhead 
has  been  heard  by  untold  millions  of 
people,  and  that  his  sermon,  "The  Prob- 
lem of  Grief",  has  been  requested  by 
more  than  26,000  listeners.  The  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro,  was 
extended  the  gratitude  of  the  Committee 
for  "the  magnificent  contribution  which 
Dr.  Redhead  has  made  through  the  min- 
istry of  the  Word." 

An  important  part  of  the  Committee's 
business  dealt  with  the  Report  on  Evan- 
gelism, presented  by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Mc- 
Innis,  Henderson.  The  Report  called  at- 
tention to  the  approaching  pre-Synod 
Conference  on  Evangelism  to  be  held  in 
Greenville,  June  13-14,  with  expectation 
of  some  600  or  more  representatives.  The 
report  further  pointed  out  that  next  fall 
two  cavalcades  will  be  conducted  respec- 
tively in  the  eastern  and  western  parts 
of  the  Synod,  high-lighted  by  some  of 
the  top-flight  preachers  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

A  report  on  Negro  work  was  presented  .ij 
by  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  Wilmington,  and  1 
called  on  the  church  today  "out  of  loyal-  I 
ty  to  our  fathers  to  recognize  the  obliga-  f' 
tions  which  they  in  their  day  discharg- 
ed". The  report  pointed  out  that  follo\y- 
ing  the  War  between  the  States  Negroes 
were  regarded  "as  the  responsibility  of 
the  Church  and  were  members  of  the 
white  churches  until  during  the  recon- 
struction period,  they  themselves  severed 
this  relationship". 


Church  and  served  as  Register  of  Deeds 
for  the  county. 

It  was  during  Dr.  Sprunt's  pastorate 
that  the  place  of  worship  was  moved  from 
the  site  of  the  Academy  to  its  present 
location. 

Following  Dr.  Sprunt  there  were  several 
able  pastors,  with  many  others  who  served 
as  supply  ministers.  At  present  Grove 
Church  does  not  have  a  regular  pastor. 

Among  another  first  which  the  church 
can  claim  is  the  beautiful  manse,  said  to 
be  more  than  120  years  old  and  probably 
the  oldest  in  the  Synod. 

Regardless  of  the  date  of  its  beginning, 
Grove  Church  has  had  a  colorful  and " 
valuable  history.  Any  study  of  Presby- 
terianism  in  the  Synod  would  not  be  com- 
plete without  careful  examination  of  its 
development  and  the  many  able  men  who 
have  contributed  to  the  rich  background 
of  this  Church. 
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STEELE  CREEK  CHURCH 

During  the  celebration  of  the  bi-cen- 
tennial  year  at  Steele  Creek  Church, 
Charlotte,  the  Presbyterian  News  is  carry- 
ing articles  concerning  the  history  and 
other  interesting  facts  about  the  church. 
The  following  article,  concerning  the 
important  dates  and  events  of  the  200 
year  old  church,  was  compiled  by  Mr: 
Rufus  A.  Grier,  a  member  of  Steele 
Creek.) 

May  20,  1775 — Robert  Irwin  and  Zaccheus 
Wilson,  ruling  elders  in  the  Steele 
Creek  Church  sign  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence. 

Nov.  5,  1788 — Pastor  McRee  and  General 
Robert  Irwin  attend  organizational 
meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas 
at  Centre  Church. 

1790-1800 — Introduction  of  Watts  Psalms 
and  Hymns  by  Dr.  McRee  results  in  or- 
ganization of  Lower  Steele  Creek 
(Blackstock)  (A.R.P.  Synod)  and  with- 
drawal of  a  segment  of  that  congrega- 
tion in  1800  into  Little  Steele  Creek 
(Associate  Synod).  Both  now  coalesced 
into  Central  Steele  Creek. 

Nov.  15,  1836 — Organization  of  Pleasant 
Hill  Church  with  42  members,  mainly, 
if  not  entirely,  from  Steele  Creek. 

1844 — Steele  Creek  was  among  the  first 
churches  in  the  Assembly  to  recognize 
the  importance  of  and  the  usefulness 
of  Deacons  in  the  ministry  of  the 
church;  and  during  the  pastorate  of 
Reverend  A.  L.  Watts  the  following 
were  elected  to  and  installed  in  that 
office:  S.  Jefferson  Berryhill,  John  L. 
Jamison,  Alexander  S.  Sadler,  William 
M.  Porter,  Robert  W.  McDowell. 

Sept.  2,  1853 — Reverend  Daniel  Baker,  the 
great  revivalist,  concludes  meeting  at 
Steele  Creek.  Writing  from  a  sick-bed 
August  31  to  his  wife  he  adds,  "I  hear 
the  sound  of  carriage  wheels  moving 
toward  the  church,  so  I  must  abruptly 
close."  In  letter  to  daughter  dated  Sep- 
tember 1,  the  next  day,  he  writes: 
"Yesterday  with  some  intermissions  I 
was  preaching,  as  usual,  from  ten  to 
four  o'clock." 

Oct.  16,  1869 — Mecklenburg  Presbytery  or- 
ganized by  order  of  Synod  at  Morgan- 
ton  where  Synod  was  meeting. 

April  21,  1870 — First  stated  meeting  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  at  Steele  Creek 
— William  Clark,  our  elder,  representa- 
tive. Presbytery  recessed  for  funeral  of 
John  Hamilton  McDowell,  an  Elder 
here. 

18808-1881— Twenty  acres  of  land  pur- 
chased and  manse  erected  and  occupied 
by  Reverend  J.  T.  Plunkett. 

April  7,  1889 — Dedication  of  present  sanc- 
tuary with  the  sermon  by  Dr.  James 
B.  Shearer,  President  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege. 

Dec.  1899 — Reverend  William  Black,  Sy- 
nodical  Evangelist,  held  eight-day 
meeting  here  with  28  persons  admitted 
on  profession  of  faith. 

Aug.  14-21,  1910 — Sesqui-centennial  cele- 
bration— Stirring  messages  by  former 
pastors,  Doctors  Plunkett,  Wharton  and 
Little. 

July  13,  1919 — The  sixty  Steele  Creek  boys 
in  the  service  all  safely  returned  home, 
without  the  loss  of  a  single  one,  were 
welcomed  home  by  Robert  E.  McDowell, 
Sr.  with  response  by  W.  Cook  Neel. 

Sept.  16,  1919 — Semi-centennial  of  Pres- 
bytery— the  hundreth  stated  session 
held  here.  The  masterful  historical  ad- 
dress by  Dr.  William  E.  Mcllwaine  has 
been  preserved  in  booklet  form,  with 
foreword  by  Dr.  Walter  W.  Moore. 

Aug.  11-18,  1935 — 175th  Anniversary  cele- 
bration with  four  of  the  seven  living

KERNERSVILLE  CHURCH 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery  has  autho- 
rized the  purchase  of  a  church  building 
in  Kernersville  for  the  beginning  of  a 
Presbyterian  congregation,  the  first  in 
that  community. 

Rev.  John  R.  Smith  of  Winston-Salem, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Presbytery,  an- 
nounced the  property  now  occupied  by 
Oakhurst  Baptist  Church,  is  to  be  pur- 
chased and  a  pastor  is  to  begin  work  in 
the  area  within  the  next  few  months.  The 
building  includes  a  small  sanctuary  and 
five  classrooms,  and  there  is  room  for 
expansion  of  facilities  when  necessary. 

Mr.  Smith  stated  that  when  the  church 
is  established  it  will  be  the  only  Presby- 
terian church  between  Wins'ton-Salem 
and  Guilford  College.

Apr.  10,  1939 — Semi-centennial  of  dedica- 
tion of  present  sanctuary  with  a  tri- 
bute to  the  wise  masterbuilders  who  de- 
signed and  erected  the  edifice  with 
sermon  by  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  Presi- 
dent of  Davidson  College. 

Oct.  17,  1944 — The  75th  Anniversary  of 
Presbytery.  William  H.  Clark,  great- 
grandson  of  our  representative  in 
1870,  our  Elder.  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle 
spoke  on  "Presbyterianism  and  Hu- 
man Freedom".  The  man  of  the  day 
was  Dr.  George  Summey  (91  years 
young)  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  at 
Presbytery's  organization  who  livened 
things  up  by  his  jokes  and  anecdotes 
and  who  showed  more  vigor,  vim,  and 
vitality  than  his  younger  brethren 
when  called  upon  to  lead  the  closing 
prayer. 

Dec.  30,  1945 — Homecoming  for  the  150 
odd  World  War  II  veterans  was  observ- 
ed with  welcome  by  John  W.  Berryhill, 
Sr.  (holder  of  DSC— World  War  I)  and 
response  by  Robert  E.  McDowell,  Jr. 
John  Brown  Neel  spoke  on  "Service 
Man's  Home  Ties",  Grier  Bigham,  Jr. 
on  "Service  Man  and  his  Bible";  Faye 
Choate  on  "G  I  Joe  as  seen  through 
the  seen  through  the  eyes  of  a  Red 
Cross  Nurse".  Memorial  sevice  honor- 
ing Calvin  Dickey  Brown,  Franklin 
Cecil  Hovis,  John  Marvin  Lawhon,  Wil- 
liam Wallace  Neel,  Jack  Melton  Smith, 
James  Calvin  Wilson  was  led  by  Dr. 
Walker.  Communion  meditation  by 
Navy  Chaplain  Ben  F.  Brown. 


WF  ENJOYS  NEW  COTTAGE 

When  the  Wake  Forest  Westminster 
Fellowship  gets  together  every  Thursday 
evening,  a  meal  is  usually  first  on  the 
agenda.  With  a  weli-equipped  kitchen  in 
their  own  cottage,  the  group  prepares  its 
own  dinner. 

After  dinner,  comes  a  meeting  with 
devotions,  discussion  groups,  and  some- 
times a  guest  speaker.  Some  idea  of  the 
activities  of  the  Fellowship  is  shown  by 
several  recent  programs — discussions  of 
our  Presbyterian  beliefs,  a  talk  on  the 
psychology  of  conversion  by  a  psycholo- 
gist and  theologian,  and  a  discussion  of 
capital  punishment  by  a  sociology  profes- 
sor. 

Quite  often  recreation  is  on  the  agenda 
too.  After  meeting  for  three  years  with- 
out adequate  facilities,  the  group  now  has 
a  six-room  cottage  for  its  use  and  en- 
joyment. 

The  Reynolda  Church,  recognizing  the 
need  for  better  facilities,  for  the  Wake 
Forest  group,  made  the  cottage  available. 
Through  the  help  of  local  businessmen 
and  church  members,  the  students  paint- 
ed and  furnished  the  cottage. 

Miss  Vada  Byers,  a  member  of  the 
Wake  Forest  Westminster  Fellowship, 
makes  the  following  report:  "There  is 
still  an  unlimited  amount  of  work  to  be 
done  and  things  needed,  but  the  Fellow- 
ship has  found  cooperation  and  willing- 
ness to  help  in  the  entire  church  staff 
and  congregation.  The  group  is  proud  of 
its  new  home  off  campus,  and  through 
its  boost  to  spirit  and  morale,  the  West- 
minster Fellowship  is  becoming  an  in- 
creasingly active  and  vital  student  or- 
ganization."

RESOLUTION 

The  Westminster  Fellowship  Synod 
Council,  meeting  at  Davidson,  May  1, 
passed  a  resolution,  endorsing  currem 
"sit-down"  strikes  protesting  racial  dis- 
crimination. The  resolution  called  the 
strikes  "an  appropriate  Christian  protest" 
to  the  situation. 

The  paper  further  stated  that  "any 
practice  which  limits  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  any  man  or  group  of  men, 
on  the  basis  of  race  or  color  is  contrary 
to  the  divine  intent  and  will  and  is  moral- 
ly indefensible. 

"Accordingly,  we  believe  present  dis- 
criminatory practices  of  all  sorts  call  for 
positive  and  humble  Christian  action." 

The  Council  urged  local  groups  "to 
examine  race  relations  carefully  in  light 
of  the  Christian  ethic,  and  to  take  re- 
sponsible action." 
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Presbyteries  Hold  Spring  Meetings 


ALBEMARLE 

The  spring  meeting  of  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery was  held  April  19  at  the  Rivermont 
Church,  Kinston,  with  over  60  ministers, 
elders,  and  visitors  attending. 

A  "Five-and-Ten  Plan",  presented  by  the 
Committee  on  Church  Extension  for  the 
raising  of  capital  funds  for  new  work  in 
the  Presbytery,  was  approved.  Mr.  Joe 
Brooks,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  re- 
ported that  surveys  had  been  made  in 
Goldsboro,  Greenville,  and  Rocky  Mount, 
with  the  Englewood  section  of  Rocky  Mount 
being  the  most  urgent.  Work  is  already  be- 
ing planned  for  this  section.  The  "Five  and 
Ten  Plan,"  in  which  a  member  agrees  to 
give  five  or  ten  dollars  at  the  call  of  the 
Committee  for  new  work  only,  is  aimed  at 
providing  funds  for  the  new  churches  need- 
ed in  Albemarle  Presbytery. 

CONCORD 

Some  135  ministers  and  elders  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  Concord  Presbytery  held 
at  Morganton  First  Church,  April  19,  with 
Rev.  W.  H.  Matheson  of  Marion  serving  as 
moderator. 

Among  topics  of  the  meeting  were 
stewardship  and  evangelism,  with  special 
emphasis  on  two  evangelism  rallies  sched- 
uled for  the  Presbytery,  and  the  Pre-Synod 
Conference  in  June. 

A  memorial  service  was  conducted  for 
Rev.  T.  L.  Kluttz,  of  Marion,  who  died 
March  22. 

Ruling  Elder  Wayne  Petrea  of  Bethpage, 
Church,  Kannapolis,  was  elected  moderator 
for  the  next  meeting. 

FAYETTEVILLE 

Maxton's  First  Church  was  host  for  the 
April  19  meeting  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 
Dr.  James  Appleby,  professor  of  evangelism 
and  director  of  field  work  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  was  elected 
moderator. 

A  highlight  of  the  session  was   an  ad- 


dress by  Rev.  E.  E.  Kirkman,  pastor  of 
Highland  Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  a 
member  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Evan- 
gelism, who  spoke  on  the  plans  of  "The 
Presbyterian  Mission  to  the  Nation." 

GRANVILLE 

Granville  Presbytery  met  April  19  at  the 
Westminster  Church,  Raleigh,  with  some  60 
representatives  present.  Dr.  John  Brown, 
pastor  of  the  West  Raleigh  Church,  was 
elected  moderator  to  succeed  Rev.  Charles 
Johnson  of  Duke  University. 

The  Presbytery  elected  Ruling  Elder  M. 
Mallie  Hinnant  of  the  Westminster  Church 
as  business  manager  for  the  new  presbytery 
camp  at  Kerr  Lake.  A  report  of  the  camp 
construction  progress  showed  that  two  units 
of  the  camp  will  be  completed  by  June  1. 

Among  other  actions,  the  salaries  of 
home  mission  pasotrs  was  raised  from  $4,- 
000  to  $4,800,  and  the  Presbytery  voted  to 
move  the  office  into  the  new  Synod's  of- 
fice building  when  it  is  completed. 

KINGS  MOUNTAIN 

Rev.  Charles  Kirkpatrick,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Forest  City,  served  as  modera- 
tor at  the  meeting  of  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery April  19  at  the  Mount  Holly  First 
Church. 

Principal  speakers  for  the  meeting  were 
Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  Consoli- 
dated College,  who  addressed  the  Presby- 
tery concerning  the  building  progress  and 
curriculum  of  the  institution;  and  Dr.  Harry 
M.  Moffett,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Gas- 
tonia,  who  recently  returned  from  the  Bel- 
gian Congo,  where  he  attended  the  meeting 
of  th^  Synod  of  the  Belgian  Congo. 

Rev.  George  Riddle,  pastor  of  the  Cherry- 
ville  Church,  was  elected  moderator-nomi- 
nee. 

MECKLENBURG 

Rev.  W.  M.  Boyce,  Jr.,  was  elected  mod- 
erator and  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie,  modera- 
tor-elect,  at   the   meeting   of  Mecklenburg 


Presbytery  April  19  at  the  Amity  Church, 
Charlotte.  Mr.  Boyce  is  pastor  of  St.  Paul 
Church  and  Mr.  Fogartie  is  minister  at 
Myers  Park  Church. 

Irwin  Belk,  head  of  a  committee  to 
gather  data  for  publication  of  a  Presbytery 
history,  announced  that  Charles  Brock- 
mann,  former  archivist  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Public  Library  and  a  Presbyterian  layman, 
will  write  the  history. 

ORANGE 

Rev.  C.  H.  Reckard,  pastor  of  the  Hills- 
boro  Church,  was  named  moderator-elect 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery  April  21  at  the  Shiloh  Church. 
He  succeeds  Rev.  Carl  Stark,  pastor  of  the 
Piedmont  Church,  Burlington. 

In  other  business  the  presbytery  revived 
a  long-standing  rule  that  ministers  coming 
into  the  Presbytery  write  a  thesis  on  their 
theological  beliefs.  A  report  was  also  adopt- 
ed establishing  a  system  for  electing  com- 
missioners to  the  General  Assembly. 

A.  Walton  Litz,  associate  director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  spoke  to  the 
group  concerning  the  ^  resposibility  for 
stewardship  and  the  work  of  the  Founda- 
tion. 

WILMINGTON 

Wilmington  Presbytery  met  at  Camp 
Monroe.  Laurinburg,  April  19,  with  Ruling 
Elder  Ramey  Davis,  of  the  Wildwood 
Church,  presiding  as  moderator. 

The  program  was  centered  around  plans 
of  Wilmington  Presbytery  to  build  a  camp 
near  Burgaw.  Speakers  on  the  program, 
presented  by  the  Camp  and  Conference

BIBLE  CLASSES  PROPOSED 

Revival  of  Bible  Instruction  In  public 
schools  of  Winston-Salem,  being  consider- 
ed by  the  Forsyth  Ministers  Fellowship, 
would  be  unconstitutional  in  the  opinion 
of  City  Attorney  Iving  Carlyle. 

A  study  committee  had  proposed  non- 
compulsory  Bible  courses  at  the  high 
school  level,  with  teachers  to  be  paid  by 
supporting  churches  thi-ough  the  public 
school  administration.  However,  Mr.  Car- 
lyle pointed  out  that  the  plan  provides 
classes  held  in  "public  school  buildings 
built  with  public  funds."  He  suggested 
consideration  of  a  "released  time"  pro- 
gram, at  which  time  students  would  be 
dismissed  from  school  to  attend  classes  at 
near-by  churches. 

Some  50  communities  in  North  Carolina 
now  offer  Bible  instruction  in  public 
schools.

Baney  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  announced  re- 
cently that  he  has  discovered  the  long-lost 
cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  on  the  bot- 
tom of  the  Dead  Sea.  He  said  evidence  in- 
dicated that  the  cities  were  engulfed  after 
collapse  of  a  levee  in  an  earthquake.  His 
team  of  divers  located  a  dike  which  he  said 
was  over  eight  feet  high  and  15  feet  wide.

Methodists  at  the  denominations  quadren- 
nial General  Conference  in  Denver  have 
voted  that  candidates  for  the  ministry  must 
promise  that  they  will  abstain  from  use  of 
tobacco.  Although  this  was  already  a  rule, 
the  Conference  recommended  that  it  be 
spelled  out.  In  another  action  the  delegates 
defeated  a  proposal  to  limit  positions  of 
leadership  to  "total  abstainers"  but  that  of- 
ficial leaders  "are  expected  to  refrain  from 

all  uses  of  intoxicating  beverages."

Of  the  world's  twelve  and  one-half  million 
Jews,  approximately  5,367,000  live  in  the 
United  States,  according  to  statistics  in  the 
1960  American  Jewish  Year  Book.

Confession,  he  said  in  a  sermon, 
should  not  be  compulsory  or  necessarily 
habitual,  but  those  "who  need  and  desire 
it"  should  be  given  an  opportunity.  He  said 
that  many  now  have  to  visit  psychologists, 
psychiatrists,  and  others,  who  do  the  work 
which  the  minister  should  properly  be  do- 
ing.

COLLEGE  CONTRACTS 
SIGNED 

Contracts  were  signed  recently  by  offi- 
cials of  Consolidated  Presbyterian  College 
with  McDevitt  and  Street  Construction 
Company  of  Charlotte  for  construction  of 
a  million  dollar  classroom  building.  Work 
on  the  huge  structure,  which  will  be  the 
first  major  building  under  construction 
on  the  college  campus  at  Laurinburg,  has 
already  begun  and  is  scheduled  for  comr 
pletion  in  May,  1961. 

The  academic  building  will  contain  ap- 
proximately 64,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space  and  will  be  able  to  accommodate 
1,000  students.  It  will  be  a  single  story 
structure  380  by  202  feet.  The  contem- 
porary style  architecture  will  feature  an 
aggregate  concrete  exterior  with  solar 
screens  protecting  windowed  areas.  The 
building,  designed  by  A.  G.  Odell,  Jr.,  and 
Associates  of  Charlotte,  will  be  air  con- 
ditioned and  will  have  ramps  for  para- 
lytic students.

The  report  will  show  that  Synod's  of- 
fice last  year  handled  19  different  ac- 
counts totalling  $1,304,584,  and  that  the 
volume  of  work  is  increasing,  requiring 
a  staff  of  from  three  to  seven  persons. 
Through  the  instructions  of  the  Synod 
of  1958  and  1959,  the  Council  has  proceed- 
ed with  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
office  building.  A  gift  of  property  in 
Cameron  Village,  Raleigh,  was  made  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  York  and  Associates,  and  the 
family  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  for  30 
years,  is  establishing  a  memorial  in  the 
building,  possibly  in  the  form  of  interior 
decorating.  The  Women  of  the  Church 
have  given  over  $10,000  toward  the  build- 
ing fund.  The  building,  which  will  cost 
approximately  $73,000,  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  the  fall. 

The  Public  Relations  area  of  the  Syn- 
od is  improving  with  the  publishing  of 
Synod's  paper,  Presbyterian  News  month- 
ly and  the  employment  of  an  assistant 
editor.  The  Committee  of  Church  Exten- 
sion is  recommending  that  a  Department 
of  Radio-Television  be  established  under 
the  supervision  of  Synod's  office. 

The  financial  picture  shows  that  in- 
creases were  reported  for  all  agencies  of 
Synod.  The  Synod  again  led  the  General 
Assembly  in  total  gifts  with  $14,230,955, 
including  benevolences,  current,  and 
building  expenses,  the  largest  on  record 
by  any  Synod.  The  total  per  capita  giving 
was  also  the  highest  ever,  $99.47.

TV-RADIO  WORKSHOP 

Plans  for  the  North  Carolina  Televi- 
sion-Radio Workshop  for  Religious  Work- 
ers to  be  held  July  18-21  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  are  now  near  com- 
pletion.

of  programs  on  the  air.

ing, Broadcasting  and  Film  Commission 
for  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
author  of  "Windows  Toward  God,"  and 
compiler  of  "How  You  Can  Broadcast 
Religion";  Gordon  Alderman,  Program 
Director  and  Production  Manager, 
WHEN-TV,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  Wesley  Wal- 
lace, Professor  in  the  Department  of  Rad- 
io, Television,  and  Motion  Pictures,  Uni- 
versity of  N.  C;  and  Fred  Ohl,  director.

GUIDANCE  CENTER  REPORT 

The  Sub-committee  on  the  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center,  Rev.  Samuel  W.  Newell 
of  Davidson,  chairman,  will  report  to 
Synod  that  during 
the  1959-60  school 
year  a  total  of  825 
counselees  were 
served  by  the  center 
at  Flora  Macdonald, 
an  increase  of  over 
300.  The  committee 
is  also  asking  for  a 
$4,000  increase  in  its 
budget  in  order  to 
add  an  additional 
counselor  for  the  in- 
creasing demand  for 
service. 

Newell  The  Guidance 

Center  was  estab- 
lished in  1952  and  has  been  under  the 
leadership  of  Professor  Rodger  W.  Decker, 
director.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  cen- 
ter is  to  provide  vocational  counseling, 
which  is  given  to  Presbyterian  young  peo- 
ple of  the  Synod  at  no  charge. 

The  1959-60  program  reached  youth 
from  98  Presbyterian  churches  in  the 
Synod  and  students  at  Flora  Macdonald 
College.  The  average  cost  per  counselee 
is  $20.36,  which  compares  with  an  aver- 
age of  $25.00  to  $50.00  in  similar  centers. 
The  program  is  supported  jointly  by  the 
Synod  and  Flora  Macdonald  College. 

The  Associate  Director  of  the  Center 
is  Professor  Ernest  H.  St.  Jacques,  and 
the  assistant  director  is  Professor  Harold 
F.  Stephenson. 

When  facilities  at  Consolidated  Pres- 
byterian College  are  completed  at  Laurin- 
burg, the  center  is  expected  to  move 
there.

Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon,  pastor  of 
the  First  Church,  Greenville,  co-host  for 
the  meeting  of  Synod,  is  a  member  of 
the  Campus  Chris- 
tian Life  and  Chris- 
tian Education  com- 
mittees.

ORPHANS'  HOME  REPORT 

M.  C.  Benton,  Jr.,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  Presbyterian 
Orphans'  Home  at  Barium  Springs,  will 
present  the  report  of  the  Home  to  Syn- 
od. 

The  report  will  show  that  of  the  $316,- 
391  received  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing Sept€mber  30,  1959,  $190,026  or  60^; 
came  from  Presbyterians  of  the  Synod. 
Total  expenses  at  the  home  amounted  to 
$286,747  for  a  per  capita  cost  of  $1,600. 

Mr.  Benton  will  also  report  that  the 
first  full  cycle  in  the  consolidation  of  the . 
Barium  Springs  students  at  Troutman 
High  School  has  been  completed  success- 
fully. Students  from  grade  five  through 
eight  have  also  been  consolidated. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  some  175 
children  on  the  campus,  compared  with 
260  of  ten  years  ago. 

The  report  also  shows  that  a  major  im- 
provement program  is  being  carried  out 
and  facilities  are  showing  improvement.

CRUISING  IN  THE  CARIBBEAN 

The  following  article  was  written  for  the  Presbyterian  News  by  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Zealy, 
pastor  of  the  Thomasboro  Church,  Charlotte,  who  recently  made  a  tour  of  the  Carib- 
bean as  chaplain  aboard  the  S.  S.  Homeric. 


During  the  severest  weather  of  the  win- 
ter of  1960,  Mrs.  Zealy  and  I  were  cruis- 
ing in  the  Caribbean  where  the  tempera- 
ture fluctuated  from  the  80's  to  the  90's. 
Summer  casuals  were  our  dress  and  "have 
fun"  was  the  order  of  the  day  on  a  16- 
day  cruise. 

I  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
S.  S.  Homeric,  a  luxury  liner,  owned  by 
the  Home  Lines,  sailing  from  New  York. 
This  company  is  American-owned,  docks 
its  ships  at  the  Swedish  Pier,  flies  a  Pan- 
amanian flag  and  the  crew  is  Italian 
Roman  Catholic.  On  this  trip  90%  of  the 
passengers  were  Jewish. 

The  company  grants  ministers  full 
passage  to  act  as  Protestant  Chaplain 
throughout  the  voyage.  You  are  required 
to  wear  clerical  (?)  for  identification 
purposes  for  the  first  few  days  out  and 
then  at  stated  times.  This  was,  to  put 
it  mildly,  an  innovation  for  me!  Holy 
Worship  was  conducted  in  the  Cinema 
Lounge,  "D"  Deck,  for  one  half  hour  on 
each  Sunday.  I  wore  a  clerical  collar  and 
robe.  Throughout  the  cruise  I  was  on 
duty.  Many  opportunities  afforded  me  the 
privilege  of  talking  to  passengers  and 
staff.  I  attended  a  Hebrew  worship  serv- 
ice on  Jewish  Sabbath.  Though  invited 
to  speak,  I  declined  because  I  had  not 
been  prepared  prior  to  the  invitation. 

The  National  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  of  America,  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment, is  the  Agency  which  recommends 
such  men  to  the  ship  lines. 


MISSIONARY  ELECTED 
CONGO  MODERATOR 

Rev.  David  A.  McLean,  Presbyterian, 
U.  S.,  missionary  supported  by  Winston- 
Salem's  Southminster  Church,  has  been 
elected  as  moderator  for  1961-62  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Congo. 

Mr.  McLean  was  elected  over  three 
Congolese  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Synod  as  an  autonomous  body.  His  elec- 
tion was  taken  as  a  significant  vote  of 
confidence  in  the  continuing  close  rela- 
tionship of  missionaries  and  the  national 
church. 


Never  have  we  enjoyed  such  a  trip.  The 
heavenly  deep  blue  waters  of  the  Carib- 
bean are  crystal  clear.  The  many  islands 
of  volcanic  origin  that  dot  the  Indies  are 
fairylike.  Such  exotic  spots  as  San  Juan, 
the  old  and  the  new,  the  Virgin  Islands, 
Grenada,  whose  sweet  scents  reminds  one 
of  grandmother's  kitchen,  Curacao,  a 
Dutch  island,  Venezula,  one  of  the  richest 
of  the  South  American  countries,  where 
one  views  a  part  of  the  chain  of  the 
Andes,  then  to  the  Canal  Zone  where 
you  may  take  a  train  south  north  (?) 
to  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  last  to  Jamaica 
where  the  magnificent  straw  market 
await  you. 

The  ship  was  longer  than  two  football 
fields  joined  together  lengthwise.  Five 
decks,  two  elevators,  swimming  pool, 
theater,  lounges,  deck  chairs,  gift  shops, 
barber  and  beauty  shops,  and  gymnasium 
were  provided  by  this  beautiful  liner.  Di- 
rected sports  to  pass  the  time  of  day  were 
offered  such  as  shuffle  board,  table  ten- 
nis, trap  shooting  and  a  golf  driving 
range. 

You  may  ride  the  horse  drawn  hacks 
in  Colon,  Canal  Zone;  or  bicycles  on  the 
island  of  Jamaica,  or  walk  through  the 
narrow  streets  of  Curacao,  a  cable  car  to 
Caracas,  a  sightseeing  bus  in  Panama 
City,  or  by  taxi  or  city  bus  lines  in  most 
of  the  ports.  The  food  aboard  ship  was 
the  most  varied  and  bountiful,  from 
caviar  to  cantelopes,  pheasants  to  frog 
legs.

Ralph  Scott,  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Church  Extension,  will 
present  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
the  Synod. 

The  Church  Ex- 
tension Committee 
includes  sub  -  com- 
mittees on  Negro 
Work,  Home  Mis- 
s  i  o  n  s,  Evangelism, 
and  Radio-Televi- 
sion. 

Mr.  Scott's  report 
will'  call  for  the 
establishment  of  a 
Radio  -  TV  depart- 
ment to  work  with 
Synod's  office  and  a 
Scott  full-time  director  of 

this  program.  A 
grant  of  $5,000'  from  the  Division  of  Rad- 
io and  Television  of  the  General  Assembly 
would  be  matched  to  provide  funds  for 
this  program.  The  program  would  be  set 
up  in  anticipation  of  the  Synod's  Sesqui- 
centennial  observance  in  1963. 

The  report  will  show  that  a  total  of 
$924,890  was  given  for  church  extension 
work  last  year  in  the  Assembly,  the  Syn- 
od, the  Presbyteries,  and  locally  as  com- 
pared with  $832,045  in  1958;  $482,692  in 
1950;  and  $159,807  in  1940. 

The  committee  report  shows  that  $20,400 
was  given  in  grants-in-aid  last  year  and 
35  loans  were  made  to  churches.  Salaries 
were  subsidized  in  the  amount  of  $27,922 
for  49  full-time  workets,  including  41 
ministers. 

The  committee  report  will  call  atten- 
tion to  the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  John 
A.  Redhead,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Greensboro,  who  appeared  on  the  Pres- 
byterian series  of  the  Protestant  Hour. 

Mr.  Scott,  a  deacon  at  the  Hawfields 
Church  and  brother  of  the  late  U.  S. 
Senator  Kerr  Scott,  completes  his  term 
as  chairman  of  the  Church  Extension 
Committee  this  year.  Rev.  W.  D.  Mcln- 
nis,  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Hender- 
son, who  this  year  served  as  chairman  of 
the  sub-committee  on  Evangelism,  has 
been  nominated  to  succeed  him.

Conference,  similar  to  this  year's  Confer- 
ence on  Evangelism,  which  would  stress 
the  program  and  need  of  the  church  in 
the  mission  field.  The  committee  will 
also  urge  churches  to  send  as  many  repre- 
sentatives as  possible  to  the  World  Mis- 
sion Conference  in  Montreat  July  28- 
August  3,  and  to  plan  more  visits  by  mis- 
sionaries to  local  churches  during  the 
year. 

In  summarizing  the  areas  of  work  and 
the  accomplishments  during  the  past  year 
in  mission  fields.  Dr.  Bryan  will  point 
out  the  following: 

The  Congo  Church,  now  with  autono- 
mous status,  has  been  greatly  aided  by 
the  training  given  the  Congolese  of  the 
Kasai  by  our  missionaries.  Dr.  Harry  Mof- 
fett,  who  will  speak  following  the  report, 
conferred  with  the  Church  there  recently. 

In  Brazil  the  Presbyterian  church  cel- 
ebrated its  Centennial,  which  was  attend- 
ed during  the  summer  by  several  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Assembly.  One  of 
the  greatest  needs  in  Brazil  is  for  an  ex- 
panding gospel,  especially  in  the  new  cap- 
ital, Brazilia. 

Due  to  Communist  infiltration  on  the 
Chinese  mainland,  most  of  the  missionary 
work  of  that  country  is  centered  on  Tai- 
wan, Free  China.  There  is  a  definite  need 
for  strengthening  our  forces  there. 

In  Japan  a  centennial  has  also  been 
celebrated.  Medical  work  in  the  country 
by  our  missionaries  has  been  particularly 
outstanding,  especially  after  the  typhoon 
"Vera."  More  emphasis  on  the  student 
population  is  the  greatest  need  of  present 
time. 

In  Korea,  a  rift  in  the  church,  which 
has  since  been  united,  has  caused  mis- 
sionaries to  lose  ground.  Although  an 
autonomous  church,  the  statesmanship  of 
missionaries  in  the  country  were  a  factor 
in  helping  to  ease  the  conflicts. 

The  Church  in  Mexico  has  vast  areas 
in  need  of  missionaries.  Dr.  James  A. 
Jones,  a  member  of  the  Synod,  is  on  a 
three-man  Committee  delegated  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  meet  with  leaders 
of  the  church. 

Our  first  Presbyterian,  U.  S.,  mission- 
aries are  now  in  Portugal.  With  our  co- 
operation with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  USA,  prospects  look  hopeful  for 
a  fruitful  ministry. 

In  Ecuador  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  further  mission  work. 

In  Iraq  effective  native  leadership  is 
one  of  the  greatest  needs.  Missionaries  are 
not  being  molested  by  the  Moslems  at  the 
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Turner

calls  attention  to  the  Youth  Conference 
to  be  held  at  Davidson,  June  27-July  2, 
and  the  Seventh  Quadrennial  Youth  Con- 
vention in  December  at  Dallas,  Texas. 

In  Men's  Work,  the  report  will  announce 
the  Christian  Youth  Conference  for 
Negro  Young  People  to  be  held  June  27- 
July  2,  sponsored  by  the  Men  of  the 
Synod. 

In  Leadership  Education  and  Area 
Work,  the  committee  will  report  24  leader- 
ship schools  have  been  held  during  the 
past  year;  14  clinics,  75  camps  and  con- 
ferences, 21  vacation  church  school  in- 
stitutes, and  21  youth  rallies  and  other 
retreats,  etc. 

The  report  will  recommend  greater  em- 
phasis on  the  program  of  adult  educa- 
tion, with  the  formation  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion Councils  on  the  local  level.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie  of  Charlotte, 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Christian  Education,  will  give  the  com- 
mittee's report  to  Synod  when  it  meets 
June  14-15  at  Greenville. 

The  report  will  summarize  the  work  of 
the  Christian  Education  Committee  dur- 
ing the  year.  Following  the  report,  Mr. 
Fogartie  will  present  the  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  Director  of  Christian  Education 
for  the  Synod,  who  will  in  turn  present 
Rev.  James  T.  Womack,  who  will  address 
Synod  concerning  his  recent  participation 
in  the  White  House  Conference  for  Chil- 
dren and  Youth. 

In  the  area  of  Children's  Work,  the 
Christian  Education  Committee  will  report 
that  Vacation  Church  School  Institutes 
have  been  held  in  every  Presbytery 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Area  Directors 
of  Christian  Education.  During  1959,  533 
Vacation  Church  Schools  were  held  in 
the  Synod  with  an  enrollment  of  33,544 
pupils  and  7,527  adult  workers.  The  re- 
port will  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  nine  training  centers  with 
teacher  consultants  located  in  the  Synod 
for  the  use  of  churches.  It  will  also  call 
attention  to  the  Area  Laboratory  School 
to  be  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Wilson,  July  10-15,  which  will 
provide  training  for  the  various  children's 
departments.

CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  REPORT 

Rev.  I.  Howard  Chadwick,  chairman  of 
the  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Christian  Relations  will  present  the  re- 
port of  the  commit- 
tee to  the  Synod 
Wednesday  morning 
June  15. 

A  recommendation 
calling  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  Coun- 
cils on  Alcohol- 
ism  for  communities 
throughout  the  Syn- 
od will  be  presented 
for  approval.  Speak- 
ing in  connection 
with  the  recommen- 
dation will  be  Worth 
Williams,  executive 
secretary  of  the 
Greensboro  Council  on  Alcoholism. 

Another  recommendation  calls  for  the 
establishment  of  human  relation  councils 
in  communities  where  they  do  not  exist 
for  the  strengthening  of  communication 
between  the  races.  The  Committee  is  also 
urging  that  Christian  Relations  Commit- 
tees be  established  in  presbyteries  along 
the  same  line  as  the  Synod  Committee. 

Mr.  Chadwick  will  present  the  following 
committee  representatives  for  approval  of 
Synod.  Mr.  Charles  Hunter  of  Charlotte 
to  attend  the  Rural  Churchmen's  Sem- 
inar; Rev.  E.  T.  Thompson,  Jr.,  Shelby,  to 
attend  the  Churchmen's  Washington  Sem- 
inar; and  Rev.  W.  C.  Neill  of  Aberdeen 
to  attend  the  World  Affairs  Seminar.

HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

The  Higher  Education  Committee,  Dr. 
Charles  Lynn  Brown,  chairman,  will  re- 
port to  Synod  for  its  three  sub-commit- 
tees, Campus  Christian  Life,  Vocational 
Guidance,  and-  Educational  Institutions. 

This  is  the  last  year  in  which  this 
committee  will  function  under  the  pres- 
ent structure.  Beginning  next  year,  the 
Campus  Christian  Life  committee  will  be- 
come an  executive  committee,  and  the 
Vocational  Guidance  and  Educational  In- 
stitutions Committees  will  be  under  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Educational  In- 
stitutions. 

Dr.  Brown's  Committee  will  ask  Synod 
to  approve  the  calls  of  Miss  Patricia  E. 
Hall  as  CCL  worker  at  Woman's  College 
and  Miss  Brandon  McDaniel  at  East  Car- 
olina College.  He  will  also  ask  that  Syn- 
od express  its  gratitude  for  the  work  of 
Rev.  Sheldon  F.  Koesy  at  ECC,  Rev.  Har- 
ry E.  Smith  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  Mrs.  Fay 
Phillips  at  Woman's  College,  all  of  whom 
have  resigned  their  positions. 

Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  former  pres- 
ident of  Flora  Macdonald  College  and 
acting  president  of  Consolidated  College, 
will  also  be  commended  for  his  "devoted 
and  sacrificial"  service  to  the  Synod.  He 
is  now  president  of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Me- 
morial Foundation,  Banner  Elk. 

Immediately  following  the  report  of  the 
Higher  Education  Committee,  Dr.  Ansley 
C.  Moore,  the  new  president  of  the  Con- 
solidated Presbyterian  College,  will  ad- 
dress the  Synod. 


The  First  Church  of  Fayetteville,  found- 
ed in  1880  by  the  Scottish  Highlanders, 
held  its  160th  anniversary  celebration 
May  29. 

A  homecoming  and  reopening  of  the 
restored  sanctuary  were  a  part  of  the 
celebration,  which  began  with  Dr.  Walk- 
er B.  Healy,  a  former  pastor,  conducting 
the  morning  service.  Dr.  J.  Rupert  Mc- 
Gregor, the  present  pastor,  conducted  the 
dedication  exercise  in  the  afternoon. 

The  church  has  a  background  of  great 
historical  interest,  as  it  was  begun  with 
the  settling  of  Scotch  immigrants  in  1755. 
The  first  religious  leader  of  the  High- 
landers in  the  Cape  Fear  area  was  Rev. 
David  Kerr,  who  arrived  from  Ireland 
in  1791  and  conducted  worship  services 
in  the  State  House.  He  left  Fayetteville 
to  become  a  teacher  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina. 

In  1755  Rev.  Hugh  McAden,  early  Pres- 
byterian leader,  came  from  Pennsylvania 
and  held  a  service  in  Fayetteville.  He  re- 
turned and  persuaded  Rev.  James  Camp- 
bell to  come  to  the  area  and  preach.  Mr. 
Campbell  first  preached  in  private  homes 
but  later  conducted  services  in  the  Bluff, 
Long  Street,  and  Barbecue  areas.  Follow- 
ing him  were  other  early  Presbyterian 
evangelists  who  all  were  responsible  for 
the  growth  of  Presbyterianism  in  this 
area. 

Rev.  John  Robinson  came  from  Cabar- 
rus County  in  1800  and  organized  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  In  1801  there 
were  only  17  members  of  the  church.  In 
1816  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for  a  church 
building.  Among  contributors  to  the  build- 
ing fund  were  James  Monroe  and  John 
Quincy  Adams,  both  to  become  presidents 
of  the  U.  S. 

In  1831  a  fire  destroyed  almost  the 
whole  town,  including  the  church.  A  new 
sanctuary  was  built  and  dedicated  in  1832, 
the  sermon  being  delivered  by  Rev.  Hen- 
ry A.  Rowland,  the  pastor. 

An  educational  wing  v^sls  given  by  Mr. 
W.  W.  Fuller  of  New  York,  a  son  of  the 
church,  through  a  bequest,  and  was  dedi- 
cated in  1942  and  named  the  Fuller  Me- 
morial Building.  The  Historical  Room  is 
located  in  this  wing  and  contains  many 
treasured  mementoes  of  the  church's  past, 
including  the  first  pulpit  Bible  and  a  sil- 


ver communion  service  dated  1824,  which 
is  still  used  for  communion. 

A  Sunday  School  assembly  and  class- 
rooms were  added  during  the  pastorate 
of  Dr.  W.  E.  Hill.  In  1944  the  assembly 
room  was  remodeled  into  a  chapel  and 
furnished  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Pittman. 
The  Charles  Rankin  Building  was  erected 
by  the  Calvin  Bible  Class  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Rankin,  in  honor  of  her  husband, 
who  taught  the  class  for  many  years. 

In  the  restoration  of  the  sanctuary,  the 
original  Colonial  architecture  has  been 
retained.  The  interior  is  finished  in  white. 
The  pews  are  of  a  style  similar  to  the 
original  with  red  velvet  cushions.  The 
sanctuary  will  seat  approximately  850  per- 
sons. 

Since  its  organization,  twenty-five  min- 
isters have  served  the  church,  five  of 
whom  are  buried  in  Old  Cross  Creek 
Cemetery. 

LOSSES  FROM  FIRES  RISE 

Church  losses  from  major  fires  took  a 
sharp  rise  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  during  the  past  year,  with  more 
than  $3,000,000  worth  of  church  property 
destroyed  in  10  large-loss  fires. 

A  report  released  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  showed  that  the 
previous  year's  record  was  $1,170,000  from 
four  major  fires. 

These   figures   are  compiled   only  for 
fires  causing  individual  loss  of  $250,000  or' 
more.  Other  estimated  figures  indicated 
that  fires  of  all  sizes  cost  churches  an 
average  of  about  $15,000,000  annually. 

The  largest  single  loss  was  the  $400,000 
destruction  of  St.  Mary's  Catholic  Church 
in  Westphalis,  Mich.,  on  April  20. 

BOLD  CHURCH  STAND  URGED 

Patrick  E.  Gorman,  a  leader  in  the 
AFL-CIO,  in  a  recent  editorial  urged 
churches  to  take  a  bold  stand  on  social 
issues,  even  if  it  costs  them  financial  sup- 
port from  wealthy  contributors.  He  was 
taking  issue  with  a  recent  statement  by 
Presbyterian  J.  Howard  Pew  of  Philadel- 
phia, head  of  an  oil  company,  who  said 
that  many  business  men  were  withholding 
financial  support  from  their  churches  be- 
cause they  disapproved  of  stands  taken  on 
social  issues.

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SUGAW  CREEK  HISTORICAL 
MUSEUM 

The  Women  of  Sugaw  Creek  Church, 
Charlotte,  have  begun  the  development  of 
a  museum  in  the  old  session  house  which 
is  located  on  the  church  grounds. 

Mrs.  Merl  Long,  last  year's  president, 
conceived  the  idea  last  year  and  this 
year's  president,  Mrs.  John  Blue,  wants 
to  continue  the  project. 

The  museum  will  be  known  as  Sugaw 
Creek  Historical  Museum  and  will  be 
housed  in  the  small  brick  session  house 
built  in  1837. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  museum  could 
be  opened  before  June  1. 

Anyone  who  wishes  to  furnish  material 
for  the  collection  should  get  in  touch  with 
the  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Thompson  or 
Mrs.  Long. 

Mrs.  Blue  recently  mentioned  several 
articles  which  have  already  been  accepted 
for  the  museum.  They  include  an  old 
family  Bible  from  the  Hunter  family 
which  helped  found  the  church,  a  foot- 
pedal  type  organ  used  in  the  church, 
and  a  clock  once  used  in  the  session  house. 


UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN 
STATISTICS 

Membership  in  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled  3,209,682  in 
1959,  an  increase  of  50,120  over  the  prev- 
ious year,  according  to  a  report  at  the 
annual  General  Assembly  of  the  denomi- 
nation in  Cleveland. 

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake  of  Philadel 
phia,  stated  clerk,  reported  at  total  of 
12.041  ordained  ministers,  compared  to 
11,801  in  1958. 

The  denomination  now  numbers  9,389 
congregations  in  220  Presbyteries. 

Total  contributions  last  year  amounted 
to  $259,322,757  compared  with  $242,583,788 
in  1959. 


"OPERATION  BEACHHEAD 
FOR  CHRIST" 

The  Little  Chapel-on-the-Boardwalk  at 
Wrightsville  Beach  will  again  sponsor  the 
youth  program  begun  last  year  called 
"Operation  Beachhead  for  Christ."

Roy  Larsen  of  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  Richmond  was  head  of  last  year's 
staff.  Other  staff  workers  included  Evelyn 
Topping  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  and  Frances  King 
and  Jennie  Beck  of  Flora  Macdonald. 
Miss  Beck  has  since  joined  the  Little 
Chapel  as  Director  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

This  summer  Rev.  Rick  Meeth  of  Clear- 
water, Fla.,  who  last  year  conducted  a 
two-week  drama  class,  will  be  director 
of  the  program  and  will  be  assisted  by 
seven  workers. 

A  new  phase  of  this  year's  program 
will  be  elective  courses  on  a  high  school 
and  college  level. 

The  program  is  aimed  at  providing  a 
summer  program  for  the  many  vacation- 
ers at  Wrightsville  Beach.  Rev.  William 
Burns,  pastor  of  the  Little  Chapel,  says 
that  he  hopes  the  program  can  eventual- 
ly expand  to  include  adults  as  well.

MINISTERS'  CONFERENCE 

The  third  annual  Ministers'  Conference 
for  the  Northeastern  North  Carolina  area 
was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches  on  April 
29  in  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C.  Program  Lead- 
er for  the  day  was  Dr.  Harold  White,  of 
Belvidere,  N.  C,  who  led  the  Negro  and 
white  ministers  of  several  denominations 
in  a  round  table  discussion  on  the  theme, 
"The  Gospel  for  the  Bible  Belt."  Dr. 
White  is  a  member  of  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery and  serves  as  program  director  for 
the  Tri-County  Ministerial  Association  of 
Chowan,  Gates  and  Perquimans  counties. 

The  program  consisted  of  a  round  ta- 
ble discussion  by  two  white  and  two  Negro 
ministers  on  the  implication  of  the  gos- 
pel for  the  social  tensions  and  ethical 
dilemmas  faced  by  Christians  of  both 
races  today.  The  other  white  minister  who 
took  part  was  the  Rev.  H.  Worth  Pearce, 
Methodist  minister  of  Columbia,  N.  C.  The 
Negro  ministers  were  the  Rev.  Raymond 
Stephens,  AME  Zion  minister  of  Eliza- 
beth City,  N.  C,  and  the  Rev.  F.  L.  An- 
drews, minister  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Hertford,  N.  C. 

The  conference  also  heard  an  address 
by  a  representative  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches,  the  Rev.  Gaylord  B. 
Noyce,  pastor  of  the  United  Church,  Ra- 
leigh. 

At  .  the  close  of  the  conference  Dr. 
White  read  a  summary  of  the  findings 
of  the  discussion.  Key  paragraphs  of  the 
summary  follows: 

"It  is  urgent  today  that  people  of  all  races 
become  the  kind  of  people  that  nobody 
should  want  to  segregate,  if  peace  is  to  be'j 
preserved  anywhere.  The  gospel  of  Christ 
actually  made  that  kind  of  people  in  the 
early  church  by  humbling  the  racial  pride' 
of  the  Jewish  Christians  and  by  raising  the 
moral  standards  of  the  Gentile  Christians. 
By  meeting  each  other  at  the  cross  of 
Christ,  they  yielded  to  God's  action  in 
breaking  down  the  'middle  wall  of  parti- 
tion' (Eph.  2:14)  which  the  Jews  had  pre- 
viously found  necessary  to  keep  up  against 
the  Gentiles  as  a  bulwark  against  their 
heathen  customs. 

"Today,  as  of  the  old,  the  only  safe  place 
for  people  of  different  races  or  cultures  to 
meet  is  at  the  foot  of  the  cross.

McAlpine,  missionary  to  Japan,  commis- 
sioners to  the  General  Assembly,  and  va- 
rious committees. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  will 
be  held  at  Glade  Valley  September  27. 

May  8,  with  the  Rev.  Marion  S.  Huske,  for- 
mer pastor  of  the  church,  conducting  the 
service.  Others  participating  were  the  pas- 
tor. Rev.  William  D.  Varker;  Rev.  Allen  Mc- 
Sween,  pastor  of  Starmount  Church.  Greens- 
boro; Dr.  R,  H.  Stone,  Execeutive  Secretary 
of  Orange  Presbytery;  and  Rev.  William  Cur- 
rie,  associate  pastor  of  the  Greensboro  First 
Church. 


Miss  Helen  Keller,  who  will  be  80  on 
June  27  and  who  has  been  blind  and  deaf 
since  she  was  19  months  old,  was  recent- 
ly elected  an  honorary  life  member  of  the 
American  Bible  Society.  The  society,  which 
is  this  year  observing  its  125th  anniversary 
of  working  with  the  blind,  presented  Miss 
Keller  with  a  plaque  inscribed  "Insight 
comes  not  by  the  eye  nor  wisdom  by  hear- 
ing. But  from  a  heart  of  faith  inspired  by 
the  Word  of  God  rise  truth  and  love  to 
bless  all  mankind."  The  Society  distributes 
scriptures  in  Braille,  other  embossed  print- 
ing systems  and  Talking  Book  records. 


Protestantism  is  rapidly  gaining  strength 
in  several  overseas  lands  where  it  is  a  mi- 
nority movement,  according  to  Dr.  Clyde 
W.  Taylor,  an  executive  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Evangelicals.  Dr.  Taylor  said 
that  despite  religious  and  civil  opposition. 
Protestantism  is  gaining  in  such  countries 
as  Columbia,  Spain,  Italy,  and  Greece.  He 
also  pointed  out  that  China  and  North  Ko- 
rea are  dark  exceptions,  because  Christian 
Churches  there  have  been  obliterated  by 
Communism. 


William  Cardinal  Godfry,  Archbishop  of 
Westminster,  said  recently  that  in  casting 
their  votes,  Roman  Catholics  need  not  nec- 
essarily choose  a  candidate  who  believes  as 
they  do  but  should  vote  for  one  who  places 
"state  above  party  and  God  above  all  else." 
"We  do  not  express  preference  for  Catholics 
in  high  public  office,"  he  added.  "We  have 
no  Catholic  party.  We  are  free  to  vote  as 
we  will  for  any  upright  candidate." 


Southern  Baptist  preachers  attending  their 
annual  Pastors'  Conference  in  Miami  Beach, 
Fla.,  were  told  they  should  eat  less  and 
live  longer.  Dr.  Wayne  E.  Gates,  professor 
at  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  told  the  group  that  if  over- 
weight shortens  life,  ministers  have  a  re- 
ligious reason  for  eating  less — "not  to  short- 
en your  service  to  God."  He  admitted  that 
temperate  eating  is  difficult  for  preachers, 
since  the.v  eat  in  other  people's  homes  so 
much,  but  Dr.  Oates  suggested  that  the 
preachers  eat  more  meals  at  home  and  "let 
your  stomach  rest." 


A  'Vatican  City  newspaper  recently  as- 
serted in  a  front-page  article  on  politics  that 
the  hierarchy  has  the  "duty  and  right  to 
guide,  direct,  and  correct"  the  faithful  in 
the  political  field,  just>  as  it  has  in  other 
aspects  of  life.  "A  Catholic  can  never  pre- 
scind from  the  teachings  and  directives  of 
the  Church.  In  every  sector  of  his  activity 
he  must  inspire  his  public  and  private  con- 
duct by  the  laws,  orientations,  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  hierarchy." 
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Rev.  James  Howell,  pastor  of  the  Wentworth  Church,  is  shown  as  he  visits  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jasper  T.  Roberts,  members  of  his  congregation.

STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 
MEETS 

Dr.  Ernest  A.  Arnold,  secretary  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Department  of  Radio, 
Television,  and  Audio-Visuals,  Atlanta, 
addressed  the  meeting  of  the  sub-commit- 
tee on  Stewardship  and  Budget  meeting 
May  25  at  the  White  Memorial  Church, 
Raleigh. 

Dr.  Arnold  spoke  concerning  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Director  of  Radio,  Televi- 
sion, and  Audio- Visuals  in  the  Synod  in 
a  three-year  pilot  plan.  The  General  As- 
sembly would  provide  $5,000  per  year  to 
be  matched  by  the  Synod  to  establish 
this  department,  which  would  be  located 
in  Synod's  office  in  Raleigh. 

The  sub-committee  also  approved  a 
budget  for  1961  totalling  $2,621,709.  This 
includes  $1,509,958  for  the  causes  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  $1,111,751  for  Syn- 
od's causes. 

Dr.  James  R.  Wright  of  Raleigh,  the 
chairman,  presided  at  the  day-long  meet- 
ing. 

A  breakdown  of  the  budget  for  Synod, 
shows  that  $623,100  has  been  approved 
for  higher  education,  including  $525,000 
for  the  educational  institutions  of  Syn- 
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od,  $77,300  for  Campus  Christian  Life,  and 
$20,800  for  the  Guidance  Center  at  Flora 
Macdonald  College. 

The  church  extension  budget  for  1961 
totals  $109,761;  Homes  (Presbyterian 
Home  at  High  Point  and  Barium  Springs 
Orphans'  Home),  $260,000;  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, $76,690;  $6,200  for  inter-church 
relations  (North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches);  and  $36,000  for  the  Contin- 
gency Salary  Fund. 

The  total  budget  approved  for  both  As- 
sembly and  Synod  is  an  increase  of  $94,- 
952  over  last  year's  total  of  $2,526,756. 

BREWER  SPEAKS 

Mr.  J.  B.  Brewer,  the  moderator-nomi- 
nee of  the  Synod,  addressed  the  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  the  week  of  May  15,  con- 
cerning the  recent  study  and  report  con- 
cerning Ministers'  Salaries,  which  Mr. 
Brewer  headed  in  this  Synod. 

Mr.  Brewer  has  led  a  movement  for 
several  years  in  the  Synod  urging  Pres- 
byteries to  relieve  ministers  of  necessary 
professional  expenses  such  as  travel  ex- 
penses, books,  etc.  The  study  has  been  a 
a  pioneer  in  this  field  and  similar  studies 
are  now  being  conducted  throughout  the 
Assembly.

Presbyterian  Life,  national  semi-monthly 
magazine  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  A.,  defended  the  denomination's 
right  to  "speak  on  controversial  questions 
in  the  realm  of  public  policy."  A  leading 
layman,  J.  Howard  Pew,  Philadelphia  in- 
dustrialist and  president  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Foundation,  had  stated  that  many 
businessmen  are  withholding  financial  sup- 
port from  their  churches  because  they  feel 
many  pronouncements  on  social  issues  over- 
step the  Church's  "proper  sphere."  The  mag- 
azine said  that  the  church  has  as  its  mis- 
sion "the  conscience  of  the  culture  in  the 
midst  of  which  it  preaches."

Knoxville  Presbytery  compromised  the 
controversial  issue  of  Integrating  its  new 
$243,000  camp  and  conference  center  by 
voting  to  conduct  one  integrated  camp  ses- 
sion and  two  segregated  sessions  this  sum- 
mer. Integration  of  the  camp  was  approved 
in  February,  but  later  four  Knoxville  area 
churches  voiced  opposition.  The  only  Ne- 
gro church  in  the  presbytery  is  Fairview 
Church,  Chattanooga,  with  90  members. 
***** 

Dr.  Arthur  L.  Miller  of  Denver,  Colo.,  re- 
tiring moderator  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  V.  S.  A.,  digressed  from  his 
prepared  address  at  the  annual  General  As- 
sembly of  his  denomination  to  chide  the 
West  and  East  for  the  tense  world  situa- 
tion following  the  failure  of  the  Summit 
Conference.  He  called  on  the  United  States 
to  become  "a  great  loving  nation  led  by  a 
church  where  people  revealed  a  love  so 
powerful,  so  all-permeating  that  the  whole 
nation  could  be  swept  up  in  this  great  im- 
perative to  love  one  another." 


The  first  interracial  pastorate  in  Phila- 
delphia has  been  instituted  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Philadelphia  at  the  Tioga  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Philadelphia. 
The  co-pastors  are  the  Rev.  A.  Frederick 
Huish,  who  left  a  white  congregation  in 
West  Philadelphia,  and  the  Rev.  Walter  D. 
Bowen,  a  Negro.  Mr.  Bowen's  congregation 
was  recently  transferred  to  the  Tioga  church, 
whose  white  congregation  was  diminishing. 
Mr.  Bowen  is  an  alumus  of  Livingstone  Col- 
lege, Salisbury,  N.  C.

Dr.  Wade  Cothran  Smith,  91,  Presby- 
terian evangelist  and  author,  died  May 
16  in  Weaverville  where  he  came  as 
associate  editor  of  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Journal  in  1953.  Dr.  Smith  was 
the  author  of  the  popular  cartoon  "Little 
Jetts,"  which  told  Bible  stories,  for  35 
years.  His  "New  Testament  for  Fishers 
of  Men"  has  sold  over  600,000  copies. 
Services  were  held  at  Weaverville  and 
at  Bethel  Church  Cemetery  at  Staunton, 
Va.

Evangelism  Conference 

Representatives  to  the  Conference  on 
Evangelism  which  was  held  June  13-14  in 
Greenville  heard  the  "Mission  to  the  Na- 
tion" outlined  and  interpreted  by  various 
church  leaders  from  throughout  the  state. 
Over  300  men,  women,  and  young  people 
attended  the  sessions,  held  at  East  Caro- 
lina College. 

Rev.  W.  D.  Mclnnis,  chairman  of 
Synod's  Evangelism  Committee,  presided 
at  the  opening  session  of  the  conference 
and  explained  the  three  main  areas  of  the 
evangelism  program  planned  as  a  part  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  celebra- 
tion of  its  centennial.  "These  areas,  the 
mission  of  friendship,  Christian  action, 
and  proclamation,  were  the  themes  for 
various  seminars  and  workshops  conduct- 
ed during  the  two  days. 

Rev.  R.  Don  Carson,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Sanford,  in  interpreting  the  Mis- 
sion of  Proclamation,  called  on  the  church 
to  speak  in  simple  terms  in  telling  the 
story  of  God.  He  pointed  out  that  this 
mission  would  be  further  stressed  by  con- 
centrated evangelistic  services  during  Pre- 
Easter  Week,  1961. 

Dr.  Harry  M.  Moffett,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Gastonia,  interpreting  the 
Mission  of  Action,  called  on  leaders  to 
take  a  responsibility  in  meeting  the  prob- 
lems facing  the  community.

Mr.  J.  B.  Brewer,  ruling  elder  of  the 
First  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  was  officially 
named  1960  moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  at  the  opening  session  of 
the  Synod  June  14  at  East  Carolina  Col- 
lege. He  succeeded  Rev.  Chester  Alexand- 
er, pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Burling- 
ton, who  preached  the  retiring  moderator's 
sermon. 

The  546  representatives  attending  Synod 
unanimously  nominated  Rev.  Warner  L. 
Hall,  pastor  of  Charlotte's  Covenant 
Church,  for  moderator  of  the  1961  Synod, 
which  will  be  held  in  Raleigh. 

The  opening  session  also  saw  the  ap- 
pearance of  Dr.  Marion  A.  Boggs,  pastor 
of  the  Second  Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  who  spoke  on 
"Issues  Before  the  Church  in  the  Centen- 
nial Year."  He  called  on  the  church  to 
continue  its  ministry  of  reconciliation, 
especially  during  the  times  of  racial  ten- 
sion, and  to  accept  the  challenge  of  min- 
istering to  all  people. 

Dr.  Boggs  was  presented  in  connection 
with  the  report  of  Synod's  Council,  Voit 
Gilmore,  chairman. 

A  record-breaking  benevolence  budget 
of  $2,620,709  was  adopted  at  the  after- 
noon session.  The  budget  calls  for  a  near- 
ly four-cent  increase  in  the  per  capita 
assessment. 

Another  feature  at  this  session  was  the 
honoring  of  the  General  Secretary,  Dr. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  upon  his  ten  years  of 
service.

The  Rural  Church  Convocation,  spon- 
sored by  the  Rural  Church  Committee  of 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  and  the 
School  of  Agriculture  of  N.  C.  State  Col- 
lege, is  open  to  all  church  leaders  interest- 
ed in  the  problems  and  opportunities  of 
rural  communities. 

Among  the  principal  speakers  will  be 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  and  Dr. 
Brooks  H.  James,  Director  of  Instruction 
of  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  N.  C. 
State.  Other  speakers  are  Mr.  Phillip  F.

delinquency,  alcoholism,  racial  tensions, 
and  others.  In  his  address  "The  Good 
News  of  God,"  Dr.  Anderson  spoke  con- 
cerning the  mission  of  proclamation  and 
the  message  of  Jesus  Christ  which  the 
church  must  carry  to  all  men. 

Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall  was  the  principal 
speaker  for  the  Tuesday  morning  session. 
Dr.  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Pearsall  Memorial 
Church,  Wilmington,  outlined  the  chal- 
lenge facing  the  church  at  the  present 
time.  The  only  cure  for  the  divided  and 
needy  world  is  through  the  church,  he 
pointed  out.  "Governments  cannot  give  it." 

Seminars  for  more  intensive  training  in 
the  mission  were  held  throughout  the  two 
days.  Leaders  for  these  seminars  were 
Rev.  Robert  Turner  of  Charlotte  and  Dr, 
John  S.  Brown  of  Raleigh,  "Mission  of 
FWendship";  Dr.  Malcolm  Calhoun  of 
Richmond  and  Hon.  Malcolm  B.  Seawell 
of  Raleigh,  "Mission  of  Christian  Action"; 
Dr.  Sidney  A.  Gates  of  Salisbury  and  Rev. 
George  L.  Riddle  of  Cherryville,  "Evange- 
listic Preaching";  Dr.  A.  Clarke  Dean  of 
Charlotte  and  Rev.  Horace  H.  Hilton  of 
Wilmington,  "Local  Church  Organization." 

Workshops  for  aid  in  specific  problems 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  Sam  H.  Zealy, 
Rev.  Horace  H.  Hilton,  Rev.  Howard  Gil- 
keson.  Rev.  E.  E.  Kirkman,  Rev.  Raymond 
A.  Horn,  and  Rev.  I.  Stuart  McElroy. 

The  conference  was  concluded  at  noon

Dr.  John  A.  Red- 
head, Jr.,  pastor  of 
the  First  Church, 
Greensboro,  was  cit- 
ed by  the  147th  an- 
nual Synod  of  North 
Carolina  for  his  con- 
tributions to  the 
Church  through 
radio  and  television 
ministry. 

The  citation  adop- 
ted by  the  Synod 
read :  "That  Synod 
Redhead  take  cognizance  of 
the  prominence  of 
the  service  rendered  by  Dr.  John  A.  Red- 
head of  Greensboro  in  the  field  of  radio- 
television  and  appropriately  express  to 
Dr.  Redhead  appreciation  for  the  magni- 
ficent contribution  he  has  rendered  the 
church  at  large  through  the  ministry  of 
the  word  over  radio  and  television  and 
further  that  Synod,  by  communications  to 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greens- 
boro, express  its  gratitude  to  the  church 
for  lending  I>r.  Redhead  to  the  church  at 
large  for  his  radio-television  ministry." 

Mr.  Ralph  Scott,  chairman  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee,  noted  that 
Dr.  Redhead  has  apeared  on  40  programs 
in  the  Presbyterian  Series  of  the  Protes- 
tant Hour,  on  the  National  Radio  Pulpit 
four  different  summers  and  on  13  televis- 
ion programs  in  the  series,  "Man  to  Man." 
"It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  Dr. 
Redhead  has  had  more  far-reaching  in- 
fluence than  any  minister  of  our  church, 
and  possibly  more  than  any  living  Presby- 
terian.

SYNOD  MEETING

Tuesday  Evening  Session 

A  recommendation  that  a  department 
of  Radio  and  Television  be  established  for 
the  Synod  was  adopted  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing. Presented  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  Church  Extension,  Ralph  Scott, 
chairman,  the  recommendation  calls  for 
the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  included  in  the 
budget,  to  be  matched  by  TRAV,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly's  Department  of  Radio, 
Television,  and  Audio-Visuals,  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  Dr.  Ernest  Arnold, 
TRAV  secretary,  was  present  for  Synod, 
and  explained  the  pilot  project  to  the 
representatives.  The  program  will  be  con- 
ducted under  the  supervision  of  Synod's 
office  in  Raleigh. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Bottoms,  secretary  of 
Negro  Work  for  the  General  Assembly, 
was  presented  in  connection  with  the 
Church  Extension  report.  (See  page  4). 

Dr.  Harry  M.  Moffett,  Jr.  addressed 
Synod  on  Tuesday  evening  in  connection 
with  the  report  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions.  Dr.  Moffett  spoke  on  the  current 
crisis  in  the  Congo,  and  warned  repre- 
sentatives of  the  dangers  facing  our  mis- 
sionaries there.  He  pointed  out  that  in- 
dependence granted  the  Congolese  on 
June  30  presents  many  problems,  as  tribal 
tension  is  very  high.  The  report  of  the 
committee  said  that  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  natives  and  missionaries  had 
been  endangered  because  of  racial  ten- 
sions. 

Higher  Education  Report 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  Synod 
meeting  was  the  report  of  the  Elxecutive 
Committee  of  Higher  Education  by  Rev. 
Charles  Lynn  Brown,  chairman.  A  resolu- 
tion setting  the  timetable  for  the  merger 
of  the  three  colleges  to  be  consolidated 
was  adopted.  (See  page  4). 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  the 
Consolidated  College,  reported  on  the  pro- 
gress of  the  new  institution.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  new  college  will  later  be 
given  a  permanent  name.  Also  he  assured 


Synod  that  steps  were  being  taken  to  as- 
sure full  accreditation  in  line  with  that 
of  the  present  institutions.  The  college  is 
scheduled  to  open  in  1961. 

Dr.  Moore  reported  that  construction 
was  begun  in  April  on  the  first  building 
on  the  campus,  a  one-million-dollar  ac- 
ademic building.  Landscaping  and  other 
preliminary  preparations  have  been  under- 
way for  several  months.  Architects  are 
now  working  on  plans  for  other  buildings 
to  be  completed  before  the  opening,  in- 
cluding dormitories,  student  center,  music 
building,  auditorium,  library,  gym,  and 
field  house,  administration,  and  chapel. 
A  capital  funds  campaign  in  1962  will  seek 
a  total  of  $3,500,000  to  supplement  the 
present  funds. 

An  address  by  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  in 
connection  with  the  report  of  the  Chris- 
tian Relations  Committee,  concluded  the 
major  reports.  The  Wednesday  afternoon 
session  was  composed  primarily  of  mis- 
cellaneous reports. 


DR.  HALL  NOMINATED 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Cov- 
enant Church  Charlotte,  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  moderator-nominee  for  1961  at 
the  meeting  of  Synod,  June  14-15  in 
Greenville. 

Dr.  Hall  has  an  outstanding  record  of 
service  in  the  church,  having  served  on 
various  Synod  and  Assembly  committees. 
Born  in  Covington,  Tennessee,  he  received 
his  education  at  Southwestern,  Louisville 
Theological  Seminary,  the  University  of 
Berlin,  Germany,  and  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland. 

He  served  pastorates  in  Mississippi, 
Kentucky,  and  Alabama,  before  coming 
to  North  Carolina  in  1946,  and  was  Mode- 
rator of  the  Synod  of  Alabama  in  1945. 
He  has  served  on  the  Assembly's  Commit- 
tees of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, Advisory  Council  on  Education 
and  the  General  Council,  and  chairman  of 
the  Synod's  Committee  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion.

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NEGRO  WORK  REPORT 

Dr.  Lawrence  Bottoms,  Secretary  of 
Negro  Work  for  the  General  Assembly, 
addressed  the  Synod  on  Tuesday  evening, 


June  14.  He  was  pre- 
sented in  connection 
with  the  report  of 
the  Church  Exten- 
s  i  0  n  Committee, 
Ralph  Scott,  chair- 
man. 

Dr.  Bottoms  called 
for  the  expansion  of 
Negro  churches  in 
the  South  to  include 
rapidly  developing 
Negro  communities. 
He  told  the  Synod 


Bottoms  that    the  Church 

"cannot  afford  to  let 
the  Negro  make  history  without  God."  In 
speaking  of  racial  struggles  he  said  that 
the  Negro  people  must  realize  they  are 
not  fighting  for  themselves  but  for  truth. 
"Other  things  will  come  through  truth." 

Mr.  Scott's  committee,  in  its  report  con- 
cerning Negro  work,  urged  that  the 
church  recognize  its  responsibility  for  the 
Negro  and  cooperate  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Negro  Work  in  instigating  sur- 
veys in  areas  of  growing  Negro  population. 
The  report  said  that  "profound  changes 
taking  place  in  the  life  of  the  Negro  in 
America"  should  cause  the  church  to  be 
aware  of  the  challenge  of  the  present 
situation.  The  report  further  stated  that 
"greater  education  opportunities  have 
alienated  the  Negro  from  the  emotional- 
ism of  his  fathers  and  left  him  with  in- 
adequate opportunity  to  express  his  faith 
through  the  new  type  of  churches  his  new 
vision  requires."  It  added  that  "the  Negro 
is  in  transition  and  if  he  is  denied  relig- 
ious opportunity  commensurate  with  his 
new  status,  he  may  well  be  lost  to  Christ 
and  the  Church." 


COUNCILS  ON  ALCOHOLISM 
RECOMMENDED 

A  recommendation  that  North  Carolina 
Presbyterians  take  the  initiative  in  form- 
ing local  Councils  on  Alcoholism  patterned 
after  the  Greenville  Council  on  Alcohol- 
ism was  adopted  by  the  Synod  meeting 
June  14-15  in  Greenville. 

The  recommendation  was  presented  by 
the  Christian  Relations  Committee,  Rev. 
I.  Howard  Chadwick  of  Charlotte,  chair- 
man. Mr.  Worth  Williams,  director  of  the 
Alcoholic  Information  Center  of  Greens- 
boro appeared  before  the  Synod  in  con- 
nection with  the  report  concerning  alco- 
holism. 

The  committee  recommended  that 
county-wide  councils  be  formed  in  small 
communities  and  that  churches  utilize 
the  services  of  the  committee  on  alcohol- 
ism of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  to 
acquaint  congregations  of  the  dangers  of 
beverage  alcohol.  The  report  also  asked 
that  Synod  commend  the  state  legislature 
and  state  officials  for  making  public 
funds  available  for  educational  programs 
against  alcohol.  The  committee  urged  that 
Presbyterians  "unite  in  increasing  efforts 
to  redeem  alcoholics  .  .  .  through  the  use 
of  tested  and  approved  methods  of  deal- 
ing with  this  dangerous  sickness." 


Rev.  W.  M.  Baker  of  Mebane  was 
awarded  the  William  Black  citation  by 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  at  Maxton 
during  the  recent  commencement  exer- 
cises. 


CONSOLIDATION  TIMETABLE 
SET 

The  following  resolution  relating  to  the 
merging  of  Peace,  Flora  Macdonald,  and 
Presbyterian  Junior  Colleges,  was  adopted 
by  the  Synod  meeting  in  Greenville,  June 
14-15: 

"Be  it  resolved  that,  in  view  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  campus  in  Laurinburg  in 
September,  1961,  and  to  insure  that  an  or- 
derly transition  from  the  separate  institu- 
tions to  the  Consolidated  College  be  effect- 
ed with  as  little  confusion  as  possible,  the 
Synod  approves  the  following  as  a  timetable 
to  guide  the  staffs  of  the  separate  branches 
of  the  Consolidated  College: 

(1)  The  endowment  funds,  scholarship 
funds,  loan  funds,  and  all  other  funds,  both 
restricted  and  unrestricted,  temporarily  held 
by  the  three  branches  in  a  custodial  capacity, 
shall  be  delivered  and  turned  over  to  the 
Board  of  the  Consolidated  Presbyterian 
College  by  noon,  June  10,  1961; 

(2)  The  date  for  assuming  full  possession 
and  control  of  all  physical  plants  and  pro- 
perties by  the  Consolidated  Board  of  the 
three  branches  which  are  Flora  Macdonald 
College  at  Red  Springs,  Peace  College  at 
Raleigh,  and  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
at  Maxton,  shall  be  noon,  August  10,  1961; 

The  Synod  instructs  the  three  Presidents 
to  furnish  the  administration  of  the  Consoli- 
dated College  a  complete  inventory  of  all 
physical  properties  owned  by  the  three  in- 
stitutions, including  furniture,  equipment, 
etc.,  by  October  1,  1960; 

In  addition  to  the  above,  on  or  before 
October  1,  19 SO,  the  three  institutions  will 
make  available  to  the  administration  of  the 
Consolidated  Presbyterian  College  copies  of 
their  most  recent  audited  reports. 

(3)  It  is  understood  that  the  opening  date 
for  the  college  at  Laurinburg  shall  be  set 
within  the  first  two  weeks  of  September, 
1961." 

The  resolution  was  brought  before  the 
Synod  by  Hector  McLean,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Consolidated  Col- 
lege. Before  approving  the  timetable,  Synod 
turned  down  an  amendment  presented  by 
Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Raleigh,  who  asked  for  extended 
support  for  Peace  College  until  1963,  in 
order  that  funds  might  be  raised  to  keep 
the  college  in  Raleigh. 


PRESBYTERIAN  SURVEY 

Mr.  Ted  Pratt,  executive  director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Survey,  official  magazine  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  pre- 
sented the  following  information  to  the 
Synod  meeting  in  Greenville  June  14-15: 

In  the  Every  Family  Plan,  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  ranks  13th  in  the  General 
Assembly,  with  47  per  cent  of  the  church- 
es enrolled.  Two  years  ago,  35  per  cent 
were  enrolled.  The  top  Synod  is  Florida 
with  67  per  cent;  low  Synod  is  Mississippi, 
29  per  cent.  North  Carolina  is  highest  in 
the  number  of  churches  enrolled. 

Among  the  presbyteries,  Albemarle  is 
first  with  68  per  cent;  Kings  Mountain, 
second  with  59  per  cent;  and  Orange, 
third  with  57  per  cent.  Others  in  order 
are  Winston-Salem,  48  per  cent;  Wilming- 
ton and  Concord,  47  per  cent;  Granville, 
42  per  cent;  and  F'ayetteville  and  Meck- 
lenburg, 39  per  cent.

UCYM  CONFERENCE 

The  North  Carolina  United  Christian 
Youth  Movement,  administered  through 
the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches,  held  its 
1960  Southeastern  Training  Conference  at 
Granville  Presbytery  Camp  at  Kerr  Lake 
near  Henderson  July  10-16.

Prospective  students  are  expressing 
great  interest  in  the  Consolidated  Presby- 
terian College  at  Laurinburg. 

Dr.  Price  Gwynn,  dean  of  the  college, 
reported  recently  that  inquiries  have  been 
received  from  over  200  students  interested 
in  the  possibility  of  entering  the  new  col- 
lege when  it  opens  at  Laurinburg  in  Sep- 
tember, 1961.  A  number  of  these  young 
men  and  women  have  already  made  for- 
mal application  and  paid  the  necessary 
fees.  The  letters  have  represented  states 
from  California  to  North  Carolina  and 
from  Florida  to  New  York. 


CHARLOTTE  MINISTER 
ELECTED 

Rev.  Sam  H.  Zealy,  pastor  of  the  Thom- 
asboro  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
was  recently  elected  president  of  the 
Christian  Action  League  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Inc.  Mr.  Zealy  is  the  third  Presby- 
terian to  serve  as  president  of  the  organi- 
zation, which  is  an  interdenominational 
group,  representing  16  denominations. 

Mr.  Zealy  reports  that  the  League  has  a 
budget  in  excess  of  $18,000  for  1960-61. 
The  purpose  of  the  League  is  to  oppose 
dishonest  practices  and  vice  of  every  sort 
and  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages. 

Although  forbidden  to  promote  any 
party  or  candidate  for  public  office,  the 
group  encourages  Christians  to  run  and 
advises  the  people  how  candidates  view 
moral  issues  of  the  day. 

In  outlining  the  program  of  the  League 
for  the  next  year,  Mr.  Zealy  says  that  the 
first  responsibility  facing  him  is  the 
election  of  an  Executive  Secretary  to  re- 
place Rev.  R.  M.  Hause,  a  Methodist,  who 
recently  resigned.  Mr.  Zealy  also  hopes 
that  a  publication  can  be  begun  and  that 
a  committee  can  be  formed  in  each 
county.  His  final  point,  he  says,  is  to  work 
towards  obtaining  the  support  of  Presby- 
terians for  the  League's  program.  The 
Synod  does  not  contribute  to  the  League 
at  present,  although  it  has  in  the  past. 


CONSTRUCTION  PROGRESSING 

Construction  of  a  1,000-student  class- 
room building,  the  first  major  structure 
on  the  campus  of  Consolidated  Presbyter- 
ian College  at  Laurinburg,  is  well  under- 
way. Work  began  on  the  million  dollar 
building  last  month  and  the  contractor, 
McDevitt  &  Street  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  are 
within  a  few  days  of  working  schedule. 
The  builders  expect  to  have  the  structure 
"closed  in"  by  mid-August.  The  building 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  May,  1961. 

This  building  will  contain  approximately 
64,000  square  feet  of  floor  space.  It  will  be 
a  380'  x  302'  structure  with  two  large  land- 
scaped courtyards.  Many  outstanding  new 
features  in  classroom  design  are  incorpo- 
rated in  this  building.  The  exterior  will  be 
of  aggregate  concrete  with  solar  screens 
protecting  windowed  areas.  The  building 
will  be  completely  air  conditioned  and 
have  ramps  for  paralytic  students.  The  in- 
terior will  include  15  lecture-size  class- 
rooms, 12  science  laboratories  and  prepa- 
ration rooms,  four  rooms  for  business  ad- 
ministration, a  complete  home  economics 
department,  32  faculty  officers,  an  arts 
and  crafts  department,  a  liberal  studies 
laboratory  designed  to  seat  250  students 
for  audio-visual  and  TV  instruction,  a 
language  laboratory,  and  a  mechanical 
drawing  room,  plus  faculty  lounge,  semi- 
nar rooms,  storage  rooms,  closets,  toilets, 
and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Next  on  the  construction  timetable  will 
be  six  dormitories — four  for  women  and 
two  for  men.  Contracts  for  these  are  ex- 
pected to  be  awarded  in  mid-August.

The  N.  C.  Christian  Youth  Conference 
for  Negro  young  people,  sponsored  annual- 
ly by  the  Men  of  the  Synod,  was  conduct- 
ed June  27-July  2  at  Fayetteville  State 
Teachers'  College.  Under  the  direction  of 
Rev.  Leon  R.  Anderson,  Regional  Director 
of  Christian  Education,  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
the  conference  had  an  enrollment  of  100 
students. 

Among  the  15  faculty  members  were  the 
Rev.  Robert  A.  Massey  of  Fayetteville,  who 
was  also  co-director;  Dr.  Marion  S.  Huske; 
and  Mrs.  Leon  R.  Anderson. 


CHAPEL  DEDICATED 

The  new  $154,000  chapel  of  the  West- 
minster Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro, 
was  dedicated  in  special  ceremonies,  May 
8. 

Participating  in  the  ceremony  were  Dr. 
R.  H.  Stone,  executive  secretary  of  Orange 
Presbytery;  Rev.  Marion  S.  Huske,  former 
pastor;  Rev.  W.  M.  Currie,  assistant  pastor 
of  First  Church,  Greensboro;  Rev.  Allen 
McSween,  Starmount  Church,  Greensboro;

This  is  the  beginning  of  a  long-range 
building  program  with  a  sanctuary  as  the 
next  step.  The  congregation  recently 
moved  to  the  new  church,  now  valued  at 
over  $200,000. 


RECORD  DISTRIBUTION 

The  American  Bible  Society,  which  is 
observing  this  year  the  125th  armiversary 
of  its  work  for  the  blind,  has  reported 
record  breaking  distribution  of  Scriptures 
to  both  the  sighted  and  the  sightless. 

According  to  its  Annual  Report,  the 
Society  distributed  17,650,917  volumes  of 
Scriptures  throughout  the  world  during 
1959,  a  record  for  any  year  in  its  history. 
The  figure  exceeds  by  a  considerable  mar- 
gin the  15,000,000  valumes  the  Society 
averaged  in  the  previous  six  years. 

Distribution  for  the  blind  included 
Scriptures  in  Braille,  other  embossed 
printing  systems  and  Talking  Book  re- 
cords. These  totaled  73,194  for  the  year, 
another  record.  In  the  125  years  since 
1835,  the  Bible  Society  has  distributed 
790,035  books  and  records  for  the  blind.

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A  HISTORY  OF  THE  BUILDINGS 

BY  RUFUS  A.  GRIER 

The  Reverend  John  Douglas,  Steele 
Creek  pastor  and  historian,  after  diligent 
study  and  careful  research  concludes  that 
Steele  Creek  was  an  organized  church  as 
early  as  1760. 

In  deed  dated  January  7,  1771  and  re- 
corded in  Mecklenburg  Registry,  Book  5, 
328  (William  Bigham  to  Robert  Brown- 
field)  there  is  the  following  reservation: 
"Four  acres  of  said  land  including  the  old 
and  the  new  meeting  houses — the  grave- 
yard and  spring  on  north  side  of  said 
meeting:  houses  excepted  and  exempted  in 
this  deed  for  the  use  of  congregation." 
Subsequent  transfers  add  Steele  Creek  to 
the  meeting  house  clause. 

The  old  meeting  house  was  no  doubt  a 
log  structiu"e.  In  the  1790's  increased  pop- 
ulation and  attendance  caused  the  con- 
gregation to  decide  to  lengthen  her  cords 
and  strengthen  her  stakes.  Consequently, 
the  "new"  meeting  house  whose  timbers 
were  of  roughest  material  was  remodeled. 
It  was  octagonal  in  shape  but  without 
eight  equal  sides,  and  strange  to  tell,  the 
pulpit,  contrary  to  the  tradition  of  the 
elders,  was  in  the  north  side. 

The  third  place  of  worship,  built  in  the 
early  1800's,  was  of  frame  construction,  65 
feet  long,  40  feet  wide,  with  only  a  14  foot 
ceiling.  The  gallery  built  later  for  the 
slaves  must  have  been  cramped  and 
crowded.  However,  like  her  worshippers, 
the  old  lady  was  made  of  stern  stuff  and 
the  historian  adds  that  she  stood  her  own 
proudly  until  April  6,  1872,  when  kind 
hands  finished  the  ravages  of  wear  and 
tear.  The  sites  of  these  three  buildings 
are  now  enclosed  in  the  cemetery  walls. 

The  fourth  building  located  on  a  spot 
beautiful  for  situation  was  a  frame  build- 
ing, 72  by  50  feet,  pulpit  in  east  end,  gal- 
leries on  either  side  and  across  the  front 
end  with  two  doors  leading  outside.  Jan- 
uary 24,  1888,  the  church  was  burned  with 
all  its  furnishing. 

The  fifth,  the  present  brick  structure, 
53  by  80  feet,  with  24  foot  ceiling  and  lo- 
cated on  same  spot  as  the  fourth,  was 
dedicated  April  7,  1889;  a  slight  facelifting 
in  1922,  the  educational  annex  added  in 
1923,  and  the  major  renovations  in  1950 
have  not  marred  the  symmetry  of  its  basic 


The  Bi-Centennial  Celebration  of  the 
Steele  Creek  Church,  Charlotte,  is  sched- 
uled to  open  July  24  when  the  moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  Dr.  Marion  A. 
Boggs,  will  be  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
church.  A  worship  service  conducted  by 
former  pastor,  Rev.  Watt  M.  Cooper,  will 
conclude  the  observance  on  July  31. 

The  week-long  program  climaxes  the 
200th  anniversary  celebration  which  has 
seen  distinguished  church  leaders  from 
throughout  the  Assembly  as  guest  speak^ 
ers  at  the  church.  Among  these  have  been 
Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson,  1959  modera- 
tor of  the  Assembly;  Dr.  Jap  Patterson, 
director  of  United  Church  Men  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches;  Dr.  Darby 
Fulton,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions;  Mrs.  A.  Walton 
Litz,  chairman  of  Women's  Work  for  the 
World  Presbyterian  Alliance;  Dr.  P.  D. 
Miller,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education;  and  Miss  Ann 
Myers,  Moderator  of  Assembly's  Youth 
Council. 

Other  features  of  the  celebration  include 
open  houses  and  teas  throughout  the  com- 
munity on  July  29;  the  presentation  of 
"Steele  Creek  Past  and  Present,"  on  July 
29  and  July  30;  homecoming  exhibits,  and 
a  picnic  supper  on  July  30. 

Rev.  J.  R.  McAlpine  is  pastor  of  Steele 
Creek  and  Rufus  A.  Grier  is  chairman  of 
the  Bi-Centennial  Committee.

WORLD  MISSIONS 

As  the  Belgian  Congo  approached  Indepen- 
dence, June  30,  tribal  warfare  broke  out  in 
the  country's  interior.  News  headlined 
around  the  world  caused  immediate  con- 
cern: What  will  happen  to  our  mission 
work?  Are  our  missionaries  in  danger? 

The  staff  of  the  Board  of  World  Missions 
(Presbyterian  U.  S.)  in  Nashville,  flooded 
with  mail,  telephone  calls  and  wires,  could 
not  claim  to  see  into  the  future.  But  even 
as  threats  and  fighting  continued,  they  could 
give  questioners  some  reassurance. 

The  Board  and  ad-interim  committee  of 
the  Congo  Mission  took  steps  for  the  safety 
of  the  161  Congo  missionaries  similar  to 
those  put  into  effect  during  the  China  crisis 
a  decade  ago.  Missionaries  returning  from 
furlough  were  told  to  remain  in  the  United 
States  until  things  settle  down,  unless  they 
had  no  children  with  them  and  could  reach 
their  stations  before  June  15.  Those  in  the 
Congo  were  authorized  to  leave  the  coun- 
try for  a  time  if  they  thought  it  best,  and 
the  Board  guaranteed  travel  funds  for  this 
purpose. 

The  African  nation  has  made  headlines 
around  the  world  in  recent  months.  In  the 
heart  of  the  country,  the  Kasai,  location  of 
11  of  our  12  stations,  old  tribal  rivalry  be- 
tween the  area's  two  main  tribes,  the  Baluba 
and  the  Lulua,  erupted  into  warfare  and 
political  maneuvering. 

While  trying  to  remain  neutral  and  pro- 
vide a  force  for  peace  within  the  area,  mis- 
sionaries have  worked  continuously  to  pro- 
vide food  and  medical  care  for  the  injured 
and  the  refugees. 

At  the  request  of  the  Congo  mission,  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  at  its  March  meet- 
ing voted  to  send  $10,000  in  emergency  aid 
for  use  of  Congo  missionaries  in  meeting 
physical  needs  of  refugees,  displaced  from 
their  homes  and  crops  and  jobs.  In  May, 
widespread  famine  threatening,  the  Board 
voted  another  $10,000  for  relief  work. 

The  seriousness  of  the  situation  is  under- 
lined in  a  report  from  Congo  missionaries, 
written  earlier  this  year: 

"If  the  population  move  is  carried  to 
completion,  as  it  appears  it  may  be,  the 
problems  already  upon  us  at  some  stations 
will  be  mission-wide  and  greatly  multiplied 
in  volume.  The  economy  of  the  province 
will  be  seriously  affected;  the  educational 
program,  already  disrupted,  will  be  com- 
pletely disorganized;  homes  where  tribal  in- 
termarriage has  taken  place  will  be  broken; 
the  Church  will  be  split  into  two  distinct 
ethnic  groups  .  .  ." 

The  emergency  may  call,  they  reported, 
for  mission  relief  aid  to  refugees,  the  build- 
ing of  schools,  hospitals  and  places  of  wor- 
ship in  new  areas,  and  the  training  of  new 
leadership  for  hospitals  left  without  trained 
nurses,  schools  without  teachers  and 
churches  without  pastors  and  lay  leaders. 

Bright  spots  in  the  uncertain  picture: 

Mission  hospitals  and  schools  are  needed. 
In  many  areas  they  are  the  only  schools 
and  hospitals,  and  as  was  indicated  in  the 
Bibanga  crisis  early  in  June,  Congolese 
realize  that  these  must  be  kept  open. 

The  scattering  of  Baluba  and  Lulua 
Christians  displaced  throughout  the  central 
Congo  may  spread  the  church  more  widely 
than  our  more  localized  work  could  have 
done  in  years. 

Congolese  Christians  want  the  missionaries 
to  stay.  One  indication:  At  its  first  meeting 
as  an  independent,  authonomous  body. 
Synod  named  a  missionary,  the  Rev.  Dave 
McLean,  as  moderator-elect  of  the  new 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Congo. 

And  mission-trained  Christians  can  play 
a  vitally  important  part  in  the  new  nation. 
Among  the  reports  after  the  recent  nation- 
wide elections  was  one  that  of  the  deputies 
elected  at  Mweka,  four  were  Protestants 
from  our  mission  schools. 

Missionaries'  views  are  probably  best  sum- 
med up  in  words  written  several  months  ago 
when  the  fighting  began:  "Don't  get  me 
wrong;  this  is  one  of  the  greatest  times  in 
history  to  be  in  Congo,  and  I  wouldn't 
trade  places  with  anyone  I  know.  But  it 
isn't  easy.  All  we  can  do  is  just  pray  that 
we  have  enough  grace  to  do  the  right  thing 
at  the  right  time  .  .  ."

Tthe  names  were  presented  by  the 
Stated  Clerk,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  after 
which  the  Rev.  Marion  S.  Huske  offered 
a  prayer.

MISSIONARIES  EVACUATING 


All  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  eva- 
cuating the  violence-torn  new  Congo  Re- 
public are  believed  to  have  reached  safety, 
it  was  reported  June  15,  though  the  re- 
ports do  not  identify  the  missionaries 
individually. 

A  cable  from  evacuated  missionaries  in 
Salisbury,  Southern  Rhodesia,  reported 
that  all  were  "well  and  safe." 

And  radio  reports  late  Thursday  after- 
noon indicated  that  helicopters  were  air- 
lifting to  safety  missionaries  still  in  the 
country's  capital,  Leopoldville,  where  new 
terror  and  violence  broke  out  on  Thurs- 
day. Four  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries 
and  their  children  were  among  what  is 
believed  to  be  a  large  group  of  Protestant 
missionaries  concentrated  by  Embassy 
order  at  the  large  American  Baptist  com- 
pound in  Leopoldville.  They  are  the  Glenn 
Murrays  and  their  teenage  son  and 
daughter,  and  the  L.  A.  McCutchens  and 
their  two  children,  a  teenage  boy  and 
younger  daughter. 

News  received  by  the  Board  of  World 
Mission's  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  C.  Dar- 
by Fulton,  on  Wednesday  indicated  that 
all  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  in  the 
Kasai  who  had  not  already  been  evacuat- 


ed were  to  be  flown  to  Kamina,  a  large 
Belgian  paratroop  installation  in  the  Con- 
go's Katanga  province. 

A  telephone  call  from  an  evacuated 
missionary  in  Southern  Rhodesia  late 
Thursday  reported  that  all  missionaries 
who  had  taken  refuge  at  Kamina  had 
reached  Rhodesia  or  were  to  be  flown  out 
immediately. 

Soon  after  violence  broke  out  in  the 
newly  independent  African  country,  the 
American  consul  ordered  U.  S.  missionar- 
ies out.  Missionary  pilots,  Mr.  John  Davis 
and  Dr.  Mark  Poole,  were  hailed  as  heroes 
by  more  than  200  American  evacuees  from 
the  Congo  who  had  reached  Salisbury 
through  their  services. 

No  harm  has  been  reported  to  any  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  missionary  during  the  vie-, 
lence.  Mutinous  Congolese  troops  began 
terrorizing  whites  in  the  capital  city, 
Leopoldville,  July  7.  But  a  cable  from  Mr. 
Glenn  Murray  was  received  in  Nashville 
Friday  morning,  July  15,  which  indicated 
that  the  two  families  who  had  been  in 
Leopoldville  were  now  in  Brazzarville. 
Other  reports  have  been  received  from 
evacuees  in  Southern  Rhodesia. 
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Above:  Tbe  ground-breaking  service  for  the 
new  Galatia  Presbyterian  Church  building 
which  took  place  May  1.

CHURCH  CONSTRUCTION 

Church  construction  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1960  reached  $463,000,000,  an 
increase  of  8  per  cent  over  the  same 
period  last  year,  the  Census  Bureau  re- 
ported recently. 

Construction  by  the  non-public  schools 
and  colleges,  most  of  which  are  church- 
related,  showed  an  upward  spurt  during 
June,  reaching  $48,000,000,  an  increase  of 
$2,000,000  over  May  and  of  $6,000,000  over 
last  June.  This  raised  construction  to 
$278,000,000  for  the  first  six  months  of 
thi  year,  an  increase  of  7  per  cent  over 
the  1959  level. 

Non-profit  hospitals  and  institutions 
erected  $45,000,000  worth  of  new  buildings 
in  June,  $1,000,000  less  than  in  May  and 
$3,000,000  less  than  the  same  month  a  year 
ago.  Construction  by  these  institutions, 
many  of  which  are  church-related,  was 
$281,000,000  for  the  first  six  months,  how- 
ever, still  2  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year's 
mark. 


DR.  RE6EN  HONORED 

Rev.  Kelsey  Regen,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Durham,  and  a  former  moderator 
of  the  Synod,  was  awarded  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  by  Tusculmn 
College,  Greenville,  Tennessee.  Dr.  Regen 
delivered  the  sermon  at  the  baccalaureate 
service  of  the  Presbyterian  institution. 


NEW  FAYETTEVILLE  CHURCH 

A  new  church  in  Payetteville,  the  West- 
minster Church,  was  officially  organized 
Sunday,  June  26. 

Rev.  John  P.  Stephenson  is  pastor  of 
the  congregation  which  first  met  "April  24 
in  a  trailer  with  106  persons  present. 
Since  this  meeting  the  average  attendance 
has  been  about  70.  More  than  100  are  ax- 
pected  to  be  on  the  roll  as  charter  mem- 
bers. 

When  the  church  outgrew  the  trailer, 
the  services  were  moved  into  an  Army 
tent,  and  when  this  proved  to  be  too  small, 
a  64-foot  parachute  was  borrowed  from 
the  U.  S.  Air  Force  and  is  still  being  used 
to  house  the  congregation. 

A  building  program  to  construct  perma- 
nent quarters  is  expected  to  begin  soon. 

Rev.  Leighton  McKeithen,  executive 
secretary  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  de- 
livered the  sermon  at  the  organizational 
meeting  and  the  Rev.  Robert  O.  Freeman 
of  Rowland  presided. 

The  church  is  located  on  Owen  Drive 
near  the  Cape  Fear  Valley  Hospital. 
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HONORED 

A  new  correction  and  training  school, 
located  at  McCain,  has  been  named  for 
Mr.  Samuel  E.  Leonard,  former  State 
Commissioner  of  Correction  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Leonard  served  as  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Correction  for  13  years  prior  to 
his  retirement  in  1956.  He  now  resides  in 
Montreat. 

Among  the  spealters  at  the  dedicatory 
exercises  was  Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins,  presi- 
dent of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches.

Dr.  Ralph  Sockman,  an  eminent  church- 
man and  writer  of  the  foreword  in 
"Pendy"  has  this  to  say  of  the  book:  "It 
moves  me  to  a  new  depth  of  feeling  and 
a  new  height  of  appreciation  for  human 
personality  ...  I  can  truly  say  to  Pendy, 
'I  am  glad  to  have  met  you.' " 

McMULLENS  HONORED 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  J.  McMuUen  of 
Chapel  Hill  were  recently  honored  on 
their  50th  wedding  anniversary  by  the 
Chapel  Hill  Presbyterian  Church.

HAWAIIAN  CHURCH 

Dr.  William  Phifer,  the  man  who  last 
year  began  the  organization  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Hawaii,  recently 
visited  in  Charlotte.  In  an  interview,  the 
minister  told  newsmen  that  his  church 
now  has  342  members  after  starting  with 
187  charter  members  April  12,  1959. 

Dr.  Phifer  says  that  he  has  "great  con- 
fidence in  the  future  of  Presbyterianism 
in  Hawaii."  He  explained  that  Presby- 
terianism came  to  Hawaii  in  1820,  but  the 
church  pulled  out  17  years  later,  feeling 
that  there  was  no  need  to  compete  with 
the  Congregational  Church  there.  Now, 
however,  Hawaii  looks  and  acts  like  a 
typically  American  city,  and  a  church 
needs  to  be  provided  for  members  of  the 
denomination. 

Dr.  Phifer  was  the  guest  minister  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
while  he  was  visiting.  He  also  spoke  at 
several  other  churches  in  the  states  be- 
fore his  return  to  Hawaii. 


NECROLOGY 

Dr.  John  Richards  Hay,  retired  Pres- 
byterian minister  and  former  pastor  of 
First  Church,  Ahoskie,  died  June  14  in 
Asheville. 

Dr.  Hay  was  a  native  of  Liberty  Hill, 
S.  C,  and  received  his  degrees  from 
Davidson  and  Columbia  Theological  Sem- 
inary. In  1927  he  came  to  Hickory  after 
serving  a  South  Carolina  Church.  He  re- 
mained in  Hickory  until  1952,  when  he 
accepted  a  call  to  Ahoskie.

Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker,  Sr.,  76,  died  at 
his  home  in  Mount  Morne.

RESOLUTION 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  meeting  in 
May,  voted  unanimously  to  work  jointly 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  for  a 
"greater  united  effort." 

The  action  was  a  response  to  resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  in  April.  Dr.  Er- 
nest Trice  Thompson,  the  1959  moderator 
spoke  to  the  U.  P.  General  Assembly  con- 
cerning relations  between  the  two  denomi- 
nations. 

The  United  Presbyterian  resolution  said 
"We  rejoice  in  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.,  which  requests  its  Committee 
on  Inter-Church  Relations  to  confer  with 
the  corresponding  body  in  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  'as 
to  ways  in  which  present  tensions,  where 
they  exist,  may  be  eased,  where  coopera- 
tion may  be  extended  and  made  more 
fruitful,  and  to  arrange,  where  advisable, 
for  meetings  of  representatives  of  our 
boards  and  agencies  for  further  explora- 
tion of  ways  and  means  of  a  greater 
united  effort."' 


BOARD  ANNOUNCES 

BUILDING  PLANS 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Christ- 
ian Education,  Dr.  Fred  V.  Poag,  and  the 
Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  Marshall  C. 
Dendy,  recently  announced  the  Board's 
plans  for  the  construction  of  a  new  head- 
quarters building  on  property  in  Rich- 
mond. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  office  building 
for  the  staff  of  the  Board  will  cost  ap- 
proximately one  million  dollars.  Space  for 
140  staff  and  office  personnel  will  be  pro- 
vided. Plans  will  be  made  for  further  ex- 
pansion of  the  Board's  staff. 

When  the  Board  had  before  it,  at  a 
recent  meeting,  an  invitation  to  move  its 
headquarters  to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
a  large  group  of  Richmond  Presbyterians 
and  friends  urged  the  Board  to  retain  its 
headquarters'  office  in  Richmond.  The 
Board's  one  hundred  years  of  history 
here,  its  proximity  to  and  association  with 
Union  Theological  Seminary  and  the  Pres- 
byterian School  of  Christian  Education, 
and  the  printing  facilities  in  the  Rich- 
mond area  were  some  of  the  reasons  ad- 
vanced by  citizens  of  Richmond  in  urging 
the  Board  to  remain  here. 

The  Board  announced  its  plans  to  pro- 
mote a  Capital  Funds  Campaign  among 
a  selected  group  of  Richmond  Presbyter- 
ians and  friends  during  the  period  De- 
cember 1.  1960-April  1,  1961.  When  the 
Richmond  campaign  is  completed  the 
Board  will  be  prepared  to  take  steps  im- 
mediately to  start  construction  of  its  new 
headquarters'  building  in  Richmond. 

In  addition  to  funds  to  be  raised  in 
Richmond,  other  funds  will  be  derived 
from  an  Assembly-wide  appeal  in  1963. 
Most  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the 
Church  will  share  in  the  Assembly  Capi- 
tal Funds  drive. 

The  Board  has  authorized  a  building 
committee  to  secure  tentative  design  and 
plans  for  its  new  building. 
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Rev.  and  Mrs.  Sam  H.  Zealy  were  re- 
cently honored  by  the  congregation  on  Mr. 
Zealy's  tenth  aniversary  as  pastor  of  the 
Thomasboro  Presbyterian  Church,  Char- 
lotte.  Since  Mr.  Zealy  began  his  pastorate  J™' 
there,  679  persons  have  united  with  the 
church.

The  world  today  needs  less  words  of 
peace  and  more  works  of  peace,  Dr.  Thomas 
Dooley,  noted  jungle  surgeon  of  Xiaos,  de- 
clared recently  in  accepting  the  Lay  Church- 
man of  the  Year  award  from  Religious 
Heritage  of  America,  Inc.  Dr.  Dooley,  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  layman,  said  that  the  battle 
of  ideology  against  Communism  requires 
deeds  and  that  the  doctors  who  work  with 
him  under  the  "Medico"  organization  are 
trying  to  bring  to  backward  areas  a  demon- 
stration of  America's  basic  beliefs  in  brother- 
hood.

The  largest  Lutheran  merger  in  American 
history  was  made  practically  certain  when 
the  Augustana  Lutheran  Church,  at  its  Cen- 
tennial Synod  in  Illinois,  voted  in  favor  of 
the  union.  The  other  Lutheran  bodies  in- 
volved in  the  proposed  merger  are  the 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  the 
Finnish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  and  the 
American  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  all 
of  which  are  expected  to  give  approval  to 
the  union  at  later  conventions.  The  resultant 
Church,  which  will  have  a  baptized  member- 
ship  of   3,100,000,   will   be   known   as  the 

Lutheran  Church  in  America.

One  of  the  strongest  factors  in  a  stu- 
dent's choice  of  the  ministry  as  a  career  is 
"the  image  of  the  ministry"  that  he  receives 
from  his  home,  church,  and  background, 
according  to  a  study  conducted  at  Southern 
Methodist  University.  Dr.  Marvin  T.  Judy, 
who  headed  the  study,  reported  that  al- 
though "the  secret  call  of  God  or  inner  per- 
suasion .  .  .  played  a  dominant  part  in  the 
lives  of  all  (306  students)  who  definitely  de- 
cided to  enter  the  ministry,"  we  learned 
that  the  wooings  of  God  are  conditioned  by 
environment  of  the  home  and  the  church." 
Other  factors  included  influence  of  a  pas- 
tor,   youth    organization   participation,  and 

church  attendance.

Boris  Pasternak,  Nobel  Prize  winning  au- 
thor from  Russia,  died  May  31  at  the  age 
of  70.  His  novel.  Dr.  Zhivago,  criticized  the 
Russian  revolution  and  supported  Christian 
philosophy.  Because  of  these  views,  his  gov- 
ernment refused  to  allow  him  to  accept  the 
prize. 

The  eulogy  at  the  grave  said:  "There  were 
few  people  to  equal  him  in  the  purity  and 
honesty  of  his  convictions.  He  will  forever 
remain  as  an  example,  as  one  who  defended 


his  convictions  before  his  contemporaries, 
being  firmly  convinced  that  he  was  right. 
He  had  the  ability  to  express  humanity  in 

the  highest  terms."

A  leading  Italian  Dominican  theologian. 
Father  Raimondo  Spiazzi,  said  in  a  broad- 
cast over  the  Vatican  Radio  recently,  that  a 
Roman  Catholic  should,  as  a  matter  of  pru- 
dence, avoid  listening  to  Protestant  services 
broadcast  over  the  radio,  especially .  Protest- 
ant sermons  which  may  influence  his  con- 
science.

A  seven  per  cent  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  crimes  reported  by  cities  over 
25,000  during  the  first  three  months  of  1960 
made  this  the  worst  period  in  the  nation's 
history  for  crimes,  according  to  Director  of 
the  FBI,  J.  Edgar  Hoover.  Murders  were  up 
11  per  cent-  over  a  year  ago,  burglaries  in- 
creased 10  per  cent,  and  robberies  7  per 
cent.

Non-violent  sit-in  demonstrations  in  the 
South  were  hailed  by  the  General  Board  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  at  its 
spring  meeting  in  New  York,  as  "expressions 
of  just  and  righteous  indignation  against 
laws,  customs,  and  traditions  which  violate 
human  personality."  The  board  urges  Chris- 
tians to  express  sympathetic  concern  for 
these  students  "whose  firm  commitment  to 
justice  causes  them  to  endure  humiliation, 
punishment,  and  suffering  as  a  consequence 
of  protesting  unjust  laws,  customs,  and  tradi- 
tions."

The  new  $21,000,000  Interchurch  Center 
in  New  York  was  dedicated  May  31  with 
more  than  3,500  persons  attending.  The  10- 
story  structure,  headquarters  for  the  Council 
of  Churches  and  27  other  Protestant  and 
Eastern  Orthodox  denominations  and 
agencies,  houses  more  than  2,000  employees. 
The  site  for  the  center  and  $2,650,000  was 
given  by  the  late  John  D.  Rockfeller,  Jr.  The 
cornerstone  was  laid  in  1958  by  President 
Eisenhower.

The  most  popular  of  all  the  "sweet  girl" 
graduates  at  the  North  Carolina  Synodi- 
cal  Training  School,  Queens  College, 
Charlotte,  June  6-lOth,  was  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Alexander,  age  91.  Everyone  soon  learned 
her  name  and  Mrs.  Alexander  was  seen 
every  day  on  the  campus  thoroughly  en- 
joying all  the  activities.  At  all  times  there 
was  someone  at  her  side  to  help  at  steps, 
carry  the  tray  at  breakfast  and  to  locate 
class  rooms. 

At  dinner  the  last  evening,  a  corsage 
was  presented  to  Mrs.  Alexander  by  the 
Staff.  She  was  escorted  to  the  microphone 
by  the  Rev.  Archie  McKee,  a  member  of 
the  faculty.  The  student  body  stood  and 
applauded  vigorously.  At  the  evening  ses- 
sion, her  Certificate  and  Diploma  were 
presented  last.  Mrs.  Alexander  has  at- 
tended three  Training  Schools  at  Mon- 
treat,  two  at  Peace  College  and  three  at 
Queens. 

Born  February  22,  1869,  Mrs.  Alexander 
lives  with  her  son,  W.  T.  Alexander,  Jr.

United  Presbyterians  issued  a  strong 
warning  recently  against  the  "great  and 
grave"  danger  of  faith  healing  cults  and  the 
danger  of  "limiting  the  power  of  God"  in 
healing.  In  a  report  approved  at  its  General 
Assembly,  the  Church  warned  that  faith 
healers  distort  the  Christian  ministry  to  the 
sick  by  "exalting  the  non-medical  means 
they  use"  and  by  condemning  medicine  to 
the  extent  that  they  rule  it  out  as  an  "im- 
portant means  of  divine  healing."  The  report 
asserted  that  faith  plays  an  important  part 
in  healing,  and  that  non-medical  ministries 
are  "vital"  because  the  ill  have  spiritual 
needs.

Rev.  Edler  G.  Hawkins,  pastor  of  the  St. 
Augustine  Church,  Bronx,  N.  Y.,  has  accept- 
ed the  appointment  of  vice-moderator  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
and  becomes  the  first  Negro  to  hold  that 
office.  He  was  named  by  Dr.  Herman  Lee 
Turner  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  who  earlier  defeated 
him  by  two  votes  in  the  election  for  modera- 
tor.

A  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  86th 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada  accepting  an  invitation 
from  the  Anglican  Church  of  Canada  to 
renew  conversations  with  it  that  may  or 
may  not  lead  to  union.  Discussions  on  this 
question  between  the  two  bodies  broke  off 
in  1944.  The  resolution  authorized  selection 
by  the  moderator  of  a  committee  of  ten  for 
talks  "of  an  exploratory  nature  designed  to 
establish  communications  and  mutual  un- 
derstanding in  the  whole  field  of  Anglican- 
Presbyterian  relations  .  .  ."

Representatives  to  the  annual  General 
Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A.,  approved  a  report  which 
called  on  the  denomination  to  give  "top 
priority"  to  metropolitan  areas  as  "great 
mission  fields."  The  report  further  stated 
that  the  urban  church  ministers  alike  to  the 
suburbs  and  the  "chronically  ill  inner  city."^ 
Among  its  recommendations  was  one  that 
"premium  salaries"  be  paid  to  those  who 
serve  in  the  inner  city,  in  view  of  the  "more 
obvious  sacrifices"  demanded  of  them.

COLLEGE  DORMITORY 
BIDS  RECEIVED 

Bids  for  six  dormitories  for  the  new 
Consolidated  college  in  Laurinburg  were 
opened  at  the  Laurinburg  Presbyterian 
Church  at  2:30  P.M.,  August  16,  1960. 

Opening  of  the  bids  for  the  new  dor- 
mitories marks  another  step  in  the  rapid 
development  of  the  campus  site  which 
now  has  all  of  the  grading  and  under- 
ground utility  lines  completed.  The  first 
building,  a  64,000  square-foot  academic 
building,  is  almost  completely  roofed  in 
and  will  be  ready  in  May,  1961. 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  the 
college,  also  announced  that  he  expects 
the  student  center  and  the  music  con- 
servatory buildings  will  be  completed  in 
time  for  the  fall  opening.  The  library, 
auditorium,  gymnasium  and  field  house, 
administration  building  and  chapel  will 
all  be  under  construction  during  this 
period  and  some  may  be  completed  in 
time  for  the  opening. 

The  six  dormitories  are  to  be  of  one- 
and  multi-story  construction.  The  one- 
story  dormitories  (three  in  all — two  for 
women  and  one  for  men)  are  constructed 
with  a  central  courtyard.  The  three  multi- 
story dormitories  (two  for  women  and  one 
for  men)  will  have  a  general  lounge  on 
the  ground  floor  and  family  living  units 
on  each  of  the  top  two  floors. 

The  theme  of  the  design  of  ^he  dormi- 
tories is  family  living.  Six  student  bed- 
rooms will  be  grouped  together  with  a 
lounge  or  family  "living  room"  where 
group  study  or  social  activities  take  place. 
Twelve  students  will  form  one  of  these 
family  groups. 

The  dormitories  will  also  have  facilities 
for  food  preparation  and  apartments  for 
house  mothers.  Each  of  the  multi-story 
dorms  will  have  a  guest  room.  All  build-

SYNOD  HIGH  IN  PER  CAPITA 
GIFTS 

In  per  capita  giving  in  the  General  As- 
sembly, Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  ranked  fourth 
in  giving  for  total  benevolences  and  eighth 
in  giving  of  total  gifts. 

A  study  recently  issued  by  the  General 
Council  of  the  per  capita  giving  during 
1959,  shows  that  North  Carolina  gave 
$24.93  per  member  for  total  benevolences 
and  $99.47  for  total  gifts,  an  increase  of 
$9,13  over  1958. 

Among  the  prebyteries  of  the  Synod, 
Winston-Salem  ranked  first  in  giving  for 
total  benevolences  (second  in  the  Assemb- 
ly). Following  in  order  were  Orange, 
Mecklenburg,  Kings  Mountain,  Granville, 
Concord,  Fayetteville,  Albemarle,  and  Wil- 
mington. 

In  total  giving,  Winston-Salem  ranked 
first  (third  in  the  Assembly)  with  $124.07 
per  member.  Mecklenburg  was  second 
(fifth  in  the  Assembly)  with  $114.87;  and 
Kings  Mountain,  third,  $108.90.  Other 
presbyteries  in  order,  Concord,  $101.49; 
Orange,  $97.11;  Granville,  $95.12;  Albe- 
marle, $84.86;  Fayetteville,  $83.25;  and 
Wilmington,  $75.83. 
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SANE  AND  SOBER  THINKING 

The  nomination  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
president  by  the  Democratic  Party  has 
provoked  a  season  of  hysteria,  witness 
numerous  articles,  including  editorials  and 
letters  under  "Voice  of  the  People",  ap- 
pearing in  periodicals  of  all  descriptions. 
One  editorial  refers  to  "Clerical  Hysteria", 
and  presents  a  fair  and  logical  argument 
for  a  Catholic  American  running  for  the 
presidency  of  the  United  States  on  the 
grounds  that  it  is  in  keeping  with  both 
the  idea  of  religious  freedom  and  Am- 
erican opportunity.  A  sample  of  a  letter 
attacking  those  who  hold  a  different  view 
expressed  in  the  editorial,  refers  to  such 
persons  as  "a  group  of  nuts  .  .  .  people 
who  have  the  nerve  to  write  such  non- 
sense .  .  .  The  minds  of  these  people  are 
so  full  of  evil  .  .  .  The  Protestants  are  al- 
ways fighting  among  themselves  over  rules 
and  regulations.  These  people  have  one- 
track  minds  and  the  devil  is  the  engineer 
...  I  believe  they  could  enter  Dix  Hill 
without  any  trouble  whatsoever." 

These  two  cases  suggest  that  sane  and 
sober  thinking  are  essentials,  sine  qua  non 
for  these  times. 

No  genuine  American  or  Christian 
should  oppose  the  nomination  or  the  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Kennedy  merely  through  pre- 
judice, that  is,  in  the  sense  of  "a  judg- 
ment of  opinion  formed  without  due  ex- 
amination", or  with  intent  to  cause  "de- 
triment", or  "to  impair,"  or  injure  or 
derogate  from.  However,  one  may  oppose 
the  nomination  or  the  election  of  either 
of  the  candidates  on  the  basis  of  reason, 
conviction,  and  evidence. 

Undoubtedly  thus  far  too  many  super- 
ficial and  false  statements  have  appeared 
on  both  sides. 

Sane  and  sober  thinking  convince  us 
that  it  does  make  a  difference  what  a  man 
believes;  therefore,  it  is  pertinent  to  ex- 
amine his  religious  beliefs  as  well  as  his 
political  beliefs.  His  actions  in  office  will 
be  determined  very  much  by  his  beliefs. 
Let  no  one  suppose  that  "the  powers  that 
be"  in  both  major  political  parties  are 
oblivious  to  men's  religious  beliefs,  as 
well  as  their  political  beliefs,  when  "be- 
hind the  scenes"  decisions  are  made  re- 
garding the  choice  of  nominees.  Not  only 
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do  they  consider  these  matters,  but  race 
and  sex  also — witness  the  fact  that  no 
Jew,  Negro,  or  woman  has  ever  been 
nominated.  One  wonders  what  would  be 
the  reaction  of  the  same  persons  who 
cry,  "Prejudice",  if  either  was  suddenly 
substituted  for  one  of  the  current  presi- 
dential candidates. 

A  second  consideration  is  that  a  man's 
religious  affiliation  may  be  of  greater 
significance  than  his  belief;  that  is,  the 
religious  sect,  denomination,  or  church 
may  play  a  greater  role  than  the  man.  is 
this  not  true  of  political  parties?  Certain- 
ly it  should  be  true.  The  candidate 
espouses  the  principles  of  the  party.  What 
the  party  stands  for,  he  stands  for.  The 
same  is  true  of  religion.  Any  denomina- 
tion or  church  worth  its  salt  has  prin- 
ciples which  its  adherents  are  expected  to 
espouse  and  support.  This  has  been  made 
clear  by  repeated  statements  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church.  Marshall,  in  his 
book,  The  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the 
Modern  State,  has  shown  that  Pope  Pius 
XI  in  Encyclical  Mortalium  Animos,  Jan- 
uary 6,  1928,  repudiated  Governor  Al 
Smith's  creed  of  an  "American  Catholic". 

The  issue  is  just  here.  Can  a  Roman 
Catholic  candidate  conscientiously,  and 
without  impunity,  declare  absolute  al- 
legiance to  the  Constitution  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States?  Many  Roman 
Catholic  sources  say  that  he  cannot.  And 
the  doctrine  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  would  seem  to  be  the  basis  of 
this  denial.  In  this  respect  Marshall  has 
pointed  out  that  the  doctrine  of  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  Church  is  "the  embodiment 
of  ecclesiastical  absolutism  in  an  alleged 
Divine  Right  over  the  religious  and  moral 
life  of  man.  It  is  opposed  to  the  Modern 
State  in  the  most  fundamental  dogma 
of  the  latter — the  freedom  of  the  con- 
science." He  goes  further  to  show  that  the 
Modern  State  guarantees  the  rights  of 
minorities,  whereas  Absolutism  suppresses 
conscience. 

Mr.  Marshall  speaks  of  "the  high  per- 
sonal character"  of  Al  Smith  and  of  "his 
frank  declaration  of  his  personal  recog- 
nition of  the  claims  of  the  State  as  against 
the  claims  of  his  Church  in  the  area  of 
of  conscience,  religious  liberty,  and  educa- 
tion," and  the  same  may  be  said  of  Mr. 
Kennedy. 

The  question  is,  "Can  Mr.  Kennedy  re- 
pudiate the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and 
its  doctrine  of  absolutism?"  And  will  he 
do  so?  In  one  instance — the  Philadelphia 
incident — he  did  not.  Has  he  changed? 
This  would  imply  that  he  is  no  longer  a 
Roman  Catholic.  Will  he  be  compelled  to 
subscribe  to  Absolutism  over  against  Con- 
stitutionalism? (Incidentally  a  recent 
French  priest  has  written  a  book  in  which 
he  refers  to  Americanism  and  Democracy 
as  modern  heresies.)

GUIDANCE  PROGRAM  STUDIED 

A  meeting  of  leaders  in  the  work  of 
Christian  education  and  the  guidance  pro- 
gram of  the  Synod  was  held  July  27  in 
Charlotte.  Meeting  with  the  group  were 
Dallas  H.  Smith  and  Rev.  Logan  V.  Cock- 
rum  from  the  Department  of  Christian 
Vocation.  Suggestions  were  made  for  im- 
plementing the  work  of  the  guidance  pro- 
gram of  the  Synod  and  in  efforts  to  make 
the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  at  Flora 
Macdonald  an  accredited  institution. 

Attending  the  meeting  were  Dr.  Samuel 
Newell,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Vocational  Guidance  of  the  Synod; 
Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie,  chairman  of  the 
Synod's  Committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion; Rodger  Decker,  of  the  Flora  Mac- 
donald Presbyterian  Guidance  Center;  and 
Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Director 
of  Christian  Education. 

The  group  adopted  a  motion  recom- 
mending to  the  Synod's  Committee  of 
Christian  Education  that  a  sub-committee 
be  appointed  to  be  concerned  with  im- 
plementing the  Presbyterian  Guidance 
Program  in  the  local  churches.  This  sub- 
committee would  work  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee from  the  Synod's  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions.  The  sub-com- 
mittee would  avail  itself  of  help  having 
been  offered  from  the  Department  of 
Christian  Vocation,  Richmond,  and  the 
Guidance  Center. 

Other  suggestions  adopted  by  the  group 
included  better  publicity  in  newspapers 
and  presentation  of  the  guidance  program 
to  Presbyteries  and  local  churches.

Family  Life  Council  will  be  held  October

Methodist  Church  in  Greensboro. 

The  conference  will  be  centered  around 
the  theme  "Early  Marriage— Problem  or 
Challenge"  and  will  feature  an  opening 
address  by  Dr.  Reuben  Hill,  Director  of 
the  Family  Study  Center  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota;  a  socio-drama  by  the  Wes- 
ley Players  of  the  West  Street  Church; 
the  presentation  of  a  study  on  married 
high  school  students  directed  by  Dr.  I.  V.

CHARLOTTE  BUILDING 
PROGRAM 

The  First  Church,  Charlotte,  has  begun 
a  building  program  which  will  see  the 
construction  of  a  two-story  structure  con- 
taining Sunday  School  space,  offices,  and 
headquarters  for  the  Presbyterian  Found- 
ation. 

The  offices  will  include  a  presbytery 
office  and  space  for  the  Synod's  Christian 
Education  department. 

The  church's  old  manse,  a  two-and-a- 
half  story  stucco  building  erected  in  1890 
is  being  demolished  to  make  way  for  the 
offices.  The  manse  has  been  the  home  of 
two  moderators  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Dr.  James  R.  Howerton  and  his  son  Philip 
Howerton,  and  a  famous  musician,  Wil- 
liam Kincaid  of  the  Philadelphia  Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

Total  construction  and  demolition  costs 
of  the  new  building  are  estimated  at  $265,- 
000.  It  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occup- 
ancy next  spring.  The  building  will  be  of 
architecture  similar  to  the  sanctuary  and 
education  building. 


PRESBYTERIAN  HOME  FUND 

The  latest  figures  on  the  Campaign  for 
the  Presbyterian  Home  indicate  that  a 
total  of  $229,644  has  been  paid  on  pledges 
amounting  to  $474,181.  The  total  objective 
of  the  campaign  is  $750,000. 

Among  the  Presbyteries,  Orange  leads 
in  the  percentage  of  its  objective  reached, 
having  contributed  $104,858,  or  173% 
Winston-Salem  is  second,  103.5%  or  $54,- 
218;  and  Granville  is  third  with  65%  or 
$54,916.  Others  in  order  are  Albemarle, 
53.6%,  $41,183;  Concord,  42.6%  $78,670; 
Fayetteville,  38.1%,  $100,860;  Mecklenburg, 
37%,  $207,455;  Kings  Mountain,  34.8%, 
$58,868;  and  Wilmington,  19.7%,  $49,930. 


MEN'S  CONFERENCE 

Total  registration  for  the  recent  Synod's 
Men's  Conference  at  Montreat  reached 
557.  A  breakdown  by  presbyteries  shows 
that  Mecklenburg  led  with  129,  Concord 
was  second  with  103,  and  Fayetteville, 
third,  77.  Others  in  order:  Orange,  68; 
Kings  Mountain,  67;  Wilmington,  39; 
Winston-Salem,  35;  Granville,  29;  and 
Albemarle,  10.

CONVOCATION 

Some  100  rural  ministers,  laymen,  and 
laywomen,  met  at  N.  C.  State  College, 
Raleigh,  August  9-11  at  the  Rural  Church 
Convocation  to  discuss  and  explore  the 
church's  role  in  the  rural  community. 
Representatives  were  on  hand  from  varr 
ious  agencies  serving  the  rural  community 
and  several  outstanding  rural  and  church 
leaders  spoke  to  the  gathering. 

Sponsored  by  the  N.  C.  Council  of 
Churches  and  the  School  of  Agriculture 
at  N.  C.  State,  the  convocation  was  inter- 
denominational and  open  to  all  interested 
in  the  problems  and  opportunities  of  the 
rural  church. 

Among  the  Presbyterians  taking  part  in 
the  convocation  were  Rev.  R.  T.  Baker, 
Denver;  Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  Charlotte; 
and  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches, 
Durham. 

Among  the  principal  speakers  were  Dr. 
L.  Y.  Ballentine,  State  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture; Dr.  Brooks  H.  James,  Director  of 
Instruction  of  the  School  of  Agriculture; 
Phillip  P.  Aylesworth,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture;  and  Garland  Hendricks,  Pro- 
fessor at  Southeastern  Seminary,  Wake 
Forest. 

Agencies  represented  on  a  panel  discus- 
sion August  10  were  Public  Health,  Educa- 
tion, Welfare,  Farm  Bureau,  Grange,  and 
Law  Observance.  Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins, 
president  of  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches, 
presided. 

Interest  groups  explored  the  following 
areas  affecting  the  rural  church:  Family 
Life,  Music,  Architecture,  Financing,  Re- 
creational Needs,  New  Farming  Develop- 
ments, Agricultural  Economics,  Commun- 
ity Development,  Rural  Youth,  and  Beau- 
tifying Church  Grounds. 

Rev.  Neal  V.  McGlamery,  Director  of 
the  Wesley  Foundation,  Raleigh,  was  co- 
ordinator for  the  convocation.

Six  past  modera- 
tors of  the  General 
Assembly  spoke  at 
the  ceremonies  and 
discussed  the  nature 
and  mission  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  role  of  Mon- 
treat. 

Philip  Howerton, 
Charlotte  business- 
man and  moderator 
in  1958  took  "A  Lay- 
man's Look  at  Mon- 
treat," in  which  he 
called  Montreat  "the  greatest  unifying 
force  in  our  Assembly." 

Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  president 
emeritus  of  Davidson  and  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation  in 
Charlotte,  spoke  on  "Montreat's  Place  in 
the  Church  of  the  Future."  Dr.  Cunning- 
ham, 1957  moderator,  pointed  out  that 
Montreat  will  probably  serve  one  million 
members  in  the  next  five  years.  He  dis- 
cussed the  need  for  expansion  in  the  areas 
of  facilities  and  strengthening  the  func- 
tions of  Montreat. 

Dr.  Marion  A.  Boggs,  current  Assembly 
moderator,  delivered  the  charge  to  Dr. 
Davis.  He  warned  against  fear  of  the  prob- 
lems and  difficulties  facing  the  new  presi- 
dent, but  charged  him  "to  keep  Montreat 
true  to  the  mission  it  was  established  to 
fulfill— namely  to  be  a  conference  ground 
for  the  whole  Church" 


CRIME  RISES 

The  sharp  upward  trend  of  serious 
crime  as  reported  for  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year  did  not  abate  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1960.  A  nine  percent 
increase  in  all  crime  categories  was  re- 
corded for  the  first  six  months  of  1960 
over  the  same  1959  period.  Robberies 
showed  the  greatest  increase,  13  percent, 
and  burglaries  increased  12  percent.  Lar- 
ceny rose  eight  percent  and  auto  theft 
five  percent. 

Geographically,  crime  increased  in  all 
regions  of  the  United  States.  The  South 
showed  a  four  percent  increase  in  crimes 
against  the  person  and  nine  percent  for 
property  crimes.

Nine  ministers  will  conduct  a  five-day 
preaching  mission  at  Ovens  Auditorium, 
Charlotte,  in  October,  sponsored  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Christian  Ministers  "Associa- 
tion. Dr.  Warner  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Cov- 
enant Church,  is  in  charge  of  plans  for 
the  mission. 

Among  participating  ministers  will  be 
Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  former  pastor  of  the 
Myers  Park  Church,  Charlotte,  and  now 
president  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond;  Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Council  of  Churches; 
and  Dean  Ernest  Gordon,  dean  of  the 
chapel  at  Princeton  University  in  Prince- 
ton, N.  J. 

Each  minister  will  choose  his  own  topic 
pertaining  to  the  over-all  purpose  of  the 
mission — the  stimulation  of  religious  life 
through  proclamations  of  the  gospel.

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MISSIONARIES  HOPE 

Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  may  be 
able  to  reopen  their  medical,  educational 
and  evangelistic  work  in  the  Congo  soon, 
according  to  reports  just  received  from 
missionaries  who  have  gone  back  into  the 
country. 

Six  of  the  Church's  missionary  men  who 
reentered  the  turbulent  new  country  to  con- 
sult with  Congolese  Christians  about  the  pos- 
sibility of  reopening  Presbyterian  U.  S.  work 
there  have  brought  back  "an  encouraging 
report." 

And  on  the  basis  of  that  report,  the  Pres- 
byterian mission  is  going  ahead  with  plans 
for  reopening  its  hospitals,  schools  and 
evangelistic  work  in  the  new  African  nation, 
although  "the  program  will  be  much  more 
curtailed"  and  will  be  carried  on  by  a  re- 
duced personnel.  Plans  were  to  be  made  by 
the  missionary-evacuees  at  a  meeting  begin- 
ning August  8  in  Salisbury,  Southern  Rho- 
desia. 

The  six  missionaries  reported  by  short 
wave  radio,  as  they  traveled  in  Congo,  to 
the  evacuees  in  Salisbury  that  they  were 
"welcomed  back  by  our  Christians.  They,  of 
course,  never  wanted  us  to  leave."  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  missionaries  evacuated  the  coun- 
try as  anti-white  violence  spread  in  mid- 
July,  by  order  of  the  American  consul. 

The  men  told  the  group  in  Salisbury,  by 
radio,  that  where  their  scouting  party  had 
gone,  they  had  found  "all  mission  property 
and  equipment  has  been  kept  in  good  shape 
by  the  Congolese  Christians.  Nothing  has 
been  harmed.  .  ." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  missionary  evacuees 
in  Salisbury  in  late  July  there  was  a  call  for 
volunteers  to  go  back  into  the  Congo  as  a 
scouting  party.  Twenty — almost  every  man 
present — volunteered,  and  mission  then  se- 
lected six  for  the  task. 

Two  missionary  pilots  were  among  the 
group,  to  fly  the  medical  and  evangelistic 
workers  to  points  throughout  the  Kasai  Pro- 
vince, area  of  Presbyerian  U.  S.  mission 
work.  They  were  John  Davis  and  Dr.  John 
Knox  Miller.  Davis's  teenage  son,  Mallory, 
accompanied  the  group.  Two  other  medical 
doctors  were  chosen  to  talk  with  Congolese 
about  reopening  medical  work.  They  were 
Dr.  Hugh  Farrior  and  Dr.  Henry  S.  Nelson. 
And  two  evangelistic  missionaries,  the  Rev. 
Bill  Worth  and  the  Rev.  Dave  Miller,  were 
asked  to  consult  with  Congolese  church  lead- 
ers about  the  possibility  of  carrying  out  a 
meeting  previously  scheduled  for  late  July 
for  the  purpose  of  clarifying  mission-church 
relationships.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Congo  received  its  autonomy  from  mission 
in  November,  1959. 

The  scouting  group  returned  from  Congo 
August  8,  and  mission  immediately  met  in 
Salisbury  to  plan  strategy  for  returning.  C. 
Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Church's  Board  of  World  Missions  in  Nash- 
ville, said  that  "we  are  greatly  encouraged 
by  the  more  hopeful  outlook  reflected  in 
these  reports.  We  are  conscious  that  the 
political  balance  is  still  most  uncertain,  but 
these  signs  of  a  relatively  orderly  and  peace- 
ful situation  at  our  mission  stations  in  the 
Kasai  will  be  received,  I  am  sure,  with 
thanksgiving  by  all." 

Still  in  the  Congo  are  three  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  missionaries  who  were  asked  to  remain 
in  Leopoldville,  the  capital,  to  work  with 
United  Nations  and  Congo  Protestant  Coun- 
cil personnel  in  setting  up  emergency  medi- 
cal relief  facilties,  after  most  of  the  coun- 
try's doctors,  Belgians,  were  forced  to  leave. 
They  are  the  Rev.  Alex  McCutchen,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  Tinsley  Smith. 

When  violence  broke  out  in  the  Congo,  a 
week  after  its  independence  celebrations, 
some  103  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.'s 
161  Congo  missionaries  were  at  their  posts. 
Since  then,  a  number  of  families  with  child- 
ren, women  and  children  have  come  back 
to  the  United  States  at  mission  suggestion. 
Others,  with  furloughs  due  next  year,  have 
been  asked  to  take  them  this  year  in  order 
to  be  ready  to  go  back  into  Congo  when  the 
situation  is  clearer. 

But  still  in  Salisbury,  waiting  near  Congo 
in  the  hope  that  they  .will  be  able  to  get

back  into  the  country  and  resume  work 
there,  are  44  men  and  women  missionaries. 
In  Salisbury,  the  waiting  missionaries  are 
carrying  on  translation  work,  revising  the 
Tshiluba  Bible. 


ASSOCIATE  DIRECTOR 

RICHMOND,  VA.— To  encourage  the 
greatest  participation  in  its  educational 
programs,  the  Presbyterian  Board  of 
Christian  Education  has  appointed  an  as- 
sociate director  of  Education  Promotion. 
Miss  Sue  Nichols  came  to  the  Richmond 
post  in  August,  announced  A.  Clinton 
Harris,  secretary  of  the  board's  Church 
Relations  division. 

Combining  her  backgrounds  as  a  pro- 
fessional journalist  and  as  a  Christian 
education  director,  Miss  Nichols  will  help 
direct  the  interpretation  program  for 
Presbyterian  work  in  the  fields  of  Chris- 
tian Teaching,  Higher  Education,  Men's 
Work,  and  Christian  Action  for  the  board. 

Miss  Nichols  received  a  Masters  in  Re- 
ligious Education  from  Biblical  Seminary 
in  New  York,  and  was  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  McKeesport,  Penna.  and  at  the 
Lakewood  Presbyterian  Church  in  Jack- 
sonville, Pla.,  for  four  years  before  com- 
ing to  the  denomination  position.

RICHMOND,  VA.— Plans  were  mapped 
for  the  1962  emphasis  on  Christian  Voca- 
tion and  final  supervision  given  to  next 
year's  youth  theme,  "Heirs  of  Christ- 
Share  the  Faith,"  when  nineteen  represen- 
tatives of  56,000  high  school  students  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  met  in 
August  at  Banner  Elk,  N.  C. 

Sixteen  representatives  from  over  200 
colleges  served  by  the  denomination 
counting  over  60,000  Presbyterian  students 
met  with  the  high  schoolers  while  plan- 
ning for  the  next  two  years.

In  co-operation  with  the  United  Chris- 
tian Youth  Movement,  the  high  school 
youth  plan  to  undertake  special  studies 
on  such  topics  as  inter-denominational 
communion,  the  Christian  attitude  to- 
ward driving,  the  Christian  approach  to 
international  affairs,  etc.  in  the  future.

Religious  programs  on  radio  and  television 
must  be  of  good  quality  to  be  effective,  for 
poor  quality  programs  "may  do  more  harm 
than  good,"  according  to  Gordon  Alderman, 
program  director  of  a  N.  Y.  station.  Speaking 
to  the  International  Television  Radio  Work- 
shop for  laymen  and  ministers,  Mr.  Alder- 
man said  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the 
religious  program  should  be  to  "provide  in- 
formational programs  which  make  the  view- 
ers more  aware  of  the  ^full  range  of  their 
own  faiths." 

The  Ministry  and  Counsel  of  the  N.  C. 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  meeting  at  Guil- 
ford, called  for  the  abolishment  of  capital 
punishment  in  the  state.  Their  statement 
said  that  they  would  seek  the  support  of 
other  religious  groups  and  present  their  con- 
cern to  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches,  and 
organize  a  movement  to  bring  pressure  on 
legislators  to  abolish  the  capital  punishment 
law.

Convention,  C.  B.  Deane  of  Rockingham,

"Send  Our  Missionaries  Back" 


When  communications  with  the  new 
Congo  Republic  resumed,  this  letter  from 
seven  Congolese  Christian  leaders  came  to 
C.  Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of  World 
Missions.  In  halting,  but  careful  English, 
the  Congo  churchmen  asked  the  American 
Church  to  "send  our  missionaries  back." 

They  wrote: 

"In  these  days,  when  Congo  R.  knows 
many  sorts  of  troubles,  all  the  world  is 
ready  to  give  his  favorable  aid.  We  have 
realized  the  fact  that  your  country  was 
the  first  to  come  in  aid  in  Congo.  For  that, 
we  are  in  hope  that  all  will  be  done  in 
our  favour.  Thanks  so  much. 

"But,  we  are  presenting  our  great  re- 
gret to  you  and  to  your  government  as 
well  as  to  our  friends  in  Lord  who  stay  in 
US.  We  regret  because  our  missionaries 
are  not  among  us  now.  They  left  the  field 
mission  and  went  in  Rhodesia  without 
being  hunted  or  put  off  by  the  Congo- 
lese. We  agree  on  the  American  Consul 
decision,  that  all  the  Americans  must 
leave  Congo.  The  order  was  given  and 
must  be  executed.  That  was  a  necessity 
for  this  life.  But  on  the  other  side,  an- 
other necessity  to  have  our  missionaries 
among  us  is  greater  than  to  leave  when 
we  are  beginning  a  new  way  in  which 
we're  sure  we'll  find  many  difficulties.  For 


that  we  ask  you  to  get  them  back  in  Congo 
immediately,  we  beg.  If  not,  who  can  take 
place  in  Ecole  de  Theologie  at  Luluabourg, 
in  Faculte  de  Theologie  at  Elisabethville, 
in  Ecole  Secondaire  at  Katubue  and  in 
Ecole  de  Moniteurs  at  Kankinda?  (Edi- 
tor's note:  All  schools  of  higher  educa- 
tion). Who  among  us  is  able  to  take  the 
responsibility  in  the  hospitals?  Truly, 
truly,  nobody,  person.  We  have  realized  in 
these  days  in  which  we're  alone  that  the 
thing  is  too  difficult  to  us.  We  insist  on 
our  demand  of  getting  all  our  missionaries 
back  from  Rhodesia,  hoping  you  will  ac- 
cept it  with  our  Lord  grace  and  peace.  We 
need  them  before  the  beginning  of  August, 
for  having  all  ready  for  September.  We 
insist  on  the  fact,  not  any  soldier,  did 
not  think,  does  not  think,  or  will  not  think 
to  trouble  or  importunate  the  missionary. 
Otherwise  they  declared  it.  They  discuss 
with  our  government  and  not  with  mis- 
sionaries, trust  this  truth,  please  .  .  ." 

The  letter  was  signed  by  seven  church 
leaders  from  Lubondai,  site  of  a  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  mission  station,  hospital,  and 
schools. 

Dr.  Borden  Evans,  a  member  of  the 
department  of  Bible  and  religion  at 
Davidson  College  for  the  last  three  years 
and  a  native  of  Laurinburg,  will  be  in- 
stalled September  25  as  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Auburn,  Alabama. 
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Women  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
gave  a  "Birthday  Offering"  of  $170,298  to 
Stillman  College,  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  Negro 
denominational  institution.  In  accepting  the 
gift  at  the  Women's  Conference  recently  held 
at  Montreat,  Dr.  Sam  Burney  Hay,  president 
of  the  college,  said  the  funds  will  be  used 
for  construction  of  a  new  classroom  build- 
ing. The  contributions  were  a  special  offer- 
ing to  mark  the  anniversary  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Women's  Work.  The 
college  has  an  enrollment  of  nearly  500  stu- 
dents. The  1961  offering  will  go  to  Christian 
literature,  one-half  will  go  for  publication  of 
literature  in  the  Tshiluba  language  for  the 
Republic  of  Congo,  and  the  remainder  for 
Chinese  literature  for  the  Cupei  Bi,ble 
School  at  Taiwan.  Last  year's  gift  went  to 
the  Presbyterian  church  in  Brazil.

Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  told  the  annual  World  Mis- 
sion Conference  at  Montreat,  that  the  de- 
nomination has  "by  no  means  given  up  the 
hope  in  the  Congo."  He  said  that  despite 
clouded  conditions  under  which  personnel 
may  return,  its  Congo  force  is  being  held 
intact  and  that  the  Board  expects  to  "seize 
the  first  opportunity  to  re-enter  the  Kasai 
Province."

Addressing  more  than  1,000  persons  at 
the  World  Missions  Conference,  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Crane,  director  of  the  denomination's  Medi- 
cal Center  at  Chungju,  Korea,  warned 
against  false  reliance  on  technology  and 
missiles  in  coping  with  the  world  problems 
of  today.  "We  can't  expect  an  army  to 
change  men's  hearts,"  he  stated.  He  describ- 
ed Korea  as  one  of  the  world's  "front  lines" 
in  the  battle  between  Christianity  on  one 
side  and  Communism  and  materialism  on 
the  other.

The  executive  committee  of  the  World 
Presbyterian  Alliance  met  in  Geneva,  Swit- 
zerland, August  8-13.  Elected  by  the  eigh- 
teenth General  Council  last  summer  in 
Brazil,  this  was  the  first  full  meeting  of  the 
new  committee.  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Lloyd  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 
presided  over  the  sessions.  The  Alliance 
represents  over  forty-five  million  Christians 
who  are  members  of  seventy-eight  Reformed 
and  Presbyterian  Churches  all  over  the 
world.

ST.  ANDREWS 
PRESBYTERIAN  COLLEGE 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  was 
the  name  chosen  for  the  new  four-year, 
co-educational  school  being  built  at 
Laurinburg. 

Trustees  of  the  school,  which  has  been 
known  as  the  Consolidated  Presbyterian 
College  since  its  inception  five  years  ago, 
unanimously  adopted  the  name  St.  An- 
drews after  its  presentation  by  a  name 
committee  that  had  considered  over  100 
names  in  the  past  five  years.  The  Rev. 
William  N.  Currie  of  Greensboro  was 
chairman  of  the  name  committee  and 
members  included  Mrs.  George  Avinger 
of  Laurinburg,  Mrs.  O.  L.  Parker  of  Clin- 
ton, Mrs.  Rufus  D.  Wilson  of  Burling- 
ton, and  Dr.  Roy  E.  Watts  of  High  Point. 

The  new  name  with  its  rich  Scotch 
tradition  and  heritage  and  deep  Biblical 
roots  met  with  enthusiastic  approval  from 
College  President  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore. 
"In  St.  Andrews,"  Dr.  Moore  said,  "we 
have  chosen  a  name  that  does  not  bind 
our  new  college  to  any  narrow  traditions. 

"It  particularly  appeals  to  me  because 
of  what  it  says  and  means.  The  literal 
meaning  is  'manhood'  or  'valor'  and  an 
institution  bearing  this  name  must  be 
characterized  in  its  intellectual  life  by 
bloodlines,  firmness,  and  courage.  The 
name  St.  Andrew  is  rooted  deeply  in  the

Plans  have  now  been  completed  for 
Evangelism  Cavalcades  to  be  held 
throughout  the  Synod  as  a  part  of  the 
Presbyterian  Mission  to  the  Nation.  The 
Cavalcades  will  be  conducted  in  nine 
major  cities  October  3-11  with  leaders  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  taking 
part  in  leadership  meetings  and  a  mass 
rally  in  each  of  the  cities. 

The  Mission  to  the  Nation  is  a  part  of 
the  observance  of  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  which 
was  formed  in  1861  after  separating  from 
the  ^resbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States.

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CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND 
LIBERTY 

Perhaps  too  few  people  understand  that 
a  major  difference  in  religious  bodies  is 
church  government,  as  well  as  (if  not 
more  so  than)  doctrine.  This  has  always 
been  of  great  significance  to  adherents 
of  the  Reformed  faith,  of  which  number 
Presbyterians  consitute  an  important  part. 
(Incidentally  those  of  the  Reformed  faith 
rank  second  only  to  Lutherans  among 
Protestant  bodies  of  the  world.) 

Government,  both  political  and  church, 
is  summarized  under  three  general  heads: 
Monarchical,  Democratic,  and  Republican. 

Monarchical  government  is  what  the 
name  implies,  rule  by  a  monarch,  or 
single  sovereign.  An  absolute  monarchy 
is  one  in  which  the  will  of  the  monarch 
is  absolute  law,  which  is  despotism.  His- 
tory reveals  that  most  monarchies  were 
such,  that  is  abolutism,  or  dictatorship. 

It  was  from  such  despots  that  the 
whole  gamut  of  freedom  was  wrung  at  the 
price  of  blood,  including  the  English  Bill 
of  Rights,  beginning  with  Magna  Charta, 
wrested  in  1215  by  the  barons  and  the 
clergy  at  great  sacrifice  from  King  John, 
who  was  aided  and  abetted  by  Pope  In- 
nocent III,  though  previously  he  had  suc- 
cessfully subdued  John  in  an  ecclesiastical 
matter.  (Every  Protestant  should  re- 
examine this  period  in  history,  when 
Runneymede  became  the  camping-ground 
of  the  opponents  of  the  King,  and  hence- 
forth forever  was  declared  an  open  park, 
never  to  be  built  upon,  to  commemorate 
the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people.) 

Democratic  government  is  that  in  which 
the  will  of  the  people  is  expressed  direct- 
ly, without  permanent  head,  or  represen- 
tatives elected  by  the  people.  The  ideal 
is  a  pure  democracy  in  which  all  the 
citizens  participate.  The  weakness  is  likely 
to  be  a  lack  of  responsibility  and  order. 

Republican  government  is  representa- 
tive government,  or  rule  of  the  people 
through  their  duly  elected  representatives. 
This  is  the  form  of  government  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

In  the  sphere  of  religion  there  are  three 
forms  of  government,  corresponding  to 
the  political  forms  of  government,  and 
these  are  respectively  Episcopal,  Congre- 
gational, and  Presbyterian.

Synod  of  Virginia 

Episcopal  government  is  that  vested  in 
bishops,  or  rule  by  bishops.  This  form, 
which  corresponds  to  monarchical  gov- 
ernment ,is  two  general  types:  (1)  Gov- 
ernment by  three  distinct  orders  of  min- 
isters— bishops,  priests  or  presbyters,  and 
deacons — the  authority  of  the  bishops  be- 
ing of  a  different  order  from  that  of 
priests  and  deacons.  This  type,  known  as 
"prelacy"  obtains  in  the  Oriental  (Greek, 
Arenian,  and  Coptic),  Roman  Catholic, 
and  Anglican  churches,  with  varying  de- 
grees of  authority  vested  in  the  head 
bishop;  thus  in  the  Roman  Church,  with 
the  Pope  as  head,  the  form  of  govern- 
ment is  more  nearly  identical  with  mon- 
archial  government.  (2)  Government  in 
which  the  bishops  are  not  of  a  different 
order  from  presbyters  or  the  other  clergy, 
but  of  a  different  office.  This  form  ob- 
tains in  the  Moravian,  Methodist,  Re- 
formed Episcopal,  and  Lutheran  church- 
es. 

Congregational  governmeht  corresponds 
to  the  Democratic  form  of  government, 
and  all  members  of  a  congregation  are 
equally  represented  in  all  affairs  of  the 
local  church.  The  system  de-emphasizes 
authority  in  any  person. 

Presbyterian  government  is  rule  by 
Elders,  who  in  turn  are  the  elected  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people,  and  as  such 
are  servants  of  the  people.  This  means, 
as  Benjamin  Franklin  noted,  when  it  was 
argued  that  a  candidate  for  office  should 
be  honored  by  being  eligible  for  a  second 
term  of  office,  that  an  officer  of  the  peo- 
ple is  "honored"  by  being  restored  to  the 
status  of  citizen.  According  to  the  late 
Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  distinguished  his- 
torian, this  form  of  government  incor- 
porates the  strength  of  both  the  other 
forms  of  government,  without  retaining 
their  weaknesses. 

A  distinguished  judge  in  Alabama,  a 
member  of  "Brother"  Bryan's  church,  who 
for  more  than  forty  years  was  a  member 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  was  elected  a

In  devoting  full-time  to  Pastoral  Coun- 
seling I  think  of  myself  as  specializing  in 
one  area  of  the  ministry  and  not  as  hav- 
ing retired  from  active  service.  Mine  is 
now  a  ministry  to  individuals  who  have 
personal  problems  that  rob  them  of  health 
and  efficiency. 

Physicians  are  aware  that  crippling 
emotions  and  unwholesome  attitudes  lead 
to  a  variety  of  human  ills  that  have  no 
organic  basis  and  do  not  respond  to  treat- 
ment by  medicine  and  surgery.  Pastoral 
Counseling  inquires  for  situations  and  cir- 
cumstances that  provoke  these  emotions 
an  dattitudes  and  assists  the  individuals 
in  making  necessary  adustments. 

We  use  the  techniques  of  psychotherapy 
but  our  aim  is  the  salvation  of  persons.

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I     RADIO  -  TV  GROUP  MEETS 

The  Committee  on  Radio-Television  of 
the  Synod  convened  in  Raleigh  Sept.  19 
for  the  purpose  of  acting  on  a  commission 
of  the  Synod  which  met  at  Greenville  in 
June  to  establish  a  department  of  Radio- 
TV  in  Raleigh.  One  of  the  tasks  of  the 
Committee  is  to  select  a  component  per- 
son to  head  the  department.  The  commit- 
tee was  chaired  by  its  chairman,  Dr.  Ben 
F.  Brown,  pastor  of  the  Alamance  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Greensboro.  Present 
with  the  Committee  was  Dr.  Ernest  J. 
Arnold,  president  of  the  Protestant  Radio 
Center,  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  Committee  named  a  committee, 
headed  by  Dr.  Brown,  to  select  a  director 
of  the  Radio-TV  Department.  Applications 
for  the  position  are  to  be  sent  to  the 
Synod's  Office  headquarters  by  November 
1,  1960.  The  Committee  approved  of  three 
general  qualifications  as  essential  to  ap- 
plicants. These  are  a  person  capable  of 
making  an  educational  approach  to  the 
Church,  to  the  Radio-TV  industry,  and  to 
the  general  public.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
such  a  person  should  have  administrative 
ability,  and  be  disinterested  in  personal 
appearance  on  Radio  and  TV.

Bible  and  is  steeped  in  Presbyterian  and 
Protestant  history. 

"St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,"  Dr.  Moore 
explained,  "was  the  son  of  Jonah  or  John, 
and  was  born  in  Bethsaida  of  Galilee.  The 
Fourth  Gospel  tells  us  that  Andrew  was 
a  disciple  of  John  the  Baptist  whose  tes- 
timony first  led  him  to  follow  Jesus. 
From  scanty  records  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment it  is  clear  that  Andrew,  as  one  of 
the  Twelve,  was  very  close  to  Christ  and 
played  an  important  part  when  the 
Apostles  went  forth  to  preach  to  the 
nations. 

"The  University  of  St.  Andrews,"  Dr. 
Moore  added,  "is  the  oldest  University  in 
Scotland,  founded  in  1411.  As  far  as  I 
know,  there  is  no  other  accredited  col- 
lege in  America  with  this  name.  There 
are  several  Presbyterian  churches  called 
St.  Andrews  and  a  number  of  smaller 
schools,  but  no  college  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  one  now  being  built  in  Laurinburg." 

Hector  MacLean  of  Lumberton,  chair- 
man of  the  college  board  of  trustees,  was 
equally  pleased  to  see  the  new  college 
receive  a  permanent  name.  "We  feel  our 
name  committee  has  done  well  with  a 
difficult  task,"  he  said. 

"We  believe  the  name  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  carries  out  the  Scottish 
tradition  and  heritage  of  the  region 
where  the  school  is  being  built.  Andrew 
was  one  of  the  12  Disciples  and  was  a 
leader  in  bringing  men  to  Christ.  In  its 
own  way,  our  new  college  will  follow  in 
the  footsteps  of  its  namesake  in  its  wit- 
ness for  Christ  and  in  meeting  the  chal- 
lenge of  today's  trying  times." 

The  selection  of  a  name  was  the  high- 
light of  an  all-day  board  of  trustees 
meeting  at  Laurinburg  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  new  college  is  scheduled  to  open 
in  September  1961  with  a  student  body 
of  approximately  700.  Construction  has 
been  underway  since  last  fall  and  the 
campus,  on  an  840-acre  tract  of  land 
south  of  the  Laurinburg  business  district, 
is  rapidly  taking  shape. 


COLLEGE  ENROLLMENT  UP 

According  to  a  recent  Associated  Press 
seurvey  of  the  36  four-year  colleges  and 
universities  in  North  Carolina,  more  than 
55,000  students  were  expected  to  enroll 
in  September,  an  increase  of  2,418. 

Among  the  Presbyterian  institutions, 
Davidson  was  expecting  960  students  as 
compared  to  912  last  year;  Flora  Mac- 
donald,  500,  compared  to  411;  and  Queens, 
775  compared  to  713  last  year. 

Two  new  colleges,  both  Methodist,  open- 
ed for  the  enrollment  of  freshmen  day 
students  for  the  first  time.  The  survey 
pointed  out  that  most  of  the  36  colleges 
have  waiting  lists  and  are  at  capacity 
enrollment.

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SUGAW  CREEK  MUSEUM 

The  old  Session  House  at  Sugaw  Creek 
Church,  Charlotte,  has  been  completely 
restored  and  is  now  being  used  as  a  his^ 
torical  museum.  The  project  was  begun 
early  this  year  by  the  Women  of  the 
Church,  who  have  been  successful  in  ob- 
taining various  articles  of  historical  in- 
terest. 

Permanent  walnut  cabinets  with  brass 
hinges  and  locks  have  been  installed. 
Among  the  present  collection  are  old 
family  Bibles,  a  foot-pedal  organ,  an  old 
clock,  the  original  communion  service  of 
the  church  donated  by  Wade  Harris,  a 
pewter  pitcher  donated  by  the  F.  S.  Neal 
family,  a  wall  plaque  containing  the 
names  of  World  War  II  veterans,  records, 
pictures,  books,  and  many  items  pertain- 
ing to  the  Revolution  and  Civil  War 
periods. 

The  session  house  was  built  in  1837  by 
a  Frenchman,  with  bricks  made  by  hand 
on  the  same  ground.  It  was  used  as  a 
schoolhouse  for  many  years  and  was 
damaged  by  the  earthquake  of  1886.

The 
site  is  located  opposite  the  First  Church. 

More  than  175  ministers  and  elders 
were  present.  Charles  W.  Perry  of  High 
Point  was  named  to  succeed  Rev.  C.  H. 
Reckard,  formerly  of  Hillsboro,  as  moder- 
ator of  the  Presbytery. 

In  other  actions,  a  challenge  budget  of 
$618,585  for  1961  was  adopted.

MECKLENBURG  RALLY 

The  fall  rally  of  the  Men  of  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  was  held  at  the  First 
Church,  Albemarle,  September  13.  Rev. 
Robert  G.  Balnicky,  pastor  of  the  Mc- 
Cutchen  Memorial  Church  in  Union  was 
the  guest  speaker.  Mr.  Balnicky  was 
converted  to  Presbyterianism  after  being 
a  member  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
for  21  years,  and  this  year  was  awarded  a 
citation  for  outstanding  sei'vice  as  nation- 
al chaplain  of  the  40  &  8  Veterans  So- 
ciety. 


MISSIONS  BOARD  MEETS 

Eleven  more  Presbyterian  missionaries 
have  been  authorized  to  return  to  the 
Congo,  to  join  21  others  already  back  in 
that  country.  Action  came  at  the  annual 
September  meeting  here  of  the  Board  of 
World  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  US. 

The  Board  also  approved  the  immediate 
purchase  of  a  $28,000  plane  for  use  by  its 
flying  missionaries  now  in  the  Congo,  and 
extended  an  urgent  call  for  another  pilot 
to  serve  with  the  mission  in  that  troubled 
country.  The  Presbyterians  are  using  two 
planes  to  provide  communication  and 
transportation  between  the  returned  mis- 
sionaries in  10  stations.  These  same  planes 
were  used  in  July  to  evacuate  more  than 
200  missionaries. 

In  other  actions,  the  mission  officials 
adopted  policy  statements  designed  to 
maintain  intact,  as  far  as  is  possible,  the 
165-person  missionary  force  from  the 
Congo,  against  the  day  when  they  may 
all  be  safely  returned  there.  The  Board 
undertakes  to  continue  support  of  the 
entire  force,  whether  they  are  remaining 
in  Africa  and  immediately  ready  to  re- 
turn to  the  Congo,  or  whether  they  have 
come  back  to  the  United  States  on  indef- 
inite furlough.  The  regulations  provide  for 
missionaries'  accepting  temporary  employ- 
ment in  churches,  schools  and  hospitals. 
Special  financial  consideration  is  being 
given  to  "divided"  families,  where  the 
husband  has  returned  to  Congo,  and  the 
wife  and  children  remain  in  a  safer  place.

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MISSIONARIES  RETURN  TO 
CONGO 

American  missionaries  returing  to  Con- 
go have  reported  that  the  Congolese  wel- 
comed them  back  "with  much  rejoicing." 

Nineteen  Presbyterian  U.  S.  medical, 
educational,  agricultural  and  evangelistic 
missionaries  re-entered  the  new  Africian 
nation  in  mid-August.  All  but  one  of  the 
Church's  missionary  force  in  Congo,  which 
numbered  103  when  violence  broke  out, 
were  forced  to  evacuate,  by  American  con- 
sular advice.  The  Rev.  Alex  McCutchen 
remained  behind  in  Leopoldville,  the 
capital,  to  work  with  the  United  Nations' 
World  Health  Organization  and  the  Con- 
go Protestant  Council  in  setting  up  em- 
ergency medical  facilities.  Two  other  Pres- 
byterian U.  S.  missionaries,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  Tinsley  Smith,  Jr.,  were  soon  able  to 
return  to  oin  him  in  that  work. 

First  word  from  the  group,  after  their 
re-entry,  was  received  at  the  Church's 
Board  of  World  Missions  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  August  23.  The  letter,  written 
August  18,  reported  that  "so  far,  all  is 
well  on  our  stations  ,and  there  seems  to 
be  an  almost  unanimous  appeal  for  the 
return  of  the  missionaries."  A  chief  in 
the  Otetela  territory  wrote  to  them  that 
he  wanted  "all  the  missionaries  back!" 

The  siuation  in  Luluabourg,  capital  of 
the  Kasai  province  in  the  heart  of  the 
country  and  in  the  center  of  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  mission  work,  was  more  discourag- 
ing. Two  missionary  houses  had  been 
looted;  Congolese  Christians  had  been 
able  to  protect  others  just  outside  the 
city.  "Almost  all  European  houses  de- 
serted," they  wrote,  "many  looted,  60  per- 
cent or  more  of  the  stores  closed  and 
some  looted,  over  half  of  all  the  Congolese 
houses  destroyed  or  burned — all  this  is 
a  pretty  discouraging  picture.  There  is  a 
great  concern  about  food  supplies  as  well, 
since  remaining  stocks  will  be  about  ex- 
hausted in  a  couple  of  weeks.  The  other 
great  problem  of  the  moment  is  the  con- 
tinued Baluba-Lulua  tribal  fighting  .  .  ." 

Nine  of  the  returning  missionaries  were 
to  attend  a  conference  with  Congolese 
church  leader  at  Moma,  a  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  mission  station  south  of  Luluabourg, 
about  future  church-mission  relationships. 
The  meeting  was  scheduled  long  before, 
but  the  evacuation  and  uncertain  situa- 
tion caused  its  postponement.  Others  in 
the  returning  party  traveled  to  their  own 
stations,  scattered  throughout  the  Kasai, 
for  conferences  with  Congolese  leaders 
there. 

The  group  reported  that  their  charter- 
ed plane,  a  Rhodesian  Air  Service  Dakota, 
as  it  landed  at  the  Luluabourg  airport 
was  met  by  United  Nations  soldiers  from 
Tunisia  "who  wanted  to  know  who  au- 
thorized the  flight."  The  UN  Commandant 
received  the  missionaries  very  cordially, 
they  said. 

The  Luluabourg  hotels  they  found  filled 
with  people  living  there  temporarily.  They 
estimated  that  there  were  about  150 
European  men,  many  of  them  business- 
men "who  have  come  back  to  see  how 
things  are  going"  and  representatives  of 
large  corporations,  and  15  women,  among 
them  several  social  workers.  So  far,  lights, 
and  water,  post  office  and  other  services 
are  functioning,  they  said. 

Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  who  re- 
turned to  Congo  include  Eric  S.  Bolton, 
Tom  Cleveland,  John  W.  Davis,  Dr.  Hugh

A  Dutch  Catholic  missionary,  Rev.  Sebas- 
tian Yongerius,  has  predicted  that  Catholics 
face  a  "very  difficult  time"  in  the  Congo 
because  the  Church  was  so  closely  identified 
by  the  Africans  with  the  departing  Belgiari 
administration.  Because  of  the  close  link 
between  the  Church  and  the  Belgian  govern- 
ment in  the  Congo,  the  Church  has  fallen 
heir  to  the  ill  feelings  engendered  by  Belgian 
mistakes,  he  stated.

The  role  of  sociology  in  the  education  of 
future  clergymen  will  become  increasingly 
important,  sociology  professors  of  theological 
insitutions  were  told  at  the  55th  annual 
meeting  in  New  Yrk  of  the  American  So- 
ciological Association.  Panelists  pointed  out 
that  sociology  is  pertinent  to  effective  pas- 
toral work  and  that  social  problems  of  the 
day  should  be  a  serious  challenge  to  the 
minister. 

****** 

Aid  programs  for  the  Congo,  based  on  a 
report  by  a  delegation  of  church  leaders 
who  visited  the  new  African  state,  are  being 
planned  by  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 
The  program  will  be  used  to  underwrite  im- 
mediate medical  and  scholarship  help  as  well 
las  a  long-range  program  of  technical  and 
professional  training  for  Congolese.  $25,000 
will  be  made  available  for  immediate  em- 
ergency aid. 

****** 

Showing  of  the  controversial  Hollywood 
film,  "Elmer  Gantry,"  the  story  of  tent 
evangelism,  was  strongly  protested  by  the 
Durham  Conservative  Ministers  Association, 
which  charged  that  the  movie  "discredits" 
Christianity.  They  protested  the  use  of  a 
city-owned  building,  leased  to  a  theater,  as 
a  violation  of  the  since  it  was  being  used 
"to  attack  and  discredit  the  religion"  of  the 
taxpayers. 

****** 

The  109  secondary  schools  of  the  Congo 
approached  their  Sept.  15  opening  with  no 
prospect  of  adequate  teaching  personnel. 
Most  of  the  staffs  of  the  schools  were  pri- 
marily Belgian,  since  very  few  Congolese 
have  yet  become  qualified  teachers.  Of  the 
109  institutions,  Roman  Catholic  missions 
operated  72,  Protestant  9,  and  the  govern- 
ment 25.  All  were  subsidized  by  the  Belgian 
administration.  Primary  schools  were  expect- 
ed to  open  as  scheduled.

Their 
benevolence  giving  in  the  1956-59  period 
tripled,  with  the  average  giving  of  each 
of  the  new  church  members  being  $3.80 
more  than  the  per  capita  giving.  Except  for 
seven  churches  started  as  missionary  ven- 
turess  the  membership  of  the  churches 
averaged  491  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year.

Presbyterian  Outlook,  an  independent 
weekly  published  in  Richmond,  Va.,  de- 
clared recently  in  an  editorial  on  the  Presi- 
dential election  that  the  nation  "must  have 
the  best  available  leader,  whether  he  be, 
in  this  case,  Quaker  or  Roman  Catholic."

Mr.  Wil- 
bur M.  Gage,  a  businessman,  said  that  al- 
though Bishop  Sheen  might  now  draw  the 
highest  rating,  he  felt  his  audience  would 
have  intense  interest.  "People  want  and 
need  the  kind  of  though-provoking,  serious, 
important  programs  exemplified  by  Bishop 
Sheen."

Clergymen  of  United  Presbyterian  church- 
es whose  members  tend  to  be  professional, 
managerial,  and  '  business  people  have  been 
acquiring  a  better  understanding  of  labor 
problems  through  three-week  semineU's  at 
the  Presbyterian  Institute  of  Industrial  Re- 
lations in  Chicago.  During  the  seminars, 
clergymen  visite  factories  and  labor  union 
headquarters,  study  the  problems  of  running 
a  business  enterprise,  and  are  briefed  in 
other  areas  of  industrial  life.  In  addition, 
each  summer  for  11  years  the  institute  has 
placed  theological  students  in  industrial 
jobs  where  they  work  incognito  as  laborers.

Eight  bodies  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  the  Mid- 
dle East  were  admitted  in  the  membership 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  recently, 
including  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
Republic  of  Korea.  The  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Korea  was  organized  in  1953  following  a 
secession  from  another  Korean  Presbyterian 
Church.  It  has  191,000  members  and  belongs 
to  the  East  Asia  Christian  Conference  and 
the  World  Presbyterian  Alliance. 


CATECHISM  AWARDS 

Almost  every  day  a  request  arrives  in  the  office  of  the  Synod,  requesting  cash 
awards  for  children  who  have  memorized  the  Catechisms.  Through  August  of  this 
year,  some  300  awards  of  $1.00  each  have  been  given  to  children  who  memorized  the 
Catechism  for  Young  Children,  and  2  awards  of  $2.00  each  were  made  to  those  who 
memorized  the  Westminster  Shorter  Catechism. 

These  awards  are  provided  through  a  fund  begun  forty  years  ago  by  the  late 
William  Henry  Belk  of  Charlotte,  and  are  being  continued  by  his  son,  Irwin  Belk.  Mr. 
Belk  originally  began  the  awards  because  he  felt  that  a  child  who  memorized  the 
Catechisms  would  be  well  grounded  in  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  know  the  priciples 
of  Presbyterianism. 

Irwin  Belk,  speaking  of  his  father's  proect,  says  that  the  results  have  been  "most 
gratifying.  My  father  thought  if  people  knew  what  they  believed  they  could  not  be 
led  off  by  other  "isms"  or  unsound  beliefs.  In  addition  to  Bible  study,  he  believed  that 
the  catechisms  were  great  assets  for  any  one  at  any  age  in  life."

An  estimated  20,000  Presbyterians  took 
part  in  the  Evangelism  Cavalcades  con- 
ducted in  nine  cities  of  the  Synod  as  a 
part  of  the  Presbyterian  Mission  to  the 
Nation. 

In  preparation  for  the  celebration  of 
the  Centennial  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  the  Cavalcades  brought 
outstanding  church  leaders  from  through- 
out the  General  Assembly  to  instruct 
local  churchmen  on  their  role  in  the 
Mission  to  the  Nation. 

The  two-day  programs  in  each  of  the 
cities  were  approximately  the  same — a 
meeting  of  the  evangelism  committees,  a 
dinner  meeting,  a  mass  rally,  an  elder's 
breakfast,  and  a  meeting  of  all  ministers 
of  the  Presbytery.  In  some  cities  a  youth 
meeting  was  also  held. 

At  Statesville,  over  1300  gathered  for 
the  mass  rally  on  October  6  to  hear  Dr. 
William  H.  Kadel,  president  of  Florida 
Presbyterian  College,  who  called  on  them 
to  recognize  their  part  in  helping  Chris- 
tianity to  move  forward  rather  than  re- 
treat. He  challenged  them  to  present 
Christ  to  all  people  and  to  do  their  part 
to  bring  new  hope  for  the  world.  Other 
speakers  there  were  Dr.  Richard  Potter 
of  Staunton,  Va.,  and  Dr.  George  Mauze 
of  San  Antonio',  Tex. 

Dr.  Kadel  also  addressed  rallies  in 
Greensboro,  Winston-Salem,  Charlotte, 
and  Gastonia.  Choirs  from  each  city  pro- 
vided music,  and  a  local  person  presided 
over  the  rally.  In  each  city  Presbyterians 
were  asked  to  make  their  commitment 
to  take  part  in  the  Mission  to  the  Nation 
by  talking  to  others  about  God  and  by 
being  "an  ambassador  of  Christ." 

Accompanying  Dr.  Kadel  were  Dr.  Pot- 
ter and  Dr.  Mauze.  Dr.  Potter  addressed 
evangelism  committees  on  the  methods  of 
evangelism  and  their  role  in  the  mission. 
He  discussed  the  three  missions  of  friend- 


ship. Christian  action,  and  proclamation. 
The  next  phase  of  the  program  will  be 
evangelistic  sermons  during  the  months 
of  January,  February,  and  March,  1961, 
and  simultaneous  evangelistic  services 
during  Holy  Week.  Person  to  Person 
Evangelism  is  to  be  stressed  throughout 
with  small  groups  organizing  to  visit 
other  persons  and  inquirers  classes  will 
be  arranged  for  youth  and  adults.  Dr. 
Potter  described  the  mission  as  "one  of 
the  symbols  of  the  greatness  of  our 
Qhurch."  He  stressed  that  the  church  is

SYNOD'S  NEW  OFFICE 
NEAR  COMPLETION 

Construction  of  the  new  office  building 
for  the  Synod  headquarters  is  nearing 
completion.  Located  in  Cameron  Village, 
Raleigh,  the  building  is  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  late  November. 

The  office  building  is  a  one-story  brick 
structure  of  contemporary  design.  It  con- 
tains 5,100  square  feet  of  space,  including 
a  conference  room  for  committee  meet- 
ings. Leif  Valand  and  Associates,  Rale- 
eigh,  designed  the  building  and  Davidson 
and  Jones  of  Raleigh  are  the  contractors. 

Heading  the  building  committee  is  Rev. 
Charles  Lynn  Brown,  pastor  of  the  White 
Memorial  Church,  Raleigh.  Voit  Gilmore, 
Southern  Pines,  Chairman  of  Synod's 
Council,  and  William  F.  Mullis,  Charo- 
lotte  attorney,  complete   the  committee. 

At  the  May  meeting  of  Synod's  Coun- 
cil, a  ground-breaking  ceremony  was  held. 
The  building  will  probably  be  dedicated 
in  1961. 

Synod's  Office  is  headed  by  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  and  Stated 
Clerk  of  Synod.  A  staff  of  five  persons  is 
employed  to  aid  in  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittees of  Church  Extension,  Educational 
Institutions,  Campus  Christian  Life,  and 
most  of  the  Special  and  Permanent  Com- 
mittees of  Synod.  In  addition,  the  Presby- 
terian News  is  printed  and  mailed  month- 
ly, and  the  Minutes  of  Synod  and  the 
Blue  Book  are  published  annually.  Synod's 
office  is  also  the  headquarters  for  public 
relations. 

The  new  office,  which  will  cost  ap- 
proximately $73,000,  is  located  on  property 
donated  by  J.  W.  York  and  Associates. 
Other  gifts  include  $10,362  by  the  Women 
of  the  Synod;  contributions  from  Elders

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NEITHER-NOR  BUT  BOTH 

Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  in  an  article 
on  his  educational  trip  around  the  world 
last  summer,  appearing  in  this  issue  of 
the  paper,  raises  some  important  ques- 
tions, not  the  least  of  which  is,  whether 
or  not  instead  of  constructing  beautiful 
churches  in  America,  the  money  should 
be  spent  on  furthering  the  cause  of 
Christ  through  world  missions.  It  is  a 
good  question,  and  one  that  should  be 
honestly  and  prayerfully  faced  by '  every 
congregation  planning  to  build  or  en- 
gaged in  a  building  program,  for  the 
principle  applies  not  merely  to  large 
churches  but  to  small  as  well. 

Some  years  ago  a  recent  teacher  in 
one  of  our  church  colleges,  who  had  trans- 
ferred to  a  church  college  of  another 
denomination,  with  some  bitterness  ask- 
ed the  writer,  who  was  teaching  the  young 
adult  Sunday  School  lesson,  "Should  we 
not  give  less  to  foreign  missions,  and 
more  to  higher  education?"  The  response 
was,  "We  should  give  more  to  both." 

We  are  able  to  give  more  than  we  give — 
most  all  of  us.  The  needs  are  great  in 
all  areas  of  the  church's  program.  To 
emphasize  one  cause  at  the  expense  of 
others  could  prove  hurtful  to  the  whole 
body  of  Christ.  The  important  thing  is 
that  advancement  be  made  constantly  all 
along  the  front  line,  and  the  front  line  is 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  They  are  inter- 
dependent. 

This  is  the  season  for  preparing  Church 
Budgets.  While  it  is  true  that  more 
churches  today  than  formerly  give  con- 
sideration to  each  cause  in  its  proportion- 
ate setting  in  the  budget,  it  is  a  fact  that 
many  churches  continue  to  plan  budgets, 
and  actually  give  to  causes,  dispropor- 
tionately. This  is  proved  by  the  annual 
reports  on  benevolence  giving.  In  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1959  the  640 
churches  gave  to  budgeted  causes  a  total 
of  $2,352,455  and  to  non-budgeted  causes 
$1,213,594.  The  non-budgeted  gifts  were 
better  than  fifty  percent  of  budgeted 
gifts,  and  better  than  one-third  of  total 
gifts  to  benevolences. 

The  agencies  of  the  Church  have  said 
over  and  over  again  that  if  the  Church 
will  give  just  what  they  are  asked  to 
give,  the  agencies  will  have  sufficient  in-

He  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Davidson  College  and  a  visiting  lecturer  at 
Duke  Divinity  School.  He  has  also  served 
as  moderator  of  Granville  Presbytery,  and 
on  various  Presbytery  and  Synod  Com- 
mittees; 

In  an  editiorial  in  the  Durham  Herald, 
Dr.  Regen  was  cited  for  his  "service  to 
many  civic  projects  which  benefited  from 
his  wisdoms,  his  deep  sincerity,  and  his 
willingness  to  give  unselfishly  of  his  time 
and  energy." 

In  Richmond,  he  will  serve  a  congrega- 
tion of  nearly  1300  communicants.

CONTRACTS  LET  FOR  ST. 
ANDREWS  DORMITORIES 

Construction  work  on  six  dormitories  for 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  has  be- 
gun, following  the  letting  of  contracts 
totalling  $1,838,400  to  the  Boyle  Construc- 
tion Company  of  Sumter,  S.  C.  The  build- 
ings, which  include  two  men's  and  four 
women's  dormitories,  are  to  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  August  15,  1961. 

Housing  will  be  provided  for  624  stu- 
dents when  the  dormitories  are  completed. 
Some  200  day  students  are  expected  to 
enroll  for  the  1961  term,  bringing  the 
total  student  body  anticipated  to  nearly 
800. 

A  music  building  and  student  center 
are  expected  to  be  begun  in  December  and 
a  library  in  early  1961. 


LAWSUIT  PLANNED 

A  friendly  lawsuit,  to  be  initiated  by  the 
First  Church,  Raleigh,  to  determine  the 
ownership  of  Peace  College,  is  still  pend- 
ing and  will  probably  be  filed  in  late 
October,  according  to  the  legal  adviser  of 
the  Church,  Ed  Hipp.  The  Church  voted 
to  go  ahead  with  the  suit  in  July  after 
Ssaiod  declined  to  continue  its  support  of 
the  College  after  consolidation  in  1961.  •

"God's  task  force,  having  a  mission,  or- 
ganized under  leadership  and  committed 
to  action." 

Dr.  Mauze  spoke  to  the  youth  meetings 
and  at  the  elders'  breakfast,  explaining 
the  roles  of  those  two  groups  in  the  Mis- 
sion. 

The  other  Cavalcade  team,  consisting 
of  Dr.  J.  Calvin  Rose,  Miami,  Pla.,  Dr.  J. 
Randolph  Taylor,  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
Dr.  W.  R.  Courtenay,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
addressed  audiences  in  Raleigh,  Fayette- 
ville,  Rocky  Mount,  and  Wilmington.  In 
Fayetteville  nearly  3000  were  present  at 
the  evening  rally  to  hear  Dr.  Courtenay. 
Dr.  Rose  and  Dr.  Taylor  spoke  at  the 
leadership  meetings  on  topics  similar  to 
those  of  the  other  team. 

The  Cavalcades  began  October  3  and 
were  completed  October  11.  Similar  meet- 
ings were  held  in  eighty-seven  cities  of 
the  Assembly  during  the  same  period  of 
time. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  CCL 
ORGANIZED 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the 
Synod's  Executive  Committee  of  Campus 
Christian  Life  was  held  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 27,  at  the  West  Raleigh  Church,  Ral- 
eigh. Rev.  Archie  G.  McKee,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Lenoir,  chairman,  presided. 

The  Committee  was  formerly  a  sub- 
committee, but  was  given  its  new  status 
by  the  1960  Synod.  The  Committee  super- 
vizes  the  work  of  campus  ministry  to  near- 
ly 5,000  Presbyterian  students  at  six  North 
(Carolina  institutions — University  of  North 
Carolina,  Duke  University,  N.  C.  State 
College,  Woman's  College,  East  Carolina 
College,  and  Fayetteville  State  Teachers' 
College. 

The  group  heard  Dr.  Hunter  Blakely, 
Secretary  of  the  General  Assembly's  Divi- 
sion of  Higher  Education,  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  who  praised  the  Synod  for  its 
"fine,  forward  move"  in  establishing  the 
-Committee.  He  called  campus  ministry 
"one  of  the  greatest  missionary  fields"  of 
today,  and  urged  the  committee  to  use 
"strategic,  selective  planning"  in  carrying 
out  its  work. 

Also  present  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
committee  was  Dr.  Robert  Blueford,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Assembly's  Division  of 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Richmond. 

Mr.  McKee  explained  the  functions  and 
responsibilities  of  the  committee,  and  ap- 
pointed two  sub-committees — B  u  d  g  e  t 
Finance,  and  Property,  Dr.  John  Graham, 
Chapel  Hill,  Chairman;  ahd  Program  and 
Personnel,  Dr.  Carey  Bostian,  Raleigh, 
Chairman. 

A  financial  report  by  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  the  Synod, 
showed  a  total  of  $370,223  in  capital  gifts 
has  been  received  from  pledges  of  two 
Synod-wide  campaigns  in  1956  and  1958 
for  Campus  Christian  Life. 

Dr.  Charles  Vail  of  Duke  University 
announced  that  architect's  plans  for  the 
new  student  center  at  Duke  have  now 
been  completed.  Pending  the  approval  of 
the  plans  by  the  Synod's  Committee,  bids 
are  to  be  accepted  for  the  two-stage  plant. 

Methods  for  attaining  funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  sanctuary  at  the  Chapel 
Hill  Church  were  discussed  by  the  com- 
mittee. The  1960  Synod  approved  of  bor- 
rowing the  necessary  funds  on  certain 
conditions.  The  matter  was  delegated  to 
the  new  sub-committee  on  Budget,  Fin- 
ance, and  Property. 


Other  activities  of  the  day  included  a 
tour  of  the  student  center  at  West  Ral- 
eigh, conducted  by  the  Campus  Christian 
Life  worker.  Rev.  T.  Hartley  Hall,  IV.  The 
center  serves  students  at  N.  C.  State,  St. 
Mary's,  and  Meredith.

EDUCATIONAL  TRIP  AROUND  THE  WORLD 


By  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr. 


A  trip  around  the  world  in  these  chaotic 
times  is  indeed  a  sobering  experience.  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College  were  privileged  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  an  adventure  this  past 
summer,  as  members  of  an  educational 
group.  Twenty-eight  persons  from  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  most  of  them 
teachers  in  universities,  colleges  and  pub- 
lic schools,  composed  the  1960  Flying 
College  Tour  regularly  offered  by  Pan 
American  Airlines.  Dr.  J.  H.  Tarbell  of 
Lafayette  College  and  Dr.  Gwynn  shared 
the  responsibility  of  leading  this  band  of 
intellectual  explorers.  A  course  in  Asiatic 
Civilization  was  offered  by  Dr.  Gwynn. 

Some  eighteen  countries  were  visited, 
including  such  places  as  Japan,  Formosa, 
Hong  Kong,  the  Philippines,  Southeast 
Asia,  India,  Nepal,  Pakistan,  Lebanon, 
Syria,  Jordan  (Jerusalem),  and  Egypt. 
Since  we  were  flying  all  the  way,  fre- 
quently by  jet,  there  was  time  for  a  signi- 
ficant period  of  observation  and  conversa- 
tion in  every  country.  This  was  a  learning 
adventure,  not  a  mere  opportunity  for 
sightseeing  or  buying  exotic  goods. 

Because  of  the  purpose  of  the  tour,  it 
was  possible  to  visit  in  the  homes  and 
offices  of  prominent  national  leaders,  as 
well  as  the  embassies  of  our  country 
around  the  world.  For  example,  we  were 
received  by  Prime  Minister  Nehru  in  his 
official  mansion.  When  he  had  to  leave 
for  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  his  daught- 
er, Mrs.  Gandhi,  took  us  over  and  spent 
and  hour  answering  our  questions.  The 
group  enjoyed  hearing  some  twenty-six 
lectures  delivered  by  experts  on  world 
affairs  in  the  course  of  their  journey. 

Everywhere  we  went  we  were  met  with 
a  most  cordial  welcome.  We  came  in  con- 
tact with  thousands  of  people,  many  of 
them  in  large  crowds,  without  the  slight- 
est evidence  of  hostility  toward  the  United 
States  of  America.  On  the  contrary, 
citizens  in  all  walks  of  life  often  expressed 
appreciation  for  our  help  over  the  years. 
Nowhere  did  we  find  any  ugly  Americans. 
But  we  did  get  to  know  dozens  of  faith- 
ful public  servants,  representing  our  coun- 
try with  tact  and  intelligence,  under  the 
most  trying  circumstances. 

The  writer  of  the  article  learned  a  lot 
on  this  strenuous  and  stimulating  trip. 


The  first  lesson  was  a  deep  sense  fo  humi- 
lity as  he  came  into  direct  collision  with 
the  persistent  and  apparently  insurmount- 
able problems  of  the  Far  East.  He  could 
wish  that  every  American  might  know 
first-hand  just  what  is  shaking  the  world 
in  these  turbulent  days.  The  second  lesson 
brought  a  change  of  attitude  toward  what 
is  called  "foreign  aid".  I  have  been  inclin- 
ed to  think  that  much  of  that  money  was 
wasted  and  brought  us  no  friends.  But 
after  I  actually  saw  it  at  work,  I  changed 
my  mind.  An  operation  involving  four  bil- 
lion dollars  per  year  is  bound  to  be  bung- 
led at  some  points.  But  I  firmly  believe 
now  that  most  of  those  appropriations 
have  been  wisely  spent.  They  have  helped 
to  check  the  spread  of  communism  and 
keep  alive  the  torch  of  freedom  in  many 
places,  which  would  have  otherwise  been 
swallowed  up  by  the  Marxist  crowd.  An- 
other lesson  driven  home  with  powerful 
force  is  the  fact  that  there  are  too  many 
people  in  the  world.  The  population  prob- 
lem is  by  all  odds  the  most  serious  ob- 
stacle to  human  progress  today.  After  ob- 
serving the  malnutrition,  the  starvation, 
and  the  destitution  prevalent  in  nations 
without  any  practices  of  birth  control,  I 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  wars  will  con- 
tinue and  communism  will  be  a  perpetual 
threat,  until  we  learn  how  to  limit  hu- 
man propagation  to  sensible  proportions. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  deepest  im- 
pressions growing  out  of  the  experience 
of  well  planned  travel.  Perhaps  some 
glimpses  of  what  is  happening  in  different 
places  may  be  revealing.  For  example,  we 
arrived  in  Japan  just  a  few  days  after  the 
demonstrations  that  resulted  in  the  can- 
cellation of  Mr.  Eisenhower's  visit.  We 
looked  up  all  the  places  involved  without 
finding  the  smallest  sign  of  disturbance. 
We  also  talked  with  dozens  of  Japanese 
citizens  without  discovering  any  great 
concern  over  the  affair.  It  seems  that  a 
few  people  participated  with  the  hope  of 
getting  rid  of  Prime  Minister  Kishi.  But 
the  vast  majority  were  simple-minded 
students,  who  were  paid  by  the  day  with 
communist  money  to  chant  Russian  pro- 
paganda. Japan  is  our  friend.  We  need  to 
keep  the  smart  and  industrious  Japanese 
on  our  side. 

India  is  a  real  enigma  for  the  average

IN  MEMORIAM 

Mrs.  George  U.  Baucom,  Jr. 
July  16,  1890-May  20,  1960 

On  May  20,  1960,  Virginia  Pugh  Baucom 
was  transferred  from  membership  in  the 
Church  Militant  to  the  Church  Triumphant. 
In  her  death,  which  came  after  an  illness 
on  one  week,  her  community  local  church, 
Granville  Presbyterial,  North  Carolina 
Synodical,  and  the  Women's  Work  of  the 
General  Assembly  sustained  a  great  loss  as 
did  her  family,  which  includes  her  husband, 
two  sisters  and  two  brothers. 

Her  Christian  influence  was  felt  in  her 
home  city  through  service  in  many  civic 
activities.  She  served  both  the  Raleigh 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  the  Council  of  Church  Wo- 
men as  president;  she  was  chairman  of  the 
Women's  Division  of  the  Community  Chest 
and  of  the  Wake  County  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation. She  was  also  active  in  the  affairs 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Church- 
women. 

In  the  First  Church  of  Raleigh,  Mrs. 
Baucom  was  an  outstanding  member  where 
she  served  on  important  congregational  com- 
mittees, was  a  member  of  the  choir,  a  teach- 
er in  the  church  school;  and  in  the  Women 
of  the  Church,  she  was  twice  president  and 
for  many  years  a  Circle  Bible  Teacher. 

Granville  Presbyterial  counts  her  as  its 
most  distinguished  president,  but  remembers 
her  lovingly  as  the  strong  support  of  every 
worthwhile  undertaking  and  the  encourager 
of  those  who  followed  her  in  service. 

The  Synodical  benefited  greatly  from  her 
leadership  during  the  years  of  World  War 
II. .  Two  outstanding  contributions  of  her 
term  as  president  were  the  initiation  of  re- 
building William  Black  Home  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  "the  Synodical  Training  School. 
She  served  as  director  of  the  Training  School 
for  five  years  and  was  a  trustee  of  William 
Black  Home  until  her  death. 

Her  services  extended  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  Synod  when  she  was  named  chairman 
of  the  Woman's  Advisory  Council  and  later 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Women's  Work 
for  seven  years.  Both  Union  Theological 
Seminary  and  Presbyterian  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education  had  her  support  through  the 
Friends  and  Sponsors  organizations. 

Honorary  Life  Membership  were  conferred 
upon  her  by  the  local,  Presbyterial  and 
Synodical  Women  of  the  Church. 

Above  and  beyond  the  wide  scope  of  her 
leadership,  Mrs.  Baucom  is  remembered  by 
all  whose  lives  she  touched  for  her  stead- 
fast faith,  her  unending  patience  and  her 
unfailing  faithfulness  to  every  duty.  Her 
daily  life  reflected  a  sincere  concern  for 
individuals  and  a  steady  zeal  for  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom  of  her  Lord.  The  Word  of 
God  was  her  "lamp"  and  prayer  was  her 
"native  air."  She  walked  the  path  of  life  in 
confident  trust  in  the  promise  of  Proverbs 
3:6:  "In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  Him,  and 
he  shall  direct  thy  paths."

Many  of  you  have  read  the  comments  on 
Edith  Deem's  book  "Great  Women  of  Chris- 
tian Faith".  In  this  book  she  brought  out  the 
fact  that  women  have  always  played  a  great 
part  in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom,  yet 
most  of  the  records  of  the  histories  of  the 
church  have  been  a  record  of  men's  achieve- 
ments. Mention  was  made  of  the  wives  of 
Martin  Luther  and  of  John  Calvin,  who 
made  helpful  if  not  prominent  contributions 
in  those  times  and  of  Susanna  Wesley,  the 
Godly  mother  of  John  and  Charles  Wesley. 
Women  have  always  played  an  outstanding 
part  in  works  of  philanthropy  and  missions 
and  we  like  to  think  of  these  women  as 
symbols  of  the  work  of  the  average  woman 
in  the  church,  who  has  never  reached  the 
hall  of  fame  in  church  history. 

We  have  one  among  us  who  has  never 
been  commissioned  to  our  Mission  Fields,  yet 
she  is,  in  a  great  sense,  one  of  the  first 
rank  among  our  Home  Missionaries,  a  diplo- 
mate  to  the  Masses.  Ever  working  for  the 
love  of  her  Master  and  her  fellow  men  and 
women,  regardless  of  race  or  creed,  and  al- 
ways with  an  unselfish  heart,  hers  is  indeed 
a  labor  of  love.  She  believes  implicity  that 
the  Missionary  enterprize  of  the  Christian 
Church  is  an  investment,  which  in  the  hands 
of  God  may  be  used  to  cure  many  of  the 
basic  causes  of  unrest  of  today. 

Indeed  she  has  done  much  by  her  trans- 
forming touch  of  Christianlike  service. 

She  is  a  devoted  wife,  mother  and  grand- 
mother and  a  most  efficient  business  wo- 
man. She  has  not  only  served  her  own 
church  through  its  many  phases  of  endeavor, 
but  has  followed  through  most  capably  in 
her  Presbyterial,  the  Synodical,  and  for  the 
past  few  years  she  has  shared  her  bountiful 
store  of  knowledge  and  enthusiam  with 
Presbyterians  throughout  the  General  As- 
sembly.

westerner.  And  yet,  I  believe  that  great 
land  holds  the  key  to  the  future  for  all  of 
southern  Asia.  It  is  a  nation  of  amazing 
contrasts,  perfectly  illustrated  in  the  life 
of  Gandhi,  India's  liberator.  With  all  of 
his  deep  spiritual  insight  and  moral 
courage,  he  is  quoted  as  saying:  "I  yield 
to  no  man  in  my  reverence  for  the  cow". 
As  a  consequence  50,000  cows  roam  the 
streets  of  Calcutta  alone,  a  regular  nuis- 
ance and  burden  to  that  great  city.  The 
top  caste  in  India  are  among  the  best 
educated  people  in  the  world,  but  only 
20%  of  the  total  population  can  read  and 
write.  The  most  abject  poverty  we  found 
is  in  India,  alongside  a  few  citizens  of 
tremendous  wealth.  The  Indians  of  all 
classes  were  very  kind  to  us,  always 
courteous  and  helpful.  Is  there  any  way 
that  we  can  assist  them  in  the  solution 
of  their  problems  without  being  meddle- 
some? 

The  visit  to  Jerrusalem  was  the  most 
depressing  experience  of  my  life.  The 
whole  atmosphere  of  the  land,  where  the 
Prince  of  Peace  walked  and  taught,  is 
pervaded  with  bitter  resentment  against 
the  Jews  for  their  cruel  treatment  of  the 
Arabs  at  the  end  of  World  War  II.  The 
hatred  of  the  two  groups  for  each  other 
is  so  thick,  one  can  almost  cut  it  with  a 
knife.  I  thought  at  the  time  that  the 
establishment  of  Israel  as  a  state  was  a 
mistake.  What  I  saw  and  heard  gives 
ample  support  to  that  opinion. 

One  more  comment — of  the  countless 
millions  inhabiting  this  little  globe,  the 
vast  majority  are  not  white.  Can  anything 
be  done  to  assuage  the  racial  animosity 
poisoning  human  relations  in  so  many 
places  today?  Our  only  hope  lies  in  the 
Christian  religion.  Everywhere  we  travel- 
ed we  found  the  missionaries  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  doing  a  magnifi- 
cent job.  The  work  of  the  Baptists,  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists  and  the  Roman 
Catholics  appeared  to  be  outstanding. 
Upon  reflection,  one  is  led  to  ask  the 
following  question:  Should  some  of  the 
money  now  being  to  construct  handsome 
and  ultra-comfortable  church  buildings 
in  this  country  be  directed  toward  the 
cause  of  World  Missions?  The  need  to 
preach  and  teach  the  gospel  in  foreign 
lands  is  more  urgent  than  ever.  Are  we 
willing  to  make  the  sacrifice?

NEW  CHURCHES  IN  WINSTON-SALEM 


Presbyterians  in  the  Winston-Salem 
area  are  deeply  encouraged  by  the  pro- 
gress made  in  the  field  of  church  con- 
struction during  the  last  few  months. 
Three  new  churches  have  just  been  com- 
pleted and  one  new  church  is  being  or- 
ganized. 

The  St.  Andrews  Church,  organized  in 
1958,  moved  into  the  first  unit  of  its  plant 
in  September.  The  building  is  a  $100,000 
structure  consisting  of  church  school  and 
administrative  space  plus  large  fellowship 
hall  facilities  which  will  be  used  as  a 
sanctuary  for  the  next  few  years.  The 
congregation  numbering  132,  has  worship- 
ped during  the  last  two  years  in  a  milk 
house.  Rev.  James  H.  Monroe  is  the  pas- 
tor. 

The  Trinity  Church,  also  a  relatively 
new  congregation,  was  occupied  in  Sep- 
tember. Like  St.  Andrews,  it  is  of  con- 
-  temporary  design.  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Brammer 
is  the  pastor. 

Reynolda  Church,  the  oldest  of  the 
three,  has  now  been  completed,  with  the 
buildings  valued  at  $400,000.  A  new  sanc- 
tuary, church  school  facilities,  administra- 
tive offices,  and  a  fellowship  hall  have 
all  been  added.  The  pastor  of  Reynolda  is 
Rev.  W.  R.  Smith,  Jr. 

At  Kernersville,  where  a  congregation 
is  being  organized,  services  are  being 
held  in  a  building  formerly  belonging  to 
the  Baptists,  and  now  being  remodeled. 
Rev.  Sam  McKay,  recently  moved  into  a 
remodeled  manse  beside  the  church. 

Rev.  John  R.  Smith,  executive  secretary 
of  Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  says  that 
response  has  been  "most  encouraging," 
and  "the  growth  of  the  new  churches  has 
exceeded  expectations." 


Two  of  Winston-Salem's  new  churches  are 
the  Reynolda  Church,  above,  and  the  St.

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Dr.  John  A.  Mackay,  president  emeritus  of 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and  a  form- 
er president  of  the  World  Presbyterian  Al- 
liance, is  on  a  six-month  tour  of  the  Middle 
East  and  Asia  to  give  a  series  of  lectures  on 
the  Christian  faith.  His  trip  is  sponsored  by 
the  Commission  on  Ecurhenical  Mission  and 
Relations  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  also  attended  the  400th  anniversary  of 
the  Scottish  Reformation,  October  11-12,  in 
Edinburgh. 

The  American  Consul  General  in  Salis- 
bury, Southern  Rhodesia,  has  commended 
the  work  of  missionaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  for  their  cooperation  with  the 
government  in  evacuating  American  citizens 
from  the  Congo  last  July.  In  a  letter  to  C. 
Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  Consul  Joseph 
Palmer  II,  said  "I  feel  qualified  to  say  that 
you  may  feel  justly  proud  of  the  Congo  Pres- 
byterian Mission,  the  very  high  quality  of 
its  personnel,  its  devotion  to  its  mission  and 
the  religious  and  social  concepts  that  govern 
and  guide  it." 

An  official  delegation  of  two  white  and 
two  Negro  leaders  represented  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  at  celebrations  mark- 
ing the  independence  of  Nigeria.  October  1. 
Dr.  Herman  L.  Turner  of  Atlanta,  the  mod- 
erator, said  the  "representatives  of  a  non- 
segregated  Church  with  a  revolutionary  herit- 
age" will  take  official  greetings  to  the 
African  people.  Dr.  Edler  G.  Hawkins,  the 
denomination's  first  Negro  vice-moderator 
will  head  the  delegation. 


A  20-member  Virginia  Committee  on  Reli- 
gious Freedom,  designed  to  combat  religious! 
bigotry  in  the  political  campaign,  was  or-| 
ganized  recently  and   is  being  headed  byj

BENEVOLENCES  SHOW  INCREASE 

A  comparison  of  giving  to  Synod's 
benevolences  during  the  first  nine  months 
of  1960  shows  a  6.5  per  cent  increase  over 
the  same  period  last  year. 

Through  September,  a  total  of  $312,329 
had  been  received  for  the  causes  of  Synod 
as  compared  to  $291,898  last  year,  an  in- 
crease of  $20,431. 

The  greatest  increase  has  been  in  the 
receipts  for  work  of  the  Guidance  Center 
at  Flora  Macdonald  College.  Third  quar- 
ter receipts  show  that  $5,538  has  been 
given,  compared  to  $2,208  last  year. 
Barium  Springs  Orphans'  Home  has  also 
shown  a  substantial  increase,  from  $56,- 
678  last  year  to  $61,996  this  year. 

Other  causes  which  show  an  increase 
in  receipts  are  Educational  Institutions, 
with  1960  receipts  of  $142,115  compared  to 
$141,259  in  1959;  Inter-Church  agencies, 
$2,001  compared  to  $1,391;  Campus  Chris- 
tian Life,  $22,617  compared  to  $21,388; 
Presbyterian  Home  at  High  Point,  $22,097 
compared  to  $20,648;  and  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, $19,346  compared  to  $15,185.

SYNOD  CONSECRATES  NEW  OFFICE  BUILDING 


The  new  office  building  of  the  Synod 
was  formally  consecrated  in  services  at 
the  building,  located  in  Cameron  Village, 
Raleigh,  November  15.  Nearly  100  leaders 
of  the  Synod  were  present  for  the  cere- 
mony and  a  tour  of  the  office. 

The  building,  which  will  serve  as  perm- 
anent headquarters  for  the  Synod,  is  now 
occupied  by  the  staff,  headed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley.  It 
is  of  one-story,  contemporary  design  valu- 
ed at  $85,000,  and  contains  5,100  square 
feet  of  space,  including  a  conference  room 
for  meetings  of  Synod's  committees  and 
offices  of  Granville  Presbytery.  The  build- 
ing was  designed  by  Leif  Valand  Associ- 
ates and  was  constructed  by  Davidson 
and  Jones,  both  Raleigh  firms. 

Dr.  Charles  Lynn  Brown,  pastor  of  the 
White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh,  and 
chairman  of  the  building  committee,  pre- 
sided at  the  consecration  ceremonies.  Also 
participating  were  Dr.  John  S.  Brown, 
Raleigh,  past  moderator  of  Granville  Pres- 
bytery; W.  E.  Price,  Charlotte,  former 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.;  Rev.  Roscoe  L.  Prince,  Pinehurst, 
Vice-chairman  of  Synod's  Council;  J.  B. 
Brewer,  Rocky  Mount,  moderator  of  the 
Synod;  Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin,  Fayetteville, 
president  of  the  Women  of  the  Synod; 
Braxton  Flye,  Raleigh,  chairman  of  Ral- 
eigh's Presbyterian  Council;  and  Dr.  Har- 
old J.  Dudley. 

Mrs.  Godwin,  speaking  to  the  group, 
stated  that  the  women  would  "always 
point  with  happiness  and  pride"  to  the 
building  because  of  their  part  in  con- 
structing it.  (The  Women  gave  over  $10,- 
000  as  a  contribution  to  the  office  build- 
ing for  their  project  last  year.) 

Mr.  Brewer  thanked  White  Memorial 
Church  for  their  helpfulness  in  the  past 
in  allowing  Synod's  committees  to  meet  at 
that  church.  Committees  will  now  meet 
in  the  new  office  building. 

Mr.  Price,  in  praising  those  who  had  a 


role  in  the  building  of  the  new  headquart- 
ers, called  for  greater  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  church  in  evangelism. 

Dr.  Dudley  explained  the  background  of 
the  construction  of  the  building  and 
thanked  all  those  who  helped  in  the  pro- 
ject. 

Among  other  contributions  have  been 
the  furnishing  of  the  General  Secretary's 
office  by  the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E. 
Gillespie  of  Greensboro,  who  was  Secre- 
tary of  Home  Missions  for  thirty  years. 
The  property,  valued  at  $50,000,  was  a 
gift  of  J.  W.  York  of  Raleigh.  Other  con- 
tributions have  been  received  from  indi- 
viduals from  across  the  state. 

The  building  committee  included  Dr. 
Brown,  Voit  Gilmore'  of  Southern  Pines 
and  William  F.  Mulliss  of  Charlotte,  and 
was  appointed  in  1959. 

Mr.  Gilmore,  who  is  also  chairman  of 
Synod's  Council,  says  he  believes  the  145,- 
000  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  have 
taken  "a  giant  forward  step  with  the 
establishment  of  this  new  state  head- 
quarters building.  For  the  first  time  our 
625  churches  have  a  real  home,  with  ideal 
facilities  for  central  records  and  the  hous- 
ing of  Synod-wide  services." 

Dedication  for  the  building  is  being 
planned  to  coincide  with  the  meeting  of 
Synod  next  June  in  Raleigh.  An  open 
house  will  probably  be  held  at  a  near  date.

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PAN  AMERICAN  SCHOOL

Mrs.  A.  R.  Anderson  recently  accompanied 
Mrs.  McGinn  on  a  trip  to  the  Presbyterian 
Pan  American  School  in  Kingsville,  Texas, 
and  the  Chinese  Presbyterian  Church, 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  Following  is  Mrs. 
McGinn's  impressions  of  their  visit.) 

I  made  my  first  visit  to  Presbyterian 
Pan  American  School,  Kingsville,  Texas, 
in  October,  1959,  and  was  thrilled  to  find 
there  a  "New  Look  in  Home  Missions". 

Tex-Mex  School  for  Boys,  Kingsville, 
Texas,  and  Pres-Mex  School  for  Girls, 
Taft,  Texas,  were  consolidated  into  a  co- 
education institution  on  the  Kingsville 
campus  in  September,  1957. 

The  school  is  now  beginning  its  fourth 
year  as  a  co-educational  school,  with  ap- 
proximately 100  students  enrolled  in  the 
College  Preparatory  Department  and  in 
the  Collect  Department.  One-half  of  these 
students  are  from  Mexico  and  Guate- 
mala, and  the  others  are  from  the  United 
States.  This  is  the  only  fully  accredited 
school  receiving  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension. 

This  school  is  supported  by  the  Synod 
of  Texas,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
and  the  Board  of  World  Missions. 

We  arrived  in  Kingsville  on  October  19 
and  were  pleased  to  see  that  three  new 
buildings  had  been  erected  on  the  campus 
during  this  past  year — a  girls'  dormitory, 
a  dining  hall,  and  a  chapel. 

Plans  for  the  immediate  future  call  for 
more  dormitories  and  an  administration 
building. 

The  campus  square  is  beautiful  with 
flowering  shrubs,  date  palms,  green  grass 
and  Mexican  tile  walks.  A  favorite  spot  is 
the  swimming  pool  that  is  used  by  the 
students  at  least  nine  months  of  the 
year. 

During  the  summer  months  an  Inten- 
sive Course  in  English  is  given.  Students 
must  be  able  to  carry  on  a  conversation 
in  English  before  they  can  be  admitted  to 
the  school,  and  the  average  student  can 
accomplish  this  feat  in  about  eight  weeks. 

We  were  privileged  to  'sit  in'  on  a  de- 
monstration in  the  Speech  Clinic  where 
tape  recordings  are  made  by  the  students, 
and  they  correct  their  own  mistakes  by 
listening  to  their  voices  on  these  record- 
ings. 

In  order  for  a  student  to  be  admitted 
to  the  School,  he  must  be  sponsored  by 
the  Session  of  a  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.;  he  must  be  at  least  14  years  of  age; 
he  must  have  completed  at  least  8  grades 
of  public  school;  he  must  have  high  scho- 
lastic abilities;  and  must  show  real  quali- 
tiefs  of  Christian  leadership.  All  students 
have   work  scholarships.  Many   of  the

CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP 
INCREASE 

Total  church  membership  for  1959  is 
112,2^,905,  an  increase  of  2.4%  over 
1958,  according  to  the  annual  Yearbook 
of  American  Churches  for  1961,  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Research  and  Survey  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

Of  this  total  40,871,302  members  are  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  faith  and  62,543,502 
are  Protestants.  Other  faiths  include 
20,000  Buddists;  2,807,612  Eastern  Ortho- 
dox; 5V2  million  Jews;  and  484,489  Old 
Catholics,  Armenian,  and  Polish  Nation- 
al Catholics. 

No  accurate  comparison  between  the 
Protestant  and  Catholic  faiths  is  pos- 
sible, since  most  Protestants  count  only 
members  of  12  years  of  age,  whereas 
Catholics  count  all  baptised  persons,  in- 
cluding infants,  However,  the  Catholic 
membership  increased  3.4  percent  over 
the  1958  membership,  while  Protestants 
gained  only  1.7  during  the  same  period. 

Among  the  Protestants,  the  Baptist 
bodies  reported  the  highest  membership — 
20,879,220.  Next  largest  were  the  Methodists 
with  12,358,861;  Lutherans,  8,021,091;  and 
Presbyterians  were  fourth  with  4,202,956. 

SURVEY  CIRCULATION  CLIMBS 

Theodore  B.  Pratt,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Survey,  official  mag- 
azine of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
reports  that  there  are  now  230,656  sub- 
scribers to  the  magazine  as  compared  to 
last  year's  total  of  211,123.  He  estimates 
that  the  magazine  now  reaches  more  than 
half  a  million  readers.

We  left  Kingsville  on  the  afternoon  of 
October  22  and  spent  the  weekend  with 
friends  at  the  Chinese  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

We  attended  Sunday  School  and  Wor- 
ship Service  on  Sunday  morning,  and  a 
Family  Night  .JSupper  Meeting  on  Sunday 
night.  We  visited  in  the  home  of  one 
family  in  this  congregation. 

This  congregation  will  build  a  new 
Sanctuary  in  the  very  near  future.  This 
building  is  made  possible  through  the 
gift  of  the  1958  Birthday  Offering  of  the 
Women  of  the  Church,  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S. 

We  feel  that  we  can  do  a  much  better 
job  in  presenting  this  work  to  local  or- 
ganizations, in  our  Presbyterial  and  in 
our  Synodical,  if  we  know  the  workers 
personally,  and  if  we  have  learned  some- 
thing firsthand  about  the  work  and  the 
people  that  are  being  served  by  our 
Church  in  these  particular  areas.

NECROLOGY 

Dr.  Roswell  C.  Long,  pastor  of  the 
Westover  Hills  Church,  Charlotte,  died 
November  2,  following  a  short  illness. 
Dr.  Long,  a  native  of  Unionville,  was 
born  October  4,  1892.  He  was  educated  at 
Davidson  College,  University  of  Virginia, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  He  received  the  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  from  Arkansas  College, 
and  a  L.  L.  Degree  from  Presbyterian 
College,  Clinton,  S.  C.  Dr.  Long  served 
pastorates  in  Richmond,  West  Virginia, 
West  Avenue  in  Gastonia,  and  came  to 
Westover  Hills  from  Banner  Elk,  where 
he  was  president  of  Lees  McRae  College. 

Dr.  Long  was  a  member  of  the  Stew- 
ardship Council  of  the  Churches  of 
Christ  in  the  U.  S.  and  Canada,  and  a 
delegate  to  the  World  Conference  on 
Stewardship  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in 
1931.  He  was  active  in  the  work  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  and  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sixth 
Region  and  the  National  Council.  He  was 
the  author  of  "The  Stewardship  Parables 
of  Jesus."

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 
COMMITTEE  ORGANIZED 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Educational 
Institutions  was  organized  November  21 
at  a  meeting  held  in  the  new  office  build- 
ing of  the  Synod  in 
Cameron  Village, 
Raleigh.  Twelve 
members  of  the  com- 
mittee were  present 
for  the  meeting,  with 
the  chairman.  Dr. 
Sidney  A.  Gates,  pas- 
tor of  the  First 
Church,  Salisbury, 
presiding. 

Subcommittees  on 
the  Synod's  Educa- 
tional Institutions, 
Vocational  Guidance,  and  Adminisitration 
were  established.  Dr.  J.  B.  Kirkland, 
Dean  of  Education  at  N.  C.  State  College, 
Raleigh,  will  head  the  sub-committee  on 
the  Synod's  Educational  Institutions;  Dr. 
Samuel  Newell  of  Davidson,  the  Vocation- 
al Guidance  sub-committee;  and  G.  Don- 
nell  Davidson  of  Charlotte,  the  Admini- 
strative Committee. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  Synod,  explained  the 
functions  of  the  new  executive  committee, 
formerly  a  sub-committee  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  Higher  Education.  The 
institutions  of  higher  education  of  the 
Synod — Peace,  Flora  Macdonald,  and 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  (divisions  of 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College),  and 
Queens  College — are  the  responsibility  of 
the  committee.  Also  partially  supported  by 
the  Synod  are  Davidson  College  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary.  The  Synod's 
Guidance  Center,  located  at  Flora  Mac- 
donald College,  is  also  supervised  by  the 
committee. 

Dr.  W.  Priestly  Conyers  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  called  the  committee's 
attention  to  the  growing  need  for  minist- 
ers and  other  full-time  church  personnel 
and  urged  the  group  to  "look  more  closely 
at  our  responsibility  in  challenging  young 
people  .for  service  in  these  areas."  He 
pointed  out  that  there  are  over  1100 
churches  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  without  a  regularly  installed  pastor.

David  C.  Wilson  of  Charlotte 
was  named  chairman  of  the  Best  Practices 
Committee.

A  denominational  breakdown  of  the 
students  enrolled  in  the  five  educational 
institutions  of  Synod  shows  that  Presby- 
terians comprise  51.7%  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment, or  1,260  of  the  2,437  students  at 
Davidson,  Flora  Macdonald,  Peace,  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College,  and  Queens. 

Davidson  reports  that  552  or  57.9%  of 
its  total  student  body  of  953  are  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church;  Flora  Mac- 
donald, 240  of  426  enrolled,  or  56.3%; 
Peace,  82  of  262,  or  31.3%;  Presbyterian 
Junior  College,  134  of  322,  or  41.6%;  and 
Queens,  252  of  474,  or  53.2%. 

Figures  show  that  Methodists  are  second 
in  the  five  Synod  institutions  with  424 
students  enrolled;  Baptists  are  third  with 
372;  and  Episcopal  third,  179  students. 
Other  major  denominations  represented 
include  Catholic,  19;  Christian,  20; 
Jewish,  8;  and  Lutheran,  36; 

Students  listing  other  denominations 
numbered  86  and  those  listing  no  religious 
preferences  numbered  33.

CONVOCATION  HELD 

A  Pan-Presbyterian  Convocation  on  the 
Church  in  Town  and  Country  was  held  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  November  1-3,  bringing 
together  ministers,  church  officials,  and 
lay  leaders  of  the  three  major  branches 
of  Presbyterianism  in  the  U.  S.  to  study 
the  role  of  the  church. 

Dr.  P.  D.  Miller,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  opened  the 
meeting  with  an  address  on  the  mission 
of  the  church.  DiscuSsion  groups  were 
held  in  afternoon  sessions  on  problems 
facing  the  church  today.  A  special  feature 
of  the  Convocation  was  a  pageant  tracing 
the  town  and  country  work  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church. 

The  convocation  celebrated  the  found- 
ing of  the  first  Protestant  town  and 
country  department  fifty  years  ago,  which 
was  founded  by  what  is  now  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

NEW  BUILDINGS 

Randolph  Church,  High  Point,  has  begun 
the  first  step  in  a  long-range  building  plan, 
having  inaugurated  a  building  fund  drive. 
The  plans  call  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
sanctuary  and  educational  building,'  as  well 
as  modification  of  the  present  facilities.  The 
first  step  will  be  remodeling  the  present 
structure  and  half  the  educational  unit.

The  First  Church,  Greensboro,  has  passed 
the  half-way  mark  in  a  drive  for  $550,000 
for  a  new  educational  building.  Around 
$400,000  has  now  been  pledged  for  construc- 
tion of  the  new  facilities  and  improvements 
to  the  present  structure.

Work  has  begun  on  a  $180,000  fellowship 
hall  and  educational  building  for  the  First 
Church,  Rockingham,  with  a  formal  ground- 
breaking exercise  held  November  7.  These 
two  buildings  will  be  the  first  in  the  build- 
ing program  and  a  sancutary  will  be  erect- 
ed later. 

****** 

A  major  expansion  program  is  planned  by 
the  First  Church,  Burlington,  including  ad- 
ditions to  the  building  and  a  new  church  on 
Edgewood  Avenue.  A  building  site  has  been 
purchased  for  the  new  church,  but  the 
church  will  wait  two  years  before  construct- 
ing the  building.  A  fellowship  hall,  seven 
classrooms,  and  a  music  room  are  being 
planned  for  the  old  building.

The 
Synod,  at  one  time,  contributed  to  the 
organization,  but  does  not  at  the  present 
time.

POET  VISITS  DAVIDSON 

Pulitzer  winner  Archibald  MacLeish,  one 
of  the  outstanding  literary  figures  of  the 
day,  was  a  visitor  at  the  Dividson  College 
campus  November  2  and  3. 

Dr.  MacLeish,  whose  appearance  was 
made  possible  through  the  R.  J.  Rey- 
nolds Lectureship  series,  has  received 
Pulitzer  prizes  in  poetry  in  1932  and  1953. 
In  his  verse  play,  "J.B.,"  was  produced  on 
Broadway,  and  again  won  for  him  the 
Pulitzer  Prize. 

Dr.  MacLeish  delivered  three  lectures 
while  at  Davidson  and  also  met  with 
literary  organizations  of  the  college. 

Dr.  MacLeish's  lecture  was  the  first  of 
a  series  made  possible  by  the  Z.  Smith 
Reynolds  Foundation.  A  grant  of  $450,000 
was  made  by  the  Foundation  in  1959,  of 
which  $100,000  was  set  aside  for  bringing 
outstanding  personalities  to  the  campus, 
with  the  remainder  designated  for  raising 
faculty  salaries.  The  Endowment  will  pro- 
vide for  four  or  five  lecturers  each  year. 

COLLEGE  ENROLLMENT 

Presbyterians  are  third  in  enrollment 
this  year  at  N.  C.  State  College  according 
to  a  recent  announcement  by  the  college. 
Baptists  total  2,070  out  of  the  6,510  stu- 
dents enrolled;  Methodists  are  second  with 
1,634;  and  Presbyterians  third  with  786. 


HONORED 

George  R.  Edwards,  an  elder  at  the 
First  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  was  honored 
recently  when  the  City  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  Rocky  Mount  voted  to  name  the 
city's  proposed  high  school  for  him. 

Mr.  Edwards,  the  subject  of  a  feature 
article  in  the  January  Presbyterian  News, 
has  served  -  on  the  school  board  for  36 
years  and  has  been  chairman  for  the 
past  11. 


For  the  first  time  on  radio,  the  entire 
Bible  is  being  read  from  beginning  to  end, 
with  no  omissions,  over  station  WOR,  New 
York,  by  Galen  Drake,  well-known  com- 
mentator and  interviewer.  Mr.  DraLe  reads 
a  15-minute  portion  of  the  Revised  Stand- 
ard Version  of  the  Bible  each  day  and  esti- 
mates that  it  will  take  him  two  years  to 
complete  the  reading,  an  ambition  he  has  had 
for  30  years.  Plans  are  underway  for  re- 
cording the  reading  broadcasts  for  the 
blind  and  for  wider  distribution.

Religious  instruction  for  mentally  retarded 
children  and  adults  has  lagged  because  of 
lack  of  trained  leaders  and  curriculum 
materials,  according  to  Miss  Gladys  Quist, 
associate  director  of  children's  work  for  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  Speaking  to 
the  National  Association  for  Retarded  Child- 
ren, she  pointed  out  that  religious  instruc- 
tion for  the  retarded  child  should  be  the 
kind  he  is  able  to  understand  and  incor- 
porate into  his  life.  The  National  Council 
helps  in  preparing  materials  suitable  for  the 
retarded.

Discovery  of  a  royal  citadel  of  the  Judean 
kings  that  was  built  eight  centuries  before 
the  birth  of  Christ  has  been  announced. 
The  Israeli  government's  department  of  an- 
tiquities said  the  citadel  was  unearthed  on 
a  hill  at  Ramat  Rachel  near  Jerusalem.  The 
citadel  is  similar  to  that  built  in  Samaria 
by  Ahab,  king  of  Israel  from  874-852  B.  C.

A  rating  of  9,010  out  of  a  possible  10,000 
points  for  administrative  excellence  was 
given  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  by  a 
management  audit  conducted  by  the  Am- 
erican Institute  of  Management.  The  rating 
puts  the  church  in  the  same  ranks — as  far 
as  administration  is  concerned — with  such 
firms  as  General  Motors,  American  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph,  and  Proctor  and 
Gamble.  The  audit  showed  that  the  Church 
has  had  a  "marked  improvement"  in  its 
administrative  efficiency  since  the  reign  of 
Pope  John  XXIII.

The  National  Board  of  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  has  decided  that  the 
association  can  best  continue  to  serve  girls 
and  young  women  by  remaining  a  separate 
organization  rather  than  merging  with  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  or  any 
other  group.  Supporting  this  decision  was  a 
year-ong  study  of  "The  Role  of  the  YWCA  in 
a  Changing  Era,"  resulting  from  a  request 
made  at  the  1958  YWCA  National  Conven- 
tion that  the  association  consider  how  it 
could  most  effectively  cooperate  with  other 
organizations,  particularly  the  YMCA. 
**•••• 

Members  of  49  Protestant  and  Eastern 
Orthodox  denominations  in  the  U.  S.  con- 
tributed a  record  $2,407,464,641  for  all 
church  purposes  in  1959,  according  to  a 
report  by  the  National  Council  of  Churches' 
Stewardship  and  Benevolence  department. 
This  was  a  gain  of  $55,305,351  over  the  1958 
total.  Of  the  total  $428,591,900  was  ear- 
marked for  benevolences  and  $1,978,676,692, 
for  local  congregational  expense.  Foreign 
missions  contributions  were  $73,267,321.

50th  ANNIVERSARY 

The  Lillington  Church  marked  its  50th 
anniversary  October  30  with  a  special 
morning  worship  and  a  fellowship  dinner. 
Rev.  T.  A.  Guiton  of  Parkton,  a  former 
pastor,  was  the  guest  speaker. 

The  Lillington  Church  was  organized  in 
1910  after  meeting  for  several  years  for 
services  in  the  Summerville  Church  and 
the  courthouse.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev. 
J.  K.  Hall;  following  him  were  Rev.  G.  F. 
Kirkpatrick,  Rev.  J.  F.  Menius,  Rev.  W.  L. 
Foley,  Rev.  T.  A.  Guiton,  and  Rev.  D.  A. 
Huffines,  Jr.  The  present  pastor,  Rev. 
Robert  F.  Park,  came  in  1959. 


A  report  prepared  for  the  Synod  of  New 
England  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
said  that  New  England's  "torn  and  chang- 
ing culture"  poses  a  missionary  challenge  to 
the  entire  ministry  of  the  Church.  The  re- 
port said  that  the  Synod  was  presented  with 
unprecedented  opportunities  for  expanding 
its  suburban  work  and  influence.  The  report 
noted  that  growth  has  seemed  "unimpres- 
sive" in  the  Synod  and  the  Roman  Catholics 
have  "by  far  the  largest  percentage  of  the 
population"  in  New  England.

For  the  second  time  the  Atlanta  Presby- 
tery has  deferred  voting  on  a  strongly- 
worded  resolution  calling  for  an  end  to 
racial  discrimination  by  churches.  The  pro- 
posal declares  that  "to  discriminate  against 
or  segregate  fellow  believers  .  .  .  by  race 
or  color  is  to  violate  the  very  character  of 
the  church.  The  church  is  Christ's  body  and 
must  not  simply  reflect  cultural  values  of 
society.  The  church  building  is  not  the 
possession  of  men  but  the  House  of  God  .  .  . 
No  group  of  men  has  the  authority  to  ex- 
clude from  Christian  fellowship  those  when 
the    gospel    includes."    The    resolution  has 

been  referred  to  a  committee  for  study. 
****** 

Fourteen  women  and  eight  children  have 
re-entered  the  Congo  by  permission  of  the 
mission  and  the  U.  S.  consulate.  Their  ar- 
rival brought  the  number  of  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  missionaries  in  the  Congo  up  to  38. 
The    women    include    one    doctor,  several 

nurses,  and  teachers. 

****** 

General  plans  have  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  for  its  new  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum,  the  first  "thoroughly  re- 
designed" program  of  Christrian  Education 
in  the  100-year  history  of  the  church.  The 
new  curriculum,  estimated  to  be  ready  for 
use  in  the  fall  of  1964,  will  enter  the  deve- 
lopment stage  in  January.  Basically,  the 
Covenant  curriculum  is  aimed  at  giving 
students  more  opportunity  for  actual  par- 
ticipation in  education  through  the  use  of 
three  "interfused"  approaches  to  the  Chris- 
tian faith:  the  Bible,  the  Church,  and  the 
Christian  life. 

****** 

A  27-year-old  Indonesian  minister  has  be- 
come the  pastor  of  historic  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Princetown,  N.  Y.,  reversing 
the  traditional  one-way  pattern  of  Christian 
missions.  Rev.  Sunney  Oey  has  been  in  the 
U.  S.  since  1957  and  has  command  of  10 
languages.  The  son  of  a  pastor,  the  young 
clergyman  has  studied  at  McCormick  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Chicago,  and  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary. 

SEMINARY  ENROLLMENT 

Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
reports  that  63  new  students  are  enrolled 
for  the  1960-61  term.  Along  with  148  stu- 
dents returning  for  their  work  in  the 
Middle  and  Senior  classes,  and  16  grad- 
uate students,  there  are  a  total  of  227 
students  in  residence  for  the  term. 

The  Seminary  formally  opened  its  one 
hundred  and  forty-ninth  session  Septem- 
ber 15,  with  Convocation  ceremonies  in 
Schauffler  Hall.  Dr.  Paul  Ehrman  Scherer 
professor  of  Homiletics  at  Union  Semi- 
nary, N.  Y.,  was  the  guest  speaker.

The  Pastors'  Conference,  a  part  of  the 
Council  meeting,  will  be  held  on  Tuesday 
January  31,  with  three  outstanding  speak- 
ers taking  part.  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Council,  has 
announced  that  Dr.  Bernard  Boyd,  Pres- 
byterian, head  of  the  Department  of  Re- 
ligion at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, will  participate.  Others  scheduled  to 
address  the  Conference  will  be  Cannon 
Theodore  Waddell  of  the  Washington  Na- 
tional Cathedral,  Washington,  D.  C;  and 
Dr.  Benjamin  Mays,  President  of  More- 
house College,  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  Council  of  Churches  will  convene 
on  Wednesday  morning,  February  1,  with 
Dr.  Cecil  A.  Robbins,  president,  presiding. 
The  Council  will  carry  out  business  and 
elect  officers  at  this  session,  which  will 
be  held  with  the  Department  of  United 
Church  Women  attending. 

The  United  Church  Women,  who  hold 
their  own  day-long  meeting,  will  convene 
with  a  Board  of  Managers'  Dinner  on 
January  30.  Mrs.  Harold  J.  Dudley  of 
Raleigh,  president  of  the  UCW,  has  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  Guion  Johnson  of 
Chapel  Hill  will  speak  at  the  dinner.

QUADRENNIAL  YOUTH 
CONVENTION 

North  Carolina  has  registered  more 
than  its  assigned  quota  for  the  Seventh 
Quadrennial  Youth  Convention  to  be  held 
in  Dallas,  Texas,  December  27-31,  1960. 
Registrations  to  date  are  approximately 
135.  The  North  Carolina  quota  was  125. 

Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Regional  Director 
of  Christian  Education,  reports  that  there 
will  be  three  and  perhaps  four  chartered 
busses  leaving  the  bus  terminal  in  Char- 
lotte on  December  26th  at  6:00  A.M. 
Three  busses  have  been  completely  filled 
and  some  twenty  reservations  made  for 
a  fouth  bus.  The  fourth  bus  will  be 
chartered  if  33  persons  register  for  places 
on  it. 

Registrations  in  other  parts  of  the  As- 
sembly have  been  as  great  as  in  North 
Carolina,  therefore,  all  registration  limits 
have  been  removed  so  far  as  date  is  con- 
cerned and  registrations  will  be  accepted 
up  imtil  time  of  the  convention.  Also  the 
age  limit  has  been  lifted  to  include  all 
senior  high  school  graduates  up  to  the 
age  of  thirty. 

Any  young  persons  desiring  to  register 
should  make  their  registrations  through 
the  Regional  Director's  office,  2438  Ran- 
dolph Road,  Charlotte  7,  N.  C,  immediate- 
ly. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  chartered 
busses  will  arrive  back  in  Charlotte  about 
1:00  P.M.  on  Sunday,  January  1st.

GILLESPIE  FAMILY  PRESENTS  MEMORIAL  TO  SYNOD 


The  Office  of  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  located  in 
the  Synod's  new  Office  Building  in  Ral- 
eigh, has  been  furnished  by  the  family 
of  the  late  Dr.  Ernest  Eugene  Gillespie, 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
Synod  for  nearly  thirty  years,  as  a  me- 
morial to  the  distinguished  churchman. 
The  gift  of  the  Gillespie  family,  who 
reside  in  Greensboro,  consists  of  chairs, 
desks,  settee,  carpet,  and  bric-a-brac.  In 
addition,  the  family  has  presented  to 
Synod  a  handsome  portrait  of  Dr.  Gilles- 
pie, the  work  of  Artist  T.  C.  Pridgen,  of 
Albemarle.  The  portrait  will  hang  in  the 
office  of  the  General  Secretary.  The  Sec- 
retary's office  is  handsomely  finished  in 
walnut  panel,  with  book  shelves  and 
cabinets,  and  drapes. 

Dr.  Gillespie  served  as  Moderator  of  the 
Synod  in  1935.  Previously  he  had  served 
as  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  South  Caro- 
lina, during  his  nineteen-year  pastorate 
at  York.  He  was  the  founder  and  first 
editor  of  the  Presbyterian  News. 

Dr.  Gillespie  was  a  native  of  Guilford 
County  and  of  a  distinguished  line  of 
Presbyterian  forebears.  He  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia.  He  served  as  Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  from  1899-1904  and  again  from 
1923  until  his  retirement  in  1948.  (Actual- 
ly he  continued  in  the  service  of  Synod 
in  this  position  until  1951  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley.)  For 
about  nineteen  years  Dr.  Gillespie  served 
as  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 


at  York,  S.  C. 

During  his  tenure  of  office  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Gillespie  saw  the 
Synod  grow  from  71,000  members  in  1923 
to  108,000  in  1948.  During  the  same  period 
approximately  60  new  churches  were  or- 
ganized. 

Upon  his  death  in  1958,  numerous  tri- 
butes were  paid  Dr.  Gillespie  by  Synod 
leaders.  Dr.  Kelsey  Regen,  the  incum- 
bent Moderator  of  Synod,  said  of  him, 
"For  many  years  to  come  Presbyterianism 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  will  con- 
tinue to  gather  the  fruits  of  his  labors". 
Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Orange  Presbytery,  speakii^  at  his  fun- 
eral, declared  that  "every  facet  of  the 
work  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  com- 
mitted to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
has  been  brightened  and  blessed  by  his 
noble  ministry".

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MISSION  TO  THE  NATION 

"The  Presbyterian  Mission  to  the  Na- 
tion" is  the  theme  of  the  General  As- 
sembly during  the  Centennial  Year,  be- 
ginning January  1,  1961.  The  program 
which  is  designed  for  the  entire  church, 
Assembly,  Synods,  Presbyteries,  and  local 
congregations,  will  stress  continuing  em- 
phasis on  evangelism.  Actually  this  em- 
phasis had  its  beginning  at  the  1960 
General  Assembly,  and  the  program  was 
enunciated  by  Synods  and  Presbyteries 
during  the  summer  and  fall.  Most  Synods 
held  pre-Synod  conferences  on  Evange- 
lism, and  during  the  fall  cavalcades  were 
conducted  in  most  of  the  Presbyteries. 
The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  reported 
more  than  500  at  the  conference  in 
Greensboro  last  June,  and  over  15,000  at- 
tending the  several  cavalcades  in  the 
Presbyteries. 

The  one  disturbing  feature  of  the  Cen- 
tennial program  is  the  theme:  "The  Pres- 
byterian Mission  to  the  Nation".  Is  this 
a  misnomer?  The  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  (Southern)  actually  promotes 
its  program  and  work  primarily  in  the 
southeastern  states.  Unlike  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  which  is  steadily 
pushing  its  borders  to  coincide  with  the 
borders  of  the  nation,  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  has  rather  consistently  held 
aloof,  remaining  smug  and  isolationist, 
except  of  course  for  its  program  of  world 
missions.  In  one  way  or  another,  it  is 
time  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  fulfill  the  meaning  of  the  theme 
for  1961,  in  order  that  it  may  also  fulfill 
the  intent  thereof. 

Every  minister  is  being  called  upon  to 
preach  evangelistic  sermons  on  great  doc- 
trines of  the  church  during  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1961.  Local  churches  are  expected  to 
provide  trained  workers  for  the  program 
of  visitation  evangelism.  Classes  are  to 
be  conducted  throughout  the  Assembly  for 
youth  and  adults,  stressing  commitment 
and  churchmanship.  The  Mission  will 
culminate  in  simultaneous  services 
throughout  the  Assembly  during  Holy 
Week. 

The  1960  Assembly  alerted  the  church 
to  the  "unprecedented  opportunity  con- 
fronting Presbyterians  for  growth  and  ex- 
pansion in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
nation,  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  fruit- 
ful mission  fields  in  the  world." 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  1960 
urged  every  church  to  "familiarize  itself 
with  the  Assembly's  Program  and  then

On  the  same  occasion  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  Synod,  call- 
ed Dr.  Gillespie  "a  Friend  of  all  —  He 
was  the  friend  of  all  the  churches,  for 
whom  he  had  constant  concern;  the  friend 
of  all  the  ministers,  whose  wise  counselor 
and  adviser  he  was  ...  He  was  more 
nearly  like  Jesus  Christ  than  anyone  I 
ever  knew."  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham, 
Director  of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
referred  to  him  as  "a  saintly  man  who 
moved  as  naturally  and  humbly  and  de- 
votedly among  the  Home  Mission  church- 
es as  he  did  in  the  largest  churches  of 
the  Synod." 

In  speaking  of  the  Memorial  to  Dr.  Gil- 
lespie, Mrs.  Gillespie,  who  still  resides  in 
Greensboro,  remarked:

statistics  compiled  by  the  Department 
of  Stewardship  and  Benevolence  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  shows  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  ranks  first 
in  per  capita  gifts  for  both  benevolences 
and  all  purposes  among  the  major  denom- 
inations in  the  country.

$99.42.  In  benevolences,  the  total  was 
$23.81. 

Other  per  capita  figures  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  show  a  total  of 
$23.81  for  total  denominational  benevol- 
ences; $75.62  for  congregational  expenses; 
and  $4.25  for  foreign  missions.

HISTORICAL  MARKER  UNVEILED 

A  historical  marker  commemorating  the 
founding  of  Barbecue  Church  in  1753  was 
unveiled  November  13  by  the  Harnett 
County  Historical  Society. 

On  October  12  Barbecue  celebrated  its 
202nd  anniversary.  Rev.  James  Campbell, 
the  first  minister  of  Barbecue,  signed  a 
contract  on  that  date  in  1758  to  "Ex- 
pound the  Gospel  according  to  the  Doc- 
trines and  Discipline  of  the  Church  .  .  . 
of  Scotland."  Mr.  Campbell  was  paid  100 
pounds  annually  and  served  a  territory 
comprising  most  of  Cumberland,  Harnett, 
Hoke,  Moore,  and  Lee  counties. 

Tradition  says  that  the  first  services  at 
Barbecue  were  held  in  a  taproom  with  a 
whiskey  barrel  as  a  lectern.  The  first 
church  was  built  in  1765.  A  second  build- 
ing was  constructed  around  the  turn  of 
the  century  and  still  serves  the  congrega- 
tion, although  it  has  been  enlarged  and 
remodeled. 

Flora  Macdonald,  the  Scottish  heroine, 
worshiped  at  Barbecue  with  her  husband. 

The  present  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  Billy  S.  Howell. 


CONSTRUCTION  BEGINS 

Construction  has  begun  on  the  fellow- 
ship building  of  the  new  Westminster 
Church,  Fayetteville,  according  to  the 
pastor,  Rev.  John  Stephenson,  who  said 
that  the  building  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted by  early  February. 

This  is  the  first  stage  of  the  new 
church's  building  program.  The  congrega- 
tion of  100  hopes  to  build  an  educational 
building  and  sanctuary  during  the  1960's. 
The  church  held  its  first  service  April  24, 
1960,  in  a  mobile  chapel.  After  the  chapel 
became  inadequate,  a  tent  was  borrowed 
from  the  U.  S.  Army.  Finally  the  con- 
gregation had  to  borrow  a  parachute  to 
house  the  growing  membership. 
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NEW  MISSIONS  HEAD 

Dr.  Thomas  Watson  Street,  professor  of 
church  history  and  missions  at  Austin 
Theological  Seminary,  has  been  named 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

He  will  replace  Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton, 
who  is  resigning  after  serving  since  1932. 
Dr.  Street  will  assume  his  new  duties 
next  June. 

Dr.  Street  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  for  six  years. 
He  visited  the  mission  fields  in  the  Congo 
in  1951  and  1952,  and  in  Latin  America 
in  1959.  He  was  educated  at  Louisville 
Seminary  and  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary, New  York.

JOURNEY  TO  THE  ANTARCTIC 


By  Voit  Gilmore 

(Editor's  Note:  A  short  report  on  his  re- 
cent trip  to  Antarctica  and  the  "jumpoff" 
city  of  Christchurch,  New  Zealand,  is 
here  given  by  Mr.  Gilmore  of  Southern 
Pines,  Chairman  of  Synod's  Council.) 

McMurdo  Base,  Antarctica,  November 
25  (Delayed) — The  only  church  in  the 
Antarctic  stands  here  at  one  end  of  Burke 
and  Forrestal  Avenues,  an  oval  Jamesway 
hut  complete  with  tiny  steeple  and  white 
picket  fence. 

It  could  fit  any  New  England  green 
except  for  its  bizarre  surroundings.  The 
two  "avenues"  are  lanes  of  ice  rutted  by 
sno-cats,  weasels  and  snow  tractors. 
Neighboring  buildings  are  snow-banked 
orange  plywood  structures  with  walk-in 
freezer  doors  for  passageways.  Beyond 
stands  Scott  Hut,  basing  point  for  the 
famed  British  explorer  who  lost  his  life 
seeking  the  South  Pole,  half  a  century  old 
but  perfectly  preserved  by  the  eternal  ice. 

Just  behind  McMurdo  Chapel  rises  700- 
foot  Observation  Point,  topped  by  an  oak 
cross  erected  in  1912  by  the  brokenheart- 
ed rescue  party  that  found  Sir  Robert 
Falcon  Scott  and  two  companions  frozen 
on  Ross  Ice  Shelf  only  11  miles  from  the 
fuel  and  food  that  would  have  saved 
them.  Atop  the  hill  there  is  an  awesome 
view  of  McMurdo  Sound,  a  vast  slab  of 
30-foot-thick  ice  on  which  Air  Force 
Globemasters  land  cargo  and  personnel 
from  Christchurch. 

In  the  distance  stretches  Ross  Ice  Shelf, 
a  tongue  of  ice  larger  in  size  than  all  of 
Prance,  forever  "flowing"  from  the  polar 
plateau  until  its  edges  crumble  into  Ice- 
bergs. And  dominating  this  entire  scene 
of  icy,  lifeless  desolation  is  the  strangest 
touch  of  all — an  active  volcano  called  Mt. 
Erebus,  its  snowy  13,000-foot  summit 
spewing  sulphurous  clouds. 

In  this  unworldly  setting  McMurdo 
Chapel  makes  a  valuable,  around-the- 
clock  contribution  to  polar  life.  Returning 
late  from  a  flight  to  the  South  Pole,  I 
strolled  into  the  chapel  this  morning  at 
3  a.m.  The  never-setting  sun  was  shining 
brilliantly  and  two  men  on  the  "grave- 
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yard"  shift  were  petting  the  chaplain's 
Husky  mascot  who  was  tied  near  the 
front  door. 

First  inside  the  double  doors  is  a  plaque 
dedicating  the  building  to  the  memory  of 
Americans  who  have  lost  their  lives  in  the 
exploration  of  the  Antarctic,  a  group  that 
now  totals  more  than  12.  Here  where 
space  is  at  a  premium  and  heating  is  al- 
most prohibitively  expensive,  the  chapel's 
ante-room  doubles  as  camp  library  and 
music  room.  Excellent  books,  mostly  about 
religion  and  exploration,  line  the  walls. 
Sheet  music,  three  or  four  wind  instru- 
ments and  a  handsome  hi-fi  set  with 
record  collection  comprise  the  music  sec- 
tion. 

Chaplain  Andress,  a  Baptist  from 
Alabama  who  graduated  from  Bob  Jones 
University,  sees  to  it  that  Protestants, 
Catholics  and  Jews  all  have  encourage- 
ment in  worship  services  at  the  chapel,  as 
well  as  in  the  recreation  rooms  of  the 


smaller  U.  S.  Antarctic  bases  at  South 
Pole,  Byrd,  Wilkes,  and  Hallett.  Since 
darkness  and  fierce  blizzards  prevent  any 
flying  between  bases  eight  months  of  each 
year,  the  chaplain  tours  seldom  and  lay- 
men handle  services. 

America  is  permanently  in  the  Antarc- 
tic now.  ARP,  the  Antarctic  Research  Pro- 
gram, is  operated  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation.  It  is  supplied  by  the  Navy  in 
a  dramatic  air  and  sea-lift  each  October- 
January  called  Operation  Deep  Freeze. 
Valuable  scientific  studies  under  way 
across  the  White  Continent  include 
meteorology,  magnetism,  geology,  cosmic 
rays,  aurora  and  airglow,  and  oceano- 
graphy. 

Getting  supplies  to  the  200-odd  Am- 
ericans who  "winter  over"  each  year  is 
the  most  dramatic,  most  dangerous  effort 
in  the  history  of  transportation.  Right 
now  four  U.  S.  icebreakers  are  smashing 
their  way  through  the  750-mile  barrier  of 
sea  ice  surrounding  Anarctica,  laden 
with  diesel  oil,  food  stores,  construction 
equipment  and  bulk  items  that  can  only 
be  put  ashore  during  the  "summer"  sea- 
son when  temperatures  rise  to  20  above 
zero  and  ice  gets  soft. 

Supplementing  the  sea  deliveries  are 
Air  Force  and  Navy  air  deliveries  of  men 
and  the  more  delicate  cargoes,  hauled 
down  the  world's  longest  delivery  route 
from  the  U.  S.  to  Hawaii  to  Canton  Island 
to  Fiji  to  Christchurch  to  McMurdo.  This 
is  the  fifth  year  of  the  air  supply,  but 
fantastically  severe  Antarctic  weather 
makes  each  flight  as  unpredictable  and 
hazardous  as  the  first. 

Unfit  polar  weather  gave  me  a  fortunate 
three-day  delay  at  Christchurch,  a  city 
of  250,000  people  with  the  willow-lined 
Avon  River  twisting  beautifully  through 
its  center.  Dominated  by  a  Church  of 
England  cathedral  in  its  green  center 
square,  Christchurch  is  called  the  most 
English  of  any  Commonwealth  city  al- 
though it  lies  12,000  miles  from  London. 

Along  the  Avon  stands  a  handsome 
school  which  at  once  caught  my  interest 
because  its  name  is  St.  Andrews  College. 
In  reality  an  all-level  school,  St.  Andrews 
has  students  from  age  5  to  18  with  450  of 
its  638  students  being  in  Form  Three  and 
higher,  which  means  age  13  and  older. 

L.  W.  Stewart,  the  rector,  a  handsome 
Scotch  Presbyterian  who  has  been  with 
the  school  almost  since  its  founding  in 
1916,  explained,  "St.  Andrews  is  sponsored 
by  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  Zea-

LAY  PRESIDENT  ELECTED 

The  first  lay  president  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  was  elected  at  the 
council's  General  Assembly  meeting  in 
San  Francisco  early  in  December.  J.  Irwin 
Miller  of  Columbus,  Indiana,  a  Disciples 
of  Christ  member  and  a  multi-million- 
aire industrialist,  succeeds  Dr.  Edwin  T. 
Dahlberg,  Baptist  minister  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  for  a  three-year  term. 

Mr.  Miller  uses  his  wealth  "to  change 
things  for  the  better,"  and  it  is  estimat- 
ed that  30  per  cent  of  his  income  goes 
to  charity.  He  has  been  characterized  by 
his  minister  as  "the  most  Biblically  lit- 
erate layman  I  have  ever  known." 

He  is  deeply  interested  in  church  union, 
but  does  not  believe  in  making  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  a  "super 
church"  to  achieve  this.  "I  feel  sure  that 
the  majority  of  lay  people  in  the  churches 
are  sympathetic  to  greater  unity,  and 
they  are  impatient  with  technical  dif- 
ficulties that  now  appear  to  block  the 
way  to  unity,"  he  recently  said. 


DRUGS  FOR  KOREA 

The  Senior  High  Fellowship  of  Trinity 
Avenue  Church,  Durham,  has  found  a 
unique  method  of  contributing  to  foreign 
missions.  The  group  has  collected  and 
shipped  vitamins  and  medical  supplies  to 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Kwanju, 
Korea  as  a  special  project. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Jeff  H. 
Campbell,  the  advisor  to  the  group,  the 
Senior  High  Fellowship  made  personal 
contacts  with  doctors  to  obtain  all  avail- 
able contributions  of  sample  supplies.  Dr. 
Jim  Wilson,  a  member  of  the  Trinity 
Avenue  Church,  worked  with  the  young 
people  in  sorting  the  medicines  and  sup- 
plies for  shipment. 

•The  group  chose  the  Korean  Hospital 
as  the  recipient  of  their  project,  since  it 
is  here  that  two  former  Durham  people, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  S.  McBryde,  are  sta- 
tioned as  missionaries.  (They  are  support- 
ed by  the  Trinity  Avenue  Church.)  After 
the  initial  shipment,  interest  in  the  pro- 
ject remained  strong  and  further  ship- 
ments have  been  collected.

Idnd.  The  church  approves  our  trustees 
but  gives  us  no  financial  support.  We  pay 
our  own  way — in  fact,  the  Anglican 
Church  holds  the  mortgage  on  our  pro- 
perty ! " 

It  is  summertime  "down  under".  Roses, 
jacaranda,  jonquils  and  pansies  bright- 
ened the  27-acre  campus  of  St.  Andrews 
as  I  strolled  among  the  buildings  which 
once  were  a  fashionable  private  residence. 
Only  two  weeks  away  from  the  beginning 
of  two-months  summer  holidays,  happy 
boys  (no  girls  allowed)  in  shorts  played 
cricket  across  a  lush  field. 

When  I  told  Mr.  Stewart  the  financial 
goals  of  St.  Andrews  College  at  Laurin- 
burg,  he  sighed.  "We  began  here  with 
$15,000,  one  house  and  one  stable.  With 
your  budget  we'd  be  the  greatest  institu- 
tion in  New  Zealand!" 

According  to  Mr.  Stewart,  there  are 
also  St.  Andrews  Colleges  at  Lima,  Peru 
and  at  Grahamstown,  South  Africia.  He 
is  delighted  to  learn  of  the  addition  to 
this  list  being  built  at  Laurinburg  and 
promises  to  send  greetings  when  it  opens.

Purpose  of  the  clinics  was  to  help  min- 
isters and  publicity  directors  in  improv- 
ing methods  of  reporting  news  to  the 
papers.  The  clinic  in  Charlotte  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Charlotte  Observer  and  the 
Raleigh  clinic  by  the  News  and  Observer 
and  the  Raleigh  Times. 

Mr.  Hestir,  a  former  newspaperman, 
pointed  out  that  church  news  must  be 
appealing  and  interesting  in  order  to  at- 
tract those  persons  "on  the  fence."  He 
also  explained  the  value  of  newspaper  ad- 
vertising for  churches  and  cited  several 
examples  of  successful  ads. 

In  Raleigh,  city  editors  of  both  the  j 
Times  and  News  and  Observer  called  for 
articles  of  interest  to  readers  of  all  de- 
nominations. Mr.  Hestir  pointed  out  the 
necessary  elements  for  a  good  church 
story — timeliness,  proximity,  human  in- 
terest, consequence  (how  many  people  af- 
fected), and  prominence.  He  noted  that 
very  few  feature  stories  are  sent  to  news-  ' 
papers  from  churches,  and  that  this  area  < 
is  one  in  which  more  emphasis  should  be 
placed. 

Tips  were  also  given  on  photography, 
wire  service,  and  technical  aspects  of  re- 
porting stories.  '

Our  Deep  Freeze  program 
is  producing  scientific  knowledge  import- 
ant to  the  future  of  man,  but  important 
by  products  are  goodwill  and  friendly  un- 
derstanding among  people  of  the  Pacific 
world.

The  total  number  of  Protestant  mission- 
aries sent  out  from  all  countries  has  risen 
to  42,250,  an  increase  of  3,644  in  the  last 
two  years,  it  was  reported  recently.

North  American  agencies,  according  to  sta- 
tistics released  by  Dr.  Frank  Price,  director 
of  the  Missionary  Research  Library.  (Dr. 
Price  is  a  former  missionary  to  China  and 
a  former  moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.)  Giving  for  foreign  mis- 
sions, in  1959  was  $163,680,468,  and  repre- 
sents $2.75  per  member,  compared  to  the 
previous  average  of  $2.26.

A  booklet  "Dear  Mr.  Clergyman"  giving 
members  of  the  clergy  full  information  con- 
cerning the  new  election  they  may  make  on 
their  1960  personal  income  tax  returns  as 
to  whether  they  want  Social  Security  Cover- 
age has  been  issued  by  the  Social  Security 
Administration.  Copies  are  available  free  at 
all  Social  Security  and  Internal  Revenue 
Service  offices.  Congress  has  extended  until 
April  15,  1962,  the  deadline  for  clergymen 
to  file  a  waiver  certificate  and  elect  cover- 
age. Members  of  the  clergy  are  not  cover- 
ed by  Social  Security  unless  they  file  such 
a  waiver  and  pay  their  "self -employment 
tax."

Church  construction  will  exceed  one  bil- 
lion dollars  this  year  for  the  first  time  in 
history,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce.  In  its  official  forecast  of  con- 
struction in  1961,  the  Department  predict- 
ed an  even  higher  rate  of  construction.  The 
government  said  that  construction  of  re- 
ligious edifices  will  total  $1,045,000,000  by 
the  end  of  1960.  Church  construction  set  a 
new  record  for  November  of  $94,000,000,  a 
decline  of  only  $2,000,000  from  October, 
much  less  than  the  usual  seasonal  decline. 
The  total  was  $9,000,000  above  the  Novem- 
ber, 1959,  mark.

A  proposed  bill  looking  toward  the  aboli- 
tion of  capital  punishment  in  North  Carolina 
will  not  be  submitted  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  January  by  the  State  Legislative 
Council,  because  one  of  its  19-member 
groups,  the  Mental  Health  Association,  re- 
fused to  approve  it.  However,  the  Council 
has  approved  the  following:  (1)  A  bill  re- 
quiring greater  safety  in  the  transportation 
of  migrant  workers;  (2)  A  bill  providing 
widows  a  large  part  of  the  husband's  estate 
if  he  dies  intestate;  (3)  A  bill  requiring 
proper  licensing  of  day  care  facilities  for 
children;  (4)  A  bill  enabling  needy  persons 
to  receive  welfare  aid  before  completing  a 
full  year's  residence  (now  required). 
•  ••••• 

A  unique  Sunday  School  is  being  con- 
ducted by  ham  radio  operators  in  North 
and  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia. 
The  operators  hold  a  lesson  from  7  to  8 
A.M.,  with  from  ten  to  twenty  Christian  of 
various  denominations  "attending."  All  take 
a  part  in  a  discussion  period  and  use  the 
standard  international  Sunday  School  out- 
line. R.  V.  Ramsey  of  Gaffney,  S.  C,  says 
that  many  letters  are  received  from  across 
the  country  from  operators  who  hear  the 
lessons.

Clarence  Watters,  renowned  concert  or- 
ganist from  Trinity  College,  Hartford, 
Conn.,  was  the  guest  artist  for  Davidson 
College's  first  "Convocation  of  Sacred 
Music"  on  Saturday,  November  12,  which 
was  held  in  the  Davidson  College  Presby- 
terian Church. 

Registration  for  the  all-day  events  be- 
gan at  9:30  A.M.,  followed  by  a  lecture 
presented  by  Mr.  Watters  on  "The  Role 
of  the  Church  Musician  as  Educator — The 
Educator  as  Church  Musician." 

Immediately  after  a  luncheon  for  out- 
of-town  guests,  a  concert  of  sacred  music 
was  presented  by  the  Davidson  College 
Male  Chorus  under  the  direction  of 
Donald  B.  Plott,  the  Davidson  College 
Brass  Ensemble  directed  by  J.  Franklin 
West,  Dr.  Robert  S.  Lord,  college  organist, 
and  Joseph  L.  Robinson,  oboist,  Class  of 
•62. 

Mr.  Watters  concluded  the  Convocation 
with  an  organ  recital  as  part  of  the  cur- 
rent Organ  Recital  Series.

After 
discarding  their  baggage,  the  team  left 
for  lunch  at  the  Country  Club,  following 
which  they  returned  to  the  house  thought 
to  be  Mrs.  Daughtridge's  home.  Upon 
finding  the  front  door  locked.  Dr.  Rose 
went  to  the  back  and  informed  the 
others  that  the  back  door  was  unlocked. 
The  three  men  entered  the  back  door  and 
passing  through  the  kitchen,  picked  up 
apples  to  eat.  Arriving  in  the  hall,  they 
wondered  what  had  become  of  the  beau- 
tiful circular  staircase,  for  they  had  com- 
mented upon  it  earlier  as  they  entered 
Mrs.  Daughtridge's  home.  Suddenly  it 
dawned  upon  them  that  they  were  in  the 
wrong  house!  As  they  sought  a  speedy 
exit,  the  man  of  the  house  suddenly  ap- 
peared from  the  den,  only  to  discover 
three  lost  preachers! 


STUDENTS  PRESENT  DRAMA 

"Christ  in  the  Concrete  City,"  a  relig- 
ious drama,  is  being  presented  this  year 
in  twelve  cities  of  the  General  Assembly 
by  the  Christian  Drama  Team  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  and  the  Presbyter- 
ian School  of  Christian  Education,  Rich- 
mond. 

This  is  the  fourth  consecutive  year  in 
which  the  team  has  presented  a  drama> 
through  the  Seminary's  program  of  Field 
Work.  The  play  portrays  the  Passion  of 
Christ  from  three  points  of  view:  the 
actual  events  of  the  Passion  Week,  the 
universal  significance  of  the  story  of  the 
Passion;  and  the  relevance  of  the  Passion 
to  contemporary  life. 

Members  of  the  team  are  students 
studying  for  full-time  church  vocations 
at  the  two  institutions.  Holland  McSwain, 
Jr.,  of  Murphy,  N.  C,  is  the  director  of 
the  play,  with  Bill  Stewart  of  Gastonia 
as  assistant  and  lighting  director.  Other 
members  of  the  team  include  Bobby  Bums 
of  Maxton,  N.  C;  and  Buie  Seawell,  Jr., 
of  Lumberton,  N.  C. 

The  Drama  Team  appeared  at  the  First 
Church,  Dunn,  November  13,  and  Miss 
Gay  Mothershed,  DCE  there  reports  that 
"the  church  was  filled  to  capacity,"  and 
that  the  team  was  exceptionally  well  re- 
ceived by  the  congregation. 

The  team  spends  the  weekend  in  the 
churches  where  they  appear  and  take  part 
in  the  activities  of  the  Sunday  School 
and  Church.  The  Seminary  Held  Work 
Program  aims  at  providing  students  op- 
portunities to  gain  first  hand  experience 
in  Church  Work  and  in  aiding  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Church.  The  Drama  Team 
has  been  a  most  effective  medium  since 
its  beginning. 

Only  a  minimum  of  scenery  is  employ- 
ed in  the  production  and  costumes  are 
merely  suggested.  The  congregation  thus 
participates  in  the  production  through  the 
imagination. 


RELOCATED 

The  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  housed 
in  offices  provided  by  the  First  Church 
of  Columbia,  is  now  in  a  new  location  on 
the  church  property.  The  Synod's  office, 
with  Rev.  Arthur  M.  Martin,  Executive 
Secretary,  and  the  Regional  Office,  with 
Rev.  W.  Ted  Jones,  Regional  Director  of 
Christian  Education,  are  both  housed  in 
the  new  building. 
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Above:  The  most  recent  unit  of  the  expansion  ptogram  of  Winter  Park  Church,  Wilmington, 
North  Carolina.  The  educational  plant  now  includes  twenty-five  Church  School  rooms,  a 
lounge,  dining  room  (seating  capacity  of  450),  and  a  completely  modern  kitchen.  The  dining 
hall  is  also  used  for  a  gymnasium  where  the  two  basketball  teams  of  the  church  practice 
during  the  week.  The  church  each  year  has  a  four  month  intensive  training  program  which 
each  new  teacher  is  requested  to  attend.  At  present  there  are  approximately  66  teachers  in 
the  Church  School.  On  Sunday  two  morning  services  are  held  and  in  the  evening  there  Is  a 
snack  supper  followed  by  a  Youth  Program  for  grades  1-12  and  a  Bible  Study  for  adults.  The 
Reverend  Horace  H.  Hilton,  Jr.,  became  minister  of  Winter  Park  Presbyterian  Church  in 
1954. 


STUDY  COMPLETED 

A  study  recently  completed  at  Baptist 
Hospital  in  Winston-Salem  indicates  that 
clergymen  are  more  prone  to  emotional 
stress  and  strain  than  are  men  of  the 
same  age  groups  in  other  jobs  and  pro- 
fessions. 

The  study,  compiled  by  Dr.  Albert  L. 
Meiburg,  director  of  research  for  the  De- 
partment of  Pastoral  Care,  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  department's  head,  Dr. 
Richard  K.  Young,  shows  that  ministers 
are  more  susceptible  to  illness  between 
30  and  40  years  of  age;  that  in  approxi- 
mately 20%  of  the  1,000  ministers  studied, 
there  was  some  evidence  of  relationship 
between  vocation  and  illness;  and  that 
ministers  appear  to  have  a  significantly 
higher  incidence  of  illness  where  emotion- 
al factors  are  known  to  be  important. 

Dr.  Young,  commenting  on  the  study, 
said  that  a  minister  "must  constantly 
give  out  and  share  emotions  with  bereav- 
ed families  .  .  .  but  he  must  be  careful 
not  to  over-identify." 

"There  is,  too,  the  frustration  in  re- 
lationship with  your  own  family.  This  is 
especially  true  with  doctors  and  ministers. 
They  are  owned  up  to  a  point  by  the 
people." 

Dr.  Meiburg  said  the  study  was  done 
primarily  because  of  many  "popularized 
articles"  that  have  appeared  in  the  last 
few  years  on  stress  problems  of  ministers 
based  on  personal  experience  alone  and 
"we  wanted  to  see  if  there  was  any 
scientific  basis  for  these  beliefs  and  to 
see  if  we  could  be  of  service  to  the 
ministry." 


WORLD  MISSIONS 

LEOPOLDVILLE,  CONGO  —  Doctors 
needed  for  a  year!  This  is  the  appeal 
made  by  the  Congo  Protestant  Relief 
Agency  in  £tn  effort  to  relieve  the  critical 
medical  shortage  in  the  Congo. 

This  interdenominational  agency,  an 
arm  of  the  Congo  Protestant  Council, 
supported  by  Congolese  Protestant 
churches  in  cooperation  with  missionary 
agencies,  requests  that  all  interested  med- 
ical personnel  get  in  touch  with  the  Rev. 
Roland  Metzger,  Congo  Protestant  Relief 
Agency,  297  Park  Avenue  South,  New 
York  City,  New  York. 

"Operation  Doctor,"  the  council's  crash 
medical  program,  is  an  effort  to  recruit 
100  medical  doctors  to  help  man  govern- 
ment and  mission  hospitals  in  the  new 
nation.  Reports  from  the  director  of 
"Operation  Doctor,"  Presbytery  U.  S.  mis- 
sionary Dr.  William  Rule,  reveal  there  are 
only  six  doctors  available  to  the  govern- 
ment for  two  entire  provinces.  Before  in- 
dependence there  were  over  700  doctors 
in  the  country.  Today  there  are  not  more 
than  200. 

The  medical  efforts  of  the  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  Congo  mission  have  been  in  the 
Kasai  Province,  where  the  mission  operat- 
ed six  hospitals,  dental  clinics  and  a  med- 
ical and  dental  assistants'  school  in  pre- 
independence  days.  By  September,  there 
were  only  14  doctors  in  the  whole  pro- 
vince and  only  four  hospitals  functioning 
after  the  evacuation  of  400  Belgian  doc- 
tors and  numbers  of  missionaries  in  mid- 
July.

Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  Secretary  of  the  De- 
partment of  Church  Architecture,  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  will  retire  January  1.

office  for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  of  the 
General  Assembly  reports  receipts  lagging 
behind  those  of  1959,  when  $887,298  had 
been  received  through  October,  compared 
with  $883,163  this  year.  World  Missions  re- 
ceipts are  up  from  $3,118,000  to  $3,343,000 
through  October.

Rev.  C.  Darby  Fulton,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions,  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  recently  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Cooperation  in 
Latin  America,  in  which  the  need  for  de- 
veloping women's  work  in  Latin  America 
was  discussed.  Another  topic  of  discussion 
was  the  contingency  of  establishing  a  Pres- 
byterian seminary  in  Latin  America. 
****** 

Writing  Bible  verses  in  Tshiluba  for 
Christmas  has  been  Miss  Anna  Mary 
Kuhnle's  year-round  hobby,  but  this  year 
the  verses  are  in  Spanish.  Miss  Kuhnle,  of 
Crockett,  Texas,  began  the  project  of  writ- 
ing verses  on  old  Christmas  cards  and 
sending  them  to  missionaries  for  use  in 
their  work.  Soon  she  enlisted  the  aid  of  the 
Campfire  Girls  and  Women  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  who  together  have 
sent  between  2,000  and  3,500  cards  to  the 
Congo  each  Christmas.  This  year  the  pro- 
gram was  expanded  to  include  Mexico. 
****** 

Construction  of  a  new  ecumenical  con- 
ference center  in  Geneva  has  been  authoriz- 
ed by  the  Commission  on  Ecumenical  Mis- 
sion and  Relations  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  The  Center  is 
to  be  erected  near  the  new  World  Council 
of  Churches  headquarters  and  the  United 
Nations  Buildings  and  will  replace  the  John 
Knox  House,  a  student  and  conference 
center  started  in  1954  by  the  Church. 
****** 

The  Division  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  observing  the 
40th  anniversary  of  the  first  organized  in- 
terdenominational Protestant  work  among 
migrant  farm  laborers,  heard  Dr.  Eugene 
Carson  Blake,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  UPUSA 
church,  in  a  study  conference  held  in  No- 
vember. Dr.  Blake  called  the  work  among 
migrants  "an  authentic  work  of  Christian- 
ity," but  pointed  out  three  areas  in  which 
the  church  must  put  greater  emphasis:  (1) 
direct  physicial  services  to  migrants;  (2) 
legislative  concern;  and  (3)  direct  spiritual 
and  moral  services  to  families  concerned. 
****** 

Despite  the  appointment  of  10  new  mis- 
sionaries, the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
suffered  a  net  loss  of  three  as  the  result  of 
several  retirements  and  resignations.  The 
appointments  and  losses  were  part  of  the 
November  meeting  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  in  Nashville.  The  Board  also  re- 
ported that  an  extra  $150,000  was  used  to 
cover  emergency  evacuation  and  mainten- 
ance of  personnel  during  the  Congo  crisis. 
Expenses  of  the  Board  are  "far  outstripping" 
income,  despite  a  $107,000  increase  in  re- 
ceipts this  year.

TV-RADIO  DIRECTOR  NAMED 

Ted  L.  Daniel,  above,  of  Raleigh  has 
been  appointed  Radio-TV  Director  for 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  will 
assume  responsibilities  of  his  new  office 
on  the  first  of  February. 

Mr.  Daniel  has  been  associated  with 
WPTF  fiadio  Station  since  coming  to 
Raleigh  in  early  1955  immediately  follow- 
ing his  military  service  in  Europe. 

He  was  selected  from  a  field  of  almost 
a  dozen  applicants  by  the  Radio-Tele- 
vision Committee  of  the  Synod,  composed 
of  the  following  persons:  Rev.  Ben  F. 
Brown,  Greensboro;  J.  B.  Bre\ver,  Rocky 
Mount;  William  Owen  Cooke,  Greensboro; 
Rev.  Russell  M.  Kerr,  Charlotte;  Charles 
M.  Hassell,  Charlotte;  and  Charles  M. 
Norfleet,  Jr.,  Winston-Salem. 

A-  familiar  voice  on  the  air  during  his 
years  at  WPTF,  Mr.  Daniel  has  worked 
largely  with  special  features  program- 
ming and  with  business  news. 

In  announcing  ■  the  new  appointment. 
Dr.  Dudley  stated  that  the  office  of 
Radio-TV  Director  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
to  be  organized.  Mr.  Daniel's  work  will 
involve  liaison  between  the  church  and 
the  mass  communications  media  of  radio 
and  television  throughout  the  state. 

He  will  work  closely  with  the  Television- 
Radio-Audio-Visuals  Committee  (TRAV) 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  in  strengthening  re- 
ligious programming  in  North  Carolina. 

In  accepting  his  appointment,  Mr. 
Daniel  made  the  following  statement:  "I 
look  forward  with  a  great  deal  of  en- 
thusiasm and  interest  to  beginning  my 
work  as  Director  of  Television,  Radio,  and 
Audio-Visuals  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  It  is  a  post  which  of- 
fers a  great  challenge  and  opportunity 
for  service. 

"The  ever-expanding  work  of  the 
church  is,  of  necessity,  making  increasing 
use  of  the  excellent  communications 
facilities  offered  by  the  broadcast  indus- 
try in  North  Carolina.  There  is,  I  feel,  a 
firm  interest  on  the  part  of  broadcast 
leaders  in  helping  the  church  bring  its

An  inaugural  campaign  for  $2,250,000 
for  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  at 
Laurinburg  is  now  in  its  opening  phase. 
Announcement  was  made  by  Hector  Mac- 
Lean,  Lumberton  banker,  who  is  chair- 
man of  the  College's  Board  of  Directors. 

It  will  be  a  state-wide  effort,  mobilizing 
working  and  contributing  forces  among 
churches,  their  members,  corporations  and 
foundations  throughout  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

"Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  are 
building  this  College",  Mr.  MacLean  said. 
"New  in  academic  and  living  facilities,  St. 
Andrews  will  be  old  as  the  repository  of 
the  traditions  of  the  three  merging  in- 
stitutions— Flora  Macdonald,  Peace  and 
Presbyterian  Junior.  These  colleges, 
established  by  Presbyterians  of  earlier 
days  in  their  traditional  behef  in  the 
training  of  men  and  women  through 
Christian  education,  have  been  symbols 
of  a  great  faith.  St.  Andrews  College  is  a 
new  champion  of  that  faith — Christian 
centered  and  deeply  rooted  in  the  soil  of 
Presbyter  ianism . 

"Faith,  work  and  generosity  of  the 
churches  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
and  their  members,  are  woven  into  this 
dream  of  establishing  a  great  college. 
Their  gifts  have  largely  underwritten  the 
building  program  to  date.  Continued  faith, 
harder  work  and  unflagging  generosity 
will  be  essential  to  bring  our  dream  into 
full  reality." 

RAPID  PROGRESS  IS  MADE 

Establishment  of  St.  Andrews  College 
had  its  inception  in  the  midfifties  with 
the  decision  of  the  Synod  to  consolidate 
three  of  its  other  institutions  of  liigher 
education — Flora  Macdonald  at  Red 
Springs,  Peace  at  Raleigh,  and  Presby- 
terian Junior  at  Maxton,  into  one  four- 
year,  coeducational,  liberal  arts  college. 
The  Synod's  decision  was  based  on  a 


survey  conducted  by  its  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions,  out  of  which 
grew  the  recommendation  for  consolida- 
tion as  offering  "the  strongest  hope  for 
the  future  as  well  as  the  best  stewardship 
of  our  educational  dollar".  The  answer 
was  urged,  also  to  promote  "the  whole 
educational  program  of  the  Synod  in  the 
most  efficient  and  business-like  manner". 

Steps  were  taken  quickly  to  effectuate 
the  Synod's  action  authorizing  the  con- 
solidation. A  state-wide  campaign  in  1956 
resulted  in  raising  funds  for  initial  fin- 
ancing. A  site  of  838  acres  at  Laurinburg 
was  procured.  The  campus  was  laid  out 
after  months  of  careful  planning.  A  65- 
acre  lake  was  built  as  the  pivotal  center 
of  the  campus,  with  the  residential  and 
recreational  areas  located  on  one  side,  and 
the  academic  and  administrative  facili- 
ties on  the  other.  The  two  sections  are 
connected  by  a  pedestrian  causeway  which 
bisects  the  lake. 

A  huge  liberal  arts  and  science  build- 
ing, containing  64,000  square  feet  is  being 
pushed  to  completion.  The  cost  of  this, 
along  with  campus  improvement,  includ- 
ing laying  miles  of  paved  roads,  construc- 
tion of  ample  parking  facilities,  and  lay- 
ing of  underground  conduits  for  telephone 
and  power  lines,  has  been  paid.  Construc- 
tion of  the  men's  and  women's  dormi- 
tories is  being  handled  through  a  federal 
loan,  which  will  be  amortized  over  a 
period  of  years. 

A  student  center  and  music  conserva- 
tory will  soon  be  under  way.  They,  along 
with  the  liberal  arts  building  and  the 
dormitories,  will  be  completed  in  time  for 
the  formal  opening  of  St.  Andrews  College 
in  September  of  this  year.  Financing  will 
come  from  the  Inaugural  Campaign, 
which  will  also  provide  funds  for  other 
buildings — notably  the  library,  auditorium, 
administration  building.

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SYNOD'S  NEW  ROLE  THROUGH 
MASS  MEDIA 

The  1960  Synod  established  a  depart- 
ment of  Radio-TV  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
proving mass  media  communications  by 
the  Church.  To  that  end  the  Synod's 
Committee  on  Radio-TV  has  employed  a 
full-time  director,  Mr.  Ted  L.  Daniel,  who, 
though  under  30,  has  a  number  of  years 
of  experience  in  the  field  of  mass  com- 
munications, viz.,  as  student  announcer 
in  Spartanburg  and  Charlotte  while  in 
high  school  and  Davidson  College;  over- 
seas Headquarters  Staff  of  the  American 
Forces  Network  in  Frankfort,  Germany; 
and  since  1955  with  Radio  Station  WPTF, 
Raleigh. 

Already  Synod's  Office,  under  instruc- 
tions of  the  Synod's  Sesqui-centennial 
Committee,  is  working  on  plans  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Synod's  organization 
in  the  Alamance  Church,  Greensboro, 
October  7,  1813.  Mr.  Daniel  will  help  to 
develop  the  program  for  the  celebration, 
working  cooperatively  with  "TRAV  and 
the  Protestant  Radio  Center,  both  of 
Atlanta. 

Speaking  at  the  consecration  service  of 
the  Ssmod's  new  office  building  in  Raleigh 
in  November,  Mr.  W.  E.  Price,  of  Char- 
lotte, and  former  Moderator  of  both 
Synod  and  the  General  Assembly,  de- 
clared that  the  time  is  at  hand  for  the 
Synod  to  project  a  forward-looking  and 
progressive  radio  program,  emanating 
from  Synod's  headquarters. 

In  his  new  position,  the  first  of  its 
kind  undertaken  by  any  Synod,  and  as 
far  as  is  known,  by  any  denomination, 
Mr.  Daniel  will  be  related  to  the  Church, 
the  Industry,  and  the  Public.  He  will  work 
at  all  levels  of  the  Church,  from  the  local 
church  through  its  courts  to  the  General 
Assembly.  Mr.  Daniel  was  chosen  from  a 
field  of  a  dozen  applicants  because  of 
his  background  in  the  church  and  the  in- 
dustry. In  the  latter  field  he  will  be 
expected  to  maintain  good  liaison  rela- 
tionships with  top  leadership  of  radio 
and  television  stations  throughout  the 
state;  to  serve  them  by  keeping  them  ac- 
quainted with  available  programs  and 
aids;  to  analyze  needs  of  stations  regard- 
ing programs;  to  keep  abreast  of  Federal 
broadcast  regulations  and  the  programs  of 
the  North  Carolina  Broadcasters  Associa- 
tion; and  to  develop  a  comprehensive  "ap- 
preciation program"  whereby  the  industry 
is  recognized  for  its  public  service. 


CENTENNIAL  OBSERVANCE 

Nearly  4,000  congregations  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  including  those  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  held  dedica- 
tion services  January  1  marking  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  century  of  organiza- 
tion and  launching  a  three-month  "Mis- 
sion to  the  Nation"  evangelism  program. 

Southern  Presbyterians  are  observing 
the  Centennial  of  the  church  this  year, 
having  separated  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  in  1861.  A 
series  of  special  events  throughout  1961 
will  mark  the  observance. 

Preparation  for  the  evangelistic  mis- 
sions took  place  in  1960  with  special  con- 
ferences and  workshops  on  the  Missions 
of  Christian  Action,  Proclamation,  and 
Friendship.  In  October  over  150,000  mem- 
bers of  the  denomination  (15,000  in  the 
Synod)  attended  cavalcades  held  in  major 
cities  of  the  South. 

The  Mission  to  the  Nation  will  be 
climaxed  by  special  evangelistic  services 
throughout  the  Assembly  during  Holy 
Week. 

Other  events  of  the  Centennial  year 
will  include  the  Centennial  General  As- 
sembly meeting  to  be  held  in  Dallas, 
Texas,  in  April;  special  series  of  the  Pro- 
testant Hour  (one  series  underway  at  the 
present  time,  and  one  to  be  conducted 
September  24-November  26),  dealing  with 
various  aspects  of  the  heritage  and  mis- 
sion of  the  church  meetings  of  Synods  and 
Synodicals  (in  North  Carolina,  a  simul- 
taneous meeting  at  the  First  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, in  June) ;  and  Centennial  Sunday, 
October  15,  at  which  time  ministers  will 
preach  Centennial  sermons  calling  for 
renewed  dedication  to  Christ  and  a  special 
offering  will  be  made  to  aid  the  program 
of  evangelism. 

WORLD  SEMINAR  TOUR 

Rev.  I.  Howard  Chadwick,  pastor  of  the 
Westminster  Church,  Charlotte,  has  been 
named  Tour  Conductor  for  the  1961  World 
Seminar  Tour,  an  annual  round-the-world 
tour  which  includes  visits  to  15  countries 
and  interviews  and  conferences  with  out- 
standing religious,  educational,  and  poli- 
tical leaders. 

The  1961  World  Seminar  Tour  provides 
a  selection  of  two  tours,  with  the  entire 
group  going  to  Hawaii,  Japan,  Nikko, 
Formosa,  Hong  Kong,  the  Phillipines, 
Viet  Nam,  Cambodia,  Angkor  Wat,  Thail- 
and, Calcutta,  and  Delhi.  Prom  this  point 
Mr.  Chadwick  will  take  a  group  to  Agra- 
Taj  Mahal,  Pakistan,  Egypt,  Memphis,  the 
Holy  Land,  Israel,  Athens,  and  Rome. 

In  relation  to  the  public  Mr.  Daniel 
will  seek  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the 
best  in  religious  radio  and  television 
through  church  publication  channels, 
news  letters,  church  bulletins,  and  public 
press,  and  to  encourage  the  public  in  a 
greater  appreciation  of  modern  day  com- 
munications. 

It  is  a  big  order,  but  Mr.  Daniel  will 
have  the  support  of  TRAV,  the  General 
Assembly's  Committee  on  Television, 
Radio,  and  Audio  Visual  Aids,  now  head- 
ed by  Mr.  Bluford  Hestir,  for  seven  years 
director  of  publicity  for  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  Dr.  Ernest  Arnold,  President 
of  the  Protestant  Radio  Center,  Atlanta, 
and  until  recently  also  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  TRAV,  who  played  a  major  part 
in  the  development  of  the  Synod's  pro- 
gram to  this  point. 

Let  the  churches  and  courts  of  the 
Church  give  full  allegiance  to  the  new 
program  and  director,  with  all  of  the 
potentialities  extant.

1960  SYNOD  HIGHLIGHTS 

Highlights  of  1960  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  included  the  construction 
of  a  permanent  headquarters  building 
for  the  offices  of  the  Synod  and  the  be- 
ginning of  construction  on  nine  buildings 
for  the  consolidated  college,  now  named 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 

The  new  Synod's  office,  located  in  Ral- 
eigh, was  consecrated  November  15  and 
contains  the  office  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary and  his  staff.  Built  along  con- 
temporary lines  the  building  cost  ap- 
proximately $85,000. 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in 
Laurinburg  made  rapid  progress  and  looks 
forward  to  formal  opening  in  September, 
1961.  The  huge  classroom  building  is 
now  near  completion,  and  eight  other 
buildings  are  underway. 

Other  highlights  of  the  year  included: 

Campus  Christian  Life:  A  student  cen- 
ter at  the  West  Raleigh  Church,  Raleigh, 
to  serve  students  at  N.  C.  State  College, 
was  dedicated  in  April.  Plans  have  pro- 
ceeded to  raise  funds  for  construction  of 
a  center  at  Duke.  The  Synod's  CCL  com- 
mittee was  made  an  executive  committee 
through  action  of  Synod,  with  Rev.  Archie 
G.  McKee  of  Lenoir  as  chairman. 

Evangelism:  With  the  Centennial  ob- 
servance of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.,  stressing  evangelism,  a  pre-Synod  con- 
ference on  Evangelism  was  attended  by 
more  than  300  persons.  In  October  evan- 
gelism cavalcades  were  conducted  in  each 
Presbytery  attended  by  more  than  15,000 
as  leadership  training  and  inspiration 
were  given  for  the  1961  Mission  to  the 
Nation: 

Sesqui-centennial :  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Car- 
ter was  named  chairman  of  a  committee 
organized  in  April  to  plan  for  the  1963 
observance  of  the  Synod's  sesqui-centen- 
nial. 

Synod:  The  annual  Synod  convened  in 
Greenville  with  J.  B.  Brewer  of  Rocky 
Mount  succeeding  Rev.  Chester  Alexander 
of  Burlington  as  moderator.  Rev.  Warner 
Hall  of  Charlotte  was  elected  moderator- 
nominee.  A  record-breaking  benevolence 
budget  of  $2,620,709  was  adopted.  Synod 
approved  the  establishment  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Radio-TV  for  the  Synod  and  a 
timetable  for  consolidation  of  Peace,  Flora 
Macdonald,  and  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
lege. 

Council  of  Churches:  Presbyterians  took 
an  active  part  in  the  N.  C.  Council  of 
Churches,  with  Mrs.  Harold  J.  Dudley  of 
Raleigh  succeeding  Mrs.  B.  Frank  Hall  of 
Wilmington,  also  Presbyterian,  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Department  of  United  Church 
Women.  Voit  Gilmore,  chairman  of 
Synod's  Council,  was  elected  a  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Council.

RARE  ORGAN  FOR  COVENANT 

A  rare  tracker  organ,  valued  at  more 
than  $40,000,  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Covenant  Church,  Charlotte,  for  Morri- 
son Chapel.  The  organ,  which  works  me- 
chanically rather  than  electrically,  is  the 
type  used  by  Handel  and  Bach  in  the 
nth  and  18th  centuries. 

Originally  used  by  St.  Mark's  Lutheran 
Church,  Charlotte,  the  organ  was  built 
in  1890.  Additional  pipes  are  being  added 
by  Herman  Schlicker  of  Buffalo,  New 
York,  and  the  organ  will  be  installed  at 
Covenant  in  May. 

Dr.  Richard  Peek,  organist  and  choir 
master  at  Covenant,  says  that  the  organ 
has  cost  Covenant  only  about  half  of 
its  present  value.  He  terms  it  a  "gem" 
and  says  that  its  value  is  "artistic  rather 
than  material. 


WORLD  DAY  OF  PRAYER 

The  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
World  Day  of  Prayer  will  be  observed  on 
February  17  by  Protestants  from  145  coun- 
tries. Sponsored  by  the  United  Church 
Women  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  the  day  will  be  marked  by 
special  worship  services,  Bible  studies, 
and  meditation  periods.  The  theme  for 
this  year's  observance  is  "Forward  through 
the  Ages." 


RECEIVES  CITATION 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Sockman,  minister  of 
Christ  Church,  Methodist,  in  New  York 
City  and  a  nationally  known  radio  person- 
ality, has  been  named  to  receive  the 
Upper  Room  Citation  for  1961,  according 
to  the  editor  of  the  daily  devotional 
guide.  Dr.  J.  Manning  Potts  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee. 

Dr.  Sockman  will  be  one  of  the  speak- 
ers at  the  annual  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  meeting  in  Raleigh,  January 
30-February  1.  He  is  scheduled  to  conduct 
an  evening  worship  service  at  the  White 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  on  Tues- 
day, January  31. 

Dr.  Potts  said  the  citation,  made  for 
outstanding  contributions  to  world  Chris- 
tian fellowship,  would  be  presented  to  Dr. 
Sockman  at  a  dinner  sometime  this  year. 

Since  1928  Dr.  Sockman  has  been  on 
the  "National  Radio  Pulpit,"  a  weekly  net- 
work radio  program.  His  44  years  as  pas- 
tor of  Christ  Church  is  believed  to  be  a 
record  for  active  Methodist  ministers. 

The  Upper  Room  Citations  have  been 
presented  to  12  Christian  leaders  of  sev- 
eral denominations.  Last  year  it  went  to 
Dr.  Theodore  F.  Adams,  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  then  president  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance.

Owned  by  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  its  affairs  are 
conducted  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  Synod 
elected,  with  representatives,  men  and 
women,  lay  and  clerical,  from  all  Pres- 
byteries. There  are  36  directors,  divided  in- 
to three  classes  of  12  each. 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President,  is  chief 
administrative  officer.  Directly  responsi- 
ble to  him  are  the  Dean  of  Faculty,  Dr. 
Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.;  Dean  of  Students, 
Dr.  C.  Robert  Benson,  Jr.;  Dean  of  Ad- 
missions and  Registrar,  Rodger  W.  Deck- 
er; Business  Manager,  Silas  M.  Vaughn; 
and.  Development  Officer,  Sebastian  Som- 
mer. 

"St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  will 
provide  an  opportunity  for  young  men 
and  women  to  gain  knowledge  and  un- 
derstanding which  will  prepare  them  for 
a  fuller  life  in  maturity,"  Dr.  Moore  points 
out.

"To  find  a  curriculum  which  would 
meet  the  need  of  our  time,  a  group  of 
nationally  known  educators  spent  months 
in  concentrated  study.  This  resulted  in 
our  'Christianity  and  Culture'  core  course 
— an  integrated  study  of  history  and 
Christian  Religion  to  run  through  the 
four  years  of  academic  life.  Its  director 
is  Dr.  Leslie  Bullock.  The  course  will  be 
required  of  all  freshmen  in  1961  and 
will  continue  through  four  years.  Stu- 
dents coming  from  Flora  Macdonald, 
Peace,  and  Presbyterian  Junior,  however, 
will  be  able  to  complete  the  plan  of 
study  upon  which  they  have  been  work- 
ing. 

"St.  Andrews  College  will  provide  a 
place  for  higher  learning  in  an  avowed 
Christian  atmosphere  which  will  pervade 
campus  and  classroom." 


CONTRACTS  AWARDED 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the 
construction  of  a  student  center  building 
and  music  conservatory  building  on  the 
campus  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege.

The  winning  bid  for  the  Student  Center 
was  $624,000.

Voit  Gilmore  of  Southern  Pines,  chair- 
man of  Synod's  Council,  has  been  named 
chairman  of  the  inaugural  committee  at 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  in  Laur- 
inburg. 

The  inauguration  of  Dr.  Ansley  C. 
Moore  as  president  of  the  college  will 
take  place  during  the  week  of  October 
15-22,  following  the  September  opening 
of  the  school. 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Hector  MacLean,  also  announced  that 
the  Board  reaffirmed  its  intention  of 
carrying  out  the  order  of  Synod  that 
Peace,  Flora  Macdonald,  and  Presbyter- 
ian Junior  College  be  consolidated  by 
August  10. 

VARDELL  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Applications  are  now  being  received  for 
the  Vardell  Scholarships  to  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  according  to  a  re- 
cent announcement  by  the  Admissions 
and  Financial  Aid  Committee  of  the  col- 
lege. 

The  Vardell  Scholarships,  which  range 
from  $1,200  to  $2,400,  are  named  in  hon- 
or of  the  first  president  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald College,  Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell. 
They  are  awarded  to  applicants  on  the 
basis  of  high  school  records,  examinations 
results,  and  character.  Applications  must 
be  received  by  March  1. 

The  Committee  also  announced  that 
approximately  150  applications  have  been 
received  from  new  students  for  the  1961 
term.  It  is  estimated  that  freshman  en- 
rollment will  be  around  250  in  addition 
to  450  to  500  students  from  the  consoli- 
dating schools. 


Describing  St.  Andrews  College  as

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DAVIDSON  GRADUATE 
APPOINTED  TO  CABINET 

Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk,  recently 
appointed  by  President  Kennedy,  is  an 
alumnus  of  Davidson  College.  A  native 
I  of  Georgia  and  a 
product  of  the  At- 
lanta public  schools. 
Rusk  entered  David- 
son in  the  fall  of 
1927.  By  the  time  of 
his  graduation  in 
1 1931,  Dean  Rusk  had 
excelled  in  virtually 
every  phase  of  col- 
I  lege  life.  Although 
working  in  a  bank 
and  waiting  on  tables 
in  a  boarding  house 
to  earn  money  for  his  education,  he  found 
time  to  earn  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  key  and 
take  an  active  part  in  campus  affairs. 
He  was  president  of  his  freshman  class, 
and  a  member  of  the  Student  Council 
and  Court  of  Control.  During  his  senior 
year,  Mr.  Rusk  served  as  commander  of 
the  R.O.T.C.  battalion  and  president  of 
the  Davidson  Y.M.C.A.  He  was  a  varsity 
letterman  in  basketball  for  three  years, 
and  also  played  on  the  tennis  team.  In 
December  of  1930,  Rusk  became  the  sixth 
Davidsonian  to  receive  a  coveted  Rhodes 
Scholarship  for  study  at  Oxford  Univer- 
sity. 

Returning  to  the  U.  S.  after  two  years 
of  study  at  Oxford  and  the  University  of 
Berlin,  Rusk  went  to  Mills  College  in 
California  as  associate  professor  of  gov- 
ernment in  1934. 

Deai>  Rusk  entered  the  Army  at  the 
beginning  of  World  War  II,  serving  ^s  an 
infantry  and  general  staff  officer  until 
1946.  After  leaving  the  Army,  Mr.  Rusk 
served  in  various  capacities  in  the  State 
Department,  resigning  from  his  position 
as  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  in  1952. 
At  the  time  of  his  appointment  by  Presi- 
dent Kennedy,  Mr.  Rusk  was  serving  as 
president  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation. 

Mr.  Rusk  is  currently  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Davidson  College  Board  of 
Visitors.  In  1950,  Davidson  bestowed  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  upon 
Dean  Rusk  in  recognition  of  his  outstand- 
ing work  in  the  field  of  government. 

FOREIGN  STUDENTS 

North  Carolina  State  College  in  Raleigh 
again  leads  all  colleges  in  the  state  in 
the  number  of  foreign  students  enrolled 
with  a  total  of  243,  according  to  a  report 
compiled  by  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches.  Of  the  48  institutions  report- 
ing, 39  reported  a  total  of  754  foreign 
students  enrolled,  as  compared  to  669 
reported  last  year. 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  fol- 
lows N.  C.  State  with  a  total  of  160  foreign 
students.  Duke  is  third  with  98;  Warren 
Wilson  College,  fourth,  43;  and  Agricul- 
tural and  Technical  College,  Greensboro, 
fifth,  with  32. 

Among  Presbyterian  colleges  reporting, 
Davidson  reported  15;  Flora  Macdonald, 
3;  and  Montreat- Anderson,  1. 

The  students  come  from  87  nations  and 
territories. 

The  ninth  annual  Area  Stewardship 
Conference  for  the  Synods  of  Appalachia, 
Florida,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia, 
has  been  scheduled  for  May  11-12  at 
Charlotte,  according  to  an  announcement 
made  recently  by  Rev.  James  V.  Johnson, 
Jr.,  Secretary  of  Stewardship  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

NEW  BUILDING  AT  McPHERSON 

A  new  building  for  the  historic  Mac- 
Pherson  Church  (right)  near  Fayetteville 
was  dedicated  on  December  4. 

Organized  in  1800,  the  MacPherson  con- 
gregation occupies  a  sanctuary  construct- 
ed in  1867.  Brick  from  a  nearby  Con- 
federate Arsenal  was  used  in  the  walls. 
A  token  bench,  communion  set,  and  hand- 
made tin  sconces  are  among  the  relics 
preserved  from  the  first  building.  The 
Church  cemetery  holds  the  remains  of 
many  charter  members,  all  Scottish.  Colin 
MacPherson,  who  gave  the  land  on  which 
the  church  is  built,  and  Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral  Thesphilus  Hunter  Holmes,  C.  S.  A., 
are  also  buried  there. 

The  new  building  is  a  two-story  struc- 
ture with  a  large  Fellowship  Hall  and 
classrooms  for  Sunday  School.  The  church 
is  now  planning  a  manse.  Although  there 
is  no  regular  pastor,  Dr.  Leslie  Bullock  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College  serves  as  sup- 
ply pastor. 


DUTIES  OF  A  CHAPLAIN 

By  Rev.  Milton  B.  Faust 
Mr.  Faust,  who  now  serves  as  Chaplain 
at  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital 
in  Salisbury,  formerly  served  the  Synod 
as  Secretary  of  Evangelism  from  1953-56. 

As  an  approved  ecclesiastical  represen- 
tative of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
and  on  the  staff  of  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration Hospital  in  Salisbury,  N.  C, 
it  is  my  privilege  to  preach  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  minister  to  the  approxi- 
mately 965  patients  of  this  1,004  bed 
Neuro-psychiatric  hospital. 

The  schedule  as  set  up  by  the  two  Pro- 
testant Chaplains,  George  F.  Hood,  a 
Methodist  from  near  Hickory,  N.  C,  and 
myself,  gives  a  seven-day  coverage.  Being 
on  duty  Saturday  gives  us  an  opportunity 
to  work  with  the  patients  through  group 
discussions.  This  group  has  asked  to  study 
"The  History  of  Religion",  "The  Gospel  of 
Matthew",  and  'The  Book  of  Revelation" 
as  well  as  topics  concerning,  "Getting 
Along  With  Others,"  "How  we  lose 
friends",  etc.  Once  a  month  we  have  a 
fellowship  social  hour  with  women  of  the 
neighboring  churches  bringing  refresh- 
ments. Members  of  the  John  Calvin  Pres- 
byterian Church,  located  across  the  street 
from  the  hospital,  visit  frequently. 

Other  activities  on  the  schedule  include 
Sunday  School  classes.  Some  are  taught 
by  pre-ministerial  students  from  Catawba 
College,  as  well  as  volunteers  who  take 
over  in  the  summer  and  on  holidays.  The 
Chaplains  teach  classes  on  Saturday  and 
also  on  Sunday.  Group  devotions  are  car- 
ried on  throughout  fourteen  wards  diif^ 
ing  the  week. 

Counseling  is  a  great  part  of  the  work. 
Over  fifty  percent  of  our  time  is  schedul- 
ed for  visiting.  When  on  ward  visits  we 
find  many  of  the  patients  wanting  to  talk 
about  spiritual  problems.  Many  desire  the 
opportunity  to  discuss  personal  problems 
and  request  help  through  contacts  with 
the  family. 

On  Sunday,  two  Worship  Services  are 
conducted — one  at  9:45  A.M.  with  an 
average  attendance  of  142  and  one  at 
2:00  P.M.  with  an  average  attendance  of 
110.  Attendance  at  all  of  our  activities  is 
on  a  voluntary  basis.  The  Chaplains  al- 
ternate services  weekly.  A  choir  from  one 
of  the  local  churches  brings  special  music 
at  the  9:45  A.M.  service  each  Sunday  and 


a  choir  composed  of  patients  sings  for 
the  afternoon  service.  A  Religious  Em- 
pliasis  Week  is  held  yearly  following 
Easter  and  ministers  of  the  community 
are  invited  to  bring  the  messages.  Two 
Services  are  held  daily  during  the  week. 

Of  our  total  number  of  patients,  we 
have  120  women  patients  who  served  in 
the  Armed  Forces.  The  veterans,  who  are 
patients,  are  a  varied  group,  such  as  law- 
yers, laborers,  doctors,  ministers,  tech- 
nicians, accountants,  secretaries,  nurses, 
school  teachers,  housewives,  etc., — Negro, 
White  and  Indian. 

We  serve  all  faiths.  A  Roman  Catholic 
priest  is  serving  as  a  part-time  Chaplain. 
At  the  present  time,  there  are  31  Catholic 
patients.  The  Catholic  Chaplain  comes 
once  a  week  and  on  Sunday  for  Mass. 

A  Jewish  Rabbi  from  Winston-Salem 
serves  the  one  Jewish  patient,  with  the 
members  of  the  Jewish  Synagogue  in 
Salisbury  assisting. 

With  the  aid  of  our  secretary.  Miss 
Gladys  Russell,  our  Chaplain  Service  con- 
tacts the  next  of  kin  of  every  patient 
when  he  enters  this  hospital,  and  we  write 
the  pastor  of  the  patient  when  we  get 
this  information  from  the  next  of  kin. 
When  the  patient  leaves  the  hospital,  we 
try  to  see  him  and  wish  him  well. 

A  daily  visit  to  our  ward  for  the  serious- 
ly ill  is  made,  at  which  time  we  contact  a 
number  of  relatives.  Many  times,  we  are 
called  during  the  night  for  emergencies. 

The  other  members  of  the  hospital  staff 
co-operate  with  the  Chaplain  Service  in 
a  fine  way,  making  this  a  real  "team  ap- 
proach" to  assist  the  patient  in  his  re- 
covery. 

The  Manager  and  Director  of  Profes- 
sional Services  of  the  hospital  are  most 
helpful  in  our  work.  They  help  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the 
Chaplain  is  important  to  the  hospital. 

If  there  is  a  member  of  your  church 
who  is  here  as  a  patient,  you  are  invited 
to  visit  him  and  also  stop  by  the  beauti- 
ful chapel  and  say  "hello"  to  the  chaplain 
representing  you  and  your  church. 

Visitors  would  be  especially  interested 
in  the  Community  Sing  and  Religious 
Film  in  the  hospital  theatre  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Sundays  of  each  month  at 
7:00  P.M.  To  have  a  real  part  in  sharing 
your  talents,  why  not  bring  a  group  and 
put  on  a  religious  and  musical  program 
for  the  patients?

CHINESE  STUDENT 
CONSIDERING  MINISTRY 

Kenneth  K.  Hung,  a  former  resident 
of  China  and  Formosa  and  a  life-long 
Presbyterian,  was  received  into  member- 
ship of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh,  in  December.  Kenneth,  a  stu- 
dent at  N.  C.  State  College,  located 
the  church  in  the  telephone  directory  on 
his  first  Sunday  in  Raleigh  and  has  at- 
tended every  Sunday  since. 

Kenneth  is  one  of  nearly  1000  Pres- 
byterian students  in  the  Raleigh  area,  who 
come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sy- 
nod's Campus  Christian  Life  program. 
Rev.  T.  Hartley  Hall,  Campus  Christian 
Life  worker  for  these  students,  was  of  as- 
sistance in  aiding  Ken  to  join  the  First 
Church. 

Kenneth  was  brought  up  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  China  and  Formosa, 
the  son  of  Presbyterians.  He  has  been 
active  in  the  student  program  and  is  now 
"seriously  considering"  a  vocation  in  full- 
time  Christian  work. 

Although  he  was  born  in  China,  Ken 
was  sent  to  Formosa  by  his  father  after 
the  Communists  took  over  twelve  years 
ago.  This  was  Ken's  last  contact  with  his 
family.  At  the  age  of  13  he  was  forced  to 
care  for  himself,  since  he  was  unable  to 
locate  friends  with  whom  he  was  suppos- 
ed to  live.  After  graduating  from  high 
school,  he  entered  Taipei  Technical  In- 
stitute and  completed  his  studies  there. 
He  joined  the  army  upon  his  graduation 
and  served  as  a  lieutenant  during  the 
shellings  on  Quemoy  in  1958. 

It  is  the  world-wide  reputation  of  N. 
C.  State's  textile  school  that  brought  Ken 
to  North  Carolina.  He  secured  a  catalog 
from  the  U.  S.  Embassy  on  Formosa  and 
came  to  the  State  in  1959.  He  will  receive 
his  B.  S.  degree  in  Textile  Engineering 
in  June,  1961.  A  good  student,  he  faces 
comparatively  little  trouble  with  his  stu- 
dies; in  fact,  Mr.  Hall  reports  that  Ken 
has  made  "A's"  in  science  and  mathe- 
matics courses,  and  has  done  extremely 
well  in  others,  considering  the  language 
difficulties. 

Since  no  scholarship  aid  was  available 
for  Ken  at  N.  C.  State,  meeting  living 
expenses  and  tuition  has  been  his  greatest 
problem.

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COMMITTEE  MEETS 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  Synod  met  January  12,  at  the  new 
Synod's  office  in  Cameron  Village,  Ral- 
eigh, with  full  attendance  of  eight  mem- 
bers. 

Rev.  W.  D.  Mclnnis,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Henderson,  Chairman  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee,  presided. 

Ted  L.  Daniel  of  Raleigh,  who  will  as- 
sume the  post  of  Radio-Television  Direc- 
tor for  the  Synod  in  February,  was  in- 
troduced to  the  Committee.  Mr.  Daniel, 
formerly  with  WPTF  Radio  Station,  was 
appointed  by  the  Radio-Television  Sub- 
committee of  the  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee. Dr.  Ben  F.  Brown,  pastor  of  the 
Alamance  Church,  Greensboro,  who  heads 
the  sub-committee,  described  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  new  post,  which  was  created 
at  the  meeting  of  Synod  last  June  in 
Greenville. 

Grants-in-aid  from  the  Synod  in  the 
amount  of  $12,000  were  approved  by  the 
committee,  with  a  sub-committee,  headed 
by  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  of  Raleigh,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Synod, 
to  recommend  apportionment  for  the 
grants  at  a  later  date. 

The  committee  also  gave  approval  to 
applications  to  the  General  Assembly's 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  for  grants-in-aid  in  the  amount 
of  $74,953,  and  salary  sustentation  in  the 
amount  of  $24,917. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Kirkman,  pastor  of  the  High- 
land Church,  Winston-Salem,  chairman  of 
the  Sub-committee  on  Evangelism,  re- 
ported that  the  majority  of  churches  in 
the  Synod  entered  enthusiastically  into 
the  Mission  to  the  Nation,  which  em- 
phasizes evangelism  and  marks  the  ob- 
servance of  the  Centennial  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Chixrch,  U.  S. 

Dr.  Dudley  reported  that  total  receipts 
of  the  Church  Extension  Committee  for 
1960  were  $57,222,  compared  with  $68,608 
in  1959,  a  decrease  of  $11,381.  He  also 
presented  the  financial  status  of  the  new 
office  of  the  Synod,  completed  in  Nov- 
ember and  valued  at  over  $90,000.

PROFESSORSHIPS  CREATED 

Queens  College  was  the  recipient  of  a 
$10,000  grant  from  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds 
Foundation,  according  to  a  recent  an- 
nouncement by  Richard  J.  Reynolds, 
Foundation  president.  The  gift  was  made 
for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  a  salary 
of  a  professorship. 

Dr.  Edwin  Walker,  Queens  President, 
has  announced  that  Queens  plans  to 
establish  fifteen  endowments  of  $10,000 
each  to  create  15  professorships  during  the 
next  three  to  five  years.  The  professor- 
ship would  mean  an  extra  $4000  a  year 
in  addition  to  regular  salary  for  the  pro- 
fessors selected.  The  Reynolds  gift  will 
provide  for  the  first  such  endowment  and 
others  will  be  announced  later. 

Professors  to  be  honored  will  be  chosen 
by  the  college  Board  of  Trustees  and  may 
be  members  of  the  present  faculty  or 
hired  for  the  professorship. 
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NCC  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  National  Council  of  Churches,  meet- 
ing in  San  Francisco  last  month,  elected  its 
first  layman  president,  Mr.  J.  Irwin  Miller. 
A  business  executive,  manufacturer,  and 
dedicated  churchman,  the  new  president  has 
represented  his  church,  the  Disciples  of 
Christ,  on  the  Council's  General  Board  since 
1952.  Mr.  Miller  is  a  native  of  Columbus, 
Indiana,  and  graduated  from  Yale  University 
and  received  an  M.A.  Degree  from  Oxford. 
He  succeeds  Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg  of  St. 
Louis.

At  a  meeting  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
National  Council's  General  Assembly,  the 
General  Board  approved  a  budget  of  $15,- 
704,400  for  1961,  an  increase  of  approximate- 
ly $1,000,000  over  the  1960  budget.

The  National  Council  of  Churches  also 
called  for  "more  vigorous  action"  in  sharing 
the  nation's  agricultural  abundance.  The 
resolution  called  for  distribution  of  the 
nation's  surplus  food  and  sharing  our  tech- 
nical skills  with  underdeveloped  countries. 

A  2,300-word  message  adopted  by  the 
Council's  General  Assembly  called  for  closer 
cooperation  and  association  of  churches  in 
local  communities  in  order  to  demonstrate 
their  unity  in  Christ.  Addressed  to  the  34 
denominations  with  nearly  40  million  mem- 
bers which  make  up  the  Council,  the  mes- 
sage said  that  every  congregation  "needs  to 
recognize  itself  first  of  all  as  a  part  of 
Christ's  Universal  Church  and  only  there- 
after as  a  representative  of  a  particular  his- 
toric tradition."  Churches  were  called  upon 
to  find  new  and  cooperative  ways  of  help- 
ing men  and  women  solve  the  critical  prob- 
lems of  society.

The  General  Board  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  was  instructed  to  develop 
long-range  planning  on  pressing  social  prob- 
lems at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assemb- 
ly. The  proposal  was  presented  by  Dr.  A. 
Dale  Fiers,  chairman  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil's General  Program  and  Field  Operations 
Committee,  who  called  for  planning  in  the 
building  of  a  peaceful  world,  meeting  the 
problems  associated  with  the  population 
explosion,  more  effective  use  of  mass  media 
of  communication,  the  need  for  Christian 
unity,  and  social  change.

QUADRENNIAL  YOUTH 
CONVENTION

(Miss  Cummings  was  one  of  135  young 
people  of  high  school  and  college  age  at- 
tending the  Seventh  Quadrennial  Youth 
Convention  as  representatives  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  She  is  a  student 
at  Duke  University  and  is  active  in  the 
Synod's  Westminster  Fellowship.) 

Nearly  1200  students  from  the  United 
States  and  twenty-three  foreign  coun- 
tries met  in  Dallas,  Texas,  December  27- 
31,  for  the  Seventh  Quadrennial  Youth 
Convention  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  The  delegates  came  together  to 
consider  their  Christian  commitment  amid 
the  conflicts  of  the  modern  world. 

The  highlight  of  the  opening  session 
was  a  dramatic  presentation  written 
especially  for  the  convention  by  Mr. 
Arthur  McDonald,  an  instructor  at  Con- 
verse College.  The  drama  vividly  protray- 
ed  the  lostness  and  confusion  of  present 
day  society.  The  remaining  platform  ses- 
sions focused  on  the  student's  commit- 
ment. 

Dr.  Balmer  Kelly  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  led  three 
Bible  studies  on  the  Biblical  doctrine  of 
man,  Christ,  and  the  church.  After  his 
morning  studies  the  delegates  divided  into 
fifty  discussion  groups  to  talk  together 
about  the  Convention  program.  In  the 
afternoons  those  attending  the  convention 
had  the  opportunity  of  participating  in 
seminars  on  topics  of  current  interest. 
Such  topics  as  "The  Christian  Faith  and 
Racial  Tensions,"  "Communicating  the 
Gospel  on  Campus"  and  "Christianity 
Faces  Communism"  were  offered. 

Dr.  Dietrich  Ritschl,  a  guest  professor 
at  Austin  Theological  Seminary  in  Texas, 
addressed  the  entire  convention  on  "The 
World  in  Revolution"  and  "The  Gospel 
and  Culture."  The  closing  address,  "The 
Cost  of  Discipleship,"  was  given  by  Dr. 
Albert  Winn  of  Louisville  Theological 
Seminary." 

Throughout  the  week  delegates  could 
visit  the  Convention  Bookstore  and  Ex- 
hibit. Each  afternoon  a  variety  of  activi- 
ties was  provided.  Outstanding  films  of 
particular  significance  to  the  theme  topic 
were  shown  each  day.  Students  also  had 
the  opportunity  of  talking  individually 
with  convention  leaders. 

The  total  scope  of  the  convention  was 
designed  so  that  the  student  might  face 
anew  his  "Commitment  amid  Conflict."

The  Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Campus  Christian  Life,  meeting  at  Synod's 
Office  February  14,  heard  reports  from 
the  seven  student  centers  in  the  state, 
approved  a  1961  budget  of  $51,286,  and 
heard  a  report  on  the  number  of  Presby- 
terians reached  through  the  CCL  program. 

Rev.  Archie  G.  McKee,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Lenoir,  presided  over  the 
committee,  and  Dr.  John  Graham  of 
Chapel  Hill  and  Dr.  Carey  Bostian  of 
Raleigh  presided  over  the  Sub-committees 
of  Finance,  Budget,  and  Property,  and 
Program  and  Personnel,  respectively.

COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHES  MEETS  IN  RALEIGH 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Council  of  Churches  was  held  at  the 
White  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh,  January  31-February  1  with  some 
250  persons  attending  the  Pastors'  Con- 
ference and  the  business  session. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  elect- 
ed president,  succeeding  Dr.  Cecil  W. 
Robbins,  president  of  Louisburg  College. 
Dr.  Dudley,  who  has  had  an  active  role 
in  the  Council's  program  for  several 
years,  will  serve  a  one-year  term. 

Several  outstanding  church  leaders  took 
part  in  this  year's  program.  Dr.  Bernard 
Boyd,  head  of  the  Department  of  Religion 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  a 
Presbyterian  minister,  delivered  two  lec- 
tures on  "The  Biblical  Basis  of  Recon-. 
ciliation."  Canon  Theodore  Wedel,  Epis- 
copalian, of  the  Washington  National 
Cathedral,  Washington,  D.  C,  lectured  on

and  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Sockman,  outstanding 
radio  personality,  author  and  pastor  of 
the  Christ  Church,  Methodist,  New  York 
City,  was  the  speaker  at  a  worship  ser- 
vice that  evening. 

Mrs.  W.  Murdoch  MacLeod,  General  Di- 
rector of  the  National  United  Church  Wo- 
men, spoke  to  the  representatives  to  the 
Pastors'  Conference  and  the  United 
Church  Women  of  North  Carolina,  who 
met  simultaneously  with  the  Council,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  January  31,  at  a  fellow- 
ship dinner.  Dr.  Carlyle  Marney,  pastor 
of  the  Myers  Park  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  clos- 
ing luncheon,  Wednesday,  February  1,  for 


both  the  Council  and  United  Church  Wo- 
men. 

Business  Session 

Other  officers  elected  at  the  business 
session  of  the  Council  included  Mrs. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  Fourth  Vice-President; 
Rev.  George  M.  Webb,  pastor  of  the  F'irst 
Church,  Shelby,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Pastoral  Ministry;  and  Dr. 
Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Member-at-Large  on 
the  Executive  Board. 

At  the  business  session,  the  Council 
heard  reports  from  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor, Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  Presbyterian; 
its  Commissions;  the  United  Church  Wo- 
men; and  adopted  a  budget  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

Mr.  Kurtz'  report  was  highlighted  by 
the  announcement  and  adoption  of  a  new 
constitution  for  the  Council.  Although 
there  are  no  major  changes,  the  new  con- 
stitution is  expected  to  make  the  work  of 
the  Council  more  centralized  and  more 
effective.  The  constitution  was  drafted  by 
the  Evaluation  Committee,  headed  by  Dr. 
Dudley.  Mr.  Kurtz  also  reported  the  Coun- 
cil is  still  working  toward  the  calling  of 
a  full-time  Staff  Director  in  the  field  of 
Social  Action. 

Resolutions  Adopted 

A  resolution  calling  on  the  General  As- 
sembly of  North  Carolina  to  give  con- 
sideration to  legislative  action' in  the  fields 
of  suffrage,  public  education,  employ- 
ment, and  housing  for  Negroes  and  other 
minority  groups,  was  adopted  by  the 
Council.  The  resolution  was  presented  by 
the  Human  Relations  Committee  of  the 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action. 
It  urged  the  removal  of  any  "intimida- 
tion and  artful  barriers"  in  voting,  re-

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ETERKIAL  VIGILANCE 


According  to  Christianity  Today,  "The 
election  of  a  Roman  Catholic  to  the  Presi- 
dency was  to  some  the  most  serious  de- 
velopment in  America  (in  1960),  reflective 
of  a  national  draining  of  evangelical  know- 
ledge and  influence."  The  magazine  quot- 
ed Gordon  H.  Clark  of  Butler  University 
as  declaring  such  a  development  an  "im- 
possibility" in  a  Puritan,  Presbyterian, 
Huguenot,  or  Lutheran  land.  General 
William  K.  Harrison,  United  Nations 
truce  delegate  in  the  Korean  War  is  also 
quoted  as  seeing  evidence  of  a  "great  de- 
cline in  the  spiritual  and  moral  strength 
of  American  Protestantism"  in  the  "ignor- 
ant or  deliberate  failure  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  its  leaders  and  people  to  .  .  .  oppose 
the  election  of  a  President  who  would 
be  subject  to  the  discipline  of  the  authori- 
arian,  intolerant  Roman  Catholic  Pope 
and  hierarchy  who  condemn  doctrinally 
and  by  action  (when  this  is  feasible)  all 
freedom  of  religion,  of  conscience,  and  of 
speech". 

Another  quote  is  from  Professor  Ber- 
nard Ramm  to  the  effect  that  "in  a  man- 
ner both  uncanny  and  baffling  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  has  managed  to  impress 
the  American  people  that  any  criticism 
of  the  Roman  Church  is  bigotry." 

Clifford  L.  Stanley  of  the  Virginia 
Episcopal  Seminary,  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
is  quoted  as  saying  that  the  decision  made 
by  the  American  electorate  will  be  as 
fateful  as  the  Dred  Scott  Decision.  He 
put  it  thus: 

"The  American  people  have  faced 
themselves  with  an  unhappy  dilemma. 
Either  they  will  win  back  lost  liber- 
ties, which  is  good,  by  a  strife  of 
brothers,  which  is  bad,  or,  a  peace 
will  be  preserved,  which  is  good,  at 
the  price  of  liberty,  which  is  sorrow- 
ful to  contemplate". 
He  goes  on  to  say  that  the  question  is 
not  that  of  a  Catholic  president  (this  he 
declares  to  be  great),  but  that  of  the  re- 
lation of  Church  to  state.  He  continues  by 
saying  that  the  classical  position  of  the 
Church  that  a  few  hierarchs  make  de- 
cisions for  the  millions  who  "are  irrespon- 
sible" has  never  been  set  aside,  so  that 
the   Catholic   Church   enjoys   a  special 
status  in  relation  to  other  churches.  The 
Roman  church  he  declares  to  be  "the 
clergy,    especially    the    bishops,  more 
especially  the  pope.  The  people  do  not 
comprise  the  church  but  are  in  it,  as  in 


CATALOGUE  OFF  PRESS 

The  first  catalogue  of  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  is  now  off  the  press.

a  building."  Again,  to  the  Protestant 
religion  has  reference  to  a  subject,  Jesus 
Christ,  whereas  to  the  Romanist  the  re- 
ference is  to  the  sacraments,  "religious 
matter",  which  are  objective  rather  than 
subjective.  Over  the  sacraments  the  hier- 
archy "has  unshared  control",  the  'power 
of  the  keys'.  The  layman  has  no  rights  in 
the  matter.  If  the  sacraments  are  with- 
held from  him  his  eternal  destiny  is 
gone.  He  may  gain  the  whole  world  and 
lose  his  own  soul. 

"They  (the  hierarchy)  may  hold  their 
hand.  As  long  as  they  do  the  Catholic 
politico  and  we  are  in  luck.  Simillarly  for 
the  Catholic  part  of  the  electorate.  But 
meanwhile  the  decision  remains  not  with 
the  political  figure,  not  with  the  Catholic 
electorate,  not  with  America,  but  with 
men  who  in  this  matter  are  not  Americans 
but  hierarchs  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

"As  long  as  the  historic  position  is  in 
effect,  supported  by  such  sanctions,  no 
Catholic  should  be  President.  Now  that 
one  has  been  elected,  a  decision  as  fateful 
as  the  Dred  Scott  Decision  has  been 
made." 

These  are  words  by  a  responsible 
Churchman,  and  they  suggest  one  thing: 
that  which  has  come  out  of  the  crucible 
of  persecution:  "Eternal  vigilance  is  the 
price  of  liberty."

WORKSHOP  HELD 

Youth  leaders  from  the  nine  Presby- 
teries of  the  Synod  gathered  in  Raleigh 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  February  6-7  for  a 
workshop  on  the  program  of  the  Senior 
High  Fellowship. 

The  Workshop,  held  at  the  Synod's  new 
Office  Building  in  Cameron  Village,  was 
attended  by  thirty-one  persons,  including 
adult  advisers,  conference  directors.  Di- 
rectors of  Christian  Education,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Synod's  Sub-committee  on 
Youth  Work.  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Synod's 
Director  of  Christian  Education  was  also 
present. 

Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Greenville,  chairman  of  the 
Youth  Committee,  presided.  Participating 
in  the  program  were  Rev.  Ernest  T.

"Function  of  the  Senior  High  Fellowship

The  three  day  session  was  high-lighted 
by  speeches  by  three  outstanding  church 
leaders  and  the  dedication  of  a  harvester 
for  use  in  migrant  ministry. 

Dr.  Guion  Johnson  of  Chapel  Hill  spoke 
to  the  dinner  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  on  Monday,  January  30,  on  the 
"Role  of  the  Church  in  South  Africa." 
Dr.  Johnson,  who  recently  returned  to 
North  Carolina  following  a  year's  lecture- 
ship in  a  South  African  university,  said 
that  "the  church  has  an  urgent  responsi- 
bility" in  Africa  in  helping  the  natives 
attain  freedom  and  moral  strength. 
She  pointed  out  that  the  "natives  are  so 
segregated  on  the  farms  in  South  Africa 
that  they  have  become  a  kind  of  indentur- 
ed slave  labor  from  which  they  cannot 
escape." 

Mrs.  W.  Murdock  MacLeod,  General . 
Director  of  the  National  United  Church 
Women  and  a  former  resident  of  North 
Carolina,  spoke  on  Tuesday,  January  31, 
on  "Freedom  for  What?"  in  which  she 
defined  inter-denominational  work  as  a 
"way  of  working,  not  competing."  She 
urged  the  women  to  carry  Christianity 
into  all  areas  of  daily  living  and  pointed 
out  that  a  woman's  home  includes  "both 
church  and  community."  Mrs.  MacLeod, 
formerly  with  the  Board  of  Women's 
Work  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
was  a  special  guest  fpr  the  three-day 
session. 

Mrs.  Monica  B.  Owen,  Associate  Di- 
rector of  Migrant  Ministry  with  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  pointed  out 
to  the  women  the  urgent  need  in  the  field 
of  migrant  farm  labor.  Speaking  at  a 
luncheon  on  Tuesday,  January  31,  Mrs. 
Owen  said  the  only  way  to  combat  the 
many  problems  of  migrant  workers  is 
"through  legislation,  the  United  Council, 
and  similar  groups."  North  Carolina  has 
15,000  migrant  workers  and  the  Council 
of  Churches  and  United  Church  Women 


support  and  equip  two  day  care  centers 
(Elizabeth  City  and  Hendersonville) , 
which  Mrs.  Owen  called  one  of  the  great- 
est needs.  She  pointed  out  that  another 
center  in  Carteret  County  is  urgently 
needed. 

Mrs.  Harold  J.  Dudley  of  Raleigh  (Pres- 
byterian) president  of  the  United  Church 
Women,  presided  over  the  sessions.  Among 
the  new  officers  elected  was  Mrs.  Joseph 
Vincent  of  Greensboro,  Presbyterian,  as 
Leadership  Chairman.

moval  of  "all  barriers  to  merit  employ- 
ment in  government,"  "full  use  of  public 
law  and  federal  financing"  in  removing 
housing  inequality,  and  asked  for  "equal 
opportunity  under  law"  in  the  public 
education. 

Another  resolution,  presented  by  the 
Committee  on  National  and  World  Affairs, 
gave  support  to  the  President's  proposal 
of  a  "Peace  Corps,"  and  said  that  the 
government  is  "in  a  unique  position  to 
arrange  for  the  matching  of  the  need  for 
service  and  the  need  to  serve."  The  Com- 
mittee also  pointed  out  "a  decided  change 
in  the  direction  of  isolationism"  in  the 
voting  record  of  N.  C.  members  of  Con- 
gress in  the  last  ten  years,  and  urged 
that  an  attempt  be  made  "to  find  out 
the  underlying  reasons  for  this  shift  and 
whether  in  fact  the  shift  represents  the 
informed  will  of  the  people  as  to  the  role 
America  should  play  in  world  affairs." 

Mrs.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  reporting  on  the 
activities  of  the  United  Church  Women 
during  the  past  year,  told  the  Council 
that  leadership  development  has  been  the 
major  emphasis.  Various  workshops,  con- 
ferences, and  seminars  have  been  attend- 
ed by  representatives  of  the  United 
Church  Women.  The  special  project  of 
the  Church  Women,  the  purchase  of  a 
harvester  for  migrant  ministry,  was  a 
success  and  the  station  wagon  was  de- 
dicated at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  budget  of  the  Council  for  1961  in 
the  amount  of  $42,845.00  was  adopted.  The 
majority  of  the  Council's  receipts  come 
from  constitutent  communions,  which  now 
number  14.  Among  the  areas  of  the  Coun- 
cil's work,  migrant  ministry  will  receive 
the  greatest  amount  next  year,  with  a 
total  of  $4,800  allocated  for  this  purpose. 


ASSUMES  POST 

Ted  L.  Daniel,  recently  appointed  Di- 
rector of  Radio-Television  for  the  Synod, 
has  now  assumed  the  post  and  is  estab- 
lished in  the  new  Synod's  Office  Build- 
ing in  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Daniel,  formerly  with  WPTF  Radio 
Station  in  Raleigh,  has  just  completed  a 
two-weeks'  orientation  period  in  New 
York  City,  and  Atlanta. 

The  establishment  of  a  Radio-TV  De- 
partment was  an  action  of  Synod  last 
June,  following  a  recommendation  from 
the  Radio-TV  Committee  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Church  Extension  that 
such  a  department  be  set  up  and  a  full- 
time  director  employed.  The  Department, 
a  pilot  project  in  the  General  Assembly, 
is  being  financed  in  part  by  TRAV,  the 
Assembly's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Television,  Radio,  and  Audio-Visuals, 
headed  at  present  by  Dr.  Ernest  Arnold, 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  (Dr.  Arnold  has  re- 
signed to  become  full-time  Director  of  the 
Protestant  Radio  Center  and  will  be 
succeeded  by  Bluford  Hestir,  now  Secre- 
tary of  Publicity  for  the  General  As- 
sembly.) 


INJUNCTION  GRANTED 

The  First  Church,  Raleigh,  has  obtain- 
ed a  court  injunction  for  the  continued 
operation  of  Peace  College  until  the  out- 
come of  a  suit  seeking  to  prevent  consoli- 
dation of  the  college  is  known. 

In  court  proceedings,  February  9,  Judge 
W.  Y.  Bickett  of  Raleigh  granted  the  in- 
junction after  hearing  arguments  by  At- 
torneys Ed  Hipp  and  Malcolm  B.  Seawell 
for  the  F'irst  Church  and  Jim  Dorsett  and 
John  Anderson  for  St.  Andrews  College. 
The  First  Church  has  filed  a  suit  seek- 
ing to  continue  the  operation  of  Peace 
with  the  Church  as  principal  financial 
backer  of  the  college.  Peace  is  scheduled 
to  be  consolidated  this  summer. 

Judge  Bickett  denied  motions  by  the 
defense  to  bring  in  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
as  a  co-defendant  and  to  dismiss  the 
Peace  College  Board  of  Managers  as  co- 
plaintiffs. 

Defense  attorneys  gave  notice  of  an 
appeal  of  the  ruling  to  the  State  Supreme 
Court.  Peace  will  remain  in  operation 
until  the  Court  rules  on  the  injunction, 
probably  sometime  in  April.

LOAN  APPROVED 

The  Federal  Housing  Administration 
agreed  last  month  to  insure  a  $750,000 
loan  on  a  million  dollar  expansion  pro- 
gram which  will  double  the  capacity  of 
The  Presbyterian  Home  for  the  aged  at 
High  Point. 

Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company 
will  finance  the  project. 

The  new  buildings  will  include  two  fire- 
proof units  adjoining  the  present  build- 
ing, completed  in  1954.  One  wing  will  pro- 
vide 46  single  rooms  for  ambulatory  pa- 
tients, additional  office  space,  dining 
rooms  and  kitchens. 

The  second  will  include  an  infirmary 
to  accommodate  37  bed  patients.  Both 
wings  will  include  three  floors  and  base- 
ments. 

The  entire  project,  excluding  furnish- 
ings, is  estimated  to  cost  $1,021,000,  to  be 
financed  in  part  with  cash  and  pledges 
secured  in  a  statewide  campaign  con- 
ducted by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
during  1958-59.  Construction  time  is  esti- 
mated at  18  months. 

The  new  facilities  will  be  built  to  the 
right  and  rear  of  the  Home,  located  on  a 
27  acre  tract  at  the  eastern  city  limits  of 
High  Point  on  U.  S.  Highways  29-A  and 
70-A.

STUDENT  CENTER  PLANNED  FOR  DUKE 


Almost  1,000  fewer  persons  are  preparing 
for  the  ministry  this  year  than  last,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  by  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Theological  Schools.  Enrollment  in 
122  accredited  or  member  schools  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  during  the  fall 
quarter  this  year  was  20,032,  compared  with 
21,088  a  year  ago.  The  1960  figure  is  the 
lowest  in  five  years.  Dr.  Charles  L.  Taylor, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Association  says 
that  among  the  factors  involved  in  the  de- 
cline are  the  appeal  of  science  careers, 
weak  recruitment  programs,  increasing  costs 
of  Seminary  training,  the  end  of  the  GI 
bill,  and  the  growth  of  Bible  schools  of- 
fering a  "short  cut"  to  ordination. 


The  Bible  maintained  its  position  as 
Japan's  top  non-fiction  best-seller  in  1960 
with  sales  totaling  1,886,909.  This  is  second 
to  Bible  distribution  in  only  one  other  coun- 
try— the  United  States,  where  sales  annually 
are  over  10,000,000.  Officials  of  the  Japan 
Bible  Society  said  current  interest  in  the 
Bible  among  Japanese  is  due  largely  to  40 
fuUtime  colporteurs  who  regularly  visit 
towms  and  villages  throughout  the  country. 
Many  areas  of  the  country  are  so  remote 
that  these  Bible  men  are  the  only  Protest- 
ant witness  some  receive  during  the  year.

"Theology  Today"  is  the  theme  of  a 
special  15-week  series  of  "Faith  in  Action" 
broadcast  over  the  NBC  radio  network 
which  began  January  1  and  continues 
through  April  30.  Produced  in  cooperation 
with  the  National  Council  of  Churches' 
Broadcasting  and  Film  Commission,  the 
series  highlights  major  questions  and  areas 
of  concern  in  contemporary  religious 
thought.  The  15-minute  program  (8  A.M.) 
features  leading  theologians  and  philosoph- 
ers. 

A  series  of  revolutionary  resolutions  de- 
nouncing various  forms  of  racism  was  in- 
cluded in  a  statement  adopted  at  the  close 
of  a  week-long  conference  of  South  African 
churchmen  who  met  in  South  Africa  in 
December  to  discuss  the  apartheid  policy 
of  that  country's  government.  Among  the 
resolutions  was  one  rejecting  "all  unjust  dis- 
crimination on  racial  grounds."  Another  took 
sharp  issue  with  the  government  of  South 
Africa  because  of  a  ban  on  Negroes  worship- 
ping in  white  churches.  Others  included  a 
resolution  against  migrant  labor  being  re- 
cruited from  neighboring  countries,  and  one 
which  bans  non-whites  from  certain  oc- 
cupations. A  delegation  from  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  was  present  for  the 
conference. 


A  national  interdenominational  service 
commemorating  the  86th  birthday  of  Dr. 
Albert  Schweitzer,  famed  medical  mission- 
ary was  held  in  Washington  Cathedral  on 
Sunday,  January  15,  with  members  of  Con- 
gress, government  officials,  and  foreign  dip- 
lomats invited  to  attend.  A  gift  of  86  tons 
of  supplies — one  ton  for  each  year  of  his 
life — was  sent  to  Dr.  Schweitzer  at  his 
Lambarene  Mission,  by  Religious  Heritage 
of  America,  which  sponsored  the  service. 

**••*• 

A  new  denomination  of  2^,258,092  Luther- 
ans began  its  official  life  on  January  1.  The 
American  Lutheran  Church  started  function- 
ing as  the  three  bodies  which  merged  to 
form  it  last  April,  the  America,  Evangelical, 
and  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Churches, 
passed  out  of  existence.  The  new  church 
is  now  the  third  largest  of  the  nation's 
Lutheran  bodies,  exceeded  only  by  the 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and 
the  Lutheran  Church-Missouri  Synod,  and  is 
now  one  of  the  ten  largest  Protestant  de- 
nominations. 
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Plans  for  the  erection  of  a  Presbyterian 
Student  Center  at  Duke  University  are 
now  proceeding  and  the  S3mod's  Campus 
Christian  Life  Committee  has  approved 
architect's  plans  for  the  building.  Much 
of  the  needed  money  is  being  pledged 
and  it  is  hoped  that  construction  can  be- 
gin in  the  near  future. 

Duke  University  presents  one  of  the 
greatest  needs  of  the  Synod  in  the  field 
of  Campus  Christian  Life,  with  over  1000 
students  and  faculty  members  belonging 
to  the  Presbyterian  denomination.  This 
number  is  greater  than  that  at  any  other 
institution  of  higher  education  in  the 
state,  including  Davidson,  but  excepting 
the  University  of  North  Carolina. 

A  program  of  campus  ministry  is  main- 
tained at  present,  with  Rev.  Charles  E. 
Johnson  serving  as  chaplain  to  Presby- 
terian students.  However  facilities  are  in- 
adequate for  the  needs  of  such  a  large 
group.  Mr.  Johnson  has  his  offices  in  a 
former  residence  located  at  the  entrance 
of  the  West  Campus.  He  points  out  that 
the  current  situation  is  especially  in- 
adequate for  religious  services,  student 
counseling,  and  guidance. 

Duke  University,  one  of  the  first  institu- 
tions to  recognize  the  need  for  organized 
religious  programs  on  the  denomination- 
al level,  has  encouraged  denominations 
to  provide  such  programs  by  contributing 
financial  support,  providing  space  for 
workers,  and  making  facilities  available 
when  possible.  Other  denominational  cen- 
ters now  being  used  are  the  Methodist  and 
Episcopalian,  and  the  Baptists  hope  to 
begin  construction  this  year.  The  Presby- 
terian center  will  be  located  in  the  same 
area,  between  the  two  campuses  of  the 
university  and  easily  accessible  to  both 
men  and  women  students. 

The  center  will  provide  a  program  of 
activities  which  will  enable  the  church 
to  continue  its  ministry  to  students  who 
have  left  their  home  church.  Activities 
will  include  Sunday  worship  services,  re- 
creational and  social  activities,  and  coun- 
seling by  the  chaplain.  Study  and  library 
facilities  will  also  be  provided. 

Synod,  with  the  help  of  the  General  As- 
sembly and  Durham  churches,  has  pro- 
vided sufficient  funds  for  the  present  pro- 
gram at  Duke  and  these  funds  will  be 
available  to  maintain  and  enlarge  the 


CCL  program  if  additional  facilities  are 
made  available. 

The  University  has  granted  a  50-year 
lease  on  a  lot  150  by  150,  and  has  made 
various  improvements  on  it. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Center  will 
cost  approximately  $102,000,  including 
furnishings.  $65,000  of  this  amount  has 
already  been  approved  by  Synod  and  is 
available  upon  request.  Some  $5,000  has 
been  received  from  other  sources,  and  the 
balance  of  $32,000  must  be  raised  to  com- 
pletely finance  the  building. 

Supervision  of  the  Campus  Christian 
Life  program  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Campus  Chris- 
tian Life  of  the  Synod,  which  is  headed 
by  Rev.  Archie  G.  McKee  of  Lenoir.  Re- 
presentatives from  Durham  churches, 
both  ministers  and  laymen,  make  up  a 
local  committee  which  directs  the  program 
at  Duke. 


PRESIDENT  NAMED 

Dr.  Thomas  Edward  Gilmer,  who  has 
been  serving  as  Acting  President  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  since  last  Sep- 
tember, was  recently  named  president  of 
the  institution. 

He  succeeds  Dr.  Joseph  Clarke  Robert 
and  becomes  the  18th  president  of  the 
185-year-old  Presbyterian  men's  college. 

Dr.  Gilmer  is  credited  with  developing 
one  of  the  country's  finest  physics  depart- 
ments at  Hampden-Sydney,  having  head- 
ed the  department  since  1934. 


SERMON  PUBLISHED 

Dr.  John  A.  Redhead,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Greensboro,  is  the  author 
of  a  sermon  in  a  collection  entitled  Com- 
munion Messages  edited  by  Prank  S. 
Mead  and  published  recently.  The  ser- 
mon is  "Names  of  the  Sacrament,"  and 
is  the  fifth  by  Dr.  Redhead  to  be  pub- 
lished in  a  collection. 

Dr.  Redhead  is  author  of  four  books: 
Getting  to  Know  God,  Learning  to  Have 
Faith,  Letting  God  Help  You,  and  Putting 
Your  Faith  to  Work.

The  merger  was  approved  in  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  form  of  an  "overture"  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  denomination 
which  meets  next  May  in  Buffalo,  New 
York.

A  $10,000  grant  by  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  will 
permit  the  opening  of  a  new  station  in 
Korea's  Christian  Broadcasting  System.  To 
be  located  in  Kwangju,  the  new  station  will 
extend  coverage  to  a  key  area  which  had 
been  out  of  reach  of  other  stations.  The 
network  operations  are  sponsored  by  the 
National  Christian  Council  of  Korea.

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S.  A.,  said  in  a  television  interview  recent- 
ly that  his  proposal  to  unite  four  major 
Protestant  denominations  in  the  United 
States  was  conceived  as  a  step  toward  the 
eventual  union  of  all  Christians.  Appearing 
on  "Face  the  Nation"  along  with  Bishop 
James  A.  Pike  of  California,  who  strongly 
endorsed  the  proposal.  Dr.  Blake  pointed  out 
that  his  sermon  indicated  that  "we  are 
looking  in  the  ecumenical  movement  toward 
the  reunion  of  all  of  Christ's  Church."

Many  schools  have  opened  and  church 
work  is  continuing  in  the  Congo  despite  the 
political  uncertainty,  according  to  latest  re- 
ports from  Presbyterian,  U.  S.,  missionaries. 
All  Presbyterian  church  and  evangelistic 
work  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  the  Congo,  and  primary 
education  has  been  turned  over  to  Congo- 
lese directors.  Secondary  and  higher-level 
education  is  under  joint  mission-church  di- 
rection. There  are  now  46  missionaries  back 
at  their  posts.

An  extensive  five-year  program  to 
strengthen  United  Presbyterian  churches  in 
Cuba,  including  doubling  of  membership 
and  contributions,  was  announced  recently 
by  Dr.  Kenneth  G.  Neigh,  General  Secretary 
of  the  church's  Board  of  National  Missions. 
Dr.  Neigh  said  the  program  will  also  include 
the  training  of  lay  leaders,  expansion  of 
health  and  social  service,  and  church  deve- 
lopment. The  Board  will  also  assist  the 
Florida  Synod  in  helping  Cuban  refugees. 
There  are  currently  34  United  Presbyterian 
churches  in  Cuba  with  4,300  communicants.

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PEACE  ISSUE  DISCUSSED 

The  Synod's  Com- 
mittee on  Education- 
al Institutions  con- 
vened at  Synod's 
Office  in  Raleigh  on 
March  9,  in  a  called 
session,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  a  re- 
quest by  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian 
Bennett  College,  ];jaurinburg, 

N.  C,  that  a  com- 
munication be  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Peace  College,  cautioning 
them  in  regard  to  their  responsibilities  as 
stewards  of  the  Synod's  assets. 

The  Committee,  chaired  by  the  new 
Chairman,  Dr.  William  C.  Bennett  of  Dur- 
ham, after  hearing  representatives  of  St. 
Andrews  College,  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh,  and  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  Peace  College,  adopted  a  com- 
munication which  was  addressed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  College, 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  Peace  College, 
and  the  Session  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  expressing  "gratitude  to  God  for 
the  manifest  Christian  goodwill  demon- 
strated by  those  representing  divergent 
points  of  view". 

The  letter  read  "that  our  common  loyal- 
ty to  Christ  and  devotion  to  His  Church 
shall  overshadow  all  our  deliberations". 

The  Executive  Committee  urged  "the 
Board  of  Managers  of  Peace  College  to 
recognize  clearly  their  responsibilities  to 
the  Synod  as  stewards  of  the  assets  of 
Peace  College  during  the  period  of  this 
litigation".  Reference  was  to  the  recent 
suit  instigated  in  the  Superior  Court  in 
Raleigh  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  and  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  Peace  College,  seeking  an  injunction 
against  St.  Andrews  College,  whereby 
Peace  College  shall  continue  operation  un- 
til such  time  as  the  Court  shall  decide 
whether  or  not  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  has  u^ht  to  reassume  control  and 
operation  of  Peace  College.  The  injunction, 
which  was  granted  by  Judge  William  Y. 
Bickett,  will  be  binding  until  a  decision 
has  been  rendered  by  the  Court. 

Anticipating  the  possibility  that  the  final 
decision  on  the  matter  may  not  be  de- 
clared by  the  Court  of  North  Carolina 
until  late  in  1961,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  St.  Andrews  College  through  its  Chair- 
man, Hector  MacLean,  of  Lumberton,  and 
its  attorney,  James  K.  Dorsett  of  Raleigh, 
urged  the  Committee  to  inquire  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Peace 
College  if  they  "were  given  notice  of  and 
an  opportunity  to  vote  upon  these  mat- 
ters", and  to  exercise  "a  fiduciary  respon- 
sibility in  this  regard  and  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  protect  the  interest  of 
Synod".

CENTENNIAL  OBSERVANCE  TO  HIGHLIGHT  SYNOD 

 :   An  observance  of  the  Centennial  of  the 

Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  will  be  a 
highlight  of  the  annual  Synod,  which  will 
meet  June  13-15  at  the  First  Church,  Ral- 
eigh. The  Synodical  will  meet  simul- 
taneously with  Synod  and  will  join  Synod 
representatives  for  a  special  service  on 
Wednesday,  June  14,  marking  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  in  1861  of 
the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Women  of  the  Synod,  Mrs.  H.  Lacy 
Godwin  of  Fayetteville,  president,  will  also 
be  invited  to  join  sessions  when  special 
speakers  are  presented. 

Another  feature  of  the  1961  Synod  will 
be  the  dedication  of  the  new  Synod's 
Office  Building.  The  office,  which  will 
serve  as  permanent  headquarters  for 
Synod,  was  consecrated  and  occupied  in 
November,  1960.  The  one-story  brick 
building,  valued  at  over  $90,000,  will  be 
dedicated  on  the  afternoon  of  June  14.

GIVING  INCREASES 

Unofficial  stewardship  statistics  of  the 
Synod  show  that  a  total  of  $14,947,785  has 
been  given  for  all  causes  of  the  church 
during  1960.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  $716,830  over  the  1959  total  of  $14,230,- 
955. 

The  statistics,  compiled  by  Synod's  of- 
fice, were  presented  to  Synod's  Council 
when  it  met  in  Raleigh  February  27-28. 

The  total  gifts  include  $3,543,150  for 
benevolences:  $8,226,079  for  current  ex- 
penses; and  $3,205,556  for  building  ex- 
penses. Corresponding  figures  for  1959 
were  $3,566,149  for  benevolences;  $7,123,- 
664  for  current  expenses;  and  $3,541,142 
for  building  expenses. 

A  breakdown  of  the  benevolence  giving 
in  1960  reveals  a  total  of  $888,401  for 
Presbytery  causes;  $1,161,673  for  Synod 
causes;  and  $1,493,076  for  Assembly  causes. 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  with  a  total 
of  $4,468,955  for  all  causes,  again  led  all 
Presbyteries  in  giving.  Orange  was  second 
with  $2,308,408,  and  Concord  third  with 
$1,660,195.  Others  in  order  were  Fayette- 
ville, $1,584,759;  Granville,  $1,194,574; 
Kings  Mountain,  $983,371;  Winston-Salem, 
$950,243;  Wilmington,  $950,219;  and  Albe- 
marle, $874,061.

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LET'S  BE  A  WINNER 

Some  years  ago  in  a  financial  campaign 
in  Alabama,  a  prominent  layman  declared 
during  a  dinner  meeting  that  he  longed  to 
attend  one  meeting  in  which  Presbyterians 
were  declared  "winners".  He  pled  that 
participants  in  that  campaign  would  exert 
themselves  to  the  end  that  the  campaign 
might  be  declared  "a  winner". 

Currently  the  Synod  is  engaged  in  a 
campaign  for  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  at  Laurinburg,  to  raise  $2,250,000 
during  1961  in  cash  and  pledges.  It  should 
be  the  aim  and  prayer  of  every  Presby- 
terian to  attain  the  goal  in  order  that  the 
Presbyterians  of  the  Synod  may  be  de- 
clared "winners". 

In  the  Higher  Education  Campaign  of 
1956  for  St.  Andrews  College  and  Campus 
Christian  Life,  21.33%  of  the  churches  of 
the  Synod  (137  of  642)  failed  to  participate 
in  the  campaign.  In  the  1958  Campaign 
for  Campus  Christian  Life  alone,  58.09% 
of  the  churches  (373)  failed  to  participate 
in  the  campaign  (though  some  allowances 
must  be  made  for  churches  which  reached 
their  quota  in  the  1956  campaign,  and 
therefore  were  not  expected  to  participate 
in  the  later  campaign).  For  the  two  cam- 
paigns together  105  churches  (16.36%  fail- 
ed to  make  a  pledge. 

The  difference  between  success  and  fail- 
ure in  the  past  campaigns  and  the  cur- 
rent campaign  for  St.  Andrews  College  is 
measured  largely  in  terms  of  all  churches 
participating,  or  a  lack  of  participation  by 
up  to  twenty  percent  of  the  total  number 
of  churches  in  the  Synod. 

Mr.  Hector  MacLean  of  Lumberton, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  St.  Andrews 
College,  is  serving  as  Chairman  of  the 
Synod's  Campaign.  He  is  worthy  of  the 
support  of  all  the  Presbyterians  of  the 
Synod.  Let  all  join  in  helping  Mr.  Mac- 
Lean,  and  those  associated  with  him,  in 
making  the  Campaign  of  1961  /  a  "win- 
ner"! May  every  church  of  the  Synod  have 
a  part  in  over-subscribing  the  $2,250,000 
needed  for  the  capital  funds  program  of 
St.  Andrews  College.

It  was  my  privilege  to  represent  our 
Synod  at  the  recent  Churchmen's  Wash- 
ington Seminar  where  305  delegates  (16 


Presbyterian  U.  S.) 
from  38  states  and 
Canada  gathered  to 
study  the  operations 
of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment under  the 
theme  "Your  Gov- 
ernment and  You." 
This  inter-denomi- 
national seminar  is 
sponsored  each  year 
by  the  social  action 


Thompson  agencies  of  15  major 

Protestant  denomin- 
ations with  the  cooperation  of  the  Wash- 
ington office  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  Meetings  alternated  between  the 
Church  of  the  Reformation  and  such 
places  as  the  State  Department,  Con- 
gressional hearing  rooms,  the  Capitol, 
and  various  government  agency  build- 
ings. 

Bishop  Angus  Dun  in  an  opening  ad- 
dress on  "Christian  Motivation  for  Po- 
litical Concern"  said  that  as  Christians 
with  a  love  for  man  stemming  from  love 
of  God  we  have  an  obligation  to  work 
for  changes  where  the  present  structures 
of  society  are  endangering  and  destroying 
people.  He  went  on  to  remind  us  however 
that  a  concern  for  the  social  ills  of  our 
society  does  not  mean  having  the  specia- 
lized knowledge  and  sound  politicial 
judgment  needed. 

Dr.  Ernest  Griffith,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  International  Service  and  author 
of  "Our  American  System  of  Govern- 
ment", spoke  concerning  the  formation 
of  national  policies. 

We  heard  two  Christian  congressmen, 
Edith  Green  (D-Oregon)  and  Albert  Quie 
(R-Minnesota)  agree  as  to  the  major 
domestic  issues  facing  the  87th  Congress 
but  sharply  differ  as  to  how  these  issues 
should  be  handled. 

One  entire  day  was  spent  at  the  State 
Department  having  "off  the  record"  dis- 
cussions on  our  foreign  policy  in  general 
and  in  the  particular  areas  of  Latin  Am- 
erica, Disarmament,  Africa,  and  Laos.  In 
speaking  of  the  hostility  for  the  United 
States  in  Latin  America,  Harry  Turkel,  a 
former  ambassador,  said  "our  failure  was 
not  one  of  money,  but  of  heart" — that  in 
the  past  we  have  helped  for  the  wrong 
reasons. 

Harry  Seamans,  Officer  in  charge  of 
Public  Service,  reminded  us  that  our 
government  has  to  stay  in  step  with 
public  opinion,  and  therefore  what  we 
need  is  an  enlightened  citizenship — not  a 
citizenship  where  only  ten  perecent  are 
interested  in  government  policies.  Edmund 
Kellogg  working  with  the  U.  S.  Disarma- 
ment administration  spoke  of  increasing 
danger  of  war  by  accident.  From  South 
East  Asia  came  the  dire  words  "be  pre- 
pared for  more  trouble  and  not  less." 

One  day  was  spent  talking  with  Con- 
gressional leaders,  attending  open  hear- 
ings, and  meeting  with  agencies  to  learn 
more  about  our  Economic  Assistance  Pro- 
gram, our  Housing  and  Urban  Renewal 
Program,  Aid  to  the  Aging,  Juvenile  De- 
linquency, Federal  Aid  to  Education,  and 
Migratory  Labor  Problems.

The  three  students  would  increase  the 
maximum  number  of  foreign  students  at 
Davidson  to  19. 

The  trustees  did  not  discuss  the  issue  of 
admitting  American  Negro  students.

ecutive  Director  of  the  Amercan  Associa- 
tion for  the  United  Nations,  spoke  con- 
cerning the  U.  N.  crisis  and  of  our  need 
to  rally  behind  this  organization.  Mrs. 
Clifford  Bender  from  the  Division  of 
Christian  Service  in  the  Methodist  Church 
urged  strongly  and  eloquently  more  sup- 
port for  the  U.  N.  from  church  people. 

On  the  closing  day  Dr.  John  Bennett 
of  Union  Seminary  spoke  concerning  the 
responsibilities  of  churches  and  of  citizens 
toward  government.  He  stressed  that  the 
primary  task  of  the  church  in  politics  is 
in  influencing  the  consensus  of  opinion 
realizing  that  in  doing  this  the  govern- 
ment will  be  influenced.  He  said  there 
are  "no  Christian  policies"  in  the  absolute 
sense,  yet  we  can  work  to  make  policies 
"more  Christian".  And  he  urged  that 
churches  continue  to  remind  State  and 
political  leaders  that  they  are  responsible 
to  God — that  the  Sovereignty  of  God  is 
not  optional! 

From  having  had  this  opportunity  to 
see  something  of  our  Government  first- 
hand and  talk  directly  with  some  of  those 
holding  responsibility  in  political  leader- 
ship, I  feel  that  I  will  be  better  able  to 
understand  the  problems  we  face  and  to 
act  more  intelligently  and  responsibly  in 
the  days  ahead  as  a  Christian  citizen— 
as  indeed  we  all  must. 
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PEACE  ISSUE  DISCUSSED

Managers;  Judge  Malcolm  Seawell;  and 
Attorney  Ed  Hipp.  Judge  Seawell  explain- 
ed the  position  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  suit 
to  be  to  determine  the  rights  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  if  any,  to 
reassume  control  of  the  operation  of  Peace 
College;  and  the  legal  aspects  relating  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  joining  in  the  suit, 
which  he  declared  to  be  for  the  purpose 
purely  of  determining  their  status  during 
the  litigation.  Mr.  McPherson  summarized 
the  position  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
Peace  College,  supported  from  the  Bylaws 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  Board  and  its  Executive 
Committee,  and  defended  recent  actions 
which  led  to  the  suit  in  Superior  Court 
to  obtain  an  injunction  against  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College.  Dr.  Martin 
Hines,  representing  the  Session  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  out- 
lined reasons  for  the  First  Church  seeking 
a  trial  to  determine  its  rights  to  reassume 
control  and  operation  of  Peace  College. 

The  letter  adopted  by  the  Synod's  Exec- 
utive Committee,  and  ordered  to  be  direct- 
ed to  all  ministers  and  clerks  of  vacant 
churches  in  the  Synod,  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  "all  Presbyterians  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  the  fact  that  the  Synod 
has  never  deviated  from  its  purpose,' de- 
clared in  1955,  to  marshal  the  educational 
resources  of  the  Synod,  in  support  of  a 
superior  four-year  co-educational  institu- 
tion", and  further  declared  that  in  the 
new  college  at  Laurinburg  the  "excellent 
traditions  and  assets,  spiritual  and  ma- 
terial, of  Flora  Macdonald,  Peace,  and 
Presbyterian  Junior  Colleges  are  to  be 
conserved  and  perpetuated". 

The  letter  also  declared  that  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  will  open  in 
Septembr,  1961,  and  urges  all  Presbyterians 
in  the  Synod  to  give  their  whole-hearted 
and  generous  support  to  the  financial  cam- 
paign for  the  college,  now  in  progress".

President  Kennedy, 
who  made  the  appointment,  also  an- 
nounced that  he  would  name  Mrs.  Til- 
lett as  an  alternate  delegate  to  the

SYNOD'S  COUNCIL  MEETS  IN  RALEIGH 


Prince 


Rev.  Roscoe  L.  Prince,  pastor  of  the 
Community  Church,  Pinehurst,  was  elect- 
ed chairman  of  Synod's  Council,  which 
met  February  27-28 
at  the  office  of  the 
Synod  in  Raleigh. 

Mr.  Prince  suc- 
ceeds Voit  Gilmore 
of  Southern  Pines, 
who  presided  at  the 
February  meeting, 
and  will  serve  a  two- 
year  term. 

The  Council  passed 
a  resolution  calling 
to  the  attention  of 
the  Church  and  the 
public  that  the  Synod  endorsed  in  1959 
a  campaign  for  capital  funds  for  the  Con- 
solidated College,  now  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College,  to  be  conducted  in  1961. 
The  resolution  pointed  out  that  the 
campaign,  now  in  progress  with  a  goal 
for  capital  funds  of  $2,250,000,  "affords 
Presbyterians  the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  a  unique  development  in  Chris- 
tian Higher  Education." 

The  resolution  was  passed  after  repre- 
sentatives of  St.  Andrews  appeared  be- 
fore the  Council  asking  for  a  statement 
regarding  the  status  of  Peace  College 
with  the  Synod.  The  First  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, joined  by  the  Board  of  managers  has 
obtained  an  injunction  restraining  con- 
solidation until  a  suit  determining  the 
property  rights  to  the  college  is  settled. 
The  Board  of  Managers  of  Peace  has 
announced  that  they  will  operate  the 
college  next  fall. 


A  request  from  the  Synodical  to  con- 
duct a  campaign  to  raise  $50,0C0  for  the 
building  of  a  Student  Center  at  Woman's 
College,  Greensboro,  to  replace  the  pres- 
ent inadequate  facilities,  was  approved 
by  the  Council. 


The  Council  reiterated  the  action  of 
the  Synod  last  June  establishing  a  time- 
table for  the  consolidation  of  Peace,  Flora 
Macdonald,  and  Presbyterian  Junior  Col- 
leges. The  timetable  calls  for  assumption 
of  physical  properties  by  August  10,  1961. 
Further  action  on  the  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Institutions.  (See  article  on  page  1.) 
Subcommittees  Meet 

The  Council  meeting  began  February 


28  with  meetings  of  the  Sub-committees 
of  Publicity  and  Finance  and  Audits. 

S.  Preston  Douglas,  Chairman  of  the 
Publicity  Committee,  presided  as  his  com- 
mittee heard  reports  from  the  General 
Secretary,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley;  the  Pub- 
lic Relations  Assistant,  Mrs.  Ernestine 
Godfrey;  Publicity  Clerks,  Mrs.  Florence 
Harris  and  Walter  Derreth;  and  the 
Radio-TV  Director  of  the  Synod,  Ted  L. 
Daniel. 

The  Finance  and  Audits  Committee, 
William  F.  Mulliss  of  Charlotte,  Chair- 
man, approved  the  audits  of  Presbyterian 
Junior  College,  St.  Andrews;  Queens,  and 
Barium  Springs  Orphans  Home.  The  Com- 
mittee also  approved  the  restoration  of 
Equalization  Funds  to  the  agencies  of 
Synod  participating  in  the  fund. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary, 
reported  that  a  total  of  $667,885  was  given 
for  the  agencies  of  Synod  during  1960,  an 
increase  of  $30,118  over  the  1959  total  of 
$637,767.  He  also  told  the  Council  that 
Presbyteries  have  accepted  only  67.3%  of 
the  askings  of  Synod  for  1961,  or  a  total 
of  $749,972. 

The  Council  approved  a  recommenda- 
tion that  a  series  of  Stewardship  Confer- 
ences be  held  during  the  fall  of  1961  or 
early  1962,  emphasizing  Synod's  benevol- 
ence program. 

The  resignation  of  Dail  Holderness  of 
Tarboro  from  the  Council  was.  accepted 
by  the  Council. 

A  program  for  the  1961  Synod,  meeting 
in  Raleigh,  June  13-15,  was  tentatively 
adopted.  (See  article  on  page  1.)

The  Inaugural  Campaign  for  $2,250,000 
in  capital  gifts  for  St.  Andrews  Presby- 
terian College  is  now  in  full  swing  with 
the  announcement  of  a  chairman  of  the 
campaign  and  the  selection  of  leader- 
ship within  each  Presbytery. 

Hector  MacLean,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
at  St.  Andrews,  has  been  named  campaign 
chairman.

CAREER  GUIDANCE  FOR  CHRISTIAN  YOUTH

Vocational  decision  is  more  important 
today  than  ever  before.  Young  people  are 
confronted  by  an  infinite  number  and 
an  ever-changing  variety  of  life-work  op- 
portunities. More  than  24,000  separate  oc- 
cupations are  listed  in  the  Dictionary  of 
Occupational  Titles,  and  are  known  by 
more  than  40,000  job  titles  across  the 
Nation. 

Choice  of  lifework  has  accelerated 
phenomenally  since  early  pioneer  days. 
Young  people  today  are  discovering  in- 
creasing demands  for  academic  training 
and  specialized  education.  Concomitant 
with  the  rapidly  expanding  educational 
requirements  is  the  college  age  popula- 
tion explosion.  Some  educators  believe  that 
the  time  is  not  far  off  when  as  many  as 
50%  of  students  applying  may  be  denied 
admission  to  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing. 

Complexities  of  modern  civilization  tend 
to  confuse  and  perplex  youth,  and  only 
accentuate  the  need  for  vocational  guid- 
ance. Most  parents  are  incapable  of  pro- 
viding the  help  needed  by  their  children, 
making  their  cooperation  with  vocational 
counselors  imperative. 

Secondary  schools,  both  public  and  priv- 
ate, though  providing  some  help,  are 
handicapped  in  rendering  superior  service. 
The  number  of  counselors  is  limited, 
though  improving  by  virtue  of  the  assist- 
ance rendered  by  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act.  In  North  Carolina  the 
trend,  under  Miss  Ella  Stephens  Barrett, 
Supervisor  of  Guidance,  is  upward. 

Studies  indicate  that  four  out  of  five 
young  people  choose  their  occupations  by 
chance  rather  than  by  design.  Previous 
surveys  have  indicated  that  over  one-half 
of  the  gainfully-employed  Americans  in 
middle  age  are  unhappy  in  their  work  and 
would  change  if  they  could. 

A  great  heritage  of  the  Protestant  faith 
is  the  high  place  given  to  work  in  relation- 
ship to  God.  Martin  Luther  saw  no  dis- 
tinction between  sacred  and  secular  work. 
John  Calvin  regarded  all  men  as  equally 
called  of  God  in  their  daily  occupations, 
as  well  as  their  family,  community,  and 
church  life.  These  positions  were  based 
upon  Scripture.  To  them  God  had  a  plan 
for  every  man.  Their  teachings  emphasize 


the  dignity  and  worth  of  each  individual 
as  he  comphrends  sharing  with  God  in 
the  work  of  His  Kingdom.  These  ideas 
were  expressed  by  the  Reformers  under 
the  twin  doctrines  of  the  Priesthood  of 
all  believers  and  of  Christian  Vocation. 

Modern  emphasis  has  failed  to  stress  re- 
ligious motivation  in  career  choice  and 
daily  work.  Since  the  Second  World  War 
the  Protestant  denominations  have  re- 
vised the  doctrine  of  Christian  Vocation 
as  it  applies  to  daily  work.  Man's  secular 
philosophy  of  self  sufficiency  is  slowly  giv- 
ing way  to  the  claim  of  Christ  as  a  total 
claim  on  a  man's  life.  The  Church  has  an 
important  stake  in  the  modern  approach, 
yet  because  of  the  doctrine  of  the  separa- 
tion of  Church  and  State,  there  arises  the 
problem  of  Christian  emphasis.  This  calls 
for  the  best  vocational  guidance  counsel- 
ing available  by  both  secular  and  religious 
leaders. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  has  made  a  significant  contribu- 
tion in  the  field  of  Vocational  Counseling, 
based  upon  the  Reformation  doctrine  of 
the  dignity  of  work.  As  early  as  1948  Lex- 
ington Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia established  an  experimental  Voca- 
tional Guidance  Center.  This  pioneer  ad- 
venture paved  the  way  for  authorization 
of  a  Church-wide  plan  of  vocational  and 
educational  counseling  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  1949.  The  responsibility  for  the 
development  of  the  program  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, specifically  to  the  Department  of 
Christian  Vocation  in  the  Board's  Divi- 
sion of  Higher  Education.  Some  of  the 
early  contributors  to  the  program  were 
Dr.  Ellis  Nelson  of  the  Synod  of  Texas, 
Rev.  W.  Chal  Jamison,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Lexington  Presbytery,  Dr.  Howard 
McK.  Wilson  of  Lexington  Presbytery,  and 
Miss  Lillian  A.  Pennell,  the  first  Director 
of  the  Center. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  at  Red  Springs, 
N.  C.  was  the  first  church-related  college 
to  establish  a  Presbyterian  Guidance  Cen- 
ter, beginning  in  1952,  with  Professor  Rod- 
ger W.  Decker,  as  Director.  Through  the 
dynamic  and  indefatigable  efforts  of  Mr. 
Decker,  the  program  won  the  approbation 
and  financial  support  of  Synod,  and  in

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NEW  MISSIONS  SECRETARY 

The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of  World 
Missions  has  announced  the  election  of 
Dr.  T.  Watson  Street  as  the  new  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board. 

During  the  April  27th  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  Dallas,  Texas,  the 
Board  will  ask  the  General  Assembly  to 
confirm  this  action.  Dr.  Street  will  suc- 
ceed Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton  who  is  retiring 
after  44  years  of  service  to  the  Board, 
first  as  a  missionary  to  Japan,  then  as 
executive  secretary. 

Dr.  Street  was  born  in  Gadsden,  Ala- 
bama, on  July  2,  1916.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Davidson  College  and  received  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  from  Louis- 
ville Presbyterian  Seminary.  He  earned 
the  S.T.M.  degree  from  Union  Seminary 
of  New  York.  Davidson  College  honored 
him  in  1949  with  the  Doctor  of  Divinity 
degree,  and  in  1955  he  completed  his  Doc- 
tor of  Theology  work  at  Union  Seminary, 
New  York. 

For  four  years.  Dr.  Street  served  as 
pastor  of.  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Fulton,  Missouri,  and  since  1947  has 
been  the  Professor  of  Missions  and 
Church  History  at  the  Austin  Presby- 
terian Theological  Seminary.  He  is  the 
author  of  the  STORY  OF  SOUTHERN 
PRESBYTERIANS,  one  of  the  Centennial 
Study  Books  which  will  be  in  wide  use 
throughout  the  Church  this  year. 

He  has  served  and  continues  to  serve  on 
many  of  the  important  committees  of  his 
Synod  and  of  the  General  Assembly. 

In  announcing  the  appointment.  Dr. 
Fulton  said  "Dr.  Street  comes  to  his  new 
task  with  expeptional  qualifications.  He 
has  traveled  extensively  abroad,  visiting 
missionary  work  in  Africa,  South  America, 
Mexico  and  Eurpoe.  His  teaching  activi- 
ties in  the  field  of  Missions  have  re- 
quired an  extraordinary  breadth  of  read- 
ing on  the  subject.  For  seven  years  he 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions." 

"With  his  wide  knowledge  of  missionary 
movements  irx  the  world  today  and  his 
grasp  Of  present  techniques  and  problems 
of  missionary  administration,  together 
with  the  exceptional  qualities  of  mind 
and  heart  with  which  he  is  endowed,  he 
is  admirably  prepared  to  lead  the  Church 
in  this  important  arm  of  its  endeavor."

The  first  two  Congolese  students  to  re- 
ceive Presbyterian  U.  S.  scholarships  for 
study  in  America  have  arrived  in  this  coun- 
try. They  are  Jean  Calvin  Mayimbu,  who 
has  enrolled  for  special  study  at  Union  The- 
ological Seminary  in  Richmond,  and  Andre 
Kumuamba,  who  is  studying  at  Stillman 
College,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama. 

"We  hope  that  these  men  will  be  the  first 
in  a  long  line  of  Congolese  who  will  be 
coming  to  America  for  training,"  a  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  Board  of  World  Missions  execu- 
tive, the  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Daniel,  said. 

"If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  is  needed 
in  the  Church  in  Congo  today,  it  is  trained 
leadership." 

Mr.  Mayimbu,  who  is  studying  at  Rich- 
mond, led  his  1959  graduating  class  at  the 
Presbyterian  U  .S.  Congo  mission's  Ecole  de 
Theologie,  highest  level  theological  school 
in  the  Kasai  Province.  He  was  one  of  the 
school's  first  four  graduates. 

The  26-year-old  scholarship  student  is 
from  Mboi,  location  of  a  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
mission  station,  where  he  spent  the  past 
year  as  an  ordained  pastor  and  a  teacher 
in  the  Evangelistic  School.  He  plans  to  re- 
turn to  the  Congo  as  a  pastor.

Construction  is  about  to  begin  in  Brazilia, 
Brazil  on  an  institute  for  training  Christian 
lay  workers  from  throughout  Latin  America. 

An  architect  has  been  chosen  to  draw  up 
the  plans  for  its  initial  buildings;  Brazilian 
businessmen  on  the  institute's  planning  com- 
mittee have  invested  the  school's  endow- 
ments in  Brazilian  real  estate;  a  curriculum 
has  been  drawn  up,  and  the  committee  hopes 
to  break  ground  in  early  1961. 

Dedicated  in  1959,  the  Institute  Nacional 
do  Leigo  was  made  possible  by  the  joint 
"birthday  gift"  of  the  women  of  the  church, 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  and  United  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  A.  Recognizing  the  need,  these  women 
gave  about  $350,000  to  build  an  institute  to 
train  Christian  laymen  from  throughout 
Latin  America.  The  institute  will  serve  as  a 
forum  for  workshops  and  other  study  groups, 
where  Brazil's  men  in  public  life  can  discuss 
their  country's  contemporary  social,  eco- 
nomic and  spiritual  problems.

In  a  Nagoya,  Japan,  slum  area  devastated 
in  1959  by  the  worst  typhoon  in  Japan's 
history,  a  "relief  center"  is  now  in  opera- 
tion, thanks  to  the  efforts  of  missionaries 
and  Japanese  Church  leaders. 

If  given  the  legal  recognition  expected  in 
April,    1961,   the    Nagoya    Christian  Relief

Center  will  expand  its  program  by  admitting 
30  children  to  its  day  nursery,  by  establish- 
ing a  once  a  week  out-patient  clinic  where 
a  Christian  doctor  would  be  available  for 
consultation  and  by  adding  club  activities. 

In  the  aftermath  of  Typhoon  Vera,  the 
Christian  desire  to  help  meet  the  area's 
many  needs  led  to  the  vision  of  the  Nagoya 
Christian  Relief  Center,  which  became  a 
reality  in  late  1960.  Through  the  efforts  of 
a  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionary,  Jim  Cogs- 
well, other  missionaries  and  national  church 
leaders  and  the  contributions  of  Christian 
organizations  throughout  the  world,  about 
27,000  square  feet  of  land,  formerly  a  rice 
paddy,  was  bought,  and  ground  was  broken 
in  May,  1960.

All  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  in  the 
Congo — 48  men  and  women  and  12  children 
— "are  safe",  according  to  a  short-wave  re- 
port received  from  a  Congo  missionary  Feb- 
ruary 26.  But  the  same  report  added  that 
a  second  evacuation  of  Presbyterian  U.  S< 
missionaries  from  the  Congo  might  become 
necessary. 

With  the  communist-oriented  Gizenga 
troops  in  possession  of  the  northern  half  of 
the  Kasai  Province,  area  of  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  work,  conditions  are  extremely  un- 
certain, missionaries  reported. 

The  report  was  transmitted  from  Lubon- 
dai,  a  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mission  station  and 
medical  center,  by  a  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mis-.' 
sionary  dentist. 

The  Board's  executive  secretary.  Dr.  C. 
Darby  Fulton,  in  a  bulletin  to  friends  and 
relatives  of  Congo  missionaries  quoted  him 
as  saying,  "All  our  missionaries  In  the  Con- 
go are  safe,  and  no  one  has  been  harmed. 
The  situation,  however,  is  increasingly  dif- 
ficult, and  I  do  not  exclude  the  possibility 
that  a  second  evacuation  of  the  area  might 
prove  necessary."

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OLD  MORGANTON  CHURCH  COMES  DOWN 


The  old  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Morganton,  founded  between  1763  and 
1797,  and  the  oldest  preserved  structure 
in  Morganton,  has  been  sold  and  is  being 
torn  down.  The  ancient  graveyard,  which 
holds  the  remains  of  many  of  the  found- 
ing fathers  of  the  church,  is  being  moved 
to  the  site  of  the  new  First  Church,  which 
was  occupied  last  year. 

The  old  First  Church,  erected  of  hand- 
made brick,  was  the  only  house  of  Bap- 
tists, Methodists,  Episcopalians,  and*  other 
denominations.  Its  doors  were  also  open 
for  public  assemblies  until  the  completion 
of  the  Burke  County  Court  House  in 
1835,  a  building  which  still  stands. 

The  first  four  elders  of  the  church  are 
buried  in  the  church's  cemetery — Samuel 
Alexander,  David  Vance,  John  Duckworth, 
and  Robert  Penland,  all  soldiers  in  the 

elected  president  of  the  Protestant  Council 
of  the  City  of  New  York  in  February.  The 
Council  represents  1700  Protestant  and  Or- 
thodox churches  of  the  city. 


American  Revolution.  Also  buried  there 
are  two  members  of  the  Confederate  Con- 
gress— Waightstill  Avery  and  Col.  B.  S. 
Gaither. 

The  First  Church  was  an  outgrowth  of 
Quaker  Meadows;,  one  of  the  first  two 
Presbyterian  Churches  erected  between 
Rowan  County  and  Tennessee.  Because  of 
the  difficulty  in  crossing  the  Catawba 
River  to  reach  Quaker  Meadows,  the 
church  was  built  in  Morganton  by  the 
predominantly  Scotch-Irish  settlers. 

Although  the  razing  of  the  church  will 
see  the  disappearance  of  a  landmark, 
there  has  been  little  opposition  to  the 
action  because  of  the  condition  of  the 
building.  Rev.  John  D.  Smith,  pastor  of 
the  church,  reports  that  the  congregation 
contemplates  the  construction  of  the 
sanctuary  unit  of  the  new  church  in  the 
near  future.  Mr.  Smith  says  that  "Mor- 
ganton Presbyterians  are  grateful  for  the 
long  heritage  that  is  theirs,  but  they 
look  upon  it  with  less  desire  for  the  ashes, 
and  more  desire  for  the  fire!"

SYNOD-SYNODICAL  TO  MEET  JOINTLY 


The  148th  Sessions  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  will  convene  in  Raleigh 
June  13-15,  with  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  as  host,  and  the  Women  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  join  with 
the  Synod  in  the  100th  Celebration  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

Synod  met  100  years  ago  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh  where 
most  of  the  sessions  this  year  will  be  held.

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RIGHT  FOCUS 

Recent  events  in  the  United  States  are 
convincing  that  not  in  a  long  time  has  it 
been  so  necessary  for  right  thinking  people 
to  "prove  the  things  which  have  been  test- 
ed". Presbyterians  have  seldom  been 
known  to  go  astray  intellectually,  which 
is  another  way  of  saying  "going  off  half- 
cocked".  Nor  should  they  be  misled  now. 

Reference  is  specifically  to  (1)  the  John 
Birch  Society,  and  (2)  a  documentary 
motion  picture  with  the  title,  ''Operation: 
Abolition". 

In  the  first  instance,  no  one  can  quar- 
rel with  the  main  thesis  of  the  John  Birch 
Society,  which  is  condemnation  of  Com- 
mimism.  Every  right-thinking  person  in 
the  Christian  Democratic  tradition  should 
take  a  stand  against  Communism.  How- 
ever, when  any  individual,  or  group  of  in- 
dividuals, or  societies,  such  as  the  John 
Birch  Society,  irresponsibly  condemns 
certain  great  persons  or  organizations,  to 
wit  on  the  one  hand  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisehower  and  on  the  other  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  as  being  Communists 
or  Communistically  infiltrated,  indisput- 
able proof  should  be  immediately  attested 
rather  than  alleged  by  insinuation  and 
innuendo.  Such  persons  are  guilty  of  libel 
and  are  unworthy  of  either  the  name  of 
Christian  or  American.  As  long  ago  as  1788 
the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas  took  discipli- 
nary action  against  one  of  its  members 
who  had  carelessly  circulated  a  rumor 
which  alleged  that  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  had  taken  a 
very  light  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
Catechism.  How  much  more  severe  to  un- 
justly libel  persons  or  organizations  as 
adhering  to  materialistic  atheism. 

In  the  case  of  Communists  being  align- 
ed with  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
the  best  refutation  of  this  came  from 
the  pen  of  the  late  Dr.  Donald  Barn- 
house,  one  of  the  great  and  respected  con- 
servatives of  our  time,  and  editor  of 
"Eternity",  another  of  whose  editors, 
Walter  R.  Martin,  was  assigned  the  task 
of  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  Na- 
tional Council,  following  charges  of  Com- 
munism by  the  Air  Force  Manual.  In  a 
five  and  a  half  page  report  in  the  maga- 
zine, September,  1960,  the  Editors  com- 
pletely exonerated  the  Council  of  ever 
having  had  Communist  affiliation  of  any 
sort. 

Regarding  the  motion  picture,  "Opera- 
tion: Abolition",  suffice  it  to  say  that  it 
has  been  proved  beyond  any  question  of 
doubt  that  the  picture  did  injustice  to  the 
vast  majority  of  the  students  portrayed, 
who  have  been  established  as  loyal  Ameri- 
cans and  not  Communists  nor  Communist

We,  the  Christian  Relations  Com- 
mittee of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
in  session  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina 
on  April  10th  taking  cognizance  of  the 
bills  before  Congress  relative  to  Fed- 
eral grants  for  educational  purposes, 
took  the  following  action: 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  in 
1948  and  again  in  1959  affirmed  the 
principle  of  the  Separation  of  Church 
and  State; 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  it  is 
our  belief  and  feeling  that  the  granting 
of  Federal  Aid  to  secondary  and  ele- 
mentary private  schools  of  any  religious 
group  would  violate  this  principle; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  grant- 
ing of  Federal  Aid  to  secondary  and 
elementary  schools  of  any  religious 
group  constitutes  a  real  threat  to  the 
Public  School  System; 

It  is  further  resolved  that  the 
urgency  of  the  matter  be  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Presbyteries  and  Pres- 
byterials  with  the  suggestion  that  they 
act  in  such  a  way  as  to  encourage  those 
who  hold  to  the  principle  of  separation 
of  Church  and  State  to  make  known 
their  positions  to  their  several  repre- 
sentatives in  Washington  encouraging 
them  to  take  a  strong  stand  at  all 
times  in  support  of  the  principle  of 
the  Separation  of  Church  and  State 
and  a  strong  Public  School  System.

LOOK  TO  THE  ROCK,  by  Carl  T.  Julien, 
Greenwood,  S.  C.  graduate  of  Clemson  Col- 
lege and  engineer  on  the  staff  of  the  S.  C. 
Highway  Department,  photographer;  and 
Daniel  W.  Holliss,  associate  professor  of  his- 
tory at  the  University  of  S.C.,  author.  A 
masterpiece  of  "fine  photographic  interpreta- 
tions of  the  ante-bellum  architecture  in  the 
South" — specifically  of  100  ante-bellnm 
Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  South,  includ- 
ing fifteen  of  North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Churches.  Among  them  are  Centre  Church  at 
Mt.  Mourne,  where  the  Synod  of  the  Caro- 
linas was  organized  November  5,  1788;  Haw- 
fields  where  Orange  Presbytery  was  organiz- 
ed September  5,  1770;  New  Bern  First 
Church;  old  Thyatira  Church;  Rocky  River 
and  Poplar  Tent  churches,  both  in  Concord 
Presbytery;  Charlotte  First;  Ashepole  and 
Bethel  Churches  as  well  as  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  FayetteviUe,  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery;  and  others. 

The  book,  9"  x  12"  contains  142  pages.  The 
Introduction  by  Dr.  HoUis  is  a  splendid  ab- 
breviated History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States.  The  section  of  full- 
page  photographs  of  the  100  churches  is  a 
work  of  interpretive  art,  beautifully  finish- 
ed. 

The  closing  section  of  the  book,  twenty- 
five  pages,  presents  a  brief  historical  sketcb 
of  each  of  the  churches. 

The  book  is  encased  in  an  attractive  jacket 
with  photos  in  sepia  respectively  on  front 
and  back  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  and  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  Bern,  N.  C.

e    Work  on  a  million-dollar  expansion  pro- 

h  gram  that  will  double  the  present  space 
of  the  Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point 
is  expected  to  begin  in  April,  according

NEW  OFFICE

RELIEF  FUNDS 

Beneficiaries  of  Ministerial  Relief 
Funds  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
were  given  an  increase  of  $200  annually 
effective  April  1,  by  the  Board  of  An- 
nuities and  Relief.  The  increase  was  voted 
by  the  Board  at  its  March  meeting  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia. 

This  will  provide  each  couple  with  a 
minimum  of  $2600  from  all  sources,  and 
each  single  person  with  a  minimum  of 
$1700.  The  Board  also  continues  to  pay 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  Major  Medical 
insurance  for  retired  persons.

Charlotte,  will  teach  "Steward- 
ship" and  "World  Missions." 

Mr.  George  Chauncey  of  Danville. 
Kentucky,  who  prepared  the  Witness 
Course  of  Study  will  teach  this  course. 
Dr.  Dan  Rhodes  of  the  Davidson  Faculty 
will  teach  "How  To  Study  the  Bible".  Mrs. 
Paul  K.  Buckles  of  Newport  News  will 
present  Organization  and  Program.  Mrs. 
Charles  Ross  of  Lillington  will  teach 
"Parliamentary  Procedure". 

The  sixteenth  annual  synodical  train- 
ing school  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
William  E.  Dole. 


WORKSHOP 

The  second  Workshop  on  Ministering  to 
the  Sick  brought  405  persons  to  the 
Covenant  Church  in  Charlotte  recently, 
including  physicians,  nurses,  theological 
students,  hospital  chaplains  and  admini- 
strators, clinical  psychologists,  and  clergy- 
men. 

The  Workshop,  sponsored  by  the  Char- 
lotte-Mecklenburg Minister's  Association 
and  directed  by  Dr.  David  E.  Wilkinson, 
Chaplain  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  explored  methods 
of  furthering  the  idea  of  the  Healing 
Team  approach.  Strong  recommendations 
were  made  that  ministers  and  church 
visitors  be  trained  in  hospital  visitation. 
It  was  generally  agreed  that  lack  of  com- 
munication between  the  doctor,  the  min- 
ister, the  nurse,  and  the  patient  was  the 
major  hindrance  toward  making  the  heal- 
ing team  approach  more  effective. 

Results  of  the  Workshop,  according  to 
Dr.  Wilkinson,  were  a  closer  relationship 
between  doctors  and  clergymen  and  local 
church  panels  held  on  "Ministering  to 
the  Sick",  in  an  effort  to  educate  the 
congregation  in  principles  of  visiting  the 
sick. 

The  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Minister's 
Association  indicated  a  desire  to  make 
the  Workshop  an  annual  affair.

Meiburg,  Associate  Director,  Pastoral 
Counseling  Department  of  the  N.  C.  Bap- 
tist Hospital  in  Winston-Salem,  who 
spoke  on  "Pastoral  Counseling";  and  Mr. 
Willard  Farrow,  Administrator  of  the 
Methodist  Home  in  Charlotte,  whose  topic 
was,  "Personnel  Policies  and  Practices". 

Work  sessions  were  led  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  Tapp  and  Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobbs. 
Rev.  Lawrence  W.  Avent  of  Crestwood 
Church  in  High  Point  and  Mrs.  Sarah 
McNatt,  the  Director  of  Program  Life  at 
the  Presbyterian  Home,  led  devotionals. 

The  three-day  meeting  was  closed  with 
a  business  session  when  new  officers  were 
elected  as  follows:  the  Rev.  Robert  Tapp, 
President,  Rev.  Robert  Parry,  Vice-presi- 
dent; and  Rev.  Howard  Cobbs,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

The  Association  was  organized  last  year 
at  Montreat,  when  Mr.  Short  was  elected 
President  for  1960-61. 


DORMITORIES  NAMED 

Dormitories  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  will  be  named  for  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President  of  St. 
Andrews,  announced  recently. 

Six  dormitories  are  under  construction 
now,  two  more  planned  in  the  near  fur- 
ture,  and  the  ninth  will  be  built  as  soon 
as  funds  are  available.  St.  Andrews,  a  four 
year,  co-educational  liberal  arts  college 
owned  by  the  Synod,  will  open  for  the 
first  time  on  a  new  campus  in  Laurinburg 
in  September,  1961.  

WALDENSIANS 

Dr.  Armanno  Rostan,  Moderator  of  the 
Waldensian  Church  of  Italy,  recently  ad- 
dressed the  Men  and  Women  of  the 
Valdese  Church,  prior  to  a  series  of  speak- 
ing engagements  across  the  United  States. 
Dr.  Rostan  appealed  to  his  hearers  to  not 
"forget  to  be  thankful  for  what  you  have 
here — you  have  great  advantages,  you 
have  been  blessed — but  do  not  abuse  your 
blessing  .  .  .  The  merits  of  our  fathers 
cannot  be  transferred  to  us,  but  the 
duties  of  our  fathers  can." 

The  Church  at  Valdese  was  established 
in  1896,  but  the  Waldensian  sect  can  trace 
its  origins  to  approximately  1170.  It  is 
regarded  as  the  most  ancient  and  the 
most  evangelical  of  the  mediaeval  sects, 
and  merged  with  Protestantism  in  the 
16th  century.  

PRESBYTERIANS  IN 
GOVERNMENT 

More  than  300  prominent  Presbyterian 
laymen  who  hold  posts  with  the  federal 
government,  including  30  members  of 
Congress,  attended  the  fifth  annual  Pres- 
byterian-Men-in-Government  dinner  in 
Arlington,  Virginia,  recently.  Noted  Civil 
War  historian  Bruce  Catton,  principal 
speaker,  called  upon  America  to  solve  the 
race  problem  which  was  left  as  the  legacy 
of  that  conflict. 

Dr.  Herman  L.  Turner  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  Moderator  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.A.,  attended,  as  did  Dr.  Eugene 
Carson  Blake,  the  Stated  Clerk.  Mr.  Philip 
Howerton  of  Charlotte,  former  Modera- 
tor of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  spoke  on 
behalf  of  that  body. 
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CHURCH  ORGANIZED 

Prank  Price  Chapel  near  Black  Creek, 
an  outpost  chapel  of  Wilson's  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  became  an  organized 
church  on  March  12. 

A  Commission  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Albemarle  conducted  the  services  with  the 
Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  presiding.  The  Rev.  Thomas 
M.  Davis,  General  Secretary  of  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Albemarle,  delivered  the  sermon, 
and  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
former  pastor  of  the  Wilson  Church, 
charged  the  new  officers  and  the  con- 
gregation. 

Others  serving  on  the  Commission  were: 
Rev.  Joseph  Amory  of  the  North  Wilson 
Church,  Dr.  L.  J.  Herring  and  B.  B. 
Plyler,  Ruling  Elders  of  the  First  Church, 
and  Mr.  George  Gould  and  Mr.  Cecil 
Bradley,  Ruling  Elders  of  Faith  Church. 

Frank  Price  Chapel  is  named  after  Dr. 
Prank  W.  Price,  a  former  Presbyterian 
Missionary  to  China  and  a  former  Mod- 
erator of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
The  property  on  which  the  building  is 
located  was  given  to  the  Presbyterians  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  L.  Woodard  of  Wilson. 

F'rank  Price  Church  had  a  unique  be- 
ginning. As  reported  by  Dr.  Dudley,  under 
whose  ministry  the  Chapel  was  organized, 
"the  church  was  born  of  a  death-bed  con- 
fession— that  of  the  late  Lafayette  P. 
Sasser,  to  whom  Dr.  Price  and  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Wilson  First  Church  were  led 
by  a  deaf  mute  son,  Alfred  O.  Sasser, 
whom  Dr.  Price  encountered  on  a  train 
in  western  North  Carolina.  Later  the 
father  was  dying  of  cancer,  and  the  son 
summoned  Dr.  Price,  who,  assisted  by  the 
session  of  the  Wilson  Church,  baptized 
the  sick  man  after  he  had  made  a  pro- 
fession of  faith.  Likewise  the  son  and  a 
daughter,  Mary  Agnes  Sasser,  also  were 
baptized  at  the  same  time.  Shortly  there- 
after a  survey  revealed  the  need  of  a  Sun- 
day School,  which  was  organized,  and  a 
military  chapel  was  bought  and  moved  to 
the  community.  Ever  since  there  has  been 
a  flourishing  Chapel  in  the  community.

Mrs.  Taylor,  who  will  join  the  staff  in 
July,  will  be  the  first  Director  of  Per- 
sonal Faith  and  Family  Life.  She  and  Dr. 
Taylor  have  been  co-directors  of  the 
Family  Life  Department  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education.

CHAPLAIN  HONORED 

Lt.  Eugene  B.  Davis,  USNR,  (above)  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  Mosley  Davis  of  Mount 
Olive  and  Presbyterian  Chaplain  aboard 
the  USS  Gearing,  was  officially  commend- 
ed recently  for  his  work  in  the  interna- 
tional Santa  Maria  incident,  when  the 
ship  was  taken  over  by  a  band  of  Portu- 
gese rebels. 

Lt.  Davis  was  one  of  twelve  of  his  ship's 
officers  chosen  to  form  a  boarding  party, 
and  it  was  for  his  spiritual  ministry  to 
the  passengers  and  the  ship's  personnel 
that  he  was  commended  for  "laboring 
without  regard  to  personal  safety  or  com- 
fort" for  many  hours.  Commenting  on  this 
tribute  later,  Lt.  Davis  said,  "There  were 
no  doors  closed  to  me."  The  Chaplain  was 
allowed  to  go  anywhere  and  everywhere 
on  the  ship  at  his  discretion  and  do 
what  he  could  in  a  helpful  way. 

Lt.  Davis  continued  to  distinguish  him- 
self when,  the  following  month,  he  became 
the  first  clergyman  from  the  United 
States  to  participate  in  proceedings  of  the 
highest  lawmaking  body  of  the  Union  of 
South  Africa.  He  led  the  opening  service 
in  the  Parliament  with  prayer. 

Chaplain  Davis  graduated  from  David- 
son College  and  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  and  has  done  grad- 
uate work  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  His  grandfather  was  the  late 
Dr.  James  W.  Lynch,  Professor  Emeritus, 
Wake  Forest  College.

Work  was  started  recently  at  Barium 
Springs  on  Howard  Cottage,  a  project 
which  will  be  completed  around  August  1, 
according  to  Rev.  A.  B.  McClure,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Presbyterian  Children's 
Home. 

The  new  cottage  will  bear  the  same 
name  as  the  60  year-old  structure  which 
was  razed  to  make  room  for  the  modern 
building.  The  old  building  was  one  of  the 
first  erected  on  the  campus  and  was 
named  for  Mrs.  Anna  Stamps  Howard  of 
Tarboro. 

The  cottage  will  have  a  living  room, 
dining  room,  and  kitchen,  in  addition  to 
rooms  for  16  children  and  five  baths,  plus 
quarters  for  a  house  mother. 

Mr.  McClure  said  an  added  feature  of 
Howard  Cottage  would  be  a  spacious  back 
porch  play  area  for  the  children.  He  also 
announced  that  work  is  progressing  on  a 
swimming  pool,  which  will  have  a  shallow 
wading  area,  a  larger  area  for  swimming, 
and  a  diving  well.

CHURCH  REBUILT 

The  new  Bensalem  Church  near  Eagle 
Springs  was  dedicated  the  last  of  March; 
thus  Mr.  Harold  Williams'  statement,  "It's 
all  right,  girls,  we're  young,  we'll  build  it 
back,"  became  a  reality. 

Three  years  ago,  the  historic  100-year- 
old  Bensalem  Church  burned  to  the 
ground,  which  occasioned  Mr.  Williams' 
consoling  remark.  Since  the  ground-break- 
ing ceremonies  on  June  22,  1958,  construc- 
tion has  gone  steadily  forward  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Foster  Williams,  Chair- 
man of  the  Building  Committee.  Mr. 
Archie  Kelly,  Treasurer  of  the  Building 
Fund,  estimated  that  approximately  $6,000 
has  already  been  given  in  labor  and  over 
$25,000  in  materials.  Through  the  hard 
work  and  generosity  of  members  and 
friends  of  the  church,  it  has  not  yet  been 
necessary  to  borrow  money. 

Bensalem  took  on  renewed  interest  with 
the  installation  of  Rev.  Dawes  B.  Gray- 
beal in  February,  after  a  year  without  a 
minister.  Mr.  Graybeal  is  a  native  of 
Lansing,  North  Carolina. 


RISING! 

Over  3V2  million  students  are  now  en- 
rolled in  the  nation's  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  programs  for  bachelor's  or 
higher  degrees,  according  to  the  Office  of 
Education,  Washington,  D.  C.  If  predicted 
increases  continue  in  the  coming  decade, 
the  total  number  of  students  working 
toward  degrees  will  reach  6  million  by  the 
fall  of  1970 — doubling  the  number  reiwrt- 
ed  in  1956. 

While  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
total  population  ages  18-21  has  been  in- 
creasing each  year  since  1953,  the  propor- 
tion of  the  college -age  population  that 
can  and  do  attend  college  is  also  increas- 
ing. For  example,  the  number  of  persons 
in  the  college-age  group  was  estimated  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  9,605,000  in 
July,  1960.  In  comparison,  the  population 
of  the  college-age  group  in  July,  1939  was 
estimated  at  9,524,000 — almost  as  many  as 
in  1960.  Yet,  in  1939  there  were  only  14.3% 
degree-credit  students  per  100  persons  in 
this  age  group,  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
sent 37.2%. 

Seven  of  every  10  students  were  enrolled 
in  universities  and  liberal  arts  colleges  in 
both  1959  and  1960.  More  than  1  in  10 
were  enrolled  in  junior  colleges,  and 
junior  colleges  were  the  only  group  of  in- 
stitutions which  showed  greater  than 
average  increases  both  in  total  and  in 
first-time  enrollment.  Since  the  fall  of 
1959,  enrollment  in  public  controlled  in- 
stitutions has  increased  by  6.6%,  as  com- 
pared with  5.4%  in  privately  controlled 
institutions. 

While  enrollment  of  women  has  now 
been  increasing  more  rapidly  than  men 
for  four  sucessive  years,  their  proportion 
in  the  total  is  still  lower  than  the  40.2% 
reported  in  1939. 


MISSIONARY  SPEAKS 

William  Worth,  a  lay  missionary  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  recently 
spoke  at  the  Sharon  Church  in  Charlotte. 
Mr.  Worth  and  his  wife  are  on  furlough 
from  the  Congo  from  which  they  were 
evacuated  in  July,  1960. 

"I  don't  think  our  time  in  the  Belgian 
Congo  was  wasted,"  Mr.  Worth  declared. 
"We  tried  to  establish  spiritual  values,  and 
I  feel  those  values  are  still  there."  The 
fact  that  the  Presbyterian  missionaries 
didn't  identify  themselves  with  the  Bel- 
gian government,  he  believes,  is  the  key 
factor  in  the  safe  evacuation  of  the  mis- 
sionaries. 


NECROLOGY 

Dr.  James  C.  Wool,  60,  untU  1953  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  Granville  Presby- 
tery, died  March  12  in  Guntersville,  Ala- 
bama. He  was  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions  for  the  Presbytery  of  North 
Alabama  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Carmell  Ferguson 
Currie,  wife  of  the  Rev.  William  Murphy 
Currie,  Pastor  of  First  Church,  Greens- 
boro, was  announced  in  the  March  issue 
of  the  Church's  monthly  newspaper.  In 
its  tribute  to  Mrs.  Currie,  the  paper  said 
in  part:  "Out  of  the  lofty  ideals  which 
motivated  her  life,  she  found  a  faith  to 
live  by  and  a  purpose  to  live  for,  which 
enabled  her  to  face  life's  vicissitudes  with 
serenity  and  courage,  to  make  Christian- 
ity— by  her  own  example — attractive, 
vital,  a  possession  to  be  desired  above  all 
others."

logical  Seminary,  will  bring  the  principal 
address. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  An- 
nuities and  Relief  will  reveal  that  since 
1903  a  total  of  $10,466,149.  has  been  for- 
warded from  the  Office  of  the  Board  in 
the  form  of  grants  to  aged  ministers  and 
their  dependants.  During  1960,  the  Board 
assisted  505  ministers  and  their  depen- 
dents in  the  total  amount  of  $506,645.72. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  will 
report  in  detail  on  the  new  curriculum 
which  has  been  in  preparation  since  1955, 
the  full  program  of  which  will  not  appear 
until  October,  1964,  representing  an  ex- 
penditure of  $1.50  per  capita  of  the  entire 
denomination. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  will 
report  the  retirement  of  the  Rev.  O.  V. 
Caudill  who  went  to  the  Board  from  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1953  as  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Church 
Architecture.  Dr.  Caudill  is  being  succeed- 
ed by  the  Rev.  James  L.  Doom,  former 
Minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Hamlet,  North  Carolina,  who  has  served 
as  Assistant  to  Mr.  Caudill  for  the  past 
several  years.  The  Board  received  only 
63.8%    of   the   amount   of  benevolence

funds  approved  by  the  General  Assembly 
in  1959. 

"The  Division  of  Evangelism  will  report 
that  Pre-Synod  Conferences  were  held  in 
every  Synod  of  the  Assembly  last  year 
with  an  over-all  attendance  of  more  than 
2,500,  and  that  attendance  at  the  474  Cav- 
alcade meetings  held  across  the  Assembly 
drew  a  total  of  146,574  persons,  "the  larg- 
est evangelistic  undertaking  in  the  history 
of  the  Church". 

The  Board  through  its  missionary  sup- 
port department  aided  59  of  the  83  Pres- 
byteries of  the  Assembly  in  1960,  repre- 
senting 594  workers  and  735  churches,  88 
outposts,  and  2  schools.  There  were  83 
specific  projects  throughout  the  Assem- 
bly seeking  grants-in-aid  totalling  $744,- 
600.00,  with  only  $195,647  available  for  dis- 
tribution. The  Committee  allocated  to  32 
projects  in  24  Presbyteries,  two  in  North 
Carolina. 

During  the  past  ten  years  234  new  ^1 
churches  have  been  erected  as  a  result  of 
surveys  made  by  the  Department  of  Sur- 
vey and  Church  Location  under  Mr.  Hal 
Hyde. 

The  report  goes  on  to  show  that  since 
1940  the  population  within  the  bounds  of 
the  General  Assembly  has  increased  by 
more  than  13,000,000  people  and  that  by

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ANNIVERSARY  OBSERVED 

The  50th  Anniversary  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  James  Sprunt  Lectureship  on 
the  campus  of  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Richmond,  Virginia,  was  observed 
the  week  of  March  5.  A  special  com- 
memorative service  was  held  on  March  8, 
honoring  the  founding  of  this  significant 
lecture  series  in  1911  by  the  late  Dr.  James 
Sprunt  of  Wilmington. 

Dr.  Sprunt,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  First 
Church,  Wilmington,  contributed  $50,000 
to  the  Seminary,  by  which  the  Lectureship 
was  permanently  endowed. 

Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  in  Wilmington,  and  Dr.  James 
Sprunt,  pastor  of  the  Bethel  Church, 
Staunton,  Virginia,  both  members  of  the 
late  Dr.  Sprunt's  family,  participated  in 
this  service,  and  the  President  of  the 
Seminary,  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  delivered  a 
history  of  the  Sprunt  Lectures. 

This  year's  Sprunt  Lecturer  was  Dr. 
Leonard  J.  Trinterud,  professor  of  Church 
History,  McCormick  Theological  Seminary, 
Chicago,  with  Dr.  Stanley  R.  Hopper, 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Christian  Philosophy  and  Let- 
ters, Drew  University,  Madison,  New 
Jersey,  and  Dr.  Charles  L.  Taylor,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  American  Association 
of  Theological  Schools,  Dayton,  Ohio,  ser- 
ving as  auxiliary  lecturers. 

A  feature  of  Sprunt  Lectures  Week  is 
the  annual  luncheon  meeting  and  election 
of  officers  of  the  Alumni  Association.  One 
of  the  elected  officers  was  the  Rev.  Priest- 
ley W.  Conyers,  III,  of  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, a  member  of  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery, who  was  elected  to  serve  a  second 
term  as  secretary-treasurer.  Dr.  John  H.

1975  an  additional  15,000,000  will  be  living 
In  the  same  area.  The  prediction  is  made 
that  by  that  time  from  Durham,  N.  C.  to 
Atlanta,  Ga.  will  be  a  "megalopolis",  what 
is  being  called  a  "strip  city". 

During  1959  total  gifts  for  buildings  in 
the  General  Assembly  rose  to  $20,925,451, 
which  was  24%  of  all  gifts  to  all  causes. 

The  Division  of  Homes  and  Christian 
Welfare  will  report  to  the  Assembly  that 
the  Protestant  Churches  of  America  now 
have  some  4,000  welfare  agencies  and  in- 
stitutions serving  approximately  17,000,000 
persons  annually.  These  Agencies  have 
capital  assets  of  over  three  billion  dollars 
with  current  operating  income  of  well 
over  one  billion  annually.  They  employ 
some  250,000  persons  in  the  fields  of  Child 
Care,  Home  and  Services  for  the  Aging, 
Hospitals,  Counseling  and  Chaplaincy 
Services,  Relief  and  Construction,  City 
Missions,  and  Family  Case  Work. 

(Other  reports  to  be  heard  at  the  Assembly 
will  be  those  by  the  Board  of  Women's  Work 
which  will  tell  the  Assembly  that  the  birth- 
day gift  in  1960  totaled  $182,372.42,  which 
sum  went  to  Stilman  College  at  Tuscaloosa, 
Ala.;  and  the  Board  of  World  Missions,  the 
Historical  Foundation,  the  Mountain  Retreat 
Association,  the  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
Television-Radio-and  Audio-visual  Aids;  The 
General  Council,  the  Office  of  the  Stated 
Clerk,  etc.,  all  of  which  will  be  reported 
upon  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Presbyterian 
News.) 


WORLD  AFFAIRS  SEMINAR

(Dr.  Neill  was  the  representative  of  Synod, 
through  its  Christian  Relations  Commit- 
tee, to  the  World  Affairs  Seminar,  an- 
nually sponsored  by  the  UP-USA  Church.) 

The  World  Affairs  Seminar,  sponsored 
by  the  Office  of  Church  and  Society  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A., 
met  March  6-9,  with  its  theme  as  "Dis- 
armament and  Organization  for  Peace." 

The  Seminar  met  first  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  where  Dr.  Clifford  Earle,  host, 
opened  the  session  with  a  talk  titled, 
"World  Facts  and  Our  Changing  Planet", 
and  also  led  the  discussion  on  the  subject, 
"Why  the  Church  is  Concerned  about  In- 
ternational Affairs."  "The  Church  is  in- 
terested in  people  and  anything  that  af- 
fects people  is  the  proper  concern  of  the 
Church,"  Dr.  Earle  stated,  "God  is  sov- 
ereign and  history  is  the  arena  of  God's 
action." 

At  the  State  Department  Building, 
members  of  the  Seminar  heard  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Gehron  of  the  Disarmament  Ad- 
ministration and  Mr.  Michael  Newland  of 
the  Foreign  Service  Department.  Mr. 
Gehron  discussed  the  Geneva  Test  Ban 
Negotiations,  emphasizing  that  they  might 
limit  the  spread  of  nuclear  weapons  to 
small  countries  and  they  could  set  a  pre- 
cedent for  other  areas  of  understanding, 
contributing  to  building  trust  which  could 
lead  to  more  far-reaching  disarmament. 

Dr.  Ernest  Lefever,  expert  on  arms  con- 
trol, Washington  Center  of  Foreign  Policy 
Research,  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
spoke  on  "The  Security  Dilemma  and 
Arms  Control."  Our  problem  according  to 
him,  is  that  of  managing  the  conflict  to 
avoid  either  surrender  to  Communism  or 
nuclear  war. 

While  in  Washington,  the  Seminar 
members  also  heard  Mrs.  Betty  Goetz, 
on  the  staff  of  the  Disarmament  Sub- 
committee, and  Senators  Joseph  S.  Clark

Mr.  R.  S.  Reynolds  of  Fountain  City, 
Tennessee,  in  a  most  unusual  action  by 
the  General  Council,  received  recogni- 
tion and  praise  for  his  continuing  active 
role  on  the  Publicity  Committee  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Reynolds,  80,  is  the  origi- 
nator of  the  Church  News  Clinics  which 
have  been  held  in  50  cities. 


A  re-alignment  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  to  form  two  new 
Churches — referred  to  as  "ecumenical"  and 
"evangelical" — was  recently  proposed  by 
the  Presbyterian  Journal  in  Asheville.  The 
plan  was  suggested  by  the  conservative 
Southern  Presbyterian  weekly  in  an  editorial 
opposing  a  four-way  church  union  urged  by 
Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake  of  Philadelphia, 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  minister  who  serves  as  roving  ambas- 
sador for  3,210,000  United  Presbyterians 
stated  recently  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota 
that  America  is  failing  the  people  of  the 
Far  East.  Dr.  Louis  H.  Evans,  minister-at- 
large  for  his  denomination's  National  Mis- 
sions Board,  told  240  clergymen  at  a  minis- 
terial association  breakfast  that  the  Church 
needs  "to  go  on  the  march  and  to  use  lay- 
men as  never  before"  in  its  ministry  abroad. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Patton,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  General  Council,  has  been  named  one  of 
45  Stewardship  leaders  from  throughout  the 
world  to  attend  the  first  World  Ecumenical 
Consultation  on  Stewardship.  It  will  be 
held  August  21-September  6  in  Bossey, 
Switzerland. 

A  record  high  of  total  assets,  $3,156,211, 
is  reported  by  the  Presbyterian  Foundation. 
This  total  was  only  $819,094  just  five  years 
earlier. 

The  Hon.  Philip  F.  Howerton  of  Charlotte, 
former  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly, 
was  elected  President  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  at  its  March 
meeting. 


ASSEMBLY  COMMITTEE 

The  leadership  crisis  facing  the  Protest- 
ant Church  was  a  problem  discussed  by  a 
subcommittee  of  the  General  Council, 
meeting  April  11  at  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  Office,  Raleigh.  The  committee  on 
the  Study  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Word 
and  Sacraments  will  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  1962  General  Assembly  con- 
cerning the  minister  from  the  time  of  re- 
cruitment throughout  his  ministry  in  his 
relationship  with  the  church. 

The  Committee,  which  operates  at  the 
denominational  level,  has  the  Rev.  P. 
Wellford  Hobbie,  pastor  of  the  Howard 
Memorial  Church,  Tarboro,  as  chair- 
man; with  Rev.  W.  Priestly  Conyers,  As- 
sistant to  the  President  of  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  and  Rev.  Neill  R.  Mc- 
Geachy,  Statesville,  also  serving  on  the 
committee. 

The  General  Assembly's  Committee  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work  was  represent- 
ed at  the  meeting  by  Mr.  Graham  White 
of  the  Atlanta  office,  and  the  Department 
of  Enlistment  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  represented  by  Rev.  Jim  Speed  of  the 
Richmond  office. 
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CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE  CONVENES 

The  Christian  Relations  Committee  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  in 
Synod's  Office,  Raleigh,  April  10,  and 
adopted  a  resolution  "taking  cognizance 
of  the  bill  before  Congress  relative  to 
Federal  grants  for  educational  purposes". 
(The  full  text  of  the  resolution  appears 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  Presbyterian 
News.) 

The  Rev.  I.  Howard  Chadwick,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  presided  over  the 
meeting  during  which  reports  were  made 
by  representatives  of  several  of  the  Pres- 
byteries on  "progress  on  race  relations  in 
communities"  in  the  respective  Presby- 
teries. It  was  pointed  out  that  in  most 
communities  ministerial  associations  are 
integrated.  Many  cities  have  mayor's  com- 
munities some  of  the  lunch  counters  are 
integrated.  Many  cities  have  mapor's  com- 
mittees. Kinston  holds  an  annual  inter- 
racial institute.  Granville  Presbytery  last 
fall  took  a  firm  stand  on  the  use  of  its 
Presbytery  camp  by  integrated  groups, 
voting  with  only  two  dissenting  votes  to 
admit  integrated  groups.  Greensboro  was 
reported  as  working  on  a  "gradual  plan", 
and  Burlington  integrated  lunch  counters 
without  "fanfare".  It  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Davidson  College 
have  recently  voted  to  admit  three  Congo- 
lese students  next  year. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  go  to  the 
Executive  Board  of  Synodical  requesting 
the  Synodical  Conference  Committee  to 
consider  adding  a  course  on  Christian 
Action  at  the  annual  conference,  to  which 
negro  representatives  will  be  invited. 

The  resolution  on  Federal  aid  to  educa- 
tion was  adopted  after  the  Committee 
heard  a  communication  from  Dr.  Mal- 
colm P.  Calhoun  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Action,  Board  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, Richmond,  Virigina,  calling  at- 
tention to  legislation  pending  before  the 
Federal  Congress  on  Federal  aid  to 
schools.  A  Committee  composfed  of  Rev. 
Joseph  M.  Garrison,  Rev.  Frank  Lemmon, 
and  Rev.  W.  C.  Neill  prepared  the  resolu- 
tion which  was  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  took  no  action  on  the 
matter  of  nuclear  war. 

Reports  by  representatives  to  Seminars 
were  heard  as  follows:  Rural  Church,  by 
Charles  A.  Hunter,  Charlotte;  Church- 
men's Washington,  by  Rev.  E.  T.  Thomp- 
son, Jr.,  Charlotte;  and  World  Affairs 
(separate  article)  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Neill, 
Aberdeen. 

The  Committee  will  recommend  to 
Synod  that  the  following  be  named  as  rep- 


resentatives to  the  Seminars  in  1962: 
Rural  Church:  T.  Clyde  Auman,  West 
End,  and  J.  L.  Seagrove,  Greensboro,  al- 
ternate; Churchmen's  Washington:  Rev. 
Frank  Lemmon,  principal,  and  Rev.  Ralph 
L.  Underwood,  alternate;  World  Affairs: 
Rev.  J.  Murphy  Smith,  principal,  and  Rev. 
Paul  Felker,  alternate. 

The  Rev.  John  D.  Smith  of  Morganton 
was  elected  representative  from  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  North  Carolina  Family  Life 
Council. 

A  tentative  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$850.00  was  approved  for  recommendation 
to  the  Stewardship  Committee. 

The  Committee  sent  a  request  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion to  plan  for  Christian  Action  Em- 
phasis on  Alcohol  Education,  with  suitable 
courses  for  all  age-groups,  during  Jan- 
uary, 1962. 


NEW  BUILDINGS 

At  First  Church  in  Hamlet,  the  opening 
day  for  the  new  Educational  Building  was 
April  16,  with  Dr.  W.  I.  Howell  and  Rev. 
James  L.  Doom,  former  pastors,  participat- 
ing in  the  program.  Among  other  visitors 
were  Dr.  Cecil  L.  Lawrence,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery.  Rev. 
Marion  H.  Currie  is  Pastor. 


A  $300,000  Christian  Education  Building 
adjacent  to  First  Church,  Greensboro  is 
planned,  according  to  John  R.  Taylor,  build- 
ing chairman.

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 
ACTIONS 

(Last  month  we  gave  a  resume  of  a  part 
of  the  Reports  which  were  presented  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  meeting  at  Dallas, 
Texas.  This  report  covers  the  remainder 
of  the  Reports.) 

Board  of  World  Missions 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  reported 
that  thirty-nine  missionaries  were  added 
to  its  roll  during  1960;  however  losses 
were  especially  heavy,  with  forty-seven 
leaving  mission  work.  The  Board  report- 
ed that  more  than  two  hundred  men  and 
women  would  be  necessary  to  fill  the  posi- 
tions described  in  the  "Want  Lists"  sub- 
mitted for  this  year.  Receipts  increased 
approximately  8%  over  last  year,  with  a 
total  of  $4,516,718  going  toward  the  cause 
of  World  Missions.  Among  the  mission 
fields,  the  Congo  received  the  most  atten- 
tion. The  political  situation  there  forced 
the  evacuation  of  the  majority  of  mis- 
sionaries, and  at  the  end  of  1960  only 
forty-five  missionaries  were  active  as  com- 
pared to  102  in  June.  The  Board  also  re- 
ported the  election  of  Dr.  T.  Watson 
Street  as  executive  secretary  to  replace 
Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton  who  is  retiring  this 
year. 

Historical  Foundation 

The  Historical  Foundation  reported 
the  acquisition  of  various  materials,  and 
recommended  that  the  Centennial  year  be 
the  occasion  for  special  endeavor  on  the 
part  of  congregations  and  church  courts

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 
COMMITTEE  MEETS 

Announcement  of  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum,  consideration  of  the  budget 
for  1962,  and  sub-committee  reports  were 
all  on  the  agenda  May  4  when  the  Sy- 
nod's Executive  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  met  in  Synod's  Office,  Raleigh. 
The  Chairman,  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie, 
pastor  of  Myer's  Park  Church,  Charlotte, 
presided. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Charlotte, 
Regional  Director  of  Christian  Education, 
made  announcement  of  the  General  As- 
sembly's action  in  April  in  Dallas,  Texas, 
which  will  allow  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  to  borrow  one  and  one  half 
million  dollars  to  launch  the  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum.  This  action  assured  the 
introduction  of  this  curriculum  into  the 
church  in  1962. 

Mr.  Turner  also  announced  that  Miss 
Patricia  Stapleton  will  begin  on  the  first 
of  July  as  Director  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  Albemarle  Presbytery  with  her 
office  in  Greenville.  Miss  Stapleton  was 
formerly  on  the  staff  of  Commonwealth 
Church,  Charlotte. 

The  Committee  is  recommending  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  Area  Directors 
of  Christian  Education  from  six  to  nine. 

In  other  activity  the  Committee  received 
the  reports  of  the  following  sub-committees 
from  the  chairmen:  Children's  Work,  Rev. 
Stewart  W.  Yandle,  Charlotte;  Youth  Work, 
Rev.  Richard  R.  Gammon,  Greenville;  Adult

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ELECTS  ALSTON 


Dr.  Wallace  M.  Alston,  President  of 
Agnes  Scott  College,  Decatur,  Georgia, 
was  elected  Moderator  of  the  Centennial 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
the  U.  S.  in  the  Highland  Park  Presby- 
terian Church,  Dallas,  April  27. 

Dr.  Alston  succeeds  Dr.  Marion  A. 
Boggs,  Pastor  of  the  Second  Church,  Lit- 
tle Rock,  Arkansas. 

Dr.  Alston  is  a  native  of  Decatur,  Geor- 
gia, and  has  held  pastorates  in  Georgia, 
Kentucky,  and  West  Virginia.  He  has 
been  president  of  Agnes  Scott  College  for 
ten  years,  following  Dr.  James  Ross  Mc- 
Cain. 

In  accepting  the  honor  of  Moderator, 
Dr.  Alston  cited  the  race  issue  in  the 
South  as  perhaps  the  paramount  problem 
confronting  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S. 

Dr.  Boggs  in  his  sermon  to  the  Assem- 
bly declared  that  what  the  South  does 
about  its  racial  problem  will  have  world- 
wide implications.  He  has  consistently 
taken  a  clear  position  opposing  enforced 
segregation.  He  further  stated  that  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  has  not 
gone  far  enough  to  bring  our  lives  under 


the  regulating  authority  of  the  word  of 
God,  and  added  that  "we  are  only  half 
Protestants". 

Dr.  Boggs  challenged  those  who  charg- 
ed Protestantism  with  infiltration  of 
Communism  to  name  names  and  deliver 
evidence,  and  added,  "We  are  absolutely 
sure  in  our  minds  that  there  are  no 
Communists  or  Communist  sympathizers 
among  the  ministers 
of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S." 

"Documentary  evi- 
dence, if  there  is  any, 
should  be  produced," 
he  said,  in  order  to 
call  to  account  any 
who  are  guilty,  clear 
the  name  and  honor 
of  the  innocent,  and 
silence  those  who  are 
making  irresponsible 
charges". 

Greetings  from  23 
fraternal  delegates 
from  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Church- 
es in  15  nations  were  brought  to  the  As- 
sembly. 
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LEADERSHIP 

(The  following  Editorial  recently  appeared 
in  the  Presbyterian  Outlook  as  an  article 
by  the  Editor  of  Synod's  paper  The  Pres- 
byterian News.) 

Nothing  is  more  obvious  regarding  the 
future  and  the  world  than  the  imperative 
of  excellent  leadership.  Success  always  and 
everjnivhere  is  contingent  upon  capable 
leaders.  James  B.  Duke  said  his  success 
was  the  result  of  placing  competent  and 
trusted  men  in  strategic  places.  The  Jesuit 
Order  has  enhanced  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  throughout  the  world  by  "a  high 
degree  of  zeal,  learning  and  skill".  The 
Presbyterian  Church  has  rightly  stressed 
education  as  a  requisite  to  leadership,  but 
the  Church  has  never  solved  the  perennial 
problem  of  an  insufficient  number  of 
trained  leaders  to  meet  its  own  needs, 
much  less  the  needs  of  the  world. 

An  abundance  of  competent  and  trained 
leaders  are  already  needed  to  go  into  all 
the  world,  not  merely  to  combat  Com- 
munism, which  is  here  today  and  gone 
tomorrow,  but  to  proclaim  the  Kingdom 
of  God  as  the  only  answer  to  all  mate- 
rialistic philosophies  and  all  the  ills  of 
the  world. 

The  source  of  abundant,  excellent  lead- 
ership is  and  has  been  only  too  obvious 
for  some  decades.  Nearly  fifty  years  ago 
Dr.  John  R.  Mott  declared  that  the  uni- 
versity campus  is  the  greatest  mission  field 
in  the  world  because  of  the  abundance  of 
potential  leadership  for  the  church  to  be 
found  among  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  young  people  (today  several  millions) 
on  the  campuses  of  American  colleges.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  least,  has  been 
slow  to  recognize  its  great  opportunity  to 
recruit  abundant  and  excellent  leaders  on 
these  campuses.  Though  years  behind,  we 
are  awakening  to  the  challenge  and  the 
opportunity.  Let  us  hope  that  we  are  not 
entering  the  field  too  late. 

The  greatest  and  best  investment  the 
Church  can  make  today  and  in  the  years 
which  lie  immediately  ahead  is  to  spend 
large  sums  of  money  on  the  Campus 
Christian  Life  program,  especially  at  State 
Universities,  and  I  say  this  as  one  who 
attended  a  small  church  college.  Money 
spent  now  to  place  the  best  trained  work- 
ers available  on  the  campuses  of  state 
institutions  will  pay  richer  dividends  in 
the  next  twenty-five  years  than  money 
spent  most  anywhere  else  by  the  Church. 
This,  of  course,  does  not  mean  that  lin- 
vestments  in  all  other  good  causes  of  the 
Church  should  be  diminished,  but  that 
both  must  be  accelerated.

WORLD  MISSION  REPORT 

The  Synod's  Committee  on  World  Mis- 
sions, Rev.  Harry  E.  Bryan  of  Charlotte, 
chairman,  will  ask  Synod  when  it  meets 
June  13-15  in  Raleigh  to  place  special 
emphasis  on  the  urgency  of  the  cause  of 
World  Missions  during  the  1962  Synod, 
and  that  all  commissioners  to  the  1961 
Synod  read  the  committee's  report  to 
sessions,  deacons,  and  church  organiza- 
tions to  impress  upon  everyone  the  neces- 
sity of  increased  mission  activity. 

The  report  points  out  that  many  World 
Missions  Conferences  have  been  held  in 
the  Synod  during  1960  with  good  attend- 
ance and  that  individual  missionaries  on 
furlough  have  filled  "scores  of  engage- 
ments." Many  representatives  of  the  Wo- 
men-of-the-Church  and  Young  People's 
groups  attended  the  Montreat  World  Mis- 
sion Conference  last  summer,  and  some 
Presbyteries  have  provided  promotional 
films  on  World  Missions  in  their  areas. 

The  Committee's  report  points  out  that 
all  mission  areas  are  in  need  of  more  per- 
sonnel and  facilities.  Tons  of  clothing  and 
relief  offerings  have  been  forwarded 
overseas  during  the  past  year,  to  work 
through  Church  World  Service  and  The 
Board  of  World  Missions  in  meeting 
emergency  needs. 

The  committee  further  calls  to  the 
attention  of  churches  the  report  of  the 
Assembly's  Board  of  World  Missions,  and 
especially  the  plans  for  special  study  on 
the  Mission  to  Latin  American  Countries 
planned  for  1961-62. 


CONFERENCE  FOR  NEGRO 
WOMEN 

The  annual  Inter-denominational 
Christian  Conference  for  Negro  Women, 
sponsored  by  the  Women  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  will  be  held  May  27-June 
2  at  Winston-Salem  Teachers  College  in 
Winston-Salem. 

The  conference  will  offer  instruction  in 
Bible  Study,  Vacation  Bible  School  meth- 
ods, the  Christian  Home,  Church  music 
and  dramatics,  and  Christian  fellowship. 
The  Conference  is  open  to  Negro  women 
over  20  years  of  age  who  reside  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Mrs.  J.  B  Thompson  of  Winston-Salem, 
director  of  the  Conference,  points  out 
that  it  is  desirble  for  delegates  to  attend 
four  consecutive  years  in  order  that  they 
may  attain  a  well-iounded  course  in  Wo- 
men's Work  in  the  Church.  At  the  end 
of  four  years,  delegates  receive  diplomas.

"I  came  that  they  may  have  life,  and 
have  it  abundantly."

STUDENT  CENTER  AT 
DUKE 

Construction  on  a  Presbyterian  Student 
Center  at  Duke  University  is  under  way, 
according  to  an  announcement  made  re- 
cently by  Charles  A.  Dukes,  chairman  of 
the  Duke  Campus  Christian  Life  Commit- 
tee. The  center  is  scheduled  to  be  com- 
pleted by  September  and  will  provide  a 
full  program  of  religious  activities  for 
Presbyterian  students  on  campus. 

Rev.  Charles  E.  Johnson,  Jr.,  is  Presby- 
terian Chaplain  at  Duke  and  ministers 
to  more  than  800  Presbyterian  students 
and  some  200  faculty  and  staff  mem- 
bers. 

The  center,  which  will  contain  4,700 
square  feet  of  floor  space,  will  be  located 
on  a  lot  provided  by  the  University,  near 
three  other  denominational  centers.  The 
new  CCL  Center,  of  colonial  architecture, 
will  contain  a  stage,  worship  area,  activity 
and  study  area,  office  and  seminar  space, 
and  kitchen  and  storage  space.  It  will 
be  designed  so  that  a  chapel  and  library 
may  be  added  later. 

The  center  will  cost  approximately 
$100,000,  of  which  about  $85,000  is  provid- 
ed by  the  Synod.  The  local  CCL  Com- 
mittee and  members  of  Durham  Churches 
are  providing  funds  for  parking  facilities, 
walks,  and  landscaping.  Students  and 
parents  will  furnish  the  building. 

The  local  CCL  Committee  is  composed 
of  ministers  and  representatives  of  Dur- 
ham Churches.  The  local  committee  works 
with"  the  Synod's  Executive  Committee 
of  Campus  Christian  Life  in  promoting 
the  work  with  students  at  Duke. 


DUKE  STUDENT  CAMPAIGN 

Rev.  Charles  E.  Johnson,  Jr.,  Minister 
to  Students  at  Duke  University,  reports 
that  $3,614.35  has  been  pledged  or  paid 
in  cash  by  202  students,  30  parents,  and 
one  Presbyterian  Church  towards  the 
furnishings  in  the  new  Presbyterian  Cen- 
ter soon  to  be  erected  at  Duke  University. 
The  campaign  has  produced  $2,374.35  in 
cash  and  $1,240.00  in  pledges. 

Among  the  gifts  is  a  contribution  from 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Westfield,  New 
Jersey,  Dr.  Frederick  Christian,  Pastor. 
There  are  six  Presbyterian  students  at 
Duke  from  this  Church. 

Mr.  Johnson  writes,  "It  is  the  goal  of 
the  student  campaign  to  raise  sufficient 
funds  to  furnish  the  Center,  but  more 
particularly  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  the  students  themselves  for  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina".

the  arms  race. 


COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Homes,  meeting  April  25,  at  Synod's  Of- 
fice in  Raleigh,  heard  reports  from  the 
Barium  Springs  Home  for  Children,  the 
Presbyterian  Home,  and  the  William  Black 
Home. 

Rev.  Albert  B.  McClure,  superintendent 
of  the  Barium  Springs  Home  for  Children, 
reported  that  a  total  of  225  children  had 
been  served  during  the  past  year.  Build- 
ings on  the  campus  are  being  renovated 
and  fire-proofed,  and  a  swimming  pool 
will  be  opened  this  summer.  Mr.  McClure 
also  reported  that  only  four  grades  are 
now  taught  on  the  campus;  the  remain- 
ing students  attend  school  at  Troutman. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  cost  per  pupil 
during  1960  was  upward  of  $1,200.  Near- 
ly 60%  of  the  children  at  the  Home  have 
both  parents  living;  only  about  10%  are 
full  orphans. 

Mr.  Richard  A.  Short,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Home  at  High 
Point,  reported  to  the  committee  that 
ten  new  apartments  have  been  completed 
at  the  Home  and  are  now  being  occupied. 
The  capacity  of  the  Home  was  increased 
from  90  to  105  during  1960,  and  there  are 
now  101  residents.  Ground  has  been 
broken  for  a  new  addition,  scheduled  for 
completion  in  May,  1962,  which  will  in- 
crease the  capacity  by  46.  Mr.  Short  pre- 
sented a  budget  for  1962,  asking  for  a 
total  of  $55,000  which  was  unanimously 
approved  for  recommendation  to  the 
Stewardship  Committee  of  Synod. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  William  Black  Home,  was 
unable  to  attend  the  Committee  meeting. 
However,  a  report  was  made  by  the  Rev. 
Jerry  McCann,  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Homes,  showing  that  a  William 
Henry  Belk  Memorial  Fund  has  been 
established  by  Mrs.  Charles  G.  Gambrell 
of  New  York  and  Charlotte,  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000,  the  income  going  to  provide 


COLLEGE  TAKES  SHAPE 

The  landscape  which  once  was  gently 
rolling  farmland  has  changed  to  more 
nearly  resemble  a  beehive  of  activity; 
The  campus  of  St.  Andrews  College  is 
taking  shape,  as  the  tempo  of  activity 
increases  daily.  Ten  contemporary-style 
buildings  are  currently  under  construc- 
tion, while  a  network  of  paved  roads  and 
parking  lots  are  already  completed.  Work 
is  in  progress  on  a  massive  causeway  con- 
necting campus  buildings  on  the  north 
and  south  sides  of  the  70-acre  lake  which 
was  recently  filled. 


TENTH  ANNIVERSARY 

The  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte,  organiz- 
ed April  1,  1951,  recently  celebrated  its 
tenth  anniversary.  From  108  charter  mem- 
bers, the  church  has  grown  to  a  member- 
ship of  1,307. 

To  celebrate  the  anniversary,  a  congre- 
gational dinner  was  held  with  Dr.  James 
A.  Jones,  president  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  speaking  to  the  congregation 
afterwards  at  services  in  Belk  Chapel. 

Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell  is  pastor  of  the 
Trinity  Church,  and  Dr.  Robert  S.  Wood- 
son is  Associate  Pastor.  Plans  are  now 
underway  for  the  erection  of  a  sanctuary 
in  the  near  future.

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TEN  LARGEST  CHURCHES 

Synod's  ten  largest  churches  gave  in  1960  28.80%  of  the  total  benevolences  con- 
tributed by  the  641  churches  of  the  Synod,  and  19.61%  of  the  total  contributions  to  all 
causes  last  year. 

The  ten  largest  churches  have  a  total  membership  of  17,253,  which  is  11.92%  of  the 
144,784  communicants  as  of  January  1,  1961.  *The  communicants  included  593  ministers 
who  are  members  of  the  nine  Presbyteries  of  Synod. 

Total  benevolence  giving  for  the  ten  churches  last  year  was  $919,531  of  the  $3,546,184 
given  by  Synod.  Total  to  all  contributions  by  the  same  ten  churches  was  $2,784,772 
against  a  grand  total  of  all  gifts  by  all  churches  in  the  amount  of  $14,202,694.  The 
year  before  Synod  gave  $3,566,149  to  benevolences  and  $14,230,955,  hence  the  1960  giving 
was  under  that  for  1959.

PROTESTANT  SPEAKS  TO 
CATHOLICS 

A  Presbyterian  layman  and  leader  of 
the  ecumenical  movement.  Col.  Frances 
Pickens  Miller  of  Charlottesville,  Va.,  paid 
tribute  to  the  efforts  of  Pope  John  XXIII 
on  behalf  of  Christian  unity  at  the  re- 
cent biennial  convention  of  the  Richmond 
Diocesan  Council  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Catholic  Women. 

Col.  Miller,  a  member  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches,  spoke  on  the  topic  "The  Ap- 
proach of  a  Protestant  to  Christian  Un- 
ity." 

Col.  Miller  declared  "there  is  a  new 
spirit  in  the  air.  Fresh  winds  are  blowing 
away  age-old  animosities  and  prejudices." 
He  said  he  believed  Pope  John  to  be  lar- 
gely responsible  for  this  change. 

Recalling  the  establishment  of  the  Sec- 
retariat for  Christianity  by  Pope  John  to 
help  prepare  for  the  forthcoming  Second 
Vatican  Council,  Col.  Miller  said  that  he 
discussed  the  secretariat's  work  with  its 
secretary,  Msgr.  J.  G.  M.  Willebrands  of 
Holland,  and  found  him  to  be  "thorough- 
ly familiar  with  the  work  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  and  qualified  in 
every  way  to  engage  in  those  conversa- 
tions and  dialogues  which  we  all  trust  will 
become  more  and  more  frequent  as  the 
years  go  by."

First  Church  in  Gastonia  plans  to  move 
to  its  new  church  building  by  year's  end 
and  turn  its  downtown  property  over  to 
the  city.  One  year  ago  the  City  of  Gas- 
tonia bought  the  property  for  $240,000, 
and  has  agreed  to  pay  the  balance  of 
the  debt  immediately. 


MINISTERIAL  STUDENTS 
NEEDED 

North  America's  population  explosion 
will  require  from  30,000  to  40,000  more  Pro- 
testant ministers  by  1957  than  the  semi- 
naries of  the  U.  S.  and  Canada  normally 
produce,  three  prominent  theological 
educators  warned  recently  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity's Divinity  School. 

They  expressed  concern  over  recent 
diminishing  enrollments  in  divinity 
schools,  noting  a  drop  of  1,000  from  the 
peak  year  of  1959-60,  and  the  lowest  total 
enrolled  in  five  years. 

Dean  Liston  Pope  of  the  Yale  Divinity 
School  said,  "Census  Bureau  estimates  of 
a  U.  S.  population  of  200  million  by  1975 
mean  that  the  nation  may  need  50,000  new 
churches  to  handle  an  expected  Protestant 
membership  growth  of  between  15  and  20 
millions." 

Principal  George  Johnston  of  the  United 
Theological  College  in  Montreal  added, 
"Canada's  growth  will  require  at  least 
1,000  more  clergymen  in  1975  than  to- 
day." 

Dr.  James  I.  McCord,  President  of  Prin- 
ceton Theological  Seminary,  emphasized 
the  point  that  "seminary  output  at  pre- 
sent is  only  keeping  pace  with  the  minis- 
try's normal  attrition  caused  by  death  and 
retirements." 

The  educators  stressed  the  need  for 
concerted  action  by  seminaries  and  local 
parishes  to  spur  ministerial  recruitments.

C.  OF  C.  HONORS  COLLEGE 

"College  and  community  should  be  one 
in  spirit  and  dedication."  Dr.  James  A. 
Jones,  Union  Theological  Seminary  Presi- 
dent, emphasized  this  point  in  an  address 
at  Camp  Monroe  April  1.  The  occasion 
was  "College  Night,"  sponsored  by  the 
Laurinburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  in 
honor  of  faculty  and  staff  members  of 
St.  Andrews  College  and  members  of  its 
board  of  trustees. 

Dr.  Jones,  asked  to  speak  on  relations 
between  the  community  and  the  college, 
observed  that  a  development  of  the  past 
20  years  is  the  interest  and  support  of 
higher  education  on  the  part  of  corporate 
wealth  in  the  United  States.  Yet,  these 
same  corporations  take  from  the  college 
campuses  some  of  their  finest  teaching 
talent.  "The  most  acute  shortage  of  pro- 
fessional talent  in  America  today,"  Dr. 
Jones  said,  "is  competent  teaching  per- 
sonnel." 

Dr.  Jones  offered  some  suggestions  for 
developing  good  relations  between  college 
and  community.  Professors  and  members 
of  the  college  staff  should  be  good  cit- 
ziens  and  become  part  of  the  community. 
Conversely,  the  community  should  show 
a  personal  interest  in  the  college  by  at- 
tending lectures,  concerts,  and  like  func- 
tions. 

Speaking  of  the  quality  of  education  in 
America,  Dr.  Jones  deplored  the  laxity 
and  ease  of  the  typical  college  campus 
and  quoted  from  Woodruff's  book,  Plato's 
American  Republic:  "Nothing  is  easier  in 
America  than  to  attend  college  and  noth- 
ing is  harder  than  to  get  educated  .  .  ." 
Dr.  Jones  emphasized  that  liberty  carmot 
be  achieved  or  maintained  without  a 
recognition  of  the  eternal  verities  and 
sovereignty  of  a  divine  power.

NEWS  AT  LARGE 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  announc- 
ed in  New  York  that  in  1960  Scripture  por- 
tions were  published  for  the  first  time  in 
five  more  languages  of  primitive  peoples. 
Publication  of  the  entire  Bible  has  been 
completed  in  ZZl  languages,  and  the  num- 
ber in  which  some  portions  of  the  Scriptures 
have  been  translated  stands  at  1,165.

President  Kennedy  has  named  Brooks 
Hays,  former  president  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  of  Arkansas,  as  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  for  Congressional  rela- 
tions. Mr.  Hays,  who  served  as  president  of 
the  Convention  in  1957-58,  has  written 
several  religious  books.

Church  World  Service,  relief  agency  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches,  sent  $25,623,- 
275  worth  of  food  and  other  supplies  to  52 
countries  in  1960,  according  to  a  recent  re- 
port. This  aid,  along  with  other  immigration, 
refugee,  and  rehabilitation  projects,  affected 
some  ten  million  needy  persons.

In  an  action  which  may  encourage  more 
religious  programming,  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  has  proposed  a 
rule  requiring  radio  and  TV  station  owners, 
to  show  what  they  do  "to  meet  community 
desires  and  needs"  in  religious  broadcasts 
and  public  service  programs.

Too  many  church-supported  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  can  weaken  public 
education,  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
Division  of  Christian  Education  was  told 
recently.  Dr.  Ray  J.  Harmelink,  Associate 
General  Secretary  of  the  UP  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  said  that  competition  for 
money,  interest,  and  teachers  "could  weaken 
the  public  schools  at  the  time  when  they 
need  all  possible  support."  He  said  he  did 
not  feel  that  a  parochial  education  better 
equipped  a  person  for  participation  in  a 
Christian  community.

She 
left  Vanderbilt  in  1942  to  become  Dean  of 
Women  and  Assistant  Professor  of  English 
at  Western  Maryland  College,  later  served 
on  the  English  staff  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  before  coming  to  Chapel  Hill. 
In  1951,  she  was  on  leave  from  Chapel 
Hill  as  a  Pulbright  Lecturer  at  Philip- 
pine Normal  College.  In  1955  she  was 
granted  a  Delta  Kappa  Gamma  Society 
fellowship  to  study  the  history  of  deans 
of  women  in  American  colleges. 

Miss  Carmichael's  parents  have  long 
been  active  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Birmingham,  Alabama.  The 
church  honored  her  father  some  years  ago, 
upon  the  anniversary  of  his  35th  year  of 
election  to  the  post  of  elder;  last  year 
the  Church  again  honored  him  with  elec- 
tion to  the  post  of  elder  emeritus  (the 
first  such  position  in  that  church).  "In- 
deed," said  Miss  Carmichael,  "I  would 
not  want  to  fail  in  making  some  iden- 
tification between  my  activities  and  those 
of  my  father."

of  the  Foundation.  The  Foundation's  re- 
ceipts totaled  $36,109  in  1960. 

Montreal 

The  Mountain  Retreat  Association  re- 
ported that  twenty-one  groups  have  been 
entertained  in  the  Assembly  Inn,  which 
is  now  being  made  into  a  year-round 
hotel  for  conferences.  The  Association 
further  reported  that  Montreat-Ander- 
son  College  is  now  free  of  all  debt  and 
with  dormitory  space  now  provided  for 
300  students,  can  expect  capacity  enroll- 
ment in  the  near  future.  Total  income  for 
1960  was  $421,361. 

Presbyterian  Foundation 

The  Presbyterian  Foundation  reported 
that  it  now  administers  some  59  legacies 
and  has  total  assets  of  $2,790,716,  an  in- 
crease of  5  legacies  and  total  assets  of 
$144,830.  Total  income  now  being  distri- 
buted to  34  beneficiaries  amounted  to 
$107,927  in  1960.  The  Foundation  further 
reported  a  gift  in  real  estate  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Coy Moretz  of  Charlotte,  valued  at  $50,- 
000. 

PSCE 

The  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education  reported  an  enrollment  of  127 
during  the  1960-61  school  year,  the.  largest 
in  the  school's  history.  Students  come 
from  18  states  and  seven  foreign  coun- 
tries, representing  71  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. The  School  reported  the  loss 
of  Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite  from  the  facul- 
ty, where  she  has  served  since  1944.  (Dr. 
Henderlite  was  awarded  the  L.  H.  D.  de- 
gree from  Queens  in  1956.) 

Survey 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Presby- 
terian Survey  reported  that  the  Survey's 
circulation  reached  230,000  subscribers  in 
December,  1960,  and  more  than  550,000 
Presbyterians.  During  the  last  five  years, 
the  circulation  of  the  magazine  has  in- 
creased more  than  500%. 

Stillman  College 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Stillman  Col- 
lege reported  a  total  enrollment  for  the 
year  of  512,  representing  18  states  and 
three  foreign  countries.  The  school  was 
the  recipient  of  the  Birthday  Offering 
of  the  Women  of  the  Church,  in  the 
amount  of  $177,000.

The  Committee  on  Television,  Radio, 
and  Audio- Visuals,  in  its  report,  pointed 
out  that  it  had  not  made  extensive  ad- 
vances into  television  because  of  the  lack 
of  funds.

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SYNOD'S  COUNCIL  TO 
REPORT 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ral- 
eigh on  June  13-15  will  hear  a  report 
from  the  Synod's  Council  recommending 
that  the  nine  Presbyteries  of  Synod  ac- 
cept total  benevolence  askings  in  the 
amount  of  $2,652,968  for  1962.  This  is  an 
increase  over  the  current  year  of  only 
$31,259.  Broken  down  the  asking  repre- 
sents $1,525,618  for  General  Assembly's 
program,  and  $1,127,350  for  the  Synod's 
program. 

The  Assembly's  program  will  cover  the 
items  of  World  Missions,  which  is  the 
largest  single  item  in  the  entire  budget  in 
the  amount  of  $736,065;  Church  Extension 
—$304,574;  Christian  Education— $150,701; 
Annuities  and  Relief — $80,704;  General 
Fund  Agencies — $249,194;  and  Inter- 
Church  Agencies — $4,3'79. 

The  Synod's  Causes  will  represent  $628,- 
136  for  Higher  Education  which  includes 
Educational  Institutions,  $525,000;  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life,  $79,776;  and  Guidance 
Center,  $23,360;  Homes,  $265,000,  divided 
into  $210,000  for  the  Orphans'  Home  at 
Barium  Springs  and  $55,000  for  the  Home 
for  Senior  Citizens  at  High  Point;  Church 
Extension,  $97,802;  Christian  Education, 
$90,712;  and  Inter-Church  Relations, 
$6,700. 

It  will  also  be  recommended  to  Synod 
that  the  149th  Sessions  of  the  Synod  be 
held  at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, Laurinburg,  June  6-7,  1962,  and  that

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A  vr&ck  is  underway  on  the  11-story 
Witherspoon  Building,  Pliiladelphia,  the 
city's  first  skyscraper  and  headquarters  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  since  1896, 
specifically  to  remove  statues  of  prophets 
and  other  religious  figures  from  their  lofty 
perches  where  they  pose  a  hazard  to  street 
traffic  below.  Among  the  statues  are  John 
Witherspoon,  only  clergyman  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  Moderator 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  General  Assembly, 
as  well  as  President  of  Princeton  College, 
who  was  the  first  to  be  lowered  from  the 
building.  The  Presbyterian  Historical  So- 
ciety located  in  Philadelphia  hopes  to  pre- 
serve the  statues  which  include  James  Cald- 
well, Samuel  Davies,  Francis  Mackemie,  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh,  William  the  Conqueror, 
Martin  Luther,  George  Washington,  and  the 
Biblical  prophets.  The  enterprise  will  cost 
$200,000.

Dr.  John  Sutherland  Bonnell,  68,  one  of 
New  York's  best  known  clergymen,  has 
resigned  effective  January  31,  from  the  pul- 
pit of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  he  has  occupied  for  26  years. 
Dr.  Bonnell,  a  noted  radio  preacher,  is 
President  of  the  1,700-church  Protestant 
Council  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  Na- 
tional Chairman  with  the  Reverend  John  A. 
O'Brien  and  Rabbi  Maurice  N.  Eisendrath 
of  the  Commission  on  Religious  Organiza- 
tions of  the  National  Conference  of  Chris- 
tians and  Jews.  Since  Dr.  Bonnell,  a  6-ft.  3 
Canadian,  came  to  the  Fifth  Avenue  Church 
in  1935,  the  membership  has  grown  from 
700  to  2,500.

The  Certificate  of  Heroism  of  the  Na- 
tional Court  of  Honor,  Boy  Scouts  of 
America,  was  recently  awarded  Ronnie 
Lee  Young,  12,  for  saving  another  scout 
from  drowning.  William  C.  Godley,  Com- 
missioner of  District  3  in  which  Ronnie's 
Troop  22  is  located,  bestowed  the  award 
at  a  ceremony  in  Sugaw  Creek  Church, 
Mecklenburg  County.  Ronnie  is  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Young.

The  new  Westminster  Church  in 
Fayetteville  was  consecrated  April  9.  The 
Rev.  John  Stephenson  is  pastor.  Guest 
speaker  for  the  special  service  was  the 
Rev.  Robert  O.  F'reeman,  pastor  of  Ashe- 
pole  Church,  Rowland,  formerly  chairman 
of  the  Fayetteville  Presbytery's  Home 
Mission  committee.

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Spirituality  of  the  Church,  by  Ernest 
Trice  Thompson,  Richmond,  Virginia.  Dr. 
Thompson,  Professor  of  History,  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  delivered 
two  lectures  to  the  students  of  the  Seminary 
and  the  students  of  the  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education  under  the  sub-heads 
of  "The  Doctrine  Formed"  and  "The  Doc- 
trine Re-Formed",  and  these  appear  in  a 
48-page  booklet  with  a  preface  that  in- 
forms that  the  addresses  were  delivered  at 
the  request  of  the  Student  Council  of  the 
Seminary. 

Chapter  I  shows  that  the  conservative 
stand  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church 
on  Social  Issues  is  diametric  to  Calvinism, 
and  stems  from  the  position  the  South  was 
forced  into  because  of  the  prevailing  social 
issues  down  to  1861.  He  quotes  from  Dr. 
James  H.  Thornwell,  the  most  influential 
minister  in  the  South  just  before  the  War, 
who  maintained  for  the  Church  a  neutralist 
position  on  social  issues  which  he  designat- 
ed "spiritual",  meaning  issues  on  which  the 
Church  should  be  silent. 

The  first  chapter  traces  Presbyterianism 
in  America,  and  shows  how  it  nearly  de- 
feated itself  by  insistence  upon  an  educated 
ministry. 

The  second  lecture,  or  chapter,  tells  the 
story  of  the  arduous  task  of  a  few  leaders 
to  bring  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  back  to  historic  Calvinism  in  the 
realm  of  social  issues.  Dr.  Thompson  traces 
the  story  of  the  negro  in  the  South  since 
1865,  and  tells  of  the  Presbyterian  attitude 
towards  this  development.  He  shows  how 
the  breach  between  the  U.  S.  and  U.S.A. 
Presbyterian  Churches  both  widened  and 
narrowed  after  1861,  and  also  the  present 
status  of  the  relationship. 

Finally  he  declares  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  for  the  past  25  years 
recognized  social  responsibility  at  the  top 
level,  and  now  must  find  ways  of  bringing 
the  lay  membership  to  accept  this  respon- 
sibility.

S.  The  celebration  is 
in  connection  with 
the  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  North 
Carolina  June  13-15, 
and  will  be  held  the 
evening  of  June  14  in  Reynolds  Coliseum, 
Raleigh. 

Dr.  Jones  will  speak  about  "The  Mis- 
sion of  the  Presbyterian  Church,"  em- 
phasizing education  and  evangelism. 

Among  his  many  services  to  his  church, 
Dr.  Jones  has  served  as  chairman  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  vice-chairman  of  the  Board 
of  World  Missions,  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  1954,  and  a 
trustee  of  both  Davidson  College  in 
Davidson  and  Queens  College,  Charlotte. 

A  native  of  Laurinburg,  North  Carolina, 
Dr.  Jones  holds  degrees  from  Davidson 
College  and  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
and  did  postgraduate  work  at  New  Col- 
lege, Edinburgh,  Scotland.  He  served 
pastorates  in  Henderson  and  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  before  becoming  president 
of  the  Seminary  in  1956. 


MACKAY  ON  PRESBYTERIAN 
HERITAGE 

Dr.  John  Alexander  Mackay,  former 
President  of  Princeton  Seminary,  Prince- 
ton, New  Jersey,  will  be  one  of  two  fea- 
tured speakers  for  the  Centennial  Cele- 
bration of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  by  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina when  it  convenes  in  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Churdh,  Raleigh,  June  13-15. 

The  Centennial  Celebration  will  be  ob- 
served all  day  long  Wednesday,  June 
14,  reaching  a  climax  at  a  mass  rally 
in  Reynolds  Coliseum  Wednesday  night 
when  Dr.  Mackay  will  address  the  Synod 
on  the  subject,  "The  Heritage  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church". 

Dr.  Mackay  is  one  of  the  foremost 
Christian  statesmen  in  the  world.  He  is. 
a  native  of  Inverness,  Scotland,  and  holds 
degrees  from  a  dozen  or  more  institutions, 
including  the  University  of  Aberdeen, 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Madrid,  the  University  of  Lima, 
Peru,  the  University  of  Bonn,  Germany, 
Debrecen  University  in  Hungary,  and 
others. 

He  is  an  educator,  author,  lecturer,  and 
preacher. 

While  he  was  a  student  in  Madrid  in 
1915-16,  he  became  a  close  friend  of  the 
famous  Spanish  writer,  Miguel  De  Un- 
ameno. 

From  1925  to  1932,  Dr.  Mackay  was  a 
continental  evangelist  in  Latin  America, 
during  which  time  he  published  several 
books  which  have  passed  through  various 
editions  in  several  languages. 

In  1928,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mission which  drafted  the  Jerusalem 
message  at  the  famous  International  Mis- 
sionary Council  which  met  at  Jerusalem. 
He  was  also  prominent  at  the  Oxford 
Conference  of  1937  and  in  numerous  world 
conferences  including  the  Assembly  of  the 
World  Presbyterian  Alliance  in  which  he 
has  served  as  President. 

In  1944,  Dr.  Mackay  founded  the  well- 
known  theological  quarterly,  Theology 
Today,  and  was  its  editor  until  1951.  Dur- 
ing the  Second  World  War  he  was  a  reg- 
ular feature  writer  for  the  New  York 
Times  magazine. 

Dr.  Mackay  is  a  world  traveler,  and  re- 
cently returned  from  six  months  in  Asia. 
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BUILDING  DEDICATED 

Westminster  Church,  Raleigh,  dedicated 
its  new  Christian  Education  Building  on 
May  21.  Charles  H.  Little,  Jr.,  Moderator 
of  the  Session,  presided,  and  the  Rev. 
Charles  Lynn  Brown  of  White  Memorial 
Church  delivered  the  Dedicatory  Sermon. 
Greetings  were  extended  by  Rev.  E.  L. 
Barber,  Executive  Secretary  of  Granville 
Presbytery. 

The  building  was  completed  in  April 
and  occupied  for  the  first  time  on  Easter 
Sunday. 


INTER-CHURCH  RELATIONS 

Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell,  pastor  of  the 
Trinity  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
will  present  the  report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Inter-Church  Relations  to 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  when  it 
meets  in  June  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh. 

The  Inter-Church  Relations  Committee 
is  primarily  concerned  with  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  During  its 
latest  meeting  it  heard  reports  from  the 
Executive  Director  of  the  NCCC,  the  Rev. 
Morton  R.  Kurtz  of  Durham,  and  from 
the  official  representatives  to  the  Coun- 
cil— Mrs.  Karl  Burkhandt  of  Charlotte, 
the  Rev.  George  M.  Webb,  Shelby,  and 
the  Rev.  I.  Howard  Chadwick,  Charlotte. 

Dr.  Stell  will  recommend  to  Synod  a 
1962  budget  of  $6,700  for  the  Inter-Church 
Relations  Committee.  Attention  will  be 
called  to  the  25th  anniversary  celebration 
of  NCCC  in  Greensboro,  May  1-2. 

A  native  of  Dallas,  Texas,  Dr.  Stell  is  a 
graduate  of  Austin  College  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond.  He  has 
served  pastorates  in  Whiteville,  Chad- 
bourn,  Roanoke  Rapids,  and  in  Florida 
and  Mexico. 


THOUSANDS  LACK  PASTORS 

A  hundred  thousand  southern  Presby- 
terians are  without  ministers,  delegates 
to  Mecklenburg  Presbytery's  meeting  at 
Camp  Stewart  were  told  recently  by  the 
Rev.  James  O.  Speed,  Jr.,  who  heads  the 
Department  of  Recruiting  and  Scholar- 
ships for  the  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  Richmond,  Virginia. 

"Couple  this  with  the  fact  that  one 
Presbyterian  church  is  being  formed  each 
week  in  the  South,  and  the  need  for  min- 
isters becomes  more  and  more  critical," 
Mr.  Speed  declared.  "If  we  are  to  keep 
apace  with  the  population  explosion,  we 
are  going  to  have  to  open  two  churches 
a  week." 

The  Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution  to 
bring  a  team  of  seminary  students  and 
professors  to  the  area  to  visit  churches 
and  encourage  young  people  to  consider 
going  into  full-time  church  service.  The 
cavalcades  are  being  planned  for  next  fall.

Mr.  E.  B.  Crow,  Jr.  of 
Wilson  will  present  the  report  as  chair- 
man of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Be- 
quests and  Deferred  Gifts.

His  efforts  are 
credited  with  having  saved  many  lives 
by  establishing  relief  agencies,  ingenuous- 
ly devising  windmills  to  aid  farmers  in 
irrigation,  and  providing  jobs  for  the 
unemployed. 

Mr.  Moseley  is  on  furlough  in  the 
United  States  with  his  wife  and  three 
children. 

PJC  PRESIDENT  HONORED 

A  program  honoring  President  and  Mrs. 
Louis  C.  LaMotte  for  their  years  of  ser- 
vice at  Presbyterian  Junior  College,  Max- 
ton,  was  held  at  the  College  June  4.  The 
Board  of  Managers,  Alumni  Association, 
faculty,  staff,  and  students  all  joined  to- 
gether to  make  the  program  one  which 
gave  "recognition  to  the  leadership  and 
devotion  which  has  characterized  the 
lives  of  the  LaMottes  since  coming  to 
Maxton  in  1938." 

Dr.  LaMotte's  leadership  was  said  to 
have  resulted  in  a  continuing  program  of 
sound  Christian  Education  strengthening 
the  financial  condition  of  the  College, 
while  improving  the  standards  of  opera- 
tion, so  that  the  College  became  a  fully 
accredited  institution  in  1952. 

Mrs.  LaMotte  has  taught  English  at  the 
College,  assisted  in  the  Office  of  the 
President,  and  served  as  Acting  Registrar 
for  a  number  of  years.

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 
COMMITTEE  MEETS 

"In  an  era  of  increasing  secular  educa- 
tion, both  privately  and  publically  sup- 
ported, the  Church  must  marshall  its  re- 
sources for  the  Christian  orientation  of 
tomorrow's  leaders  in  its  own  education- 
al institutions."  This  will  be  a  portion  of 
the  report  presented  to  Synod  by  the 
chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions,  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam C.  Bennett. 

Dr.  Bennett,  pastor  of  the  Trinity  Ave- 
nue Church,  Durham,  will  report  that  in 
spite  of  the  need  for  effective  Christian 
influence  on  contemporary  culture, 
Synod's  Educational  Institutions  received 
$5,139  less  in  1960  than  in  1959. 

Dr.  Bennett's  Committee  convened  in 
Synod's  Office,  Raleigh,  on  May  9. 

The  Committee  heard  reports  from  the 
Sub-committee  on  Institutions,  Dr.  J.  B. 
Kirkland  of  N.  C.  State  College,  chair- 
man; and  the  Sub-committee  on  The 
Guidance  Center,  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Newell, 
Jr.,  of  Davidson,  chairman. 

Dr.  Roger  Decker,  Director  of  the  Guid- 
ance Center,  reported  on  the  Center's  Pro- 
gram, Attention  was  called  to  the  plans 
to  move  the  Center  from  Red  Springs  to 
St.  Andrews  College  Campus,  Laurinburg, 
in  August. 

The  Executive  Committee  approved,  of 
an  Essential  Budget  in  1962  of  $20,830 
for  the  Center,  and  also  of  "additional 
items  looking  towards  accreditation  of  the 
Center  by  the  American  Personnel  and 
Guidance  Association",  in  the  amount  of 
$2,530,  making  a  total  of  $23,360. 

The  Institutions  sub-committee,  after 
hearing  reports  from  Dr.  Grier  Martin, 
president  of  Davidson  College,  Dr.  Ansley 
C.  Moore,  president  of  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege, Mr.  Don  Farquharson,  treasurer  of 
Queens  College,  and  the- Rev.  W.  Priestly 
Conyers,  III,  assistant  to  the  president 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  submitted  a  proposed  budget 
for  these  colleges,  supported  by  Synod  in 
the  amount  of  $500,000. 

In  answer  to  a  request  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Peace  College  for  support 
in  1962,  the  Committee  declared,  "In 
faithfulness  to  the  prior  actions  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  July,  1960, 
this  Committee  declines  the  request  .  .  . 
for  financial  support  in  the  1961-62 
academic  year." 

Another  recommendation  adopted  by 
the  Committee  was  that  Synod  approve 
the  appointment  of  two  members  of  the 
Sub-committee  on  the  Guidance  Center 
to  serve  with  representatives  of  Synod's 
Executive  Committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tions in  presenting  to  the  churches  of 
the  Synod  information  regarding  the  Vo- 
cational Guidance  Center,  the  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  Charlotte,  and  Dr.  Decker  to  be 
Advisory  members  of  tlie  Committee.

QUEENS  COLLEGE  ANNOUNCES 
LARGE  GIFTS 

Dr.  Edwin  R.  Walker,  President  of 
Queens  College,  recently  announced  two 
gifts  to  the  College  of  $500,000  each  re- 
spectively from  Mr.  Charles  A.  Dana  of 
New  York,  Manufacturer,  banker,  and 
philanthropist  and  Irwin  Belk,  Charlotte 
business  executive.  The  latter  gift  is  to 
be  known  as  the  Carol  G.  Belk  Endow- 
ment Fund. 

Mr.  Dana's  gift  must  be  matched  by  one 
million  dollars  raised  by  the  college.  Of 
this  amount  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foun- 
dation of  Winston-Salem  has  already 
made  a  contribution  of  $100,000. 

Mr.  Belk  has  been  a  generous  benefactor 
of  the  College  by  a  number  of  gifts  in  re- 
cent years  including  Carol  Hall,  a  bust  of 
President  Walker,  and  participation  in 
the  building  of  Belk  Chapel  in  honor  of 
his  father,  the  late  W.  H.  Belk,  and  his 
uncle,  the  late  Dr.  John  M.  Belk;  also  in 
the  erection  of  Belk  Residence  Hall,  hon- 
oring his  mother,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Belk,  an 
alumnae  of  the  College  and  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Mr.  Dana  made  a  challenge  gift  of 
$360,000  in  1959  for  the  erection  of  the 
Dana  Classroom  Building.  The  gift  was 
matched  by  the  College  and  was  dedicated 
in  October,  1960.  Also  in  1959  Mr.  Dana 
established  the  Dana  Scholarships  with  an 
initial  grant  of  $200,000,  to  cover  the  first 
five  years  of  the  program. 


BAKER  RETIRES 

Dr.  Frank  F.  Baker,  a  native  of  the  Thya- 
tira  Presbyterian  Church  near  Mooresville, 
is  retiring  after  35  years  as  a  missionary  to 
Brazil.  Actually  Dr.  Baker  went  to  Brazil  in 
1913  as  a  teacher  in  the  Evangelical  Institute 
at  Lavras.  He  was  officially  appointed  as  a 
missionary  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.  by  the  Board  of  World  Missions 
in  1915. 

Dr.  Baker  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  of  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Irene  AUyn,  who 
was  a  teacher  of  music  in  the  School  at 
Lavras  at  the  time  of  their  marriage  in 
December,  1915. 

Commenting  on  his  retirement.  Dr.  Baker 
said,  "I  am  sorry  that  I  have  reached  retire- 
ment age  and  have  to  leave  fair  Brazil 
where  I  have  lived  mostly  since  1913." 

His  work  lay  in  three  fields,  to  wit, 
Evangelism,  Administration  of  Gammon 
Institute  for  25  years  during  which  time  he 
served  as  its  President,  and  Teaching  dur- 
ing the  past  seven  years  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Campinas. 

Of  his  wife.  Dr.  Baker  writes,  "Irene 
taught  for  a  time,  and  after  marriage,  was 
busy  in  Church  work,  especially  active  in 
the  woe  work  of  the  Church  in  Brazil.  She 
and  Miss  Genevieve  Marchant  were  instru- 
mental in  the  organizing  of  the  first  Presby- 
terial, which  organization  now  is  thorough- 
ly set  up  and  bearing  fruit  as  the  Women  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Brazil,  with  full 
time  Executive  Secretary". 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  will  make  their  home 
at  Mission  Court  in  Richmond,  Virginia. 
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SYNOD'S  EVANGELISM 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  committee 
of  Church  Extension  to  Synod  will  reveal 
that  the  net  gain  for  Synod  in  1960  was 
1,718  in  contrast  to  1,930  in  1959,  and  2,143 
in  1958,  or  1.20%  in  contrast  to  1.37%  last 
year.  The  annual  rate  of  increase  was  less 
than  average  for  the  previous  five  years, 
1.94%. 

The  Report  will  urge  Synod  to  endeavor 
to  take  steps  to  improve  the  situation 
which  has  been  in  effect  since  1954  at  a 
diminishing  rate  of  accessions  to  the 
Church. 

Since  1940  the  Synod  has  increased 
from  90,905  to  144,784  in  1961,  or  by  53,879 
(59.27%). 

The  number  of  professions  of  faith  in 
1960  was  3,904,  442  fewer  than  in  1959. 

The  number  of  churches  reporting  no 
professions  of  faith  in  1960  was  163,  in 
contrast  to  151  in  1959.  The  average  num- 
ber of  churches  without  a  minister  dur- 
ing 1960  was  aproximately  128.  The  re- 
port points  out  that  these  for  the  most 
part  are  churches  which  report  no  pro- 
fessions of  faith.  As  of  December  31,  1960, 
there  were  111  vacant  churches  not  count- 
ing those  with  supplies. 

There  are  645  churches  in  the  Synod 
in  contrast  to  641  last  year. 

There  were  1,916  adult  baptisms  in  1960 
in  contrast  to  2,239  during  1959.  Infant 
baptisms  dropped  by  396  from  2,916  to 
2,520. 

The  Synod  continues  to  grow  more 
slowly  than  the  average  for  the  General 
Assembly,  and  among  the  16  Synods, 
North  Carolina  ranks  9th  for  1960,  and 
tenth  for  the  period  1950-1960.  The  Synod 
of  Florida  again  led  the  Assembly  in 
growth  with  an  increase  of  4.79%.  Florida 
also  has  the  best  record  since  1950  with 
a  percentage  growth  of  77.49. 

The  General  Assembly  grows  faster  per- 
centage-wise than  the  Baptist  Church  in  . 
North  Carolina,  but  the  Synod  grows  at 
a  slower  rate,  though  at  a  more  rapid 
rate  than  the  Methodists. 

The  Synod  ranks  16th  in  the  Assembly 
in  spiritual  birthrate  and  likewise  in  'the 
soul-winning  ratio,  the  number  of  per- 
sons required  to  win  a  person  to  Christ. 
Mississippi  stood  first  at  19.46  and  the 
Synod  last  at  36.50.  The  average  for  the 
Assembly  was  32.65. 

Among  the  Presbyteries  Orange  led  the 
Synod  in  net  gain,  2.68%  and  for  the 
period  1940-1960,  Albemarle  continued  to 
lead  with  a  gain  of  100%,  in  spite  of  reg- 
istering a  net  loss  for  1960. 

The  Synod  increase   for  the  twenty- 
year-period  was  59.27%. 

For  spiritual  birthrate  Albemarle  led 
again  with  3.05%  growth  by  professions 
of  faith.  Albemarle  also  ranks  first  at 
4.28%  for  the  period  1952-1960.  The  same 
Presbytery  led  the  Synod  last  year  in 
the  soul-winning  ratio  at  32.73,  and  for 
the  period  1952-1960,  at  24.54. 


NEW  SANCTUARY 

The  Myers  Park  Church,  Charlotte,  held 
a  service  of  the  Laying  of  the  Corner- 
stone for  their  new  sanctuary  on  May  21. 
The  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie,  pastor, 
preached  the  sermon.  Those  participating 
in  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner- 
stone were:  Harold  J.  Dillehay,  chairman 
of  the  Long-Range  Planning  Committee; 
William  F.  Mulliss,  chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee;  James  M.  Alexander, 
chairman  of  the  Organ  Committee;  Wil- 
liam B.  McGuire,  chairman.

NEW  DORM

dents. Queens  College  in  Charlotte  plans 
to  build  a  $370,000  new  dormitory  within 
the  next  year. 

Trustees  of  the  college  met  recently 
and  authorized  the  new  dorm,  which  will 
accommodate  110  students.  The  dormitory 
is  expected  to  be  ready  for  use  by  Sep- 
tember, 1962.

CCL  COMMITTTEE  MEETS 


DENDY  ON  CURRICULUM 


The  Executive  Committee  on  Campus 
Christian  Life  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  met  May  9  at  Synod's  Office 
Building  with  the  Chairman,  Rev.  Ar- 
chie G.  McKee  of  Lenoir,  presiding. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Hill,  Moderator  of  the 
Westminster  Fellowship  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  reported  that  there  are 
approximately  fifteen  Westminster  Fel- 
lowship groups  organized  in  the  State, 
and  that  recently  the  State  Body  estab- 
lished a  Missions  Committee  to  take  steps 
to  finance  a  missionary. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  heard 
reports  from  the  Sub-committee  on  Pro- 
gram and  Personnel,  chaired  by  Dr.  Carey 
Bostian  of  Raleigh;  the  Sub-committee 
on  Budget  and  Finance,  Dr.  John  Gra- 
ham, Chapel  Hill,  Chairman;  and  the 
Special  Committee  on  Audio-visual  Pro- 
gram for  Synod,  Rev.  E.  Lee  Willingham, 
Chairman.  Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin,  Synodi- 
cal  President,  reported  that  the  Women- 
of-the-Synod  will  endeavor  to  raise  $50,- 
000  in  1962-63  for  the  Student  Center  at 
Woman's  College. 

Reports  were  heard  from  the  Synod's 
seven  local  Campus  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittees as  follows:  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  Dr.  Dan  A.  Mar- 
tin, Chairman;  N.  C.  State  College,  Ral- 
eigh, Dr.  J.  B.  Kirkland,  Chairman;  Duke 
University,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Dukes,  Dur- 
ham, Chairman;  Woman's  College,  Uni- 
versity of  N.  C,  Greensboro,  Dr.  A.  S. 
Keister,  Greensboro;  East  Carolina  Col- 
lege, Greenville,  Dr.  Steve  Bartlett,  Green- 
ville, Chairman;  Wake  Forest,  Winston- 
Salem,  Rev.  W.  R.  Smith,  Jr.,  Winston- 
Salem,  Chairman;  and  Charlotte,  Student 
Work  Among  Nurses,  Rev.  David  E.  Wil- 
kinson, Chaplain. 

The  Executive  Committee  adopted  an 
absolute  minimum  Spending-Program 
budget  of  $79,777  to  be  recommended  to 
the  Stewardship  Committee  and  Synod.

FUNDS  TO  COLLEGES 

The  North  Carolina  Foundation  for 
Church  Related  Colleges  has  allocated 
$403,615  to  25  colleges,  bringing  to  $1,- 
500,000  the  amount  raised  and  distributed 
by  the  foundation  during  its  eight  years 
of  existence,  it  was  recently  announced 
by  the  executive  director,  Paul  Kolb,  in 
Winston-Salem. 

The  sum  distributed  this  year  was  do- 
nated by  274  business  and  industrial  con- 
cerns in  the  state,  which  were  solicited 
by  teams  of  college  presidents  on  behalf 
of  the  foundation.  The  funds  go  to  col- 
leges not  supported  by  tax  funds,  60% 
divided  equally  among  the  25  cooperating 
colleges  and  the  remainder  allocated  on 
an  enrollment  basis  except  where  the 
donor  specifies  the  amount. 

The  amount  raised  last  year  was  $360,- 
000. 
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LAUBACH  AT  SYNOD 

"The  Communist  Threat — The  Christian 
Answer"  will  be  Dr.  Frank  C.  Laubach's 
subject  when  he  speaks  to  the  Presby- 
terian Synod  of  North  Carolina  June  14, 
in  Raleigh.  The  world  renowned  literacy 
missionary,  recently  returned  from  Viet- 
nam, Cambodia,  Thailand,  and  other  Far 
East  trouble  areas,  will  talk  about  action 
by  the  Christian  Churches  that  could  turn 
the  tide  of  retreat  against  the  massive 
Communist  offensive. 

"This  is  a  race,"  Dr.  Laubach  said. 
"Either  we  do  something  for  the  millions 
who  are  starving,  or  the  Communists  will. 
Either  America  lifts  up  the  world,  not 
with  gifts  but  by  teaching  others  to  help 
themselves,  or  we  are  lost." 

For  almost  30  years  the  name  "Lau- 
bach" and  the  phrase,  "Each  One  Teach 
One"  have  been  nearly  synonymous.  Dr. 
Laubach  began  his  literacy  work  among 
the  Moros  of  the  Philippine  Islands  in 
1929,  and  for  the  past  20  years  he  has 
worked  on  literacy  projects  in  97  coun- 
tries with  missions,  private  agencies,  for- 
eign governments,  the  U.  S.  Government 
and  UNESCO.  In  a  total  of  274  languages, 
Dr.  Laubach  and  local  committees  have 
developed  teaching  primers,  so  adults 
could  learn  to  read  their  own  language. 

Recently,  Dr.  Laubach  has  been  organ- 
izing an  "army  of  compassion",  a  posi- 
tive Christian  approach  to  Communism. 
It  is  dedicated  to  the  removal  of  ignor- 
ance and  poverty,  around  the  world, 
forming  "Companies  of  100"  which  give 
one  dollar  a  week  per  member;  this  $5,200 
is  used  to  support  technical  missions.  In 
the  past  several  years.  Dr.  Laubach  has 
also  used  television  in  the  United  States 
to  combat  illiteracy  here. 

Born  in  Pennsylvania,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Laubach  now  live  in  New  York  City.  Dr. 
Laubach,  who  is  the  author  of  seven 
books,  received  his  education  at  Prince- 
ton University,  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  his  Ph.D.  from  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. Six  Colleges  have  awarded  him 
honorary  degrees. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meets 
June  13-15,  and  Wednesday,  June  14  will 
be  observed  as  Presbyterian  Centennial 
Day.  Presbyterians  from  all  over  the 
state  will  gather  for  the  celebration,  cli- 
maxed by  Wednesday  night's  meeting  at 
Reynolds  Coliseum. 


Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, will  address  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  on  June  13  when  it 
convenes  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh.  Dr.  Dendy  will  speak  on 
the  new  "Covenant  Life  Curriculum" 
which  will  be  presented  to  the  entire 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
in  1962.  The  assurance  of  the  church  re- 
ceiving the  epoch-making  educational  ma- 
terial next  year  was  made  possible  recent- 
ly by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  meeting  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  as  a  result  of  the  Assembly 
voting  approval  of  a  loan  by  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia in  the  amount  of  one  and  one- 
half  million  dollars. 

Dr.  Dendy,  a  native  of  Georgia,  is  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States.  Before  coming  to 
his  present  position  in  1953,  he  served  as 
Moderator  of  several  Presbyteries  and  of 
the  Synod  of  Florida.  Dr.  Dendy  was  edu- 
cated at  Presbyterian  College,  Clinton, 
S.  C;  the  University  of  Tennessee;  King 
College,  Bristol,  Virginia;  Columbia  Theo- 
logical Seminary;  and  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland. 

"The  Covenant  Life  Curriculum"  about 
which  Dr.  Dendy  will  speak,  is  an  im- 
provement program  for  the  curriculum  of 
study  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
underway  since  1955.  It  began  when  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  requested 
a  group  of  prominent,  capable  theologians, 
pastors,  educators,  and  other  leaders  to 
describe  what  Christian  education  should 
be  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  1962 
will  see  this  curriculum  launched 
throughout  the  churches.  Dr.  Dendy's  ad- 
dress will  be  given  in  connection  with  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Christian  Education,  to  be  submitted  to 
Synod  by  the  Committee's  Chairman,  Rev. 
James  E.  Fogartie. 

Dr.  Dendy  has  served  pastorates  in 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  and 
Florida.  He  is  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly's  Advisory  Council  on  Evange- 
lism and  a  Trustee  of  Agnes  Scott  Col- 
lege, and  was  formerly  Chairman  of  the 
Religious  Education  Field  Council.

MISSIONARY  IN  AFRICA 

Rev.  David  McLean,  missionary  to  the 
Belgian  Congo  and  a  native  of  Eagle 
Springs,  recently  described  his  experiences 
in  that  country  in  a  letter  to  Misses  Emily 
and  Ella  Dowd  of  Carthage. 

Mr.  McLean  has  been  in  the  Congo  for 
the  past  two  years,  but  his  family  was 
forced  to  return  home  when  fighting 
broke  out  there  last  summer. 

Mr.  McLean  served  the  Australian  Red 
Cross  at  Bakwanga  as  an  interpreter.  One 
of  the  jobs  was  burying  the  dead.  "One 
time  we  buried  in  one  grave  75  men, 
women,  and  children  who  were  killed  in 
a  massacre  in  the  church  there." 

He  described  a  raid  which  took  place 
at  his  station  as  follows:  "The  young 
soldiers  came  through  burning  the  houses 
and  killing  the  people  and  we  had  to  be 
doctors,  nurses  and  refugee  keepers  to 
about  2,000  people."  On  another  raid 
soldiers  stole  Mr.  McLean's  car  and  loot- 
ed the  houses  around  the  station,  killing 
and  mutilating  two  white  neighbors. 

Mr.  McLean  points  out  that  the  natives 
are  particularly  careful  that  nothing  hap- 
pens to  him  and  other  missionaries.  "One 
old  fellow  stood  up  to  six  soldiers  who 
had  come  for  my  car  and  told  them  they 
could  not  have  it.  Then  they  pointed  their 
guns  at  him  and  said,  'We  will  kill  you,' 
He  answered,  T  am  not  afraid  to  die.  I 
am  a  Christian,  but  you  can't  have  the 
car.' "  A  soldier  .  .  .  hit  him  with  his  gun 
and  knocked  him  unconscious.  They  went 
away  with  the  car.  When  I  next  saw  him 
he  was  crying  because  he  had  let  them 
take  the  car." 

Mr.  McLean  was  taken  prisoner  five 
times,  but  was  recognized  and  allowed  to 
leave.  Once  when  he  was  captured,  the 
soldiers  wanted  to  kill  him,  but  he  was  al- 
lowed to  go  free  when  a  soldier  whom  he 
had  previously  aided  recognized  him. 


CHURCH  CONSTRUCTION  DECLINE 

The  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  reported  from 
Washington  in  May  that  April  construc- 
tion on  Churches  was  slightly  down  from 
the  same  month  in  1960,  actually  about 
three  millions  below,  or  $73,000,000.  This 
was  $1,000,000  less  than  for  March  and 
$4,000,000  less  than  for  February,  but  in 
line  with  a  general  downward  trend  in  all 
types  of  non-residential  privately  financ- 
ed construction. 


UPUSA  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  holding  its 
annual  meeting  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  elect- 
ed a  Los  Angeles  businessman  moderator, 
succeeding  Dr.  Herman  L.  Turner  of  Atlanta, 
Ga. 

Paul  D.  McKelvey,  the  only  lay  candidate 
for  titular  head  of  the  3,259,011  member 
denomination,  was  elected  on  the  second 
ballot.  The  head  of  a  real  estate  manage- 
ment firm,  Mr.  McKelvey  has  served  on 
the  denomination's  General  Council  and  as 
vice  chairman  of  its  Long-Range  Planning 
Committee.  In  1954  he  was  named  Presby- 
terian Churchman  of  the  Year  for  Southern 
California. 


UP-USA  ENDORSES  MERGER 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.,  holding  its  annual  General  As- 
sembly meeting  in  Buffalo,  New  York, 
voted  overwhelmingly  by  more  than 
900  commissioners  for  the  four-way 
merger  of  churches  first  advanced  by 
Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake  of  Philadelphia, 
Stated  Clerk. 

Proposing  union  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian, Protestant  Episcopal,  and  Metho- 
dist Churches  and  the  United  Church  of 
Christ,  the  plan  envisions  "establishment 
of  a  United  Church  truly  catholic,  truly 
reformed  and  truly  evangelical." 

Specifically,  the  action  invites  the 
Episcopal  Church  "to  join  with  us  in  an 
invitation  to  the  Methodist  Church  and 
United  Church  of  Christ  to  explore  the 
establishment  of  a  United  Church  .  .  ." 
The  resolution  sets  up  a  nine-man  com- 
mittee to  implement  provisions  for  union, 
with  Dr.  James  I.  McCord,  president  of 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  as  chair- 
man. 


In  an  evangelism  conference  preceding 
the  General  Assembly,  the  Rev.  George  W. 
Weber,  administrator  of  New  York  City's 
interdenominational  East  Harlem  Protestant 
Parish,  accused  the  church  of  "incredible 
complacency  in  an  era  of  rapid  change" 
and  declared  the  church  is  failing  to  pro- 
duce serious,  consecrated  members. 

The  "mortal  weapon"  against  Communism 
will  be  "the  simple  deeds  and  everyday 
actions  of  those  who  live  the  Christian  life," 
declared  Dr.  Herman  L.  Turner,  retiring 
moderator.  Speaking  at  a  Communion  serv- 
ice opening  the  denomination's  173rd  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  he  said  that  the  presenta- 
tion of  Christ,  particularly  in  foreign  lands, 
"must  not  be  degraded  to  the  level  of  blat- 
ant propaganda.  "It  must  be  demonstrated 
by  a  life  of  deep  conviction  and  sincerity." 

The  Assembly  authorized  the  preparation 
of  a  new  book  of  Common  Worship  jointly 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S. 
(Southern).  The  project  is  supposed  to  be 
completed  about  1970.

Dr.  Marion  Boggs  of  Little  Rock,  Arkan- 
sas, former  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  addressed  the  UP-USA 
Church  and  declared,  "Some  of  us  had 
hoped  we  could  celebrate  our  100th  Anni- 
versary by  the  reunion  of  all  Presbyterians 
in  this  country".  Dr.  Boggs  was  applauded 
at  this  point.  He  voiced  a  hope  for  con- 
tinued efforts  toward  reunion,  saying  that 
the  "great  principles  of  Presbyterianism  are 
vital  to  the  Church"  as  a  whole.

Governor  Nelson  Rockefeller  of  New  York, 
in  an  address  to  the  2,000  representatives 
to  the  Assembly,  commended  the  Presby- 
terian U.S.A.  Church  for  efforts  on  behalf 
of  ecumenicity.

Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly,  reported  that  the 
denomination's  membership  in  1960  stood 
at  3,259,011,  an  increase  of  49,329  over  the 
previous  year.  He  also  reported  total  con- 
tributions at  $270,269,859,  or  about  $11,- 
000,000  more  than  in  1959. 


MODERATOR  -  NOMINEE 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of  the  Cove- 
nant Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  is 
slated  to  become  the  next  moderator  of 
the  Presbyterian  Synod  when  it  meets  at 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,- June 
13-15.  Dr.  Hall  was  nominated  at  last 
year's  sessions  at  East  Carolina  College, 
Greenville.  He  will  succeed  J.  B.  Brewer 
of  Rocky  Mount  in  the  highest  elected 
office  of  the  Synod. 

Dr.  Hall,  a  native  of  Covington,  Tennes- 
see, is  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
ministers  in.  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.  He  holds  degrees  from  Southwestern 
University,  Tennessee,  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Theological  Seminary,  Kentucky, 
and  his  Ph.  D.  from  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland.  In  addition,  he  has 
done  post-graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Berlin,  Germany. 

Dr.  Hall  served  pastorates  in  Mississippi 
Kentucky,  and  Alabama  before  coming 
to  North  Carolina,  and  has  been  in  his 
present  pastorate  since  1946.  He  has  ser- 
ved as  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Ala- 
bama, and  as  a  member  of  numerous 
Boards  and  Committees  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.  S.,  among  them  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  and  the 
Committee  on  Higher  Education.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  and  a 
Trustee  of  both  Davidson  and  St.  Andrews 
Colleges. 

In  interdenominational  service,  Dr.  Hall 
has  been  President  of  the  Charlotte  Coun- 
cil of  Churches,  and  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  Mecklenburg  Council, 
Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Among  other  civic 
activities,  he  is  Director  of  the  Charlotte 
Rotary  Club.

HOMES  REPORT  GOOD  YEAR 

The  Rev.  Jerry  C.  McCann,  pastor  of  St. 
Paul  Presbyterian  Church,  Greensboro, 
will  report  to  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  on  June  13  as  Chairman 
of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Homes. 
The  Synod  will  convene  for  its  annual 
meeting  June  13-15  at  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Raleigh.  The  report  will 
be  presented  during  the  afternoon  of  the 
opening  day.  Wednesday,  June  14  will  be 
observed  as  Presbyterian  Centennial  Day. 
A  great  rally  of  Presbyterians  from  all 
over  the  State  will  be  on  hand  for  the 
Centennial  observance  Wednesday.  The 
climax  of  the  meeting  will  be  Wednes- 
day night  at  Reynolds  Coliseum.  A  choir 
of  approximately  300  voices  will  render 
special  music  under  Professor  Raymond 
Kreiner  of  Peace  College. 

The  report  will  include  a  recommenda- 
tion for  changing  the  name  of  the  Or- 
phans' Home  to  "Barium  Springs  for 
Children."  During  the  past  year,  225 
children  have  been  served  by  the  Home 
with  training  or  education,  and  buildings 
on  the  campus  are  being  modernized. 

It  will  be  reported  that  Mrs.  Charles  G. 
Gambrell  of  New  York  and  Charlotte  is 
providing  the  William  Henry  Belk  Me- 
morial Fund  in  the  amount  of  $10,000 
for  William  Black  Home,  Montreat.  The 
income  from  this  Fund  is  to  be  used  to 
provide  vacations  for  retired  Ministers 
and  their  wives. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  at  High  Point 
for  senior  churchmen  increased  its  cap- 
acity from  90  to  105  during  1960,  by  virtue 
of  adding  a  series  of  apartments.  Another 
addition  is  scheduled  for  completion 
about  May,  1962.

Ministers'  Salaries  will  report  in  June  on 
the  special  assignment  given  to  it  by 
Synod  last  year  regarding  the  provision 
for  retired  ministers  and  their  wives  be- 
ing cared  for  in  the  Presbyterian  Home. 

J.  B.  Brewer,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, will  present  a  recommendation 
that  the  minister  avail  himself  of  the 
Social  Security  program.  "We  would  also 
urge  that  each  church  work  with  the 
minister,  and  where  possible,  to  pay  the 
Social  Security  cost  for  their  minister,  in 
order  that  these  funds  may  supplement 
the  income  the  minister  will  receive  un- 
der the  Ministers'  Annuity  Program." 

In  the  hope  that  the  movement  will 
spread  to  all  Synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  the  Committee  will  recom- 
mend that  the  Committee  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work  and  Synod  take  "all  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquaint  other  Synods  with 
the  history  and  results  of  the  movement 
in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina".

ASKINGS  AND  ACCEPTANCES 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  be 
told  by  Synod's  Council  when  it  meets  in 
June  that  the  Presbyteries  and  churches 
of  Synod  were  asked  for  $2,621,709  for 
Assembly  and  Synod  benevolences  in 
1961,  and  that  the  Presbyteries  and 
churches  have  accepted  only  $1,942,632,  or 
$679,077  less  than  apportioned.  They  were 
asked  to  give  $1,509,959  to  Assembly's 
Causes  and  accepted  $1,193,560,  or  $316,- 
399  less  than  apportioned.  They  were 
asked  to  give  $1,111,750  for  Synod's  causes 
and  acc^ted  $749,072  or  $362,678  less. 
The  amount  accepted  of  Synod's  askings 
for  Synod's  Causes  is  67.3%.  A  year  ago 
the  Presbyteries  accepted  for  1960,  $721,- 
474  which  was  69.27%  of  askings. 


WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery  held  its  spring 
meeting  at  Trinity  Church  in  Winston-Salem 
May  9. 

President  D.  Grier  Martin  of  Davidson 
College  addressed  the  Court  on  the  pro- 
gress of  that  institution.  William  P.  Boyle 
spoke  about  his  missionary  activities  in 
Japan. 

Thomas  I.  Smith,  West  Jefferson  minis- 
ter, was  named  Moderator-elect  of  the  Pres- 
bytery. 


FIRE 

One  of  the  oldest  historical  landmarks 
in  Alamance  County  was  gutted  in  May 
when  fire  struck  Stoney  Creek  Church, 
Burlington.  Firemen  said  that  the  blaze 
was  caused  by  lightning.  No  estimates  of 
the  monetary  damage  were  available,  but 
members  of  the  congregation  said  con- 
siderable expense  would  be  necessary  to 
repair  the  building.  There  is  a  possibility 
that  a  new  building  will  be  constructed, 
rather  than  attempting  to  remodel  the 
present  sanctuary. 

Stoney  Creek  Church,  one  of  the  oldest 
churches  in  the  county,  was  founded  in 
1775.  The  first  church  erected  was  also 
later  destroyed  by  fire.  The  present  build- 
ing was  constructed  in  1854. 


CLINIC  IN  PREACHING 

The  fourth  Clinic  in  Preaching  sponsor- 
ed by  Duke  University  Divinity  School, 
will  be  conducted  July  3-14,  for  twenty 
ministers  of  any  Protestant  denomination 
now  in  the  active  ministry  who  gradu- 
ated from  theological  school  before  1956. 

A  series  of  five  lectures  will  be  deliver- 
ed each  week.  One  series  will  be  delivered 
by  the  distinguished  English  theologian 
and  preacher,  H.  H.  Farmer,  of  Cambridge 
University.  The  other  series  will  be  de- 
livered by  Dr.  Stuart  Henry,  Associate 
Professor  of  American  Christianity  in  the 
Divinity  School  of  Duke  University  and 
a  graduate  of  that  school. 

Each  member  of  the  clinic  will  be  re- 
quired to  preach  two  sermons.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  Dr.  James  T.  Cle- 
land,  Dean  of  the  Chapel,  Duke  Univers- 
ity, Durham,  N.  C. 


COLLEGE  ENROLLMENT 

Enrollment  in  North  Carolina  colleges 
and  universities  has  increased  nearly  50 
per  cent  during  the  past  six  years,  ac- 
cording to  figures  published  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction. 

Enrollment  has  increased  by  about  18,- 
000  since  1955  and  4,000  over  last  year. 
Total  enrollment  for  all  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  the  state  is  67,183  for 
this  year,  compared  to  45,967  in  1955  and 
63,022  for  the  last  school  year. 

Public  college  enrollment  went  up  48.8 
per  cent  while  private  institutions  record- 
ed an  increase  of  43.3  per  cent.  There  are 
a  total  of  35,504  students  in  public  in- 
stitutions, and  31,679  in  private  schools. 

Another  statistic  shows  that  the  gap 
between  the  number  of  men  and  women 
in  college  has  widened  during  the  six- 
year  period.  Men  now  outnumber  women 
by  14,000  as  compared  to  only  9,000  in 
19Ei5. 


SEMINARY  COMMENCEMENT 

Sixty-five  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degrees 
were  conferred  during  commencement 
exercises  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  May  21-23.  Eleven 
candidates  for  the  Master  of  Theology  de- 
gree, and  one  for  the  Doctor  of  Theology 
degree  received  diplomas. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Rice  Lacy,  Jr.  delivered 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on  May  21. 
Dr.  Lacy  is  Pastor  of  the  College  Church, 
Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia,  and  President 
Emeritus  of  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  D.  T.  Moore,  Treasurer  of  Green- 
brier Military  School,  Lewisburg,  West 
Virginia,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  delivered  the 
commencement  address  entitled,  "Some 
Ideals  for  the  Future". 

The  Rev.  James  Arthur  Cogswell,  Mis- 
sionary to  Nagoya,  Japan,  was  the  re- 
cipient of  the  Doctor  of  Theology  degree. 


"OPERATION  ABOLITION"  FILM 

Fulton  Lewis  III,  Narrator  and  Techni- 
cal Director  of  the  controversial  film, 
"Operation  Abolition",  admitted  recently 
in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  that  an 
"Operation"  had  been  performed  on  the 
movie  to  correct  a  mistake  in  the  original 
version,  copies  of  which  have  been  shown 
in  many  cities  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Lewis,  son  of  news  commentator, 
Fulton  Lewis,  Jr.,  disclosed  the  changes 
after  showing  of  the  corrected  film  to  a 
Providence  College  audience.  The  mis- 
take, he  said,  was  in  narration  involving 
West  Coast  Labor  Leader  Harry  Bridges. 

Mr.  Lewis,  in  answer  to  a  question 
from  the  audience,  said  he  doubted  that 
there  was  a  single  Communist  in  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches. 

Mr.  Lewis  also  disclosed  that  17  minutes 
of  the  film  had  been  deleted,  though  he 
stated  this  was  done  because  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  film  was  too  lengthy. 


WORLD  MISSIONS 

Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  and 
mission-church  property  were  unharmed 
in  the  recent  military  coup  in  Korea,  ac- 
cording to  the  Board  of  World  Missions. 
The  Presbyterian  Seminary  was  closed  for 
a  few  days  as  a  precaution.  "None  of  our 
property  has  been  damaged  and  no  mis- 
sionary injured  or  molested,"  wrote  the 
Rev.  John  Somerville  from  Seoul.  Sixty- 
two  Presbyterian  U.  S.  missionaries  are 
at  work  in  Korea,  where  there  has  been 
a  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mission  since  1892. 

Just  back  from  the  Congo,  a  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  missionary  doctor  says  that 
the  problem  of  hunger  facing  the  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  refugees  in  the 
south  Kasai  province  may  be  overcome 
by  September.  Dr.  Henry  Nelson,  who 
has  been  working  at  Luebo,  reported  that 
crops  planted  are  beginning  to  mature, 
and  United  Nations  relief  personnel  feel 
the  hunger  problem  will  be  over  by  early 
fall.

NEWS  AT  LARGE 

Dr.  Paul  S.  Minear,  professor  of  Biblical 
theology  at  Yale  Divinity  School,  has  been 
named  first  Director  of  Faith  and  Order 
for  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  His  ap- 
pointment was  recently  announced  by  Dr. 
Roswell  P.  Barnes  of  New  York,  the  WCC's 
executive  secretary  in  this  country,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  U.  S.  Conference  for 
the  WCC  in  Pennsylvania.

The  Russian  Orthodox  Church,  which  has 
remained  outside  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  since  the  Council's  formation  in 
1948,  has  now  applied  for  membership.  The 
Council  is  the  world's  largest  ecumenical 
organization,  comprising  176  Protestant, 
Anglican  and  Eastern  Orthodox  autonomous 
church  bodies  in  more  than  50  countries. 
Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Fry,  New  York,  Chair- 
maii  of  the  WCC's  90-member  Central  Com- 
mittee and  President  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  made  the  announce- 
ment at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  U.  S. 
Conference  for  the  WCC,  meeting  in  Penn- 
sylvania. The  Russian  Orthodox  Church's 
decision  to  apply  for  membership  was  made 
on  March  30  at  a  meeting  of  its  six-man 
Holy  Synod,  it  was  disclosed  in  Moscow.

A  special  hotel  to  accommodate  visiting 
clergymen  of  all  denominations — Roman 
Catholic,  Protestants  and  Jewish — has  been 
opened  in  Amsterdam  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Third  Order  Secular  of  St.  Francis.

The  Rev.  Edward  S.  Frey  of  River  Edge, 
N.  J.,  Executive  Director  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church's  Department  of  Church 
Architecture,  received  the  1960  Elbert  M. 
Conover  Memorial  Award  for  "excellence 
in  fostering  spiritual  values  in  the  creation 
of  ecclesiastical  edifices."  Named  in  memory 
of  Mr.  Conover,  noted  authority  on  religious 
architecture,  the  award  was  made  by  the 
Church  Architectural  Guild  of  America  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania.

A.  R.  MacKenzie  of  Richmond,  Va.  Mr. 
MacKenzie  is  a  native  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  and  has  served  as  pastor  to 
St.  Giles'  Cathedral,  the  Mother  Church 
of  Presbyterianism  in  Edinburgh. 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

American  Bible  Society  distribution  of 
Scriptures  around  the  globe  reached  a 
rate  of  2,600  per  hour  in  1960. 

The  total  included  1,253,626  Bibles,  1,- 
925,007  Testaments  and  20,031,852  Gospels 
or  portions.  They  were  distributed  in  75 
countries  in  277  languages  and  36 
"characters"  such  as  braille  and  Arabic. 

The  Society's  1960  Scripture  distribu- 
tion showed  a  32%  gain  over  the  previous 
year.  Yet,  the  Society's  report  said,  "The 
rate  of  distribution  is  woefully  inadequate 
when  we  consider  the  swarming  majority 
of  the  peoples  of  the  world  who  have  yet 
to  be  reached  with  the  Gospel."  Popula- 
tion increases  are  outdistancing  Scripture 
distribution. 

By  the  end  of  1960,  the  Bible  had  been 
published  in  whole  or  part  in  a  total  of 
1,165  languages. 
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PRESBYTERIANS  IN 
GOVERNMENT  (Senate) 

Presbyterians  are  well  represented  in 
the  government  of  their  state.  There  are 
six  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Senate  who  are  active  Presbyterians,  and 
eighteen  members  of  the  House. 

SENATE: 

Claude  Currie,  Durham,  from  the  14th 
Senatorial  District,  represents  the  coun- 
ties of  Durham,  Granville,  and  Person.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  has  been  elected  to  the  post 
of  State  Senator  four  times  before  his 
present  term. 

Thomas  C.  Stone,  from  Stoneville,  is  a 
Presbyterian  Deacon.  A  graduate  of 
Davidson  College,  he  has  been  elected  as 
a  Representative  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly six  times.  As  a  Senator,  he  represents 
the  counties  of  Caswell  and  Rockingham, 
in  the  15th  District. 

Ralph  H.  Scott,  Haw  River,  and  repre- 
senting Alamance  and  Orange  Counties, 
was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Deacons  in 
his  church  from  1938-1950.  A  graduate  of 
North  Carolina  State  College,  he  was 
County  Commissioner  from  1944-50,  and 
elected  as  Senator  from  the  16th  Dis- 
trict twice  before  his  present  term.  He 
formerly  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Synod's  Executive  committee  on  Church 
Extension. 

Neill  H.  McGeachy,  Jr.,  Fayetteville,  is 
a  Presbyterian  Deacon.  He  serves  the  10th 
District,  Bladen,  Brunswick,  Columbus, 
and  Cumberland  Counties.  A  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  the  UNC  Law 
School,  Mr.  McGeachy  is  a  former  Na- 
tional Chairman  of  the  U.S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

.  Dennis  Shelton  Cook,  Lenoir,  is  a  Pres- 
byterian Deacon  and  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Men's  Bible  Class.  A  graduate  of 
the  UNC  and  Emory  University,  he  repre- 
sents the  28th  District,  the  counties  of 
Alexander,  Burke,  and  Caldwell. 

Du  Brutz  Cutlar  Moore  of  Lumberton  is 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Deacons.  He 
represents  Robeson  County,  the  11th  Dis- 
trict, and  is  a  graduate  of  UNC. 


PRESBYTERIANS  IN 
GOVERNMENT  (Representatives) 

"It  is  the  duty  of  all  citizens  to  take  an 
interest  in  good  government,"  says  Irving 
Belk  of  Charlotte,  who,  as  a  House  Repre- 
sentative from  Mecklenburg  County  does 
more  than  take  an  interest  in  his  govern- 
ment. The  same  thought  would  seem  to 
hold  true  with  Mr.  Belk's  church  life.  A 
member  of  Myers  Park  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  his  activities  include: 
serving  on  the  Board  for  the  Council  of 
Church  Architecture  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.;  as  a  member  of  the  Home 
Mission  Committee  for  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery;  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Historical  Foundation  of  the  Presby- 
terian and  Reformed  Churches  at  Mon- 
treat;  and  as  Co-Chairman  of  Missions 
projects  for  the  Men  of  the  Church. 


J.  Henry  Hill,  Jr.,  a  Representative 
from  Catawba  County,  expresses  the  an- 
alogous nature  of  dual  roles  as  Christian 
and  Statesman  when  he  says,  "I  am  work- 
ing to  further  the  interests  of  my  church 
and  Presbytery,  as  well  as  my  country 
and  state,  since  I  feel  that  they  each 
hold  uppermost  the  benefit  of  the  ma- 
jority." 

Mr.  Hill,  a  member  of  First  Church, 
Hickory,  was  President  of  the  Usher's 
Guild  in  1957-58,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Men's  Club. 
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Neill  Lauchlin  McFadyen,  Representa- 
tive from  Hoke  County,  stated  his  beliefs 
on  the  Presbyterian  in  government  when 
he  said,  "Our  State  Constitution  is  based 
on  the  Presbyterian  form  of  government, 
therefore  it  is  fitting  that  our  church 
should  have  members  in  the  governing 
bodies  of  our  state." 

Mr.  McFadyen,  Raeford,  was  a  Deacon 
in  his  church  from  1940  to  1949,  and  since 
that  date  has  been  an  Elder.  He  was  a 
Commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  in  1958. 


Mecklenburg  County,  has  been  a  Deacon 
in  Covenant  Church  since  1927. 


Grace  T.  Rodenbough  of  Walnut  Cove, 
Stokes  County,  formerly  a  teacher  at 
Salem  College,  has  served  many  years  as 
a  Sunday  School  teacher. 

Mrs.  Rodenbough's  husband's  family 
have  been  Presbyterians  for  hundreds  of 
years. 


Edward  H.  Wilson,  Blanche,  N.  C,  is  a 
Representative  from  Caswell  County  but 
goes  to  church  in  Virginia.  He  says,  "I 
am  at  present  an  Elder  in  the  Shelton 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  Danville, 
Virginia.  This  is  a  very  unusual  situation 
I  assure  you — being  a  Representative  from 
a  County  in  North  Carolina  and  attending 
church  in  Virginia.  My  grandparents  werei 
charter  members  of  this  church  and  four 
generations  of  us  have  attended  this 
church.  My  father  is  also  an  Elder  in 
the  church." 


Herbert  Clifton  Blue,  Aberdeen,  and 
Representative  from  Moore  County  serv- 
ed as  the  Superintendent  of  Cypress  Sun- 
day School  from  1930  to  1940,  and  a 
Deacon  from  1931-41.  He  is  now  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Bethesda  Sunday  School 
and  was  elected  an  Elder  at  that  church 
in  1946. 


James  C.  Green,  Clarkton,  has  been  a 
Deacon  in  his  church  for  ten  years  and 
was  the  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School 
in  1959.  This  is  his  first  term  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  representing  Bladen  Coun- 
ty. "There  is  much  which  I  have  yet  to 
learn,"  Mr.  Green  said,  "But  I  will  state 
that  the  great  responsibility  of  serving 
and  legislating  for  more  effective  State 
and  County  government  not  only  requires 
much  study  and  diligence  but  makes  one 
realize  more  fully  the  frailty  of  humanity 
and  the  necessity  of  divine  counsel  and 
guidance." 


William  Z.  Wood,  Winston-Salem,  For- 
syth County,  has  served  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Men  of  the  Church  and  a 
Sunday  School  teacher;  Hugh  S.  John- 
son, Rose  Hill,  Duplin  County,  has  been 
a  Deacon  since  1940.  Mack  Stewart  Isaac 
of  Newland,  Avery  County  was  a  Deacon 
from  1941  to  1958. 


Harlon  Holcombe,  Burnsville.  Yancey 
County,  has  been  a  Presbyterian  Elder 
since  1954;  Ashley  M.  Murphy,  Atkinson, 
Pender  County,  is  also  an  Elder  in  his 
church.   Ernest   L.   Hicks   of  Charlotte, 


Lacy  Herman  Thornburg,  Sylva,  repre- 
senting Jackson  County,  has  served  as 
the  President  of  the  church,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  for  four  years,  and 
Deacon  for  two  years  in  his  church. 

Roscoe  Drake  McMillan  of  Red  Springs, 
Robeson  County,  has  also  been  an  active 
worker  in  his  church,  haying  taught  Sun- 
day School  since  1936,.  setved  as  a  Dea- 
con from  that  date  until  1950  when  he 
was  elected  Elder,  and  in  1956  he  was 
Moderator  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery.

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CHURCH  EXTENSION  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Church 
Extension  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina will  report  to  the  148th  Sessions  of 
the  Synod  meeting  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Raleigh  June  13-15,  that 
since  1950  the  Synod  has  contributed 
$110,588  as  grants-in-aid  for  the  building 
of  new  churches. 

The  report  will  be  presented  by  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Mclnnis,  Minister  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Henderson  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee. 

The  report  goes  on  to  point  out  that 
currently  there  are  40  ministers  and  two 
lay-workers  besides  two  Executive  Secre- 
taries in  four  of  the  nine  Presbyteries  who 
receive  support  in  44  Home  Missions  fields 
serving  102  churches. 

Immediate  needs  for  new  building  in 
Home  Mission  fields  total  $669,700,  and 
the  Synod  has  been  asked  to  contribute 
$60,000  towards  these  projects. 

The  Synod  lends  funds  to  Home  Mis- 
sion Churches  for  building  new  churches 
and  manses,  and  has  in  excess  of  $150,000 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  gave  in 
1960  for  all  programs  of  Church  Exten- 
sion (Assembly,  Synod,  Presbyteries,  and 
local  Churches)  $829,000. 

The  Committee  is  presenting  a  budget 
for  1962  in  the  amount  of  $97,802. 

CHURCH  DEDICATION 

The  Siler  City  Church  held  a  two-fold 
service  May  14  to  dedicate  its  new  church 
and  install  its  new  minister,  the  Rev. 
Douglas  L.  Paulson.  The  first  service  was 
held  with  Rev.  Scott  M.  Poole,  New 
Bern,  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  in 
the  pulpit. 

The  combined  installation  and  dedica- 
tion service  was  held  in  the  afternoon, 
with  Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  executive  secretary 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  presiding  over  the 
installation  service.  Rev.  H.  R.  Montgom- 
ery, pastor  of  Greenwood  Church,  Greens- 
boro, preached  the  sermon,  and  the 
charge  to  the  minister  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Grover  C.  Wrenn,  elder  of  the  Siler 
City  Church. 

Rev.  Kay  M.  Misenheimer,  pastor  of 
Park  Avenue  Church,  Burlington,  and  a 
former  pastor  of  the  church,  gave  the 
charge  to  the  congregation. 

The  Siler  City  Church  was  first  or- 
ganized in  March,  1950.  It  now  has  a 
membership  of  150  persons. 

NEW  BUILDING 

The  First  Church  in  Whiteville  voted 
unanimously  to  construct  a  new  Educa- 
tion Building. 

The  building  will  include  an  assembly 
hall  seating  more  than  250,  sixteen  class- 
rooms, a  study,  a  library,  and  a  kitchen. 
The  Rev.  Charles  W.  Worth  is  pastor  of 
the  church,  and  T.  Ward  Guy  is  chair- 
man of  the  building  committee. 


MRS.  KING  RETIRES 


After  40  years  sing- 
ing in  the  choir  of 
First  Church  in  Wil- 
son, Mrs.  Robert  W. 
King  retired  in  Sep- 
tember, 1960.  Along 
with  this  unusual  re- 
cord of  choir  service, 
Mrs.  King  taught  Sun- 
day School  in  the 
Nursery  Department 
for  25  years,  and  serv- 
ed two  terms  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Women 
of  the  Church.  She  re- 
ceived Life  Member- 
ship in  the  Women  of 
the  Church  in  1958. 
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SYNOD  AND  ASSEMBLY 
COMPARED 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  led  the 
General  Assembly  (16  Synods)  in  total 
gifts,  in  total  to  benevolences,  and  total  to 
current  expenses  in  1960.  The  grand  total 
of  gifts  was  $14,202,683,  which  is  $28,272 
less  than  the  year  before.  • 

Synod  asked  the  Presbyteries  to  give  a 
total  of  $2,526,756  to  Assembly  and  Synod 
Causes  combined  during  1960.  Total  gifts 
reported  were  $2,350,522  (in  contrast  to 
$2,430,640  the  previous  year),  or  93.03%  of 
askings.  The  Assembly  received  $22,025 
less  in  1960  than  in  1959,  and  Synod's 
Causes  received  137o  less  or  $58,093.  The 
two  causes  together  received  $80,118  less 
than  in  1959. 

North  Carolina  stopd  11th  (8th  a  year 
ago)  in  1960  among  the  Synods  in  the 
percentage  of  gifts  made  to  Assembly's 
Causes  in  relation  to  apportionments. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  gave  a 
total  of  $14,202,339  in  1960.  Of  this  $3,- 
545,829  went  to  benevolences  (budgeted — 
$2,383,957;  non-budgeted— $1,161,872) ;  cur- 
rent expenses,  $7,445,153;  building  expen- 
ses, $3,211,357;  combined,  $10,656,510. 

Total  per  capita  giving  dropped  below 
the  previous  year  and  likewise  benevolence 
per  capita  giving;  however,  current  ex- 
penses increased  from  49.79%  to  51.42. 
Following  is  a  summary  and  comparison 
with  1959:

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  ranked 
9th  among  the  16  Synods  in  total  per 
capita  giving  in  the  General  Assembly  in 
1960  (8th  in  1959).  Tennessee  was  first  at 
$112.13.  In  Benevolence  per  capita.  North 
Carolina  ranked  5th  (4th  in  1959).  Ap- 
palachia  was  first  at  $34.13. 

It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  the 
members  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
withheld  a  minimum  of  $13,306,621  or 
48.37%  of  their  tithe  in  relationship  to 
income  in  1960.  The  income  of  Presby- 
terians in  1959  is  conservatively  estimat- 
ed at  $275,089,600.

Billy  attends  White  Memorial  Church 
where  he  is  President  of  the  Senior  High 
Fellowship  and  last  year  was  the  United 
Christian  Youth  Movement  representa- 
tive. Active  in  sports  and  school  activities, 
Billy  plans  to  study  pre-med  at  UNC. 

ECUMENICAL  MEETING 

The  Sixth  Annual  Ecumenical  Institute 
for  Christian  Leaders  to  be  sponsored  by 
the  Southern  Office  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  Churches,  will  meet  from  June  11- 
16  in  Black  Mountain.  Approximately  100 
protestant  clergy  and  laymen  from  over 
20  states  will  gather  at  Blue  Ridge  As- 
sembly. 

The  theme  will  be,  "Our  Unity  in  the 
Holy  Spirit,"  and  Bible  study  will  be  at 
the  center  of  the  Institute  curriculum  as 
in  previous  years. 


RECEIVES  AWARD 

W.  H.  Randall,  Jr.,  of  Lillington,  was 
one  of  three  members  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  honored 
recently  for  service 
to  their  communities 
and  to  their  profes- 
sion. Mr.  Randall, 
co-owner  of  the  Kel- 
ly and  Randall  Drug 
Co.,  Lillington,  re- 
ceived the  annual 
Robins  "Bowl  of 
Hygeia  Award"  and 
was  inducted  into 
the  N.  C.  Academy 
of  Pharmacy  at  the 
association's  annual 
convention  in  Greensboro. 

Mr.  Randall,  a  graduate  of  UNC,  Chapel 
Hill,  is  now  in  his  second  term  as  Deacon 
at  the  Lillington  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  is  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School.  He  is  past  chairman  of  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Committee  and  Treasurer 
of  his  church. 

Mr.  Randall  belongs  to  a  number  of 
Civic  Clubs,  and  in  1958  was  named  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award  Winner  and 
Man  of  the  Year  by  his  city.  He  is  mar- 
ried and  has  two  daughters. 


DAVID  LAWRENCE— 
"PEACE  CORPS" 

David  Lawrence,  Editor  of  the  U.  S. 
News  and  World  Report,  recently  wrote 
that  30,000  Yankee  missionaries  beat 
President  Kennedy  to  the  gun  as  a  Peace 
Corps.  He  pointed  out  that  there  are 
about  26,000  American  Protestant  mis- 
sionaries on  foreign  fields  and  some  6,700 
Catholics,  and  that  these  missionaries  not 
only  carry  out  a  spiritual  mission  in 
preaching  and  teaching  Christianity  but 
in  addition  are  doing  just  about  every- 
thing that  the  President's  Peace  Corps 
would  be  expected  to  do.  The  only  dif- 
ference is  that  the  missionaries  in  most 
cases  are  seasoned  and  experienced  men 
and  women  who  have  been  trained  on 
their  jobs  and  who  are  dedicated  to  an 
ideal. 

Mr.  Lawrence  went  on  to  point  out 
that  missionaries  teach  school,  build  and 
man  hospitals,  supply  medical  aid  and 
educate  doctors  and  nurses,  develop  social 
welfare  programs,  and  supply  technical 
skills.  He  added  that  they  include  specia- 
lists in  agriculture  and  in  mechanical 
skills. 

The  Kennedy  plan  calls  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  $5  to  $10  million  dollars  a  year, 
but  the  Protestant  Churches  of  America 
are  spending  $163  million  a  year  and 
Catholics  $40  million  on  foreign  missions. 

Mr.  Lawrence  concluded  by  saying  that 
all  this  work  is  being  accomplished  with- 
out fanfare  and  without  trumpeting  from 
the  housetops;  and  further,  that  it  is 
purely  voluntary  and  costs  the  govern- 
ment and  the  taxpayers  nothing. 


CHURCH  ANNIVERSARY 

The  West  Haven  Church,  Rocky  Mount, 
held  a  10th  anniversary  and  home-com- 
ing celebration  in  May. 

The  two-day  observance  included  a 
special  program  to  review  the  outstand- 
ing events  in  the  church  over  the  past 
10  years.  The  Rev.  Russell  Fleming,  Ral- 
eigh, and  former  pastor  of  the  church, 
delivered  the  sermon  and  spoke  to  a 
youth  meeting. 

The  Rev.  John  N.  Miller  is  pastor  of 
the  church. 
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COMMENCEMENT  AT  FMC 

Commencement  exercises  were  held  at 
Flora  Macdonald  College  in  Red  Springs 
May  28-29.  The  program  included  Dr. 
Hugh  Anderson,  a  native  Scotsman  and 
professor  of  Biblical  Theology  at  Duke 
University  in  Durham,  who  preached  the 
baccalaureate  sermon;  and  North  Caro- 
lina's Senator  Sam  J.  Ervin,  Jr.,  who  de- 
livered the  address  to  the  graduates. 

The  annual  Commencement  Concert 
was  presented  on  May  27,  and  Senior 
Vespers  held  the  following  evening,  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  Robert  Gustafson,  as- 
sociate professor  of  Bible. 
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SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

Sunday  Schools  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  showed  a  gain  of  only  429  dur- 
ing 1960.  This  was  less  than  the  rate  of 
communicant  growth.  Six  Presbyteries  re- 
ported losses.  Only  Granville,  Mecklen- 
burg, and  Orange  reported  gains.  Meck- 
lenburg had  the  largest  increase  in  num- 
ber, 666,  and  Granville  the  largest  per- 
centage increase,  422  members  at  4.20%. 

For  the  period  since  1940,  Albemarle 
leads  the  Synod  with  a  growth  of  112.09% 
followed  by  Mecklenburg.  Kings  Moun- 
tain ranks  last  for  the  period  at  35.45%. 
The  Synod  increase  during  the  same 
period  was  73.16%. 
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DR.  WINSTON 

Dr.  Ellen  Winston,  head  of  the  State 
Welfare  Department,  and  a  member  of 
the  First  Presbyterian,  Raleigh,  has  been 
appointed  to  a  Federal  Commission  to  re- 
commend Federal  Welfare  Legislation  for 
the  1962  session  of  Congress.  She  is  one- 
of  twenty  persons  across  the  Nation  ap- 
pointed to  the  Committee  by  Abraham 
Ribicoff,  Secretary  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare.

The  ninth  annual  Meredith  College 
School  of  Christian  Studies,  recently  an- 
nounced by  college  president  Carlyle 
Campbell,  will  be  held  on  the  Meredith

Three  of  the  nation's  great  religious 
leaders  will  head  the  staff:  (1)  Dr.  Wil- 
liam D.  Davies,  Professor  of  Biblical 
Theology  at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York,  who  will  lecture  on  "Studies 
in  the  New  Testament."  (2)  Dr.  George 
S.  Hendry,  Professor  of  Systematic  Theo- 
logy, Princeton  Theological  Seminary, 
who  will  lecture  on  "Developments  in 
Contemporary  Theology";  and  (3)  Dr. 
Samuel  H.  Miller,  Dean  of  Harvard  Divin- 
ity School,  who  will  lecture  on,  "Confes- 
sions of  an  Age:  Religion  Seen  in  Con- 
temporary Literature."

The  148th  annual  session  of,  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  convened  in  Raleigh 
June  13-15  with  a  record-breaking  at- 
tendance. In  addition  to  600  commission- 
ers, there  were  more  than  200  women-of- 
the  Synod  present,  jointly  convening  with 
Synod. 

Synod  voted  to  meet  in  Laurinburg  at 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  June 


5-7,  1962,  with  emphasis  to  be  given  to 
World  Missions  Tuesday  night. 

Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  Minister  of  the 
Covenant  Church,  Charlotte,  was  elected 
Moderator  for  the  1961  Meeting  of  Synod 
and  the  Reverend  George  L.  Riddle  of  the 
First  Church,  Cherryville,  was  elected 
Moderator-nominee. 

Celebrated 

^Wednesday  was  Centennial  Day,  obser- 
ving the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States.  Dr. 
John  A.  Mackay,  world  Presbyterian  lead- 
er and  Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  brought  ad- 
dresses in  Reynolds  Coliseum,  North 
Carolina  State  College,  Wednesday  night. 
Some  1,200  Presbyterians  were  present  for 
the  occasion  which  was  marred  by  the  ex- 
cessive heat  and  humidity  and  the  failure 
of  the  public  address  system. 

An  attractive  display  of  Presbyterian 
history  and  Agencies  of  the  Church  was 
available  in  Reynolds  Coliseum. 

Synod's  Office  was  dedicated  Wednes- 
day afternoon  with  the  Moderator  bring- 
.ing  an  appropriate  message.  A  barbecue 
supper,  provided  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  E.

MEN'S  CONFERENCE 

By  Jim  Barrus 

The  annual  Conference  of  the  Men  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  held  at 
Montreat  June  16-18. 

There  were  in  excess  of  600  men  and 
250  women  in  attendance,  said  to  be  the 
largest  number  to  ever  attend  a  Synod's 
Men's  Conference. 

The  same  group  of  men  from  the  Mul- 
berry Church  in  Charlotte  who  handled 
the  stage  setting  in  1960  repeated  their 
fine  performance  this  year.  Dr.  Grier 
Davis,  Director  of  Montreat,  was  so  im- 
pressed with  the  setting  that  he  request- 
ed the  arrangements  to  remain  for  the 
summer  conferences. 

A  choir  of  35  men  was  organized  under 
the  direction  of  Donald  B.  Plott,  Director 
of  Music  at  Davidson  College. 

A  large  number  of  ministers  is  re- 
ported as  having  been  in  attendance  for 
the  Conference. 

The  Graves  Memorial  Church  of  Clin- 
ton registered  30  men,  including  their 
minister,  the  Rev.  M.  C.  McQueen.  This 
was  the  largest  delegation  from  a  single 
church. 

Fayetteville  Presbytery  had  the  largest 
number  in  attendance  for  a  Presbytery. 

Dr.  Paul  Tudor  Jones  was  effective  as 
the  keynote  speaker  and  among  other 
challenges  put  before  the  men  was  that 
of  encouraging  young  men  to  heed  the 
call  of  the  ministry. 

Twenty  discussion  groups  dealing  with 
Evangelism,  Stewardship,  and  Church 
Leadership  were  participated  in  by  re- 
presentatives to  the  Conference. 

More  than  500  attended  the  Sunday 
morning  Communion  Service  at  7  o'clock. 

During  the  business  sessions  the  follow- 
ing officers  of  the  Men's  Council  were

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"BELONGING" 

Some  years  ago  the  late  Mr.  R.  H.  Bach- 
man  of  Edenton,  a  public  school  superin- 
tendent and  ruling  elder  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  was  elected  Moderator  of 
Albemarle  Presbytery,  on  which  occasion 
he  said  that  early  in  life  he  learned  that 
he  found  time  for  three  things  only; 
namely,  his  home,  his  church,  and  his 
work. 

One  wonders  how  anyone  who  is  faith- 
ful to  these  three  vocations  finds  time  to 
join  the  many  organizations  to  which 
some  are  attached. 
/The  Reverend  Raymond  T.  Bosler,  Edi- 
tor of  the  Indiana  Criterion,  a  Roman 
Catholic  Publication,  recently  asked  the 
question,  "Why  Should  A  Catholic  Join 
Any  Anti-communist  Organization?"  He 
already  belongs  to  God's  own  anti-com- 
munist organization. 

Mr.  Bosler  went  on  to  say  that  the  way 
to  overcome  Communism  is  to  learn  the 
lesson  God  is  teaching  us  by  permitting 
Communism.  "We  are  being  punished  for 
our  failure  to  live  the  revolutionary  social 
teachings  of  the  Gospel.  We  are  being 
punished  for  our  failure  to  recognize  the 
brotherhood  of  man  and  the  unity  of  the 
human  race". 

He  continues  by  saying  that  Communism 
exists  because  Christians  have  not  rec- 
ognized the  social  implications  of  the 
Gospel,  have  been  nationalistic  instead  of 
internationally  minded,  and  because 
wealthy  Christian  states  have  not  shared 
their  riches  and  "know-how"  with  less 
fortunate  nations;  and  because  the 
wealthy  landowners  in  so-called  Catholic 
countries  have  refused  to  recognize  the 
obligations  in  social  justice  to  share  their 
wealth  with  the  poor;  and  finally  because 
those  who  bear  the  name  of  Christ  have 
failed  to  see  Christ  in  the  Negro,  the 
Chinese,  the  Mexican. 

This  Catholic  writer  is  indeed  departing 
from  the  traditions  of  his  own  church, 
and  stands  with  a  host  of  Protestant 
leaders  who  have  for  decades  now  taught 
both  the  social  implications  of  the  Gos-

He  is  married  to  the  former  Alice  Finley 
of  Iva,  South  Carolina,  and  they  have  one 
daughter,  June. 

He  served  churches  at  Forest  City  and 
Ellenboro  prior  to  going  to  CherryviUe  in 
1938,  where  he  has  been  pastor  since,  except 
for  five  years  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  Army.

pel  and  the  ecumenicity  of  Christianity. 

There  is  sufficient  work  to  be  done 
within  the  Church  itself  for  all  Christians 
to  give  as  much  of  their  time  as  possible, 
and  if  they  do  so,  there  will  be  little  time 
left  for  membership  in  John  Birch  So- 
cieties, or  for  that  matter,  service  clubs. 


PRESBYTERIAN  MISSION 

Dr.  James  A.  Jones,  President  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  addressed  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  on  June  14,  in 
connection  with  the  Centennial  Celebra- 
tion of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  on  the  theme,  "The  Mis- 
sion For  Which  We  Are  Meant". 

Asserting  that  "grave  danger  always 
besets  -the  celebration  of  so  notable  an 
event  as  a  Centennial",  Dr.  Jones  enunciat- 
ed three  principles  as  the  mission  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  the  future;  name- 
ly, "to  recognize  that  as  the  Church  we 
are  evangelists  with  God's  word  of  grace 
and  judgment  to  all  men  and  to  their  con- 
ditions; to  recover  that  true  piety  which 
makes  us  more  like  unto  the  people  who 
are  fashioned  in  His  holiness;  and  to  re- 
vive in  our  midst  the  authority  of  the  be- 
lieving Community,  lest  we  make  Christ 
our  lackey  and  fail  thus  to  be  His  ser- 
vants". 

Dr.  Jones  said  that  in  turning  to  the 
future  we  should  do  so  "without  fear  or 
dismay". 

After  calling  the  Sjniod's  attention  to 
the  "engulfing  of  our  civilization"  in 
corporate  sin,  he  pointed  out  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  in  1960  reported  163 
organized  churches  as  having  failed  to 
add  a  single  member  on  profession  of 
faith,  and  that  "it  required  36  Presby- 
terians working  12  months  to  gain  one 
convert  for  Christ".  Described  in  terms  of 
ministers,  it  "took  two  months  for  each 
minister  in  the  Synod  to  persuade  one 
man  that  there  is  a  Saviour". 

"What  is  our  mission",  asked  Dr.  Jones. 
"The  chief  mission  is  to  be  clear  on  our 
function — as  light  for  men  who  sit  in 
darkness,  and  as  bearers  of  the  word  of 
life  to  those  upon  whom  the  ominous 
shadow  of  death  has  fallen". 

"The  Church  does  not  fulfill  its  assign- 
ment of  gospel  bearing  by  having  a  suc- 
cessful evangelistic  season  annually ...  we 
hear  it  said  that  the  Church's  function  is 
'spiritual',  and  that  it  degrades  itself  when 
it  becomes  ensnared  in  'political'  or  'eco- 
nomic' or  'social'  matters.  It  is  advised  by 
some  who  call  themselves  its  friends  to 
'preach  the  gospel',  as  if  that  meant  to 
talk  about  anything  except  the  current 
and  schismatic  involvements  of  our  times 
.  .  .  but  let  it  never  be  imagined  that  the 
Church  can  perform  its  mission  in  pro- 
claiming the  gospel  of  redemption  apart 
from  offering  a  word  of  judgment  upon 
the  very  conditions  which  are  created  and 
sustained  by  the  power  of  sin  .  .  .  this 
world  of  ours  is  hurt — seriously,  if  not 
mortally, — by  the  breaches  bred  by 
racism  .  .  .  colored  peoples  of  the  world 
who  comprise  four-fifths  of  the  human 
race,  are  no  longer  tolerant  of  the  sub- 
jugation which  permitted  their  being  ex- 
ploited with  ease  and  which  consigned 
them  to  an  inferior  status  in  the  coun- 
cils of  mankind.  No  man  knows  how  to 
resolve  such  a  complex  issue,  but  few  men 
have  had  the  courage  to  stand  up  and 
say  what  lies  at  the  root  of  the  misery  is 
such  sin  as  makes  all  of  us  without  justi- 
fication or  excuse. 

"This  observance  of  our  Centennial 
should  remove  obscurity  and  name-calling 
for  we  mark  a  heritage  that  made  Knox 
pray  for  the  whole  of  Scotland,  constrain- 
ed Calvin  to  search  for  a  divine  society, 
that  compelled  Augustine  to  work  for  a 
veritable  City  of  God;  and  that  learned 
from  its  Master  to  pray  that  the  Holy 
Will  of  His  Father  would  be  done  'in  earth 
as  it  is  in  heaven' ". 

Under  the  head  of  "the  recovery  of  a 
true  piety".  Dr.  Jones  declared  that  we

Laubach 

Dr.  Frank  C.  Laubach,  world  renowned 
apostle  to  illiterates,  drew  an  overflow 
crowd  Wednesday  morning  in  the  sanct- 
uary of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  was  preceded  by  the  Rev.  William  B. 
Moseley  of  Brazil. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  addressed  Synod  on  the  new 
"Covenant  Life  Curriculum"  Tuesday 
night  in  connection  with  the  Report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  on  Christian 
Education. 

Peace  College 

Synod  took  an  action  to  join  with  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  as  defend- 
ant in  the  case  pending  in  the  Coiu-ts  to 
determine  the  rights  of  the  First  Presby-- 
terian  Church,  Raleigh  to  continue  to  op- 
erate Peace  College. 

Council  Report 

Synod's  Council  presented  a  benevolence 
budget  for  the  causes  of  the  General  As- 
sembly and  Synod  totahng  $2,652,968,  of 
which  $1,525,618  is  for  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  $1,127,350  for  Synod's  causes. 

Synod  also  adopted  a  recommendation 
of  the  Council  relating  to  Long-Range 
Planning,  calling  for  an  eight-year  em- 
phasis on  Stewardship,  alternating  stress 
on  this  phase  of  the  church's  program 
beginning  in  1962  and  capital  funds  cam- 
paigns respectively  in  1963  for  the  General 
Assembly,  in  1966  for  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  and  in  1969  for  Davidson  Col- 
lege. 

Synod  limited  the  period  for  payment 
of  pledges  in  any  capital  gifts  campaign 
to  two  years. 

The  Stewardship  Committee  was  au- 
thorized to  bring  together  representatives 
from  the  governing  bodies  of  institutions 
and  agencies  of  Synod  contemplating 
campaigns  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
the  whole  program  of  Stewardship  in  the 
Synod. 

Recruitment 

Several  reports  and  speakers  urged 
upon  Synod  the  great  need  for  emphasis 
on  recruitment  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

Synod  approved  of  a  campaign  by  the 
Women-of-the-Synod  in  1962-1963  to  raise 
$50,000  for  the  Student  Center  at  Women's 
College,  University  of  North  Carolina, 
Greensboro.

GOD-GIVEN  HUMAN  RIGHTS 

The  400-member  Huntersville  Presby- 
terian Church  (M)  recently  supported  its 
minister.  Rev.  Joe  McClure,  in  a  strong 
statement  calling  for  "the  white  citizenry 
of  the  South  to  take  the  initiative  in 
gaining  the  'God-given  human  rights  for 
Negroes' " 

Mr.  McClure  preached  a  sermon  to  his 
congregation  on  June  4,  in  which  he  re- 
lated that  he  and  the  Session  favor  ad- 
mittance of  negroes  at  worship  services. 
He  pointed  out  that  he  has  been  discus- 
sing the  matter  with  the  Session  for  ap- 
proimately  one  year. 

He  told  the  congregation  that  the  ushers 
"are  to  seat  all  who  appear  for  worship 
and,  not  to  interfere  ...  so  long  as  their 
conduct  is  respectful  of  the  worship  of 
God".  If  negroes  appear  for  worship,  they 
will  be  seated  with  an  elder  and  his 
family  whenever  possible. 

On  June  10  a  special  meeting  of  the 
elders  was  held  when  one  elder  not  pre- 
sent at  a  previous  meeting,  sought  un- 
successfully to  have  the  action  rescinded.

As  the  result  of  actions  of  recent  Gen- 
eral Assemblies  and  Presbyteries,  the 
Presbyterian  Book  Store  will  shortly  of- 
fer copies  of  the  Revised  Book  of  Cliurch 
Order,  containing  the  latest  "Form  of 
Government,"  "Rules  of  Discipline,"  and 
"Directory  of  Worship",  sections  enacted 
by  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

A  paper-back  edition  costing  $1.00  will 
replace  the  hardback  edition. 

Assembly  Men's  Council 

The  Men's  Council  of  the  General  As- 
sembly will  meet  in  Montreat  October  27- 
29,  1961,  and  will  feature  Dr.  John  Oliver 
Nelson  of  Yale  University,  who  will  lead 
studies  in  Christian  Vocation.

Church  Extension 

The  Church  Extension  Committee 
took  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  the 
Synod,  along  with  the  entire  General 
Assembly,  showed  a  decline  in  growth  in 
1960,  particularly  professions  of  faith,  and 
Synod  took  an  action  urging  Presbyteries 
and  churches  to  make  strenuous  efforts 
"to  curb  the  constant  trend  downward  in 
growth  by  communicants,  and  also  to 
improve  the  growth  of  Sunday  School 
enrollment"  by  prayer,  study  of  each 
Church  and  Presbytery  in  relation  to 
these  matters,  followed  by  implementation 
by  such  means  as  are  possible. 

The  Committee's  report  urged  churches 
to  avail  themselves  of  services  of  the  As- 
sembly's Department  of  Negro  Work  in 
the  way  of  making  surveys,  "looking  to- 
ward the  establishment  of  new  Negro 
Work." 

Ted  L.  Daniel,  Director  of  Radio-l'V  for 
the  Synod,  addressed  Synod  in  connec- 
tion with  that  phase  of  the  work  of  the 
Committee. 

Higher  Education 

The  Executive  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Institutions  urged  upon  Synod  the 
support  of  the  campaign  for  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  and  Synod  adopted 
one  of  its  recommendations  expressing 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  "all  persons 
who  have  contributed  to  the  program  of 
education,  past  and  present,  including 
faculties,  staffs,  and  Boards  of  Trustees", 
relating  to  the  establishment  of  St.  An- 
drews College. 

Honored 

Synod,  by  rising  vote,  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  Dr.  I.  Stuart  McElroy,  a 
member  of  Synod  since  1929,  who  retired 
this  year  after  serving  for  25  years  as 
Secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
at  Richmond,  Va. 

Synod  approved  of  a  series  of  confer- 
ences October  1-6,  1961  on  bequests  and 
deferred  gifts,  speakers  to  be  Dr.  Hunter 
B.  Blakely,  Secretary  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion, Richmond,  Virginia,  and  Dr.  John 
R.  Cunningham,  Director  of  the  Presby- 
terian Foundation,  Charlotte. 

Christian  Relations 

The  Report  on  Christian  Relations  ob- 
tained Synod's  approval  of  the  resolution 
released  in  April  opposing  Federal  aid  to

Retiring  Moderator  Brewer 

"I  BELIEVE" 

Mr.  J.  B.  Brewer,  Retiring  Moderator  of 
Synod,  addressed  Synod  during  the  open- 
ing session  on  the  theme,  "I  Believe". 
Mr.  Brewer  declared  it  as  his  belief  that 
the  greatest  need  of  the  Church  today  "is 
a  spiritual  revival  of  the  laity  of  our 
church  and  that  a  revival  should  begin 
with  our  church  officers". 

A  second  belief  enunciated  by  Mr.  Brew- 
er was  "Emphasis  on  Stewardship  apart 
from  financial  campaigns".  He  added  that 
"simply  the  joy  of  having  God  as  our 
partner  in  our  business  is  stewardship  at 
its  highest". 

A  third  belief  was  stated  as  "the  utter 
disregard  of  our  rules  pertaining  to  this 
high  court  of  our  church  ...  As  a  lay- 
man I  must  admit  that  I  have  been 
shocked  that  more  time  is  spent  at  the 
refreshment  center  by  some  commission- 
ers than  in  attendance  of  the  Court  and 
also  that  at  the  close  of  Synod  only  a 
pathetically  small  number  are  in  attend- 
ance". 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Brewer  asserted  as 
his  belief  that  the  Synod  should  give  full 
support  to  the  "educational  experiment 
embodied  in  the  new  Consolidated  St. 
Andrews  College  at  Laurinburg". 


ST.  ANDREWS  CAMPAIGN 

Over  $1,000,000  has  been  pledged  from 
all  sources  throughout  the  Synod  to  the 
$2,250,000  Inaugural  Fund  Campaign  for 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College.  Pro- 
ceeds from  this  campaign  will  be  used  for 
the  Student  Center,  the  Music  Building, 
the  Library,  and  the  Auditorium  of'  this 
new  college,  which  will  open  its  doors  on 
September  15th,  in  Laurinburg. 

Each  church  of  the  Synod  has  been 
asked  to  consider  a  corporate  pledge  to 
be  paid  through  its  budget  during  the 
next  three  years.  Ninety  sessions  have  re- 
sponded affirmatively  to  this  request  for 
a  total  of  $596,054.  Pledges  from  churches 
in  all  nine  Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  are 
represented  in  this  amount.  (Albemarle, 
5;  Concord,  10;  Fayetteville,  10;  Gran- 
ville, 3;  Kings  Mountain,  10;  Mecklenburg, 
21;  Orange,  13;  Wilmington,  10;  Winston- 
Salem,  8) 

Residents  of  Laurinburg  and  Scotland 
County  have  pledged  over  $400,000  and 
$110,600  has  been  promised  by  three  North 
Carolina  foundations. 

Campaign  leaders  are  pleased  with  the 
response  of  their  fellow  Presbyterians  to 
date  and  are  predicting  that  the  goal  will 
be  reached  when  all  reports  are  in. 
Churches  which  have  not  taken  action 
to  do  their  fair  share  in  this  effort  are 
urged  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
campaign  is  scheduled  to  close  on  July  29. 

Members  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  college  are  high  in  their  praise  of  the 
ministers  of  the  synod  for  their  help  In 
the  campaign.  Their  cooperation  and  con- 
cern has  made  it  possible  to  get  the  story 
of  the  college  and  its  urgent  needs  before 
their  people.  The  fine  work  of  the  lay- 
men who  are  soliciting  Special  Gifts  and 
Foundations  is  being  commended  also. 

St.  Andrews  gives  the  synod  of  North 
Carolina  a  four-year,  coeducational,  qual- 
ity college  which  is  fully  accredited.  Be- 
cause of  its  new  curriculum,  based  upon 
a  concentrated  study  of  Christianity  and 
Culture,  it  will  be  uniquely  Christian.  It 
is  expected  that  about  750  students  will 
be  enrolled  for  the  coming  academic 
year. 

The  urgency  of  the  need  for  support  of 
this  program  cannot  be  over  emphasized. 
The  college  is  committed  for  almost  $5,- 
000,000  which  must  be  repaid,  mainly  from 
gifts,  before  the  board  can  complete  this 
worthy  project  of  the  synod.

CAMPAIGN  SUCCESSFUL 

The  Covenant  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte  recently 
announced  that  the  campaign  inaugurated  in  April  to 
raise  $400,000  has  been  successful.  Total  subscribed 
through  June  29  was  listed  at  $411,729. 

The  Church  undertook  the  campaign  without  assistance 
of  a  fund-raising  firm.  The  Steering  Conmiittee  was  com- 
posed of  C.  N.  Whilden  as  Chairman,  and  G.  Don  David- 
son, Jr.  as  Vice-Chairman,  together  with  John  D.  Hicks, 
secretary,  Henry  J.  Allison,  James  H.  Barnhardt,  Z.  Reed 
Dillingham,  J.  Beach  Hall,  Dr.  Warner  Hall,  James  J. 
Harris,  J.  B.  Meacham,  Jr.,  John  E.  McCachren,  Joe  L. 
Norton,  Sam  S.  Ryburn,  Charles  B.  Trexler,  and  James 
E.  Williams. 

The  purpose  of  the  campaign  was  to  obtain  funds  for 
the  following  causes: 
— $  20,000  for  sites  for  future  churches  in  Charlotte; 

—  13,000  to  help  rebuild  the  burned  church  at  Chapel 

Hill; 

—  112,500  to  a  capital  funds  campaign  for  the  General 

Assembly; 

—  112,500  to  the  new  St.  Andrews  College  in  Laurinburg; 

—  142,000  to  pay  off  the  remaining  debt  of  the  church. 
Part  of  the  funds  will  finance  construction  of  a  50-bed 

wing  and  nurses  home  for  a  hospital  in  Chonju,  Korea, 
where  Dr.  Paul  S.  Crane,  a  Davidson  graduate,  is  in 
charge  of  the  hospital. 
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NEW  CHURCH  BUILDINGS 

The  Second  Church  Kannapolis  dedicat- 
ed its  new  $67,000  educational  building 
June  25.  The  minister  is  the  Rev.  Ned 
Hollingsworth. 

The  Glenwood  Church,  Greensboro  con- 
secrated a  new  educational  building  cost- 
ing $82,487  in  June,  in  connection  with 
the  45th  anniversary  celebration  of  the 
church.  The  minister  is  the  Rev.  Reid 
Montgomery. 

The  First  Church  Morehead  City  de- 
dicated a  new  fellowship  building  June 
25.  The  fellowship  hall  cost  $54,000.  The 
minister  is  the  Rev.  Charles  Kirby. 

W.  S.  Harris,  Jr.  was  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Graham 
First  Church  in  June,  and  the  Church 
will  seek  the  advice  of  a  consultant  on 
building  before  reaching  a  decision  as  to 
renovation. 

The  new  First  Church  Gastonia,  Rev. 
Harry  M.  Moffett,  Jr.,  Minister,  located 
on  a  12-acre  tract,  is  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion in  the  fall  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
one  million  dollars.  While  the  Church  is 
functional,  it  has  the  appearance  of  a 
magnificient  medieval  castle. 

Robertson's  Chapel  near  Williamston 
has  completed  an  educational  unit  which 
was  dedicated  the  first  Sunday  in  July. 

The  Forest  Park  Church,  Statesville,  the 
Rev.  E.  D.  Witherspoon,  Jr.,  Pastor,  re- 
cently voted  to  proceed  immediately  with 
the  first  stage  of  a  half-million  dollar 
development  program. 

The  First  Church,  Charlotte  occupied 
the  new  educational  building  and  offices 
in  April.  The  handsome  edifice  also  houses 
the  Offices  of  Synod's  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Rev.  Robert  Turner  and 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery;  Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence. 

The  First  Church  Sanford  recently  oc- 
cupied its  new  $275,000  educational  build- 
ing. The  minister  is  the  Rev.  R.  Don  Car- 
son.

should  continue  to  work  under  the  Holy 
Spirit  until  we  become  a  peculiar  people, 
"a  community  of  those  who  have  been, 
and  are  being,  saved". 

"The  kind  of  piety  to  which  I  refer," 
said  Dr.  Jones,  "has  three  distinctive  ele- 
ments— that  of  commitment  to  personal 
righteousness;  that  of  vocational  disciple- 
ship;  and  that  which  compels  a  progres- 
sive knowledge  of  the  faith". 

Dr.  Jones  pointed  out  that  in  Virginia 
there  were  more  volunteers  recently  for 
the  "peace  corps"  than  offered  to  serve 
in  all  the  World  Missions  endeavors  of  all 
the  churches  within  that  commonwealth. 
He  declared  that  the  decline  in  the  num- 
ber of  candidates  for  the  ministry  results 
not  from  lack  of  courage  on  the  part  of 
young  people,  but  from  a  lack  of  chal- 
lenge by  the  older  generation. 

In  closing  Dr.  Jones  appealed  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  the  future  to  re- 
cover "its  authority  of  the  believing  Com- 
munity". He  pointed  out  that  "no  Court 
has  the  right  to  bind  the  consciences  of 
its  members  .  .  .  but  neither  is  every  sub- 
ject of  the  Court  a  law  unto  himself". 
Congre^ationlism  as  a  substitute  for  Pres- 
byterianism  was  decried. 

God  commands  us  to  go  forward,  for 
"to  have  confidence  is  to  have  such  joy 
as  no  man  can  take  from  us".

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LAUBACH  CHALLENGES  CHURCH 
TO  MATCH  COMMUNISTS 


Dr.  Frank  C.  Laubach,  world  renowned 
apostle  of  literacy,  addressed  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  at  its  meeting  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  June  14,  on 
the  subject,  "The  Communist  Threat — 
The  Christian  Answer". 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Ral- 
eigh was  crowded  to  overflowing  for  the 
service.  More  than  1,000  people  were  on 
hand,  filling  the  church  sanctuary  and 
the  chapel  and  other  facilities  of  the 
Church. 

Dr.  Laubach  likened  the  modern  Church 
of  America  to  that  of  the  Church  of  the 
Roman  Empire  after  the  Emperor  Con- 
stantine.  He  pointed  out  that  for  three 
hundred  years  Christians  built  no  cathed- 
rals and  worshipped  in  houses  or  cata- 
combs or  caves;  however,  there  came  a 
cooling  off  period.  "The  Church  changed 
its  nature  and  became  rich,  devoting  its 
talents  to  building  cathedrals". 

"The  American  Church  resembles  the 
Church  of  the  Middle  Ages",  said  Dr. 
Laubach,  "more  than  it  does  the  Church 
after  Pentecost". 

"We  will  spend  a  billion  dollars  this 
year  building  churches  and  cathedrals, 
whereas  only  three  cents  out  of  every  dol- 
lar given  to  the  Church  goes  abroad  to 
save  the  World  for  Christ. 

"In  the  last  few  years  foreign  mis- 
sionaries have  been  sent  out  from  Jeho- 
vah's Witnesses,  the  Pentecostalists,  and 
others  at  a  rate  five  times  that  of  the  old 
Missions  Boards  like  that  of  the  Presby- 
terians". 

"The  greatest  missionary  movement  of 
our  time  is  out  of  Russia  and  China  where 
120,000  communist  missionaries  are  sent 
out  all  over  the  world  each  year.  Today 
they  have  one-half  million  foreign  mis- 
sionaries— more  than  ten  times  as  many 
as  all  churches  of  all  countries  put  to- 
gether, the  number  of  which  is  42,000." 

Dr.  Laubach  predicted  that  unless  the 
Christian  Church  changes,  we  are  doomed 
within  ten  years.  This  he  declared  can 
be  done  if  we  will  send  ten  times  as  many 
missionaries  as  are  now  in  the  field.  They 
may  be  obtained  from  among  the  large 
number  of  retired  school  teachers  across 
America  and  from  a  rising  generation  of 
young  people. 

The  noted  missionary  pointed  out  that 
Communism  offers  bread  to  people,  but 
fails  in  offering  spiritual  bread.  He  de- 
clared that  Russia  today  is  more  literate 
than  the  United  States  and  that  China  is 


NO  FOOTBALL! 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  will 
have  no  intercollegiate  football  due  to  the 
fact  that  cost  is  excessive,  according  to 
Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President. 

"Our  basic  philosophy",  says  Dr.  Moore, 
"is  that  the  athletic  program  should  be 
as  much  a  part  of  the  total  program  of 
Christian  Education  as  work  in  the  class- 
rooms, library,  and  laboratories". 

"Athletics  should  be  taught  for  later 
use  in  life,  just  as  the  basic  courses  in 
the  classrooms.  A  student  will  benefit 
most  from  such  sports  as  can  be  carried 
into  mature  life  such  as  tennis,  soft  ball, 
golf,  swimming,  badminton,  etc.  "How- 
ever", added  Dr.  Moore,  "two  things  are 
certain:  There  will  be  no  football  for  the 
foreseeable  future,  and  the  College  will 
offer  no  athletic  scholarships". 


ST.  ANDREWS  STUDENTS 

More  than  700  students  have  been  reg- 
istered at  St.  Andrews  College,  of  whom 
235  are  freshmen,  according  to  Dr.  Rodger 
W.  Decker,  Dean  of  Admissions. 

Actual  registration  will  take  place  Sep- 
tember 20-21,  following  two  days  of  orien- 
tation for  freshmen  students. 

At  the  core  of  the  new  curriculum  is 
the  program  in  Christianity  and  culture, 
based  on  the  idea  that  all  knowledge  is 
related. 

Five  professors  including  Dr.  Leslie  Bul- 
lock, Director  of  the  Program,  will  teach 
the  content  of  the  course  as  a  team,  and 
will  use  lecture,  panel,  and  discussion 
methods  of  teaching. 

The  campus  lies  on  an  833  acre  site, 
south  of  Laurinburg,  and  the  buildings 
border  a  lake  covering  approximately  65 
acres. 

Six  dormitories,  a  student  centerer, 
and  a  heating  plant  are  located  on  the 
north  side  of  the  lake,  at  the  heart  of 
the-  campus.  On  the  South  side  is  a 
spacious  liberal  arts  and  science  build- 
ing, covering  64,000  square  feet  and  a 
music  conservatory. 

The  library  and  administrative  offices 
will  be  housed  temporarily  in  the  liberal 
arts  building.

Dr.  Laubach  quoted  Vice  President 
Lyndon  Johnson,  who  just  returned  from 
a  trip  to  Asia,  as  being  shocked  awake 
by  the  millions  of  hungry  people — hungry 
for  food  and  hungry  for  education. 

The  noted  speaker  was  not  pessimistic. 
He  said  that  "though  one  hundred  mil- 
lion people  fall  for  Communism  each 
year",  we  should  not  despair.  He  has  hopes 
of  seeing  a  change  take  place  in  Am- 
erica by  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  He 
proposes  that  training  of  missionaries  be 
undertaken  in  workshops  and  in  Christian 
colleges.  He  told  of  the  organization  of 
armies  of  "compassion"  made  up  of  com- 
panies of  "compassion"  in  individual 
churches  where  a  group  bands  themselves 
together  to  give  $1.00  a  week  to  provide 
funds  for  sending  missionaries  abroad  at 
a  cost  of  approximately  $5,000  to  $7,500 
a  year. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  are  308,000 
Protestant  churches  in  America,  and  con- 
cluded that  if  Communists  can  be  shown 
that  Christianity  is  better  than  Commun- 
ism, they  will  choose  that  rather  than 
Communism.  He  closed  by  challenging  the 
Synod  to  start  "an  enormous  assault  upon 
the  world,  an  assault  of  Christ-like  com- 
passion". "Let  us  aim  not  to  destroy  or 
threaten  to  destroy  Communists,  he  said, 
but  "to  subvert  them  with  infiltration  and 
propaganda  to  bring  them  to  Christ  by 
being  Christians  like  the  early  Church".

les  G.  Gambrell,  of  New  York  and  Char- 
lotte, for  her  generous  gift,  in  establish- 
ing the  William  Henry  Belk  Fund,  to  pro- 
vide income  for  the  entertainment  of  re- 
tired ministers  at  the  William  Black 
Home.  Synod  approved  of  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  urging  that 
churches  and  Presbyteries  be  reluctant  to 
establish  homes  for  the  aged,  without 
first  obtaining  expert  counsel. 

The  Inter-Church  Relations  Commit- 
tee's report  summarized  the  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  including  a  ministry 
to  14,000  migrant  workers  and  the  collec- 
tion of  135,000  pounds  of  clothing  for  dis- 
tribution through  CROP. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work,  Synod  adopt- 
ed a  resolution  calling  for  a  joint  Con- 
ference in  the  spring  of  1962  of  all  the 
Commissions  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  and  the  Committees  on  Annuities 
and  Relief  in  the  several  Presbyteries. 

Mrs.  H.  Lacy  Godwin,  President  of 
Synodical,  addressed  Synod  in  connection 
with  the  report  on  Women's  Work,  and 
it  revealed  that  the  Synodical  gave  in 
excess  of  $50,000  in  1960. 

World  Missions 

The  World  Missions  report  pointed  out 
the  serious  world  situation,  the  need  Of 
missionaries,  and  the  urgency  of  increased 
financial  support. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  An- 
nuities and  Relief  urged  enrollment  of  all 
church  employees  in  the  Group  Life  and 
Major  Medical  Insurance  Plan,  and  called 
upon  churches  to  place  greater  emphasis 
on  the  Joy  Gift  at  Christmas-time. 

From  the  Committee  on  the  Assembly's 
General  Agencies  came  a  recommendation 
calling  on  all  Presbyterians  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  these  agencies  of 
the  Church  and  to  provide  better  support 
for  each  of  them.

CHRISTIAN  ACTION  CONFERENCE 

Helping  Christians  translate  their  moral  con- 
cern into  intelligent  action  will  be  the  purpose 
of  a  conference  the  first  weekend  in  September 
sponsored  by  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian 
Education.  "The  Christian  in  Action"  is  the 
theme  of  the  conference  open  to  200  participants 
to  be  held  at  Montreat,  North  Carolina. 

An  over- all  approach  to  Christian  action  and 
two  practical  problems  troubling  Christians  will 
be  highlighted  by  three  nationally  known  au- 
thorities. "The  Theology  of  Christian  Action" 
will  be  discussed  by  Dr.  Waldo  Beach,  profes- 
sor of  Christian  ethics  at  Duke  University.  "The 
Christian  and  Race  Relations"  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  James  McBride  Dabbs,  author 
of  "The  Southern  Heritage"  and  president  of 
the  Southern  Regional  Council.  "The  Christian 
and  Alcoholism"  will  be  presented  by  Dr.  How- 
ard J.  Clinebell,  Jr.,  associate  professor  of  pas- 
toral counseling  at  the  Southern  California 
School  of  Theology. 

"If  this  first  conference  successfully  meets 
the  needs  of  Christian  people  in  defining  and 
sharing  their  Christian  concern,"  states  Dr. 
Malcolm  P.  Calhoun,  secretary  of  the  Division 
of  Christian  Action  of  the  Presbyterian  board, 
"we  may  have  similar  conferences  in  the  future." 
Registrations  should  be  submitted  to  the  Chris- 
tian Action  Division  at  P.  O.  Box  1176  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia  before  August  1.  Fee  for  iiidivi- 
duals  is  $6,  for  married  couples  $10.  Partici- 
pants will  be  responsible  for  their  own  travel, 
lodging  and  meals. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Oglesby,  Jr.,  professor  of  pastoral 
counseling  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  will  deliver  the  sermon  at  the  Sunday 
morning  worship,  and  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Chauncey, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Danville,  Ky.  and  former  associate  secretary  of 
the  Division  of  Evangelism,  will  lead  the  de- 
votional periods  of  the  conference.  The  con- 
ference begins  on  Friday  evening,  and  concludes 
with  breakfast  on  Monday.

NEW  HEADQUARTERS 

The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Virginia,  plans  to 
erect  its  new  headquarters  building  in  the 
same  neighborhood  with  Union  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  and  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  in  Ginter 
Park,  thus  creating  a  Presbyterian  Educa- 
tional Center  in  the  City  of  Richmond. 

Two  years  ago  the  City  of  Charlotte  of- 
fered to  move  the  Board  to  Charlotte  and 
as  an  inducement  was  to  provide  an  ade- 
quate site  and  a  substantial  sum  of  money. 
The  offer  was  declined. 

The  Board  occupies  a  building  con- 
structed in  1914,  when  the  Institution  had 
only  20  employees.  Today  there  are  more 
than  200  workers. 

Beginning  of  construction  on  the  new 
building  will  not  take  place  until  after 
the  1963  capital  funds  campaign  which 
will  be  conducted  by  the  General  Assemb- 
ly- 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  reports  that  inadequate 
working  conditions  in  the  present  build- 
ing make  it  essential  that  the  new  build- 
ing be  erected. 


VANDALISM 

Several  churches  in  Graham,  including 
the  First  Presbyterian,  were  the  objects  of 
vandals  the  last  Sunday  in  June. 

The  minister's  study  was  left  in  sham- 
les  and  damage  was  done  rather  generally 
throughout  the  building,  including  the 
smashing  of  a  stained  glass  window. 

It  is  thought  that  boys  were  responsible 
for  heavy  damage  done  in  the  Baptist  and 
Methodist  Churches,  as  well  as  the  Naz- 
arene  and  Presbyterian.

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Memorial  to  Archibald 
Terry  McCallum 
(1856-1926) 

Presented  to  Synod  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  G.  Hall 

Archibald  Terry  McCaUum  was  born 
near  Red  Springs,  North  Carolina,  on 
March  24,  1856.  He  was  endowed  with  a 
strong,  forceful  personality  and  a  keen 
intellect.  But  above  all,  he  was  a  sincere, 
dedicated  Christian.  He  exerted  a  far- 
reaching  influence  on  his  church  and 
community. 

Mr.  McCallum  was  educated  in  the 
local  schools  and  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  Because  of  conditions  at 
home  and  the  general  difficulties  of  the 
Reconstruction  Period,  he  was  forced  to 
leave  the  University  after  one  and  a  half 
years  of  study.  He  returned  to  his  ances- 
tral home  and  supervised  the  large  farm- 
ing interests  of  his  family.  Mr.  McCallum 
proved  to  be  an  alert,  progressive  far- 
mer and  business  man. 

On  January  7,  1892,  Mr.  McCallum 
married  Miss  Agnes  Townsend  of  Robe- 
son County.  They  established  a  lovely 
home  in  Red  Springs  that  was  noted  for 
its  hospitality  and  its  fine  Christian 
atmosphere.  Mrs.  McCaUum  survived  her 
husband  by  thirty-four  years.  She  died 
on  January  13,  1960.  Up  to  the  very  end 
of  her  long  and  useful  life,  she  continued 
to  reflect  her  late  husband's  high  ideals 
and  his  interest  in  the  church. 

Mr.  McCallum  served  his  church  in 
many  different  capacities.  He  was  a  dea- 
con and  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Red 
Springs  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was 
also  Chairman  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee that  erected  the  present  sanctuary 
in  1906.  He  represented  his  church  at 
Presbytery  and  Synod  on  many  different 
occasions,  and  he  was  one  of  FayetteviUe 
Presbytery's  Commissioners  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  which  met  in  Saint  Louis 
in  1921. 

Mr.  McCallum  was  a  faithful  and  loyal 
supporter  of  Montreat,  and  he  maintain- 
ed a  home  there  for  many  years.  Mr.  Mc- 
Callum died  at  Montreat  on  August  23, 
1926. 

The  generous  legacy  that  Mr.  McCallum 
willed  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
is  an  eloquent  testimony  of  his  devotion 
to  the  Church  which  Christ  loved  and 
for  which  Christ  gave  his  life.

Washing  cars,  baby-sitting,  houseclean- 
ing,  mowing  lawns,  the  Senior  High  Fel- 
lowship of  Trinity  Avenue  Church,  Dur- 
ham, worked  long,  hard  hours  to  earn 
money,  then  turned  it  over  to  the  John 
S.  McBrydes  to  help  in  their  work  at  the 
Mission  Hospital  in  Kwanju,  Korea. 

Inspired  by  a  letter  from  Mrs.  McBryde 
telling  of  the  many  needs  of  the  hospital, 
the  group,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Church  Session,  appealed  to  the  congre- 
gation to  let  them  work,  that  they  might 
help  in  any  way  they  could.  This  culmi- 
nated in  their  first  check  for  $261.24  be- 
ing presented  in  April  to  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  Granville  Presbytery,  Rev.

WORLD  COUNCIL  HEADQUARTERS 

Former  Presiding  Bishop  Henry  Knox  Sherrill  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  a  co- 
president  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  turned 
the  first  symbolic  spadeful  of  earth  to  break  ground 
for  the  agency's  new  $2,500,000  headquarters  in  Ge- 
neva, Switzerland  late  in  June. 

Presiding  at  the  ceremonies  was  Dr.  Franklin  Clark 
F'ry  of  New  York,  president  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  and  chairman  of  the  WCC's 
policy-making  Central  Committee. 

The  international  church  center,  with  some  250 
offices,  will  be  constructed  on  the  northwest  side  of 
Lake  Geneva,  near  the  United  Nation's  European 
headquarters  and  those  of  various  other  world  or- 
ganizations. 

Funds  for  the  Council's  headquarters  were  raised 
by  the  WCC's  176  Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthdox 
constituents  and  through  special  appeals  in  several 
countries.  WCC  officials  have  reported  that  of  the 
$2,500,000  required  for  the  structure,  about  $2,200,000 
is  "completely  assured." 

KENTUCKY  SYNODS  FEDERATE 

Kentucky  Synods  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  (Southern)  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.A.  have  voted  separately  to  take  steps 
toward  establishing  a  Federated  Synod. 

In  Kentucky  there  are  about  32,000  members  of 
the  Southern  Church  and  24,000  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Cooperation  between  the  denominations  has  always 
been  close  in  border  states  like  Kentucky.  Both  sup- 
port Louisville  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  and 
Centre  College  at  Danville. 

The  two  synods  and  their  synodicals  met  at  the 
same  time  and  place  in  1961,  namely  Centre  College. 
Under  the  federation  each  body  would  retain  their 
connection  with  their  respective  General  Assembly, 
and  would  meet  separately  when  necessary. 

A  plan  of  cooperation  has  been  tentatively  approved 
with  only  minor  opposition  in  both  synods.

Dr.  Chester 
Alexander,  min- 
ister of  the 
First  Presbyter- 
ian Church, 
Burlington  since 
1942,  died  of 
a  heart  attack  ^ 
following  the 
morning  Com- 
munion Service 
Sunday,  July  16, 
1961.  Dr.  Alex- 
ander had  just 
left  the  front 
door  of  the 
church,  where  he  had  greeted  members 
of  his  congregation,  when  he  was  strick- 
en. He  died  before  reaching  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Alexander  had  been  in  declining 
health  for  several  years,  and  suffered  a 
heart  attack  early  this  year.  However,  he 
had  shown  some  improvement,  and  had 
been  on  a  semi-active  basis  for  the  past 
two  months. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former 
Murphy  Hall,  of  St.  Pauls,  N.  C,  a  son 
of  Atlanta,  Chester,  Jr.,  and  one  daughter. 
Murphy  Hall,  of  the  home;  a  brother, 
and  two  sisters. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Bur- 
lington First  Church,  Tuesday,  July  18, 
at  11  o'clock,  and  burial  was  in  a  local 
cemetery.

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Saint  Andrews  Opens  September 


A  milestone  in  Christian  higher  educa- 
tion in  North  Carolina  will  be  reached 
when  the  first  students  begin  their  col- 
lege years  at  Saint  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  on  September  17  and  18.  Prior  to 
their  enrolment  in  Synod's  new  consoli- 
dated college,  Presbyterian  leaders  in 
this  state  together  with  educators  and 
churchmen  from  across  the  nation  have 
spent  ten  years  studying,  planning,  pray- 
ing and  working  toward  the  fulfillment  of 
a  dream  which  is  embodied  in  Saint 
Andrews. 

The  new  curriculum,  with  its  Christian- 
ity and  Culture  course  at  the  center,  will 
include  the  teaching  of  traditional  mater- 
ial taught  in  liberal  arts  courses  but  will 
be  unique  in  its  emphasis  on  overcoming 
the  fragmentation  of  knowledge  and  in 
its  methodology. 

"More  than  70  faculty  and  administra- 
tive staff  members  are  under  contract 
for  the  first  year,"  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore 
said  this  week,  "and  ten  buildings  are 
nearing  completion  and  will  be  ready  by 
the  opening  date." 

"We  must  find  ways  to  translate  our 
motto —  'Excellence  for  Christ' — into  real- 
ity in  campus  life,  as  well  as  in  our 
academic  life,"  Dr.  Moore  emphasized. 
"We  are  grateful  to  God  and  to  our  many, 
many  Presbyterian  and  other  friends  for 
the  growing  support  of  this  great  experi- 
ment in  Christian  higher  education,"  said 
President  Moore. 

Professional  and  clerical  workers  in  the 
Dean  of  Students'  office  are  busy  during 
the  summer  months  corresponding  with 
students  and  making  final  preparations 
for  an  effective  student  life  program. 
Approximately  750  students,  including  a 
considerable  number  from  the  merging

CHESTER  ALEXANDER 

Chester  Alexander,  minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Burlington 
in  Orange  Presbytery  since  1942,  died 
of  a  heart  attack  shortly  after  perform- 
ing the  quarterly  communion  service  in 
his  church  on  Sunday  morning  July 
16,  1961.  Dr.  Alexander  had  just  greet- 
ed members  of  the  congregation  at  the 
door  of  the  church  when  he  was  strick- 
en, and  died  before  reaching  the  hos- 
pital. 

Chester,  as  he  was  known  to  thou- 
sands of  friends  in  North  Carolina,  had 
been  in  a  state  of  declining  health  for 
several  years,  and  suffered  a  heart  at- 
tack early  this  year.  He  had  shown 
some  improvement  and  was  on  a  semi- 
active  basis  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Perhaps  no  minister  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  was  better  known  than 
Dr.  Alexander  whose  entire  ministry 
was  spent  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  Synod  honored  him  in  1959 
by  electing  him  Moderator,  an  honor 
well  deserved. 

Dr.  Alexander  will  be  remembered 
not  only  for  the  beautiful  and  qualita- 
tive church  erected  during  his  pastorate 
in  Burlington  but  for  his  genial  spirit 
and  winsome  personality.  It  is  difficult 
to  remember  ever  having  seen  him 
without  a  smile  on  his  face. 

He  was  best  known  in  the  courts  of 
the  church  as  one  capable  of  "pouring 
oil  on  troubled  waters."  Often  his  in- 
imitable wit,  coupled  with  his  incisive 
way  of  reaching  the  heart  of  a  prob- 
lem, expedited  the  resolution  of  the 
Courts'  business. 

As  a  father  and  husband,  counselor 
and  friend,  Dr.  Alexander  was  gentle, 
patient,  sympathetic,  and  helpful.  He 
was  loved  and  will  be  missed  by  all  who 
knew  him. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  rich- 
er for  his  sojourn  among  us.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Plain  Mr.  Knox,  by  Elizabeth  Whitley, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harry  Whitley,  Min- 
ister of  the  High  Kirk  of  Edinburgh,  is 
a  fascinating  monograph  of  the  famous 
Scot  Reformer  told  in  such  a  manner  as 
the  reader  feels  himself  as  one  of  the 
actors  in  the  exciting  drama  of  the  age 
to  which  John  Knox  belongs.  Inspired 
by  the  principles  for  which  John  Knox 
stood,  Elizabeth  Whitley  destroys  these 
conceptions  [a  monstrous  Bluebeard, 
marrying  young  girls;  as  a  gloomy  pro- 
phet, thundering  sermons  at  Poor  Mary 
Queen  of  Scots,  cowering  in  her  pew  (in 
black  velvet  and  pearls) ;  or  as  a  malic- 
ious ascetic,  writing  an  insulting  book 
about  women]  with  bold  strokes  of  her 
pen.  She  makes  clear  that  the  battles 
Knox  fought  against  unjust  privilege, 
power-mongering,  treachery,  and  greed, 
were  far-reaching  in  their  magnitude,  and 
that  the  motivating  principles  of  his  life 
have  equal  value  for  us  today".  Mrs. 
Whitley,  born  in  Glasgow,  was  educated 
at  the  University  there  and  later  studied 
Social  Science  at  the  London  School  of 
Economics.  While  at  school,  she  started 
writing  for  the  press  and  has  specialized 
in  Scotish  scenes  and  traditions. 

"Without  distorting  facts  and  with  sin- 
cerity that  matches  that  of  Knox  him- 
self, Elizabeth  Whitley  tells  his  story  with 
vigor  and  power". 

The  book,  published  by  the  John  Knox 
Press,  Richmond,  is  223  pages  long,  and 
sells  for  $3.00.

She  is  a  native  of  Birmingham, 
Alabama,  and  received  her  A.B.  degree  at 
Birmingham  Southern  and  the  M.A.  and 
Ph.D.  at  Vanderbilt  University. 

She  is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dan  Carmichael  of  Birmingham  where 
her  father  is  a  ruling  elder  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church.

PRESBYTERIAN  DEVELOPMENT 
FUND 

The  General  Assembly  has  approved  a 
major  fund-raising  campaign  to  be  con- 
ducted under  the  leadership  of  the  Gen- 
eral Council  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  during  the  year  1963.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  campaign  is  to  provide  large 
scale  financial  support  for  essential 
buildings  and  equipment  in  order  to 
strengthen  the  total  work  of  the  church. 

During  the  past  twenty  years,  the  mem- 
bership of  the  church  has  doubled  and 
over  a  recent  five  year  period,  an  average 
of  one  new  congregation  was  organized 
every  week. 

The  approximately  4,000  churches  of 
the  denomination  contributed  in  1960  $88,- 
404,631  of  which  $20,925,451  represented 
building  funds  primarily  for  individual 
churches. 

The  Capital  Fund  Campaign  for  the 
General  Assembly  was  first  discussed  in 
the  General  Council  meeting  of  1958.  It 
was  revealed  then  that  during  the  100 
years  history  of  the  church  the  General 
Assembly  had  put  forth  only  minor  efforts 
to  supply  capital  funds  for  Assembly 
causes  and  that  these  fell  far  short  of  the 
needs  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies. 

Subsiquent  studies  by  a  committee  of 
five  revealed  a  minimum  total  need  for 
capital  funds  for  the  Board  and  Agencies 
comes  to  $22,389,000. 

In  the  meantime  the  committee  of  five 
has  been  increased  to  a  committee  of 
twenty-five. 

Organizations  participating  in  the  De- 
velopment Fund  are  the  Presbyterian 
Center,  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
School  of  Christian  Education,  Mountain 
Retreat  Association,  Stillman  College, 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  Committee 
on  Television,  Radio  and  Audio-Visual 
Aids,  and  the  Board  of  World  Missions. 

The  undertaking  is  the  largest  and  most 
important  project  ever  engaged  in  by  our 
church,  and  has  been  referred  to  as  "prep- 
aration for  a  second  century  of  service".

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WOMEN'S  CONFERENCE 


SESQUI-CENTENNIAL

The  announcement  was  made  that  the 
North  Carolina  Synodical  led  all  other 
states  in  contributions  to  the  1961  Birth- 
day Objective  of  the  Women  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  in  the  amount  of  $30,- 
915. 


Dr.  Suzanne  de  Dietrich  of  Paris, 
France,  a  member  of  the  Protestant 
Church  in  France,  was  the  principal  Bible 
lecturer  during  the  conference.  Other 
distinguished  leaders  included  Miss  Leila 
Anderson  of  New  York,  assistant  general 
secretary  for  program  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches;  Miss  Virginia  Staf- 
ford of  the  General  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Methodist  Church;  and  Dr.  E.  T. 
Thompson,  Sr.,  Richmond,  Virginia,  form- 
er moderator  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  professor  of  history  in  Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  Richmond. 

Dr.  Dietrich  is  a  noted  lay  theologian, 
Bible  teacher,  and  author.  She  was  born 
in  Alsace,  France,  and  studied  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Lausanne,  and  has  been  a  very 
prominent  figure  in  the  World  Student 
Christian  Federation  and  the  cumenical 
movement.

(Reference  is  specifically  to  the  plans  now 
in  the  offing  by  the  Sesqui-Centennial 
Committee  of  Synod  for  developing  the 
1963  program  to  celebrate  the  150th  anni- 
versary of  the  organization  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina). 

Dr.  Arnold  writes,  "we  are  also  installing 
a  complete  videotape  studio  operation  here 
at  the  Center.  It  too  will  be  available  for 
North  Carolina  production  work." 

The  Sesqui-Centennial  Committee  of 
Synod  convened  in  Charlotte  July  17  and 
took  an  action  to  "adopt  a  proposal  of 
the  Protestant  Radio  and  Television  Cen- 
ter to  produce  TRAV  materials  for  the 
Sesqui  Centennial  .  .  .  contingent  upon 
having  the  major  amount  of  the  cost  of 
production  underwritten  by  approximate- 
ly January  1,  1962." 

The  chairman  of  the  committee.  Dr. 
Joseph  H.  Carter,  was  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed to  obtain  funds  for  undertaking  the 
project  which  will  be  a  continuous  radio 
and  television  program  throughout  the 
state  of  North  Carolina  during  the  year 
1963.  Materials  will  be  prepared  in  the 
headquarters  of  the  Protestant  Radio 
Center  in  Atlanta  under  the  expert  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Carl  Degen,  Director  of  Pro- 
duction.

MONTREAT,  N.  C. — A  check  for  $207,- 
898  was  handed  to  C.  Darby  Fulton,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  (Presbyterian  U.  S.)  here  last 
night  (July  21),  as  the  1961  Birthday 
Offering  of  the  Women  of  the  Church. 

It  was  the  largest  amount  ever  given 
by  the  Women  of  the  Church  at  a  Mon- 
treat presentation,  and  lacked  only  $2,000 
of  reaching  an  all-time  record  for  the 
annual  birthday  gift. 

The  money  will  be  used  to  help  with 
the  production  and  distribution  of  Chris- 
tian literature  in  the  Congo,  and  for 
expansion  of  the  Presbyterian  Bible 
School  at  Hsinchu,  Taiwan. 

Women  of  the  Synod  of  Oklahoma 
ranked  highest  in  per  capita  giving  with 
88  cents  per  person,  and  women  from 
the  Synod  of  Appalachia  came  close  with 
a  per  capita  giving  of  87  cents. 

Largest  amount  given  by  a  synod  was 
contributed  by  the  women  of  North 
Carolina,  who  gave  $30,915.  The  Synod 
of  Texas'  Women  of  the  Church  were 
second  in  total  amount  given,  with  $28,- 
878. 
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INTERDENOMINATIONAL  CHRISTIAN  CONFERENCE

The  38th  Annual  Interdenominational  Christian  Conference  for  Negro  women, 
sponsored  by  the  Women  of  the  Church,  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  was  held  May  27- 
June  3  at  Teachers  College,  Winston-Salem. 

Registered  delegates,  numbered  166,  including  14  day  students  from  Winston-Salem. 
A  good  number  of  visitors  attended  the  conference.  The  delegates  represented  88 
different  towns  in  North  Carolina  (1  delegate  from  New  York  City)  and  9  denomina- 
tions. The  largest  denominations  represented  were:  Baptist  62;  Methodist  39;  Presby- 
terian 36.  Ten  of  these  women  paid  their  own  way  and  60  were  attending  for  their  first 
year.  While  we  had  hoped  for  a  larger  number  of  delegates,  the  dates  were  still  too 
early  for  most  teachers,  but  those  attending  were  of  fine  quality,  and  we  were  par- 
ticularly happy  to  see  so  many  fine  young  women. 

The  theme  of  the  Conference,  "Abundant  Living",  was  highlighted  each  morning, 
Monday  through  Friday,  in  the  study  of  Colossians  given  by  Mrs.  W.  K.  McGee  of 
Winston-Salem  and  also  in  the  courses  and  addresses  that  followed.  Each  morning  after 
the  Bible  Study  there  were  the  courses  on  Church  activities  such  as,  Sunday  School 
Crafts  and  Activities,  Teen-agers  in  the  Church,  and  Vacation  Bible  School.  Other 
special  training  was  given  in  parliamentary  procedure  and  church  music  and  pageant. 
The  noon-day  and  evening  addresses  were  outstanding  and  most  beneficial.  Some  of 
these,  to  mention  a  few,  were  a  missionary  to  Brazil,  Dean  of  Teachers  College,  our 
Synodical  President,  and  Inter-Group  Chairman,-  the  delegates^  own  night  of  music  and 
pageant  presentation.  Also,  the  conference  was  very  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Frank 
Lacy  (author  of  "A  Woman  Wants  God")  to  be  with  us  for  two  sessions,  and  Judge 
E.  S.  Heefner,  Forsyth  County  Domestic  Relations  Court,  to  address  us. 

There  were  11  Negroes  on  this  program,  3  on  the  faculty,  and  3  who  worked  closely 
with  the  program  and  the  planning  committee.  The  Negro  women  took  over  the  leader- 
ship of  their  morning  watch  and  worship  service  each  day  of  the  conference,  and  per- 
formed this  task  beautifully.  They  prepared  and  directed  the  graduating  exercises  and 
candle-lighting  service. 

It  is  an  inspiration  to  the  conference  personnel,  not  only  to  work  and  learn  to- 
gether with  these  delegates,  but  to  observe  the  generous  and  gracious  way  in  which 
men  and  women  of  both  races  give  of  their  time  and  talents  to  make  this  conference 
outstanding  and  worthwhile.

AWARD 

Mrs.  B.  W.  Bunch,  77-year  old  Presby- 
terian, teacher,  friend  and  benefactor  to 
thousands  in  Raleigh  and  Wake  County 
was  recognized  for  her  great  contribu- 
tion to  the  life  of  her  community  when 
she  was  presented  the  "Service  To  Man- 
kind" Award  by  the  North  Carolina  Dis- 
trict of  Sertoma,  International  May  1, 
1961  in  the  Raleigh  Room  of  the  Sir 
Walter  Hotel,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Raleigh,  where 
Mrs.  Bunch  has  long  been  so  active,  re- 
lated to  the  assembled  members  of  the 
Raleigh  Sertoma  Club  and  invited  friends 
of  Mrs.  Bunch  the  many  accomplishments 
she  has  made  in  a  lifetime  of  service.  Mrs. 
Bunch  has  helped  in  establishing  two 
Presbyterian  churches,  the  Westminster 
Church  and  the  Buffalo  Church  of  Ral- 
eigh. As  founder  of  Vanguard  Juniors,  she 
was  baseball  coach,  umpire,  and  mother 
confessor  to  boys  6  to  14,  and  saw  the 
class  grow  from  6  to  60. 

As  committee  chairman,  Mrs.  Bunch 
was  responsible,  along  with  13  other 
women,  in  1923  for  heading  a  campaign 
to  purchase  the  old  Wright's  Hotel  for  a 
YWCA.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the 
present  "YWCA",  unexcelled  in  the  state. 

Although  Mrs.  Bunch,  a  native  of 
Switzerland,  paved  the  way  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  churches  and  church 
services  here,  her  true  mission  was  to  the 
underprivileged  of  the  community  especi- 
ally seen  in  her  work  at  the  Cary  Street 
Mission.

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PRESBYTERIAN  AFFLUENCE 

The  six  hundred  forty-five  churches  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  reported 
church  buildings  valued  at  $58,045,378  as 
of  January  1,  1961.  In  addition  the 
churches  reported  443  manses  valued  at 
$7,297,250,  or  a  total  valuation  of  $65,342,- 
628  for  churches  and  manses. 

Fixed  assets  of  the  several  agencies  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  as  of  the 
same  totalled  $41,606,059.  Churches, 
manses,  and  fixed  assets  (including 
Church  Extension,  the  Presbyterian  Home, 
the  Children's  Home,  the  William  Black 
Home,  Christian  Education,  Educational 
Institutions,  Campus  Christian  Life,  etc.) 
total  $106,948,687. 

If  the  operating  disbursements  for  1960 
are  added  to  the  above  in  the  amount  of 
$5,594,571,  assets  of  Presbyterians  for  1960 
not  including  personal  income  or  property 
ownership  and  other  investments,  came  to 
$112,543,258. 

A  conservative  estimate  of  the  income 
of  Presbyterians  in  1960  has  been  placed 
at-  $275,089,600.  This  added  to  assets  al- 
ready listed  above  gives  a  total  Presby- 
terian affluence'  of  $378,632,858. 

Other  assets  of  Presbyterians  by  way  of 
tangible  and  intangible  wealth  is  un- 
known, but  averaging  the  above  assets  for 
the  145,000  Presbyterians  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  means  that  each  had  a 
financial  stake,  not  including  personal 
possessions,  of  $26,733  during  1960. 

Actually  each  Presbyterian  has  a  stake 
in  all  of  Synod's  assets  in  buildings  and 
program  of  work  averaging  $7,768  or  a 
total  of  $112,643,000.

His  gift  to  the  Synod  is  the 
second  largest  bequest  ever  received  by  the 
Synod.  The  largest  was  that  of  Mrs.  Kate 
Bittings  Reynolds  totalling  $400,000,  the  in- 
come from  which  is  used  for  annuities  for 
retired  Presbyterian  ministers  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  Mr.  McCallum's  will  spe- 
cifies that  income  from  his  bequest  should 
be  divided  into  thirds:  one-third  for  orphan- 
ages in  the  Synods  of  Appalachia  and  North 
Carolina;  one-third  for  mountain  schools  in 
the  same  two  Synods;  and  one-third  to  be 
divided  equally  between  home  and  "foreign" 
missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.

The  Laurinburg  Exchang-e  in  a  July 
editorial  quotes  Clifton  Blue  of  Aberdeen, 
Presbyterian  elder  and  State  Representa- 
tive to  the  General  Assembly,  as  predict- 
ing that  Hector  MacLean  of  Lumberton  is 
slated  to  run  for  Governor  of  the  state  of 
North  Carolina  by  1968. 

Mr.  MacLean,  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, is  the  son  of  the  late  Angus  Wilton 
MacLean,  governor  of  North  Carolina 
from  1925  to  1929. 

Editor  Blue  commented,  "Did  a  future 
Tar  Heel  governor  make  his  debut  in  the 
State  Senate  last  week?"  The  reference 
was  to  Hector  MacLean  who  was  inducted 
into  office  as  a  State  Senator  following 
appointment  by  Governor  Sanford  to  fill 
the  vancancy  created  by  the  resignation 
of  Senator  Cutlar  Moore  of  Lumberton, 
another  Presbyterian. 

CHARTER  MEMBER 

Mrs.  D.  Sam  Cox  of  High  Point,  form- 
erly of  Raleigh,  was  recently  honored  by 
the  West  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Church  on 
the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  a  room 
in  her  honor  by  her  children  who  equipped 
the  office  of  the  Director  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  church.  Mrs.  Cox  is  the 
oldest  living  charter  member  of  the  West 
Raleigh  Church,  and  was  formerly  active 
in  the  Woman's  Club  and  PTA  in  Ral- 
eigh. Her  children  are  Mrs.  Sam  Holbrook 
of  Statesville,  Mrs.  Charles  Marshall  of 
Baltimore  and  David  S.  Cox,  Jr.  of 
Greensboro. 
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IN  FUND-RAISING 

Raising  funds  for  building  purposes  is 
one  area  of  financing  in  which  local 
Presbyterian  churches  usually  must  shift 
for  themselves.  Churches  of  this  Synod, 
large  and  small,  have  shown  constant  im- 
provement in  financing  their  current  ex- 
penses and  in  supporting  general  Pres- 
byterian Causes.  In  large  measure  this 
advance  is  due  to  the  various  agencies 
of  the  Church  giving  local  congregations 
information  and  assistance  in  many  forms 
for  their  Stewardship  Program.  Now 
churches  can  look  forward  to  even  better 
days  because  of  the  action  taken  at  the 
last  Synod,  calling  for  time-scheduled  and 
concerted  action  for  the  non-budgeted 
campaigns. 

Neither  Presbyteries  nor  Synod,  how- 
ever, have  kept  current  the  experiences 
and  information  of  churches  which  have 
financed  the  cost  of  a  new  sanctuary  or 
educational  building.  The  need  occurs  to 
a  congregation  only  once  or  twice  in  a 
generation  but  it  is  nontheless  real  and 
urgent,  making  more  important  the  avail- 
ability of  up-to-date  information,  ex- 
perience of  other  local  churches,  and 
consultation  in  advance. 

Larger  churches  have  often  called  in 
outside  help  to  direct  building  fund 
campaigns.  They  have  found  usually  that, 
in  capital  account  campaigns  such  as  this, 
the  time-proven  experience  of  the  profes- 
sional campaign  director  enables  them 
to  accomplish  the  task  in  less  time,  with 
less  effort,  and  with  greater  assurance  of 
success.  They  have  found  also  that  the 
over-all  cost  is  only  about  4%.  Thus  pro- 
fessional direction  as  a  rule  pays  for  it- 
self. 

Synod's  Office  has  some  experience  and 
information  about  this  matter,  as  do  some 
of  the  local  churches,  which  might  be 
shared  with  churches,  contemplating 
building  fund  drives.  Inquiries  might  be 
referred  to  firms  or  individual  campaign 
directors  in  whom  we  have  utmost  con- 
fidence. Such  service  should  be  considered 
as  purely  voluntary  on  the  part  of  Synod's 
Office.

1961  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

"Our  Heritage  and  Missions"  was  the 
theme  of  the  1961  Synodical  Training 
School,  held  at  Davidson  June  19-23.  In- 
cluding 342  delegates,  14  on  the  staff,  and 
8  faculty  members,  there  was  a  total  reg- 
istration of  364.  Eight  women  were  award- 
ed diplomas,  and  16  earned  certificates.  It 
was  estimated  that  approximately  500 
women,  either  students  or  visitors,  were 
in  attendance  at  some  time  during  the 
week. 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  (the  largest) 
had  the  greatest  number  to  enroll.  The 
enrollment  by  Presbyteries  follows: 
Mecklenburg,  78;  Concord,  69;  Fayette- 
ville, 63;  Orange,  33;  Granville,  25;  Wil- 
mington, 24;  Kings  Mountain,  24;  Al- 
bemarle, 21;  Winston-Salem,  20. 

The  School  was  forunate  in  again  hav- 
ing an  excellent  faculty  and  nine  courses 
were  offered  in  the  morning.

MINUTES  OF  SYNOD 

The  Minutes  of  the  148th  Annual  Ses- 
sions of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  a 
summary  of  the  1961  meeting  which  con- 
vened in  Raleigh,  June  13-15,  1961,  came 
from  the  press  of  Owen  G.  Dunn,  Printers, 
New  Bern,  September  7. 

The  Minutes  are  the  largest  volume  ever 
published,  consisting  of  246  pages.  The 
1960  Minutes  comprised  230  pages. 

New  in  the  1961  Minutes  will  be  a 
"Table  of  Contents"  at  the  front  of  the 
volume,  giving  the  general  sections  of  the 
Book  and  page  numbers. 

The  Minutes  themselves  occupy  only  29 
pages. 

The  Directory,  containing  the  personnel 
of  the  Committees  and  Agencies  of  Synod, 
occupies  13  pages. 

The  largest  section  of  the  book  is  the 
Appendix  which  contains  the  "Memor- 
ials" and  the  "Reports  of  the  Executive 
and  Permanent  Committees  of  Synod," 
together  with  the  recommendation  which 
were  adopted  by  Synod.  This  section  em- 
braces 150  pages.  Ad  Interim  Committees 
and  Miscellaneous  Committees'  Reports 
occupy  only  4  pages. 

Section  VIII  of  the  volume  con- 
sists -of  "The  Standing  Rules  of 
Synod",  which  consume  16  pages. 

The  Stewardship  Tables  are  to  be 
found  from  pages  220  through  240, 
followed  by  the  "The  Succession  of 
Officers  of  Synod",  and  the  "Index".

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RECRUITMENT 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
rightly  has  reason  to  be  concerned  about 
Recruitment  —  enlisting  young  men  as 
Candidates  for  the  ministry.  Since  1957, 
the  peak  year  of  Candidates  for  the  min- 
istry, when  there  were  1,092,  the  trend 
has  been  downward  so  that  for  1960  the 
number  of  candidates  listed  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  was  only 
960. 

What  is  true  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
seems  to  be  the  trend  in  almost  all  de- 
nominations, the  exception  among  the 
major  denominations  being  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Seminary  heads  are 
concerned.  Likewise  Presbytery  Commit- 
tees responsible  for  Candidates  and 
others. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  June, 
through  its  Committee  on  Educational 
Institutions,  expressed  concern  by  pre- 
senting a  speaker  in  the  person  of  Dr. 
John  S.  Brown,  who  alerted  the  Synod 
to  the  current  trend. 

The  General  Secretary  of  Synod  point- 
ed out  to  Synod  that  "the  constant  need 
of  the  Synod  ...  is  for  more  men  and 
more  money."  He  added:  "The  Presby- 
terian Church  in  North  Carolina  has 
nearly  annihilated  itself  for  want  of  min- 
isters. This  has  been  true  from  the  be- 
ginning. Since  twenty  percent  of  the 
churches  are  always  vacant,  10,000  or 
more  Presbyterians  are  ever  without  a 
pastor.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  this 
problem  is  insoluble.  It  relates  itself  to 
recruiting  and  education." 

The  trend  downward  in  the  number  of 
candidates  for  the  Presbyterian  ministry 
is  a  pattern  that  has  occurred  before.  In 
1915  Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  Executive  Sec- 
retary of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Christian  Education,  addressing  the  North 
Carolina  Synodical,  said  that  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  had  three  times  as 
many  candidates  for  full-time  service,  in 
proportion  to  its  membership,  as  any 
other  Synod.  A  report  to  the  same  body 
in  1927  pointed  out  that  while  most 
churches  in  America  were  reporting  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  candidates, 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
showed  a  steady  increase. 

However,  during  the  years  following 
Dr.  Sweet's  statement  in  1915,  and  also 
those  following  the  report  in  1927,  there 
were  periods  of  decline  in  the  numbers 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry.  In  the 
first  instance,  there  were  four  successive 
years  of  decline,  and  in  the  second  ten 
successive  years  of  decline.  Beginning  In 
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RECOGNITION 

A  tribute  to  faithful  service  rendered 
was  recently  paid  to  Miss  Nell  Hay,  sec- 
retary at  White  Memorial  Church,  Ral- 
eigh, in  the  form  of  an  article  carried  in 
the  church  paper. 

Miss  Hay  has  served  her  church  faith- 
fully throughout  the  fifteen  years  since 
it  was  organized.  During  those  years 
she  has  set  up  office  in  various  tempor- 
ary rooms.  In  addition  to  her  duties  as 
Church  Secretary,  Miss  Hay  set  up  Sun- 
day School  rooms  in  the  Myrtle  Under- 
wood School,  secured  Sunday  Schools 
teachers,  and  kept  the  church's  financial 
records. 

White  Memorial  Church  held  their  an- 
niversary picnic  in  September  at  which 
time  they  celebrated  fifteen  years  as  a 
church  family  and  also  remembered  the 
fifteen  years  of  service  of  their  pastor. 
Dr.  Charles  Brown  and  of  their  secretary. 
Miss  Hay. 

During  the  15  years  of  the  life  of  the 
Church  it  has  grown  to  a  membership  of 
more  than  1,600,  the  fifth  largest  church 
in  the  Synod. 


1922  for  six  years  there  was  a  rise  in  the 
number  of  candidates  from  470  (for  the 
entire  General  Assembly)  to  611  in  1927, 
and  then  a  steady  drop  by  1937  to  352. 
After  that  began  a  period  of  steady  in- 
crease except  for  the  years  1943  and  1955 
to  the  peak  of  1,092  in  1957. 

The  record  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  is  not  as  encouraging  as  it  might 
be.  In  1915  there  were  120  candidates  for 
the  ministry,  with  a  communicant  mem- 
bership of  53,183.  Today,  the  membership 
is  in  excess  of  145,000  (an  increase  of 
174%/  since  1915),  and  the  number  of 
candidates  is  151.  Had  the  number  of 
candidates  increased  proportionately  to 
the  communicants,  there  would  be  328 
candidates  for  the  ministry  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  today. 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Felton  made  the  study 
on  Church  Extension  in  the  Synod  in 
1952,  and  pointed  out  that  a  great  weak- 
ness of  the  Synod  for  many  years  had 
been  a  dearth  of  ministers,  and  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  too  little  em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  recruitment  of  young 
men  by  both  their  parents  and  their 
pastors. 

In  North  Carolina  we  have  a  Presby- 
terian pool  of  at  least  8,000  Presbyterian 
students  in  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing, of  whom  5,000  must  be  young  men. 
This  is  only  one  student  in  every  33  who 
is  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  once  re- 
garded as  the  "highest  calling". 

More  attention  must  be  given  to  this 
matter  by  the  intelligent  leadership  of 
the  Church.  It  is  impossible  to  believe 
that  Presbyterians  are  incapable  of  solv- 
ing this  problem,  and  yet  history  points 
an  accusing  finger. 

Consider  that  there  is  no  business  in 
the  world  which  could  survive  with  an  un- 
solved problem  like  this  one.  Business  men 
succeed  because  they  do  solve  such  prob- 
lems. The  Church  is  in  business  for  the 
King,  and  it,  too,  can  and  should,  with 
haste,  resolve  this  problem  of  providing 
more  ministers  to  care  for  the  unchurch- 
ed. The  key  is  largely  in  the  hands  of 
Christian  parents  and  concerned  minis- 
ters. 

There  was  a  time  when  the  Protestant 
Church,  like  the  Roman  Catholic,  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  every  family 
dedicating  a  son  to  the  ministry.  Why 
not  keep  this  idea  constantly  before  the 
Church  in  every  congregation?  By  con- 
stant prayer  and  instruction  the  effects 
would  be  inevitable,  and  the  time  might

Serving  Presbyterians  in  Mexico  as  a 
medical  missionary  Dr.  James  Hervey 
Ross  and  his  wife  Pauline  "Polly"  Ross. 

As  the  son  of  pione- 
er Presbyterian  Q.S. 
missionaries  to  Mex- 
ico, Hervey  Ross 
grew  up  In  Mexico. 
Although  he  was 
born  in  Brownsville, 
during  a  year  when 
revolution  in  Mexico 
had  forced  his  par- 
ents to  leave  the 
country,  he  consid- 
Ross  ers  his  "home  town" 

to   be   Zitacuaro  in 
the  state  of  Michoacan,  Mexico. 

A  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  he  re- 
turned to  his  second  homeland,  Mexico 
in  1937  to  enter  medical  school  there. 
Government  requirements  were  that  doc- 
tors licensed  to  practice  medicine  in 
Mexico  must  be  graduates  of  accredited 
Mexican  medical  schools.  After  receiving 
his  doctor  of  medicine  degree  from  the 
University  of  Mexico,  he  began  his  work 
as  a  missionary  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S. 

Dr.  Ross  became  director  of  the  mis- 
sion's 100-bed  hospital,  Sanatorio  La  Luz, 
at  Morella,  capital  of  the  state  of  Michoa- 
can. This  was  the  mission's  only  hospital 
until  recent  years,  when  a  second  hos- 
pital was  founded  at  Ometepec,  a  remote 
town  on  the  southwestern  coat  of  Mexico. 

Under  his  direction,  the  Horelia 
hospital  gained  a  high  reputation.  To- 
day, the  hospital's  Dr.  L.  J.  Coppedge 
School  of  Nursing, 
accredited  by  the 
National  University 
is  considered  one  of 
the  best  in  Mexico, 
and  the  hospital's 
program  for  internes 
is  fully  accredited  as 
well. 

Mrs.  Ross  first 
went  to  Mexico  to  do 
secretarial  work  and 
Mrs.  Ross  continued  her  secre- 
tarial service  after 
her  marriage  while  Dr.  Ross  completed 
his  medical  training  and  internship  in 
Mexico.  She  and  her  husband  were  ap- 
pointed as  missionaries  in  1944. 

A  native  of  Albemarle,  N.  C,  Mrs.  Ross 
attended  Montreat  College  and  the  Pres- 
byterian School  of  Christian  Education  in 
Richmond,  Va.  She  Is  a  member  of  the 
High  Point  First  Church.  The  Rosses 
have  three  children.

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In  a  recent  study  released  by  the  Gen- 
eral Council  of  the  General  Assembly, 
Atlanta,  of  the  per  capita  giving  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  during 
1960,  the  following  churches  led  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  in  per  capita  benevolences 
and  total  gifts.  - 

In  the  classification  of  churches  having 
a  membership  of  200-224  there  were  119 
in  the  Assembly  of  which  19  were  from 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Mocksville 
First  ranked  third  in  per  capita  bene- 
volences, $40.35,  and  Western  Blvd.,  Ral- 
eigh, ranked  first  in  total  gifts,  $208.31. 

In  the  classification  of  225-249  member- 
ship there  were  107  churches  with  15  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Mt.  Zion, 
Rose  Hill,  led  the  Synod  with  a  rank  of 
seventh  in  per  capita  benevolences,  $34.65, 
and  Thomasville  First,  ranked  ninth, 
$33.28.  Highest  rank  for  total  gifts  was 
Oxford  (G),  fifteenth,  $127.38. 

In  the  classification  of  250-274  there 
were  91  churches,  14  of  which  were  in 
North  Carolina.  Unity  (C),  ranked  eighth 
in  benevolence  giving,  $31.26,  and  Mc- 
Quay  Memorial,  Charlotte  ranked  nine- 
teenth in  total  gifts,  $118.90. 


There  were  74  churches  in  the  275-299 
classification,  15  in  North  Carolina,  with 
the  Chapel-in-the  Pines,  Laurel  Hills, 
ranking  seventh,  $32.55,  and  Rutherford- 
ton  (K-M),  ninth  in  benevolence  giving, 
$31.16.  Galatia  (F),  was  highest  in  total 
giving  with  a  rank  of  eleventh,  $122.59. 

In  the  300-324  classification  there  were 
71  churches,  11  in  North  Carolina.  Mt. 
Holly  (K-M),  achieved  a  rank  of  seventh 
in  benevolences,  $32.92,  and  Charlotte 
Third  .eleventh  for  total  giving,  $120.66. 

In  the  325-349  classification  (62 
churches,  3  in  North  Carolina)  Newton 
First  led  in  both  areas  with  a  rank  of 
eighteenth  in  per  capita  benevolence  gifts, 
$24.79,  and  twenty-fifth  in  total  gifts, 
$98.67.

In  the  600-749  group  (118  churches,  20 
in  North  Carolina),  Highland  at  Winston- 
Salem  ranked  first  for  total  benevolence 
giving,  $59.78,  and  seventh  for  total  gifts, 
$146.58.  Also  high  was  Concord  First  with 
a  rank  of  fifth  for  benevolence  givings, 
$54.86  and  a  rank  of  sixth  for  total  gifts, 
$147.23. 

In  the  classification  of  750-999  there 
were  108  churches,  17  in  North  Carolina. 
Laurinburg  ranked  first  for  both  total 
benevolence  giving,  $250.74  and  total  gifts, 
$310.98.  Steele  Creek  was  fifth,  $59.62,  and 
Wilmington  First  seventh,  $50.72,  for  bene- 
volences. Statesville  First  ranked  ninth 
in  total  gifts,  $166.29. 

There  were  84  churches  in  the  1,000- 
1,499  classification,  9  in  North  Carolina, 
with  Gastonia  First  having  the  rank  of 
first  for  total  gifts,  $243.66.  Trinity  and 
First  of  Charlotte  held  the  ranks  of 
eighth,  $177.15,  and  ninth,  $175.19,  re- 
spectively. High  Point  First  ranked  seven- 
th in  benevolences,  $55.64. 

For  the  classification  of  1,500  or  more 
there  were  47  churches  with  6  in  North 
Carolina.  Myers  Park,  Charlotte  ranked 
first  in  total  gifts,  $220.57,  and  Winston- 
Salem  First  third,  $193.42.  Winston-Salem 
ranked  second  for  total  benevolence  giv- 
ing, $109.52,  and  Myers  Park  ranked  sixth, 
$63.91. 


There  were  44  churches  in  the  General 
Assembly  which  contributed  more  to 
Benevolences  than  to  Current  Expenses. 
Eight  of  these  were  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina;  Unity  (C),  Wallace,  North 
Wilkesboro,  Davidson,  Laurinburg  First, 
Steele  Creek,  First  High  Point,  and  First 
Winston-Salem.

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CHILD  CARE 

Distinguished  Alumni  Professor  Alan 
Keith-Lucas,  director  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  School  of  Social  Work's 
Groups  Child  Care  Project,  recently  de- 
clared that  a  child  forced  to  live  in  an 
institution  because  his  parents  have  mis- 
treated or  deserted  him  may  have  real 
difficulty  understanding  the  Christian 
concept  of  God. 

Dr.  Keith-Lucas,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Chapel  Hill  Church  addressed  125  house- 
parents  gathered  at  the  15th  Annual 
Workshop  for  Houseparents  and  Others 
Caring  for  Children  in  Institutions,  held 
at  Chapel  Hill  late  in  July. 

"Children  learn  about  God  through 
their  human  experience,"  said  Dr.  Keith- 
Lucas.  "We  have  no  way  of  expressing 
God's  relationship  to  us  than  to  com- 
pare it  with  the  nearest  human  relation- 
ship that  seems  to  have  some  of  the  same 
quality.  It  would  be  very  hard  to  get  even 
a  glimpse  of  what  God's  fatherhood  meant 
if  "Father"  means  to  you  someone  who 
gets  drunk  and  beats  you  imtil  you  are 
forced  to  leave  home." 

Developing  the  idea  that  faith  means 
trust  and  declaring  that  what  these  child- 
ren have  lost  is  trust.  Dr.  Keith-Lucas 
said  that  often  children  lose  confidence 
in  themselves.  Children  in  institutions  will 
reject  religious  teachings  emphasizing 
laws  which  condemn  the  parents  he  still 
loves. 

Children  in  institutions  need  to  be 
shown  a  proper  attitude  toward  God  in 
the  lives  of  those  who  are  over  them  as 
houseparents,  particularly  in  terms  of  the 
joy  they  find  in  a  loving  and  forgiving 
God.

MISSIONARIES  LABOR 
IN  CHARLOTTE 

'  Former  missionary  to  China  and  Japan, 
Dr.  W.  C.  McLauchlin  is  serving  as  minist- 
er at  Eastminster  Church,  Carlotte.  Dr. 
McLauchhn  and  his  wife  spent  more  than 
40  years  in  China  and  Japan  as  Presby- 
terian missionaries  to  Chinese  people. 

Dr.  McLauchlin  met  his  wife  while  both 
were  in  U.T.S.  at  Richmond,  Va.  Both 
were  planning  to  be  missionaries  but  had 
not  met  each  other  "until  a  mutual  friend 
in  Atlanta  wrote  to  both  of  us." 

During  their  ever\tful  40  years  in  China 
and  Japan,  the  McLauchlin's  house  was 
looted  three  times.  First,  in  1927,  the  Com- 
munists came.  "They  looted  practically 
everything  we  had  at  the  time."  Then, 
during  World  War  II,  the  Japanese  came. 
And  again,  after  the  war,  the  Communists 
came. 

When  the  second  Communist  looting 
came  in  1949,  The  McLauchlins  had  al- 
ready gone  home  to  the  United  States  on 
furlough.  They  went  back,  not  to  China, 
but  to  the  Chinese  in  Japan. 

Dr.  McLauchlin  is  now  retired  from 
foreign  mission  work  and  is  devoting  his 
time  to  the  Eastminister  Church.

THE  KRESS  COLLECTION  of  seventy  paintings  on  the  first  floor  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art,  valued  at  over  ZYz  million 
dollars,  came  to  the  Museum  as  a  result  of  a  Kress  Foundation  promise  to  donate  works  of  art  if  the  1947  North  Carolina  Legislature 
would  appropriate  funds  toward  a  Museum  collection.  The  Legislature  came  through  with  the  appropriation,  and  the  Kress  Foundation 
made  good  its  promise  in  November  of  1960. 
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APPEAL 

An  urgent  appeal  for  $250,000  to  meet 
emergency  needs  for  Bibles  in  Indonesia 
before  an  embargo  against  their  impor- 
tation becomes  effective  in  December 
was  made  by  the  American  Bible  Society. 

Dr.  Robert  T.  Taylor,  the  society's  ex- 
ecutive secretary,  said  the  funds  will  be 
used  to  supply  50,000  Bibles  in  the  Toba 
Batak  language  and  30,000  in  Javanese, 
and  to  assist  the  Netherlands  Bible  So- 
ciety in  sending  100,000  Bibles  in  the  In- 
donesian tongue. 

Part  of  the  funds  also  will  be  used  to 
ship  paper  and  binding  materials  for  the 
printing  of  Scriptures  in  Indonesia. 

Churches  and  missions  in  Indonesia  re- 
quested that  the  Bibles'  reach  the  country 
before  December  23  when  a  two-year  mor- 
atorium on  an  embargo  on  all  books  pub- 
lished in  locally-used  languages  expires. 
The  ban,  which  applies  to  Scriptures  also, 
was  imposed  by  the  Indonesian  govern- 
ment to  strengthen  the  country's  econo- 
my.

"TAR  HEEL  OF  THE  WEEK" 

The  selection  by  the  News  and  Observer 
of  the  "Tar  Heel  of  the  Week"  for  Sun- 
day, July  23,  1961  was  Du  B.  Cutlar  Moore 
of  Lumberton  who  for  nearly  thirty  years 
has  served  as  political  leader  in  Roberson 
County. 

A  highly  successful  farmer  and  real 
estate  man  in  private  life,  Mr.  Moore's 
avocation  has  been  politics. 

Mr.  Moore,  a  deacon  in  the  Lumberton 
First  Church,  resigned  the  position  of 
State  Senator  early  in  June,  which  office 
he  had  filled  for  approximately  ten  years. 

In  the  Senate  he  had  majored  on  such 
issues  as  liquor,  minimum  wage,  high- 
ways, and  highway  safety. 

He  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  State 
Board  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control,  ser- 
ving from  1937  to  1941,  and  later  quip- 
ped "That's  when  I  found  out  that  you 
didn't  have  to  drink  liquor  to  get  a  head- 
ache from  it". 

In  the  1955  session,  he  successfully 
sponsored  legislation  that  did  away  with 
unmarked  highway  patrol  cars;  Later  he 
introduced  a  bill  repealing  the  former 
legislation.  He  also  was  influencial  in  en- 
acting the  point  system  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 

In  1959,  he  had  a  prominent  part  in 
establishing  legislation  that  made  North 
Carolina  the  first  state  in  the  south  with 
a  minimum  wage  law. 

He  has  been  active  in  the  Democratic 
party  most  of  his  life.  He  has  been  re- 
commended to  the  President  and  is  ex- 
pected to  be  confirmed  soon  as  the  new 
collector  of  customs  for  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Moore  was  born  in  Pender  County, 
near  Burgaw,  the  son  of  John  B.  and 
Serena  Lee  Moore.  He  spent  two  years  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  worked 
with  a  furniture  company  in  Fayetteville 
for  a  while  and  then  entered  World  War 
I  as  a  private  in  the  U.  S.  Army.  He 
moved  to  Lumberton  in  1921  to  enter  the 


insurance  business,  and  there  married  the 
former    Ruth    Robeson    Norment.  The 
Moores  have  two  daughters  and  a  son. 
*  *  * 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  president  of  St* 
Andrews  College  was  recently  named  Tar 
Heel  of  the  Week  by  the  Raleigh  News 
and  Observer.  Dr.  Moore  who  has  had 
wide  experience  in  the  pastorate,  is  de- 
scribed as  enthusiastic  about  St.  Andrews 
and  its  curriculum  experiment  of  "Culture 
and  Christianity." 

Although  in  the  past  Dr.  Moore  has 
been  active  in  both  the  National  and 
World  Council  of  Churches  as  well  as 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  General  As- 
sembly's Advisory  Committee  on  Christian 
Education,  his  intention  now  is  to  devote 
himself  unstintingly  to  the  development 
of  St.  Andrews. 

His  backgroimd  includes  a  bachelor  of 
philosophy  degree  from  Emory  University 
a  bachelor  of  divinity  degree  from  Colimi- 
bia  Theological  Seminary  in  Atlanta  and 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Chic- 
ago Divinity  School,  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  N.  Y.,  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond.  He  received  an 
honorary  doctorate  from  Southwestem- 
at-Memphis  in  1944. 


DAVIDSON  COLLEGE 

The  125th  academic  year  of  Davidson 
College  began  on  September  11  with  an 
expected  total  enrollment  of  980  students. 

Ready  for  use  during  the  first  semester 
is  the  new  John  R.  Cunningham  Music 
and  Fine  Arts  Building.  It  will  be  de- 
dicated the  week  of  October  23. 

There  are  80  members  on  the  teaching 
faculty.  Dr.  Locke  White,  Jr.,  assistant 
director  of  the  Southern  Research  Lab- 
oratory, Birmingham,  Ala.,  has  joined  the 
faculty  as  professor  of  physics.  An  honor 
graduate  of  Davidson  in  1939,  Dr.  White 
received  the  Ph.D  degree  in  physical 
chemistry  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1943.  Before  going  to  the 
Southern  Research  Institute,  he  served  as 
a  chemist  in  the  Naval  Research  Lab- 
oratory, Washington,  D.  C. 

Returning  to  Davidson  from  a  year's 
absence  are  Dr.  Jay  H.  Ostwalt,  associate 
professor  of  education  and  psychology, 
and  Dr.  Bruce  Jackson,  Jr.,  in  the  mathe- 
matics department.

As- 
sisting him  is  Mr.  Kuykendall,  a  David- 
son Graduate  of  1959,  who  served  this 
past  year  as  assistant  director  of  alumni 
and  public  relations.  Mr.  Frakes,  a  minist- 
erial student  at  Union  Seminary,  will  be 
assistant  to  the  chaplain  as  a  Danforth 
Intern  for  the  1961-62  year.

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GRADUATES 

Thirty-one  graduates  of  Montreat-And- 
erson  College  are  now  missionaries  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  in  the  foreign 
fields,  it  was  recented  pointed  out  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Other  reports  showed  that  out  of  23 
students  in  the  1961  graduating  class,  20 
have  been  received  for  further  work  at 
senior  colleges.  Montreat-Anderson  was 
fully  accredited  as  a  junior  college  during 
the  past  year,  became  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Second  Schools,  and  was  restored  to  full 
membership  in  the  N.  C.  Foundation  ■  of 
Church  Related  Colleges.  -,  , 

Over  150  new  students  have  been  ac- 
cepted from  22  states  and  four  foreign 
countries.  Negotiations  for  loans  for  two 
new  dormitories  were  authorized  by  the 
board  and  $211,500  in  endowment  stocks 
and  funds  were  reported  as  firmly  com- 
mitted to  the  college  through  the  Presby- 
terian Foundation  in  Charlotte,  bringing 
the  total  endowment  figure  to  over  $700,- 
000. 


PORTRAIT  PRESENTED 

A  portrait  of  the  late  Congressman  J. 
Bayard  Clark  was  recently  presented  to 
Bladen  County  by  his  older  son,  Jerome 
B.  Clark,  Jr.,  of  Payetteville.  The  presen- 
tation was  made  in  behalf  of  the  Clark 
family  at  the  request  of  the  Bladen  Coun- 
ty Historical  Society,  and  was  accepted 
by  G.  Ellis  Clark  of  Elizabethtown,  chair- 
man of  the  Bladen  commissioners.  The 
portrait  now  hangs  in  the  courtroom. 

Congressman  Clark  was  a  longtime  civic 
and  political  leader  of  Bladen  and  Cum- 
berland Counties.  He  was  educated  at 
Davidson  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  He  began  practicing  law  in 
Elizabethtown  in  1906.  He  served  a  term 
as  State  Senator  beginning  in  1914.  After 
moving  to  Fayetteville,  he  was  elected  to 
represent  the  Seventh  Congressional  Dis- 
trict in  1928,  and  served  in  this  post  for 
twenty  years.  After  his  retirement,  he 
lived  in  Fayetteville  until  his  death  in 
1959.  He  was  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  High- 
land Church. 

Other  family  members  presented  for 
the  presentation  included  Mrs.  J.  Bayard 
Clark,  Sr.,  his  younger  son  Judge  Heman 
Clark,  a  daughter  Mrs.  Julian  Hutaff  and 
a  brother  and  sister  of  Elizabethtown,  J. 
H.  Clark  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Boring.  All  of 
the  family  members  in  Fayetteville  are 
leaders  in  the  Highland  Church.  Family 
illness  prevented  another  daughter,  Mrs. 
George  Jackson,  wife  of  the  pastor  of  the 
First  Church,  Winchester,  Va.,  from  at- 
tending. 


BACK  TO  CONGO 

Thirteen  more  Presbyterian  U.  S.  mis- 
sionaries are  scheduled  to  arrive  in  the 
Congo  by  the  end  of  August.  With  their 
arrival,  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  force  there 
will  number  52,  largest  total  since  evacua- 
tion of  American  missionaries  in  July, 
1960. 

Among  those  returning  are  Miss  Ann 
Anderson  of  Fayetteville,  who  is  partial- 
ly supported  by  Fayetteville  First  and 
Miss  Louise  Fleming  of  Woodleaf  who  is 
partially  supported  by  Unity  Church, 
Woodleaf. 

These  missionaries  will  join  other  mis- 
sionaries engaged  in  educational,  medical, 
and  evangelistic  efforts  In  the  Kasai  Pro- 
vince, an  area  which  has  been  torn  by 
tribal  violence. 
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SCHOLARSHIP  AWARDS 

Again  this  year  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  will  award  competi- 
tive scholarships  to  worthy  students.  The 
total  amount  available  this  year  to  grant 
new  scholarships  and  extend  existing  ones 
is  $15,000.  Under  the  revised  rules  a 
winner  may  be  eligible  for  a  scholarship 
with  a  stipend  up  to  $500  for  one  year, 
subject  to  renewal  each  year  that  need 
and  scholastic  excellence  continue. 

The  amount  of  each  stipend  will  be 
based  on  financial  need;  one  may  be 
awarded  an  honorary  scholarship  with- 
out stipend.  Scholarships  may  be  used  in 
any  of  the  twenty-two  colleges  related  to 
the  church,  Presbyterian  U.  S. 

More  young  people  than  ever  before 
are  seeking  entrance  to  college.  To  re- 
cognize and  to  stimulate  scholarship  in 
its  young  people,  the  church  and  its  re- 
lated colleges  offer,  to  those  of  proven 
ability,  this  opportunity  to  receive  a  well- 
rounded  education. 

The  Scholarship  Competition  for  Pres- 
byterian Colleges  is  open  to  high  school 
seniors  who  rank  in  the  top  quarter  of 
their  class  and  who  are  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 
Applicants  are  required  to  take  the  Scho- 
lastic Aptitude  Test  of  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board,  December  2 
or  January  13.  Completed  application 
forms  and  written  work  must  be  returned 
not  later  than  January  27,  1962.  Eligible 
young  people  should  write  at  once  to: 
Scholarship  Competition,  Division  of 
Higher  Education,  Box  1176,  Richmond  9, 
Virginia. 


PRESBYTERIAN  GIVING 
vs  NAZARENE 

The  World  Headquarters  of  the  Church 
of  the  Nazarene  has  issued  a  report  of 
its  growth  and  stewardship  over  the  past 
25  years.  Presbyterians  will  find  this  re- 
port of  interest  in  comparing  their  own 
growth  since  the  Nazarene  church  ranks 
high  among  the  small  sects  in  giving  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  leads 
all  major  denominations  in  giving. 

The  Church  of  the  Nazarene  reported 
that  over  the  past  25  years  its  rate  of  per 
capita  giving  had  increased  five  times 
while  its  membership  tripled.  Per  capita 
giving  reached  a  record  $142.33  last  year, 
as  compared  to  the  total  of  $28.02  a  quar- 
ter century  ago.  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
also  had  an  increase  of  five  times  in  its 
per  capita  giving,  from  $19.69  in  1936  to 
$101.53  last  year. 

The  Nazarenes  reported  their  total 
giving  for  all  purposes  during  the  1959-60 
fiscal  years  totaled  $45,345,965,  a  rise  of 
$3,163,000  over  the  previous  year.  The 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  church  reported  total 
giving  for  all  purposes  in  the  same  period 
to  be  $91,596,114,  a  rise  of  $3,256,185.

Miss  Carolyn  Miree  Johnson,  assistant 
to  the  Dean  of  Women  at  UNC,  has  been 
granted  a  scholarship  by  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia  for  a  year  of  study  at  Drew  Uni- 
versity, Madison,  New  Jersey. 

Miss  Johnson  is  an  alumna  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  in  physical  ed- 
ucation. She  holds  a  master's  degree  from 
the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation in  Richmond.  She  is  the  daught- 
er of  retired  Navy  Captain  John  E.  John- 
son and  Mrs.  Johnson  of  Bayside,  Vir- 
ginia.

Each  year  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  is 
required  to  furnish  an  official  copy,  pro- 
perly countersigned,  to  the  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly.  At  the  ensuing 
meeting  of  the  Assembly,  the  Minutes  of 
Synod  are  reviewed  and  approved,  either 
with  or  without  exceptions. 

The  official  copies  having  been  endors- 
ed by  the  Moderators  of  the  General  As- 
sembly are  bound  in  permanent  form  for 
filing  in  Synod's  Office. 

Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas 
(North  and  South  Carolina)  in  manu- 
script form  are  to  be  found  in  Spence 
Library,  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va.  Typed  copies  of  these 
Minutes  are  to  be  found  at  Montreal  and 
in  Synod's  Office  in  Raleigh. 

Apparently  the  first  printed  minutes 
appear  about  1830,  and  there  are  In 
Synod's  Office  printed  volumes  for  1830- 
1834  and  1837.  Manuscript  copies  are  in 
Synod's  Office  for  1841  to  1849.  Printed 
copies  are  available  either  in  Richmond 
or  at  Montreat  or  in  Synod's  Office  from 
1850  on,  though  the  volume  for  1856  Is 
missing  in  Synod's  Office. 

The  Minutes  for  the  years  1827-1828 
have  been  lost,  apparently  beyond  re- 
covery. 

Any  persons  in  the  Synod  possessing  old 
volumes  of  Synod's  Minutes  or  other  im- 
portant data,  and  desiring  to  provide  them 
for  permanent  record  are  requested  to 
forward  them  to  Synod's  Office,  Box 
10785,  Raleigh.

GENEROUS  GIFT  BY  BEQUEST 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  (Sub- 
committee of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension)  was  recently  recipient 
of  two  gifts  by  way  of  bequests  in  the 
will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Agnes  T.  McCallum, 
wife  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  T.  McCallum  of 
Red  Springs,  in  the  total  amount  of  $6,- 
424.42. 

At  its  meeting  in  June,  Synod  took  cog- 
nizance of  the  generous  bequest  from  Mr. 
McCallum,  valued  at  $250,000.  Mr.  McCal- 
lum died  in  1926. 

Mrs.  McCallum,  who  died  in  January, 
1960,  provided  in  her  will  as  follows: 

ITEM  2,  "In  gratitude  to  God  for  His 
mercy  and  grace,  I  desire  to  give  for  His 
cause  a  righteous  portion  of  His  gifts  to 
me  with  prayers  for  His  blessing  upon 
its  use;  I,  therefore,  give  and  bequeath 
to  the  following  religious,  charitable  and 
educational  institutions  the  following 
amounts,  the  amount  to  each  is  designed 
as  follows,  to  wit:  To  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, in  connection  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  Incorporat- 
ed under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  I  bequeath  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  ($500.00)  Dollars.  .  . 

ITEM  17,  "All  the 
rest  and  residues  of 
my  estate,  meaning 
thereby  all  my  pro- 
perty of  every  kind, 
sort  and  description, 
both  real  and  per- 
sonal, which  remains 
after  all  debts,  costs, 
and  all  other  devises 
and  bequests  provid - 
.,        ,  ed  for  herein  this  my 

/i^*"^  >  ^iii  have  been  fully 

Mrs.  McCallum  carried  out  and  paid, 
I  will,  devise  and  bequeath  one-fifth 
part  thereof  to  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in 
connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States,  Incorporated  under 
the  Laws  of  North  Carolina. 

(Note:  One-fifth  of  the  rest  and  residue 
of  the  estate  was— $5,924.42) . 

There  were  other  bequests  made  in  both 
Items  2  and  17  of  the  Will. 

Mr.  Z.  V.  McMillan,  Attorney  at  Red 
Springs  for  the  Estate,  in  making  the  as- 
signment of  the  bequest,  said,  "In  all 
Mrs.  McCallum  left  approximately  $35,- 
900.00  to  religious,  charitable,  an  deduca- 
tional  causes.  All  except  about  $1,400.00, 
went  to  Presbyterian  causes".  , 


ROCKFISH  CEMETERY 

Rockfish  Church  (W),  the  seat  of  one 
of  the  oldest  Scot  settlements  in  North 
Carolina,  has  started  work  on  an  addition 
to  the  church  cemetery  which  will  be 
known  as  Rockfish  Memorial  Cemetery. 
The  new  cemetery  is  located  directly 
across  the  highway  from  the  church.  The 
present  cemetery  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  historic  in  southeastern  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  new  addition  will  be  of  the  most 
modern  design,  with  perpetual  upkeep.  A 
special  feature  will  be  a  handsome  mar- 
ker placed  strategically  on  the  10-acre 
plot.

APPROXIMATELY  600  ATTEND 

More  than  600  attorneys,  bankers,  insur- 
ance executives,  accountants,  and  others 
participated  in  a  series  of  nineteen  con- 
ferences on  Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts 
throughout  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
during  the  week  of  October  1-6. 

Speakers  at  this  series  of  special  meet- 
ings were  Dr.  Hunter  B.  Blakely,  Rich- 
mond, Secretary  of  Higher  Education;  Dr. 
John  R.  Cunningham,  Charlotte,  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Foundation;  and  Mr. 
A.  Walton  Litz,  Charlotte,  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  the  Presbyterian  Foimdation. 

Designed  to  encourage  and  aid  Pres- 
byterians in  the  making  of  wills,  the 
conferences  provided  valuable  informa- 
tion on  services  available  through  agencies 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  importance  of  the  "Stewardship  of 
Bequests"  was  stressed  throughout  the 
meetings.  Audiences  were  told  that  of 
all  the  things  you  write  and  say  in  your 
lifetime,  probably  the  one  which  will  re- 
veal most  about  your  true  feelings — your 
loves,  your  sense  of  values,  your  hopes 
and  dreams — is  your  last  will  and  testa- 
ment. 

Christians  can  leave  lasting  expressions 
of  their  love  of  God,  their  sense  of  the 
importance  of  His  Work  and  their  hopes 
for  His  Church,  by  making  provisions  in 
their  wills  to  benefit  the  Church  and  its 
work.

53%  of  27  Presbyterian  senior  colleges 

endowments  came  by  bequests; 

To  1956  all  colleges  in  the  U.  S.  had 

accumulated  total  assets  of  $13,000,000,- 

000; 

Since  1956,  $6,000,000,000  have  been 
added; 

During  the  next  ten  years  an  addi- 
tional $7,000,000,000  will  be  needed.

SAINT  ANDREWS 
COLLEGE  CONVENES 

Registration  for  classes  was  completed 
by  the  787  students  enrolled  at  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg  on 
September  21,  1961.  Most  upperclassmen 
are  students  of  the  merging  schools. 

Almost  1,000  persons  were  present  for 
the  opening  convocation,  which  was  held 
in  the  Laurinburg  National  Guard  Armory 
on  Friday,  September  22.  Although  the 
armory  had  not  been  officially  released 
by  the  contractor,  special  permission  was 
secured  for  this  occasion.  An  auditorium 
is  yet  to  be  constructed  on  campus. 

Dr.  Daniel  D.  Rhodes,  professor  of  re- 
ligion and  philosophy  at  Davidson  Col- 
lege was  guest  speaker.  "The  learning  proc- 
ess is  a  thing  of  joy  and  exhilaration," 
he  declared.  "The  challenge  is  to  learn 
to  love,  and  to  love  learning. 

The  first  day  of  regular  classes  on  the 
new  campus  began  on  Friday,  September 
22. 

BEQUEST  TO  ST.  ANDREWS 

St.  Andrews  College  has  received  $30,000 
from  a  division  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Elva 
Bryan  Mclver  of  Sanford,  widow  of  the 
late  Dr.  Lynn  Mclver. 

"We  deeply  appreciate  this  gift  from  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Mclver,"  said  Dr.  Ansley  C. 
Moore,  president  of  St.  Andrews.  "She  was 
a  dedicated  Christian  woman  and  a  pub- 
lic school  teacher  with  a  concern  for 
children.  Her  husband  was  an  elder  and 
Clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Sanford  for  many 
years."

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NO  PREMIUM  ON  BRAINS 

The  situation  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  whereby  most  vacant  churches 
make  it  known  to  Commissions  on  the 
Minister  and  His  Work  that  only  minist- 
ers between  the  ages  of  approximately  35 
and  43  are  desirable  for  consideration 
suggests  that  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
not  withstanding  its  emphasis  on  Higher 
Education,  places  too  little  premium  on 
brains  and  experience  in  the  ministry. 

Not  that  men  between  the  ages  of  35 
and  43  do  not  have  brains;  they  do,  but 
so  do  men  over  43  years  of  age.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  here  is  a  wealth  of  brainpower 
and  experience,  so  much  needed  in  the 
Church,  too  often  overlooked  and  unused. 

It  is  questionable  whether  any  other 
denomination  is  as  sorely  afflicted  with 
loss  of  the  flower  of  its  wisdom  and  ex- 
perience as  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
Many,  if  not  most,  of  the  pulpits  of  the 
large  churches  of  the  Methodist  and 
Baptist  Churches  are  occupied  by  men 
between  the  ages  of  50  and  65,  or  even 
older. 

The  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie  once  said 
that  some  men  are  old  at  50,  and  others 
are  still  young  at  70.  He,  himself,  was  a 
supreme  example  of  this  for  at  the  time 
he  was  80  years  old  and  as  vigorous  as 
most  men  in  their  prime. 

Within  the  last  two  or  three  years  one 
of  the  old,  cultured,  influential  chiurches 
of  Richmond  called  a  minister  who  is 
nearly  70  years  of  age,  and  according  to 
reports  he  is  giving  the  church  the  most 
vigorous  leadership  it  has  known  in 
years. 

Business  and  commerce  and  Govern- 
ment all  recognize  the  importance  of  wis- 
dom and  experience,  both  of  which  are 
characteristic  of  men  in  middle  life.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  is  "missing  the  boat" 
in  not  capitalizing  on  its  greatest  source 
of  brainpower. 


PEACE  COLLEGE  TRIAL 

Trial  of  the  suit  against  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
brought  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Raleigh  for  resumption  rights  to  control 
and  operate  Peace  College  was  held  in 
Wake  County  Superior  Court  September 
18-20. 

Judge  George  Fountain  of  Tarboro  heard 
the  case  except  for  argument  between 
attorneys,  which  was  postponed  for  the 
month  of  October. 

Three  witnesses  were  called  to  the  stand 
to  testify,  to  wit,  William  P.  McPherson, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
Peace  College,  Dr.  William  C.  Pressly, 
President  of  Peace  College,  and  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  of  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 

After  an  hour's  conference  with  opposing 
attorneys  in  his  chambers,  during  which 
the  Judge  urged  that  if  possible  the  case 
be  compromised,  he  gave  notice  that  he 
would  postpone  his  ruling  until  after  the 
transcript  is  ready  and  the  attorneys  have 
had  opportunity  to  argue  the  case. 

Peace  College  is  one  of  three  institutions 
which  were  slated  to  be  consolidated  into 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  which 
opened  its  doors  in  Laurinburg  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  1961.  The  other  institutions  are 
Presbyterian  Junior  College,  formerly  at 
Maxton,  and  Flora  Macdonald  College, 
formerly  at  Red  Springs. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ral- 
eigh voted  to  institute  friendly  proceed- 
ings to  interpret  the  resumption  rights  of 
the  first  church. 

Last  February  Judge  William  Y.  Bickett 
of  Raleigh  granted  an  injunction  to  con- 
tinue operation  of  Peace,  pending  the  out- 
come of  the  suit  which  began  in  Septem- 
ber.

SOMETHING  OLD- 
SOMETHING  NEW

The  Presbyterian  Foundation  is  almost 
as  old  as  our  denomination.  It  was  or- 
ganized by  our  General  Assembly  and 
incorporated  in  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  1866.  Its  Board  of  Trustees  is 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly.  It  now 
has  eighteen  members,  two  of  whom  are 
ladies,  three  are  ministers  and  the  re- 
maining thirteen  are  outstanding  business 
and  professional  men.  The  President  of 
the  Board  at  this  time  is  Mr.  Philip  F. 
Howerton,  insurance  executive  and  re- 
cently Moderator  of  our  Assembly.  The 
Foundation  has  the  services  of  able  at-

torneys.  It  has  an  Investment  Committee  | 
of  five  Trustees.  In  addition  to  the  invest- 
ment counsel  of  Standard  &  Poor,  the 
North  Carolina  National  Bank  of  Char- 
lotte serves  as  fiscal  agent.  The  firm  of 
Ernest  &  Ernest  serves  as  auditor. 

The  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to 
act  as  a  trustee  for  the  entire  denomina- 
tion. Its  more  particular  function  is  to 
receive,  invest,  and  distribute  the  income 
from  gifts,  bequests,  insurance,  and  an- 
nuities. These  legacies  may  be,  and  most 
of  them  now  are,  designated  for  various 
Boards  and  institutions  of  the  Church. 
At  present  each  of  our  four  boards,  each 
of  our  four  Seminaries,  a  number  of  our 
colleges  and  homes,  along  with  several 
of  our  Presbyteries,  are  beneficiaries  to 
whom  income  is  distributed  twice  a  year. 
There  are  some  legacies  which  include 
projects  beyond  the  reach  of  our  denom- 
ination, but  which  fall  within  the  range

BEQUEST  CONFERENCES 

During  the  series  of  Conferences  on 
Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts  throughput 
the  Synod,  October  1-6,  Dr.  Hunter  B. 
Blakely,  Secretary  of  Higher  Education 
for  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
Richmond,  Virginia,  addressed  represent- 
ative groups  of  business  and  professional 
men  at  Raleigh,  Fayetteville,  Lumberton, 
Wilmington,  Sanford,  Greensboro,  Salis- 
bury, Hickory,  and  Shelby. 

In  his  addresses.  Dr.  Blakely  observed 
that  "if  we  do  not  do  more  than  help 
or  encourage  people  to  write  wills,  we 
will  not  be  laboring  in  vain".  He  cited  an 
article  by  Mrs.  Peter  Marshall  which  set 
forth  the  ills  incurred  because  Dr.  Mar- 
shall failed  to  write  a  will. 

"We  should  encourage  people  to  write 
adequate  wills,"  said  Dr.  Blakely,  "so  that 
they  will  hold  up  in  court".  He  added  that 
less  than  50%  of  people  write  wills,  and 
proposed  that  "people  should  write  wills 
because  of  the  good  which  may  be  ac- 
complished by  bequests  and  deferred  gifts 
opportunities  being  provided  for  young 
people  to  obtain  an  education".  "Further- 
more, this  is  a  means  for  a  donor  pro- 
jecting himself  into  the  future  into  the 
end  of  time." 

Dr.  Blakely  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Government,  both  State  and  Fed- 
eral, encourages  giving  as  a  means  of 
benefiting  taxpayers. 


PRESBYTERIANS  NAMED 

Superior  Court  Judge  L.  Richardson 
Preyer,  a  ruling  elder  in  First  Church, 
Greensboro,  was  appointed  new  federal 
judge  in  North  Carolina's  Middle  District 
by  President  Kennedy  on  October  8,  1961. 

Preyer  practiced  law  in  Greensboro  and 
New  York  City  before  being  appointed  to 
the  Superior  Court  bench  five  years  ago. 
He  earned  his  law  degree  at  Harvard 
University. 

On  October  9,  Gov.  Terry  Sanford  pick- 
ed Eugene  Shaw,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Deacons  at  Greensboro  First  Church, 
for  the  Superior  Court  judgeship  being 
vacated  by  Judge  Preyer. 

Shaw  was  State  revenue  commissioner 
in  the  administrations  of  Govs.  W.  Kerr 
Scott,  William  B.  Umstead,  and  Luther 
Hodges.  He  has  practiced  law  in  Greens- 
boro for  more  than  25  years. 
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NEW  CHURCH  ORGANIZED 

A  new  church  in  Winston-Salem  Pres- 
bytery was  organized  on  September  12 
when  twenty  charter  members  met  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Scott,  Winston-Salem. 

Named  the  Old  Town  Presbyterian 
Church,  it  will  continue  services  at  the 
Scott  home  until  a  more  desirable  loca- 
tion can  be  found.  The  new  church  will 
serve  the  Lake  Hills  development  with 
worship  services  each  Sunday.  Later  a 
Sunday  school  and  Sunday  night  youth 
activities  will  be  added. 

The  church  is  now  operating  indepen- 
dently but  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Winston-Salem  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee headed  by  Rev.  John  R.  Smith, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Presbytery,  and 
Rev.  James  H.  Monroe,  pastor  of  St.  An- 
drews Church. 

When  the  church  increases  to  about  30 
families  or  70  members,  it  can  apply  to 
the  Presbytery  for  authorization  to  be- 
come a  full-time  church  and  seek  a  pas- 
tor. About  16  families  are  now  members. 


ROCKY  RIVER  CHURCH 

Historic  Rocky  River  Church  (C),  has 
two  events  each  year  which  hold  special 
interest  for  members. 

The  first  Sunday  in  May  has  been  set 
aside  as  Homecoming  and  Communion

The  ten  buildings  now  in  use  include 
the  Liberal  Arts  and  Science  Building, 
the  Music  Conservatory,  Student  Center, 
heating  plant,  and  six  dormitories.

of  Christian  service  to  various  groups 
and  communities. 

During  the  first  ninety  years  of  the 
Foimdation's  existence  up  to  1956,  it  had 
only  the  most  limited  cultivation.  Most 
of  the  members  and  a  large  number  of 
the  pastors  did  not  know  of  its  existence. 
During  that  period  it  did  not  have  an 
office  or  a  full-time  employee.  The  re- 
sult was  that  from  1866  to  1956  there 
were  only  thirty-nine  legacies  left  to  the 
Church  amounting  in  total  to  $819,094 
with  an  annual  income  of  approximately 
$35,000.  During  this  time  a  capable  Board 
of  Trustees  met  annually  and  gave  ded- 
icated service  to  this  cause. 

In  1956  the  General  Assembly  took  de- 
termined action  looking  to  the  retaining 
of  a  staff  and  providing  a  limited  bud- 
get for  the  cultivation  of  this  agency 
throughout  the  entire  Church.  The  re- 
sponse has  been  encouraging.  The  courts 
of  the  Church,  the  Women  of  the  Church, 
and  the  Men  of  the  Church  have  been 
alert  and  cooperative.  The  pastors  have 
given  hearty  support  to  "the  stewardship 
of  accumulated  possessions".  At  the  end 
of  1960  the  number  of  legacies  had  in- 
creased to  59  and  the  total  value  of  the 
holdings  had  increased  to  $3,156,211.85. 
The  annual  income  amounted  to  $107,926.- 
60.  In  addition,  individuals  and  attorneys 
have  reported  wills,  life  income  trusts, 
and  life  insurance  amounting  in  total  to 
approximately  $2,000,000. 

Your  Church  would  earnestly  remind 
all  of  its  members  that  where  there  is 
no  will,  there  is  no  bequest.  The  making 
of  a  will  is  in  itself  very  important.  Fur- 
ther, the  making  of  a  Christian  will,  re- 
gardless of  the  size  of  the  estate,  is  in- 
cumbent upon  all  who  have  due  regard 
for  the  sacredness  of  God's  ownership 
and  their  stewardship.

DAVIDSON  ENDOWMENT  DRIVE 

Davidson  College  alumni  launched  a 
$200,000  living  endowment  drive  as  the 
most  ambitious  annual  effort  in  the  22- 
year  history  of  Davidson's  alumni  fund, 
on  September  16. 

More  than  60  alumni  leaders  from 
throughout  the  East  and  South  heard 
President  D.  Grier  Martin  state  that 
Davidson's  physical  plant  is  now  virtual- 
ly complete  for  1,000  students.  For  that 
reason,  he  said,  the  college  now  needs  gifts 
for  operating  purposes  more  than  ever 
for  faculty  salaries,  library  book-stocks, 
audio-visual  teaching  aids,  student  schol- 
arships, and  countless  other  phases  of  a 
forward-looking  program  in  the  liberal 
arts. 

Presiding  at  a  briefing  session  at  David- 
son for  the  two-day  session  were  Archie 
W.  McLean  of  Rocky  Mount  and  David 
B.  Burns,  Jr.  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.  Key 
faculty  and  staff  members,  together  with 
varsity  coaches  participated  in  a  "back- 
to-college"  program  which  gave  each  man 
an  up-to-date  picture  of  the  college  at 
the  beginning  of  its  125th  year. 

Last  year's  program  raised  $156,611  in 
operating  gifts  from  alumni,  parents, 
friends,  and  corporations.  If  this  year's 
$200,000  goal  is  reached,  the  alumni  fund 
gift  total  will  increase  by  30  per  cent.

CRIME  RATES 

The  nation's  crime  rate  is  continuing 
to  rise  at  an  appalling  rate,  according  to 
Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation. 

He  recently  reported  that  a  final  com- 
pilation of  police  records  for  1960  show- 
ed a  14  per  cent  increase  in  crimes,  and 
that  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  first  six 
months  of  1961  shows  a  seven  per  cent 
increase  over  the  same  period  in  1960. 

Statistics  were  collected  from  police  de- 
partments in  cities  of  more  than  25,000 
population.  In  recent  years,  however,  the 
crime  rate  has  been  increasing  more  rap- 
idly in  rural  areas  and  small  towns  than 
in  major  cities. 
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KNOW  YOUR 

Dr.  Sandy  Cole  Marks  is  back  in  Wil- 
mington— exactly  16  years  since  he  set 
sail  for  the  Belgian  Congo  in  Africa  as  a 
Presbyterian  medical  missionary. 

It  was  in  1945  that  Dr.  Marks  decided 
to  dedicate  his  life  to  mission  work.  At 
that  time  he  was  practicing  dentistry  in 
Wilmington  where  he  is  a  member  of  the 
first  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  idea  hit  him,  he  says,  "when  I 
suddenly  realized  I'd  spent  most  of  my 
life  for  my  own  selfish  purposes.  I  re- 
solved to  spend  the  rest  of  it  in  services 
to  others  in  the  name  of  Christ." 

He  went  to  Africa  for  two  purposes;  to 
care  for  the  dental  needs  there  of  the 
Presbyterian  missionaries,  and  to  estab- 
lish a  dental  school  to  train  the  Congo- 
lese in  dentistry. 

In  1955  he  established  the  first  dental 
school  in  a  colony  of  13  million  people. 
His  work  was  among  the  tribes  of  the 
Baluba  and  Lulua  tribes — a  savage,  su- 
perstitious people,  highly  illiterate,  the 
majority  living  in  crude  mud  homes  with 
thatched  roofs. 

Last  year.  Dr.  Mark's  dental  school 
graduated  its  first  students,  who  came  to 
the  United  States  to  further  their  training. 
This  year  10  more  from  his  dental  hos- 
pital have  come  to  the  U.  S.  to  study. 
Since  independence  was  granted  to  the

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College  at 
Laurinburg  is  currently  without  a  per- 
manent library.  A  temporary  arrangement 
has  been  made  by  locating  books  transfer- 
red from  Flora  Macdonald  College  and 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  to  the  lower 
level  of  the  Arts  and  Science  Building.

MISSIONARIES 

Congo,  the  natives  are  struggling  to  carry 
on  their  work. 

When  the  Congolese  mutiny  erupted  in 
July  1960,  the  Marks  and  160  other  mis- 
sionaries at  their  station  of  Lubondai 
were  ordered  to  get  out  of  the  country. 
One  month  later  Dr.  Marks  returned, 
along  with  18  other  missionaries  to  in- 
vestigate their  mission  and  to  see  what 
could  be  salvaged.  He  found  his  mission 
intact  although  many  others  were  not  so 
fortunate. 

Despite  the  turbulence  of  the  mutiny, 
and  having  to  abandon  their  mission. 
Dr.  Marks  feels  their  mission  there  has 
been  accomplished. 

In  December,  following  the  mutiny,  the 
riewly-formed  Congolese  government  of- 
ficially recognized  the  Protestant  Church 
in  the  Congo.  From  that  point  on  the 
remaining  missionaries  served  in  ad- 
visory capacity,  and  the  work  begun  so 
many  years  ago  wa;s  at  last  put  into  the 
safe-keeping  of  the  Africans. 

This  was  an  important  objective  of  the 
mission  field,  to  teach  the  natives  to  read 
and  write,  and  to  eventually  stand  on 
their  own  feet. 

Dr.  Marks  returned  to  this  country  in 
March,  1961.  While  here  he  plans  to  study 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina's 
School  of  Dentistry,  hoping  to  return  to 
Congo  in  1963.

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STUDENT  CENTER 

The  Student  Center  promises  to  be  one 
of  the  most  used  buildings  on  St.  Andrews' 
campus.  The  center  of  social  life  of  the 
students,  it  is  a  handsome  two-level  build- 
ing on  the  residential  side  of  the  campus, 
with  wide  balconies  overlooking  the  lake, 
game  rooms,  lounges,  snack  bar,  cafeteria, 
music,  TV,  and  listening  rooms.

It  has  been  acousti- 
cally designed  for  a  minimum  of  noise  and 
is  well  equiped  with  attractive  furniture.

At  one  entrance  a  large  Mosaic  il- 
lustrates the  history  of  mankind.

WILLIAM  CAREY 

A  service  marking  the  200th  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  William  Carey,  famed 
British  Baptist  missionary  to  India,  was 
recently  held  in  Northampton,  England. 
Carey,  a  convert  from  the  Anglican 
Church,  helped  found  the  British  Baptist 
Missionary  Society  and  was  its  first  mis- 
sionary sent  abroad.  He  arrived  in  India 
in  1793  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life 
there  until  his  death  in  1834. 

Because  there  is  no  Baptist  church  in 
the  small  Northampton  village  of  Pauler- 
spury  where  Carey  was  born,  the  service 
was  held  in  the  Anglican  church  which 
the  future  missionary  attended  until  leav- 
ing home  at  the  age  of  14.  Eleven  de- 
scendants of  Carey  were  present. 

Preaching  at  the  service  was  Dr.  E.  A. 
Payne  of  London,  general  secretary  of  the 
Baptist  Union  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land. He  recalled  that  Carey  often  had 
suggested  interdenominational  meetings 
to  improve  relations  among  various 
church  bodies.  The  roots  of  Protestant 
ecumenicity  are  considered  by  many  to 
run  back  to  the  pioneer  missionary  ven- 
tures of  this  consecrated  Baptist  cobbler.

A  Sunday  School  class  for  the  mentally 
retarded  is  being  operated  in  Gastonia  at 
Northside  Presbyterian  Church. 

Northside  Church  has  fewer  than  100 
members,  and  the  pastor  is  the  Rev. 
James  Mann. 

The  project  is  a  joint  one  of  the 
churches  of  Gastonia,  and  is  not  restrict- 
ed to  Presbyterians. 

The  handicapped  Sunday  School  was 
started  just  after  Easter.  Thus  far  only 
six  children  have  been  enrolled,  although 
the  capacity  for  children  is  approximately 
35. 

Most  of  the  children  have  never  been  to 
church  before.  At  this  school  they  get  in- 
dividual attention,  which  is  sometimes 
lacking  in  the  home. 


Tully  D.  Blair,  president  of  Security 
Life  &  Trust  Co.,  Winston-Saiem,  and 
member  of  Synod's  Committee  on  Be- 
quests and  Deferred  Gifts,  was  recently 
named  chairman  of  a  development  com- 
mittee which  will  engmeer^the  $2,600,000 
capital  improvement  program  planned  for 
Mountain  Retreat  Assn.,  and  Montreat- 
Anderson  College  at  Montreat.

As  chairman,  he  will  help  in  the  selec- 
tion of  other  Presbyterians  to  complete 
membership  of  a  development  council 
drawn  from  16  states. 

New  facilities  proposed  include  a  busi- 
ness center,  administrative  offices,  dorm- 
itories for  200  college  students,  library 
building,  science  hall,  and  a  building  for 
recreation  and  physical  education.  An  ad- 
dition to  the  Assembly  Inn  is  planned  as 
well  as  a  motor  hotel  and  several  effici- 
ency apartments.

Surviving  are  his  wife,  two  children, 
his  mother,  and  a  sister. 


MUSIC  CONSERVATORY 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  Laur- 
inburg will  continue  the  tradition  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College  in  the  field  of  music 
by  virtue  of  the  new  Conservatory  of 
Music,  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of 
the  buildings  which  have  been  construct- 
ed on  the  new  campus. 

Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  Jr.,  former  Dean 
of  the  Conservatory  of  Music  at  Flora 
Macdonald  and  former  acting  President 
of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  will  continue 
as  the  Dean  of  the  New  Conservatory  at 
St.  Andrews  College. 

The  new  building  contains  in  addition 
to  practice  and  classrooms  a  choral  re- 
cital hall,  a  band  ensemble  room,  library, 
and  music -listening  room.

COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 

Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  director  of 
the  Presbyterian  Foundation,  has  been 
named  by  Charlotte  Mayor  Stan  R. 
Brookshire  to  head  the  city's  new  com- 
munity relations  committee. 

The  29  persons  working  with  Dr.  Cun- 
ningham are  charged  with  building  "posi- 
tive and  constructive  program"  to  improve 
race  relations  in  the  city. 

The  mayor  asked  the  committee  to  give 
primary  study  and  concern  to  areas  of 
decent  housing,  adequate  health  facilities, 
education,  economic  opportunities,  and 
recreation  for  all  citizens,  and  asked  that 
it  suggest  ways  of  implementing  any  rec- 
ommendations made. 

EDUCATION 

An  enrollment  increase  by  at  least  200,- 
000  In  private  and  parochial  schools  has 
been  predicted  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Ed- 
ucation. 

Private  schools  will  enroll  almost  one 
child  out  of  every  six  in  the  elementary 
grades  and  private  high  schools  and 
academies  will  enroll  about  one  student 
out  of  nine  in  secondary  schools  (grades 
9  through  12). 

Public  school  enrollments  are  expected 
to  increase  by  900,000  and  college  enroll- 
ment by  300,000.  The  total  number  of  stu- 
dents in  U.  S.  classrooms  from  kindergar- 
ten to  college  will  reach  a  new  record  of 
49,300.000,  an  increase  of  1,400,000  over  the 
1960-61  academic  year.

STEELE  CREEK  CHURCH 

Concern  about  location  of  a  proposed 
airport  expansion  was  recently  expressed 
by  members  of  Steele  Creek  Church,  one 
of  Mecklenburg's  oldest  and  most  historic 
churches. 

In  question  is  a  9,000-foot  super-jet 
runway  which  would  come  within  1,000 
feet  of  the  church.

EDUCATION  BUILDING 

Construction  was  recently  begun  on  the 
new  education  building  at  First  Church, 
Greensboro. 

Total  cost  of  the  three-story  project 
will  be  $290,000,  according  to  John  R. 
Taylor,  chairman  of  the  building  com- 
mittee. The  structure  will  include  space 
for  19  classrooms,  a  week-day  kindergar- 
ten, nursery,  and  adult  classrooms. 

A  total  of  $350,000  was  raised  for  the 
addition  last  fall  during  the  church's 
"Investment  in  Youth"  campaign.  Dr. 
John  A.  Redhead  Jr.,  is  pastor  of  the 
church. 


COLLEGE  DORMITORIES 

Dormitories  at  St.  Andrews  are  divided 
into  family  units  or  suites  for  eight  to  12 
students.  Each  suite  includes  a  small,  at- 
tractively furnished  lounge  and  bath.  One 
older  student  lives  in  each  unit  and  is 
available  for  advice  to  the  newer  students. 

Washing  machines  are  placed  in  areas 
set  aside  for  washing  and  ironing.  In  the 
women's  dorms  there  is  a  large  lounge 
where  dates  can  be  received.  An  added 
attraction  is  an  adjacent  kitchen  unit 
where  casual  snacks  may  be  prepared.

CENTENNIAL  OBSERVANCES 

With  Moderator  Henry  D.  Rhodes, 
Statesville,  presiding,  Concord  Presbytery 
met  in  a  Special  Adjourned  Session  on 
Sunday,  Sept.  10,  1961,  at  the  Davidson 
College  Church  to  celebrate  the  Centen- 
nial of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Rev.  Neill  R.  McGeachy,  Statesville, 
gave  the  report  of  the  Centennial  Com- 
mittee and  was  in  charge  of  the  program. 

Speakers  for  the  occasion  were  Dr.  E. 
T.  Thompson,  Professor  of  Church  His- 
tory at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  Dr.  Bernard  Boyd, 
Professor  of  Religion  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  Dr.  Thomp- 
son outlined  the  history  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  this  country  in  his  ad- 
dress, "Our  Heritage".  Dr.  Boyd  spoke  on 
"Our  Mission",  emphasizing  that  the 
Christian  religion  is  a  historically  orient- 
ed religion. 

Orange  Presbytery,  in  observing  the 
100th  anniversary  on  September  14,  look- 
ed toward  a  record  year  in  1962. 

They  adopted  a  record  "challenge  bud- 
get" of  $627,830  to  carry  out  Presbytery 
obligation  next  year.  ITiis  action  came 
during  a  joint  session  with  the  Women- 
of-the-Church  held  at  First  Church,

The  Centennial  observance  was  address- 
ed by  two  Presbyterian  leaders  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  Dr.  Benjamin  R.  Lacy 
Jr.,  who  spoke  during  the  morning  meet- 
ing, and  Dr.  W.  Taliferro  Thompson  who 
addressed  the  afternoon  session.

Under  his  leadership,  the  church  has 
grown  to  a  membership  of  over  1,300,  and 
is  one  of  the  leading  churches  in  the 
synod. 

His  previous  pastorates  include  White- 
ville,  Chadbourn,  Lake  Waccamaw,  and 
Roanoke  Rapids,  N.  C,  and  Mexico,  Mo. 

The  St.  Petersburg  Church  is  second 
largest  in  Florida.  It  is  currently  under- 
taking a  program  to  build  an  entire  new 
church  plant  facing  Tampa  Bay.

DAVIDSON  COLLEGE  ADVANCES 

JOHN  R.  CUNNINGHAM  FINE  ARTS  CENTER  DEDICATED 


Davidson  College  dedicated  its  $650,000 
John  R.  Cunningham  Pine  Arts  Center 
on  October  26,  1961,  climaxing  the  build- 
ing phase  of  the  college's  current  ten- 
year  development  program. 

The  center  is  named  for  Dr.  John  R. 
Cunningham,  president  emeritus  of  David- 
son, who  le(i  the  school  from  1941-1957 
and  is  now  president  of  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

In  announcing  the  occasion,  Davidson 
College  President,  Dr.  D.  Grier  Martin 


said,  "This  is  the  last  major  building 
needed  to  equip  Davidson  for  1,000  stu- 
dents. The  Center  is  truly  unique  and 
the  most  complete  facility  of  its  kind 
among  liberal  arts  colleges  for  men  in 
the  southeast  and  perhaps  in  the  nation." 

It  is  an  ultra-modern  teaching  facility 
with  sound  proof  music  rooms,  window- 
walled  art  studios,  and  a  three-hundred 
seat  theater  which  can  double  as  a  record- 
ing studio.  The  exterior  is  similar  to  the 
traditional  colonial  brick  and  pillared 
architecture  of  other  campus  buildings.

RULING  ON  PEACE  COLLEGE 


A  judgment  rendered  in  Superior  Court 
on  November  3  by  Judge  George  Foun- 
tain of  Tarboro  ruled  in  favor  of  rights 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ral- 
eigh to  continue  to  operate  Peace  College. 

Attorneys  for  St.  Andrews  College  and 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  appealed  the 
decision  and  filed  for  a  hearing  at  the 
December  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  North  Carolina. 

The  recent  decision  by  Judge  Fountain 
was  rendered  in  Raleigh  following  argu- 
ments by  attorneys  representing  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh  and  St. 
Andrews  College.  The  trial  of  the  case 
was  begun  in  September,  at  which  time 
witnesses  were  heard  representing  both 
parties.  Appearing  for  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  were  Mr.  William  McPher- 
son.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  Peace  College,  and  Dr.  William  C. 
Pressly,  President  of  the  Institution,  and 
for  the  Synod,  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Stat- 
ed Clerk. 

Suit  was  brought  by  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Raleigh  and  the  Board 
of  Managers,  following  unsuccessful  ef- 


forts to  compromise  the  issue,  which  in 
effect,  was  a  proposed  merger  by  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  Peace  Col- 
lege, Raleigh;  Flora  Macdonald,  Red 
Springs;  and  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
at  Maxton. 

The  merger  of  the  three  institutions  was 
to  have  taken  effect  in  August  of  this  year 
just  prior  to  the  opening  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  at  Laurinburg,  the 
new  Institution  of  Synod,  established  as 
the  result  of  nearly  ten  years  of  study, 
planning,  and  preparations. 

Peace  College  was  originally  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Raleigh  and  the  five  Presby- 
teries of  Albemarle,  Granville,  Kings 
Mountain,  Orange,  and  Wilmington.  The 
five  Presbyteries  by  January  1958  waived 
all  rights  to  resume  control  and  operation 
of  the  College,  leaving  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  as  the  sole  litigant. 

Attorneys  arguing  for  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  contended  that  an  action 
by  Synod  in  1944,  guaranteed  to  all  Agen- 
cies owning  and  operating  institutions 
which  might  come  under  the  control  of 


UCW  CONVENTION  AT 
MIAMI  BEACH 

Resolutions  reaffirming  United  Church 
Women's  support  of  the  United  Nations 
and  of  disarmament,  its  concern  for  eco- 
nomic development  in  Asia,  Africa,  and 
Latin  America,  its  defense  of  civil  liber- 
ties, and  the  need  for  unity  among  Chris- 
tians were  voted  by  2,000  delegates  to  the 
United  Church  Women's  Assembly  in 
Miami  Beach  in  October. 

In  the  first  resolution  UCW  called  for 
the  U.  S.  to  stand  firm  in  support  of 
the  office  of  the  UN  Secretary-General 
and  recommended  that  all  local  UCS 
councils  step  up  their  studies  of  the  UN 
and  its  work. 

Another  resolution  urged  a  firm  declar- 
ation by  Congress  to  the  effect  "that  gen- 
eral and  complete  disarmament  under 
UN  supervision  and  control  be  a  basic 
goal  of  U.  S.  foreign  policy." 

The  women  also  voiced  their  support  of 
U.  S.  reciprocal  trade  agreements,  but  ask- 
ed for  "a  grander  strategy  through  AID 
(Agency  for  International  Development)" 
of  assistance  to  needy  countries.  They  also 
backed  the  U.  S.  Food  for  Peace  Program 
and  the  UN  Freedom  From  Hunger  Cam- 
paign, while  calling  for  the  establishment 
"without  delay"  of  a  United  Nations  Cap- 
ital Development  Fund. 

Finally,  they  committed  themselves  to 
"the  Church  ecumenical"  and  to  leveling 
walls  of  partition  by  working  unitedly  in 
"the  whole  mission  of  the  whole  Church 
to  the  whole  world." 


Synod,  the  right  to  reassume  ownership 
and  control;  and  that  this  right  was  re- 
iterated in  a  similar  clause  in  the  charter 
of  Peace  College  drawn  in  1953  when  the

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PERFECTIONISTS? 

Christ  commanded  His  followers  to  be 
perfectionists,  but  since  the  days  of  Con- 
stantine  there  has  been  a  dearth  of  per- 
fectionists in  the  Church.  Harnack  de- 
clared that  it  was  a  thousand  years  after 
Christ  before  anyone  took  Him  literally 
and  that  that  one  was  St.  Francis  of 
Assissi. 

Christ's  social  teachings  are  hard,  but 
perfectionists  know  them  to  be  right.  The 
trouble  is  that  all  of  us  are  less  than  per- 
fect. Like  Peter  we  "follow  from  afar."  A 
few  leaders  move  out  in  front,  like  "Stone- 
wall" Jackson,  who  on  that  fateful  morn- 
ing in  May,  1863  got  ahead  of  his  men  and 
they  shot  him. 

Every  perfectionist  is  doomed.  Tally- 
rand,  who  understood  this,  once  said  to  a 
young  man  who  asked  how  to  become 
great,  "Die  on  a  cross!"  The  advice  is 
perpetual.  We  love  Christ  because  He  died 
on  a  cross  for  us.  Love  could  lead  some 
of  us  to  a  cross,  not  because  we  are  per- 
fect, but  because  He  lives  in  us,  and  we 
are  discovered  to  be  "pilgrims  on  the  road 
to  perfection." 

In  1961  we  Presbyterians  profess  a 
"Mission  to  the  Nation",  yet  tenaciously 
adhere  to  religious  provincialism,  salvag- 
ing our  conscience  by  great  zeal  for  world 
(foreign)  missions.  It  may  be  that  up- 
heavals in  distant  lands,  whereby  our 
emissaries  are  expelled  and  thrust  back 
upon  us,  is  a  warning  to  us  to  "set  our 
own  house  in  order."  Thus  the  burden 
of  the  missionary  evangel  everywhere — 
at  home  and  abroad — rests  heavily  on 
those  who  oppose  all  efforts  at  Church 
Union  and  the  application  of  the  so- 
called  social  gospel. 

For  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  com- 
mand seems  clear  enough:  individual 
Christians  and  local  Churches  are  called 
upon  to  exercise  greater  sacrifice  of  time, 
thought,  money,  and  spirit.  The  Courts  of 
the  Church,  it  seems,  would  profit  by 
greater  flexibility,  especially  to  provide  a 
larger  number  of  preaching  ministers  and 
the  inclusion  of  women  representatives  in 
the  Courts. 

Undergirded  by  prayer  and  more  pray- 
er, the  leadership  of  the  Church  must 
dedicate  itself  to  Biblical  preaching  of  a 
kind  that  produces  action,  to  the  point 
of  "turning  the  world  upside  down."  This 
will  no  doubt  bring  death  for  some,  per- 
haps many,  but  life  for  multitudes. 

Perfectionism  is  so  obvious  in  the  teach- 
ings of  Christ  that  anything  less  only 
delays  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  while 
holding  some  men  in  bondage  and  others 
in  jeopardy.

The  McMullens,  now  living  in  High

DAVIDSON  PROGRESSES 

Davidson  College  President  D.  Grier 
Martin  recently  revealed  plans  indicating 
that  Davidson 'intends  not  to  be  second 
to  any  similar  higher  educational  institu- 
tion anywhere  in  the  nation  in  scholar- 
ship, faculty,  or  financial  support. 

"It  sometimes  seems  a  Southern  col- 
lege has  to  be  twice  as  good  as  similar 
institutions  in  other  sections  of  the  coun- 
try to  overcome  past  regional  distinc- 
tions," Dr.  Martin  declared,  as  he  an- 
nounced the  College  Board  of  Visitors' 
new  10-year  aim  to  more  than  double 
Davidson's  endowment  and  gain  in  na- 
tional stature  as  a  college  of  educational 
excellence.  "Our  goal  is  to  make  David- 
son the  best  college  of  its  type — not  just 
in  the  South,  but  in  America,"  he  said. 
"We  can  achieve  this  goal  in  the  decade 
ahead." 

Now  fully  equipped  with  up-to-date 
buildings  for  an  optimum  enrollment  of 
1,000  students,  the  additional  $15  million 
will  put  the  college  on  a  "guaranteed  in- 
come basis."  Nine  million  dollars  will  be 
marked  endowment  to  hold  and  further 
strengthen  the  college  faculty.  The  80,000 
volumes  in  the  school  library  will  be 
doubled  and  other  funds  will  go  to  con- 
tinually shape  the  curriculum  and  teach- 
ing facilities  to  suit  the  changing  times. 

Davidson  has  $10.5  million  now  in  trust 
funds  and  $7.7  million  in  physical  plant. 
It  ranks  eighth  among  all  liberal  arts  col- 
leges in  percentage  of  graduates  receiving 
Rhodes  Scholarships  since  1950,  ninth  in 
Danforth  Scholarships  z.nd  fourth  in 
Rockefeller  Brothers  Fellowship  winners. 
Two  of  every  three  Davidson  men  go  on 
to  graduate  school.

The  35  by  nine  and  a  half  foot  mosiac 
mural  before  the  main  entrance  to  the 
Liberal  Arts  and  Science  Building  at  St. 

It 
has  as  its  theme  the  Christianity  and  Cul- 
ture program  of  the  college,  and  depicts 
man's  cultural  development  from  the 
Creation  through  the  resurrection.

CONSULTATIVE  CONFERENCE 

A  study  of  the  total  benevolence  giving 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
was  the  theme  of  a  Consultative  Confer- 
ence held  at  Assembly  Inn  in  Montreal 
in  September.  The  Conference  was  spon- 
sored by  the  General  Council  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  representatives  from 
all  of  the  Synods  and  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies of  the  General  Assembly  were  pres- 
ent. The  following  attended  from  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina:  Dr.  James  R. 
Wright,  Raleigh;  William  F.  Mulliss, 
Charlotte;  Rev.  C.  I.  Lewis,  Goldsboro; 
and  the  Rev.  Allen  C.  McSween,  Greens- 
boro. 

Mr.  Mulliss,  Charlotte  and  a  member  of 
the  Myers  Park  Church,  reporting  on  the 
Conference,  stated  that  much  of  the  dis- 
cussion revolved  around  the  subject  of 
"Realism"  in  preparing  budgets,  and  also 
on  what  was  referred  to  as  "an  open- 
end"  budget,  namely  one  reflecting  (1) 
an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  year's 
actual  operation,  plus  a  modest  growth 
factor  such  as  4%;  (2)  an  amount,  which 
to  the  extent  given,  would  provide  the 
means  for  meeting  the  needs  for  which 
actual  giving  in  the  past  has  not  been 
providing  funds;  and  (3)  an  amount 
which,  to  the  extent  given,  would  provide 
the  means  for  taking  advantages  for  ex- 
panded services  which  carmot  now  be 
rendered  at  all. 
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CERTIFICATION 

Rev.  James  Speed,  secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Certification  of  Lay  Work- 
ers, Board  of  Christian  Education,  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  recently  announced  that  for 
a  short  time  Christian  education  workers 
with  several  years  of  succesful  experience, 
but  without  formal  training,  may  be  cer- 
tified as  Directors  of  Christian  Education. 
After  1964,  however,  no  one  will  be  cer- 
tified beyond  the  grade  of  Assistant  in 
Christian  Education  without  a  college  de- 
gree. 

This  plan,  according  to  Mr.  Speed,  is 
designed  to  recognize  those  who  have 
given  many  years  of  splendid  service  in 
their  jobs  as  Christian  education  directors 
but  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of 
specialized  training. 

Since  the  recent  formation  of  the  cer- 
tification committee  it  has  been  estimat- 
ed that  one-half  of  the  employed  Chris- 
tian education  workers  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  US,  have  been  certified;  126  have 
qualified  as  Directors,  45  as  Associates, 
and  15  as  Assistants. 


MAGICIAN-MINISTER 

The  Rev.  .Raymond  Horn,  minister  at 
Second  Church,  Mooresville,  is  an  accom- 
plished magician.  His  talents  were  recent- 
ly featured  in  an  article  in  the  Winston- 
Salem  Journal-Sentinel  and  in  an  article 
carried  in  the  Religious  News  Service. 

Mr.  Horn  has  been  interested  in  magic 
since  high  school  and  used  his  abilities 
to  pay  expenses  for  his  first  year  of  col- 
lege. Although  he  received  attractive  of- 
fers to  become  a  professional  entertainer, 
Mr.  Horn  answered  a  call  to  enter  the 
ministry. 

Now  he  uses  his  magic  tricks  only  oc- 
casionally and  says  most  of  the  members 
of  Mooresville  Second  Church  did  not 
know  that  he  was  a  magician  until  long 
after  he  became  their  pastor. 

Mr.  Horn  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson 
College  and  Union  Theological  Seminary.

CAMP  WALTON  STEWART 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery's  Camp  Walton 
Stewart,  located  eight  miles  east  of  Char- 
lotte, has  recently  been  "winterized"  so 
that  the  recreational  program  can  operate 
during  cold  weather.  Ten  heated  cabins 
and  two  meeting  lodges  have  been  add- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $50,000.  These,  with  the 
existing  facilities,  give  a  winter  capacity 
for  90  persons  and  a  summer  capacity  for 
126. 

Camp  Stewart  was  named  one  of  three 
camps  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  chosen  to  join  the  American  Camp- 
ing Society.  The  Rev.  Yale  Gunn,  camp 
administrator,  advises  that  the  society 
sets  rigid  standards  for  membership.  The 
other  camps  included  are  Camp  Hanover, 
Synod  of  Virginia;  and  Camp  Calvin,  At- 
lanta Presbytery. 


QUEENS  DORMITORY 

Queens  College  has  begun  construction 
of  a  residence  hall  to  house  108  students. 
It  will  be  ready  for  use  in  September 
1962  and  will  be  Queens'  sixth  dormitory. 
Cost  of  the  haU  will  be  $348,000. 

A  unique  feature  of  the  three-story 
building  will  be  a  rectangular  core  at  the 
center  of  each  floor.  Bedrooms  will  sur- 
round this  utility  and  maintenance  core 
which  will  include  laundry  rooms,  lava- 
tories, study  rooms,  storage  space,  and 
lounge  areas.

KNOW  YOUR  MISSIONARIES 

When  Marion  Wilcox  went  to  China 
as  a  missionary  in  1923,  she  fell  in  love 
with  a  small  rural  town  and  its  people, 
Kiangyin.  There  she  stayed  with  close 
friends,  "my  Chinese 
family,"  through 
times  of  danger,  risk- 
ing last-minute  evac- 
uation as  China  was 
torn  by  civil  war  in 
the    20's,    war  with 
Japan    in    the  30's, 
and  the  communist 
advance  in  the  late 
40's. 

She  began  work  as 
a  young  missionary 
from  Georgia,  travel- 
ling the  Chinese  countryside  by  boat, 
teaching  women's  Bible  classes,  organiz- 
ing and  holding  conferences.  She  became 
a  friend  to  numbers  of  Chinese  Chris- 
tians, and  undertook  the  education  of 
several  children  in  her  "Chinese  family," 
a  household  which  usually  numbered 
more  than  a  dozen  children  taken  in  for 
their  education  and  up-bringing  by  a 
Christian  Chinese  friend. 

In  1927,  as  civil  war  raged  in  the  coun- 
try, Miss  Wilcox  was  forced  to  leave  for 
10  months.  Again,  in  1937  she  was  forced 
to  leave  Kiangyin,  this  time  by  order  of 
the  American  consul,  as  Japanese  armies 
battled  Chinese  throughout  the  area. 

Miss  Wilcox  was  imprisoned  in  Kian- 
gyin by  the  Japanese,  before  her  evacua- 
tion to  America  in  April,  1942. 

After  the  war,  she  again  returned  to  her 
work  in  Kiangyin,  until  forced  to  evac- 
uate by  the  advancing  communist  armies. 
She  resumed  her  work,  at  this  time,  in 
Taiwan,  where  thousands  of  mainland 
Chinese  refugees  were  pouring  in. 

Today  she  is  working  on  the  Chinese 
island's  east  coast,  at  Hwalien,  particular- 
ly among  mountain  tribes,  isolated  for 
centuries  from  the  rest  of  Taiwan.  She 
writes  about  wonderful  60  and  70  mile 
hikes  oyer  rough  mountain  trails  and 
swinging  vine  bridges,  of  a  growing 
women's  work  in  the  area,  of  vacation 
Bible  schools,  and  of  Bible  classes  in 
English  and  Mandarin  Chinese. 

Miss  Wilcox  attended  Queens  College, 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and 
Biblical  Seminary,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
First  Church,  Charlotte.  She  is  from  El- 
berton,  Georgia.

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CHALLENGE 

A  challenge  grant  of  $10,000  was  recent- 
ly received  by  Orange  Presbytery  from 
the  Richardson  Foundation,  New  York. 
The  gift  was  offered  to  stimulate  the  pres- 
bytery's current  office  building  program. 
The  balance  of  necessary  funds  must  be 
raised  by  December  31,  1962  in  order  to 
secure  the  grant. 

Contract  for  the  $47,000  project  has  been 
awarded  and  construction  begun.  Antici- 
pated completion  date  for  the  building  is 
December  1,  1961. 

A  report  on  funds  received  as  of  Sep- 
tember 21  shows  that  the  balance  remain- 
ing to  be  raised  is  $32,843.52. 


CAMPAIGN 

The  Ninth  National  Assembly  of  United 
Church  Women,  meeting  in  Miami  Beach 
on  October  6-12,  launched  a  program  for 
a  nationwide,  interdenominational  cam- 
paign to  fight  racial  discrimination. 

Mrs.  David  D.  Baker  of  New  York  as- 
sociate general  director  of  UCW,  announc- 
ed a  $66,000  grant  from  the  organization's 
Field  Foundation  would  help  finance  the 
program.  Called  "Assignment:  RACE, 
1961-64"  it  is  aimed  at  training  women  to 
work  toward  improvement  of  race  rela- 
tions in  churches,  housing,  schools,  and 
employment. 

Women's  organizations  of  nine  denomi- 
nations have  agreed  to  participate  in  the 
three-year  program,  and  ten  more  groups 
are  considering  the  invitation.

Institution  came  under  the  control  of 
Synod. 

Attorneys  for  St.  Andrews  College  and 
Synod  contended  that  the  right  to  reas- 
Efume  control  was  intended  corporately  for 
the  original  six  Agencies  owning  and  op- 
erating the  College  and  not  for  any  in- 
dividual agency,  and  further  that  the 
agreement  in  the  Synod  resolution  and 
the  Peace  charter  stipulated  reassumption 
rights  only,  if  and  when.  Peace  College 
ceased  to  operate;  and  further,  that  legal- 
ly it  has  been  clearly  established  that 
merging  agencies  or  institutions  do  not 
suspend  operations,  even  though  removed 
physically,  as  a  campus;  therefore,  the 
suit  should  be  voided  on  the  grounds  that 
the  operation  of  Peace  College  has  not 
and  would  not  be  suspended. 

Dr.  Pressly,  in  his  testimony,  declared 
that  despite  withdrawal  of  Synod's  sup- 
port, the  College  is  operating  at  a  capac- 
ity and  in  the  "black".  Cessation  of  Peace 
College,  he  said,  would  leave  Presbyter- 
ians in  the  State  without  an  exclusively 
girls'  school.

REPORTS 

Dr.  William  T.  Lammers,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  biology  at  Davidson  College, 
was  one  of  the  investigators  recently  re- 
porting to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission 
on  atomic  radio  activity  in  the  U.  S. 

The  report  was  made  to  the  Health  and 
Physics  Information  Committee  concern- 
ing radio  active  contamination  of  the 
Clinch  River  which  is  a  dump  for  wastes 
from  the  Oak  Ridge  Atomic  Laboratories. 
Dr.  Lammers  has  conducted  a  study  of 
the  sediment  and  organic  life  in  the  river 
during  the  past  two  summers  to  deter- 
mine what  effects,  if  any,  the  wastes 
have  had  on  the  river  water  and  life 
around  the  river. 

He  has  been  on  the  Davidson  faculty 
for  the  past  two  years  and  is  considered 
a  leading  authority  on  radio  active  con- 
tamination in  the  U.  S. 


MERGER 

Forest  Hill  and  South  Park  churches 
(M)  joined  to  become  one  on  Sunday, 
August  6,  1961.  Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell, 
chairman  of  a  commission  appointed  by 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  to  facilitate  the 
merger,  announced  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting  and  led  combined  congregations 
of  the  two  churches  in  worship  services.

Dr.  T.  Henry  Patterson,. pastor  of 
Madison  Church,  was  chairman  of  a  Pres- 
bytery Commission  appointed  to  ■.  effect 
the  organization. 

The  church  has  grown  from  a  Sunday 
School  begun  in  4905  by  Mr.  Thomas  L. 
Smith,  rural  mail  carrier  from  Stoneville, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Joyce.  Their 
first  home  was  a  log  house  near  Stone- 
ville. Through  the  years  pastors  and  mem- 
bers of^  both  Madison  and  Stoneville 
churches  have  helped  in  the  work. 

The.  new  congregation  of  26  members 
has  a  Fellowship  Hall  adjoining  the  Sun- 
day School  Building.  They  have  new  pews 
and  will  soon  have  a  modern  church 
organ.

Dr.  Andrew  Neville  Davidson,  minister 
of  the  Glasgow  Cathedral  since  1935,  has 
been  named  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
(Presbyterian).

SEMINAR 

A  seminar  for  barbers  and  beauticians, 
to  discuss  the  relation  of  Christian  faith 
to  their  work,  was  recently  held  at  Mon- 
treat.  It  was  believed  to  be  the  first  theo- 
logical seminar  for  members  of  their  pro- 
fessions ever  held  in  this  country. 

Sponsored  by  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  the  three-day  meeting  was  one  of 
a  group  of  schools  planned  to  better  equip 
laymen  to  relate  their  faith  to  daily  living. 

Denomination  officials  said  the  school 
was  not  intended  to  "produce  leaders"  or 
to  make  "second-class  theologians"  but  to 
prepare  the  laity  for  their  role  in  the 
world.  Five  basic  concepts  found  in  the 
Christian  doctrine  of  man — creation,  sin, 
judgment,  redemption,  and  ethics,  were 
discussed. 
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BIRTHDAY 

November  11  marked  the  first  anni- 
versary of  occupancy  of  Synod's  new 
Office  Building  in  Raleigh.  The  Building 
was  constructed  in  1960  at  a  cost  of  $100,- 
000,  including  furnishings  and  new  equip- 
ment. 

Several  years  ago  the  N.  C.  Baptist 
Convention  constructed  a  $500,000  build- 
ing in  Raleigh,  and  currently  the  Meth- 
odist denomination  is  erecting  a  build- 
ing at  a  cost  of  $600,000. 

The  North  Carolina  Bar  Association  re- 
cently broke  ground  next  door  to  Synd's 
Office  for  State  headquarters.  The  build- 
ing was  contracted  for  $164,000,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
middle  of  1962. 


BAPTIST  COLLEGE  AT 
RED  SPRINGS? 

As  the  result  of  an  inquiry  by  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Red  Springs,  the  Bap- 
tist General  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Conven- 
tion has  voted  to  consider  the  use  of  the 
Flora  Macdonald  College  property  recently 
abandoned  by  the  consolidation  of  FMC 
and  Presbyterian  Junior  College  at 
Laurinburg. 

A  committee  of  the  Baptist  General 
Board  visited  Red  Springs  on  November  6 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  study  and 
recommendations. 

The  Red  Springs  Development  Corpora- 
tion has  arranged  to  acquire  the  FMC 
property  and  to  present  it  to  the  Baptist 
Board,  if  the  proposal  is  approved.  Pledges 
amounting  to  $100,000,  made  by  Red 
Springs  citizens,  will  also  be  presented  to 
the  Baptist  denomination,  if  accepted,  and 
in  addition  the  Scottish  College  Founda- 
tion has  voted  to  offer  the  Baptist  cash 
assets  of  a  little  more  than  $40,000.00.

PEACE  COLLEGE  ISSUE 

Appeal  of  the  judgment  rendered  in 
Superior  Court  in  Raleigh  in  early  No- 
vember by  Judge  George  Fountain  of  Tar- 
boro  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in 
February. 

Commenting  on  the  judgment  which  de- 
clared that  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh  has  the  right  to  resume  control 
and  operation  of  Peace  College,  Hector 
MacLean,  Lumberton,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Andrews  Col- 
lege, located  at  Laurinburg,  said  that  in 
answer  to  numerous  inquiries  regarding 
the  status  of  the  new  College,  "We  have 
opened  fully  accredited,  with  a  full-time 
equivalent  of  820  students.  Ten  buildings 
are  in  use  on  the  new  campus,  and  the 
inaugural  campaign  for  $2,250,000  has 
reached  the  3/4  mark.  Further,  time  is 
needed  for  studying  the  judgment  rend- 
ered by  Judge  Fountain". 
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Every  thoughtful  Presbyterian  should  be 
concerned  over  the  fact  that  the  Church 
Extension  report  to  Synod  in  June  indi- 
cated a  decline  in  the  net  gain  in  member- 
ship in  Synod  during  1960,  and  that  for 
several  years  the  percentage  rate  of 
growth  has  been  declining,  as  the  follow- 
ing Table  reveals: 

1954—  2.64%  1957—1.71% 

1955—  2.91%  1958—1.54% 

1956—  2.16%  1959—1.37% 

1960—1.20% 
On  the  surface  it  would  appear  that  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  must  be  possess- 
ed of  inertia,  lack  of  zeal,  and  spiritual 
deterioration,  all  of  which  things  may  be 
true,  but  God  alone  is  the  judge.  There 
were  only  1,906  adult  baptisms  reported 
for  1960  in  contrast  to  2,239  the  year  be- 
fore, and  2,591  in  1958;  likewise,  the  num- 
ber of  professions  of  faith  dwindled  from 
4,758  in  1958  to  4,349  in  1959,  then  to  3,904 
in  1960. 

However,  this  contrast  is  not  near  so 
serious  as  a  comparison  between  recent 
best  years  and  figures  for  from  six  to  ten 
years  previous.  For  instance,  though  the 
membership  of  Synod  in  1950  was  only 
114,415  (in  contrast  to  144,784  in  1960), 
professions  of  faith  and  adult  baptisms 
approximated  the  1960  figures:  in  both 
1946  and  1948  there  were  more  than  3,000 
adult  baptisms;  and  m  both  1951  and  1953 
there  were  more  than  4,700  professions  of 
faith. 

This  fact  is  not  presented  to  minimize 
the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  but  sug- 
gests that  there  are  other  factors  involved 
in  the  growth  process  of  churches  than 
loss  of  spirituality. 

For  one  thing,  most  everything  goes  in 
cycles,  and  recently  Synod  has  experienc- 
ed a  trough  in  the  growth  cycle. 

It  should  be  observed  further  that  the 
decline  in  spiritual  birthrate  is  not  pecu- 
liar to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The 
Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly for  1961,  contained  the  following  ob- 
servation : 

"The  evangelistic  report  for  1960  is 
shocking — the  lowest  number  of  addi- 
tions on  profession  of  faith  in  5  years, 
the  greatest  number  of  losses,  the 
smallest  gain". 

Now,  let  it  be  remembered  that  this  was 
following  the  year  of  the  greatest  em- 
phasis, perhaps,  ever  put  on  evangelism 
throughout  the  General  Assembly! 

But  there  is  more  to  be  said.  First,  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  for  some  years 
has   consistently   shown   greater  growth 


BOARD  MEETING 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Presby- 
terian Home  Inc.  in  High  Point  convened 
on  October  11  with  J.  B.  Watt,  Chairman, 
presiding.  Reports  were  heard  to  the  effect 
that  construction  on  the  new  unit  of  the 
Home,  under  contract  price  totaling  $1,- 
011,666  is  well  under  way.  A  separate  re- 
port indicated  that  nine  apartments  are 
also  under  construction. 

Dr.  James  B.  Whaley,  Chairman  of  the 
Admissions  Committee,  reported  that  since 
April  12,  there  have  been  ten  new  admis- 
sions to  the  Home,  11  deaths,  and  two 
withdrawals.  The  Home  has  served  175 
persons  since  January,  1952,  and  there 
are  currently  100  guests  in  the  Home. 

The  Executive  Director,  Mr.  R.  A.  Short, 
reported  that  Mrs.  Janie  Marshall  has 
been  employed  as  dietitian.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  study  the  matter  of 
furnishings  and  equipment  for  the  new 
addition  with  J.  Sanders  Dallas  named  as 
Chairman.  Another  Committee  was  nam- 
ed to  study  the  advisability  of  an  inter- 
denominational brochure  on  Homes  for 
the  Aged  to  present  to  attorneys,  trust  of- 
ficers, et  cetera  in  regard  to  wills  and 
bequests.  Kelvin  Gray,  Raleigh,  was 
named  Chairman  of  the  Committee.

than  the  Methodist  denomination  in  the 
state  of  North  Carolina.  And  recently  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  meeting  in 
Greensboro,  heard  a  report  to  the  effect 
that  since  1955  the  Baptist  Church  in 
North  Carolnia  has  made  gains  "in  every 
area  except  in  baptisms" — a  decrease  by 
15%  between  1950-1960! 

The  annual  statistics  on  Church  growth 
in  the  United  States  has  just  been  re- 
leased by  the  National  Council  of  Church- 
es, revealing  that  whereas  in  1958  church 
increase  in  the  U.  S.  was  5%,  for  1960, 
it  had  dropped  to  1.9%.  In  North  Carolina 
population  growth  between  1950-1960  was 
1.2%,  while  the  growth  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  approximated  2%. 

The  Assembly's  Report  rightly  admon- 
ishes that  "these  facts  should  send  us  to 
our  knees  in  heart-searching  and  prayer 
that  God  will  show  us  wherein  we  have 
been  lacking".  With  this,  we  heartily 
agree.  May  the  Kingdom  Qome  in  power 
by  the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit! 


JANUARY  STUDY 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  at  its 
meeting  last  June  adopted  a  resolution 
presented  by  the  Christian  Relations  Com- 
mittee urging  Churches  of  the  Synod  in 
connection  with  the  emphasis  in  January, 
1962  on  Christian  Action  to  study  the 
question  of  Alcohol  and  Alcoholism. 

The  Committee  requested  Mr.  Worth 
Williams  of  Greensboro,  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Greensboro  Council  on  Alcohol- 
ism, to  provide  study  material  for  church- 
es in  the  Synod.  Mr.  Williams  and  Miss 
Margaret  E.  Brothers,  Associate  Direc- 
tor, with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Robert  D. 
Russell,  Professor  in  the  Dept.  of  Hygiene, 
School  of  Education,  Stanford  University, 
prepared  a  booklet  dealing  with  the  sub- 
ject, under  the  title  of  "The  Gateway" 
(above)  in  which  they  set  forth  the 
following:  "When  did  it  begin?",  "What 
Are  the  Facts  ",  "Who  uses  Alcohol"?, 
"Where  to  get  Help?",  and  "How  to  Take 
Action?" 

Dr.  Russell  was  asked  to  prepare  a 
teacher's  guide  for  the  Study,  and  both 
pamphlets  have  been  made  available  to 
churches  for  the  study.  Copies  of  the 
"Gateway"  may  be  ordered  for  50(*  each, 
while  teacher's  guide  are  furnished  free.

Some  years  later  as  the  result 
of  the  efforts  of  the  late  John  Wesley 
Hall,  a  ruling  elder  of  the  church,  the 
United  States  Congress,  in  an  unprece- 
dented action,  appropriated  to  the  Lumber 
Bridge  Presbyterian  Church  reparations 
in  payment  for  the  building  burned  by 
Sherman's  Army.

BICENTENNIAL 

Little  River  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Hurdle  Mills  in  Orange  Presbytery  ob- 
served its  200th  anniversary  late  in  Octo- 
ber. Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  Executive  Secretary 
of  Orange  Presbytery,  delivered  the 
bicentennial  sermon.  Mrs.  Emma  Nicks, 
former  member  of  the  church  and  de- 
scendant of  one  of  the  church's  earliest 
elders,  conducted  the  memorial  service^ 
Others  participating  in  the  day-long  ser- 
vices were  former  ministers,  the  Rev.  Kay 
Misenheimer,  Rev.  J.  S.  Cook,  and  Rev. 
Clark  Porter  III. 

The  Church  was  organized  in  1761  with 
the  Rev.  Henry  Patillo  as  its  first  pastor. 
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CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP 

Figures  recently  released  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  in  the  1962 
Yearbook  reveal  that  church  and  syna- 
gogue membership  in  America  reached  a 
high  of  114,449,217  in  1960.  This  represent- 
ed an  increase  of  2,222,312,  or  1.9%  over 
the  1959  figures. 

Last  year  63.6%  of  an  estimated  na- 
tional population  of  about  180,000,000  be- 
longed to  a  church  or  synagogue.  The 
figures  are  based  on  reports  from  259  re- 
ligious bodies  in  all  50  States  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  Both  Protestants  and 
Roman  Catholics  reported  gains  in  mem- 
bership while  Jewish  and  Eastern  Ortho- 
dox membership  declined. 

Total  Protestant  membership  in  227 
bodies  was  63,668,835,  or  a  gain  of  1.8% 
over  the  1959  membership.  Catholic  mem- 
bership increased  3.2%,  or  a  total  of  2,- 
104,900.  (The  Catholic  Church  counts  as 
members  all  baptized  persons  including 
infants,  while  the  Protestant  bodies  count 
only  those  who  have  attained  full  mem- 
bership, usually  persons  over  13.) 

Jewish  membership  fell  off  133,000  to  a 
total  of  5,367,000.  The  Eastern  Orthodox 
Churches  reported  2,698,663  members,  a 
decrease  of  108,949. 

An  estimated  90%  of  all  Protestant 
Church  members  in  the  U.  S.  are  found 
in  22  denominational  groups  or  families. 
The  major  Protestant  family  groups  are 
the  Baptist  bodies  with  the  largest  total 
membership  of  21,148,862;  Methodist,  12,- 
424,623;  Lutherans,  8,080,867;  and  Presby- 
terians, 4,333,249. 

In  1960  for  the  first  time  the  34-mem- 
ber-bodies  of  the  National  Council  show- 
ed a  total  membership  of  more  than  40,- 
000,000.  Their  combined  membership  is 
40,185,813. 

The  proportion  of  church  members  to 
the  total  population  has  almost  doubled 
in  the  first  60  years  of  this  century — 
from  36%  in  1900  to  63.6%  in  1960. 

The  growth  of  Protestantism  in  the 
U.  S.  is  measured  in  a  table  which  shows 
the  Protestants  made  up  27%  of  the  total 
population  in  1926;  33.8%  in  1950;  and 
35.4%  in  1960.  In  the  same  period  the 
Catholic  population  increased  16%  in 
1926  to  23.6%  in  1960. 

The  total  number  of  clergymen  for  237 
reporting  bodies  is  371,258,  but  only  241,- 
268  were  in  charge  of  local  churches  or 
synagogues.  This  was  a  decrease  of  2,331. 
There  were  318,697  places  of  worship  list- 
ed, an  increase  of  4,352. 

The  value  of  new  church  or  religious 
education  construction  in  1960  was  esti- 
mated by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Com- 
merce at  $1,016,000,000.00,  as  compared 
with  $935,000,000  the  year  before. 

There  were  283,885  Sunday  Schools  in 
the  226,  religious  bodies  in  1960,  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  43,231,018. 


NEIGHBORS 

Ground  was  broken  in  October  for  the 
new  North  Carolina  Bar  Association  Cen- 
ter on  Wade  Avenue,  next  door  to  the 
Synod's  Office  Building  in  Raleigh.  The 
new  building  is  expected  to  be  occupied 
about  May  1,  1962.  There  will  be  a  full 
basement  and  two  stories  above.  The  base- 
ment will  be  used  for  meetings,  the  main 
floor  for  offices,  lounge,  library  and  other 
facilities  and  the  second  floor  for  office 
space. 

The  building  is  being  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $165,000.  The  archi- 
tect is  Leif  Valand  and  Associates,  Ral- 
eigh, and  the  contractor,  T.  A.  Loving, 
Goldsboro. 


DALLAS  MEN'S  CONVENTION 

"For  Me  to  Live  Is  Christ"  is  the  theme 
of  the  Presbyterian  Men's  Convention  to 
be  held  in  Dallas,  Texas,  June  20-23,  1963. 
The  program  is  not  complete  at  this  time, 
but  plans  are  in  progress  and  will  include 
a  wide  variety  of  rich  spiritual  experiences 
such  as  worship,  listening,  singing,  discus- 
sion, fellowship,  and  inspiration,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  James  P.  Harris  of  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C,  Dallas  Convention  Chairman 
for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Andy  Andrews,  Jr.,  Secretary  Di- 
vision of  Men's  Work,  Richmond,  points 
out  that  the  Program  Committee  is  en- 
deavoring to  fashion  a  program  out  of  the 
experience  of  past  conventions  to  meet 
the  needs  of  men  today.  This  program  is 
being  designed  to  help  men  in  their  re- 
sponsibilties  in  family,  business,  com- 
munity, and  world  living.  Mr.  Andrews 
said,  "It  will  seek  to  point  up  the  re- 
levancy of  the  Christian  faith  for  all 
of  life.  It  will  show  the  great  mission  of 
the  Christian  Church  and  enable  men  to 
to  see  where  and  how  they  have  a  vital 
share  in  this  mission." 

In  regards  to  the  Dallas  Fund  Drive, 
Mr.  Harris  said  that  both  Mecklenburg 
and  Wilmington  Presbyteries  have  met 
their  quotas  100  plus  percent.  The  per- 
centage of  quota  paid  thus  far  in  the 
other  Presbyteries  stands  as  follows:  Al- 
bemarle 39%;  Concord  32%;  Fayetteville 
29%;  Granville  47%;  Kings  Mountain 
51%;  Orange  37%;  and  Winston-Salem 
none.

REPORT  BY  SECRETARY 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  Campus  Christian 
Life  of  Synod,  the  General  Secretary,  Dr. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  reported  that  receipts 
for  the  first  ten  months  in  1961  were  $1,- 
393  below  receipts  for  the  same  period  in 
1960,  though  the  1961  budget  is  in  excess 
of  that  for  1960. 

Presbyteries  which  are  in  arrears  of 
last  year's  contributions  for  the  first  ten 
months  are  Fayetteville,  Granville,  Kings 
Mountain,  Mecklenburg,  and  Orange. 
Only  Albemarle,  Concord,  Wilmington, 
and  Winston-Salem  have  contributed 
more  during  the  first  ten  months  than  in 
1960. 

A  financial  statement  on  campaign 
capital  funds,  presented  to  the  Committee, 
reveals  that  pledges  to  Campus  Christian 
Life  were  made  in  the  total  amount  of 
$475,928.42  ($198,783.21  in  1956  and  $277.- 
145.21  in  1958). 

Receipts  from  the  two  campaigns  total 
$398,463.08  ($171,620.10  from  the  1956  and 
$226,842.98  from  the  1958  campaign). 

A  balance  remains  unpaid  from  both 
campaigns  totalling  $77,465.34. 

Additional  income  was  received  on  in- 
terest in  the  amount  of  $4,263  and  from 
challenge  fund  gifts  by  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  Richmond,  Va.  total- 
ling $38,000. 

Disbursements  to  the  five  Centers 
which  were  approved  for  the  campaigns 
in  1956  and  1958  reveal  that  Chapel  Hill 
has  received  85%  of  the  original  amount 
designated,  $265,00,  or  $215,250.  Duke  Uni- 
versity also  has  received  85%  in  the  total 
amount  of  $72,250,  against  the  original 
goal  of  $85,000. 

The  CCL  Committee  authorized  that 
the  other  three  centers  be  brought  up  to 
85%  of  the  original  goal  as  additional 
funds  are  received.  This  means  that  N.  C. 
State  College  is  due  $2,000,  Woman's  Col- 
lege, at  Greensboro,  $11,187,  and  East 
Carolina  College,  Greenville,  $10,500. 


AIRLIFTED 

Charlie  McDonald  of  Jackson  Springs 
has  been  advised  by  the  Mission  Board  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  that  his 
sister.  Miss  Nolle  McDonald  has  been  air- 
lifted from  her  mission  station  at  Lubuia 
in  the  Belgian  Congo  to  Leopoldvile.  Miss 
McDonald  was  reported  safe  and  unhurt, 
but  several  of  her  companions  were  badly 
beaten  in  some  of  the  recent  uprisings  in 
that  section.  Miss  McDonald  serves  as  a 
laboratory  technician  in  hospital  and  also 
trains  natives  in  laboratory  technology 
especially  in  the  diagnosis  of  leprosy. 


SYNODICAL  PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  E.  Johnston  Irvin  of  Concord  ad- 
dressed the  Women  of  the  Statesville 
Church  in  November  on  the  subject  of 
Stewardship.  Calling  bad  stewardship,

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WESTMINSTER  FELLOWSHIP 

Elizabeth  Hill,  Moderator  of  Westminster  Fellowship,  Synod 
of  N.  C,  reported  to  the  Campus  Christian  Life  Committee 
meeting  in  November  on  activities  and  actions  of  the  College 
Youth  Group  during  the  past  six  months.  Among  the  items 
reported  on  wei'e  the  following: 

Attendance  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Assembly's  Youth 
Council  at  Mary  Baldwin  College,  Staunton,  Va.  in  August; 

Attendance  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Third  General  Assembly 
of  the  National  Christian  Student  Federation,  participated 
in  by  12  denominaions; 

The  Fall  Council  meeting  at  Camp  New  Hope  where  routine 
business  was  undertaken,  including  the  promotion  of  the  pro- 
ject to  raise  money  for  scholarships  for  students  at  Taejoin 
College,  Korea; 

A  fall  conference  of  the  WF  at  Camp  New  Hope  to  study  the 
Christian  approach  to  war  and  disarmanent,  led  by  the  Rev. 
Vance  Barron  of  Chapel  Hill,  in  which  150  students  participat- 
ed. The  Conference  adopted  a  proposal  condemning  the  silence 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  on 
the  problem  of  nuclear  war  and  took  an  action  opposed  to  the 
resumption  of  atmospheric  nuclear  testing  by  the  U.  S.  The 
conference  also  adopted  a  "Statement  of  Conscience",  which 
included  the  following  protests  and  commitments: 

"We  protest  the  action  of  Soviet  Russia  in  the  resumption 
of  testing  of  nuclear  weapons  in  the  atmosphere  .  .  . 

"In  the  name  of  humanity,  we  appeal  to  our  own  govern- 
ment to  refrain  from  following  the  horrible  example  of  Soviet 
Russia  ... 

"Our  resumption  of  such  testing  for  the  purpose  of  'main- 
taining our  superiority  in  weapons'  can  have  only  one  predic- 
table result:  the  incitement  of  the  Russians  to  undertake  even 
more  testing  in  an  effort  to  achieve  or  maintain  their  superior- 
ity in  nuclear  weapons." 

"The  pursuit  of  such  a  policy  by  both  Russia  and  the  U.  S. 
is  the  ultimate  in  folly"  and  "will  lead  if  unchecked  but  to  the 
contamination  of  earth's  atmosphere  beyond  the  point  of  no 
return ; 

"In  the  name  of  that  freedom  of  self-determination  which 
we  are  pledged  to  support  in  this  troubled  world,  we  affirm 
that  neither  the  U.  S.  nor  Russia  has  the  right  to  poison  the 
atmosphere  which  is  the  common  property  of  humanity  .  .  . 

"We,  therefore,  call  upon  our  govern-   

ment  to  refrain  from  the  resumption  of 
tests  in  the  atmosphere,  and  to  continue 
to  press  through  the  United  Nations  for 
an  inspected  and  enforced  ban  on  the 
testing  of  nuclear  weapons". 


MEMORIAL  TO  RATCHFORD 


OLD  GRAVEYARD 

Back  of  Greensboro's  Public  Library, 
once  the  handsome  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  that  City,  is  located  the  town's 
oldest  cemetery,  containing  some  300  old 
graves. 

Among  those  buried  in  the  cemetery  are 
a  former  governor  of  North  Carolina,  John 
M.  Morehead,  governor  from  1841-1845; 
Major  James  R.  McLean  and  John  A. 
Gilmer,  Confederate  Congressmen;  and 
Ralph  Gorrell,  a  delegate  to  the  State 
Constitutional  Convention  of  186L 

Morehead,  for  whom  Morehead  City  is 
named,  once  owned  Blandwood,  now  the 
Keeley  Institute.  He  was  a  delegate  to 
the  Peace  Convention,  which  a  century 
ago,  sought  to  avoid  the  Civil  War. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  upon 
completion  of  the  present  church  building 
retained  both  the  title  to  the  cemetery 
and  the  responsibility  for  its  upkeep. 

CHURCH  ORGANIZED 

Joyce  Presbyterian  Church,  five  miles 
west  of  Stoneville  (O),  for  56  years  a 
chapel,  was  organized  November  5,  as  the 
85th  church  in  Orange  Presbytery. 

Dr.  T.  Henry  Patterson  of  Madison  was 
Chairman  of  the  Organizing  Commission, 
and  Dr.  Ben  F.  Brown  preached  the  ser- 
mon. The  church  has  37  charter  members. 


The  Goshen  Church,  North  Belmont, 
dedicated  its  lovely  new  sanctuary  October 
15  in  a  service  presided  over  by  the  Pas- 
tor, the  Rev.  Archie  L.  McNair. 

The  late  Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford,  Minis- 
ter of  the  Church  under  whose  leadership 
the  sanctuary  was  erected,  was  memoria- 
lized in  the  bulletin  as  follows: 

"In  dedicating  this  building  to  the 
worship  and  service  of  God,  we  do 
so  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.

The  Protestant  Radio  and  Television 
Center  recently  announced  the  purchase 
of  a  completely  equipped  Videotape  mo- 
bile unit  as  an  initial  step  in  its  planned 
program  of  expanded  services  to  member 
denominations. 

The  unit  contains  sufficient  equipment 
for  location  or  studio  work  and  is  design- 
ed for  travel  to  remote  areas.  Equipment 
is  operated  by  a  gas-driven  generator  or 
the  nearest  electrical  power  source. 

PRTVC  is  a  non-profit  corporation 
which  produces  educational  and  religious 
material  utilizing  radio,  television,  motion 
pictures  and  audio-visuals.  Its  services  are 
available  to  any  Protestant  denomination.

U.  S.,  the  Methodist  Church,  the 
Episcopal  Church,  the  United  Lutheran 
Church,  and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A. 


MEDAL  AWARDED  MISSIONARY 

A  medal  from  the  Australian  Red  Cross 
for  meritorious  assistance  to  its  medical 
teams  in  the  Congo  was  presented  to  the 
Reverend  David  A.  McLean  (above)  of 
Eagle  Springs,  N.  C.  at  the  1961  annual 
North  Carolina  Red  Cross  conference  held 
in  Greensboro  on  October  31. 

Making  the  presentation  in  behalf  of 
the  Australian  Society  was  Gen.  Alfred  M. 
Gruenther,  President  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  who  was  a  speaker  at  the  con- 
ference. 

A  few  months  earlier,  while  serving  in 
the  Kasai  Province  of  The  Congo  as  a 
member  of  the  American  Presbyterian 
Congo  Mission  Organization,  the  Rever- 
end Mr.  McLean  helped  newly  arrived 
medical  teams  of  the  Australian  Red  Cross 
to  become  oriented  in  that  troubled  and 
faction-ridden  land. 

"It  was  largely  due  to  the  Reverend 
Mr.  McLean's  knowledge  of  the  country 
and  its  people,  and  his  tact  in  negotia- 
tions with  rival  factions  that  the  teams 
were  able,  in  a  confused  and  dangerous 
situation,  to  become  functioning  units", 
said  Geoffrey  W.  Morris,  chairman  of  the 
Australian  Red  Cross,  in  a  citation  wh^ch 
accompanied  the  medal.  "The  Reverend 
Mr.  McLean  proved  himself  invaluable, 
and  made  substantial  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Red  Cross  in  the  area." 

Gen.  Gruenther,  in  presenting  the 
medal,  said:  "All  of  us  are  extremely 
proud  of  you.  All  your  actions  were  in 
the  very  best  traditions  of  your  ministry, 
of  America,  and  the  Red  Cross." 

The  Reverend  Mr.  McLean  served  as 
interpreter,  advisor,  guide,  and  in  other 
roles  in  assisting  the  medical  teams  dur- 
ing their  first  few  weeks  in  Africa.  He  be- 
gan his  missionary  work  in  the  Congo  in 
1945  after  serving  as  pastor  of  a  Presby-

QUALITY  EDUCATION 

Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  pastor  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  voiced 
criticism  of  North  Carolina's  new  "Qual- 
ity Education"  program  in  a  speech  be- 
fore the  Dimn  Rotary  Club's  Teacher's 
Night  meeting  October  25th.  News  of  his 
remarks  was  picked  up  by  the  wire  serv- 
ices and  newspapers  across  the  state  and 
for  several  days  the  story  became  top  Tar 
Heel  news. 

Dr.  Edwards  said,  "We  are  making  edu- 
cation an  extremely  distasteful  experience 
for  our  children,  and  as  a  result  the  sys- 
tem is  forcing  many  students  out  of  the 
classrooms." 

He  pointed  out  that  the  whole  quality 
education  program  is  geared  for  the  bet- 
ter than  average  student  without  any  re- 
gard for  the  background  and  individual 
problems  of  others. 

In  reply.  Dr.  I.  A.  Ready,  director  of 
the  state  curriculum  study,  said  that 
"students  are  not,  and  have  not  been, 
challenged  sufficiently." 

Governor  Terry  Sanford  took  note  of 
Dr.  Edward's  remarks  at  his  next  news 
conference  when  he  quoted  his  young 
daughter,  Betsy,  as  saying,  "That  preach- 
er didn't  know  what  he  was  talking 
about." 

Dr.  Edwards  said  he  was  pleased  with 
the  reactions  to  his  remarks  and  that  all 
the  calls  he  received  were  congratulatory 
and  appreciative.

A  Constitution  for  the  pi*oposed  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  Alumni  As- 
sociation is  being  drafted  by  a  Committee 
headed  by  Mrs.  Frank  A.  McNeill  of  Aber- 
deen. 

The  proposed  Constitution  will  be  pre- 
sented for  further  consideration  to  an 
Alumni  Luncheon  in  April,  a  part  of  the 
"kick  off  installation  ceremonies  climax- 
ing the  Inaugural  Year  for  Dr.  Ansley  C. 
Moore,  first  President  of  the  College". 

Alumni  activities  of  the  new  consoli- 
dated college  were  lauched  at  Laurinburg 
on  Homecoming  Day  in  November.

Of  the  261  students  enrolled  at  Mon- 
treat  College,  188  are  freshmen.  In  the 
student  body  are  80  boys.  Nine  special  stu- 
dents are  enrolled,  and  16  extension  stu- 
dents at  Oteen  Veterans  Administration 
Hospital. 

Nine  religious  denominations  are  repre- 
sented on  the  campus  as  follows:  Baptist

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THOMPSON  TO  GEORGIA 


Recent  advice  by  the  Department  of 
Commerce  reveals  that  North  Carolinians 
received  in  total  income  during  1960,  $7,- 
184,000,000,  an  increase  of  $432,000,000. 

Per  capita  personal  income  for  North 
Carolinians  in  1960  was  $1,574,  an  increase 
of  $74  over  1959. 

Using^  the  above  per  capita  income,  the 
145,000  Presbyterians  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  would  have  given  in  1960 
through  tithes  $22,823,000.  Actually  total 
gifts  through  church  channels  was  $14,- 
202,339.  The  per  capita  for  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  is  undoubtedly  some  $500 
or  $600  lower  than  that  for  Presbyterians. 
An  earlier  estimate  made,  using  $1,900  as 
the  Presbyterian  per  capita  income,  in- 
dicated that  total  income  for  Presbyter- 
ians in  1960  was  $275,000,000,  of  which  a 
tithe  would  have  been  $27,508,960.  The 
$14,000,000  gifts  by  the  Presbyterians  re- 
veals that  at  least  $13,000,000  was  with- 
held.

The  School  is  part  of  the  mission  work 
of  the  General  Assembly  and  has  been 
given  first  priority  in  seeking  funds,  both 
for  operating  expenses  and  to  complete 
a  much  needed  classroom  building.  It  has 
more  than  tripled  in  size  since  it  was 
started  and  now  has  793  students  rang- 
ing from  First  Grade  through  College. 

Missionary  Jules  Spach,  formerly  from 
Winston-Salem,  is  director  of  the  15th  of 
November  School.  The  school's  unusual 
name  comes  from  the  day  on  which  Brazil 
obtained  its  independence  from  Portugal.

CHURCH  CONSTRUCTION 

Church  Construction  through  October 
totalled  $810,000,000  for  the  first  ten 
months  of  1961,  which  was  $26,000,000  be- 
low the  same  period  in  1960.  For  the 
month  of  October  alone  construction 
totaled  $90,000,000  or  $3,000,000  less  than 
the  year  before. 

Construction  by  non-public  schools  and 
colleges  totalled  $56,000,000  in  October,  an 
increase  of  $4,000,000,  while  for  the  ten- 
months  period  the  total  was  $498,000,000, 
as  compared  with  $465,000,000  the  year 
before. 


EXECUTIVE  INSTALLED 

Dr.  T.  Watson  Street,  former  Professor 
in  Austin  Seminary,  Austin,  Texas  was 
installed  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the 


bodies  in  the  United  States  to  their 
churches.  The  record  figure  of  $2,533,- 
120,871  highlights  a  report  released  by  the 
Department  of  Stewardship  and  Benevo- 
lence of  the  National  Council  of  Churches 
in  the  41st  annual  publication  of  "Statis- 
tics of  Church  Finances." 

Benevolence,  including  home  and  for- 
eign missions,  amounted  to  $458,441,044  or 
18.1  per  cent  of  the  total.  For  all  local 
congregational  expenses  and  operations 
the  sum  of  $2,074,479,864  is  reported.  An 
additional  $199,963,  not  specifically  classi- 
fied as  either  benevolence  or  congrega- 
tional expense,  is  included  in  the  total. 

Of  the  constituent  bodies  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  the  Reform- 
ed Chi|rch  in  America,  with  $104.53  per 
member,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.,  with  $101.44,  topped  the  list  of 
giving  for  all  purposes.  They  also  were 
highest  in  per-member  giving  for  benevo- 
lences. 

The  report  is  compiled  each  year  from 
data  supplied  by  the  denominations  and 
tabulated  by  the  National  Council's 
Bureau  of  Research  and  Survey. 


DIBELIUS  ON  COMMUNISM 

Lutheran  Bishop  Otto  Dibelius  of  Ber- 
lin told  more  than  9,000  persons  at  a 
rally  here  that  about  100  years  from  now 
people  will  not  remember  much  of  Com- 
munism, whose  days  are  "numbered,"  but 
the  living  church  will  remain. 

During  the  rally,  sponsored  by  the 
Greater  Dallas  Council  of  Churches,  Bis- 
hop Dibelius  received  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Laws  degree  from  Dr.  Willis  M.  Tate, 
president  of  Southern  Methodist,  who 
cited  him  as  "the  symbol  of  the  church's 
finest  hour  in  our  time." 

Earlier  in  a  press  interview  Bishop 
Dibelius  said  he  was  confident  he  would 
preach  again  in  East  Berlin,  where  he  is 
now  barred  by  the  Communists. 

"The  more  the  Western  powers  stand 
firm  to  the  ideals  of  the  Christian  religion, 
the  sooner  the  day  will  come,"  he  added. 

He  said  the  one  common  enemy  of 
Christians  .  .  .  Communism  .  .  .  has  creat- 
ed a  more  receptive  climate  for  talks 
among  the  various  churches.  Noting  the 
world-wide  nature  of  the  church  now,  he 
said  that  Christian  persecution  in  any 
Communist  country  results  in  protests  and 
prayers  from  Christians  in  the  free  world. 


FILM  ENDORSED 

"Question  Seven,"  a  Lutheran  movie 
produced  in  Germany  for  Lutheran  Film 
Associates,  has  received  the  highest  film 
award  given  by  Catholics. 

The  1961  Grand  Prix  of  the  Interna- 
tional Catholic  Film  Office  went  to  the 
movie  after  evaluation  by  an  interna- 
tional jury  of  Catholic  film  reviewers.  It 
previously  won  other  Catholic  awards  in- 
cluding the  International  Catholic  Film 
Office  Prize  at  the  Berlin  Film  Festival; 
one  of  four  top  awards  at  the  London 
Catholic  Film  Festival;  a  "special  acco- 
lade" and  A-1  rating  from  the  National 
Legion  of  Decency  in  America;  and  an 
endorsement  from  the  Catholic  Film  Guild 
of  Germany.

In  November  at  the  meeting  of  the  Wo- 
men-of-the-Church,  Mrs.  Thompson  was 
presented  an  honorary  membership  in  the 
local  church  group  organization.  Follow- 
ing a  brief  sketch  of  the  life  of  Mrs. 
Thompson,  and  a  tribute  paid  to  her  by 
the  women,  a  gold  pin  was  awarded  to 
her.  Among  other  things,  it  was  said  of 
her,  "In  every  phase  of  the  work  of  the 
church  and  community  she  has  influenced 
us  profoundly  with  her  Christian  faith 
and  attitude.

CHAPEL  HILL  SANCTUARY 

Construction  on  the  Sanctuary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Chapel  Hill,  be- 
gun last  June,  is  now  well  under  way. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Sanctuary  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  September  1962. 

The  Sanctuary  will  meet  a  long-stand- 
ing need  in  the  ministry  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  which  endeavors  to  reach 
more  than  1,300  Presbyterian  students  on 
the  campus. 

The  new  building,  to  seat  700,  is  located 
on  the  same  spot  where  the  Presbyterian 
Church  has  ministered  to  students  since 
1849. 

The  new  building,  similar  to  the  old, 
which  burned  in  1958,  will  be  dominated 
by  a  spire  which  will  be  floodlighted  at 
night. 

Total  cost  of  the  new  building  is  esti- 
mated at  $460,000,  including  architects' 
fees  and  furnishings,  but  not  the  cost  of 
a  pipe  organ,  to  be  a  memorial  gift,  and 
it  is  hoped  by  some  Presbyterian  family  in 
the  Synod. 

The  local  congregation  has  accumulated 
$100,000  towards  the  sanctuary,  and  ap- 
proved of  a  loan  of  $200,000  in  addition. 

The  nine  Presbyteries  of  Synod  have 
pledged  $110,000  over  the  next  five  years 
on  the  capital  investment.  Orange  Pres- 
bytery has  pledged  $30,000.  The  largest 
single  pledge  of  a  church  was  made  by 
the  Covenant  Church,  Charlotte  which 
recently  presented  a  check  for  $13,500.00 
to  the  minister  of  the  Church,  the  Rev. 
Vance  Barron. 

Presbyterians  visiting  in  Chapel  Hill  or 
the  vicinity  have  been  urged  to  inspect 
the  new  Student  Center  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1960.

CHURCH  UNION 

"Serious  questions"  arising  out  of  at- 
tempts to  unify  all  Christian  churches 
into  one  church  were  analyzed  and  dis- 
cussed by  Dr.  John  Newton  Thomas  of 
Richmond's  Union  Theological  Seminary. 

Speaking  to  a  meeting  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  at  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  Dr.  Thomas  said: 

"Presbyterians  .  .  .  need  to  consider 
carefully  whether  they  are  now  prepared 
to  give  up  their  traditional  position  that 
no  particular  form  of  church  order  or  gd\f- 
ernment  is  essential  to  the  church  and 
agree  to  enter  a  merger  with  those  who 
regard  the  episcopate  (system  of  bishops) 
as  essential." 

If  efforts  to  unite  the  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.  A.  succeed,  they  will  succeed  on  the 
basis  of  acceptance  of  the  historic  episcop- 
ate, he  predicted. 

If  and  when  this  happens,  he  said, 
southern  Presbyterians  must  be  prepared 
to  say  whether  they  ought  to  abandon 
their  "broadly  ecumenical  and  flexible" 
position  in  favor  of  the  "narrower  and 
more  rigid  view"  that  apostolic  succession 
is  essential  to  the  true  church. 

Dr.  Thomas  further  stated,  "On  the 
threshold  of  our  second  century  we  are 
not  for  division  but  unity — unity  in  the 
form  of  cooperation,  unity  in  the  form 
of  mutual  recognition,  and  unity,  let  us 
hope,  in  the  form  of  wisely  considered 
union." 


LORD'S  ACRE  PLAN 

The  Ridgecrest  Presbyterian  Church 
(M),  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Dulin,  Pastor,  is 
reaping  the  benefits  of  a  stewardship  pro- 
gram inaugurated  in  1959  when  the  Rev. 
John  Hobson  was  pastor  of  the  church — 
the  Lord's  Acre  Plan. 

The  program  began  in  January,  1959  to 
pay  off  the  mortgage  on  the  congrega- 
tion's $7,000  educational  building.  In  Octo- 
ber they  made  the  final  payment. 

The  entire  congregation  has  participat- 
ed in  the  project  which  involved  the  de- 
dication of  110  acres  of  land  to  God  for 
raising  of  crops,  the  profit  from  which 
is  contributed  to  the  Church. 

According  to  the  Pastor,  Mr.  Dulin,  "A 
man  may  come  home  from  work,  get  on  a 
tractor,  and  work  until  9  o'clock  at  night. 
A  boy  who  works  in  Charlotte  at  night 
may  disk  from  early  morning  to  mid 
afternoon".  The  women  also  have  a  part 
in  the  project.  They  can  fruit  and  make 
quilts,  and  buy  and  sell  pigs. 

The  project  netted  over  $4,000  this  year, 
$2,000  of  which  was  applied  to  the  mort- 
gage. A  part  of  the  balance  went  for  the 
purchase  of  a  second-hand  tractor  and 
plow  for  next  year's  program. 

The  Church  with  127  members  was  or- 
ganized in  1949,  and  until  recently  was 
served  by  a  part-time  pastor.  The  Lord's 
Acre  Plan  has  made  it  possible  for  the 
church  to  become  self-supporting,  with  a 
full-time  pastor. 


PRESBYTERIAN  PRESIDENTS 

During  Culture  Week  observed  in  Ral- 
eigh recently,  Hugh  B.  Johnston,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Wilson  First  Church,  complet- 
ed a  year  of  service  as  President  of  the

ment of  History  at  Davidson  College  and 
a  member  of  the  local  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  elected  President  of  the  N.  C.

WORLD  MISSIONS  CONFERENCE 

Date  of  the  world-wide  mission  strategy 
consultations,  announced  earlier  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  for  late  1962,  has 
been  set  for  October  13-19  at  Montreat, 
N.  C. 

Invitations  have  gone  out  to  more  than 
150  church  leaders,  boards  and  agencies 
in  the  United  States  and  overseas.  They 
will  be  invited  to  participate  in  what  the 
Board's  executive  secretary,  Dr.  T.  Watson 
Street,  has  called  "a  creative  venture  in 
mission  policy  planning." 

Representatives  of  younger  churches, 
missionaries,  representatives  —  ministers 
and  laymen — of  the  church  at  home  and 
of  other  denominational  boards  and  inter- 
denominational missionary  agencies  will 
meet  together  in  "a  free  and  open  consul- 
tation" to  consider  the  crucial  issues  of 
the  Christian  world  mission  today. 


PRESBYTERIAN  INVENTOR 

Tar  Heel  basketball  fans  will  be  in- 
terested to  note  that  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman  invented  the  game  of  basket- 
ball in  1891.  And  now  this  fact  has  been 
marked  by  a  commemorative  four  cent 
postage  stamp. 

The  stamp  honors  Dr.  James  Naismith 
and  was  first  placed  on  sale  at  Spring- 
field College,  Springfield,  Mass.,  where 
he  was  instructor  in  physical  education. 
While  there  he  nailed  a  pair  of  peach 
baskets  to  the  gymnasium  balcony  and 
laid  down  a  set  of  basic  rules  that,  vir- 
tually unchanged,  govern  the  game  in 
more  than  50  countries  today. 

Dr.  Naismith  never  did  much  preaching 
from  a  pulpit,  but  he  emphasized  the  need 
for  honesty,  sportsmanship,  clean  living, 
and  healthy  bodies.  The  creed  of  physical 
education,  a  novelty  when  he  began 
preaching  it,  is  today  widely  accepted. 


Dr.  Davidson  is  an  author  of  several 
biographies  and  is  an  outstanding  his- 
torian in  North  Carolina. 


TO  PITTSBURGH  SEMINARY 

Dr.  Donald  G.  Miller,  Professor  of  New 
Testament  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Virginia,  since  1943,  has  been  elected 
President  of  Pittsburgh  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  will  take  up  his  work  there  next 
summer. 

Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  formed  two 
years  ago  as  a  result  of  the  union  of 
United  Presbyterians  and  Presbyterians 
U.  S.  A.,  bringing  together  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  and  Western  Seminaries  in  a  plan 
to  devote  the  extensive  resources  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Area  to  the  development  of  a 
stronger  institution. 

Dr.  Miller,  52,  was  born  in  Braddock, 
Pa.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  New  York  Uni- 
versity with  a  Ph.D. 


ASSISTANT 

The  Rev.  W.  Robert  Martin,  Jr.  has 
been  appointed  assistant  to  Dr.  James  A. 
Jones,  president  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  Mr.  Martin's  primary  respon- 
sibility will  be  enlisting  men  for  the 
ministry. 

Mr.  Martin,  a  native  of  Welsh,  La.,  is  a 
graduate  of  Davidson  College,  and  a  1960 
graduate  of  Union  Seminary,  where  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Student  Body 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Church  Voca- 
tions Team.  Since  completion  of  his  stu- 
dies at  Union  Seminary,  Mr.  Martin  has 
served  as  Assistant  to  the  Pastor  of  St.

Legette  Blythe  of  Huntersville  was  for 
the  second  time  named  a  Mayflower  Cup

His  Family,"  a  book 
written  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  late 
Mable  Wolfe  Wheat- 
on. 

Mr.  Blythe  is  a  na- 
tive of  Mecklenburg 
County  and  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Caro- 
lina. He  is  the  author 
of  several  novels  and 
biographies.  For  some 
years  he  has  served  as  a  ruling  elder  in 
the  Huntersville  Church. 

He  has  been  a  newspaper  writer,  for 
some  years  being  on  the  staff  of  the 
Charlotte  Observer. 


SYNOD  OF  1861 

The  Raleig:h  Times  recently  carried  a 
brief  account  taken  from  the  Raleig^h 
Register  of  1861,  which  reported  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  in  October, 
1861  "drew  large  crowds".  The  Synod  met 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  with 
nearly  240  ministers  and  elders  attending 
from  all  parts  of  the  State.  It  was  the 
first  meeting  of  Synod  "since  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  split  into  Northern  and 
Southern  branches  at  the  start  of  the 
Civil  War." 

Meetings  were  open  to  the  public  and  a 
large  crowd  was  on  hand  to  hear  the 
opening  sermon  by  the  retiring  moderator, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lafferty  of  Concord  Presby- 
tery. 


CHURCH  BUILDINGS 

Ground  was  broken  in  November  for  a 
new  Educational  Building  for  the  Cann 
Memorial  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  to  cost 
$80,000.  The  minister  is  the  Rev.  George 
Heath. 

The  Badin  Church  broke  ground  for  a 
new  manse  on  November  5.  The  minister 
is  the  Rev.  Roscoe  B.  Fisher. 

Leaksville  First  Church,  the  Rev.  Roy 
Whitley,  pastor,  recently  raised  in  excess 
of  $61,000  on  a  goal  of  $70,000  for  con- 
struction of  a  new  educational  building 
and  youth  center. 


BISHOPS  OPPOSE  EXTREMISTS 

Roman  Catholic  Bishops  of  the  United 
States  meeting  in  Washington  in  Novem- 
ber received  a  report  from  the  Social 
Action  Department  of  the  National 
Catholic  Welfare  Conference  warning  that 
Anti-Communist  Extremists  in  the  U.  S. 
are  diverting  attention  from  critical  Com- 
munists gain  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin 
America. 

Reports  of  the  N.C.W.C.  Departments 
normally  are  delivered  only  to  the  Execu- 
tive meeting  of  the  hierarchy,  but  in  an 
unusual  move,  an  excerpt  of  the  report 
was  released  condemning  extreme  right- 
wing  groups. 


ANNE  FRANK  HOUSE 

The  house  in  which  Anne  Frank  hid 
from  the  Nazis  during  World  War  II  and 
wrote  her  famous  diary  has  been  opened 
in  Amsterdam  as  an  international  youth 
center. 

Now  known  as  the  "Anne  Frank  Home," 
the  house  has  been  chosen  as  the  gather- 
ing place  for  a  youth  convention  on  im- 
proving relations  between  the  peoples  of 
the  world.  Young  people  from  Britain, 
France,  Germany,  and  Holland  will  at- 
tend the  conference.

BOOK  REVIEW 

HORNET'S  NEST  by  Legette  Blythe  & 
Charles  R.  Brockmann,  published  by  the 
Public  Library  of  Charlotte  through  Mc- 
Nally  of  Charlotte,  1961,  511  pages.  Price, 
$7.50. 

The  book  is  the  story  of  Charlotte  and 
Mecklenburg  County  brought  up-to-date,  and 
clearly  shows  why  Charlotte  "ticks". 

The  first  part  of  the  book  (pages  1-155) 
was  written  by  Mr.  Blythe  and  deals  with 
the  History  of  the  County  and  City.  It  clear- 
ly sets  forth  the  beginnings  in  the  Colonial 
Period  and  the  events  leading  to  the  Revo- 
lutionary War  in  Mecklenburg.  Two  contro- 
versial matters  are  dealt  with,  and  to  this 
reviewer  it  would  seem  that  both  of  them 
are  incontrovertibly  settled.  The  first  of 
these  relates  to  the  proper  date  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Declaration  and  the  facts  sub- 
stantiate the  accuracy  of  May  20,  1775.  The 
second  relates  to  the  birthplace  of  Andrew 
Jackson,  and  would  seem  to  prove  substan- 
tially that  he  was  born  in  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Brockmann  covers  such  items  as  early 
settlers,  churches,  education,  communication 
and  transportation,  industry  and  commerce, 
business  and  finance,  health  and  welfare, 
wars  in  which  Charlotte  men  have  partici- 
pated, and  towns  and  villages  of  Mecklen- 
burg County. 

The  book  shows  that  Charlotte  has  attain- 
ed the  place  of  pre-eminence  in  the  Caro- 
linas  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  The  in- 
domitable character  of  the  settlers;  (2)  the 
discovery  of  gold  in  Mecklenburg  County  in 
1797;  (3)  The  location  of  Charlotte  as  a 
crossroads  for  all  directions;  (4)  Develop- 
ment of  railroads;  (5)  Development  of  high- 
ways; (6)  the  Character  and  industrious 
spirit  of  the  people  of  Mecklenburg. 

The  book,  not  only  is  valuable  for  its  con- 
tribution to  the  history  of  the  County  in 
which  Charlotte  is  located,  but  also  be- 
cause of  the  relationship  of  this  county 
and  city  to  the  entire  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, as  well  as  to  South  Carolina.

Major  Gherman  Titov,  the  Soviet  astro- 
naut, has  disclosed  that  he  heard  a  re- 
ligious broadcast  over  the  Voice  of  Amer- 
ica when  he  was  making  his  orbital  flight. 

In  an  account  published  in  Pravda, 
Communist  Party  paper,  he  wrote;  "Sev- 
eral times  the  Voice  of  America  in  Rus- 
sian drifted  into  the  receiver.  It  was 
broadcasting  something  obscure  about 
God,  angels,  and  saints." 

The  broadcast  he  heard  was  a  talk  by 
Russian  Orthodox  Archbishop  John  of 
San  Francisco.  The  archbishop  belongs  to 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  in  America 
which  has  consistently  refused  to  accept 
the  spiritual  jurisdictions  of  the  Moscow 
Patriarchate.

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MISSIONARIES  BEATEN 

Nashville,  Tenn.  (RNS) — Two  mission- 
aries beaten  and  arrested  by  Congolese 
troops  at  Luluabourg  in  Kasai  Province 
were  not  Baptists  as  reported  earlier  but 
workers  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S., 
the  Board  of  World  Missions  announced 
here. 

The  injured  missionaries  were  Dr.  J.  B. 
Jung  of  Alexandria,  La.,  a  dentist;  and 
Dr.  W.  Grant  Mcintosh  of  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  a  physician. 

The  board  also  reported  that  two  other 
Presbyterian  missionaries  were  iil-treate^ 
by  the  soldiers  and  arrested.  •The/  were 
the  Rev.  William  C.  Washburn,  and.  Dr. , 
Mark  K.  Poole,  both  from  Texas. 

A  fifth  worker.  Miss  Nolie  McDonald, 
an  X-ray  technician  in  the  Lubondai  mis- 
sion hospital,  was  "slapped  and  insulted" 
but  not  taken  to  jail. 

All  four  men  arrested  were  later  re- 
leased. Three  remained  in  the  Congo,  but 
Mr.  Washburn  returned  to  this  country 
on  furlough. 

The  two  most  severely  injured  mis- 
sionaries, Dr.  Jung  and  Dr.  Mcintosh,  re- 
portedly attacked  by  mutinying  soldiers 
on  November  1,  were  tied  to  a  tree  and 
beaten  with  gun  butts,  and  then  taken  to 
prison.

Dr.  Alston  spoke  on  "New  Views  of 
Things"  and  "New  Sense  of  Values".  He 
acknowledged  errors  in  the  history  of  the 
church  and  called  for  an  optistimic  out- 
look for  the  future,  and  placing  of  em- 
phasis on  World  Missions  and  Evangel- 
ism.

BEQUESTS  &  DEFERRED  GIFTS 

Newspaper  releases  in  recent  weeks  reveal  that  several 
bequests  have  come  to  light  in  wills  of  Presbyterians 
who  died  this  fall. 

From  Graham  comes  word  that  "large  gifts  to  the 
Graham  Presbyterian  Church  and  other  organizations" 
were  included  in  a  will  probated  "for  Mrs.  Bessie  H. 
Wilson  of  Graham  who  died  October  16.  Mrs.  Wilson 
left  grants  of  $1,000  to  the  Graham  Church  Cemetery, 
$2,000.00  to  the  Church,  $1,000  to  Barium  Springs  Orphan- 
age (sic),  and  $1,000  to  the  Western  Carolina  College 
Scholarship  fund. 

At  Marion  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  F.  Barnes  who 
died  October  17,  when  probated,  indicated  that  besides 
$2,000  willed  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Barnes  Cemetery,  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Marion,  of  which  Mr. 
Barnes  was  a  member,  was  willed  "all  lands  and  build- 
ings on  airport  road  ...  to  be  ysed  for  whatever  purpose 
the  elders  or  the  governing  body  of  the  church  approves, 
pertaining  to  the  church  and  its  work".
